BIEIsTlSriAL  MESSAGE. 


To  the  Senate  and  Assernbly  of  the  State  of  California  : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  and  laws, 
it  becomes  my  duty  to  communicate  to  you  information  relative  to  the 
general  condition  of  the  State,  with  such  recommendations  and 
suggestions  as  may  be  beneficial  in  the  promotion  of  its  interests  and 
ultimately  leading  to  its  future  prosperity. 

I  congratulate  you  upon  the  auspicious  opening  of  the  new  year. 
Success  has  attended  every  vocation  and  pursuit  of  our  fellow-citi- 
zens. The  fertility  of  our  soil  has  yielded  an  abundant  harvest ;  our 
orchards  and  vineyards  have  amply  rewarded  the  labor  expended  on 
them ;  our  mines  show  no  diminution  of  their  proceeds ;  our 
mechanical  industries  are  increasing,  and  their  activity  is  the  best 
indication  of  their  thrift. 

These  blessings  should  invoke  from  us  an  acknowledgment  to 
Almighty  God,  with  a  prayer  of  earnest  heart  for  a  continuance  of 
liis  mercies. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Legislature,  death  has  taken  from  us 
a  distinguished  citizen,  one  who  served  the  State  as  Representative 
in  Congress,  Governor,  and  United  States  Senator.  In  the  discharge 
of  his  public  duties,  Milton  S.  Latham  was  ever  faithful  and  loyal  to 
the  trusts  confided  to  him.  Such  attributes  of  respect  due  to  his 
position  and  past  services  as  were  in  my  power  to  confer  were  given 
to  his  memory. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  reports  of  the  Controller  and  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  and  take  pleasure  in  directing  your  attention  to 
State  papers  so  able,  so  elaborate,  yet  so  concise,  so  clear  in  arrange- 
ment and  expression,  and  so  replete  with  suggestions  of  the  greatest 
value. 

They  show  completely  the  workings  of  our  revenue  laws  as  they 
now  exist,  and  constitute  a  reliable  basis  and  guide  for  economic  and 
intelligent  legislation.  The  details  of  all  expenditures  are  given,  and 
the  exact  financial  condition  of  the  State  is  shown. 

That  condition  is  certainly  excellent,  whether  considered  by  the 
light  of  a  comparison  with  that  of  any  other  State,  or  reflected  upon 
as  a  terse  presentment  of  the  question  of  taxation  that  is  involved 
between  our  obligations  and  our  resources. 

The  State  has  taxable  property  of  the  assessed  value  of  about  six 
hundred  and  ten  millions  of  dollars.  Her  interest-bearing  debt 
amounts  to  three  million  two  hundred  and  ninety-three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars.  Of  that  debt  the  State  owns,  holding  in  trust 
for  educational  purposes,  two  million  six  hundred  and  ninety  tliou- 


sand  dollars.  This  leaves  only  six  hundred  and  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  of  her  bonds  in  private  hands;  and  there  is  now  in 
the  treasury,  and  provided  for  by  taxes  already  levied,  something- 
more  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  applicable  to  their  purchase 
or  redemption. 

That  showing  is  a  good  one  for  a  commonwealth  that  has  expended 
within  the  past  ten  years  more  tlian  four  millions  of  dollars  upon 
public  buildings;  more  than  four  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  charities;  and  more  than  twelve  millions  of  dollars  for 
public  education. 

Within  fifteen  years  our  expenditures  for  educational  purposes 
have  increased  from  the  annual  average  of  two  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five thousand  dollars  to  that  of  the  current  fiscal  year — two 
million  and  twenty-nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-four 
dollars  ;  expenses,  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  have  been  met ;  per- 
manent improvements  of  great  value  have  been  made;  taxation  has 
not  been  excessive,  comparatively  speaking,  and  the  public  debt  has 
been  steadily  reduced,  until  the  gratifying  result  above  set  forth  has 
been  reached.  It  readily  suggests  itself  that,  during  the  whole  exist- 
ence of  the  State,  her  fiscal  policj^  has  generally  been  a  prudent  one, 
and  that,  upon  the  whole,  her  finances  have  been  well  managed.  1 
congratulate  you,  and  the  people,  that  such  is  the  fact. 

During  the  present  administration  the  ordinary  expenses  of  gov- 
ernment have  been  light,  the  extraordinary  ones  great.  The  public 
institutions  have  been  ably  and  economically  managed.  The  vari- 
ous offices  have  been  efficiently  filled  and  prudently  conducted.  The 
expenditures  for  all  purposes  have  averaged  four  million  two 
hundred  and  forty-four  thousand  and  thirty-eight  dollars  annually. 
For  the  five  years  preceding,  the  annual  average  expenditure  was 
three  million  six  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  two  dollars.  The  increased  average  expenditure  yearly 
has  been  six  hundred  and  ten  thousand  one  hundred  and 
thirtj'-six  dollars.  Such  increase  is  owing  in  part  to  extraordi- 
nary appropriations  made — and,  in  my  opinion,  wisely  made — 
for  various  purposes ;  but  is  owing  mainly  to  our  growth  as 
a  community,  which  has  naturally  necessitated  greater  outlay  for 
public  education,  for  the  care  of  criminals,  and  for  those  charities 
which  embrace  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  the  blind,  the  insane,  and 
those  wards  of  the  State,  the  orphans  and  the  abandoned  children, 
which  latter  were  provided  for  so  munificently  by  the  Act  of  March 
25,  1880.

Tlie  large  sum  total  is  now  represented  mainly  by  valuable  prop- 
erty in  the  shape  of  permanent  improvements. 

For  cliarities,  the  annual  expenditures  were,  for  five  years  preced- 
ing thisadministration,  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  thou.sand  eight 
hundred  and  seventeen  dollars.  The  average  for  the  past  three  years 
has  been  six  hundred  and  twenty-three  thousand  three  hundred  and 
sixty-two  dollars.  For  public  education,  the  average  yearly  outlay 
for  the  five  fiscal  years  immediately  xjreceding  ray  inauguration  was 
one  million  three  hundred  and  eighty  thou.sand  six  hundred  and 
twenty-eiglit  dollars.  During  my  term  of  office,  the  average  annual 
outlay  for  the  same  purposes  has  been  one  million  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars.  The 
increased  annual  average  of  outlay,  therefore,  for  these  two  items 
alone,  amounts  to  five  hundred  and  ninety-two  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  dollars — which  is  within  about  seventeen  thousand 
dollars  of  the  total  increased  average. 
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I  take  pleasure  in  emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  excess  of  money 
used  has  gone  for  charities  and  education,  since  the  presentation  of 
it  forcibly  directs  your  attention  to  those  two  subjects,  which  are  now 
become,  financially  considered,  the  most  important  you  will  liavc  to 
deal  with.

Financial  legislation  to  be  sound  must  of  necessity  be  progressive. 
It  always  has  been  and  always  will  be  necessary  to  alter  and  amend 
statutes  relating  to  revenue  and  expenditure,  to  wiselj^  meet  the 
changed  conditions  developed  each  succeeding  year.  The  best  in- 
formed legislator  usually  stops  short  of  prophecy  in  devising  a  law, 
especially  when  attempting  to  forecast  the  final  results  of  a  complete 
or  a  partial  system  of  revenue.  Nothing  of  greater  importance  will 
demand  your  attention  and  deliberate  consideration  than  the  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  public  exchequer.  Some  of  the  existing  laws 
require  to  be  altered  to  properly  fit  changed  circumstances.  Others 
should,  perhaps,  be  repealed,  and  new  ones  enacted.  In  the  various 
reports  submitted  for  your  information,  you  will  find  clearly  set 
forth  all  the  facts  necessary  to  guide  you  to  conclusions,  and  I  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  them  for  elaborate  details. 

The  recommendation  that  the  Act  of  February  2,  1872,  be  so 
amended  that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  may  be  enabled  to  prop- 
erly invest  money  which  must  otherwise  lie  idle  in  the  treasury, 
meets  with  my  approval. 

The  Act  to  promote  drainage,  approved  April  23,  1880,  became  a 
law  in  response  to  an  almost  universal  demand  from  the  people  of 
the  mountains  engaged  in  placer  mining;  and  also  from  the  farmers 
in  the  valleys  affected  by  the  flow  of  detritus,  who  realized  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  protect  their  homes  from  ruin,  was  dechared 
invalid  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  following  year.  The  report  of 
the  Controller  reviews  the  matter  fully,  and  supplies  all  the  data 
necessary  to  determine  what  legislation  is  needed  to  protect  the 
financial  interests  of  the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  her 
good  faith. 

Of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State,  only  six  hundred  and  thir- 
teen thousand  dollars  are  in  private  hands.  Deducting  ninety-five 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  of  Soldiers'  Relief  Bonds,  payable  on 
the  first  of  July  next  an<l  already  provided  for  l)y  taxation,  and,  de- 
ducting also  the  nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  called  in.  there 
remains  virtually  only  live  hundred  and  eight   thousand  dollars  of 


our  public  debt  held  by  individuals.  There  is  now  in  the  treasury 
two  liundred  and  ninety-seven  thousand  dollars  applicable  to  in- 
vestment in  it,  and  within  a  few  months  there  will  be  about  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  Since,  therefore,  it  would  be  necessarj^ 
to  raise  by  taxation  only  about  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in 
order  to  totally  extinguish  all  of  the  State  debt  that  she  does  not 
herself  own  and  control,  and  because  it  would  provide  for  the  invest- 
ment of  a  large  sum  now  lying  idle,  and  would  thus  create  addi- 
tional revenue  for  school  purposes,  I  recommend  the  levying  of  such 
tax,  and  the  early  payment  of  such  outsideindebtedness._ 

The  proposition  to  substitute  for  the  bonds  now  held  in  trust  for 
the  University  and  School  Funds,  new  bonds  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  is  a  sound  financial  one.  It  would 
save  to  the  State  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  interest  an- 
nually', and  to  that  extent  would  substitute  direct  for  indirect  taxa- 
tion for  the  purposes  of  education  ;  and  the  privilege  would  remain 
of  abrogating  such  tax  entirely  if  increased  values  of  taxable  prop- 
erty should  warrant  such  economy.  It  would  keep  inviolate  the 
good  faith  of  the  State  in  applying  properly  the  proceeds  of  the 
bounty  of  the  General  Government;  would  give  legislators  some-, 
what  wider  latitude  for  discretion  in  taxation,  and  taxpayers  clearer 
knowledge  of  exactly  what  they  are  taxed  for. 

The  cost  of  collecting  the  State  revenue  is  altogether  too  great. 
The  prevailing  system — or  rather  the  want  of  one — in  the  various 
counties,  is  unjust  to  the  State.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  25 
of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution,  a  general  law  should  be  enacted, 
applicable  alike  to  all  the  counties.  The  suggestion  that  percentage 
be  paid  to  them,  upon  a  fixed  scale,  on  the  gross  amount  of  State  rev- 
enue collected,  is  a  good  one.  In  practice  it  would  prove  an  econom- 
ical one. 

The  subject  of  delinquent  taxes — individual  as  well  as  corporate — 
is  become  a  very  interesting  one,  and  presents  a  grave  question  for 
consideration.  I  trust  that  you  will  give  it  that  full  attention  which 
it  demands,  and  that  your  deliberations  will  result  in  an  earnest 
effort  to  protect  those  who  do  pay  taxes  against  the  rank  injustice  of 
those  who  do  not.  The  report  of  the  Controller  clearly  sets  forth  the 
existing  state  of  affairs,  and  is  especially  elaborate  in  regard  to  rail- 
road corporations  that  have  refused,  upon  alleged  legal  grounds,  to 
pay  the  taxes  levied  upon  them.  It  is  worthy  of  careful  perusal. 
Pending  a  decision  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in- 
volving practically  the  question  as  to  whether  corporations  are 
obliged  to  pay  any  taxes,  if  they  elect  not  to,  which  decision  will 
probably  be  made  before  your  deliberations  are  closed,  it  does  not 
appear  to  be  proper  that  I  should  here  set  forth  my  views  upon  the 
question. 

I  respectfully  desire  to  recommend  that  you  administer  a  rebuke 
to  tlie  majority  of  your  predecessors,  and  set  a  good  example  to  all 
wlio  will  succeed  you,  by  directing  the  levy  of  such  a  rate  of  tax  as 
will  certainly  produce  revenue  sufficient  to  fully  meet  all  the  appro- 
priations you  may  in  your  wisdom  decide  to  make. 

It  has  Vjeen  the  common  custom  for  our  Legislatures  to  base  appro- 
priations upon  business  principles  and  the  tax  levy  upon  political 
interests.  The  inevitable  resulting  difference  it  has  oeen  always 
necessary  to  reconcile  by  means  of  deficiency  bills.    A  false  surface 
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showing  of  economy  is  thus  made,  the  real  burden  is  shifted  tempo- 
rarily, and  the  labor  of  legislation  is  greatly  increased  without  the 
diminution,  but  on  the  contrary,  with  the  enhancement  of  taxation. 

The  fact  appears  to  my  mind  to  constitute  a  substantial  wrong  to 
the  taxpayers. 

I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  office  with  deficiency  bills 
amounting  to  something  more  than  two  hundred  and  eighteen  thou- 
sand dollars.  A  part  of  this  sum  was  for  increase  in  salaries  of 
Judiciary,  expense  of  Railroad  Commission  and  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion, that  were  created  by  the  new  Constitution,  and  commenced  life 
the  middle  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  Legislature  of  1880  appropriated 
four  hundred  and  fourteen  thousand  dollars  more  than  it  levied  a 
tax  to  raise.  Hence  resulted  the  tax  levy  for  188 L  of  65.5  cents  as 
against  that  for  1880  of  only  fifty-nine  cents.  The  last  Legislature 
paid  all  of  these  accumulated  debts,  there  was  a  falling  ofi"  in  the 
assessed  value  of  property  of  fifty-one  millions  of  dollars,  and  yet  as 
the  result  of  prudent  economy  in  outlay,  the  tax  levy  for  1882  was 
reduced  to  59.6  cents;  and  to-day  our  public  buildings  are  all  in  a 
most  excellent  state  of  preservation ;  and  one  of  our  prisons  almost 
placed  upon  a  self-sustaining  basis.  I  believe  it  quite  possible  in 
future  to  reduce  our  tax  for  State  purposes  to  fifty  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars. 

It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  during  the  past 
two  years  we  have  not  expended  the  full  amount  appropriated  b}'  the 
Legislature.  It  is  also  worth}'  of  note  that  the  Board  of  Prison 
Directors  have  returned  to  the  State  treasury  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  from  the  amount  appropriated  for  permanent  improvements 
in  that  institution;  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Asylum 
for  the  Insane  at  Stockton  have  returned  one  thousand  dollars,  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  and  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  State  Normal  School  at  San  Jose,  have  returned  a 
like  amount  from  the  appropriation  for  which  the}' have  constructed  a 
magnificent  edifice.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  in  the  three  State  institutions 
named,  the  Trustees  appointed  to  manage  them  have  so  carefully 
guarded  their  trust  that  they  have  been  enabled  to  return  twenty-seven 
thousand  dollars  to  the  State  treasury.  I  have  been  unable  to  find  a 
similar  record  in  the  fiscal  history  of  our  State.  It  has  been  my  aim 
to  avoid  leaving  to  my  successor  in  office  any  deficiency  bills  to  meet, 
and  I  have  succeeded  so  well  that  I  advert  to  the  record  with  pleasure 
and  pride. 

SURVEYOR-GENERAL. 

The  report  of  this  officer  is  well  deserving  your  attention.  The 
land  system  of  our  State,  if,  indeed,  system  it  may  be  called,  seems 
to  have  been  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  creating  confusion  and  pro- 
ducing trouble.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  motives  of  the 
passage  of  laws  so  contradictory  in  their  nature,  so  full  of  ambi- 
guities, perplexing  and  expensive,  it  is  difficult  to  state.  They  cer- 
tainly demand  a  strict  revision,  and  the  recommendations  of  the 
Surveyor-General,  with  his  reasons  therefor,  I  strongly  urge  upon 
your  consideration.  Especially  would  I  suggest  an  examination  and 
review  of  the  laws  for  the  foreclosure  of  delinquent  interests  upon 
State  lands  .sold  upon  credit.  The  law  as  it  now  stands  is  open  to 
fraud  and  injustice,  made  oven  more  so  by  the  difficulties  which 
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interpose  to  prevent  a  proper  understanding  of  the  cases  when 
presented  for  final  adjustment  to  the  Surveyor-General  and  Board  of 
Examiners. 

In  his  report  of  1880,  the  Surveyor-General,  referring  to  his  duties 
as  Register  of  the  State  Land  Office,  expresses  the  opinion  that  "  the 
expensive  legal  proceedings  now  attending  the  foreclosure  of  suits, 
initiated  because  of  non-payment  of  the  annual  interest  due  on  the 
sale  of  State  lands,  demands  some  attention."  He  refers  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  last  twelve  years  the  Register  had  sent  out  but 
three  lists  of  delinquents  because  it  generally  resulted  in  more  loss 
than  income  to  the  School  Fund.  He  recommended  a  change  of  the 
law  so  as  to  require  the  issuing  of  the  list  once  in  four  years  instead 
of  yearl}'  as  at  present. 

There  are  other  reasons  why  this  system  should  be  changed. 
When,  under  these  proceedings,  a  decree  of  annulment  is  obtained 
and  filed  in  the  State  Land  Office,  the  land  becomes  subject  to  re- 
entry, and  the  Surveyor-General  must  receive,  file,  and  approve 
applications  to  locate  and  purchase  it.  After  approval  a  second  pur- 
chaser may  make  payment,  and  go  on  to  improve  the  land,  build, 
and  make  a  home.  When  it  has  become  valuable  the  holder  of  the 
first  certificate  may  show  some  error  or  omission  in  the  proceedings 
by  which  it  was  annulled,  have  that  annulment  set  aside,  and  the 
holder  of  the  second  certificate  may  find  it  worthless.  That  they  are 
often  so  set  aside  is  certainly  true,  and  it  is  known  that  second  pur- 
chasers have  in  some  cases  suffered  severely. 

The  Act  of  1881,  giving  the  purchaser  a  right  of  redemption  for 
twelve  months,  after  the  date  of  filing  decrees  of  annulment  in  the 
State  Land  Office,  will  no  doubt  operate  as  a  check  to  relocation  to 
a  certain  extent,  but  the  twelve  months  expired,  and  the  time  for 
redemption  past,  the  old  condition  would  again  exist. 

A  disagreement  between  the  State  and  the  United  States  Land 
Office,  resulted  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  declining  to  permit 
the  further  listing  of  lands.  This  necessitated  the  preparation  of  a 
statement  of  the  lands  hitherto  listed,  armed  with  which  the  Sur- 
veyor-General visited  Washington  and  made  a  careful  comparison 
with  the  records  on  file  there.  An  amicable  adjustment  was  made 
and  a  proper  understanding  between  the  departments  is  now  settled 
and  agreed  on. 

NATIONAL   GUARD. 

Tlie  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  shows  in  detail  the  condition 
of  our  State  militia.  This  office  has  been  conducted  in  a  capable  and 
efficient  manner.  Its  expenses  have  been  kept  within  the  limits  of 
its  appropriation,  and  the  books,  papers,  and  correspondence  thereof 
will  bear  the  closest  inspection. 

The  recommendations  made  therein,  if  adopted,  would  enhance 
the  value  and  importance  of  the  National  Guard  and  place  it  on  a 
footing  alike  creditable  and  serviceable  to  the  State. 

UNIVERSITY   OF   CALIFORNIA. 

In  my  former  message  I  expressed  at  length  my  views  as  to  this 
institution  of  learning.  The  report  of  tlie  Board  of  Regents,  through 
their  Secretary,  gives  a  full  account  of  its  management.  Your  atten- 
tion is  invited  to  several  recommendations  made  therein,  the  adop- 
tion of  which  are  deemed  absolutely  essential. 
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Fifty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  is  the  appropriation 
asked  for  the  ensuing  two  years;  thirty  thousand  of  which  is  needed 
to  preserve  State  property  from  deterioration  and  destruction,  and  to 
continue  its  agricultural  experiments.  These  experiments  have  been 
of  very  great  value  to  the  State,  adding  largely  to  its  agricultural 
wealth,  and  those  now  in  progress  will  be  of  still  greater  value.  The' 
remainder  asked  for  relates  to  the  efficiency  of  the  several  depart- 
ments that  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  many  industries  of  the  State. 

The  laws  authorizing  the  purchase  of  bonds  and  transfer  of  funds 
from  the  General  Fund,  for  the  use  of  the  University,  are  conflicting 
in  their  character  and  productive  of  serious  trouble  between  the  offi- 
cers empowered  to  enforce  them ;  and  it  becomes  difficult  in  the 
adjudication  of  business  to  give  a  satisfactory  interpretation  of  the 
statutes  thereon.  Separate  views  are  entertained  by  each  officer  as 
to  their  intent  and  meaning,  and,  as  a  result,  no  one  is  satisfied  with 
the  conclusions  arrived  at. 

This  condition  of  affairs  demands  your  investigation. 

ATTOEXEY-GENERAL. 

The  usual  report  of  this  officer  has  been  generally  devoted  to  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  number  of  criminal  cases  disposed  of  and  the 
expenses  attending  them.  The  new  Constitution,  in  its  interpretation, 
has  demanded  so  many  changes  in  the  administration  of  law  that 
opinions  involved  in  its  construction  have  been  asked  for  from 
numerous  officials,  which  lias  added  more  than  the  usual  labors 
devolving  on  the  office.  A  suit  of  vital  importance  to  the  interests  of 
the  State,  involving  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  to  assess 
railroad  corporations,  has  been,  by  the  energy  and  persistency  of  the 
Attorney-General,  carried  from  Court  to  Court,  with  successful  issue 
to  the  people,  until  it  has  at  last  reached  the  highest  judicial  tribunal 
of  the  nation,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  where  it  has 
been  recently  argued,  and  is  now  submitted  for  final  decision.  The 
report  contains  an  able  review  of  the  case,  and  your  attention  is 
respectfully^  thereto  directed.  The  suggestions  for  legislative  action 
made  in  this  report  seem  to  be  wise  and  judicious,  and  their  approval 
by  you  would  aid  the  administration  of  justice. 

STATE   BOARD   OF    EQUALIZATION. 

The  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  may  well  demand 
your  attention.  That  body  was  provided  for  under  the  Constitution 
for  the  purpose,  in  part,  of  eftecting  an  equalization  of  the  assessment 
of  the  property  in  the  State.  From  the  report  of  the  Board  it  would 
appear"  that  it  lias  not  been  able,  tlirough  defects  in  the  law,  and 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  raising  the  assessment  of  the  State 
to  the  true  standard  of  value  in  money.  Thus,  while  exclusive  of 
railroads,  tlie  assessment  of  1880  exceeded  that  of  1879  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  throe  millions  sixty-eight  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty-two  dollars,  the  assessment  of  1881  and  1882  did  not  increase 
in  the  jM-oportion  which  was  expected  from  the  known  progress  of 
the  State  in  material  wealth  and  industrial  pursuits.  The  assessment 
of  1881  was  below  that  of  1880,  thirty-six  million  two  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  thousand   five   hundred  and   forty-one   dollars.     The 
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assessment  of  1882  shows  a  decrease  below  that  of  1880  of  fiftj^-five 
million  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  five 
dollars,  and  below  that  of  1881  of  eighteen  million  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixtj'-four  dollars.  These 
figures  are  exclusive  of  railroad  assessments,  and  are  shown  for  the 
purpose  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  necessity  of 
heeding  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  for  some  amendments  to 
the  Code  by  which  it  can  more  readily  enforce  its  powers.  Some- 
thing must  be  done  to  check  the  tendency  of  Supervisors  to  reduce 
assessments,  and  of  Assessors  to  undervalue,  in  the  struggle  to  take 
advantage  of  the  State. 

The  Board  succinctly  states  the  history  of  the  litigation  in  which 
the  State  is  involved  in  respect  to  the  taxes  due  by  the  several  rail- 
road companies  assessed  by  the  Board.  Most  certainly,  in  view  of 
the  doubt  cast  upon  the  validity  of  section  three  thousand  six  hundred 
and  sixty-four  of  the  Political  Code,  that  section  ought  to  be  re- 
enacted  so  as  to  place  the  matter  beyond  a  peradventure.  The 
Board  seems  to  take  the  position,  that  as  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
State  has  decided  that  the  clause  of  the  Constitution  which  gives  life 
to  the  Board  is  self-executing,  that  a  provision  of  the  statute  requir- 
ing notice  to  the  several  railroad  companies  of  the  time  when  the 
Board  would  meet  and  assess  their  property  would  be  nugatory,  and 
that  a  provision  of  the  Constitution  is  necessary.  Without  pausing 
to  discuss  the  necessity  of  a  constitutional  amendment,  I  deem  it  but 
an  act  of  wise  forethought  for  the  Legislature  in  reenacting  section 
three  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-four,  to  provide  in  such 
section  that  the  Board  shall,  between  certain  days,  meet  at  the 
Capitol  and  assess  the  properties  of  such  railroad  companies  as  the 
Constitution  provides  shall  be  assessed.  By  this  means  the  com- 
panies would  at  least  have  statutory  notice,  and  if  the  Constitution 
is  not  amended,  the  question  would  be  narrowed  down  before  the 
Courts  whether  such  statutory  notice  is  sufficient.  This  much  is 
ofiered  in  anticipation,  either  that  the  decision  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  of  the  County  of  San  Mateo  vs.  The 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  may  be  delayed  beyond  the 
session  of  this  Legislature,  or  that  it  may  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
defendant. 

In  case  any  amendments  of  the  Constitution  are  submitted,  due 
weight  should  be  given  the  views  of  the  Board  in  respect  to  enlarg- 
ing its  powers  relative  to  increasing  individual  assessments  and  as  to 
the  description,  in  the  Constitution,  of  the  property  of  railroads  to 
be  assessed. 

STATE   PRISONS. 

While  the  State  has  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  manage- 
ment of  its  various  departments  and  institutions  during  the  past 
three  years,  it  is  with  pride  I  submit  for  your  attentive  consideration 
the  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  State  Prisons. 

I  most  heartily  concur  in  tlie  language  of  the  report,  "  that  never 
in  the  history  of  our  State  lias  the  wiiole  management  of  our  pris- 
oners, and  the  financial  condition  of  the  prisons,  been  so  satisfac- 
tory." 

The  labor  and  time  employed  and  expended  in  accomplishing  so 
successful  a  result  is   hardly  to   be  estimated,  and  success  is  due 
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entirel}^  to  the  assiduity,  industry,  and  integrity  of  the  gentlemen 
appointed  to  discharge  the  onerous  and  in  many  instances  thankless 
duties  of  Directors. 

The  promise  held  out  to  the  people  two  years  ago,  of  making  San 
Quentin  self-supporting,  is  on  the  eve  of  realization,  and  I  believe, 
with  the  same  earnest  perseverance  on  the  part  of  the  Board  in  the 
future  continuance  of  their  efforts,  aided  as  they  have  been  by  the 
respective  Wardens,  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  will  see  the 
item  "  for  support  of  State  Prisons  "  stricken  from  the  General  Ap- 
propriation Act. 

The  daily  cost  of  maintaining  a  prisoner,  which  includes  subsis- 
tence, clothing,  and  pay  of  officers,  has  been  reduced  from  fifty-three 
and  one  third  cents  in  1878,  to  thirty-two  and  one  half  cents  in 
June,  1881,  and  a  still  further  reduction  is  confidently  looked  for. 

The  success  of  the  jute  mill  is  now  assured;  not  only  are  its  pro- 
ducts superior  to  the  usually  imported  article,  but  our  farmers  can 
congratulate  themselves  that  the  "sack  monopoly"  is  effectually  de- 
stroyed. 

The  report  is  replete  with  valuable  suggestions,  many  of  which 
will  require  legislative  sanction  to  be  operative.  I  commend  it  to 
your  thoughtful  deliberation  and  careful  discussion. 

On  March  14,  1881,  Sec.  17  of  the  Act  governing  the  State  Prisons, 
approved  April  15,  1880,  was  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  17.  The  Directors  shall  receive  no  compensation  other  than  ten  cents  per  mile  for 
traveling  expenses,  and  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  for  other  expenses  incurred  while 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  official  duties. 

This  amendment  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  by  an 
almost  unanimous  vote.  It  was  the  opinion  of  many  able  lawyers 
that  it  did  not  conflict  with  the  constitutional  article  on  State  Prisons, 
and  under  that  belief  the  bill  received  my  approval. 

The  first  claims  for  service  rendered  thereunder  were  presented  in 
the  usual  form  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  who  audited  and 
allowed  them ;  they  were  then  transmitted  to  the  Controller  for  his 
warrants  of  payment. 

The  question  was  then  raised  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  sec- 
tion, and  the  Board  of  Directors,  on  their  own  motion,  requested  the 
Attorney-General  to  take  such  action  as  might  be  deemed  necessary 
to  bring  to  a  final  judicial  determination  this  vexed  and  annoying 
question. 

This  was  done.  Trial  was  had  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Sacra- 
mento County,  and  judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  Directors; 
an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  who  reversed  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Court  below  and  ordered  a  new  trial.  The  Directors 
then  appeared  in  Court,  and  upon  payment  to  the  Attorney-General, 
eacli  for  himself,  the  sums  of  money  received  in  compensation  for 
services  as  such  Directors,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

The  Directors  then  presented  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  their 
claims  for  traveling  and  other  expenses  to  which  they  were  justly 
and  lawfully  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  4,  Article  X,  of 
the  Constitution,  incurred  from  January,  1880,  to  November.  1882. 
The  Board  again  passed  upon  the  claims  and  transmitteil  them  to 
the  ('ontroller.  That  officer,  by  the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General, 
declines  to  issue  warrants  thereon,  assigning  as  a  reason  that  the 
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Legislature  has  not  declared  how  such  items  should  be  audited  as 
expressed  in  the  constitutional  article  above  cited. 

These  gentlemen  have  performed  their  duties  ably,  honestly,  and 
zealously;  they  receive  no  compensation.  The  loss  of  time  in  the 
discharge  of  these  duties,  together  with  expenses  which  must 
unavoidably  follow  them,  and  for  which  there  can  be  no  remunera- 
tion, should  cause  your  honorable  body  to  immediately  pass  an  Act 
by  which  they  can  receive  actual  expenses,  and  thus  end  the  trouble , 
and  annoyance  which  these  Directors  have  been  compelled  to 
undergo. 

In  connection  with  the  affairs  of  the  State  Prisons,  I  would  call 
your  attention  to  the  very  heavy  and  onerous  expenses  attending  the 
transportation  of  prisoners ;  this  is  a  constantl}^  increasing  burden 
and  demands  examination,  and  if  practicable,  establishing  of  a  less 
expensive  system.  It  appears  to  me,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of 
the  counties  situated  at  the  extreme  boundaries  of  the  State,  that  the 
matter  of  sending  prisoners  to  each  of  the  prisons  could  be  accom- 
plished by  the  Sheriffs  notifying  the  AVardens,  who  should  detail  a 
guard  to  convey  them  totheir  proper  destination  ;  this  of  itself  w^ould 
be  a  saving  of  several  thousand  dollars.  Another  source  of  expense 
could  be  remedied  by  compelling  Judges  to  order  prisoners  trans- 
ported to  the  prisons  nearest  the  county  seat.  The  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers issued  circulars  to  that  effect  to  all  of  the  Superior  Judges, 
but  apparently  without  effect. 

PARDONING  POWER. 

Among  the  many  responsibilities  with  which  the  Executive  is  held 
accountable,  there  is  none  weightier  or  of  greater  import  than  the 
exercise  of  the  pardoning  power.  I  approach  this  subject  with  diffi- 
dence, inasmuch  as  it  is  impossible  to  convey  an  impression  of  the 
solemn  character  of  the  duties  which  this  power  imposes.  To  be 
appreciated  they  must  be  experienced.  In  using  this  power  I  have 
in  every  instance  been  actuated  by  a  sense  of  justice  to  both  State 
and  criminal.  While  mj^  list  of  pardons  and  commutations  may 
appear  large,  I  feel  satisfied  they  will,  in  every  instance,  be  approved. 
None  have  ever  returned  who  have  been  released  ;  many  I  know  are 
endeavoring  manfully  to  struggle  to  regain  character  and  assume 
honorable  positions  in  life.  I  have  been  especially  solicitous  in 
behalf  of  the  young  confined  in  our  prisons,  and  in  many  instances 
have  procured  permanent  employment,  and  comfortable  homes  for 
several. 

JUVENILE   REFORMATION. 

In  a  former  message  I  alluded  to  the  necessity  of  a  State  Reform 
School,  or  House  of  Refuge,  where  the  criminal  young  of  this  State 
could  be  placed  under  such  reformatory  influences  as  would  tend  to 
their  future  moral  correction,  and  fit  them  to  become  honorable  and 
useful  citizens.  "To  stpike  at  the  root  of  crime  we  must  protect  the 
children." 

At  a  heavy  expense  we  support  our  Penitentiaries,  Jails,  Houses  of 
Correction,  etc.  These  confine,  and  for  a  limited  period  lock  up  crime, 
but  they  do  not  reform  criminals.  What  we  desire  is  a  public  insti- 
tution for  the  redemption  of  juvenile  wrongdoers,  conducted  on  the 
home  or  family  plan,  to  which  all  convicted  offenders  under  a  certain 
age  might  be  sent,  to  be  classified  according  to  disposition,  character, 
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and  the  nature  of  the  crime  for  which  they  liave  been  convicted.  No 
arbitrary  rule  should  be  established  in  classification,  for  that  would 
strike  at  the  fundamental  idea  of  the  enterprise,  which  should  be  the 
individualization  of  tJic  j^upil.  Let  him  learn  to  acquire  self-respect, 
regularity  of  habits,  start  in  his  mind  correct  views  of  life,  its  possi- 
bilities for  himself,  and  let  him  comprehend  and  appreciate  the  utility 
as  well  as  the  nobility  of  labor.  When  the  process  has  fairly  begun, 
and  the  disposition  is  in  keeping  with  the  teachings  imparted,  then 
send  him  out  to  acquire  the  "  particular  fitness"  for  a  life  pursuit  amid 
the  surroundings  of  actual  life,  subject,  however,  to  the  protection 
and  surveillance  of  the  administrative  officers  of  the  institution, 
under  such  regulations  as  may  best  conduce  to  his  effectual  reform- 
ation. 

Such  an  institution  to  be  successful  must  not  be  political  in  its 
character.  It  should  have  at  its  head  a  man  by  nature  and  special 
education  and  experience  peculiarly  adapted  to  carry  out  its  aims 
and  intentions — the  starting  aright  of  young  lives. 

Massachusetts,  Ohio,  and  Indiana  have  been  successful  beyond 
their  most  sanguine  expectations  in  their  systems  of  juvenile  reform- 
ation. The  Children's  Aid  Society  of  New  York  has  worked  won- 
ders in  this  direction.  The  practical  benefits  which  have  been 
already  developed  in  the  success  attending  the  Boys  and  Girls  Aid 
Society  of'San  Francisco  is  itself  an  evidence  of  what  the  State  could 
do  in  this  behalf.  If  you  do  not  desire  to  try  this  work  on  a  large 
scale,  why  not,  through  State  aid  and  a  Board  appointed  under  its 
supervision,  make  this  Societ}^  a  nucleus  for  future  and  more  en- 
larged work  ? 

There  is  no  subject  which  will  be  presented  for  your  consideration 
of  greater  import  than  this — none  demanding  greater  attention — view 
it  in  any  aspect — morally,  politically,  socially,  or  financially.  Estab- 
lish a  system  of  this  character,  and  it  will  show  results  which  will 
gladden  the  hearts  of  all  good  people — a  steady  and  marked  diminu- 
tion of  juvenile  criminality,  and  the  rampant  "  hoodlumism  "  whicii 
is  the  peculiar  curse  of  this  State,  and  which  is  giving  us  a  criminal 
population  of  unprecedented  magnitude,  threatening  the  greatest 
danger  to  the  well-being  of  society  and  the  material  prosperity  of  the 
State. 

STATE    BOARD   OF    HEALTH. 

The  report  of  this  Board  will  acknowledge  its  usefulness  and 
efficiency.  Its  sanitary  and  scientific  investigations  evince  a  thorougli 
understanding  of  the  subjects  treated  therein.  The  suggestions  pre- 
sented for  legislative  consideration  are  based  on  judgments  practically 
obtained  by  years  of  experience  and  observation  and  merit  j'our 
earnest  attention. 

I  particularly  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  regulating  inland 
quarantine.  The  present  statutes  on  quarantine  are  of  a  maritime 
character  only.  Our  railroad  system,  extending  now  from  New  York 
on  the  one  iiand  and  New  Orleans  on  the  other,  places  within  the 
reach  of  foreign  immigrants  an  easy  and  rai)id  manner  of  communi- 
cation between  the  States,  If  we  can  protect  our  seaports  against  the 
introduction  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  wiiy  cannot  tlie 
same  power  be  exercised  in  protecting  and  guarding  our  inland  cities 
and  towns  from  these  tlreaded  scourges? 

The   necessity   of  prompt   action    on    this  subject   will  be   better 
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appreciated  by  directing  your  attention  to  pages  fifty-three  to  sixty- 
one,  and  also  to  the  article  on  "  Railroad  Inspection  "  of  this  re- 
port. 

STATE    HARBOR   COMMISSIONERS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  herewith 
submitted,  covers  a  period  of  two  years,  viz.:  from  July  1,  1S80,  to 
June  30,  1882,  and  gives  a  very  intelligent  view  of  the  management 
of  the  State's  great  commercial  trust  by  the  Board. 

The  report  shows  that  the  monthly  income  for  dockage  and  tolls 
have  been  thirty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars 
and  thirteen  cents,  an  increase  per  month,  as  shown  by  last  report, 
of  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Total 
income  for  the  two  years  from  said  sources,  eight  hundred  and 
sixteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  tliirteen  dollars  and  seventy- 
three  cents;  cost  of  collecting  the  same,  fourteen  and  eighty-five  one 
hundredths  per  cent,  two  per  cent  less  than  reported  two  years  ago, 
but  still  ver}^  excessive.  * 

A  remedy  for  this  outlay  was  proposed  by  the  Commission,  and 
they  prepared  a  bill  which  was  introduced  at  the  last  session  by 
Senator  Traylor ;  it,  however,  failed  to  become  a  law.  I  respect- 
fully but  urgently  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill  referred  to  or 
one  of  similar  import. 

SEAWALL. 

According  to  the  report  there  is  now  built  four  thousand  five 
hundred  and  sixty-one  feet  of  seawall,  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  and 
ninety-six  dollars  and  fifteen  cents  per  lineal  foot — eight  hundred 
and  ninety-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  and 
fifty-six  cents.  During  the  process  of  building  the  seawall  referred 
to,  various  reports  reflecting  on  the  official  management  of  the  work 
became  current,  so  that  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  appoint  an  expert  to 
investigate  the  same. 

I  appointed  Mr.  Lauren  E.  Crane,  a  gentleman  of  marked  ability 
and  experience.  He  submitted  his  report  January  14,  1881.  It  was 
a  very  clear  and  elaborate  exhibit.  It  entirely  exonerated  the  Com- 
missioners who  had  directed  the  construction  of  the  various  sections 
of  the  seawall,  of  any  wrongdoing,  but  at  the  same  time  contained 
such  facts  and  figures  as  seemed,  in  my  judgment,  to  call  for  further 
investigation  by  professional  and  competent  engineers.  In  pursu- 
ance of  such  conviction  of  duty,  I  appointed,  September  1,  1881,  Mr. 
Wm.  Ham.  Hall,  State  Engineer,  Calvin  Brown,  Esq.,  Civil  Engineer 
of  the  Mare  Island  Navy  Yard,  and  Mr.  Frank  Soule,  Jr.,  Professor 
of  Engineering  at  the  State  University,  to  constitute  a  Board  for  the 
purpose  of  such  examination.  The  Board,  so  constituted,  on  the 
twentieth  of  January,  1882,  submitted  a  very  able  and  exhaustive 
report,  and  to  it,  as  well  as  to  the  report  of  the  expert,  you  are  most 
respectfully  referred.  If  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  made 
by  the  Board  of  Engineers  and  expert  are  adopted  by  the  Commission 
in  the  letting  of  future  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  seawall, 
the  investigation  will  have  resulted  in  great  benefit  to  the  State. 

In  further  consideration  of  the  harbor  front  of  San  Francisco,  you 
will  notice  that  by  building  the  seawall  on  the  contour  adopted  by 
the  Commissioners,  numerous  blocks  of  land  are  reclaimed  from  the 
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bay.  I  recommend  that  authority  be  conferred  on  the  Commis- 
sioners, their  action  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Attorney- 
General,  to  select  one  or  more  of  these  blocks  of  land  and  build  a  dry 
dock,  and  operate  the  same,  or  lease  it  in  the  interest  of  commerce, 
under  such  restrictions  as  the  Legislature  nia,y  devise  and  enact,  that 
an  embargo  may  not  be  placed  on  shipping.  The  remainder  oJE"  the 
lands  thus  reclaimed  should  be  deeded  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
in  trust;  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  and  to 
be  by  them  laid  out  and  cared  for  as  public  parks ;  said  land  to 
revert  to  the  State  whenever  uncared  for  or  put  to  any  other  use 
than  that  for  which  they  are  donated. 

One  of  the  most  charming  features  of  New  York  city  front,  and 
that  which  gives  the  immigrant  and  returning  traveler  the  most 
pleasure,  is  its  Castle  Garden  ;  and  nothing  would  so  befittingly  adorn 
and  relieve  our  great  commercial  citj'  front  of  its  barren  aspect,  as  a 
few  clusters  of  evergreen  trees.  The  cost  will  be  but  a  trifle,  while 
the  benefit  to  our  people,  in  the  beauty  and  comfort  to  the  eye  and 
senses,  is  beyond  price. 

INSANE   ASYLUMS. 

The  call  for  additional  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
insane  evidences  an  increase  of  insanitj^  in  this  State  assuming  a 
condition  that  is  alarming.  Both  asylums  ask  aid  for  this  purpose. 
The  Resident  Physician  of  the  Napa  Asylum  affirms  the  impossibility 
of  receiving  any  more  patients  therein.  He  suggests  that  a  new 
building  be  erected  on  the  peninsular  near  San  Francisco,  or  if  this 
cannot  be  done,  to  extend  the  capacity  of  the  present  asylum,  which 
latter  plan  I  trust  will  meet  your  favor  and  approval.  It  has  every- 
thing to  recommend  it:  a  climate  unsurpassed  for  health;  land 
either  on  the  Coombs  or  Spencer  tracts  could  be  used  for  the  location 
of  the  buildings ;  no  change  of  management  would  be  required ; 
thus  making  it  the  most  economical  plan  that  could  be  adopted. 

In  my  visits  to  these  institutions  I  have  been  forcibly  impressed 
with  what  appeared  to  me  numerous  cases  of  partial  mental  derange- 
ments. These  cases  in  many  instances  are  but  temporary  ailments, 
and  the  parties  suffering  therefrom  should  not  be  regarded  as  pos- 
sessing that  degree  of  insanity  necessary  for  confinement  and  treat- 
ment in  our  asylums. 

I  cannot  but  express  the  opinion  that  sufficient  care  is  not  given 
in  the  examination  of  patients  prior  to  commitment  being  granted. 
I  believe,  also,  that  the  counties,  and  not  the  State,  should  pay  the 
transportation  expenses.  Boards  of  Supervisors  are  the  best  judges 
of  the  costs  and  remuneration  such  services  demand;  this  would 
result  in  more  stringent  examination  and  relieve  our  asylums  from 
the  support  of  that  class  of  patients  to  which  I  have  alluded. 

VITICULTURAL    AND    HORTICULTURAL    INTERESTS. 

Tiie  creation  of  the  Board  of  Viticultural  Commissioners  attests 
the  wisdom  of  the  legislation  which  gave  it  existence.  It  has  per- 
formed its  labor  with  credit  to  itself  and  profit  to  the  State.  Estab- 
lished but  three  years,  it  has  seen  the  increased  plantation  of  from 
fifty  to  sixty  tliousand  acres  of  land  in  vines,  which  plantations 
were  made  mainly  through  the  encouraging  influence  of  this  Board, 
it  being  also  instrumental  in  choice  of  the  vines  planted  and  the 
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locations  selected.  The  actual  present  value  of  these  new  plan- 
tations is  over  fifteen  million  dollars,  and  the  increased  value  by  this 
reason  given  to  the  surrounding  properties  must  be  fully  as  much 
more.  The  impetus  thus  given  to  the  plantation  of  vineyards  still 
continues.  The  future  permanent  wealth  to  be  derived  from  this 
pursuit  can  hardly  be  foretold;  as  it  is,  the  present  plantations  will 
yield  the  producers  after  the  next  vintage  not  less  than  six  and  a 
half  million  dollars  per  annum.  There  are  now  planted  not  less 
than  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  vineyards,  of  which  probably 
seventy  thousand  are  planted  with  the  choicest  of  imi^orted  vines. 

The  home  consumption,  as  well  as  the  demand  for  our  wines  in 
other  States  of  the  Union,  has  also  greatly  increased.  In  1875  we 
exported  1,031,507  gallons  of  wine,  while  in  1881  the  amount  reached 
2,845,365  gallons.  Our  exports  of  brandy  during  the  same  periods 
were  42,318  gallons  in  1875,  and  209,677  in  1881.  It  is  natural  to 
expect  that  this  will  materially  increase  as  the  quality  of  our  pro- 
ductions improve  and  become  more  abundant  and  cheaper. 

The  Horticultural  Department  of  this  Commission,  under  the 
superintendence  of  Matthew  Cooke,  Esq.,  merits  the  highest  com- 
mendation. Through  his  untiring  labors  and  thorough  practical 
knowledge  he  has  been  enabled  to  recover  from  the.ravages  of  insect 
pests  thousands  of  acres  planted  as  orchards,  thus  not  only  giving 
back  to  the  family  a  home  and  a  competence,  but  giving  confidence 
in  the  pursuit  of  this  branch  of  agriculture,  and  increasing  the 
material  prosperity  of  the  State.  The  salary  and  traveling  expenses 
of  this  officer  should  be  increased. 

Many  valuable  recommendations  are  made  hy  the  Commission,  to 
which  your  attention  is  invited. 

STATE   MINING   BUREAU.  • 

I  commend  the  report  of  the  State  Mineralogist  to  your  careful 
consideration.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  documents  submitted 
for  your  investigation. 

At  a  comparatively  small  cost  it  contains  more  practical  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  mineral  wealth  of  the  State,  than  will  be  found 
in  the  reports  of  the  State  Geological  Survey,  at  an  enormous  outlay. 

The  appointment  of  Professor  Henry  G.  Hanks,  as  State  Mineral- 
ogist, was  a  fortunate  selection,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  thus  publicly 
acknowledging  his  services,  eminently  deserved  by  his  unceasing 
exertion  and  devotion  in  advancing  the  interests  and  influence  of 
the  Bureau. 

Its  usefulness  has  been  recognized  by  the  leading  scientific  institu- 
tions of  Europe  and  America,  attested  by  a  voluminous  correspond- 
ence on  file  in  his  office. 

The  catalogue  of  its  collection  of  minerals,  metals,  and  other  arti- 
cles, bears  testimony  to  the  labor  required,  and  which  must  have 
been  expended,  not  only  in  procuring,  but  in  placing  them  in  classes 
appreciable  to  the  visitor;  and  I  would  here  suggest  the  propriety  of 
transferring  the  mineral  collection  now  in  the  State  Library  to  the 
Bureau. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  exhibit  that  it  will  be  impossible 

to  continue   the   Bureau   unless  an   appropriation  is  made  for  its 

future  support.    The  State  should  pay  from  the  General  Fund,  the 

salaries  of  the  Mineralogist,  Secretary,  Chemist,  and  Janitor,  and  the 
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rent  and  insurance  of  the  building;  and  permit  the  moneys  raised 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Museum 
proper,  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  State  Mineralogist,  incidental 
expenses,  and  such  extra  help  as  I  am  satisfied  is  at  times  required. 
To  remove  the  burden  and  responsibility,  which  so  important  a 
trust  devolves  on  one  person,  I  would  recommend  the  Act  creating 
the  Bureau  be  amended  by  placing  its  management  under  the 
charge  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  who,  in  connection  with  the  State 
Mineralogist,  shall  have  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  same. 
This  is  also  the  desire  of  Mr.  Hanks,  as  expressed  in  his  report. 

DEAF,    DUMB,    AND    BLIND. 

The  Directors  of  this  institution  ask  for  an  increase  of  appropria- 
tion for  several  uses,  all  of  which  are  presented  in  full  in  their 
report.  I  recommend  they  be  allowed.  Personal  examination  into 
the  management  of  this  institution  has  satisfied  me  that  it  is  one  of 
the  best  conducted,  both  educationally  and  financially,  of  any  of  our 
State  charges. 

The  assistance  asked  for  is  necessary  in  promoting  its  usefulness 
and  enabling  it  to  carry  out  the  intentions  designed  by  the  law 
creating  it. 

Especially  is  your  attention  directed  to  the  matter  of  sewage, 
which  not  only  involves  the  health  of  the  inmates,  but  affects  the 
immediate  neighborhood,  who  have  no  power  to  abate  tlie  nuisance 
that  at  any  moment  may  bring  pestilence  and  death  to  their  door. 

COMMON   SCHOOLS. 

The  details  of  the  educational  system  of  the  State  will  be  found  in 
the  able'  and  exhaustive  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools.  The  increased  expenditures  in  their  support  is  treated  of 
elsewhere.  A  few  changes  in  the  school  laws  are  necessary,  which, 
if  made,  will  place  our  school  management  on  a  permanent  basis,  and 
bring  it  to  that  high  state  of  perfection  which  is  the  desire  of  the 
people. 

The  question  of  the  printing  by  the  State  of  the  text-books  to  be 
used  in  the  public  schools  will  doubtless  come  before  you  for  discus- 
sion. Should  it  meet  your  approval,  it  will  be  necessary  to  amend 
the  Constitution  so  as  to  make  their  adoption  uniform  throughout 
the  State. 

Our  Normal  Schools  are  under  excellent  management,  and  serving 
the  purjiose  for  which  tliey  were  designed.  The  Branch  School 
created  by  the  last  Legislature  is  already  assuming  a  prominence 
which  argues  well  for  its  future  prosperity.  The  State  has  reason 
to  be  proud  of  her  educational  institutions. 

THE  ORPHAN   ASYLUMS. 

The  support  extended  by  the  State  in  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
the  several  orplian  asylums,  attests  its  liberality.  The  institutions 
are  well  matiagod,  and  examinations  made  through  tiie  Board  of 
Examiners,  have  l)cen  in  every  instance  satisfactory.  Nearly  three 
tliousand  children  are  thus  looked  after  and  in-otccted,  education 
imparted,  and  homes  found  for  them,  and  1  have  been  informed 
that  instances   of  criminality    are    exceedingly  rare  among  them, 
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even  after  j^ears  of  separation  from  these  homes.  This  of  itself  speaks 
volumes  in  their  favor,  and  should  bear  its  weight  in  your  consider- 
ation of  their  continued  patronage. 

IRRIGATION    SURVEYS. 

During  the  past  two  j^ears  the  State  Engineer  has  been  engaged  in 
closing  up  his  work  on  the  irrigation  investigation  over  the  portions- 
of  the  State  where  it  had  previously  been  commenced,  and  in  collect- 
ing and  compiling  data  for  the  general  State  maps  as  contemplated 
by  the  terms  of  the  last  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose.  His 
account  of  operations,  which  will  be  presented  to  you  immediate!}', 
shows  that  this  work  is  approaching  completion,  and  an  inspection 
of  the  results  leads  me  to  say  that  provision  should  be  made  for 
bringing  them  before  the  public  in  permanent  and  useful  form, 
believing  that  a  general  knowledge  of  the  actual  physical  facts  con- 
cerning our  State  and  the  industry  of  irrigation  will  be  of  inesti- 
mable value  to  her  citizens,  and  that  the  diffusion  of  such  knowledge 
will  tend  to  produce  a  confidence  abroad  in  the  stability  of  our 
present  condition  of  prosperity. 

STATE    EXPOSITIONS. 

In  the  month  of  June  last  I  received  from  Governor  Pitkin,  of 
Colorado,  an  invitation  from  the  Directors  of  the  National  Mining 
Exposition,  to  be  liekl  at  Denver  in  the  months  of  August  and  Sep- 
tember, requesting  me  to  appoint  a  Commissioner  to  represent  this 
State  therein.  Believing  such  representation  would  be  advantageous 
to  our  people,  and  be  tiie  means  of  advancing  its  commercial  as  well 
as  its  mineral  interests,  I  urged  on  Warren  B.  Ewer  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  acceptance  of  such  appointment.  His  commission  as  such 
agent  was  forwarded  him,  and  in  accordance  therewith  he  proceeded 
to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  him.  His  report,  which  accom- 
panies this  message,  is  the  strongest  evidence  of  the  wisdom  of  the 
appointment,  and  further  shows  the  necessity  of  the  State's  encour- 
aging such  expositions;  the  meager  exhibition  of  the  mineral  and 
metallic  production  of  California  does  not  speak  very  favorably  of  the 
business  qualifications  and  energy  which  is  the  boast  of  a  Californian. 

I  commend  the  report  as  full  of  suggestions,  many  of  which,  if 
adopted,  would  bring  the  State  more  prominently  before  the  commer- 
cial and  scientific  men  of  the  world,  as  well  as  to  those  who  are  seek- 
ing to  create  homes,  thus  advancing  the  commonwealth  in  all  its 
varied  interests. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  appropriation 
was  at  my  command  to  pay  any  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  Mr. 
Ewer,  and  he  was  so  informed,  with  the  understanding,  however, 
that  I  would  refer  the  matter  of  compensation  to  you.  I,  therefore, 
ask  tliat  the  Legislature  pay  the  same,  being  the  trifling  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars. 

An  ap])ropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  made  at  the  last 
se.ssion  to  provide  for  a  proper  representation  of  California  at  the 
World's  Exhibition,  to  be  held  in  New  York,  in  1883.  None  of  this 
money  has  been  used,  the  exhibition  having  been  postponed,  hence 
the  small  sum  recommended  above  may  well  be  granted. 

I  have  been  officially  notified,  by  James  De  Fremery,  Esq.,  Consul 
of  the  Netherlands,  of  the  intention  of  his  Government  to  hold  an 
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International  Exhibition  at  Amsterdam  during  the  present  year, 
and  inviting  the  participation  of  tliis  State  therein.  Great  efforts 
are  being  made  to  insure  its  success.  This  exhibition  offers  a  rare 
opportunity  to  bring  to  notice  the  resources  and  advantages  of  Cali- 
fornia. Tlie  leading  countries  of  Europe  have  already  taken  meas- 
ures to  have  their  several  industries  represented  therein.  The  great 
usefulness  of  these  international  exhibitions  has  so  frequently  been 
demonstrated  that  it  seems  unnecessary  to  call  special  attention  to 
them. 

The  State  should  avail  itself  of  this  opportunity  to  impress  the 
advantages  for  settlement,  for  agricultural  and  industrious  pursuits, 
etc.,  upon  the  multitudes  that  will  visit  this  exhibition,  and  who 
will  carry  their  acquired  knowledge  and  impressions  to  every  nook 
and  corner  of  Europe. 

I  have  been  informed  that  articles,  representing  the  resources  of 
California,  with  specimens  of  her  minerals,  would  be  donated  for 
this  purpose  if  the  expenses  incident  to  their  care  and  transporta- 
tion w^ere  provided  by  the  State. 

veterans'  home. 

I  deem  it  a  pleasant  privilege  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  a  fund  has  been  raised  in  this  State  by  voluntary  subscription, 
to  aid  in  building  a  Home  for  officers,  soldiers,  marines,  and  sailors 
who  honorably  served  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States 
during  the  war  with  Mexico,  or  in  the  late  civil  war,  and  who  are  in 
indigent  circumstances,  or  who  are  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity 
incapable  of  self-support. 

A  valuable  site  for  the  Home  has  been  purchased  in  Napa  County, 
and  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  its  intended 
beneficiaries  commenced. 

A  communication  received  from  a  committee  of  the  Veterans' 
Home  Association  informs  me  that  a  bill  will  be  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  asking  State  aid  for  the  Home.  The  object  is  one  that 
will  be  at  once  recognized  by  our  patriotic  and  liberal  minded  citi- 
zens as  a  worthy  one,  and  entitled  to  proper  recognition  from  the 
State. 

Applications  to  the  Legislatures  of  many  of  the  States  of  the 
Union  have  been  made  for  State  aid  with  which  to  establish  Homes 
for  the  veteran  soldiers,  and  in  no  case,  I  am  informed,  has  it  been 
denied. 

To  California  such  an  appeal  has  a  peculiar  and  added  force  that 
cannot  appl}^  to  other  States  of  the  Union,  as  aid  is  asked  on  behalf 
of  the  veterans  of  a  WMr  that  gave  to  the  United  States  the  domain 
that  now  constitutes  the  State  of  which  such  aid  is  asked. 

I  think  the  Association  should  receive  from  the  Legislature  i^roper 
recognition,  that  it  may  be  able  to  establish  and  maintain  a  Home 
where  the  needy  veterans  of  the  Mexican  and  civil  wars  may  reside 
in  a  Home  of  their  own,  apart  from  the  degrading  and  distressing 
associations  of  almshouses  and  asylums,  where  the  most  of  them 
who  will  be  benefited  by  such  a  Home  now  are,  as  a  county  charge. 

To  belong  to  the  "Veterans' Home"  will  constitute  an  honorable 
distinction  instead  of  a  degrading  l)adge.  In  such  a  Home  will  be 
kept  alive  the  incidents  and  traditions  of  the  wars  in  the  concen- 
trated ranks  of  a  grateful  and  enthusiastic  old  soldiery,  and  tiie 
coming  generation  will  gather  new  lessons  of  patriotism,  and  find 
■new  incentives  to  self-.sacrificing  and  lieroic  deeds. 
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California  owing,  as  she  does,  her  ver.y  existence  to  the  soldiers 
now  seeking  this  aid,  should  be  just  if  not  liberal  in  bestowing  it, 
and  an3^  proper  constitutional  bill  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
should,  in  my  opinion,  receive  favorable  consideration  at  your  hands. 

YOSEMITE    VALLEY. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  and  Guardian  appointed  to 
manage  the  Yosemite  Valley  and  the  Mariposa  Big  Tree  Grove  will 
be  found  exceedingly  interesting.  The  labor  performed  during  the 
past  year  in  making  accessible  to  the  tourist  the  beauties  and  grand- 
eur of  this  wonderful  creation,  has  been  eminently  successful.  The 
steady  increase  of  visitors  is  indicative  of  the  interest  manifested  by 
the  lovers  of  the  sublime  and  beautiful.  Every  effort  has  been,  and 
is  being  made,  to  make  the  Valley  free  to  visitors,  and  to  prevent 
the  extortion  to  wliich,  until  a  very  recent  date,  they  were  subjected. 
A  continuation  of  the  appropriation  is  recommended  for  these  pur- 
poses, and  every  facility  that  can  be  given  the  Commission  to  insure 
success  in  their  efforts  should  be  willingly  acceded.  I  recommend 
the  report  for  especial  consideration. 

CAPITOL   COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Board  of  Capitol  Commissioners  deem  it  unnecessary  to  render 
a  separate  report,  but  submit  in  this  ofhce  for  your  inspection  their 
books,  vouchers,  and  accounts. 

The  State  Printing  Office  is  in  a  most  excellent  condition,  and  will 
compare  most  favorably  with  the  printing  establishment  of  any 
private  institution  in  the  State.  It  reflects  much  credit  upon  the 
able  Superintendent  and  his  assistants,  who  have  so  faithfully 
administered  the  trust. 

The  grounds  of  the  Capitol  Park  have  been  attentively  cared  for 
by  the  efficient  State  Gardener,  and  present  a  very  attractive  and 
beautiful  appearance.  The  plan  presented  by  the  State  Engineer  for 
the  improvement  of  the  East  Park  of  the  Capitol  Grounds  should  be 
carried  to  completion,  and  a  small  approijriation  for  the  purchase  of 
trees,  shrubbery,  etc.,  should  be  made.  I  would  also  respectfully 
recommend  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  to  construct  a 
Freer  stone  sidewalk  around  the  entire  outside  of  the  park;  the 
present  wood  walk  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  and  is  con- 
stantly requiring  repairs. 

The  Board,  on  two  different  occasions,  advertised  for  bids  to  com- 
plete the  iron  and  granite  fence  around  the  Capitol,  as  provided  for 
in  the  bill  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  lowest 
bid  received  exceeded  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  by  several 
thousand  dollars,  and  being  unwilling  to  leave  a  deficiency  to  be 
provided  for  by  the  Legislature,  they  again  invited  separate  proposals 
for  each  branch  of  the  mechanical  work  called  for,  and  the  Prison 
Directors  were  asked  to  furnish  the  granite  from  the  Folsom  Prison 
quarries  at  a  nominal  price  for  the  benefit  of  the  State.  Several 
hundred  tons  have  been  delivered  on  the  grounds,  and  the  WaVden 
reports  that  the  quarry  is  now  developing  a  fine  body  of  stone,  which 
will  furnish  unlimited  quantities  of  the  coping,  as  well  as  the  largest 
stones  required  for  the  entrances  to  the  grounds.  A  douldc  advantage 
has  thus  been  gained  for  the  State — the  fence  is  going  on  to  comple- 
tion at  small  cost,  and  the  great  value  of  the  State  quarry  has  been 
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demonstrated,  as  the  granite  is  of  the  finest  quality,  and  in  inex- 
haustible quantity. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  continue 
the  present  line  of  fence  around  the  entire  Capitol  Park.  It  has 
cost,  including  concrete  base,  granite  coping,  and  iron  fence,  and 
exclusive  of  tlie  entrance  piers,  but  ten  dollars  per  lineal  foot.  It  is 
in  harmony  with  our  magnificent  Capitol,  and  is  as  substantial  and 
durable  as  granite  and  iron  can  make  it. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  improvement  in  the  ventilation  of 
the  Capitol  building.  Nearly  all  of  this  sum  remains  unexpended 
for  the  reason  the  Commissioners  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  make  the 
radical  change  that  had  been  contemplated  in  the  arrangements  of 
the  closets. 

RECOVERY   OF   MONEYS   FROM   THE    UNITED    STATES    GOVERNMENT. 

Information  having  been  received  by  me  that  the  expenses  incurred 
by  this  State,  and  by  the  citizens  of  Siskiyou  and  Modoc  Counties, 
for  the  suppression  of  Indian  hostilities  during  the  Modoc  Indian 
War  of  1872,  had  never  been  reimbursed  by  the  General  Govern- 
ment, I  appointed  Captain  John  Mullan,  at  Washington  City,  D.  C, 
to  represent  said  interest,  on  behalf  of  this  State,  before  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such 
reimbursements,  and  also,  for  such  as  were  provided  for  (for  Califor- 
nia) under  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  June  22,  1882,  authorizing 
an  examination  and  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  the  States  of 
Kansas,  Nevada,  California,  Oregon,  Colorado,  Nebraska,  and  Texas, 
for  repelling  invasion  and  Indian  hostilities  therein,  between  April 
15,  1861,  and  June  22,  1882.  Since  writing  the  above,  I  have  just 
been  informed  by  telegraph  that  success  has  attended  Captain  Mul- 
lan's  efforts,  and  that  the  Modoc  war  bill,  reimbursing  the  State,  has 
passed  both  houses  of  Congress. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  I  also  received  information  that  many 
of  the  States  intended  to  petition  the  General  Government  for  the 
return  of  moneys  paid  by  some  of  them  in  part,  and  by  others  in 
whole,  of  the  sums  assessed  to  the  several  States  under  the  Act  of 
Congress,  approved  August  5,  1861,  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  public 
debt,  and  for  other  j)urposes.  The  amount  assessed  to  this  State, 
under  said  Act,  was  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  thousand  five  hundred 
and  thirty-eiglit  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents,  which  sum  has  been 
paid  ;  but  a  few  of  the  States  have  paid  their  assessments  in  full, 
others  but  a  portion,  and  some  of  them  not  anything.  Equity  would 
demand  that  all  or  none  should  comply  with  the  law. 

Deeming  the  subject  of  considerable  importance,  and  that  the 
interests  of  the  State  reciuired  an  agent  to  act  in  her  behalf,  with 
others  emi)loyed  in  obtaining  an  equitable  adjustment  of  these 
claims,  I  also  authorized  Captain  Mulhin  to  represent  the  State 
before  the  proper  authorities  at  Washington,  and  would  recommend 
that  these  appointments  be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  you,  and  tliat 
yon  provide  lur  his  compensation,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  sums  he  may 
recover  for  the  State,  contingent,  however,  ui)on  liis  success,  it  having 
been  expressly  understood  tliat  such  compensation  should  be  left 
entirely  to  your  judgment  and  discretion. 

Under  an  appointment  from  Surveyor-General  Win.  Minis,  sub- 
ject to  legislative  ratification,  Captain  Mullan,  during  the  last  four 
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years,  has  endeavored  to  secure  for  California  five  per  cent  of  the 
net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  in  this  State,  and  has 
already  made  considerable  progress  in  the  same ;  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  before  another  Congress  shall  have  adjourned  that  California 
may  be  placed  upon  an  equal  footing  with  all  the  other  public  land 
States  in  regard  to  this  grant. 

I  invite  your  favorable  attention  to  the  report  of  Surveyor-General 
Shanklin  touching  this  subject,  and  to  the  recommendations  by  him 
made  in  regard  thereto. 

RAILROAD    COMMISSION. 

For  the  results  showing  the  utility  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  I 
must  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  which  will  be 
presented  to  you  at  an  early  date,  it  being  at  present  in  the  hands  of 
the  printer.  It  came  to  me  too  late  to  review  its  workings.  It  is  a 
voluminous  document,  and  doubtless  contains  all  the  information  on 
the  subject  which  the  Constitution  intended  they  should  investigate, 
with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  their  experience  and 
study  would  deem  necessary  for  your  consideration. 

CALIFORNIA   FISH   COMMISSION. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  report  a  rapid  and  per- 
manent growth  in  our  tish  industry.  Those  directly  engaged  in  the 
business  of  fishing  and  canning  are  at  least  beginning  to  appreciate 
the  benefits  of  our  laws  and  restrictions,  passed  through  the  inter- 
vention of  the  Fish  Commission,  permitting  the  fish  to  proceed  to 
their  natural  spawning  grounds  unmolested. 

A.  much  larger  appropriation  is  needed  to  properh''  carry  on  this 
industry.  With  an  additional  appropriation  of  $5,000  per  annum, 
small  hatcheries  could  be  established  on  several  of  our  minor  streams, 
and  thus  artificially  stock  our  waters  with  myriads  of  fish,  at  a 
nominal  expense,  which  would  result  not  in  twelve  or  fifteen  can- 
neries in  our  State,  but  a  hundred  or  more.  With  the  present  annual 
appropriation  of  $5,000,  the  Commission  is  barely  able  to  hatch,  at 
San  Leandro  and  on  the  McCloud  River,  sufficient  fish  to  keep  up 
the  annual  catch  on  the  Sacramento,  and  supplj'  the  requests  of  our 
sister  States. 

Further  and  more  stringent  laws  are  necessary  to  prevent  the 
wholesale  destruction  of  young  fish  by  Chinese  and  other  fishmen 
in  our  bays.  There  should  be  heavier  penalties  for  violation  of  each 
of  the  now  existing  restrictions. 

The  Hon.  B.  B.  Redding,  the  promoter  of  this  Commission,  and 
who  devoted  many  years  in  bringing  it  to  the  high  standard  it  now 
enjoys,  was  suddenly  taken  from  us  by  the  hand  of  death.  He  was 
a  man  of  remarkable  ability;  self-taught,  he  was  self-reliant;  honor- 
able in  his  dealings  with  his  fellow  man,  he  possessed  the  courage  to 
maintain  and  defend  what  he  believed  to  be  right  and  just;  his 
fidelity  was  never  doubted,  his  generosity  never  vainly  invoked;  the 
purity  of  his  life  and  the  integrity  of  his  principles  are  well  worthy 
of  imitation.  In  honor  to  his  memorj',  and  as  a  tribute  of  respect 
and  gratitude  for  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  him,  in  various 
capacities,  to  the  State,  I  apjjointed  on  this  Commission  his  son, 
Joseph  D.  Redding,  whose  tastes  in  this  direction  are  in  keeping 
with  those  of  his  esteemed  father. 
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CONTINGENT      FUND. 

Of  the  amount  allowed  as  appropriation  for  the  Special  Contin- 
gent Fund  of  this  office  for  the  thirtj^-first  fiscal  year,  there  remains 
unexpended  the  sum  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars. 

The  amount  allowed  for  the  thirty-second  fiscal  year  was  all 
expended  and  a  balance  of  five  hundred  dollars  left  over  in  the 
thirty-third  fiscal  year. 

The  examination  into  the  managment  of  the  State  Prison  at  San 
Quentin,  the  investigation  of  certain  charges  of  fraud  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  seawall  by  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 
demanded  my  notice,  and  no  other  methods  of  compensation  being 
available  the  expenses  were  paid  from  such  fund.  Among  the 
claims  presented  for  services  performed  in  the  latter  inquiry,  was 
one  from  Calvin  Brown,  Esq.,  a  civil  engineer  of  repute,  whom  I 
engaged  to  aid  our  State  Engineer  in  his  scientific  investigations. 
This  claim  is  for  "thirty-two  days'  services  in  investigating  Seawall 
and  Harbor  of  San  Francisco,  nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars."  I 
paid  Mr.  Brown  three  hundred  dollars  and  informed  him  I  would 
transmit  his  claim  for  further  adjustment  to  your  honorable  body. 
I  must  here  acknowledge  the  efficient  services  rendered  in  this 
investigation  by  Professor  Frank  Soule,  of  the  State  University,  who 
generously  placed  his  time  at  my  disposal,  and  for  which  he  has 
never  asked  any  remuneration. 

At  the  session  of  1880,  a  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the 
Governor  to  cause  to  be  prepared  for  the  information  of  the  ensuing 
Legislature  a  statement  of  the  unpaid  indebtedness  of  the  several 
Swamp  Land  Districts  organized  by  the  State  Board  of  Swamp  Land 
Commissioners.  In  accordance  therev/ith,  I  appointed  Messrs.  Dun- 
can Beaumont  and  Edward  Twitchell,  both  gentlemen  well  known 
for  their  eminent  fitness  for  such  examination.  An  Act  was  intro- 
duced at  the  last  session  for  payment  of  their  services,  but  press  of 
other  business  prevented  its  passage.  I,  therefore,  paid  the  same 
from  this  fund;  I  also  paid  certain  expenses  attending  the  recovery 
of  moneys  due  this  State  by  the  General  Government. 

CIVIL   SERVICE   REFORM. 

The  people  are  recognizing  the  truth  that  the  affairs  of  the  Gov- 
ernment sliould  be  conducted  on  business  principles.  That  offices 
are  intended  for  a  purpose  other  than  for  rewards  for  party  services 
or  individual  ambition.  Congress,  impelled  by  this  public  opinion, 
has  just  demonstrated  that  the  wishes  of  the  people  should  meet 
with  some  consideration  from  their  hands,  and  the  passage  of  an 
Act,  regulating  the  civil  service  of  the  country  is  the  fruit  of  their 
demands. 

It  may,  and  probably  will  be  said,  that  officials  retiring  from  office 
can  well  afibrd  to  be  generous  in  expressions  of  sympathy  for  them- 
selves, and  ask  in  return  why  they  have  not  practiced  in  office  that 
which  they  condemn  on  leaving  it. 

While  1  may  not  have  carried  out  this  desire  in  every  instance 
where  my  appointing  i)Ower  was  exercised,  I  certainly  have  inaugu- 
rated the  system  to  an  extent  that  should  convince  any  unprejudiced 
or  partisan  individual  of  my  convictions  as  to  its  true  policy. 
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In  the  appointment  of  our  State  and  District  Boards  of  Agriculture 
and  of  the  Viticultural  Commission,  I  have  endeavored  to  equally 
divide  them  among  both  of  the  great  political  parties,  and  in  the 
State  Board  this  rule  has  been  further  carried  out  by  the  election  of 
a  Secretary  whose  political  faith  was  adverse  to  the  party  in  power. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  and  of  the  Insane  Asylums  have  all  been 
represented  by  members  of  opposite  political  opinions.  The  offices 
of  State  Engineer  (the  most  lucrative  othce  in  the  State)  and  that  of 
his  Secretary,  for  which  there  were  many  applicants,  were  left 
untouched,  for  the  reason  that  I  believed  the  interests  of  the  State 
would  suffer  by  a  change,  and  that  the  work  begun  by  the  present 
efficient  Engineer  should  be  completed  by  him.  In  the  selection  of 
the  Commissioners  under  the  Drainage  Act,  and  Commissioners  to 
manage  the  Yosemite  Valley,  I  was  influenced  by  like  motives,  and 
appointed  a  Board  selected  for  their  qualifications  from  among  the 
different  political  parties,  and  this  action  has  been  carried  out  in 
every  public  institution  where  the  appointing  power  w^as  vested  in  me. 

CONCLUSION. 

With  this  communication  ends  my  official  term,  and  that  power 
which  three  years  ago  was  given  into  my  keeping  by  the  people  of 
the  State,  I  transmit  to  my  successor,  one  of  its  most  eminent  and 
w^ortfiy  citizens;  one  who,  in  times  of  peril  and  danger  served  his 
country  faithfully  and  well.  His  summons  to  the  highest  civil 
position  witiiin  the  people's  gift  is  a  due  appreciation  of  his  past 
services  in  their  behalf,  and  a  recognition  that  Republics  are  not 
ungrateful.  That  his  elevation  to  this  exalted  position  will  be 
fraught  with  every  good  to  the  State  is  the  earnest  belief  of  every 
good  citizen. 

I  acknowledge  with  a  thankfulness  that  language  is  inadequate  to 
express  the  courtesy,  fidelity,  integrity,  and  zeal,  which  has  charac- 
terized every  department  of  the  State  Government,  and  every  insti- 
tution under  its  control  or  supervision.  To  them  I  am  indebted  for 
any  success  attending  my  administration;  our  associations  have 
been  most  pleasant,  and  our  relations  most  amicable. 

To  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  for  the  honors  conferred 
upon  me,  for  their  kindly  manifestations  at  all  times  and  under  all 
circumstances  freely  extended  me,  I  here  avow  my  most  grateful 
thanks.  Large  hearted,  liberal  minded,  firm  in  their  friendship, 
constant  in  their  affections,  I  ask  no  greater  honor  than  to  be  known 
and  numbered  among  them  as  a  fellow-citizen.

Decision. — "Whereas,  the  character  and  antecedents  of  the  defendant  show  his  mental  capacity 
was  such  that  no  deliberate  premeditation  or  settled  purpose,  which  are  the  essential  ele- 
ments of  crime,  actuated  him  in  the  commission  of  this  offense.  Born  of  an  insane  parent, 
who  in  her  moments  when  reason  was  unseated,  was  violent  and  dangerous,  and  while  bearing 
within  her  the  child  who  is  the  subject  of  this  pardon,  was  attacked  with  one  of  those  morbid 
and  dangerous  fits,  and  it  is  natural  to  believe  transmitted  to  him  the  insanity  of  which  she 
was  the  victim.  An  examination  of  this  case  has  been  made  by  eminent  scientific  physicians, 
Eome  of  whom  have  devoted  their  lives  in  the  study  and  practice  of  insanity.  Dr.  Shurtleff, 
of  the  Stockton  Insane  Asylum,  in  which  the  mother  has  been  an  inmate  at  three  different 
periods,  and  Dr.  Wilkins,  of  the  Napa  Insane  Asylum,  are  strong  in  the  belief  that  the  insanity 
of  the  mother  has  been  transmitted  to  the  son.  Drs.  Robert  K.  Reid,  McNutt,  and  Pinkerton, 
of  San  Francisco,  gentlemen  of  celebrity  in  their  profession,  and  Dr.  Bird,  the  resident  physi- 
cian of  the  State  Prison,  concur  in  and  strongly  corroborate  the  opinions  of  the  physicians  of 
the  insane  asylums.  The  Board  of  Prison  Directors  also  acquiesce  therein,  and  recommend  his 
pardon.  The  District  Attorney  who  prosecuted  tlie  case  makes  affidavit  that  the  question  of 
insanity  was  not  raised  directly  or  indirectly  on  the  trial.  I  am  certain  had  it  been,  so  ajiparent 
is  its  truth,  conviction  would  not  have  followed.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  am  determined 
to  grant  this  pardon,  and  do  soon  the  condition  that  his  relatives  convey  him  to  another  country 
where  they  have  promised  he  shall  be  carefully  attended,  and  that  he  shall  never  return  to 
this  State.

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INAUGURAL   ADDRESS 


Governor  George  Stoneman 


Mr.  President,  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  and  Fellow-citizens  : 

It  is  II  matter  of  congratulation  that  we  meet  under  such  favorable 
circumstances.  Our  people  are,  in  the  main,  happy,  contented,  and 
l)rosperous..  The  seasons  have,  in  their  turn,  bestowed  upon  us  their 
Ijlessings.  The  jn-oducts  of  the  soil  have  beeji  abundant,  and,  despite 
the  unreasonable  charges  for  transportation  to  market  from  some 
sections,  have  yielded  a  fair  return  to  the  producer.  The  political 
situation  indicates  an  awakening  in  the  public  mind,  and,  in  my 
opinion,  gives  assurance  of  continued  prosi)erity.  Some  problems 
have  been  solved  by  the  political  contests  just  ended.  Among  other 
things,  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  coml:»inations  of  men,  organized 
for  the  i)urposc  of  advancing  the  ])olitical  interests  of  particular  per- 
sons and  factions,  cannot  override  the  will  of  the  people;  that  the 
interference  of  Federal  authority  in  the  local  aiTairs  of  the  States 
will  not  be  tolerated;  that  the  assessment  of  Federal  olhceholdersand 
employes,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  large  sums  of  money  to  corrupt 
the  electors  of  the  States,  in  order  to  secure  the  election  and  return 
of  particular  candidates,  cannot  avail  against  the  united  and  deter- 
mined voice  of  the  i)eople;  and  that  the  wa.steful  and  extravagant 
expenditure  of  the  public  moneys  meets  with  disfavor  and  condemna- 
tion by  all.  The  results  of  the  late  political  contests  have  given 
I'enewed  confidence  to  the  advocates  of  popular  elections,  and  have 
strengthened  the  faith  of  believers  in  the  incorruptibility  of  the 
people. 

Let  us,  however,  in  the  liour  of  our  success,  not  forget  that  the 
people  have  bestowed  uj)on  us  a  great  and  responsible  public  trust, 
and  that  if  we  do  not  till  the  measure  of  their  expectations  they  may 
as  readily  transfer  their  contidence  to  another  party,  as  they  have  in 
this  instance  given  it  to  the  party  now  dominant.  Let  us  never  for- 
get that,  under  our  form  of  government,  the  people  are  the  sovereigns 
and  we  are  the  servants;  that  we  are  but  instruments  to  effect  their 
purpo.ses;  that  we  are  ijlaced  temporarily  in  power  to  carry  out  their 
will.  Let  us  then  go  forward,  without  faltering,  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  our  duty;  always  acting  for  the  best  interests  of  those  whose 
servants  we  are,  and  carefully,  religiously,  endeavoring  to  fulfill  to 
the  letter  the  pledges  and  obligations  of  our  platforms,  and  the 
principles  of  our  parties. 


I  believe  it  is  not  customary  on  an  occasion  like  this  to  make  any 
elaborate  recommendations  to  your  honorable  bodies  as  to  the  legis- 
lation most  necessary  to  be  considered  at  the  session  just  commencing. 
Many  of  the  subjects  to  be  dealt  with  by  you,  being  in  some  measure 
new  to  me,  I  shaTl  at  this  time  content  myself  with  presenting  to  you 
a  brief  outline  of  the  general  policy  intended  to  be"  pursued  l)y  me, 
together  with  a  few  recommendations  which  I  consider  most  perti- 
nent to  the  occasion.  I  shall,  however,  during  your  present  session, 
take  the  liberty  of  communicating  with  you,  from  time  to  time,  on 
such  si)ecial  subjects  as  may,  in  my  opinion,  require  your  attention. 

By  the  decisions  of  the  Courts,  our  State  Board  of  Equalization  has 
been  shorn  of  much  of  the  power  intended  to  be  conferred  upon  it  by 
the  Constitution.  I  recommend  that  you  take  such  steps,  as  in  your 
judgment  may  seem  proper,  to  give  force  and  efficacy  to  the  business 
and  orders  of  that  department.  In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call 
your  special  attention  to  tlie  fact  that  several  of  the  great  corporations, 
created  by  and  under  existing  laws,  have  not  proven  obedient  to  the 
laws,  and  have  refused,  and  still  refuse,  to  bear  the  just  burden  placed 
upon  them  for  their  own  protection.  These  interests  receive  the  full 
l:)enefits  of  our  Courts,  the  services  of  our  officers — in  a  word,  the  full 
protection  and  advantages  of  all  our  laws — yet  refuse,  except  in  a  few 
instances,  where  compelled,  at  the  end  of  tedious  and  vexatious  liti- 
gation, to  contribute  anything  for  the  protection  and  advantages 
received  by  them.  The  present  attitude  of  these  corporations  is  such 
as  to  demand,  in  the  interest  of  common  justice  to  other  taxpayers, 
that  laws  be  passed  to  bring  them  within  the  spirit  of  the  obvious 
intent  of  the  organic  Act  of  the  State.  The  whole  power  of  the  State, 
within  lawful  limits,  should  be  exercised  to  compel  them  to  bear  their 
just  proportion  of  the  burdens  of  government.  Powers  created  by  the 
State  cannot,  and  shall  not  with  my  consent,  be  permitted  to  become 
independent  of  or  greater  than  the  State.  In  the  majesty  of  their 
sovereign  power,  the  people,  through  tlieir  fundamental  hiw,  formu- 
lated a  system  of  taxation  satisfactory  to  tliem,  under  which  it  was 
hoi)ed  that  railroad  corporations,  heretofore  evading  the  i)ayment 
of  their  proper  share  of  taxation,  should  find  no  furtlier  methods  of 
escape.  Every  department  of  government  dependent  upon  revenue 
for  its  support  is  suffering  from  this  wrong.  To  permit  it  to  continue 
is  to  admit  that  the  State  has  fostered  a  servant  who  has  grown  into 
an  insolent  and  tyrannical  master.  The  offended  power  looks  to  the 
proper  tribunal — the  Legislature — for  measures  of  relief. 

Three  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  people  solemnly  exi)ressed 
their  views  upon  tlie  subject  of  the  regulation  of  fares  and  freights, 
and  dek^gated  to  a  Commission,  chosen  under  the  new  organic  law, 
the  authority  to  execute  tlieir  expressed  will.  For  years  the  demand 
for  the  regulation  of  fares  and  freights,  and  the  prevention  of  discrim- 
ination, has  been  universal;  but  every  movement  looking  toward  the 
accomjtlishment  of  such  a  wish  has  been  attended  by  defeat.  It  is  to 
be  deeply  regretted  that  the  retiring  Railroad  Commission  has  entirely 
neglected  and  refused,  during  the  term  for  which  its  members  were 
elected,  to  take  any  positive  steps  toward  enforcing  the  powers  con- 
ferred uiK)n  it  by  the  ('onstitution  and  the  laws.  All  hope  of  relief 
from  the  Commission  has,  thus  far.  been  deferred.  It  is  to  be  earn- 
estly hoiked  that  the  incoming  Commission  will  jirove  to  be  composed 
of  men  of  sufficient  courage  and  sagacity  to  meet  this  issue  in  a  spirit 
of  fairness;  to  deal  justly  by  the  transportation  companies  and  can- 


didly  by  the  people.  I  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  all  the 
power  and  influence  of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  Government 
will  be  cheerfully  exercised  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  to  bring  the 
issue  between  the  people  and  the  transj^ortation  companies  to  a  final 
and  satisfactory  termination.  The  question  of  the  regulation  of  fares 
and  freights  is  the  great  living  issue  of  the  day,  and  no  postponement 
of  its  solution  to  a  future  time  will  prove  satisfactory  either  to  the 
peojjle  of  this  State  or  the  Union.  The  question  of  the  power  of  the 
State  to  fix  and  regulate  the  charges  for  fares  and  freights  upon  trans- 
j>ortation  lines,  within  the  State,  has  passed  beyond  the  limit  of  legit- 
imate argument;  though  even  now,  after  the  decisions  of  the  Court  of 
last  resort,  there  are  those — managers  of  transportation  lines — who 
hold  and  i)ublicly  avow,  as  their  convictions,  that  railroads,  built  and 
equipped  at  the  public  expense,  by  public  authority,  for  the  public 
use,  are  the  exclusive  property  of  the  managers  and  stockholders;  and 
they  still  acknowledge  no  right  in  the  public  whicli  conflicts  with 
their  alleged  right  of  sole  ownershi]).  As  to  the  policy  of  enforcing 
the  power  of  the  State  to  regulate  fares  and  freights,  there  cannot, 
since  the  result  of  the  late  election,  be  further  doubt.  While  the 
Executive  has  no  desire  or  intention  to  interfere  with  the  functions 
of  any  other  department,  except  such  i)ower  as  is  given  to  and  required 
of  him,  to  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed,  and  that  the  duties 
of  each  office  are  properlj^  performed,  yet  it  may  not  be  out  of  place 
in  this  connection  to  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  the  imperative 
duty  of  the  rightful  authority  to  immediately  take  all  ])roper  and 
necessary  steps  toward  the  accomplishment  of  the  mission  for  which 
they  were  placed  in  jjowei',  and  ascertain,  once  for  all,  whether  the 
Constitution  and  laws  are  to  be  obeyed  by  all,  or  whether  the  creatures 
of  the  law  are  superior  to  it. 

Sumptuary  laws  are,  and  ever  have  been,  oi)posed  to  Democratic 
teachings,  and  lind  no  support  among  liberal  minded  people.  For 
many  years  Sections  299,  300,  and  801  of  the  Penal  Code,  commonly 
called  the  "Sunday  Law,"  have  been  on  our  statute  books.  Under 
slightly  varying  forms  this  law  has  been  in  existence  in  this  State 
during  the  nu\jor  }^ortion  of  the  past  quarter  of  a  century.  Now  and 
then  .spasmodic  efforts  have  been  made  to  enforce' it,  but  without  suc- 
cess. .  In  every  contest  before  the  Courts  the  condition  of  iniblic 
opinion  has  been  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  law  has  been  practically 
l)laced  on  trial,  and  tiof  the  i)articular  defendant  at  the  bar.  In  cases 
where  the  testimony  adduced  has  been  conclusive  that  the  alleged 
offense  has  been"  committed,  juries  have  almost  uniformly  refused  to 
convict — a  state  of  facts  never  before  observed  with  rciference  to  any 
other  portion  of  our  criminal  jurisprudence.  Such  is  the  condition 
of  the  sections  above  cited.  It  is  unwise  to  cumber  the  statute  books 
with  an  enactment  which  experience  has  proven  cannot  be  enforced. 
The  result  at  the  late  election  is  an  emphatic  indorsement  of  theatti- 
tutle  of  the  now  dominant  party  on  this  important  subject,  and  our 
duty  in  the  premises  is  perfectly  clear.  We  all  concede  that  those 
sections  of  our  Codes  which  provide  for  certain  holidays  and  non- 
judicial days  are  essential  to  happiness  and  health.  The  repeal  of 
the  "Sunday  Law"  will  in  nowise  interfere  with  the  permanency  or 
effect  of  our  civil  legislation  in  the  matter  of  a  day  of  rest;  nor  is 
there  any  disposition  to  disturb  those  i)enal  enactments  whicli  are 
intended  to  j>rotect  religious  assemblages  from  all  unseemly  inter- 


ference.  The  right  to  worship,  free  from  hindrance  or  molestation, 
should  always  be  carefully  guarded. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  devolving  upon  the  Legislature 
at  the  present  session  is  the  apportionment  of  the  State  into  Con- 
gressional, Senatorial,  and  Assembly  Districts.  For  reasons  which  it 
is  unnecessary  to  discuss,  the  last  Legislature  failed  to  comply  with 
the  constitutional  mandate  in  this  respect.  That  the  people  of  the 
State  liave  a  right  to,  and  do  expect,  a  fair  apportionment,  cannot  be 
denied.  Section  6,  of  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution,  ordains  that, 
"for  the  purpose  of  choosing  members  of  the  Legislature,  the  State 
shall  be  divided  into  forty  Senatorial  and  eighty  Assembly  Districts." 
In  Section  27  of  the  same  Article  is  found  the  organic  rule  relative 
to  the  creation  of  Congressional  Districts.  The  passage  of  a  law  car- 
rying out  the  provisions  of  these  sections,  in  a  fair  and  ijnpartial 
manner,  is  one  of  the  matters  which  should  engage  your  early  atten- 
tion. Instances  are  not  infrequent  in  which  the  party  in  power, 
anxious  to  perpetuate  its  authority,  has  enacted  an  apportionment 
law  for  purely  partisan  purposes.  In  these  cases  little  or  no  regard 
has  been  had  for  local  desires  or  the  general  welfare.  The  massing 
of  opposition  majorities,  and  a  study  of  how  the  vote  of  the  ])arty  in 
power  should  be  distributed,  so  as  best  to  subserve  party  ends,  have 
generally  been  the  only  objects  considered.  It  is  to  be  doubted 
whether  any  real  and  ultimate  party  advantage  has  ever  been 
attained  by  such  an  unpatriotic  procedure.  Honest  effort  is  the 
only  unerring  guide  to  lasting  success.  But  apart  from  their  politi- 
cal effect,  the  methods  which  I  have  criticised  are  intrinsically 
wrong.  The  constitutional  mandate  is  clear  and  positive.  Its 
phraseology  evinces  an  unmistakable  desire,  in  the  minds  of  its 
framers  and  those  by  whom  it  was  ratified,  to  prevent  anything  but 
an  imi)artial  apportionment.  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  the  present 
Legishiture  is  in  accord  witli  me  on  this  subject,  and  the  views  I 
have  expressed  are  identical  with  theirs. 

\\'ithin  the  past  year  Congress  has  granted  to  the  people  of  this 
coast  partial  relief  from  the  much  deplored  evil  of  Chinese  immi- 
gration. For  such  relief  as  has  been  obtained,  and  for  legislation 
which,  while  it  might  justly  and  properly  have  extended  much 
farther,  the  people  are  to  be  congratulated,  and  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  public. 
There  are  some  who  affect  to  believe  this  important  question  finally 
settled  by  tlie  statute  referred  to.  There  are  those  who  evince  a  desire 
to  nullify  its  effect  by  a  loose  construction  of  its  ternis  and  an  ineffi- 
cient execution  of  its  provisions.  The  law  had  hardly  taken  effect 
when  another  bill  was  introduced  into  tlie  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
and  1  Ijelieve  is  now  pending  in  that  body,  under  which  many  thou- 
sands of  Chinese,  now  serving  under  labor  contracts  in  the  West  India 
Islan<ls,  might  be  permitted  to  cross  the  territory  of  the  United  States 
to  their  homes  in  the  Chinese  Empire.  Considering  that  we  have  fio 
l)Ower  to  deport  the  Chinese  if  they  were  once  permitted  to  h\nd  in 
this  country,  they  might  remain  here  permanently.  Against  this  new 
danger  the  people  of  this  coast  will  depend  upon  their  Representa- 
tives in  Congress  to  guard. 

Other  matters  of  somewhat  i»erplexing  nafures  upon  which  you 
will  be  called  to  legislate  are:  a  general  road  law,  general  laws  pro- 
viding for  the  incorporation  for  municipal  i>urpo.ses  of  cities  and 
towns,  and  laws  establishing  a  system  of  county  governments,  which 


shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  State,  classifying  the  counties  there- 
under, fixing  the  salaries  of  officers,  etc.  Prompt  legislation  on  these 
subjects  is  much  needed.  From  the  variety  of  local  interests,  as 
well  as  the  peculiar  topography  of  our  State,  you  Avill  experience 
some  difficulty  in  agreeing  upon  satisfactory  laws  on  these  subjects, 
but  bj'  exercising  a  spirit  of  mutual  concession  you  will  doubtless 
arrive  at  just  conclusions. 

The  congregate  system  of  imprisonment,  which,  owing  to  the 
peculiar  construction  and  want  of  cell-room  in  our  prisons,  is  neces- 
sarily in  vogue  therein,  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  conducive  to  the  moral 
well-being  of  the  prisoner.  The  most  important  object  of  penal  con- 
finement ought  to  be  to  effect  a  reformation,  either  partial  or  total, 
of  the  prisoner,  so  that  when  his  sentence  expires,  he  may  go  forth 
into  society  a  better  man.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that,  if 
practicable,  a  system  of  isolation  and  solitary  confinement  be  insti- 
tuted among  those  of  the  most  vicious  character.  In  the  absence  of 
such  a  system  of  isolation,  San  Quentin  Prison,  from  its  geograph- 
ical position,  might  be  made  a  distributing  prison.  All  convicts 
should  be  sentenced  to  that  institution,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
registered  and  graded  by  the  Prison  Directors — selecting  those  for 
distribution  to  Folsom,  and  any  other  branch  prison  hereafter  estab- 
lished. After  careful  study,  and  an  examination  of  past  records,  the 
comparatively  good  should  be  retained,  and  the  vicious  and  incor- 
rigible confined  at  another  prison,  so  far  as  the  interests  of  the  State 
may  permit.  To  carry  out  this  system,  all  commitments  should  be 
retained  at  San  Quentin,  and  a  list  each  month,  with  the  date  of  dis- 
charge, forwarded  to  the  branch  prison,  of  those  transferred  and  dis- 
charged. All  pardons  and  commitments  should  be  forwarded  by  the 
Governor  to  San  Quentin,  antl  if  the  prisoner  be  at  the  branch 
prison,  the  order  for  his  discharge  should  follow  him  there.  All 
deaths  and  escapes  at  the  branch  prison  should  be  reported  to  San 
Quentin,  to  be  there  entered  of  record.  This  system,  strictly  carried 
out,  would  form  a  perfect  record  of  the  antecedents  and  disposition 
of  all  convicts  within  the  State.  This  system  is  not  only  essential 
for  the  good  of  the  prisoner,  and  for  the  guidance  of  the  Directors, 
but  would  enable  the  District  Attorneys  of  each  county  to  be  always 
able  to  procure  a  complete  record,  to  embody  in  their  informations, 
or  indictments,  the  number  of  convictions  of  each  defendant,  if  any 
such  there  be,  as  they  are  now  compelled  by  law  to  do,  under  what  is 
known  as  the  "Prior  Conviction  Act." 

In  a  large  portion  of  the  State  agricultural  interests  are  being 
developed  by  the  aid  of  irrigation.  The  hi.story  of  all  countries 
dependent  upon  irrigation  shows  that  this  practice  has  necessitated 
the  enactment  of  laws  specially  designed  for  the  protection  and  reg- 
ulation of  irrigation;  the  maintenance  of  order,  equity,  and  econ- 
omy, in  tlie  appropriation  and  use  of  waters;  and  that  the  subject 
has  been  one  most  difficult  to  deal  with  in  legislation.  Our  own 
experience,  limited  though  it  be,  is  sufficient  to  establish  this  fact,  as 
our  Courts  are  crowded  with  litigation  growing  out  of  irrigation 
practices,  which  constitutes  a  serious  drawback  to  our  prosperity.  I 
mention  tliis  suVjject,  perhaps  to  the  exclusion  of  others  equally 
deserving  of  attention,  because  the  defects  of  the  present  system 
have  fallen  directly  under  my  own  observation,  and  I  invite  your 
earnest  consideration  of  it,  believing  that  careful  action  is  necessary 


to  establish  confidence  for  the  j)resent  and  to  guard  against  embar- 
rassing complications  in  the  future. 

It  is  one  of  our  cardinal  doctrines  that  "it  is  the  duty  of  tlie  State 
to  provide  for  every  child  within  its  limits  the  advantages  of  a  com- 
mon scliool  education,"  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future,  as  in 
tlie  past,  this  principle  will  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

There  are  many  other  matters  in  which  the  State  is  directly  inter- 
ested, and  which  it  would  be  proper  to  discuss,  but,  as  stated,  I  have 
confined  myself  to  those  which  are  deemed  most  important  at  this 
time. 

It  will  be  the  province  of  the  Legislature  to  examine  and  inquire 
into  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  State  Insane  Asylums,  tlie  State 
Normal  Schools,  the  State  University,  the  Asylum  for  the  Deaf, 
Dumb,  and  Blind,  and  into  the  management  of  those  orphan  asylums 
receiving  State  aid.  I  believe  you  will  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
your  responsible  duties  with  an  honest  desire  to  advance  the  best 
interests  of  the  State.  It  shall  be  my  constant  aim  and  endeavor, 
during  my  term  of  office,  to  make  economy  in  the  expenditure  of 
the  public  moneys  and  in  maintaining  the  public  institutions  the 
principal  features  of  this  administration,  and  I  request  your  cordial 
cooperation  to  that  end.  Every  bill  containing  an  appropriation  of 
money  will  be  closely  scanned,  and  unless  the  necessity  of  the  appro- 
priation is  apparent,  it  will  not  receive  the  Executive  approval. 

Another  matter,  against  wliich  it  would  be  well  to  guard,  is  the 
creation  of  new  offices  and  commissions,  and  the  perpetuation  of 
useless  ones  now^  in  existence,  if  any  such  there  should  be.  To 
lighten  the  burdens  of  taxation,  to  reduce  the  expenses  to  the  lowest 
possible  standard,  to  allow  the  largest  personal  liberty  consistent  with 
the  general  welfare,  not  to  govern  except  where  government  is  nec- 
essary, to  administer  the  law  evenly  and  impartially  on  all  classes 
and  interests — these  are  my  ideas  of  the  requirements  of  the  day, 
and  of  the  true  theory  of  our  form  of  government;  and  whatever  of 
ability  I  may  possess  shall  be  devoted  to  the  administration  of  the 
government  on  tliese  principles.

To  the  honorable  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California: 

Mr.  President:  I  herewith  transmit  to  your  honorable  body,  for 
such  action  as  you  may  think  proper  to  take,  a  letter  from  James  de 
Fremery,  Consul  of  the  Netherlands,  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of 
having  the  State  of  California  represented  at  the  International  Exhi- 
bition to  be  held  at  the  City  of  Amsterdam,  commencing  on  the  first 
day  of  May  next. 

It  would,  no  doubt,  prove  advantageous  to  this  State,  in  many  ways, 
to  be  represented  at  said  exhibition.  Such  a  representation  would 
attract  attention  to  our  agricultural,  mineral,  and  other  products,  and 
would,  no  doubt,  be  the  means  of  bringing  a  desirable,  industrious, 
and  intelligent  class  of  population. 

I  am  informed  that  an  appropriation  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dol- 
lars will  be  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  plan  as  set  forth  in  the  Consul's 
letter,  and  that  all  the  products  and  industrial  features  of  our  State 
may  be  represented  by  the  expenditure  of  such  sum.  I  therefore 
refer  the  matter  to  the  honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly,  hoping 
you  will  take  such  steps  as  in  your  judgment  may  seem  necessary  to 
have  the  State  properly  represented  at  the  International  Exhibition 
in  the  Netherlands.

LETTER.

To  his  Excellency  George  Stoneman,  Governor  of  California: 

I  desire  to  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  International 
Exhibition  which  will  be  held  during  the  coming  Bummer  at  the 
City  of  Amsterdam,  the  capital  of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands, 
and  to  the  interest  w^hich  California  has,  in  my  estimation,  in  being 
represented  thereat. 

The  Exhibition  will  be  held  under  the  high  patronage  of  H.  M. 
the  King,  and  under  the  auspices  of  the  Government.  It  will  be 
opened  on  the  first  day  of  May,  and  will  continue  at  least  till 
October  first.  Buildings  and  other  improvements  are  being  con- 
structed on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the  under- 
taking, and  the  various  measures  determined  upon  will  insure  to 
the  Exhibition  a  vast  success. 

The  great  advantages  of  participation  in  International  Exhibitions 
in  the  large  European  centers  of  poi)ulation  are  so  well  understood 
that  it  seems  unnecessary  for  me  to  refer  to  them  otherwise  than  in 
a  general  way. 

When  the  Amsterdam  Exhibition  was  decided  upon,  (Governor 
Perkins  still  occupied  the  Gubernatorial  chair,  and  I  addressed  myself 
to  his  Excellency,  asking  his  cooperation  in  bringing  the  question 
of  representation,  on  behalf  of  this  .State,  before  the  Legislature. 
Governor  Perkins  responded  by  referring  to  the  subject  in  his  last 
message,  wherein  he  also  suggested  the  desirability  of  "bringing  the 
State,  by  encouraging  exhibitions,  more  prominently  before  the 
commercial  and  scientific  men  of  the  world,  as  well  as  before  those 
who  are  seeking  to  create  homes;  thus  advancing  the  commonwealth 
in  all  its  varied  interests." 

I  beg  to  inclose  Governor  Perkins'  paragraph  concerning  the 
Amsterdam  International  Exhibition. 

The  pAiropean  Governments,  as  well  as  Japan,  the  Australian 
Colonies,  and  other  countries,  have  shown  a  deep  interest  in  this 
Exhibition;  and  sufficient  has  been  already  ascertained  to  know  that 
the  Exhibition  will  assume  large  proportions,  and  will  be  of  exceed- 
ing great  interest  in  many  departments  and  of  much  value  to 
exhibitors. 

From  the  United  States,  also,  a  large  number  of  exhibits  go  for- 
ward, and  there  is  no  doubt  but  this  country  will  make  an  important 
showing.  I  understand  that  Colorado  and  other  Western  States  will 
avail  themselves  of  tliis  oi)portuni(y  to  .'^et  forth  their  advantages. 

California,  it  seems  to  me,  should  not  be  backward  in  this  direction. 


The  great  need  of  this  State  is  population,  especially  intelligent 
population,  and  for  such  the  exhibition  of  the  products  of  this  State 
will  be  of  great  importance.  Information  spread  through  the  press 
has  its  uses,  but  ocular  demonstration  furnishes  indubitable  proof 
of  the  possibilities  of  California's  soil  and  climate,  such  as  the 
individual  cannot  otherwise  obtain. 

California  does  not  only  require  laborers  and  mechanics,  whose 
chief  concern  is  rates  of  wages  and  cost  of  cheap  living,  but  farmers, 
dairymen,  artisans,  and  enterprising  men  generally,  of  fair  intelli- 
gence and  information,  who  add  to  the  thinking  and  developing 
elements  in  the  State.  Such  population  is  attracted  by  what  can  be 
accomplished,  whether  in  agriculture,  in  mines,  (gold,  iron,  copper, 
coal,  sulphur,  borax,  etc.);  in  fisheries,  (canned  salmon,  etc.);  in 
horticulture,  (canned  fruits);  in  viticulture,  in  various  industries,  etc. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  better  way  to  make  resources  known  than  by 
the  exhibition  of  what  can  be  done  or  produced.  At  Amsterdam 
hundreds  of  thousands  will  see  for  themselves,  and  each  one  will 
spread  his  impressions  among  relatives  and  friends,  and  he  will 
communicate  them  to  all  inciuirers.  It  is  not  only  important  in 
itself  that  California  should  not  lose  the  opportunity  to  be  repre- 
sented on  this  occasion,  but  by  not  doing  it  the  State  will  suffer  to 
the  advantage  of  such  other  States  and  countries  that  need  popu- 
lation and  are  willing  to  spend  some  money  to  attain  so  great  an 
object. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  in  this  connection,  that  although  the 
new  highway — the  direct  line  of  travel  which  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  will  establish,  with  her  line  of  steamers  between 
New  Orleans  and  European  ports — will  make  it  more  easy  and  less 
expensive  for  immigrants  from  Europe  to  reach  California,  it  confers 
the  same  benefit  upon  Kansas,  Texas,  Colorado,  etc.,  which  are,  in 
fact,  nearer  to  the  point  of  landing.  New  Orleans,  than  is  California. 

Hence  another  reason  why  this  State  should  exert  herself  to  invite 
immigration  in  the  most  convincing  mode,  namely,  by  bringing  her 
various  products  directly  before  an  appreciative  and  discerning 
public — a  public  which  disperses  itself  so  as  to  bring  its  own  personal 
testimony  before  aiid  among  many  other  publics. 

It  will  not  escape  your  Excellency's  observation  that  the  City  of 
Amsterdam  is  very  centrally  located  in  Europe,  and  traveling  from 
all  parts  is  easy  and  inexpensive.  The  Scandinavians,  Germans, 
Belgians,  and  other  nations  from  which  California  desires  to  obtain 
a  considerable  portion  of  her  immigration,  will  be  largely  represented 
at  the  Exiiibition. 

I  beg  to  offer  to  your  Excellency  the  assurance  of  my  distinguished 
consideration.

I  have  bern  officially  notified  by  Jainos  de  Freiiiery,  Esq.,  Consul  of  the  Netherlands,  of  the 
intention  of  his  Government  to  hold  an  International  Exhibition  at  .Amsterdam  during  the 
present  year,  and  inviting  the  participation  of  this  State  tiierein.  Great  efforts  are  being  made 
to  insure  its  success.  This  Exhibition  offers  a  rare  opportunity  to  bring  to  notice  the  resources 
and  advantages  of  California.  The  leading  countries  of  Europe  have  already  taken  measures 
to  have  their  several  industries  represented  therein.  The  great  usefulness  of  these  International 
Exhibitions  has  so  frequently  been  demonstrated  that  it  seems  unnecessary  to  call  special  atten- 
tion to  them. 

The  State  should  avail  itself  of  this  opportunity  to  impress  the  advantages  for  settlement,  for 
agricultural  and  industrial  pursuits,  etc.,  upon  the  multitudes  that  will  visit  this  Exhibition, 
and  who  will  carry  their  acquired  knowledge  and  impressions  to  every  nook  and  corner  of 
Europe. 

I  have  been  informed  that  articles  representing  the  resources  of  California,  with  specimens  of 
her  minerals,  would  be  donated  for  this  purpose  if  the  expenses  incident  to  their  care  and 
transportation  were  jirovided  by  the  State.

SPECIAL  MESSAGE. 


To  the  honorable  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California  : 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  take  this  method  of  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  to  the  present  condition  of  the  office  of  Com- 
missioner of  Immigration.  From  information  in  my  possession,  both 
oral  and  in  writing,  from  persons  considered  entirely  reliable,  from 
an  inspection  of  the  law,  and  also  from  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  duties  of  that  office  have 
not  been  administered  as  required  by  law  for  several  years  past. 
It  appears  that  no  report  has  been  made  by  the  officer  known  as 
Commissioner  of  Immigration  either  to  the  Controller  or  Treasurer  of 
State  for  the  past  three  years,  nor  has  any  money  been  paid  into  the 
State  treasury  of  the  amount  of  fees  collected,  or  fines  and  penalties 
imposed,  as  required  by  Sections  2955  and  2959  of  the  Political  Code. 
Neither  has  any  quarterly  report  been  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
during  that  period  of  the  name,  age,  sex,  birthplace,  or  present  resi- 
dence of  any  leper  or  person  afflicted  with  leprosy  or  elephantiasis, 
examined  and  inspected  by  him,  as  required  by  Section  2955  of  said 
Code.  There  is  nothing  to  show  in  any  State  office  of  the  existence 
of  such  an  office  as  Commissioner  of  Immigration,  except  the  record  of 
the  appointmeni  of  the  incumbent.  It  is  further  shown  that  no 
lazaretto  has  been  established  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  for  the 
confinement  and  seclusion  of  lepers  as  required  by  Section  2952  of 
said  Code  ;  nor,  as  far  as  this  office  is  informed,  has  any  effort  been 
made  to  establish  such  a  lazaretto.  According  to  statistics  of  the  num- 
ber of  vessels  and  passengers  arriving  in  San  Francisco  from  foreign 
ports,  especially  prior  to  the  time  the  "Chinese  restriction  law" 
went  into  operation,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Immigration  has  received  fees  and  fines  largely  in  excess  of  the 
amount  allowed  him  by  law,  after  deducting  his  salary  and  the 
expenses  of  his  office,  provided  that  officer  has  collected  the  fees  he 
is  entitled  to  under  the  law. 

I  therefore  submit  the  foregoing  suggestions  to  your  honorable 
body  for  such  action — either  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
investigation  or  otherwise — as  in  your  judgment  may  be  proper  in 
the  premi-ses.  I  would  further  suggest  that  you  thoroughly  examine 
the  law  creating  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Immigration,  and 
that  you  amend  the  same  in  such  manner  that  the  interests  of  the 
State  may  be  better  protected  ;  and  that  the  bond  of  the  Commis- 
sioner may  be  raised  and  fixed  at  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  his 
yearly  liabilitv  to  the  State.

To  the  Honorable  Senate-  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California  : 

I  herewith  transmit  to  j'our  honorable  bodies  a  report  of  the  State 
Engineer  on  a  plan  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind 
Asylum  and  the  State  University,  made  in  accordance  with  Senate 
C/Oncurrent  Resolution  No.  7. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  call  your  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing facts  and  make  some  suggestions  which  seem  titting: 

The  water  supply,  sewerage,  ventilation,  and  heating  of  the  build- 
ings of  public  institutions — such  as  the  Insane  As^dums,  the  Prisons, 
the  Blind  Asylum,  the  University,  the  Normal  Schools,  and  the 
Capitol  Building — the  water  supply,  drainage,  and  general  improve- 
ment of  the  grounds  about  the  buildings  of  these  institutions,  and 
the  general  improvement  of  the  Yosemite  Valley,  are  all  subjects 
calling  for  engineering  consideration  and  treatment,  on  which  the 
Legislature  is  asked  to  act  in  some  way  at  each  session,  concerning 
which  the  Governor,  as  ex  officio  member  of  most  of  the  Boards  of 
control,  is  continually  called  upon  to  pass  judgment  and  act,  and  on 
which  many  thousands  of  dollars  of  the  State's  money  are  yet  to  be 
expended. 

The  engineering  duty  in  connection  with  such  works  should  be 
performed  by  the  State  Engineer,  and  that  officer  should  intimately 
familiarize  himself  with  the  wants  of  the  public  institutions  in  these 
respects,  so  that  the  Governor  may  at  any  time  be  promptly  and  fully 
advised  on  subjects  concerning  which  he  has  to  act  as  ex  officio 
member  of  the  several  Boards  of  control,  and  so  that  the  Legislature 
may  have  at  command,  so  far  as  plans  and  estimates  are  concerned, 
in  the  State  Capitol  building,  all  the  information  necessary  upon 
which  to  decide  the  questions  which  are  brought  to  its  notice  each 
session;  and,  finally,  so  that  the  various  Boards  of  control  of  the 
puVjlic  institutions  mentioned  may  be  well  advised  on  engineering 
subjects  without  the  expense  of  employing  civil  engineers  for  the 
purpose. 

I  shall  hereafter  avail  myself  of  the  services  of  the  State  Engineer 
to  collect  the  information  referred  to,  for  my  own  guidance,  and  in 
order  that  the  Legislature  may  be  informed  when  it  meets  again.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Assembly  of  tJie  State  of  California  : 

In  compliance  with  your  concurrent  resolution  (Senate  No.  7),  I 
have  visited  the  site  of  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  Asylum  and  of 
the  State  University  at  Berkeley,  with  the  view  of  making  a  perma- 
nent plan  for  the  disposition  of  the  sewage  of  these  institutions,  and 
now  beg  leave  to  submit  a  report  setting  forth  the  condition  of  things, 
in  this  regard,  as  I  have  found  them,  and  the  possibilities  in  the  case, 
drawing  your  attention  to  the  extent  of  work  which  your  resolution 
necessitates,  and  ask  further  instruction  before  incurring  additional 
expense  and  consuming  more  time. 

the  situation  at  the  deaf,  dumb,  and  blind  asylum. 

The  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  Asylum  comprises  six  brick  structures 
grouped  upon  the  steep,  sloping  plain  close  against  the  base  of  the 
Alameda  hills,  at  a  distance  of  about  14,700  feet  from  the  bay  shore. 

These  buildings  are  disposed  according  to  a  set  plan,  upon  a  plat 
somewhat  less  than  live  hundred  feet  square. 

They  have  all  been  built  within  the  past  seven  years,  and  the  sub- 
ject of  the  removal  of  sewage  matter,  waste,  and  drainage  waters  from 
them  appears  to  have  been  closely  and  intelligently  studied,  for  I 
find  an  admirable  system  for  house  drainage  incorporated  into  the 
plans,  and  works  for  this  purpose  apparently  well  executed  in  each 
structure. 

The  ideas  embodied  in  this  system  are  the  most  modern,  and  those 
now  generally  approved  by  sanitary  engineers  of  advanced  ideas. 

The  works,  I  believe,  will  insure  the  prompt  removal  of  all  refuse 
matter  from  the  buildings,  and  will  keep  these  structures  well  venti- 
lated and  free  from  the  noxious  effects  so  veiy  commonly  encountered 
from  bad  house  drainage,  even  in  most  pretentious  modern  structures. 

After  removal  from  the  buildings,  the  sewage  and  drainage  matter 
is  conducted  in  glazed  stoneware  pipes  from  each  building  to  a  main 
pipe  which  conducts  the  whole,  westward,  down  the  slope,  and  along 
it,  southerly,  a  distance  of  about  eight  hundred  feet  from  the  central 
building  to  the  southeast  corner  of  the  tract  belonging  to  the  institu- 
tion, and  there  it  is  used  in  irrigation. 

The  amount  of  water  used  per  day  in  the  buildings  of  the  institu- 
tion is  about  20,000  gallons.  This  is  approximately  the  measure  of 
the  ordinary  volume  of  sewage  and  drainage  matter,  and  it  is  dis- 
posed upon  an  acre  of  land  througli  ditches  about  five  feet  apart, 


allowed  to  soak  away  into  the  cultivated  soil,  or  plowed  under  from 
time  to  time. 

This  system  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  matter  is  undoubtedly  the 
best  which,  under  the  circumstances,  could  have  been  adopted,  as 
has  been  proven  by  general  experience  in  such  matters  in  older 
countries,  where  the  subject  has  been  closely  studied  and  experi- 
mented upon. 

But  now  after  years  of  use  the  soil  of  this  irrigated  tract  has  become 
thoroughly  charged  with  sewage;  it  has  lost  in  a  great  measure  its 
power  of  purifying  the  fresh  matter  brought  to  it. 

The  property  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  is  being  occupied, 
and  a  progressive  and  enlightened  population  is  gathering  in. 

Wliile  at  some  point  remote  from  habitations,  this  system  of  dis- 
posing of  the  sewage  matter  might  well  be  carried  on  by  taking  new 
lands  for  the  purpose  from  time  to  time,  for  an  indefinite  period  in 
the  future,  it  is  no  longer  permissible  in  this  neighborhood. 

The  effects  in  the  Fall  of  the  year,  I  am  told — and  I  can  readily 
understand  that  such  is  the  fact — are  most  disagreeable  and  unhealth- 
ful  to  the  occupants  of  the  institution,  and  to  residents  in  the  neigli- 
borhood. 

The  State  is  virtually  maintaining  a  nuisance  at  this  place,  but  not 
by  or  through  any  fault  or  omission  of  those  having  it  in  charge. 

THE    SITUATION    AT   THE    UNIVERSITY. 

The  State  University  comprises  four  main  structures,  situated  upon 
a  fiat  spur  from  the  Alameda  hills  at  the  commencement  of  the  steep 
sloping  plains  towards  the  bay,  at  a  point  about  four  thousand  feet 
northwest  from  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  Asylum,  and  twelve  thou- 
and  seven  liundred  feet  in  a  straight  line  from  the  bay  shore. 

These  structures,  built  at  intervals  during  the  last  sixteen  years, 
have  been  provided  with  pipes  and  fixtures  for  the  removal  of  sew- 
sage,  offal,  and  drainage  waters,  after  a  very  defective  system. 

The  fixtures  as  a  general  thing  are  by  no  means  of  the  most  effi- 
cient types,  and  the  arrangement  of  the  pipes  is  not  such  as  to  pro- 
mote their  proper  ventilation  and  prevent  the  injection  of  sewer  gases 
into  the  buildings. 

Thus  removed  from  the  structures,  the  sewage  and  drainage  matter 
is  conducted  into  three  cesspools,  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of 
the  buildings  themselves,  and  situated  at  distances  of  five  hundred 
to  seven  hui.dred  feet  from  each  other. 

The  cesspool  system  of  disposing  of  sewage  matter  is  one  generally 
condemned  by  all  students,  experimentalists,  and  practical  workers 
in  sanitary  science.  At  best  it  can  be  but  a  mere  temporary  makeshift. 
I  suppose  it  was  adopted  as  such  at  the  University,  and  now  the  time 
of  its  efficiency,  the  period  of  its  admissibleness,  has  passed.  The  cess- 
pools-have become  a  nuisance.  One  has  burst  and  disposes  its  matter 
througli  the  adjacent  soil,  and  another  requires  constant  cleaning  to 
prevent  its  effects  from  being  unbearable  to  the  University  students 
and  faculty. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings  there  is  another,  the  gymnasium, 
which  is  drained  into  a  creek  immediately  south  of  the  fiat  spur 
on  which  the  main  buildings  rest,  and  a  group  of  cottages  from  thir- 
teen hundred  to  two  thousand  feet  down  the  creek,  which  are  drained 
into  cesspools. 


The  immediate  neighborhood  of  these  structures  and  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  well  built  up  in  beautiful  homesteads,  on  the  south  side 
particularly,  stretching  away  to  the  grounds  of  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and 
Blind  Asylum. 

I  am  told  that  some  of  these  private  houses  are  drained  into  the 
little  creek  or  an'0]/o  before  mentioned,  and  it  is  generally  conceded 
that  certain  unhealthfulness  of  the  neighborhood  in  the  fall  months, 
is  due  to  the  accumulation  of  foul  matter  in  this  arroyo  and  in  the 
cesspools  before  mentioned,  and  J  can  well  believe,  from  the  knowl- 
edge of  experience  elsewhere,  that  such  is  the  case. 

DISPOSITION    OF    THE   SEWAGE. 

The  sewage  matter  from  these  institutions  can  only  be  permanently 
disposed  of  by  conducting  it  to  the  bay  and  depositing  it  where  it 
will  be  swept  off  by  tidal  action. 

In  the  case  of  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  Asylum  all  else  has  been 
accomplished  except  the  provision  of  a  conduit  from  the  grounds  to 
the  bay  shore,  and  proper  outfall  works  at  that  point. 

In  the  case  of  the  University  the  sewage  will  have  to  be  collected 
by  branch  pipes  for  the  several  structures  and  brought  to  one  point 
for  discharge  into  a  main  pipe  to  be  carried  to  the  bay.  The  cess- 
pools will  have  to  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  filled  up,  and  the  house 
drainage  works  in  the  buildings  should  be  remodeled  to  some  extent, 
at  least,  in  order  that  the  benefit  of  the  new  system  may  be  fully  felt 
in  them. 

If  the  State  were  going  to  provide  independent  works  for  the  dis- 
posal of  the  sewage  of  these  institutions,  as  here  suggested,  it  would 
take  about  twenty-two  thousand  linear  feet  of  glazed  earthenware 
drain  pipe,  varying  in  diameter  from  four  to  eight  inches,  which  laid, 
would  cost  about  twelve  tliousand  dollars,  if  the  work  is  done  with 
only  a  small  margin  of  profit  to  a  contractor  on  it. 

It  would  cost  about  one  thousand  dollars  for  additional  outside 
work  in  the  removal  and  filling  of  cesspools,  and  arranging  connec- 
tions, etc. 

I  have  not  had  time  to  stud\'^  the  house  drainage  of  the  buildings 
at  the  University,  so  as  to  make  any  reliable  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
remodeling  it.  but  believe  two  thousand  dollars  would  be  tlie  least 
sum  from  the  expenditure  of  which  any  considerable  benefit  might 
be  expected  in  tliis  regard. 

THE    TOWN    OF    BERKELEY. 

The  neighborhood  in  wliich  these  institutions  are  situated, 
embracing  a  tract  about  eight  tliousand  feet  in  width,  and  extendinu 
back  about  seventeen  tliousand  feet  from  the  bay  shore,  is  organi/.til 
as  a  town,  under  a  special  Act  of  Legislature,  lias  its  system  of  town 
govcrnmenl,  and  levies  taxes  for  municipal  purpo.ses.  It  is  flic 
Town  of  iierkeley. 

The  .sewerage  of  these  State  institutions  in  this  town.  !<o  far  as  tin- 
conduction  of  sewage  to  the  bay  is  concerned,  is  properly  a  part  of 
the  town  sanitary  works.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  the  State  could  act 
in  conjunction  with  tiie  town  authorities,  and  this  burden  were 
equitably  distributed,  tlie  State  would  save  a  material  portion  of  the 
twelve  thousand  dollars  ontimated  for  the  main  conduit. 


It  is  only  by  a  close  study  of  the  situation  that  a  definite  plan  and 
detail  of  cost  can  be  submitted  for  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  this 
district,  and  I  respectfully  represent  that  this  would  take  a  month  of 
time  and  at  least  six  hundred  to  eight  hundred  dollars  expense  for 
surveys,  plans,  estimates,  etc. 

I  cannot  recommend  that  the  State  undertake  this  alone.  The 
town  authorities  should  contribute  towards  it.  I  am  told  that  these 
town  authorities  are  anxious  to  liave  something  done  in  the  matter, 
and  will  doubtless  cooperate  with  the  State. 

Hence,  I  would  recommend  that  a  further  inquiry  be  made  as  to 
this  point,  tiiat  knowledge  be  had  as  to  what  proportion  of  the  cost 
of  a  main  pipe  the  State  would  have  to  pay. 

The  Town  Council  are  to  have  a  meeting  next  week,  and  steps 
have  been  taken  to  communicate  and  negotiate  with  the  members  on 
the  subject.

To  his  Excellency  George  C.  Perkins,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  : 

Sir:  Pursuant  to  law  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  operations  of  this  Department. 

The  receipts  of  this  Department  during  my  incumbency  have  not 
aggregated  an  amount  equal  to  a  corresponding  term  of  former  years, 
owing  chiefly  to  the  falling  off  of  the  number  of  "  Articles  of  Incor- 
porations "  filed,  upon  which  this  office  mainly  relies  for  revenue. 
This  was  owing  entirely  to  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution  and 
the  unsettled  position  or  relation  that  shares  of  stock  bore  to  the 
question  of  taxation.  Until  the  revenue  laws  were  fully  understood 
and  put  into  operation  under  the  new  Constitution,  man}"  were  of 
the  opinion  that  all  incorporations  would  be  taxed  upon  the  par 
value  of  the  capital  stock  represented  by  their  "  Articles  of  Incorpo- 
ration," hence  a  large  proportion  of  the  mining  incorporations 
were  filed  in  other  States,  principally  in  New  York  and  Nevada. 
And  the  States  and  Territories  that  formerly  made  California  the 
base  of  their  operations  would  designate  some  other  locality  as  their 
principal  place  of  business. 

The  passage  of  revenue  laws  by  the  Legislature  of  1880-81,  and 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  thereon,  has  had  a  tendency  to 
restore  business  to  its  former  condition,  and  for  the  past  year  I  note 
a  return  of  confidence,  so  far  as  incorporations  are  concerned,  and  a 
consequent  increase  of  receipts.

The  receipts  on  account  of  fees  since  July  1,  1880,  amount  to $13,558  10.

STATE    CAPITOL. 

During  the  past  two  years,  as  Superintendent  of  the  State  Capitol 
building,  I  have  had  the  several  departments  therein  thoroughlj^  reno- 
vated by  kalsomining  and  tinting  the  walls  and  ceilings,  furnishing 
new  carpets  where  needed,  and  supplying  additional  conveniences 
for  the  safe  keeping  of  public  records  and  the  transaction  of  the 
State's  business. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  been  supplied  with  an  additional  Depart- 
ment Court  room,  cases,  desks,  etc.,  for  the  transaction  of  increased 
business. 

The  water  tanks  in  the  garret  story  of  the  building  showed  signs 
of  decay.    One  of  them  commenced  to  leak  very  badly.     I  caused 


them  to  be  relined  with  copper,  and  had  placed  under  each  tank  a 
copper  vat  with  a  discharge  therefrom  to  the  roof  of  the  building,  so 
that  an3^  leakage  or  destruction  of  the  tanks  would  not  precipitate 
the  contents  through  the  ceilings  into  the  rooms  below.  The  build- 
ing is  in  good  order  and  repair.  Manj^  needed  changes  and  additions 
have  been  made. 

In  the  Engineer's  Department  it  became  necessary,  on  account  of 
the  increased  height  of  the  sipage  water,  to  raise  the  entire  system  of 
heating  apparatus,  and  also  raise  the  floor  of  the  engine  room.  This 
department  has  been  ably  presided  over  bj^  W.  T.  Drew,  to  whose 
skill  and  good  judgment  many  economical  changes  have  been  made. 

The  interior  of  the  dome  has  been  whitened  and  a  system  of  visita- 
tion by  "permits"  placed  in  operation  which  renders  a  visit  thereto 
free  from  the  annoyances  that  formerly  attended  it.  For  faithful 
attention  to  the  business  of  his  department,  and  a  watchful  care  of 
the  State's  interests,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  E.  L.  Craft,  State 
Janitor. 

ELECTION   RETURNS. 

The  law  relative  to  returns  of  elections  needs  amendment.  The 
Secretary  of  State  is  the  officer  designated  by  law  to  canvass  the 
election  returns,  but  in  every  instance  during  my  incumbency  of 
that  office,  when  called  upon  to  perform  that  duty,  I  have  been  com- 
pelled by  the  delay  in  forwarding  returns  and  by  negligence  in 
making  them  out  properly,  to  be  at  considerable  expense  to  rectify 
errors  and  omissions.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  law 
be  so  amended,  that  if  the  returns  be  not  received  at  this  office  within 
ten  days  after  the  canvass  thereof  by  the  County  Boards,  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  be  authorized  and  empowered,  if  in  his  judgment 
he  deem  it  necessary,  to  send  a  special  messenger  to  the  counties 
failing  to  make  returns  within  said  time,  and  that  the  expense 
thereof  be  made  a  charge  against  the  delinquent  count}'. 

The  failure  to  make  returns  within  proper  time  is  not  an  isolated 
case,  but  is  of  usual  occurrence  within  the  knowledge  of  every  indi- 
vidual who  in  the  past  has  occupied  this  office. 

The  Secretary  of  State  should  b}'  law  be  compelled  to  open 
the  returns  when  received,  and  if  invalid  for  want  of  form,  proper 
certificate,  or  omission,  he  should  immediately  take  measures  to  have 
the  same  corrected.  I  deem  legislative  action  upon  this  subject  of 
the  very  highest  importance,  for  we  cannot  foresee  what  the  present 
laxity  of  our  laws  may  lead  to  in  the  future. 

ELEVATOR. 

I  again  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the  necessity  of  an  elevator,  and 
reproduce  the  suggestions  offered  in  my  former  report : 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  placing  an  elevator  in  the  State  Capitol 
building.  It  would  be  a  very  great  convenience,  not  alone  to  the  officers  connected  with  the 
building,  but  to  the  public  having  business  with  any  of  the  departments  located  on  the  uppmr 
floors.  It  would  enable  those  having  charge  of  the  building  to  more  comjiletely  control  the 
visitations  to  the  dome,  for  the  elevator  would  land  them  in  the  attic,  and  all  other  means  of 
ingress  thereto  could  be  closed.  During  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  the  committees  are  in 
need  of  more  rooms  for  the  transaction  of  their  business  than  the  building  now  affords.  If  an 
elevator  was  placed  therein,  several  committee  rooms  could  be  constructed  on  the  fourth  floor. 
Business  would  thereby  be  facilitated,  and  comfort  assured.  The  construction  of  an  elevator  in 
the  building  would  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  structure. 


BALLOT   PAPER. 

When  I  assumed  the  duties  of  my  office,  I  was  aware  that  at  our 
several  elections,  variety  in  color  and  texture  of  tickets  was  used, 
thereby  defeating  the  purposes  of  a  secret  ballot.  My  determination 
was  to  change  the  color  of  ballot  paper  used  so  that  none  but  the 
Secretary  of  State  would  supply  the  demand  and  thereby  perfect  the 
uniformity  and  secrecy  of  the  ballots.  I  estimated  that  to  supply  a 
general  election  wholly  from  this  office,  it  would  require  over  three 
thousand  reams  of  paper.  I  therefore  contracted  for  three  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-four  reams.  The  appropriation  available 
for  such  purchase  was  inadequate,  being  only  sufficient  to  purchase 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-four  reams.  Therefore  I 
agreed  to  pay  the  balance  from  the  proceeds  of  sales.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  care  and  effort  made,  the  paper  was  duplicated  by  San  Fran- 
cisco firms,  and  they  generally  supplied  the  demand.  From  my 
experience,  I  would  recommend  that  no  one  but  the  Secretary  of 
State  be  permitted  to  supply  the  demand  for  ballot  paper,  or  that  the 
color,  weight,  and  texture  be  fixed  by  law,  so  that  uniformity  may 
prevail.

By  a  comparison  of  the  total  amount  of  receipts  with  the  dis- 
bursements of  each  fiscal  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  for  the  thirt}^- 
second  year  the  disbursements  exceeded  the  receipts  in  the  sum  of 
$633,317  90,  wliile  for  the  thirty-third  j'ear  this  order  was  reversed, 
the  receipts  exceeding  the  disbursements  by  $280,292  28.  The 
natural  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  fact  that  in  any  one  year  the 
disbur-sements  exceeded  the  receipts,  is  that  the  finances  of  the  State 
were  not  in  a  healthy  condition,  but  tliis  would  be  unjust,  as  such 
disbursements  were  made  from  not  only  incoming  moneys,  but 
from  moneys  accrued  in  previous  years  to  the  funds  where  the  dis- 
crepancy occurs. 

FUNDS. 

The  following  presents  a  review  of  the  principal  funds: 


GENERAL   FUND. 

The  law  defining  the  General  Fund  provides  that  it  shall  consist 
of  moneys  received  into  the  State  treasury  and  not  specifically  appro- 
priated to  any  other  fund.  The  principal  sum  apportioned  to  it  is 
derived  from  a  tax  ujion  real  and  jiersonal  property.  From  this  fund 
the  current  expenses  of  tlic  State  Government  are  paid.  The  follow- 
ing statements  show  the  receipts  and  disbursements:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  transactions  in  this  fund  during  the  thirty- 
second  fiscal  year  resulted  at  the  close  of  tlie  year  in  a  debit  balance 
or  overdraft  of  ^376,773  66,  showing  that  the  expenses  of  the  State 
for  the  year  were  largely  in  excess  of  its  revenue.  This  is  ijartially 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  made  appropriations  payable 
from  this  fund  amounting  to  82,164,197,  and  directed  the  levy  of  such 
a  rate  of  tax  as  would  raise  for  it  but  $1,750,000,  leaving  appropria- 
tions unprovided  for  to  the  amount  of  $414,197;  and  also  to  the  fact 
that  a  large  amount  of  property,  notably  railroad,  was  delinquent 
for  taxes,  so  that  but  $1,657,558  72  of  the  amount  intended  as  the 
provision  for  the  fund  was  realized,  leaving  it  deficient  from  this 
source  $92,441  28. 

The  statement  of  the  fund  for  the  thirty-third  fiscal  year  presents 
a  more  favorable  showing,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  delin- 
quent assessment  rolls  for  the  year  showed  a  large  amount  of  i)roperty 
upon  which  the  taxes  were  uncollected.  The  amount  directed  to  be 
raised  for  the  fund  for  this  fiscal  year  was  $2,190,084,  of  which  but 
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§2,049,427  23  was  received,  leaving  its  income  deficient  $140,656  77. 
Yet,  by  reason  of  economic  expenditures,  its  revenue  for  the  year, 
with  the  addition  of  $98,387  04,  temporarily  borrowed  from  and  still 
owing  to  the  School  Land  Fund,  has  been  sufficient  to  pay  tl:ie  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  State,  and  also  the  debit  balance  of  $376,773  66 
brought  forward  at  the  close  of  the  former  year. 

SCHOOL   FUND. 

The  principal  income  of  this  fund  consists  of  property  tax,  poll 
tax,  interest  upon  deferred  payments  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands 
granted  by  the  General  Government  to  the  State  for  educational 
purposes,  and  known  as  State  school  lands,  and  interest  upon  bonds 
held  by  the  State  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  public  schools. 

The  revenue  of  the  fund  is  apportioned  semi-annually,  in  the 
months  of  August  and  February',  to  the  several  counties,  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  is  drawn  by  Con- 
troller's warrants  issued  upon  the  presentation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent's drafts  in  favor  of  the  respective  County  Treasurers. 

For  specific  statements,  showing  the  amount  received  from  and 
paid  to  the  several  counties,  reference  is  made  to  the  Appendix, 
Statements  Nos.  16  and  17.

The  revenue  of  the  School  Land  Fund  is  governed  by  the  provis- 
ions of  Section  4,  Article  IX,  of  the  State  Constitution,  which  reads  as 
follows :  "  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  be  granted 
by  the  United  States  to  this  State  for  the  support  of  common  schools, 
which  may  be  or  may  have  been  sold  or  disposed  of,  and  the  500,000 
acres  granted  to  the  new  States  under  an  Act  of  Congress  approved 
A.  D.  1S41,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  of 
which  shall  be  inviolablj'-  appropriated  to  the  support  of  common 
schools  throughout  the  State." 

In  order  that  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  carried 
out,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  by  the 
requirements  of  Section  680  of  the  Political  Code,  and  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  approved  February  2,  1872,  whenever  and  as  often  as 
there  is  in  the  State  treasury  the  sum  of  $10,000  as  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  State  school  lands,  to  invest  the  same  in  bonds  of  this  State, 
bonds  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  several  counties  of 
this  State. 

The  provisions  of  the  .section  of  the  Code  referred  to  limit  the 
Board  to  investments  in  bonds  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States  at  the  lowest  price  at  which  they  may  be  offered  by  the  holder 
thereof.  Precedent  to  the  purchasing,  the  Board  is  required  to 
advertise  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  for  sealed  proposals  offering- 
such  bonds  for  sale.     With  the  view  of  investing  the  money  that  had 
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accumulated  in  this  fund,  the  Board  at  different  times  during  the 
past  two  years  advertised  for  bonds.  As  our  State  bonds  are  prac- 
tically out  of  the  market,  none  were  offered,  and  the  price  put  upon 
bonds  of  the  United  States  being  invariably  above  the  ruling  rate, 
the  Board  was  prevented  from  purchasing. 

The  Act  of  1872  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Board 
authority  to  make  investments  in  bonds  of  the  several  counties  of 
this  State. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  whenever  the  Board_  desired  to 
purchase  this  class  of  bonds  it  was  not  required  to  advertise  for  pro- 
posals, but  it  could  go  into  the  market  for  them,  with  the  restriction, 
however,  that  not  more  than  the  par  value  should  be  paid. 

Formerly  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  making  investments 
from  this  fund,  as  is  attested  by  the  large  amount  of  bonds,  viz., 
^1,989,400,  at  this  time  held  in  trust.  Now,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
.several  counties  have  attained  such  a  healthy  financial  condition 
that  county  bonds  cannot  be  obtained  within  the  par  limit,  and  by 
reason  of  the  embarrassment,  in  being  required  to  advertise  for  the 
other  classes  of  bonds,  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  make  any 
investments,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  fund  has  accumulated — hav- 
ing at  this  time  to  its  credit  the  sum  of  $198,648  69,  which,  with  tlic 
further  sum  of  $98,387  04,  temporarily  loaned  to  the  General  Fund, 
makes  a  total  of  $297,035  73,  which  should  be  at  interest  for  the 
benefit  of  our  public  schools. 

I  doubt  whether,  hereafter,  under  the  restriction  of  not  bidding 
more  than  par  for  county  bonds,  the  State  will  be  able  to  purcliase 
any  of  this  class  of  bonds  for  the  School  Fund.  _  The  laws  under 
which  these  bonds  were  issued,  generally  ahthorized  the  bonds  to 
bear  interest  at  from  seven  to  ten  per  cent,  and  at  that  rate  all  of  the 
desirable  bonds  are  held  in  the  market  at  a  large  premium.  In  time 
to  come,  some  of  these  counties  will  refund  their  bonded  indebted- 
ness at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  when,  if  the  Board  of  Examiners  is 
permitted  to  become  a  bidder,  such  bonds  could  be  purchased  at  jiar. 

Another  reflection  suggests  itself,  that  in  any  future  legislation 
authorizing  a  county  to  issue  bonds,  the  State  Board  of  Examiners 
may  be  made  a  preferred  purchaser,  at  a  stated  rate  of  interest. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  Board  could  go  into  the  open  market  and 
purchase  bonds  at  a  less  premium  than  it  has  to  pay  under  the 
present  system  of  advertising  for  them.  Indeed,  I  am  informed  by 
a  former  clerk  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  that  on  one  occa- 
sion a  certain  amount  of  bonds  was  once  offered  for  sale  in  the  open 
market  at  so  much  less  premium  than  the  Board  was  forced  to  pay 
for  the  same  class  of  bonds,  that  the  difference  was  nearly  one  per 
cent  interest  in  favor  of  the  oi)en  market. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  all  restrictions  be  removed,  save  that 
which  prohibits  the  Board  from  investing  in  the  bonds  of  any  county, 
the  debt  of  which  at  the  time  exceeds  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  county,  and  that  the  Board  be 
authorized  to  purcliase  whenever  and  wherever  it  can  do  best  for  the 
School  Fund,  or  tliat  tlie  State  shall  give  her  obligation  for  the 
amount  iji  tlie  School  Land  Fund,  and  become  the  debtor  at  a  low 
rate  of  interest,  say  four  per  cent  i)er  annum.

The  interest  upon  bonds  on  deposit  in  the  State  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  Consolidated  Perpetual  Endowment  Fund,  for  the 
thirtj'-second  fiscal  year,  amounted  to  $74,913  79,  and  for  the  thirty- 
third  fiscal  year  to  $78,150  15,  which  was,  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  for  its  support. 

Warrants  were  also  drawn  upon  the  General  Fund  in  pursuance  of 
appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  for  purposes  pertaining  to 
the  University,  aggregating  $32,944  59,  for  the  thirty-second  fiscal 
year,  and  $25,785  for  the  thirty-third  fiscal  year,  as  shown  by  the 
following:

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STATE   DRAINAGE    CONSTRUCTION    AND   THE    CONSTRUCTION    FUND    OF 
DRAINAGE   DISTRICT   NUMBER   ONE   FUNDS. 

These  funds  were  created  by  the  authority  of  an  Act  entitled  an 
Act  to  promote  drainage,  approved  April  23,  1880. 

It  was  provided  that  for  the  State  Fund  a  tax  at  the  rate  of  five 
cents  upon  each  $100  valuation  should  be  levied  upon  all  of  the 
taxable  pro])erty  in  the  State. 

For  the  District  Fund,  the  same  rate  of  tax,  upon  all  the  property 
in  the  district,  with  also  a  tax  upon  all  mines  washing  earth  or  ores 
with  water  running  into  the  district  of  one  half  of  one  cent  upon 
each  miner's  inch  of  water  of  each  twenty-four  hours  run,  used 
during  the  year. 

The  provisions  of  the  law  with  reference  to  drawing  money  from 
the  treasur}^  in  payment  of  liabilities  incurred  in  prosecuting  the 
work  contemplated  by  the  Act,  were  liberal  in  the  extreme.  The 
Board  of  Directors  was  authorized  to  audit  and  certify  bills  to  the 
Controller  to  the  extent  of  the  estimated  amount  of  revenue  that 
would  be  realized  for  the  funds  from  the  tax  levy  of  the  year.  It 
thereupon  became  the  duty  of  the  Controller  to  draw  his  warrants 
for  the  amounts  thus  certified.  As  the  authority  to  allow  claims 
was  limited  to  an  imaginary  instead  of  a  fixed  sum,  it  required  the 
exercise  of  much  discretion  in  issuing  warrants  to  avoid  over-issuing, 
and  thus  leave  some  for  which  there  would  be  no  means  of  payment 
provided,  and  which  at  that  time  would  have  been  considered  as 
representing  indebtedness  of  the  State. 

Upon  receiving  complete  returns  showing  the  total  assessed  value 
of  property  for  the  year,  and  making  the  deduction  required  by  law 
in  computing  the  tax,  the  probable  amount  that  would  be  realized 
for  the  funds  was  concluded  to  be  as  follows:

To  show  that  my  conclusions  were  based  upon  fair  judgment,  I 
again  give  the  total  amount  of  warrants  issued,  also  the  total  amount 
of  taxes  paid  into  the  treasury:

In  reviewing  tlie  last  summary,  which  shows  tlie  excess  of  war- 
rants over  receipts  to  be  Sl.:5r)4  i)7,  the  fact  must  not  bo  lost  sight  of, 
that  in  following  tlie  jirovisions  of  the  law,  the  warrants  were  issued 
before  the  revenue  to  meet  them  was  i)aid  into  the  treasury.     Had  it 
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not  have  been  for  the  delinquency  of  taxes,  wliich  was  not  foreseen, 
upon  a  prominent  class  of  property,  this  small  overdraft  would  not 
have  occurred.  The  amount  of  warrants  issued  would  have  been 
within  the  limit  of  the  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  funds. 

I  have  been  thus  explicit  in  detailing  the  transactions  pertaining 
to  these  funds,  for  the  reason  that  statements  were  publicly  made 
charging  that  the  Controller  had  issued  warrants  upon  them  largely 
in  excess  of  the  revenue  applicable  to  their  payment.  In  the  con- 
sideration of  these  funds,  I  have  treated  them  as  one,  as  under  the 
law  they  were  both  used  for  the  same  purpose. 

Segregated,  the  State  Fund  will  show  a  debit  balance  of  $12,687  85, 
the  District  Fund  a  credit  balance  of  $11,322  88;  the  difference, 
$1,364  97,  corresponding  with  the  amount  of  excess  heretofore 
referred  to. 

Referring  again  to  this  law,  the  ambiguit}^  of  its  provisions  caused 
the  question  to  be  raised  as  to  whether  the  year  in  which  the  law 
declared  that  the  expenditures  should  not  exceed  the  estimated 
revenue,  was  the  calendar  or  fiscal  year,  the  latter  year  commencing 
the  first  of  July. 

The  Board  of  Directors  taking  the  view  that  the  calendar  year 
was  meant,  audited  and  certified  bills  to  this  office  amounting  to 
$164,503  36.  Being  of  the  opinion  that  the  fiscal  year  was  to  govern, 
I  declined  to  issue  any  more  warrants  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  another  such  year.  Subsequently  a  case  testing  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  law  was  brought  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State. 
On  September  26,  1881,  the  Court  rendered  its  decision,  holding  that 
the  law  was  invalid.  The  said  audited  bills  remain  on  file  in  this 
office,  for  none  of  which  have  warrants  been  issued. 

STATE    DEBT. 

At  the  date  of  my  former  report,  the  funded  debt  of  the  State 
was  $3,403,000;  since  that  time,  $1,000  of  the  bonds  of  1860,  called 
for  July  31,  1875,  and  $99,000  of  the  bonds  of  1873,  called  September 
1,  1881,  have  been  surrendered,  leaving  the  debt  now  at  $3,303,000, 
classified  as  follows:

As  I  said  in  my  financial  exhibit  of  the  State,  etc.,  published  in 
December,  1881 : 

The  Funded  Debt  Bonds  of  1857  were  issued  under  the  Act  of  April  28,  1857.  The  total 
amount  of  bonds  issued  was  $3,900,000,  all  of  which,  with  the  exception  of  bonds  amounting 
to  $5,000,  have  been  redeemed  or  refunded.  Those  outstanding  were  called  for  July  31,  1875, 
at  which  date  interest  ceased. 

The  bonds  of  1860.  to  the  amount  of  $198,500,  were  issued  under  the  Act  of  April  30,  1860. 
These  bonds  have  all  been  redeemed  or  refunded,  excepting  bouds  amounting  to  $500,  which 
were  called  in  July  31,  1875,  but  have  not  been  surrendered.  Interest  ceased  from  date  of 
notice  to  surrender. 

The  Soldiers'  Relief  Bonds  were  issued  under  the  Act  of  April  27,  1863.  The  amount  of 
bonds  issued  was  $600,000.  The  amount  outstanding  is  $95,500.  These  bonds  mature  July  1, 
1883.  The  last  Legislature  authorized  the  levy  of  a  tax  to  raise  the  sum  required  to  pay  them 
when  due. 

The  State  Capitol  Bouds  of  1870  were  issued  under  the  Act  of  April  4,  1870.  The  amount  of 
bonds  issued  was  $250,000.     These  bonds  are  all  outstanding,  and  become  due  July  1,  1885. 

The  State  Capitol  Bouds  of  1872,  to  the  amount  of  $250,000.  were  issued  uuder  the  Act  of 
March  28,  1872.    They  are  all  outstanding,  and  become  due  July  1,  1887. 

The  bonds  known  as  the  Funded  Debt  Bonds  of  1873,  were  issued 
in  that  year,  under  the  Act  of  April  2,  1870.  The  amount  issued 
was  §2,801,000.  They  are  made  payable  within  twenty  years  from 
date  of  issue. 

In  compliance  with  recommendations  made  in  my  former  report, 
the  Legishiture  passed  an  Act  directing  the  transfer  of  $108,000,  a 
surplus  that  had  accumulated  in  the  general  Interest  and  Sinking 
Fund,  to  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Funded  Debt  Fund  of  1873,  to 
be  used  for  the  redemption  and  payment  of  this  class  of  bonds. 

On  June  1, 1881,  the  State  Treasurer  published  a  notice  stating  that 
he  was  i)repared  to  redeem  this  class  of  bonds,  from  Nos.  1  to  103 
inclusive,  amounting  to  §103,000,  and  that  interest  upon  said  num- 
bered bonds  would  cease  September  1,  1881.  Of  the  bonds  so  called 
for  §1)9,000  have  been  surrendered,  leaving  §2,702,000  of  the  cUiss 
outstanding,  of  wliich,  §2,008,000  bear  interest. 

The  annual  interest  ujion  the  State  debt,  by  the  calling  in  of  these 
bonds,  is  reduced  §0,180,  heaving  it  §203.505,  to  which  is  to  be  added 
§105, 000,  the  amount  for  which  the  State  is  obligated  to  pay  annually 
until  January  1,  1885.  for  interest  upon  Oentral  racitic  Railroad 
bonds,  as  per  Act  of  April  4,  1804,  making  the  total  amount  of  inter- 
est to  be  ])ai(l  annually  by  the  State,  §308,505. 

As  before  said,  the  State  Capitol  Bonds  of  1870  will  become  due  on 
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the  first  of  July,  1885.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  it  would  be 
necessary  that  the  incoming  Legislature  should  provide  for  their 
payment.  But  as  the  bonds,  with  the  exception  of  $14,000,  are  held 
for  the  School  Fund,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  Legislature  will 
authorize  refunding  of  them. 

In  this  connection,  I  am  reminded  of  the  suggestions  contained  in 
your  Excellency's  annual  message  to  the  Legislature  at  its  twenty- 
fourth  session. 

In  accordance  with  the  views  you  expressed,  I  believe  that  it  would 
be  wisdom  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  refund  her  bonded  debt  at  a 
lower  rate  of  interest,  or  rather  to  refund  that  portion  that  is  practi- 
cally owned  bj'  herself  and  to  call  in  the  balance. 

Of  the  $3,303,000  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State,  $2,690,000  are 
held  by  the  State  for  the  School  and  University  Funds,  leaving  but 
$613,000  in  private  hands.  Of  this  amount,  $'J,500  have  been  called 
in,  there  being  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  them.  There  has  also 
been  a  tax  levied  to  pay  the  outstanding  Soldiers'  Relief  Bonds, 
amounting  to  $95,500,  which  become  due  on  the  first  of  Jul}',  1883; 
so,  in  reality,  there  is  but  $508,000  of  bonds  held  in  private  hands  for 
which  means  have  not  been  provided  to  pay.  I  believe  that  it  would 
be  good  policy  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  call  these  bonds  in. 

The  money,  $297,000,  now  in  the  treasury  as  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
school  lands,  which  sum  will  be  augmented  b}^  the  first  of  July  next 
by  an  addition  of  from  $100,000  to  $125,000,  making  a  total  of  at  least 
$400,0C0,  and  this  amount,  increased  by  about  $100,000,  to  be  raised 
by  the  levy  of  a  small  rate  of  tax,  would  be  sufficient  for  the  payment 
of  all  of  the  bonds  of  the  State  not  now  OAvned  by  her,  and  for 
which  payment  has  not  been  provided  for. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  new  bonds,  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  be  issued  and  substituted  for 
the  bonds  of  the  State  which  are  now  held  in  trust  for  the  School 
and  University  Funds.  Also,  that  additional  bonds,  bearing  the 
same  rate  of  interest,  be  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  Scliool  Fund,  to 
an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  money  that  may  be  appropriated 
from  the  School  Land  Fund  in  payment  of  the  bonds  now  held  in 
private  hands. 

I  would  further  recommend  tliat  after  the  bonds  now  held  in  trust 
for  the  School  and  University  Funds  shall  have  been  refunded,  that 
the  bonds  held  in  private  hands  be  called  in  for  payment.  The 
means  for  payment  to  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the  sugges- 
tions I  have  made.  By  following  out  these  recommendations,  the 
money  that  has  accumulated  from  the  sale  of  school  lands,  and 
which  is  now  lying  idle  in  the  treasury,  would  become  invested  and 
productive  of  revenue  for  the  support  of  our  schools. 

The  State,  by  reason  of  the  low  rate  of  interest  borne  by  her  bonds, 
would  attain  an  exalted  position  in  financial  circles.  She  would 
have  the  proud  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  interest  she  i)aid 
upon  her  bonds  was  paid  to  herself.  It  may  be  said  by  some  that  as 
most  of  tlie  outstanding  bonds  are  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  School 
Fund  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  interest  paid  would  proportionately 
detract  from  the  amount  of  revenue  for  the  schools.  I  answer,  in 
reply,  that  a  fixed  sum  is  required  each  year  for  school  support. 
The  amount  is  derived  from  a  tax  upon  property  and  interest  upon 
investments  made  from  proceeds  of  the  .sale  of  school  lands.  As 
most  of  the  investments  are  represented  by  bonds  of  tlie  State,  the 
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interest  upon  which  is  provided  for  by  a  direct  tax,  it  onlj^  follows 
that,  in  order  to  raise  the  requisite  sum  for  the  schools,  the  reduction 
made  in  the  rate  of  tax  for  the  paj^ment  of  interest  would  have  to  be 
met  by  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  rate  levied  for  school  pur- 
poses. The  revenue  for  the  schools  would  not  be  lessened ;  the  tax- 
payer's burden  would  not  be  added  to. 

PERSONAL    PROPERTY    IN    SAN    FRANCISCO. 


There  should  be  a  change  in  the  mode  of  assessing  personal  prop- 
erty, or  rather  in  collecting  the  tax  upon  personal  property,  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Under  the  Code  governing  each  county  other  than  San  Francisco, 
whenever  the  owner  of  personal  propert^^  has  not  real  property 
sufficient  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  taxes  upon  the  personal  prop- 
erty, the  Assessor  proceeds  at  once  to  collect  the  taxes  on  such  per- 
sonal property  by  seizure  and  sale  of  the  same,  if  taxes  are  not  paid. 

In  the  Act  of  March  18,  1874,  the  City  and  Count}'  of  San  Francisco 
is  expressly  exempted  from  the  above  provisions  of  the  Code,  and 
the  mode  of  assessing  personal  property,  and  collecting  the  tax  there- 
upon, is  provided  to  be  as  follows: 

The  Assessor  completes  the  assessment  of  personal  property  on  or 
before  the  first  Mondaj'  in  June,  the  assessment  book  is  then  returned 
to  the  Supervisors,  and  the  property  equalized.  The  Supervisors 
then  fix  the  rate  of  taxation  for  city  and  county  purposes,  and  the 
Auditor  computes  the  tax,  and  by  the  second  Monday  in  July  the 
duplicate  assessment  book  is  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  Tax 
Collector,  who  proceeds  to  collect  the  tax.  On  the  Wednesday  fol- 
lowing the  fourth  Monday  in  September,  the  Tax  Collector  returns 
the  duplicate  assessment  book  to  the  Auditor,  who  then  computes 
the  State  tax,  and  returns  the  book  to  the  Tax  Collector,  who  pro- 
ceeds, as  the  Tax  Collector  in  other  counties,  to  collect  the  tax  by 
simply  advertising  that  he  is  ready  to  receive  the  taxes,  and  on  a  day 
when  the  same  is  delinquent  he  proceeds  to  sell,  etc. 

It  requires  only  a  statement  to  show  that  a  more  unequal  and 
vicious  system  could  scarcely  be  conceived,  except  such  system  as 
would  entirel}'  exempt  San  Francisco  from  paying  any  taxes  to  the 
State  upon  personal  property. 

The  following  table  shows  in  a  startling  degree  the  delinquency  of 
San  Francisco  in  this  respect:

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The  delinquency  of  San  Francisco  to  the  State,  for  tax  upon  per- 
sonal property,  in  seven  years,  amounts  to  the  enormous  sum  of 
§1,199,709  20/ 

Prior  to  1881,  only  a  shade  over  two  thirds  of  the  taxes  were  paid, 
and  for  1881,  28.74  per  cent  is  still  delinquent. 

If  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  desires  to  continue  the 
system  of  assessing  the  personal  property  tax,  the  Act,  if  the  same  is 
constitutional,  should  be  amended  so  as  to  require  the  Assessor  to 
collect  the  tax  at  once,  as  soon  as  the  assessment  is  made;  or  he 
should  send  to  the  Collector  a  statement  of  the  assessment,  who 
should  at  once  collect  the  tax,  if  not  paid,  by  seizure  and  sale. 

I  understand  that  the  authorities  of  San  Francisco  claim  that  the 
exigencies  of  her  financial  condition  require  that  the  city  taxes 
should  be  collected  in  the  Summer  time.  Admitting  this  to  be  the 
case,  the  State  should  protect  her  interests,  and  provide  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  taxes  justly  due  her. 

POLL   TAXES. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  poll  taxes  collected  in 
the  several  counties  for  the  years  1881  and  1882  respectively.  The 
number  of  voters  in  each  county  is  also  given,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  determined,  by  a  comparison,  if  the  Collectors  of  poll  tax  have 
been  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty.  Every  male  inhabitant 
of  the  State  over  twenty-one  and  under  sixty  years  of  age,  except 
paupers,  idiots,  insane  persons,  and  Indians  not  taxed,  are  subject  to 
the  payment  of  poll  tax. 

I  think  it  fair  to  assume  that  the  number  of  aliens  in  the  several 
counties  exceeds  the  number  of  voters  over  sixty  years  of  age,  who 
are  exempt  from  the  payment  of  this  tax,  consequently  there  should 
be  a  greater  number  of  poll  taxes  collected  than  there  are  voters. 

Between  the  adoption  of  the  Codes  and  the  new  Constitution,  the 
proceeds  from  poll  taxes  were  retained  by  the  several  counties  in 
which  thej'  were  collected,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  County 
School  Fund.  Under  the  new  Constitution  it  is  required  that  the 
proceeds  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  State 
School  Fund.  No  change  is  made  in  the  manner  of  issuing  receipts 
and  collecting  of  the  tax. 

Not  having  any  data  to  go  bj',  I  am  unable  to  determine  how  the 
collections,  as  now  disposed  of,  compare  with  the  collections  when 
the  proceeds  were  retained  by  the  counties. 

The  compensation  of  fifteen  per  cent,  allowed  for  collecting  the 
tax,  certainly  seems  adequate  for  the  service,  and,  aside  from  an 
endeavor  of  the  Collector  to  discharge  his  duties  faithfully,  should  be 
an  incentive  for  its  thorough  collection.  In  my  opinion,  however, 
this  tax  for  the  past  two  years  has  not,  at  least  in  some  of  the  coun- 
ties, been  fully  collected,  and,  as  a  result,  the  School  Fund  has  been 
deprived  of  a  portion  of  its  intended  revenue.  The  remedy  for  this 
is  difficult  to  suggest.

RAILROAD    TAXATION. 


There  will  be  a  deficiency  in  the  receipts  of  the  General,  School, 
an<l  Interest  Funds  for  the  thirty-.second  ami  thirty-third  fiscal  years, 
endiii*;  June  30,  isS'i,  owing  to  the  failure  of  tiie  several  railroad 
companies  to  nay  the  taxes  due  upon  property  assessed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  in  the  years  1880  and  1881. 
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The  amount  of  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  State  in  1880 
was  S666, 202, 674,  and  the  assessment  of  the  railroads  amounted  to 
$31,174,120,  being  4.68  per  cent  of  the  whole  assessment. 

In  1881,  the  assessment  after  equalization  by  the  Board  was 
$658,691,059,  and  the  assessment  of  railroads  was  $34,829,668,  being 
5.29  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount. 

The  following  tables  show  the  assessment  of  each  railroad  and  the 
amount  of  State  tax  due  and  delinquent  for  1880  and  1881,  at  the 
close  of  each  fiscal  yeac  :

In  order  to  comprehend  how  great  was  the  injustice  done  to  the 
revenue  of  the  whole  State,  it  must  be  understood  that  in  addition 
to  the  delinquent  State  taxes,  there  was  also  a  delinquency  of  tlie 
railroads  to  the  several  counties  in  the  taxes  of  1880  of  $351,894  68, 
and  of  1881,  of  $349,039  50;  making  a  total  delinquency  of  State  and 
county  taxes  for  the  two  years  of  $1,118,057  60. 

Since  the  delinquency  of  1881,  the  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  paid,  under  protest,  their  taxes  delinquent  of  that 
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year,  amounting  to  $8,528  10,  and  the  North  Pacific  Coast  and  South 
Pacific  Coast  have  each  paid  its  taxes  due  for  1880,  amounting  to 
^7,285  39;  these  amounts  representing  the  State  portion  of  the  tax. 
Since  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  there  has  also  been  paid,  in 
various  counties,  by  several  of  the  railroad  companies,  about  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  tax  due  for  the  respective  years  1880  and  1881,  as 
follows :

Making  a  total  on  account  of  State  taxes  of  $58,239 ;  leaving  due 
State  for  taxes  of  years  1880  and  1881,  a  balance  of  $358,884  42. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  failure  of  the  railroads  to  pay  their 
taxes  should  have  caused  widespread  consternation.  The  whole 
revenue  system  of  the  several  counties  was  disarranged  thereby ;  the 
ordinary  obligations  of  the  counties  could  not  be  fully  met,  and  in 
many  of  the  counties  the  public  schools  were  closed  for  want  of  funds. 

A  serious  phase  of  the  subject  is,  that  in  most  of  the  counties  the 
Boards  of  Supervisors  considered  the  propriety  of  reducing  the  val- 
uation fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  in  which  body  the 
Constitution  fixed  solely  the  power  to  assess  railroads,  and  in  the 
Counties  of  Alameda,  San  Mateo,  Yolo,  and  Sacramento,  the  Boards 
of  Supervisors  did  reduce  the  assessment  of  railroads  apportioned  to 
them  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization. 

To  test  the  right  of  such  action  by  the  County  Boards,  a  case,  at 
the  instance  of  the  State  Board,  was  brought  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  State.  The  Court  rendered  its  decision,  liolding  that 
the  county  Boards,  in  reducing  assessments,  acted  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution. 

I  have  done  all  that  lay  in  my  power  to  force  the  collection  of  the 
railroad  taxes,  but  witiiout  success.  The  ordinar}'  process  of  collect- 
ing delinquent  taxes  is  to  offer  the  property  for  sale,  depending  on 
bidders  to  purchase  the  property.  From  the  nature  of  the  railroad 
property,  it  was  thought  it  was  not  probable  that  any  purchaser 
could  be  found  to  purchase  a  portion  of  a  road  located  in  a  county. 
I  therefore  had  recourse  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3899  of  the 
Political  Code,  which  reads  as  follows : 

The  Controller  may,  at  any  tiino  after  a  delinquent  list  has  been  delivered  to  a  Collector, 
direct  such  Collector  not  to  proceed  in  the  collection  of  any  tax  on  said  list,  anionntint;  to  three 
hundred  dollars,  further  than  to  oiler  for  sale  but  once  any  jirojierty  u|>on  which  such  tax  is  a 
lien.  UiK>n  such  direction,  the  Collector,  after  ofTering  the  property  for  sale  once,  and  there 
being  no  purchaser  in  roi^I  faith,  must  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Controller  a  certified  copy 
of  the  entries  upon  the  delinquent  list  relative  to  such  tax;  and  the  Tax  Collector,  or  the  Con- 
trtdlcr,  in  case  the  Tax  Cidlector  refuses  or  nei^lects  for  fifteen  days  after  bein^  directed  to  bring 
suit  for  cdllectiou  by  the  «'onlridli>r,  may  i)ri>ceed,  by  civil  action  in  the  proper  Court,  and  ia 
the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  to  collect  such  Uix  and  costs. 
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The  next  section  provides  for  a  form  of  complaint,  for  the  issue  ot 
a  writ  of  attachment,  and  for  ten  per  cent  counsel  fees. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  control  of  such  suits  was  in  the  hands  of 
either  the  Collector  or  Controller,  and  that  no  suit  could  be  begun 
until  the  property  had  been  offered  once  for  sale.  It  must  also  be 
remembered  that  the  whole  delinquent  property  must  be  offered  for 
sale  within  four  weeks  after  the  first  publication  of  the  sale. 

In  1880,  after  the  several  Collectors  had  published  the  delinquent 
lists,  I  made  an  order  directing  each  Collector  to  offer  the  railroad 
property  but  once  for  sale,  and  if  there  were  no  bidders,  to  withdraw 
the  property  from  sale. 

In  the  meantime  a  stockholder  in  the  Central  and  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  Companies,  an  alleged  resident  of  New  York,  began  actions 
in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  against  each  Collector,  to 
enjoin  him  from  offering  the  property  of  said  companies  for  sale. 

After  the  time  had  elapsed  for  the  Collector  to  offer  the  property 
for  sale,  the  injunctions  were  dismissed,  but  thereby  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Controller  to  direct  the  beginning  of  actions  was  lost. 

I  made  like  orders  in  1881,  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  railroad 
property  from  sale  after  being  offered. once.  A  short  time  before  the 
period  of  such  offering,  the  companies  sued  out  writs  of  injunction 
against  the  several  Collectors.  These  suits  were  begun  in  the  Supe- 
rior Courts  of  San  Francisco,  and  of  course,  had  the  effect  to  delay 
the  action  of  the  Collector  until  the  time  had  passed  within  which 
he  could  act.  Upon  a  hearing,  Judge  Waymire  dismissed  the  suit 
against  the  Collector  of  the  County  of  Sacramento,  and  it  was 
expected  that  the  other  writs  would  be  dismissed  in  time  for  the 
Collectors  to  offer  the  property  for  sale. 

After  the  writ  of  injunction  against  the  Collector  of  Sacramento 
County  had  been  vacated,  and  he  was  about  to  offer  the  property  of 
the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company  for  sale  for  taxes  of  1881,  the 
attorney  for  the  railroad  companj*  went  to  Alameda  County,  and 
obtained  from  Judge  Green,  of  the  Superior  Court,  a  writ  of  prohi- 
bition against  the  Collector,  prohibiting  him  from  proceeding  with 
the  sale. 

For  the  reason,  therefore,  that  the  railroad  companies,  by  the 
machinery  of  law,  prevented  the  accruing  of  the  right  of  the  Con- 
troller to  sue,  I  have  been  unable  to  collect  the  taxes,  both  of  1880 
and  1881. 

As  I  showed  before,  if  the  Controller  had  been  permitted  to  sue, 
the  suits  would  have  been  under  his  control,  and  the  means  to 
enforce  the  action  would  have  been  found  in  the  ten  per  cent  counsel 
fees  to  be  paid  by  the  defendants. 

In  the  session  of  1880  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  provid- 
ing that  in  any  action  began  in  any  county  for  the  collection  of 
delinquent  taxes,  the  county  may  sue  in  its  own  name  for  the 
recovery  of  the  taxes,  whether  it  be  for  county  or  State  purposes,  or 
either  of  them. 

In  tiie  Summer  of  1882,  I  received  advices  that  the  railroad  com- 
panies were  offering  to  compromise  their  taxes  by  paying  into  the 
county  treasuries  sixty  per  cent  of  the  taxes  due,  and  that  many  of 
the  Boards  of  Supervisors  were  contemplating  accepting  such  offer. 
No  law  could  be  found  authorizing  directly  such  compromise.  More- 
over, the  dread  that  the  State  would  insist  on  the  county  paying  to 
4' 
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the  State  the  whole  of  the  State  taxes  due,  doubtless  deterred  the 
Board  from  accepting  the  offer.  Another  plan,  however,  was  adopted. 
The  Supervisors  of  several  of  the  counties  directed  the  District  Attor- 
neys to  begin  action  under  the  Act  of  1880,  against  the  companies,  for 
taxes  due  in  1880  and  1881.  Suits  were  begun  in  Sacramento,  Merced, 
Kern,  Yolo,  and  El  Dorado  Counties.  The  Supervisors  of  said  coun- 
ties directed  the  District  Attorneys  to  compromise  the  .suits  b\' 
accepting  sixty  per  cent  of  the  taxes  due,  and  allowing  judgment  to 
be  entered  for  that  amount,  the  companies  paying  the  amount  of  the 
judgment  into  the  county  treasury. 

In  the  case  of  the  County  of  San  Mateo  against  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  for  the  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes  for 
the  year  1881,  a  decision  has  recently  been  filed  by  Justice  Field,  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  wherein  it  is  decided  that  the 
Constitution  of  this  State  is  unconstitutional  in  so  far  as  it  provides 
for  the  present  mode  of  assessment  of  railroads  by  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization.  If  this  decision  is  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  the  State  Constitution  will  have  to  be  amended 
in  order  to  assess  the  various  railroads  of  the  State. 

Pending  the  deci.sion  of  the  eases  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  I  earnestly  recommend  that  a  different  system  of 
collecting  the  tax  from  railroad  companies  should  be  adopted.  The 
law  requires  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  to  apportion  tlie  tax 
among  the  counties  in  the  ratio  that  the  number  of  miles  of  railroad 
in  the  county  bears  to  the  whole  number  of  miles  of  the  road  in  the 
State;  to  make  a  statement  of  the  amount  apportioned,  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  track  and  right  of  way  in  the  county;  this  statement  to 
be  entered  on  the  assessment  book  verbatim.  In  the  event  of  the 
taxes  upon  the  railroad  property  becoming  delinquent,  there  is  no 
provision  how  the  Tax  Collector  shall  sell,  and  he  offers  the  property 
in  like  manner  as  he  does  real  estate.  The  purchaser  would  take 
such  portion  of  the  road  as  might  be  in  the  county,  but  his  relation  to 
the  company  is  not  determined,  and  being  so  indefinite,  must  involve 
him  in  endless  litigation.  The  plan  which  I  propose,  and  which  I 
think  is  perfectly  feasible,  is  as  follows: 

First — The  State  Board  of  Equalization  shall  assess  the  franchise, 
roadway,  roadbed,  rails,  and  rolling  stock  of  railroads  operated  in 
more  than  one  county. 

Second — The  Board  shall  apportion  such  assessment  among  the 
several  counties  entitled  thereto  in  the  ratio  as  is  at  present  pre- 
scribed. 

Third — The  Board  shall  make  an  entry  of  such  assessment,  de- 
scribing the  road  sufficiently  well  to  identify  it,  and  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  same,  in  a  book  to  be  called  the  Assessment  Book  of  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization. 

Fourth — Such  book  shall  then  be  transmitted  to  the  Controller, 
who,  at  the  proper  time  (or  such  duty  may  devolve  upon  the  Board, 
as  at  present)  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  amount  of 
asse.ssment  apportioned  to  the  county,  as  a  basis  for  county  taxation. 

Fifth — The  Controller  sliall  calculate,  and  carry  into  a  column  in 
the  book,  the  amount  of  taxes  due  the  State. 

Sixth — As  soon  as  the  rate  of  county  tax  is  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervi.sors,  the  Auditor  of  the  county  shall  notify  the  Controller  of 
such  rate.

Seventh — The  Controller  shall  then  calculate  the  amount  due  the 
county,  and  carry  the  amount  into  a  column  prepared  for  the  purpose. 

Eighth — Each  railroad  company  must  settle  with  the  Controller  for 
its  taxes,  and  pay  tlie  amount  into  the  State  treasury'. 

Ninth — The  State  Controller  and  Treasurer  shall  credit  each  county 
with  the  amount  due  the  county  on  account  of  taxes  paid  by  the 
railroad  companies,  and  notify  the  County  Treasurers  thereof. 

TentJi — In  the  event  of  any  railroad  company  failing  to  pay  its 
taxes,  the  Controller  to  have  authoritj'  to  prosecute  an  action  for  the 
State  tax  and  the  county  taxes  due,  in  one  suit,  prescribing  the  form 
of  complaint,  so  that  there  shall  be  no  failure  for  want  of  form. 

As  railroads  operated  in  more  than  one  county  are  assessed  as  a 
whole,  it  does  not  appear  to  me  that  the  interests  of  the  State  are  best 
subserved  bj^  dividing  the  collection  of  the  tax  into  as  many  parts  as 
there  are  counties  through  which  the  road  passes. 

I  think  that  the  plan  of  placing  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  rail- 
roads, assessed  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  under  one 
authorit.y,  is  one  that  will  commend  itself.  I  trust  that  the  Legisla- 
ture will  give  my  suggestions  consideration. 

TRANSPORTATION   OF   CONVICTS    AND   INSANE. 

The  cost  to  the  State  for  conveying  convicts  to  the  State  Prisons, 
and  insane  patients  to  the  asylums,  form  no  inconsiderable  item  in 
the  amount  of  annual  expenses  of  the  State,  and  under  present  laws 
will  require  an  appropriation  of  fully  §10u,000  for  the  two  ensuing 
fiscal  years.  The  laws  under  which  this  service  is  paid  provides  that 
all  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  conveying  of  convicts  and  insane 
to  the  prisons  and  asylums  shall,  with  a  just  and  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  the  officer  or  person  delivering  such  at  the  institution,  be 
audited  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  paid  out  of  the  State 
Treasury. 

COST  OF   CONVEYING  INSANE   TO   THE   ASYLUMS. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  insane  patients  sent  to 
the  asylum  from  each  county,  the  average  cost  for  conveying  each 
patient,  and  the  total  cost  to  the  State,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1882.  The  table  shows  the  amount  paid  to  be  ^22,500,  to  which 
must  be  added  8-4,900  60,  deficiency  in  appropriation,  making  a  total 
of  $27,4(X)  60.  While  I  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  State  to  pro- 
vide and  care  for  those  who  by  visitation  of  Providence  have  become 
bereft  of  reason,  yet  I  also  believe  that  if  the  cost  of  placing  such, 
other  than  those  in  indigent  circumstances,  in  the  asylum,  be  a  proper 
subject  of  public  expenditure,  it  should  be  borne  by  the  county  from 
which  the  patient  was  sent:

COST  OF   CONVEYING   CONVICTS   TO   THE   PRISON'S. 


It  lias  been  sngpicsted  tliat  it  would  be  economy  for  the  State  to 
provide  for  tlie  conveyiii}:;  of  convicts  to  the  State  Pri.sons,  by  detail- 
ing for  tlie  i)ur|)Ose  snard.s  from  the  prisons.  The  service,  as  now 
l>erformed,  is  expensive  to  the  State.     While  it  is  not  the  intention 
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of  the  law  that  more  than  the  actual  cost  of  conveying  a  convict  to 
the  prison  shall  be  paid,  yet  it  cannot  be  truthfully  denied  but  that 
the  officers  in  some  of  the  counties  do,  by  various  methods,  turn  the 
service  into  a  source  of  profit.  This  will  also  apply  to  conveying 
insane  patients  to  the  asylums. 

In  my  opinion,  the  present  system  of  compensation  will  bear  revis- 
ing. To  that  end  I  have  prepared  the  following  tables,  showing  the 
number  of  convicts  conveyed  from  each  county  to  the  prisons  at  San 
Quentin  and  Folsom;  also  showing  the  amount  paid  to  the  officers 
for  their  services;  the  average  cost  for  each  convict,  and  the  total 
cost  for  convicts  from  each  county. 

If  no  other  plan  is  devised  by  which  the  expense  of  conveying 
convicts  to  the  prisons  can  be  reduced,  it  can  in  a  measure  be  accom- 
plished bj"  providing  that  those  convicted  within  a  specified  time  of 
each  otlier,  shall  be  taken  to  the  prison  at  the  same  time.  The  prac- 
tice which  now  prevails,  in  many  instances,  of  conveying  and  deliv- 
ering of  convicts  at  the  prison  within  two  or  three  days  of  each 
other,  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  necessary,  and  is  not  with  a  due 
regard  for  the  interests  of  the  State.

PROPERTY   STRUCK   OFF   TO   THE   STATE   FOR   DELINQUENT  TAXES. 

Section  3773  of  the  Political  Code,  defining  the  duties  of  the  Tax 
Collector  relative  to  the  sale  of  property  for  delinquent  taxes,  pro- 
vides that  in  case  there  is  no  purchaser  in  good  faith  for  the  same  on 
the  first  day  that  the  property  is  offered  for  sale,  that  when  it  is 
oti'ered  thereafter  for  .sale  and  there  is  no  purchaser  in  good  faith  for 
the  same,  the  whole  amount  of  property  assessed  shall  be  struck  off 
to  the  people  of  the  State  as  the  purchaser,  and  a  duplicate  certificate 
of  sale  delivered  to  the  County  Treasurer,  to  be  filed  by  him  in  his 
office. 

In  my  former  report  I  directed  attention  to  the  imperfection  of 
this  law,  in  not  providing  that  when  the  property  is  struck  off  to  the 
State  evidence  of  the  sale  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Controller. 
In  such  ca.ses  a  triplicate  of  the  certificate  provided  for  by  Section 
3776  of  the  Political  Code  should  be  i.ssued.  Upon  the  final  conclu- 
sion of  sale,  the  Tax  Collector  should  be  required  to  forward  the  trip- 
licate certificates  of  sale,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  same,  to

the  Controller.  In  cases  of  redemption,  the  County  Treasurer,  in 
his  settlements  with  the  State,  should  not  only  report  the  amount  of 
money  received,  but  also  the  number  of  the  certificate  canceled,  so 
that  a  cancellation  of  the  corresponding  certificate  filed  in  this  office 
might  be  made.  Tlien  when  the  time  allowed  by  law  for  redemption 
has  expired,  the  Controller  could  definitely  determine  what  deeds 
the  State  was  entitled  to.  Such  deeds,  when  properl}^  executed  and 
recorded  by  the  County  Recorder,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Con- 
troller, as  evidence  of  title  to  property  in  which  the  State  has,  or  is 
supposed  to  have,  an  interest. 

When  the  deeds  have  been  received,  the  counties  should  be  cred- 
ited upon  their  tax  account  with  the  State  with  the  amount  repre- 
sented by  the  tax  for  which  the  property  was  sold. 

The  County  Auditor,  after  making  the  final  settlement  required  by 
law  with  the  Tax  Collector,  should  then  make  a  settlement  with  the 
Controller,  of  the  tax  account  for  the  year.  The  county  having 
received  credit  for  the  amount  of  taxes  canceled  bj'  sale  of  property 
to  the  State,  but  little  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  adjusting 
the  account. 

Under  the  present  system,  the  books  of  this  office  present  exhibits 
representing  balances  aggregating  large  amounts  as  being  due  from 
the  several  counties  for  delinquent  taxes,  running  back  for  years. 

This  would  be  obviated,  so  far  as  the  amount  of  tax  upon  real 
estate  is  concerned,  if  proper  reports  relative  to  sales  of  property  to 
the  State  were  furnished,  so  that  credits  could  be  intelligentlj' given. 

Property  sold  to  the  State,  after  the  time  of  redemption  has  expired, 
is  not  subject  to  assessment,  and  the  balance  of  the  property  has  to 
pay  the  share  of  taxes  that  should  be  borne  by  the  property  delin- 
quent. 

If  the  State  acquires  any  title  to  property  by  reason  of  its  being 
struck  oft"  to  her  for  delinquent  taxes,  some  means  should  be  pro- 
vided by  which  she  might  be  benefited  by  the  purchase.  The  matter 
is  worthy  of  legislative  consideration. 

COST   OF    COLLECTING   STATE    REVENUE. 

The  total  amount  allowed  in  settlements  with  the  several  counties 
as  commissions  for  the  services  of  Assessors,  Auditors,  Tax  Collectors, 
and  County  Treasurers  in  their  connection  with  the  assessing,  col- 
lecting, and  paying  over  of  the  State  revenue,  was,  for  the  thirty- 
second  fiscal  year,  §234,579  21,  being  6.45  per  cent  of  the  whole 
amount  of  taxes  assessed  for  the  year;  and  for  the  thirty-third  fiscal 
year  to  §265,105  84,  equal  to  7.20  per  cent  of  the  taxes. 

In  my  former  report,  I  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a  change 
in  the  laws  governing  the  compensation  for  services  rendered  inci- 
dent to  the  collection  and  paying  over  of  the  State  revenue.  Addi- 
tional experience  serves  to  confirm  my  belief  in  tlie  correctness  of 
the  views  I  then  expressed. 

The  original  laws  providing  for  the  payment  of  commissions  by 
the  State  iiave,  in  tlie  interest  of  counties  and  officials,  been  amended 
so  often  and  in  so  many  different  ways,  that  the  sj'stem  whicli  now 
prevails  is  one  of  confusing  complications,  unequal  as  between  coun- 
ties, and  unjust  as  to  the  interests  of  the  State. 

The  basis  upon  which  computations  are  made,  and  the  rates  of 
percentage  to  be  allowed,  are  alike  in  but  few  counties.     This  fact 
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necessitates  many  different  rules  of  calculation  and  leads  to  errors 
in  making  official  reports  for  county  settlements. 

The  rates  of  percentage  governing  the  computation  of  commissions 
are  also  too  high.    The  State  pays  too  much  for  the  collection  of  the' 
revenue.    The  commissions  annually  paid  have  heretofore  amounted 
to  a  trifle  less  than  6  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  taxes  paid  into 
the  treasury  during  the  year. 

The  increased  percentage  of  cost  for  the  past  two  years  is  caused 
by  the  increase  in  the  demands  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  State  portion  of  expense  pertaining  to  the  making  of 
the  assessment.  San  Francisco  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  which  relate  to  the  compensation  of  Assessors  and  Auditors  of 
other  counties  for  services  rendered  to  the  State. 

The  law  under  which  settlement  is  made  with  San  Francisco 
(bounty  provides  that  the  expenses  of  the  Assessor's  department,  with 
those  of  the  Auditor's  pertaining  to  the  assessment  books,  shall  be 
divided  between  the  State  and  county  in  the  same  proportion  that 
the  rate  of  State  tax  bears  to  the  total  rate  of  State  and  county  tax. 

For  the  year  1879,  the  State  portion  of  expenses  for  assessing  was 
§25,551  07,"^  and  for  Auditor's  services,  $4,508  36.  These  amounts 
are  about  the  average  of  the  yearly  demands  for  the  five  years  pre- 
ceding 1879.     Prior  to  that  time  they  were  less. 

For  the  year  1880,  the  demand  for  Assessor  was  $50,560  18;  for 
Auditor,  §5,412  20.  For  1881,  Assessor,  S75,831  64 ;  Auditor,  §5,113  28. 
I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  comment  upon  this  exhibit.  It  shows 
an  increase  of  expense  that  is  startling,  and  I  think  presents  a  for- 
cible argument  in  favor  of  a  change  in  the  laws,  that  there  may  be  a 
uniform  rule  by  which  the  State  shall  pay  the  expenses  attending 
the  assessment,  collection,  and  paying  over  of  her  revenue. 

In  the  earlier  years  of  the  State  government,  county  officers,  as  a 
general  rule,  were  paid  for  their  services  by  retaining  the  fees  re- 
ceived for  the  performance  of  official  duties.  Then  the  injustice  to 
the  State,  by  reason  of  the  higher  rates  of  commission  paid,  was  not 
so  noticeable.  Now,  most  of  the  county  officers  receive  salaries,  and 
the  commissions  allowed  by  the  State  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
<:ounties.  An  examination  of  Tables  Nos.  14  and  15,  in  the  Ap- 
l)endix,  wliich  show  the  amounts  allowed  as  commissions  for  the 
various  officers,  will,  I  think,  demonstrate  that  the  State  is  paying  to 
the  counties,  in  some  instances,  as  much,  if  not  more,  tlian  the  county 
pays  to  the  official  for  all  of  his  services. 

in  view  of  all  of  the  facts,  I  am  led  to  renew  the  recommendations 
contained  in  my  former  report,  that  the  present  system  of  arriving 
at  the  State  i)ortion  of  expense  for  assessing,  collecting,  and  paying 
over  the  State  taxes,  be  abolished. 

After  giving  the  subject  much  thought,  I  would,  as  a  guide  for 
legislative  action,  further  recommend  as  follows:  That  there  shall  be 
allowed  by  the  State  to  the  several  counties  in  lieu  of  all  commis- 
sions, percentages,  or  allowances,  heretofore  authorized  by  law  to  be 
paid  to  Assessors,  Auditors,  Tax  Collectors,  and  County  Treasurers, 
for  assessing,  copying  assessment  books,  and  extending  the  totals  of 
taxes  thereon,  collecting  of  taxes,  and  ])aying  the  moneys  received 
from  same  into  the  State  treasury,  the  following  rates  of  percentage 
on  the  gross  amount  of  revenue  for  State  purposes,  derived  from

taxes  on  real  estate  and  personal  property,  and  paid  into  the  State 
treasury  during  any  fiscal  year: 

On  the  first  ^10,000,  6  per  cent. 

On  all  sums  over  $10,000,  and  not  exceeding  $20,000,  4  per  cent. 
On  all  sums  over  |20,000,  and  not  exceeding  $100,000,  3  per  cent. 
On  all  sums  over  $100,000,  and  not  exceeding  $500,000,  2  per  cent. 
On  all  sums  over  $500,000,  1^-  per  cent. 

The  Treasurers  of  the  several  counties  to  be  allowed  for  their  own 
use,  mileage,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for  traveling  to  and  from  the 
seat  of  government,  in  order  to  make  their  settlements  with  the  State. 
The  amount  realized  by  the  counties  from  the  allowance  to  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Salary  Fund  of  the  County  Treasury,  or 
apportioned  by  the  County  Auditor  to  the  fund  from  which  the 
expenses  incident  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the  tax  are  paid. 

The  cost  to  the  State  of  collecting  the  annual  revenue  upon  the 
basis  I  have  named  will  be  reduced  about  one  half.  In  my  opinion, 
such  a  reduction  would  be  but  just.  The  amount  that  the  counties 
will  receive,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  fully  equal  to  the  State's  pro 
rata  of  the  expenses  paid  bj''  the  counties. 

EXTRAORDINARY    APPROPRIATIONS. 

Before  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution  the  Appropriation  Bill 
contained  many  items  of  appropriation  not  germane  strictly  to  the 
support  of  the  government,  hence  it  was  not  always  plain  for  how 
much  beyond  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  government  an  admin- 
istration was  responsible. 

The  GenerarApproj)riation  Bill  now  can  contain  only  such  appro- 
priations as  are  necessary  absolutely  for  the  support  of  the  various 
departments  of  government.  Some  criticism  has  been  indulged  in 
in  respect  to  the  apparenth'^  high  rate  of  tax  levies  for  the  thirty- 
second  and  thirty-third  fiscal  years,  being  respectively  59  cents 
(exclusive  of  debris  tax)  and  65^  cents  upon  each  $100  valuation  of 
property.  If  the  amount  directed  to  be  raised  for  the  thirty-second 
year  had  equaled  the  appropriations,  which  it  did  not,  as  I  have 
shown,  by  $414,197,  the  rate  of  taxation  for  the  two  years  would  have 
been  about  equal. 

It  will  bo  perceived  that  in  the  said  two  years  tliere  have  been  a 
number  of  extraordinary  expenditures,  which  are  not  chargeable  to 
extravagance,  but  are  the  outgrowth  from  contingencies,  which  no 
foresight  or  })rudence  could  prevent.  Such  as  tlie  destruction  of 
buihlings  by  lire,  and  the  necessities  springing  from  tlie  advancement 
of  the  State  and  increasing  wants.  Such  as  the  building  of  Branch 
Normal  Schools,  buildings  additional  to,  and  improvements  of 
Insane  Asylums,  and  purcliase  of  jute  machinery,  etc.  The  follow- 
ing tables  sliowing  ajipropriations  other  than  those  named  in  the 
General  Appropriation  Bill,  made  for  the  thirty-second  and  thirty- 
third  fiscal  years  respectively,  will  be  read  with  interest  :

BANK    COMMISSIONERS   FUND. 

Section  sixteen  of  the  Act  creating  a  Board  of  Bank  Commissioners, 
approved  March  30,  1878,  provides,  that  in  order  to  meet  its  annual 
expenses,  the  Board  shall  receive  in  advance  from  each  bank  appl}^- 
ingfor  a  license,  itspro  rata  amount  of  the  salaries  and  other  necessai\v 
expen.ses  of  tlie  Commi.ssioners ;  all  such  amounts  to  be  paid  into  the 
General  Fund  of  the  State  treasury. 

The  Board  makes  the  collection  and  pays  the  money  into  the 
treasury  during  the  month  of  July.  As  demands  upon  the  General 
Fund  can  only  be  paid  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  audited,  and 
as  that  fund  is  generally  overdrawn  from  July  to  January,  it  follow.'-: 
that  notwithstanding  the  monej'  was  collected  for  the  sole  benetit  ol" 
the  Commi.ssioners,  it  becomes,  by  the  working  of  the  treasury,  lost 
to  their  use  for  the  first  half  of  tlie  fiscal  year. 

The  law  should  be  amended  so  that  the  money  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
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"  Bank  Commissioners  Fund."    The  money  will  then  be  available  at 
all  times  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  collected. 

ESTIMATE   OF    EXPENDITURES. 

The  Controller  is  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  483  of  the 
Political  Code  to  accompany  his  biennial  report  with  a  detailed  esti- 
mate of  expenditures  to  be  defrayed  from  the  treasury  for  the  two 
ensuing  fiscal  years,  specifying  therein  each  object  of  expenditure, 
and  suggesting  the  means  from  which  such  expenditures  are  to  be 
defrayed. 

GENERAL    FUND. 

In  Appendix,  Statement  No.  23,  will  be  found  enumerated  the 
})articular  objects  for  which  appropriations  are  necessary  for  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government,  as  required  under  existing 
laws. 

Tlie  amount  required  for  salaries  and  per  diem  of  Senators  and 
Assemblymen  is  fixed  by  law.  In  arriving  at  the  amount  necessary 
for  the  support  of  State  Prisons,  Insane  Asylums,  Normal  Schools, 
and  other  public  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  State,  I  have 
relied  upon  estimates  furnished  me  by  the  managing  officers.  For 
other  appropriations  I  have  been  governed  by  the  expenditures  of 
the  past  year,  together  with  the  estimates  of  the  heads  of  the  different 
<lepartments  for  which  appropriations  are  required. 

The  managing  officers  of  some  of  the  public  institutions  have 
informed  me  that  thej^  will  require  additional  appropriations  for 
special  purposes.  As  I  have  no  means  by  which  to  judge  of  the 
nece.ssity  of  such  appropriations,  I  have  omitted  reference  to  them 
in  my  estimate  of  expenditures.  I  take  pleasure  in  directing  atten- 
tion to  the  decrease  in  the  amount  mentioned  as  being  required  for 
the  support  of  the  State  Prison  at  San  Quentin,  the  amount  asked 
for  being  §110,000  less  than  for  the  two  years  previous.  The  finan- 
cial alfairs  of  this  prison,  under  the  management  of  Warden  J.  P. 
.Vmes,  present  unmistakable  evidence  of  having  been  conducted 
with  fidelity  to  the  interests  of  the  State.  At  the  close  of  the  last 
fiscal  year  §25,000  of  unused  funds  was  returned  by  the  Warden  to 
the  State  treasury. 

The  amount  allowed  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  minor 
orphans,  half  orphans,  and  abandoned  children,  is  fixed  by  law  (see 
statutes  1880,  page  13)  at  §100  per  annum  for  each  whole  orphan, 
§75  per  annum  for  each  half  orphan,  and  §75  for  each  abandoned 
child.  There  is  no  limit  as  to  the  number  of  such  children  that  may 
draw  money  from  the  State  treasury.  It  is  only  jirovided  that,  in 
I  he  case  of  abandoned  children,  the  child  must  have  been  an  inmate 
'if  the  institution  ibr  the  i)eriod  of  one  year  l)efore  such  institution 
is  entitled  to  receive  pay  for  the  child's  supjjort. 

There  cannot,  with  certainty,  be  a  definite  sum  mentioned  as 
being  necessary  to  appropriate  under  the  law  referred  to  for  the  sup- 
port of  orphans,  etc.  In  order,  however,  to  furnish  a  guide  to  the 
Legislature  in  its  direction  of  the  amount  required  to  be  raised  for 
( icneral  Fund  puri)0ses,  I  will  state  that  the  expenditures  for  the  past 
year  were  §190,480  29. 

As  the  disbursements  i>y  the  State  in  support  of  orpiians  and 
abandoned  children  are  increasing  in  amount  from  year  to  year,  I 
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have  deemed  it  necessary  to  estimate  the  sum  that  will  be  required 
for  such  purpose  for  the  next  two  years  at  $390,000. 

SCHOOL   FUND. 

Section  443  of  the  Political  Code  requires  the  Controller,  between 
the  tenth  daj'  of  August  and  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year, 
to  certify  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  the  amount  necessary 
to  raise  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  for  each  census  child  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years,  in  this  State,  which  shall  be  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  raised  bj^  ad  valorem  tax  for  school  purposes. 

At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  section  of  the  Code  it  was  sup- 
posed that  tlie  State  Board  of  Equalization,  in  levying  the  tax,  had 
authority  to  determine  the  amount  that  should  be  allowed  for  delin- 
quencies, etc.,  in  order  to  raise  a  specific  amount  required  for  State 
purposes.  As  our  Supreme  Court  has  since  decided  that  the  Legis- 
lature could  not  delegate  such  authority,  the  necessity  for  the  State 
Board  being  furnished  with  the  certificate  mentioned  has  ceased  to 
exist,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Code  in  that  respect  are  not  now 
complied  with. 

Though  the  Legislature  has  not,  at  its  late  sessions,  directed  the 
levy  of  such  a  rate  of  tax  as  would  raise  the  sum  of  seven  dollars 
per  annum  for  each  census  child  in  the  State,  yet  I  consider  it 
incumbent  upon  me  to  state  the  amount  and  include  the  same  in 
my  estimate  of  expenditures. 

The  total  number  of  census  children  entitled  to  receive  school 
money,  as  shown  by  the  last  apportionment  of  school  moneys  made 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  August  7,  1882,  is 
216,330 — which,  at  seven  dollars  per  child,  would  aggregate  the  sum 
of  $1,514,310  to  be  raised  for  school  purposes  for  the  coming  year, 
making,  upon  the  same  basis  of  computation,  $3,028,020  for  the  two 
ensuirjg  years. 

In  making  this  statement,  I  only  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
law.  This  office  has  no  data  from  which  to  determine  the  amount 
of  money  needed,  in  order  that  our  public  schools  shall  be  main- 
tained, consequent!}^  I  cannot  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  necessity 
of  this  amount  being  provided  for. 

For  general  information,  I  will  state  that  the  Legislature  directed 
that  there  should  be  raised  for  the  State  School  Fund,  during  the 
thirty-second  fiscal  year,  by  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  pro])erty,  $1,400- 
000,  which  for  215,978  census  children,  the  number  rei)orted  to  this 
office  by  tlie  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  that 
year,  would  net  $6  48  per  child.  There  was  apportioned  to  that  fund 
in  addition,  from  proceeds  of  poll  tax,  interest  upon  bonds  held  in 
trust,  and  interest  upon  school  land  payments,  $545,252  75,  netting 
$2  52  to  each  child,  and  making  a  total  of  $9  per  child,  aggregating 
for  the  whole  number  of  census  children,  $1,945,252  75  raised  for  the 
State  School  Fund  during  the  thirty-second  fiscal  year. 

The  number  of  census  children  reported  for  tlie  thirty-third  fiscal 
year,  was  211,237.  The  amount  directed  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for 
the  State  School  Fund  for  that  year,  was  $1,300,000,  or  $6  15  per  child. 
The  receipts  to  this  fund  during  the  year,  from  proceeds  of  poll  tax, 
interest  upon  bonds,  and  interest  upon  land  payments,  were  $445,- 
599  93 — equal  to  $2  11  for  each  child — making  a  total  amount,  for  the 
wliole  number  of  children,  of  $1,745,599  93. 
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The  average  of  the  rates  of  tax  levied  in  the  several  counties  of 
the  State,  for  the  County  School  Fund,  was  for  the  thirty-second 
fiscal  year,  25yW  cents  upon  each  $100  value  of  taxable  property  in  the 
county;  which  produced  for  the  County  School  Fund  in  all  of  the 
counties  of  the  State,  a  total  of  $1,472,094  73,  or  $6  82  for  every  census 
child. 

The  average  of  the  rates  levied  by  the  counties  for  the  thirty-third 
fiscal  year,  was  22/^)%  cents,  realizing  $6  19  for  every  child  through- 
out the  State,  or  a  total  of  $1,306,526  89. 

We  therefore  find  the  whole  amount  of  revenue  provided  by  the 
State  and  the  several  counties,  in  maintenance  of  our  public  schools 
during  the  thirty-second  and  thirty-third  fiscal  j^ears,  to  be  as  follows:

The  rate  of  tax  levied  in  the  thirty-second  fiscal  year  for  the  State 
School  Fund  was  23  cents.  The  average  of  the  rates  levied  by  the 
counties  for  the  County  School  Fund  was  25yVV  cents;  making  a  total 
of  48^^  cents. 

The  rate  levied  for  the  State  School  Fund  in  the  thirty-third  fiscal 
year  was  22yYT7  cents.  The  average  of  rates  for  County  School  Fund 
was  22yYu  cents;  making  a  total  of  44yV(y  cents. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  in  order  that  our  system  of  public  schools 
may  be  maintained,  giving  to  all  children  in  the  State  who  choose  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  the  benefit  of  a  free  education, 
there  was  ])aid  during  the  thirty-second  fiscal  year,  48yVV  cents  upon 
each  and  every  $100  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Stale,  and 
for  the  thirty-third  fiscal  year,  44yVtj  cents. 

The  equivalent  of  the  proceeds  from  poll  tax  and  interest  during 
the  thirty-second  fiscal  year  would  be  9YVff  cents  upon  each  $100 
valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  State,  and  for  the  thirty-third 
fiscal  year,  would  be  7yVtj  cents,  which,  if  added  to  the  rate  of  direct 
tax,  would  give  as  being  ]iaid  for  the  supi^ort  of  schools  during  the 
thirty-second  fi.scal  year  a  rate  of  57YVff  cents  upon  each  and  every 
$100  valuation  of  taxable  property,  and  for  the  thirty-third  fiscal 
year,  a  rate  of  52 ^'^^^  cents.

INTEREST    AND    SINKING    FUND. 

The  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  payment  of  interest  is 
$308,565  i)er  annum.  Of  this  sura,  $105,000  is  the  amount  which  the 
State  is  obligated  to  pay  for  interest  upon  Central  Pacific  Railroad 
bonds.  The  balance  is  for  interest  upon  the  funded  debt.  The  total 
amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  the  next  two  years  is  §(517,130. 

To  recapitulate,  I  have  estimated  the  amount  necessaiy  for  the 
expenses  of  the  government  for  the  tliirty-fifth  and  thirty-sixth  fiscal 
years  to  be  as  follows,  which  amounts  will  have  to  be  derived  from 
an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  property  : 

For  General  Fund $2,961,300 

For  School  Fund 3,028,620 

For  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund 617,130 

Total $6,607,050 

I  take  this  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  for  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  all  of  the  ai)pro- 
priations.  Sometimes  this  is  not  done,  in  order  that  u  low  rate  of 
taxation  may  ensue  as  a  mere  matter  of  political  advantage.  There 
is  no  advantage  to  be  gained  thereby,  as  it  is  easily  exposed,  and  the 
burden  of  extinguishing  the  debt  of  deficiency  is  put  off  to  another 
year,  when  the  people,  in  many  instances,  are  least  able  to  bear  it; 
also  the  creditors  of  the  State  and  operation  of  the  dei)artments  are 
embarras.sed,  as  any  one  knows  who  is  familiar  with  the  financial 
system  of  the  State. 
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CLAIMS    FOR    EXPENDITURES    IN    SUPPRESSION    OF    INDIAN    HOSTILITIES. 

I  have  received  a  communication,  under  date  of  November  9, 1882^ 
from  the  Hon.  John  Mulhin,  informing  me  of  his  appointment  by 
3'our  Excellency  as  agent  for  the  State  of  California,  to  file  in  the 
proper  Departments  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  the  proper  vouchers  and  evidence  thereof,  as  con- 
templated in  the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  22,  1882,  relating  to  the 
expenditures  on  account  of  Indian  hostilities  arising  in  this  State, 
and  which  the  State  has  paid. 

Mr.  Mullan  adds,  that,  whereas  the  rules  and  reguLations  of  the 
Treasury  Department  at  Washington,  in  this  class  of  cases,  require 
that  the  original  vouchers  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  Department, 
in  order  to  secure  an  examination  under  the  said  Act  of  Congress, 
that  he  would  therefore  ask  that  I  deliver  to  him  all  of  the  original 
vouchers  in  such  cases;  also  such  other  papers  and  evidence  as  relate 
to  the  same,  in  order  that  he  might  file  them  in  the  proper  Depart- 
ments at  Washington. 

Not  being  authorized  to  comply  with  the  request,  I  respectfully 
refer  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  to  take  such  action 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  State.

From  the  preceding  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  of  taxa- 
tion for  the  year  1881  shows  an  increase  over  the  rate  levied  for 
State  purposes  in  1880,  of  06.5  cents. 

I  have  already  in  this  report  shown  that  this  increase  is  in  part 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Legislature,  at  its  session  in  1880,  failed  to 
provide  for  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  its  appropriations,  leaving  the 
burden  to  be  met  by  an  increased  rate  of  taxation  for  the  year  1881. 

For  the  year  1882,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  assessment  of 
property  shows  a  falling  off  in  value  from  that  of  the  previous  year 
of  $51,000,000,  and  the  further  fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  increase 
the  usual  rate  of  levy  for  the  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund,  in  order  to 
provide  for  maturing  bonds,  yet  the  rate  of  tax  levied  for  the  year 
shows  the  substantial  decrease  from  that  levied  for  1881  of  05.9  cents. 

During  the  three  years  of  your  Excellency's  administration,  the 
expenses  of  the  State  government,  other  than  theordinarj^  have  been 
large;  most  of  which  are  chargeable  to  permanent  improvements 
made  for  the  benefit  of  our  State  institutions. 

Three  sessions  of  the  Legislature  have  been  held  within  your  offi- 
cial term.  The  expense  of  the  legislative  sessions,  with  the  expendi- 
tures for  public  improvements,  and  also  expenses  incident  to  the 
adoption  of  a  new  Constitution,  have  added  to  the  rate  of  taxation. 
This  fact,  when  taken  into  consideration,  will,  I  think,  show  the 
reason  why  our  taxes  have  not  been  more  largely  reduced. 

As  I  have  said,  the  Legislature,  at  its  twentj'-third  session,  did  not 
require  sufficient  revenue  to  be  raised  to  meet  all  of  its  appropria- 
tions. It  will  be  seen,  however,  by  the  following  exhibit,  that  the 
deficit,  and  also  that  all  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  at 
its  last  three  sessions,  have  been  fully  provided  for  by  its  having 
directed  to  be  raised  the  amount  of  revenue  required  to  meet  the 
same :

The  excess  in  the  amount  directed  to  be  raised,  over  the  total  of 
appropriations,  is  intended  to  cover  the  amount  required  for  the 
maintenance  of  orphans  and  abandoned  children,  for  which  there  is 
no  specified  amount  appropriated.

FINANCIAL   CONDITION   OF   COUNTIES. 

Section  4083  of  the  Political  Code  requires  that  the  Controller  shall 
include  in  his  biennial  rci)ort  a  digest  and  synopsis,  in  tabular  form, 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  several  counties  in  the  State.  State- 
ments Nos.  0  and  7  of  the  ApiJcndix  arc  made  in  comi)liance  witli  its 
provisions.  In  my  oi)ini<)n,  however,  such  tables  do  not  present  suf- 
ficientof  the  details  to  make  them  of  value  to  those  seeking  informa- 
tion relative  to  county  finances.  With  tlie  view  of  publishing  an 
exliibit  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  and  counties,  in  such 
form  as  I  considered  would  furnish  all  the  information  that  could  be 
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desired,  I  prepared  blanks  for  tlie  year  1881,  and  forwarded  same  to 
the  several  County  Auditors. 

In  order  that  tlie  financial  exhibit  of  the  State  and  her  political 
divisions  might  be  complete,  I  also  forwarded  blanks  to  the  Clerks 
of  the  principal  cities  and  towns.  The  blanks  were  accompanied 
with  a  request  to  be  furnished  with  a  detailed  description  of  the  dif- 
ferent classes  of  bonds  representing  the  indebtedness  ojF  each  county, 
city,  and  town.  In  every  instance  my  request  was  readily  complied 
with.  This  enabled  mc  to  issue  the  special  publication  entitled 
"  California.  Financial  Exhibit  of  the  State,  Counties,  and  principal 
Cities,  for  1881."  The  fact  that  this  work  was  so  well  received,  has 
induced  me  to  add  to  my  present  report  a  similar  compilation  for 
the  year  1882. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
ability  and  fidelity  of  my  bookkeeper  and  clerks. 

During  my  term  as  Controller  there  has  been  a  saving  to  the  State 
in  the  office,  by  reason  of  a  reduction  in  the  clerical  force,  and  also  a 
reduction  of  salaries,  of  §4,400  per  annum  from  the  minimum  paid 
in  former  terms. 

In  addition  to  my  duties  as  Controller,  I  have  performed  the  duties 
of  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  for  which  the  Con- 
troller receives  no  compensation. 

I  congratulate  the  outgoing  administration  upon  its  financial 
record.  I  congratulate  the  incoming  administration  upon  the  fact 
that  it  will  assume  the  reins  of  government  without  the  burden  of  a 
debt  of  deficiencies.

Sacramento,  November  1,  1882.  j 

To  his  Excellency  George  C.  Perkins,  Governor  of  California: 

In  compliance  with  the  statutes  of  California,  I  respectfully  beg 
leave  to  submit  to  j'our  Excellenc}^  the  following  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  this  office,  together  with  a  copy  of  my  docket. 
An  examination  of  this  report  will  show  the  condition  of  all  cases  in 
which  the  State  has  been  interested  since  the  presentation  of  my  last 
biennial  report.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  great  number  of  cases, 
most  of  which  were  of  a  criminal  nature,  have  come  under  my  man- 
agement during  the  time  embraced  in  the  report;  and  that  some 
cases,  of  a  civil  nature,  involving  Cjuestions  of  incalculable  impor- 
tance to  the  State,  and  requiring  a  vast  amount  of  labor  in  their  trial, 
have  also  come  under  my  management,  some  of  which  have  been 
fully  determined  and  others  remain  yet  partially  undetermined. 

The  commencement  of  the  present  administration  under  the  new 
organic  law,  adopted  in  1879,  has  made  the  duties  of  my  office  par- 
ticularly onerous.  Numerous  questions,  involving  a  construction  of 
the  new  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  have  arisen,  and  have  increased 
the  number  of  public  cases,  until  the  labors  of  the  office  have  been 
almost  if  not  quite  doubled.  Many  of  those  questions  have  already 
been  settled  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  my  successor  in  the  next  administration  will  not  be  compelled 
to  assume  so  much  labor  as  I  have.  Cases  of  a  criminal  nature  have 
been  particularly  numerous,  and  an  examination  of  the  docket  will 
show  that  in  a  large  minority  of  those  cases  Chinese  were  defendants. 
In  the  last  report  which  I  presented  to  your  Excellency,  I  took  occa- 
sion to  refer  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  causes  which  tends  to  augment 
the  number  of  appeals  in  criminal  cases,  is  found  in  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  prosecuting  officers,  while  conscientiously  laboring  for 
convictions,  risk  the  whole  case  upon  technical  points,  which  could 
not  affect  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  even  if  they  were  rendered  against 
the  people ;  and  I  take  occasion  here  again  to  reiterate  that,  in  my 
judgment,  technical  objections  and  lengthy,  tangled,  and  ambiguous 
instructions  seldom  have  any  influence  upon  juries  in  criminal  cases. 
Each  case  ought  to  be  tried  as  if  it  were  certain  to  be  reviewed  by  the 
Supreme  Court.  Technical  objections  should  be  avoided  by  prose- 
cuting officers.  Instructions  on  behalf  of  the  people  ought  always  to 
be  carefully  written  and  well  considered  before  they  are  given,  and, 
until  this  method  is  adopted,  we  can  hardly  hope  for  the  proper 
reduction  in  the  number  of  appeals  and  reversals  in  criminal  cases. 
It  has  become  a  custom  among  some  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior 


Courts  to  undertake  to  deliver  charges  and  instructions  to  juries 
orally,  having  them  at  the  same  time  taken  by  phonographic 
reporters.  It  is  no  reflection  upon  the  Judiciary  to  say  that  per- 
haps there  is  no  man  in  California  or  elsewhere,  who,  in  the  present 
unsettled  state  of  the  criminal  law,  is  able  to  deliver  a  lengthy  dis- 
sertation upon  legal  principles  without  carefully  writing  it  out  and 
thoroughly  considering  it,  and  at  the  same  time,  in  a  majority  of 
cases,  avoid  errors  which  must  result  in  reversals ;  and  I  respectfully 
commend  to  the  Legislature  the  enactment  of  a  provision  which 
shall  require  that,  in  all  criminal  cases,  the  instructions  given  on 
behalf  of  the  prosecution  shall  be  first  written  out  and  then  filed  as 
a  record  of  the  Court.  In  this  manner  only  can  inadvertent  errors, 
which  so  often  reverse  cases  of  this  nature,  be  generally  avoided. 

I  take  this  occasion,  also,  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the 
enactment  of  some  system  by  which  informations  in  criminal  cases 
may  be  amended.  The  most  serious  objection  to  the  old  system, 
which  required  prosecutions  in  the  Courts  of  record  to  be  upon 
indictments,  was  that  the  impossibility  of  amending  the  indictment 
often  delayed  and  sometimes  defeated  the  administration  of  criminal 
justice.  It  is  an  old  rule  that  a  defendant  in  a  criminal  case  is  enti- 
tled to  insist  that  before  he  is  put  upon  his  defense  he  shall  be  prop- 
erly informed  of  the  charge  which  the  prosecution  will  undertake  to 
establish  against  him;  and  any  amendment  which  the  law  might 
authorize,  in  case  where  the  pleading  first  filed  is  technically  or  oth- 
erwise insufficient,  could  not  unjustly  affect  any  of  the  rights  of  the 
defendant.  In  this  manner  the  right  of  the  defendant  to  be  informed 
of  the  charge  against  him  would  be  fully  secured,  and  the  delays  so 
often  made  as  a  consequence  of  the  dismissal  of  the  incomplete  and 
imperfect  pleadings  in  criminal  cases,  would,  to  a  great  extent,  be 
avoided.  To  such  a  system  I  can,  as  at  present  advised,  see  no  con- 
stitutional objection;  and  its  adoption  would  certainlj^  do  much 
towards  furthering  the  ends  of  justice  in  criminal  cases. 

RAILROAD    TAXES. 

The  attempt  by  the  State  authorities  to  collect  the  taxes  levied 
against  railroads  operated  in  more  than  one  county  of  this  State, 
has  thus  far  proven  to  some  extent  ineffectual.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  all  of  the  departments  of  the  State  and  several  counties  have 
not  conceived  it  to  be  their  duty  to  work  together  in  furtherance  of 
this  object.  There  have  been  many  cases,  both  in  the  State  and  Fed- 
eral Courts,  involving  tlie  legality  of  these  taxes  and  of  the  assess- 
ments made  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  against  the  several 
railroad  companies,  since  the  ado])tion  of  the  New  Constitution. 
The  labors  of  this  office  have  been  greatly  increased  by  the  obstruc- 
tions thrown  in  the  way  of  the  collection  of  these  taxes  by  some  of 
the  local  officers,  and  the  number  of  cases  involving  these  assess- 
ments of  taxes  has  been  increased  by  illegal  attempts  made  by  local 
authorities  to  compromise,  and  thus  practically  reduce  the  assess- 
ments levied  by  the  State  Board. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  some  time  in  the  year  1881,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  Sacramento  County  undertook  directly  to  reduce 
the  assessment  levied  against  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
by  the  State  Board  of  Ecpialization;  that  a  writ  of  certiorari  was 
thereafter  issued  by  the  Supreme  Court,  upon  which  the  validity  of 


the  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  to  make  that  order  was  determined.  It  was  in  that  case  held 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  that  tlie  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  county  had  no  power  to  interfere  .with  the  assessment  levied  by 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization ;  that  the  power  conferred  by  the 
Constitution  on  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  was  an  exclusive 
power,  and  that  when  an  assessment  was  made  by  the  State  Board  in 
pursuance  of  the  powers  thus  conferred  upon  it,  that  assessment  was 
not  subject  to  interference  by  any  other  Board  or  tribunal.  This 
decision  resulted  necessaril}'  from  the  nature  of  the  system  which  it 
was  sought  by  the  Constitution  to  create.  The  intent  of  the  Consti- 
tution was  to  create  a  system  b}^  which  railroads  should  be  assessed 
as  railroads,  and  that  their  values  should  be  determined  with  refer- 
ence to  the  uses  to  which  thej'  might  be  put;  that  they  should  be 
assessed  each  in  its  entirety,  and  not  in  sections.  The  wisdom  of  this 
system  is  evident,  when  we  consider  the  inutility  of  portions  of  the 
entire  railroad  when  disconnected  from  the  balance  of  the  road,  and 
when  also  we  consider  the  fact  that  whatever  may  be  the  material  of 
which  different  portions  of  the  road  is  constructed,  and  whatever 
may  be  the  nature  of  the  soil  over  which  it  may  be  constructed,  each 
mile  of  the  road  is  as  valuable  as  each  other  mile  of  the  road,  because 
each  contributes  to  the  consum mation  of  the  general  enterprise,  and  the 
making  of  the  general  and  entire  profits  of  the  road.  Any  interfer- 
ence, therefore,  by  a  local  Board  within  its  jurisdiction,  which 
would  result  in  reducing  or  increasing  the  assessment  upon  part  of 
the  road,  without  making  a  corresponding  reduction  or  increase  upon 
the  balance  of  the  road,  would  interfere  with  the  sj'stem  of  uniform- 
ity which  was  intended  to  be  created  by  the  Constitution. 

The  decision  to  which  reference  has  just  been  made  ought  to  have 
been  sufficient  to  admonish  local  Boards  against  any  further  attempt 
at  the  exercise  of  powers-  which  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  State 
had  said  rested  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board.  But 
it  will  be  remembered  that  when  it  was  learned  that  local  Boards 
could  not,  by  direct  proceedings,  succeed  in  setting  aside  the  determi- 
nations of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  an  attempt  was  made 
by  the  same  Board  of  Supervisors  to  accomplish  the  same  result  by 
indirection.  A  compromise,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  Sacramento  County,  was  sought  by  the  Cen- 
tral Pacific  Railroad  Compan3^  Before  attempting  the  compromise 
my  views  upon  the  subject  were  sought  by  those  who  were  interested 
in  procuring  the  compromise,  and  I  was  asked  whether  or  not,  in  case 
such  compromise  was  effected,  I  would  deem  it  my  duty  to  interpose  on 
behalf  of  the  State  and  prevent  its  execution.  I  distinctly  informed 
the  parties  that  such  a  compromise  would  be  illegal,  and  that  in  my 
judgment,  if  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  had  the  authority  to 
levy  the  assessments,  no  other  power  in  the  State  could  interfere 
with  that  assessment  after  it  had  been  made.  It  was  subsequently 
learned  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
Sacramento  County  to  make  the  compromise;  but  before  that  com- 
promise had  been  consummated,  objections  were  interposed  on  behalf 
of  the  State,  and  the  authority  of  the  local  Board  was  challenged. 
Notwithstanding  these  objections,  however,  under  the  advise  of  the 
learned  District  Attorney  of  Sacramento  County,  the  compromise 
was  made  and  tlie  money  paid  into  the  County  Treasury,  and  judg- 
ment was  thereupon  entered  in  favor  of  the  County  of  Sacramento 
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for  the  amount  agreed  upon  between  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad 
Compan}^  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  amount  was  about 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  tax  levied.  A  motion  was  thereupon  made  by 
me  on  behalf  of  the  State  for  an  order  setting  aside  the  judgment 
thus  entered,  as  having  been  entered  in  pursuance  of  the  illegal 
compromise ;  and  as  will  be  remembered,  the  Superior  Judge  held 
that  the  Attorney-General  had  no  authorit}^  to  interfere  in  such  mat- 
ters, but  upon  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  judgment  of  the 
Superior  Court  was  overruled,  and  the  opinion  of  this  office  fully 
sustained. 

Several  other  counties  have  undertaken  to  make  compromises  of 
the  same  nature,  and  in  each  instance  motions  have  been  prepared 
with  a  view  of  obtaining  an  order  vacating  the  judgments  rendered 
in  pursuance  thereof.  To  the  ordinary  mind  it  would  seem  that  the 
decisions  to  which  reference  has  been  made  ought  to  be  sufficient  to 
prevent  other  Boards  and  officers  of  the  counties  from  undertaking 
a  thing  which  has  thus  been  decided  to  be  illegal,  but  I  have  been 
informed  that  since  the  decision  of  the  case  of  Sacramento  County 
against  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  other  Boards  of  Super- 
visors have  signified  to  the  District  Attorney  their  willingness  to 
have  judgments  of  the  same  character  entered  in  behalf  of  their 
several  counties.  Whether  this  is  true  or  not  is  not  officially  known 
to  me,  but  if  it  is  true  it  is  an  effort  at  a  flagrant  violation  of  official 
duty  that  deserves  more  than  censure.  Men  in  official  positions 
ought  to  understand  that  their  powers  are  measured  by  the  law,  and 
that  they  have  no  right  to  undertake  that  which  the  law  denounces 
as  illegal;  and  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Legislature  that 
such  violations  of  official  duty  should  be  made  a  felony  by  law.  In 
this  manner,  and  in  this  onlj^,  can  men,  whose  natural  bent  of  mind 
is  to  violate  legal  principles,  who  are  unfortunately  elected  to  small 
but  important  local  offices,  be  prevented,  from  bartering  away  the 
people's  rights.  There  is  more  in  the  objection  to  such  compromises 
than  in  the  mere  illegality  of  the  thing. 

The  question  as  to  whether  a  sovereign  should  ever  compromise 
with  its  subjects  is  a  matter  of  State  policy,  upon  which  but  one 
decision  can  be  rendered.  The  State  is  never  so  nearly  bankrupt  as 
that  it  may  be  compelled  to  allow  its  subjects  to  dictate  to  it,  nor  is 
it  ever  so  unjust  as  that  it  will  resort  to  the  levying  of  illegal  charges 
for  the  purpose  of  forcing  compromises  from  its  subjects.  The  levy- 
ing of  an  illegal  charge  as  the  instrument  with  which  to  wring  an 
illegal  payment  from  its  subjects,  would  bear  a  close  resemblance  to 
blackmail,  a  thing  which  no  sovereign  can  ever  afford  to  resort  to. 
And  besides  this  the  effect  of  such  a  compromise  is  to  confess  a  doubt 
as  to  the  validity  of  our  own  fundamental  law  in  a  respect  which  is 
of  the  most  vital  importance  to  the  peo^de,  and  to  permit  the  parties 
assessed  in  such  ca.^es  practically  to  assess  themselves. 

If  there  be  any  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  those  provisions  of  our 
Constitution  which  authorize  such  assessments  to  be  made,  it  is 
better  that  we  should  suffer  the  temporary  inconvenience  resulting 
from  a  litigation  of  that  subject,  tluin  that  the  State  should  surren- 
der to  the  taxpayer.  It  is  better  that  we  should  know  whether  our 
Constitution  is  valid  or  invalid ;  and  to  that  end  should  test  the 
question,  even  at  the  risk  of  losing  the  whole  of  the  taxes  for  a  few 
years.  If  our  Constitution  is  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  it  is  of  tlie  greatest  importance  that  we  should  learn 


that  such  is  true  at  the  earliest  practical  moment,  in  order  that  we 
may  make  one  that  will  stand  the  test  of  judicial  scrutiny.  Compro- 
mises at  this  time  would  necessitate  compromises  in  the  coming 
years,  and  would  create  a  precedent  upon  which  Boards  and  officers 
might  base  the  same  kind  of  conduct  in  the  future.  When  it  is  con- 
ceded that  these  Companies,  or  that  these  Boards,  may  compromise 
the  taxes  due  the  State,  the  entire  system  of  taxation,  as  created  by 
the  Constitution,  is  uprooted.  The  theory  upon  which  the  Govern- 
ment raises  its  taxes  is  such  that  an  interference  with  a  part  to  some 
extent  destroys  the  whole.  The  Legislature  fixes  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  necessary  to  run  the  State  Government ;  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  after  the  assessment  has  been  levied  by  the  several 
assessing  officers,  determines  the  rate  of  taxation  necessary  to  raise 
the  amount  of  money  for  the  use  of  the  State  during  the  coming 
year.  Any  reduction  of  any  assessment  after  the  rate  of  taxation 
has  been  fixed  by  competent  authority,  or  any  reduction  of  any  indi- 
vidual tax  after  that  rate  has  been  fixed,  necessarily  reduces  the 
amount  of  money  raised  during  that  fiscal  year,  and  therefore  leaves 
the  State  with  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  affairs  of  the  Government.  Aside  from  this,  when  it  is 
conceded  that  these  Boards  have  power  to  reduce  assessments,  what 
a  vast  field  is  opened  up  to  bribery  and  corruption.  The  power  to 
compromise  the  taxes  levied  by  the  State  Board  would  necessarily 
carry  with  it  the  power  to  compromise  the  taxes  levied  by  the  County 
Assessors.  Under  such  circumstances  each  man  of  wealth  might 
appeal  to  local  Boards,  and  ask  them  to  reduce  the  amount  of  his 
taxes,  and  each  corporation  might  do  the  same  thing;  and  if  that 
were  true,  a  corrupt  man  in  a  populous  county,  acting  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  could  make  himself  independently 
wealthy  by  selling  himself  to  those  who  desired  a  reduction  of  their 
taxes. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  these  powers  were  finally  vested  in  some 
tribunals  to  make  the  assessments  in  such  manner  as  that  they  are 
not  the  subject  of  interference  by  any  power  or  authority.  This  rule 
has  been  carried  so  far  as  that  even  judicial  tribunals  are  not  per- 
mitted to  inquire  into  the  justice  of  assessments  levied  by  competent 
authority,  except  in  cases  of  fraud,  because,  as  said  before,  the  amount 
of  revenue  being  first  fixed  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  assess- 
ment of  the  taxable  property  being  next  made  by  the  assessing  offi- 
cers, and  the  rate  of  taxation  then  being  calculated  with  reference  to 
the  amount  of  taxes  necessary  to  be  raised,  and  the  amount  of  taxa- 
ble property  as  fixed  by  the  assessing  officers,  any  interference  with 
the  valuation,  or  the  amount  of  tax  levied  upon  any  particular  piece 
of  property,  would  necessarily  result  in  a  failure  to  collect  the  amount 
which  the  Legislature  determined  was  necessary  for  the  support  of 
the  Government,  These  considerations,  as  before  suggested,  render 
it  manifestly  necessary  that  stringent  legislative  provisions  should 
be  made  for  the  prevention  of  such  compromises. 

There  are  now  two  cases  involving  these  taxes  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States.  They  are  not  test  cases  in  the  sense  that 
their  determination  will  necessarily  determine  the  other  tax  cases 
now  pending  in  the  Circuit  and  other  Courts,  but  they  are  cases  which, 
in  my  judgment,  involve  the  whole  question  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
State  Constitution.  It  is  alleged  by  the  railroad  company  that  our 
Constitution  is  invalid  for  two  reasons: 
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First — Because  it  fails  to  provide  due  process  of  law  in  cases  of 
assessment  of  railroads  operated  in  more  than  one  county  in  the 
State. 

Second — Because  it  denies  to  railroad  and  other  quasi-public  cor- 
porations an  equal  protection  of  the  law.  The  determination  of 
either  of  these  questions  against  the  State,  in  the  cases  now  pending 
in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  would  possibly  render  necessary 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  California. 

A  long  and  very  thorough  consideration  of  the  questions  involved 
in  those  cases  has  brought  me  to  the  conclusion  that  if  the  Constitu- 
tion of  California  is  properly  construed,  the  first  point  does  not  arise 
under  it  at  all,  and  the  second  point  is  clearly  not  well  founded. 
These  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  California  have  been  deter- 
mined to  be  self-executing,  and  hence  the  State  Board  may  act  and 
exercise  all  its  powers  without  legislation,  and  may,  itself,  in  the 
absence  of  legislation,  provide  the  machinery  for  the  exercise  of  those 
powers.  Section  9  of  Article  13  of  the  Constitution  provides  that 
"such  State  and  County  Boards  of  Equalization  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered,  under  such  rules  of  notice  as  the  County 
Boards  may  prescribe  as  to  the  county  assessments,  and  under 
such  rules  of  notice  as  the  State  Board  may  prescribe  as  to 
the  action  of  the  State  Board,  to  increase  or  lower  the  entire 
assessment  roll,  or  any  assessment  contained  therein,  so  as  to 
equalize  the  assessment  of  the  property  contained  in  said  assess- 
ment roll,  and  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value,  in 
money,  of  the  property  contained  in  said  roll."  From  a  reading  of 
that  section  it  is  apparent  that  it  was  the  object  of  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  to  provide  a  means  by  which  all  parties  should  have  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  The  language  of  the  section  is  general,  and 
gives  the  Board  power  to  raise  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll, 
or  any  assessment  contained  therein.  This  language  necessarily 
includes  all  kinds  of  possible  assessments  that  may  be  made  by  any 
authority  under  that  chapter  of  the  Constitution.  It  will  be  observed 
that  no  exception  to  the  general  rule  thus  provided  by  the  Constitu- 
tion is  made  by  express  language,  and  it  would  be  a  strange  construc- 
tion of  an  instrument  of  that  kind  which  would,  first,  b}^  implication, 
construe  into  it  an  exception  which  is  not  made  by  its  language,  and 
then  liold  the  instrument  invalid  on  account  of  that  exception. 

The  Constitution,  therefore,  should  be  so  construed  as  to  give  all 
parties  a  right  to  be  heard,  and  a  right  to  a  reduction  of  their  assess- 
ments, in  case  such  a  reduction  would  be  just,  and  by  that  means,  to 
relieve  the  cases  of  the  first  constitutional  question  raised  by  the 
railroad  company.  This  construction  of  the  Constitution  is  sustained 
by  the  general  rules  of  law.  It  is  a  rule  founded  in  the  first  princi- 
ples of  natural  justice,  that  the  State  will  not  arbitrarily  impose 
burdens  upon  the  property  of  a  citizen,  or  of  any  person  within  its 
limits,  but  that  it  will  give  every  person  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  some  form;  and  this  provision  of  the  Constitution,  recognizing 
this  general  principle,  has  provided  for  the  said  Boards  of  Equaliza- 
tion, before  which  tax|)ayers  may  be  heard  as  to  the  justice  of  assess- 
ments levied  upon  their  property,  and  has  thereby,  in  general 
language,  recognized  the  right  of  every  person  and  corporation, 
witliout  exception  or  discrimination,  to  appear  before  those  Boards, 
or  some  of  them,  and  have  the  assessment  upon  his  or  its  property 
equitably  and  properly  equalized.     The  power  to  equalize,  as  con- 


ferred  by  Section  9  of  Article  13  of  the  Constitution,  is  full  and 
ample,  and  covers  all  kinds  and  classes  of  property  and  persons. 
After  providing  for  the  organization  of  the  several  Boards  of  Equal- 
ization, it  will  be  seen  that  that  section  proceeds  to  give  to  those 
several  Boards  the  power  to  raise  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll, 
or  an 3'  assessment  contained  therein.  How  could  language  be  made 
more  comprehensive?  And  by  what  means  can  the  intent  of  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution  claimed  by  the  railroad  companies,  be 
drawn  from  that  language?  Under  this  general  power  thus  con- 
ferred, the  idea  of  the  existence  of  an  assessment  in  any  form,  with- 
out the  power  in  some  form,  and  by  one  of  the  tribunals  mentioned 
by  the  Constitution  to  equalize  it,  is,  to  my  mind,  utterly  incon- 
ceivable. 

The  provisions  of  the  State  Constitution  above  referred  to  were 
intended  to  secure  a  forum  before  which  all  persons  and  all  cor- 
porations should  have  an  absolute  right  to  be  heard;  and  any  rule, 
whether  it  found  its  origin  in  legislative  enactment  or  judicial  con- 
struction, which  would  deny  to  any  person  or  corporation  this  right 
to  be  lieard,  would  be  in  conflict  with  the  spirit  and  declared  intent 
of  that  instrument.  The  notice  necessary  to  constitute  due  process 
of  law  is  found  in  the  provisions  of  our  Code,  which  fix  a  time 
for  a  sitting  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  at  which  time  all 
persons  feeling  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  that  Board  for  proper  relief. 
If  my  construction  of  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  be  correct, 
it  follows,  therefore,  that  there  is  a  forum  before  which  the  railroad 
companies  have  an  absolute  right  to  be  heard,  and  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard ;  these  constitute  due  process  of  law  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
as  those  terms  have  been  construed  and  interpreted  by  the  highest 
tribunals  in  the  land. 

But  if  my  construction  of  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  be 
incorrect,  may  we  not  meet  the  question  by  legislation  rather  than 
by  constitutional  amendment? 

Section  10  of  Article  13  of  the  Constitution  of  California  con- 
fers upon  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  the  power  to  assess  the 
franchise,  roadway,  roadbed,  rails,  and  rolling  stock  of  all  railroads 
operated  in  more  than  one  county  in  this  State,  at  their  actual  value, 
and  to  apportion  the  said  assessment  to  the  counties,  cities  and 
counties,  towns,  towaiships,  and  districts  in  which  such  railroads  are 
located,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  miles  of  railway  laid  in  such 
counties,  cities  and  counties,  cities,  towns,  townships,  and  districts. 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  Constitution  thus  confers  upon  the 
Board  the  jurisdiction  and  power  to  make  the  assessment,  and  is  in 
itself  a  law  which  will  enable  the  Board,  in  the  absence  of  legisla- 
tion to  levy  the  assessment  and,  in  the  manner  which  it  may  deter- 
mine, finally  fix  the  valuation  of  that  kind  of  property;  but  the 
Constitution  does  not  determine  when  the  final  valuation  shall  be 
fixed;  what  notice,  if  any,  shall  be  given  to  the  railroad  companies; 
what  evidence  shall  be  heard  as  to  the  valuation  of  property;  nor  the 
time  wlien  the  Board  shall  sit  for  the  purpose  of  finally  determining 
the  question  of  valuation.  This  [)ro vision,  like  many  other  provis- 
ions of  the  Constitution  in  relation  to  tribunals  exercising  judicial 
or  quasi-judicial  functions,  simply  confers  the  jurisdiction  and  power 
2' 
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without  undertaking  to  determine  the  details  to  be  pursued  by  the 
Board  in  the  exercise  of  the  power. 

It  will  be  observed  also  that  the  Constitution  does  not  provide 
whether  the  assessment  shall  be  final  as  first  fixed  bj^  the  Board,  or 
whether  in  the  determination  of  the  value  the  Board  may  first  fix 
it  and  then  grant  a  rehearing  and  hear  evidence  from  the  parties^s 
to  the  justice  of  the  assessment  as  first  made;  nor  does  it  determine 
any  of  the  processes  or  methods  that  shall  be  resorted  to  by  the 
Board,  in  order  to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  con- 
ferred by  this  provision  of  the  Constitution.  Such  matters  are  the 
subject  of  legislative  regulation.  As  the  Legislature  may  determine 
what  kind  of  summons,  the  method  of  service,  the  time  within 
which  answers  may  be  filed,  the  method  of  moving  for  new  trials, 
and  rehearings  before  Courts  of  record  exercising  constitutional  juris- 
diction, so  the  Legislature,  in  regulating  the  method  of  the  exercise 
of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  may 
provide  for  notice,  the  form  of  notice  to  be  served  upon  railroad 
companies,  and  the  time  within  which  they  may  answer,  the  method 
in  which  hearings  and  rehearings  may  be  had,  and  all  the  other 
machinery  usuallj'^  exercised  by  Courts  and  Boards  in  the  exercise 
of  their  judicial  powers  under  similar  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. In  other  words,  the  Legislature  may  provide,  if  it  sees  fit, 
that  before  these  assessments  are  finally  made  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  sitting  as  such,  shall  notify  the  owners  of  the  several 
railroads  to  appear  and  be  heard  as  to  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
to  be  levied  against  their  property.  If  this  question,  in  the  present 
unsettled  condition  of  the  legislation  and  laws  of  this  State,  should 
be  determined  against  the  State  and  in  favor  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany, by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  to  the  Legislature  the  passage  of  laws  which  would 
entitle  the  owners  of  railroads,  like  the  owners  of  other  property,  to 
a  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  in  order  that  the  defects  in 
the  sj'stem,  if  possible,  may  be  cured  by  legislation,  without  a  resort 
to  the  expense  necessary  to  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution. 

The  other  question  is  one  of  less  difficulty.  Section  4  of  Article 
13  of  the  Constitution  of  California,  provides  that  "  a  mortgage, 
deed  of  trust,  contract,  or  other  obligation,  by  which  a  debt  is  secured, 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  assessment  and  taxation,  be  deemed  and 
treated  as  an  interest  in  the  property  affected  therebj'.  Except  as  to 
railroad  and  other  quasi-public  corporations,  in  case  of  debts  so 
secured,  the  value  of  the  property  affected  by  such  mortgage,  deed  of 
trust,  contract,  or  obligation,  less  the  value  of  such  security,  shall  be 
assessed  and  taxed  to  the  owner  of  the  property,  and  the  value  of 
such  security  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  to  the  owner  thereof,  in 
the  county,  city,  or  district  in  which  the  property  affected  thereby  is 
situate."  It  is  claimed  by  tlie  railroad  people,  that  the  effect  of  this 
provision  of  the  State  Constitution,  is  to  deny  to  railroad  and  other 
quasi-public  corporations  an  equal  protection  of  the  law,  and  in  the 
discussion  of  this  question  it  has  been  a.«!sumed,  to  some  extent,  that 
this  provision  authorizes  deductions  of  mortgaged  debts  from  the 
valuation  of  the  property  upon  which  the  mortgages  were  given.  A 
reading  of  the  section,  however,  will  demonstrate  that  no  such  con- 
struction can  properly  be  given  to  that  provision  of  tlie  Constitution; 
it  simply  purports  to  fix  a  new  rule  as  to  the  ownership  of  property 
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for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  to  tax  the  property  at  its  actual  value, 
and  to  apportion  those  taxes  among  the  several  owners  of  it.  The 
right-to  apportion  its  taxes  among  its  citizens  is  one  of  the  sovereign 
rights  of  the  State.  A  right  to  make  exemptions  is  involved  in  the 
right  to  apportion  taxes,  and  must  be  understood  to  exist  wherever 
it  is  not  forbidden.  The  right  is  supposed  to  be  exercised  on  reasons 
of  State  policy,  and  presumptively  such  exemptions  contribute  to  the 
general  public  benefit.  It  was  never  the  intention  of  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  interfere 
with  State  power  in  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  taxation.  The  his- 
tory connected  with  that  amendment,  so  familiar  to  all  who  have 
lived  in  the  United  States  during  the  last  twenty-five  years,  embrac- 
ing a  vast  and  destructive  war  over  a  question  much  discussed  during 
the  earlier  history  of  the  United  States,  furnishes  the  true  key  to  the 
construction  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States. 

Just  after  the  adoption  of  that  amendment,  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  took  occasion  to  say,  that  it  was  doubtful  whether  a  case 
would  ever  be  found  in  which  that  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  would  be  held  to  be  applicable  to  any  person 
excepting  the  colored  race.  The  amendment  was  drafted  and  adopted 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  race  of  people  had  been  relieved  from  slavery, 
and  were  compelled  to  live  as  the  neighbors  of  their  old  masters  and 
those  who  had  been  accustomed  to  control  them  absolutely.  The 
necessity  at  that  time  for  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  was  due 
largely  to  the  fact,  that  in  the  States  where  slavery  existed,  the  senti- 
ments of  the  people  were  not  in  accord  with  the  policy  of  the  General 
Government  in  the  making  of  the  emancipation  proclamation.  Rights 
at  that  time  were  denied  to  the  emancipated  citizens  of  the  several 
Southern  States  which  were  essential  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  liberty 
which  the  Federal  Government  had  so  recently  conferred  upon  them. 
The  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage  was  interfered  with  to  such  an 
extent  as  that  Federal  interference  at  one  time  became  necessary. 
The  right  to  trials  in  Courts  of  justice  before  juries  of  their  peers  was 
scarcely  awarded  to  the  emancipated  citizens;  and  in  view  of  these 
things,  and  for  the  purpose  of  consummating  the  scheme  adopted  by 
the  Government  during  the  administration  of  Lincoln,  this  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  drafted  and  adopted, 
and  at  that  time  was  under.stood  to  have  reference  purely  and  solely 
to  the  civil  liberties  and  civil  rights  of  the  citizens.  At  that  time, 
no  one  dreamed  that  that  amendment  would  ever  be  construed  to 
interfere  with  the  taxing  power  of  the  States,  or  to  control  the  States 
in  the  management  of  corporations  created  by  them.  In  one  of  the 
first  cases  in  which  this  provision  received  a  construction  at  the 
hands  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  after  holding  that 
it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  transfer 
the  security  and  protection  of  all  the  civil  rights  heretofore  univer- 
sally conceded  to  the  States,  from  the  States  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, that  Court  proceeds  to  say  :  "Such  a  construction,  followed  by 
the  reversal  of  the  judgments  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana  in 
these  cases,  would  constitute  this  Court  a  perj^etual  censor  upon  all 
legislation  of  the  States  on  the  civil  rights  of  their  own  citizens,  with 
authority  to  nullify  such  as  it  did  not  approve  as  consistent  with 
those  rights  as  they  existed  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amend- 
ment.    The  argument,  we  admit,  is  not  always  the  most  conclusive 
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which  is  drawn  from  the  consequences  urged  against  the  adoption 
of  a  particular  construction  of  an  instrument.  But  when,  as  in  the 
case  before  us,  these  consequences  are  so  serious,  so  far  reaching  and 
pervading,  so  great  a  departure  from  the  structure  and  spirit  of  our 
institutions;  when  the  effect  is  to  fetter  and  degrade  the  State  Gov- 
ernments by  subjecting  them  to  the  control  of  Congress,  in  the 
exercise  of  powers  heretofore  universally  conceded  to  them_  of  the 
most  ordinary  and  fundamental  character;  vvhen,  in  fact,  it  radi- 
cally changes  the  whole  theory  of  the  relations  of  the  States  and 
Federal  Government  to  each  other,  and  of  both  these  Governments  to 
the  people,  the  argument  has  a  force  that  is  irresistible,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  language  which  expresses  such  a  purpose  too  clearly  to 
admit  of  doubt.  We  are  convinced  that  no  such  results  were 
intended  by  the  Congress  which  proposed  these  amendments,  nor 
by  the  Legislature  of  the  States  which  ratified  them." 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  settled  construction  of  the  latter  clause  of 
the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  will 
hold  that  this  provision  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  was  never  intended  to  limit  the  State 
in  the  exercise  of  its  taxing  powers,  and  certainly  was  never  intended 
to  limit  the  State  in  the  exercise  of  its  legislative  powers  over  cor- 
porations created  by  itself.  If,  however,  it  should  be  held  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  that  Section  4  of  Article  13  of 
the  Constitution  of  California  is  in  conflict  with  the  latter  provision 
of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  result  would  be  that  the  system  of  taxation  in  this  State, 
as  adopted  in  the  new  Constitution,  would  be  absolutely  defeated. 
A  careful  reading  of  Section  4  of  Article  13  renders  it  absolutely  cer- 
tain that  the  object  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  was  to  subject 
all  property  within  the  State  to  taxation.  And  this  result  follows, 
so  far  as  land  upon  which  mortgages  exist  and  in  which  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  has  no  interest,  is  concerned,  but  it  is 
claimed  by  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  holds  a  mortgage  upon  its  road ;  that 
mortgage,  of  course,  is  not  taxable,  and  cannot  be  made  taxable  by 
State  legislation.  If,  therefore,  as  the  result  of  the  method  of  appor- 
tionment as  established  by  Section  4  of  Article  13,  the  Central 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  is  absolutely  entitled  to  a  deduction  of 
the  mortgage  held  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the 
result  is  that  the  property  of  that  road,  to  the  extent  of  that  mort- 
gage, M'ill  not  be  subject  to  taxation  at  all,  and  hence  all  the  property 
in  the  Stale  will  not  be  the  subject  of  taxation. 

Such  result  would  work  manifest  inequality  and  injustice  as 
against  other  taxpayers,  and  hence,  if  such  a  rule  should  be  adopted, 
some  change  oughl  to  be  had,  either  by  constitutional  amendment 
or  by  legislation,  which  will  keep  up  and  maintain  the  system  of 
equality,  which  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Constitution  makers  to 
create.  This  might  necessitate  an  entire  change  in  our  system  of 
apportioning  taxes.  I  confidently  believe  tliat  the  opinions  of  the 
Circuit  Judges  will  be  overruled  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  before  the  time  for  the  adjournment  of  the  next  Legislature 
shall  have  arrived;  and  if  this  should  prove  to  be  true,  but  little 
legislation  upon  this  important  subject  would  be  necessary. 

As  a  part  of  the  plan  adopted  by  the  railroad  companies  to  prevent 
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the  collection  of  taxes  assessed  against  them  by  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  for  the  year  1881,  temporary  injunctions  were  obtained 
from  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
restraining  the  Tax  Collectors  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State 
from  selling  the  railroad  property  for  the  payment  of  the  delinquent 
taxes  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  and 
by  such  temporary  injunctions  the  Tax  Collectors  were  prevented 
from  making  a  sale  of  such  property,  and  the  collection  of  taxes 
owing  by  the  railroad  companies  effectually  prevented,  except  by  the 
prosecutions  of  suits  for  the  recovery  thereof. 

In  my  opinion  the  taxpayer  should  never  be  permitted  to  litigate 
with  the  State  as  to  the  legality  of  a  tax,  until  he  has  first  paid  tlie 
same  to  the  proper  authorities.  If  such  payments  were  required  the 
public  treasury  would  at  all  times  contain  the  amounts  estimated  to 
be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Government.  I  therefore  respect- 
fully recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  enactment  of  a  law  similar 
to  Section  3224  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which 
provides  tliat  "  no  suit  for  the  purpose  of  restraining  the  assessment 
or  collection  of  any  tax  shall  be  maintained  in  any  Court;"  and  also, 
providing  that  before  the  validity  of  a  tax  can  be  in  anywise  ques- 
tioned the  tax  shall  be  first  paid  to  the  proper  authorities,  and  that 
then,  if  it  is  claimed  that  such  tax  is  invalid,  an  action  may  be 
brought  to  recover  back  the  amount  so  paid — in  which  action  the 
validit}^  or  invalidity  of  the  tax  can  be  determined,  and  the  rights 
of  the  taxpayer  and  of  the  State  fully  protected. 

The  passage  of  such  a  law  will,  in  a  measure,  avoid  the  vexatious 
delays  which  have  heretofore  attended  the  collection  of  the  public 
revenue. 

ACT  TO    PROMOTE   DRAINAGE. 

I  desire  also  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  under  the  Act  to 
promote  drainage,  large  expenditures  wei-e  made  bj^  the  officers 
appointed  by  you,  who  were  acting  under  the  belief  (it  is  to  be 
assumed)  that  that  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  without  constitutional 
objection.  Whether  the  officers  themselves,  and  those  who  were 
mainly  instrumental  in  promoting  the  scheme,  acted  in  good  faith 
in  the  matter,  however,  is  not  a  question  of  much  importance  to  the 
subject  contained  in  this  report.  There  were,  however,  a  great  num- 
ber of  men  whose  only  connection  with  the  scheme  was  their  employ- 
ment by  the  officers  appointed  by  you,  and  their  labor,  and  the  mate- 
rial which  they  furnished  under  that  employment,  to  be  used  towards 
the  construction  of  the  dams  mentioned  in  the  Act.  These  men  were 
farmers,  merchants,  and  laborers,  and  I  presume  tiiere  is  no  doubt 
that  they,  and  each  of  them,  acted  in  good  faith,  under  the  belief  that 
the  employment  thus  had,  under  what  purported  to  be  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  was  made  by  competent  authority.  During  my  term  of 
office,  and  since  that  Act  has  been  declared  to  be  unconstitutional,  it 
has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  many  of  those  men  have  lost  large 
sums  of  money  because  of  their  faith  in  the  ability  and  willingness 
of  the  State  to  pay  for  the  labor  which  they  thus  performed  and  the 
materials  which  they  have  thus  furnished.  Some  of  them  have 
been  entirelj^  and  utterly  impoverished,  and  it  can  hardly  be  a  sub- 
ject of  surprise  that  these  men  have  been  clamorous  for  their  pay, 
and  that  some  of  them  have  gone  so  far  as  to  ask  officials  to  make 
promises  of  violations  of  duty  in  their  interest.    In  view  of  the  fact 
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that  these  men  acted  in  good  faith,  and  performed  faithfully  the 
duties  which  they  agreed  to  perform,  it  ought  to  be  hoped  that,  in 
justice  to  them,  tlie  State  might  find  some  means  of  remunerating 
them  for  their  services  and  compensating  them  for  their  materials. 
Even  though  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  under  which  labor  has  been 
performed  for  the  State,  may  be  declared  unconstitutional  upon 
technical  grounds,  still  the  State  ought  to  be  willing  to  remunerate 
those  who  have  acted  in  good  faith,  and  expended  their  time  and 
money  for  it. 

But  it  seems  that  Section  32  of  Article  4  of  the  Constitution,  e.r 
industria,  prohibits  what  in  the  past  have  been  known  as  "  relief 
bills."  That  section  provides  that  "  the  Legislature  shall  have  no 
power  to  authorize  the  payment  of  any  claim  hereafter  created 
against  the  State,  or  any  county  or  municipality  of  the  State,  under 
any  agreement  or  contract  made  without  express  authority  of  law  ; 
and  all  such  unauthorized  agreements  or  contracts  shall  be  null 
and  void."  The  object  of  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  is  self- 
evident.  An  Act  of  the  Legislature  which  is  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution,  is  absolutely  void  under  our  system,  and  is  not  law. 
It  has  become-  the  settled  doctrine  that  whenever  the  legislative 
department  transcends  its  constitutional  powers,  its  act  is  void,  and 
its  enactment  is  not  law.  It  would  seem  to  follow,  as  the  result  of 
this  doctrine,  that  these  contracts  were  made  "  without  express 
authority  of  law,"  and  that  therefore  the  Legislature  has  no  power  to 
authorize  the  payment  of  any  claim  created  against  the  State  by  such 
contracts.  Under  this  Act  of  the  Legislature  a  great  deal  of  money 
has  been  paid  out,  and,  as  established  in  the  case  of  the  People  v. 
Chapman,  involving  the  right  of  the  State  to  recover  back  money 
illegally  taken  by  the  State  Prison  Directors,  the  money  which  has 
been  paid  out  under  this  Act  of  the  Legislature  is  recoverable.  It 
has  been  my  intention  to  prosecute  actions  for  the  recovery  of  this 
money,  but  the  great  volume  of  my  oflicial  duties  during  the  past 
year  has  denied  me  the  time  necessarj^  to  the  trial  of  those  actions 
in  case  they  were  brought.  In  justice  to  those  who  performed  the 
labor  and  furnished  the  materials  aforesaid,  I  think  the  State 
ought,  if  possible,  to  wait  until  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  and 
allow  those  people  to  undertake  to  get  such  legislation  as  will  enable 
them  to  make  as  complete  a  defense  as  possible;  but  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  any  legislation  which  they  may  obtain  upon  this  sub- 
ject will  utterly  fail  to  strengthen  their  defense.  I  commend  to  my 
successor  the  consideration  of  this  question,  with  the  statement 
that,  if  I  had  been  reelected,  I  should  have  considered  it  my  duty  to 
commence  and  prosecute  those  actions  to  final  judgment.  The  time, 
however,  which  under  ordinary  circumstances,  1  might  now  devote 
to  such  actions,  will  be  necessarily  consumed  in  the  preparation  for 
the  argument  of  the  railroad  tax  cases  at  Washington.  I  regret 
exceedingly  that  the  ai>proaching  close  of  my  term  of  office  is  too 
near  to  permit  me  to  settle  this  as  well  as  many  other  important 
questions  that  properly  address  themselves  to  this  office. 

THE   STATE   PRISON   DIRECTORS. 

The  legislation  of  this  State  in  relation  to  the  expenses  of  the 
Directors  of  the  State  I'rison  is  manifestly  unconstitutional,  and  has 
been  so  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the  People  v. 
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Chapman,  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made.  That  legisla- 
tion in  effect  provides  a  salary  and  fees  for  those  officers,  while  Sec- 
tion 4  of  Article  10  of  the  Constitution  provides  that  they  shall 
receive  "  no  compensation  other  than  reasonable  traveling  and  other 
expenses  incurred  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  official  duties, 
to  be  audited  as  the  Legislature  may  direct."  These  expenses,  it  will 
be  observed,  are  allowed  by  the  Constitution  itself,  and  all  that  is  left 
to  be  done  by  the  Legislature  is  to  provide  a  method  of  auditing 
them.  The  provision  is  too  plain  to  admit  of  more  than  one  con- 
struction, and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Legislature,  at  its  last 
session,  so  completely  misconceived  the  meaning  of  its  language. 
The  result  of  this  misconception  has  been  to  deny  to  those  officers 
even  the  expenses  which  the  Constitution  itself  provides  for,  and 
has  necessitated  an  expensive  litigation  necessary  to  the  determina- 
tion of  the  constitutional  questions  involved.  Why  the  framers  of 
the  Constitution  should  have  required  the  performance  of  duties  by 
these  officers  without  any  compensation  other  than  traveling  and 
other  expenses,  is  hard  to  conceive,  because  it  can  hardly  be  expected 
of  any  officer  that  he  will  perform  important  public  duties  without 
some  corresponding  remuneration.  I  would  recommend  to  the  Leg- 
islature about  to  meet  the  passage  of  a  law  directing  the  method  in 
which  these  expenses  shall  be  audited,  and  I  think  a  constitutional 
amendment  providing  for  reasonable  compensation  to  these  officers 
would  not  be  out  of  place.  The  duties  which  they  perform  are  of  a 
nature  as  important  as  those  performed  by  any  other  department  of 
the  State  Government,  requiring  not  only  the  exercise  of  capacity, 
but  the  expenditure  of  time  and  money.  And  it  cannot  be  expected 
in  the  future  that  men  of  sufficient  capacity  can  be  found  to  perform 
these  duties  properly  without  a  compensation  adequate  to  the  labor 
to  be  performed. 

SALARIES. 

As  has  been  before  stated  in  this  report,  the  labor  of  some  depart- 
ments of  the  State — under  the  new  Constitution — has  been  greatly 
increased.  An  examination  of  the  records  of  this  office  will  show 
that  during  the  three  years  of  my  incumbency  opinions  have  been 
given  covering  over  twelve  hundred  pages  of  ordinary  letter  book. 
This  is  greatly  in  excess  of  all  of  tlie  work  of  the  same  kind  per- 
formed in  the  office  jjrior  to  my  incumbency  of  which  there  is  any 
evidence  in  the  office.  The  records  of  this  office  also  show  that  two 
hundred  and  sixty-four  criminal  cases  have  come  into  this  office,  and 
have  been  tried,  since  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1880;  and,  also, 
that  sixty  civil  cases  have  been  brought  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and 
some  of  them  have  been  tried  and  determined.  The  vast  amount  of 
labor  is  such,  both  in  importance  and  amount,  as  that  the  salary 
provided  by  the  Constitution  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  labor  to 
oe  performed.  No  person — unless  he  is  a  first  class  lawyer — can 
perform  that  labor  and  do  it  well.  The  amount  of  salary  paid  to 
the  Attorney-General  is  not  much  in  excess  of  that  paid  to  the 
ordinary  District  Attorney ;  and  while  it  is  a  matter  of  no  personal 
interest  to  myself,  I  suggest  that  an  increase  of  the  salary  of  the 
Attorney-General  should  be  had  immediately.  In  this  manner  only 
can  first  class  talent  be  secured;  the  office  being  one  requiring  the 

Eerformance  of  duties  as  important  as  any  other  that  are  required  to 
e  performed  by  any  department  of  the  State  Government.    The 
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State  ought  to  be  willing  and  able  to  pay  for  those  services  m  such 
manner  as  that  the  incumbent  will  be  justified  m  devoting  his 
whole  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  This  can  only  be  done  by  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution.  i     t     ^  .

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An  examination  of  the  foregoing  summaries  and  their  comparison 
with  the  statistics  of  former  years,  will  show  a  measure  of  material 
prosperity  and  progress,  which  must  be  gratifying  to  all  friends  of 
the  public  schools.  It  will  appear  that  while  the  whole  number  of 
children  listed  on  the  census  is  a  trifle  smaller  than  in  1879,  the  num- 
ber enrolled  in  the  public  schools  during  the  last  two  years,  the 
average  number  belonging,  and  the  average  daily  attendance,  are 
all  largely  in  excess  of  those  of  former  years  in  the  history  of  the 
State. 

The  percentage  of  nonattendance,  those  between  five  and  seven- 
teen years  of  age,  who  have  attended  no  school  during  the  year,  is 
less  than  at  any  time  in  nine  years. 

The  average  time  that  schools  have  been  maintained  is  longer  than 
in  any  preceding  years.  This  is  no  doubt  due,  in  a  measure,  to  the 
rigid  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  1621  and  1622  of  the 
Political  Code. 

In  counties  where  the  plan  has  been  adopted,  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 1771,  of  issuing  diplomas  of  graduation  to  pupils  who  complete 
the  full  grammar  school  course  of  study,  it  is  found  that  pupils 
remain  longer  in  school,  and  are  stimulated  to  better  and  more 
thorough  work  in  every  way  than  before.  I  therefore  recommend  all 
County  Boards  to  act  in  this  matter,  guaranteeing  the  most  satisfac- 
tory results. 

After  the  foregoing  was  in  "  proof,"  the  following  item  in  the  edito- 
rial columns  of  the  New  York  Journal  of  Education  attracted  my 
attention ;  and  I  insert  it  here  as  an  encouragement  to  those  Super- 
intendents and  County  Boards  of  Education  who  have  already 
availed  themselves  of  the  provisions  for  holding  examinations  and 
issuing  diplomas  of  graduation  to  those  who  satisfactorily  complete 
the  prescribed  course  of  studj^,  and  as  a  stimulus  to  those  who  have 
not  yet  done  so: 

In  the  State  of  Xew  York  about  one  million  of  pupils  are  yearly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
State  in  its  public  schools.  Thirty  thousand  teachers  are  employed,  to  whom  eight  millions  of 
dollars  are  annually  paid.  It  would  seem  that  the  State  is  doing  a  noble  work  for  the  children, 
but  a  close  examination  fails  to  disclose  it;  at  all  events  it  does  not  do  what  it  might,  could,  and 
should  do,  and  not  increase  the  expenditure  at  all.  The  million  of  children  are  summoned 
together,  and  (except  in  cities)  they  separate  without  any  testimonial  that  they  have  completed 
the  work  assigned  them ;  and  worse  than  this,  no  set  course  of  study  (except  in  cities)  is  assigned 
to  them ! 

This  statement  arraigns  our  school  department  as  inefficient,  and  so  it  is.  It  fails  to  do  for  the 
student  what  colleges  and  academies  do — lay  out  a  course  of  study,  encourage  the  pupils  to  finish 
it,  and  when  finished  bestowatestiraonial  to  that  effect.  The  Board  of  Regents,  with  but$40,000 
to  spend  in  overseeing  academies,  have  created  a  remarkable  interest  by  the  issue  of  their 
"Questions."  The  Regents  do  justice  to  the  pupils  of  the  academies  by  these  "Questions;" 
they  issue  a  certificate  to  those  who  answer  them,  and  the  influence  of  those  certificates  is  exten- 
sive and  steadily  growing.  But  there  are  upwards  of  one  million  that  are  excluded  from  the 
city  examination  and  the  Regents'  examination.  Justice  to  the  children  of  the  public  schools 
demands  that  examinations  be  instituted,  and  diplomas  awarded  to  those  who  successfully  pass 
them. 

Were  the  material  prosperity  and  progress  of  the  schools,  as  shown 
by  the  foregoing  facts  and  figures,  all  that  could  be  reported,  the  show- 
ing, though  highly  satisfactory,  would  fall  far  short  of  meeting  the 
just  and  reasonable  requirements  and  expectations  of  the  people  and 
taxpayers,  who  so  liberally  and  so  ungrudgingly  furnish  the  means 
for  carrying  on  this  work  of  free  public  education.  The  late  Mr. 
Emerson  said:  "The  truest  test  of  civilization  is  not  the  census,  nor 
the  size  of  cities,  nor  the  crops.  No,  but  the  kind  of  men  the  country 
turns  out."    "  The  kind  of  men  the  country  turns  out"  must  depend, 
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in  this  country,  largely  upon  the  kind  of  work  that  is  done  in  the 
public  schools;  and  this  again  upon  the  sort  of  men  and  women 
who  teach  in  them.  On  this  point  I  can  also  speak  advisedly.  In 
addition  to  visiting  hundreds  of  teachers  in  their  school-rooms,  it  has 
been  my  privilege  to  attend  sixty-nine  County  Teachers'  Institutes. 
In  these  Institutes  I  have  met  the  teachers  of  the  respective  coun- 
ties assembled,  have  conferred  with  them,  have  heard  them  discuss 
the  educational  problems  of  the  day,  and  I  can  bear  testimony  that, 
taken  as  a  whole,  the  teachers  of  California  to-day  are  a  body  of 
earnest,  thoughtful,  educated  men  and  women;  and  I  believe  they 
are  doing  as  good,  thorough,  honest  work  as  is  done  in  any  part  of 
the  country. 

The  time  has  passed,  in  this  State,  when  the  idea  obtained 
that  anybody  can  teach  school ;  that  all  which  is  required  for  a 
person  to  be  a  teacher  is  to  know  something  of  the  subject  to  be 
taught.  School  officers,  more  generally  than  ever  before,  are 
demanding  on  the  part  of  those  whom  they  employ  as  teachers  in 
their  schools,  either  the  evidence  of  successful  experience  else- 
where, or  special  professional  study,  education,  and  training.  This 
demand  is  met  on  the  one  hand  by  the  graduates  of  our  State 
Normal  Schools,  and  the  San  Francisco  City  Normal  School,  and  on 
the  other  by  large  numbers  of  unusually  well  qualified  instructors 
from  the  northern  and  northwestern  States,  attracted  hither  bj""  the 
charms  of  a  milder  climate,  the  honorable  recognition  accorded  the 
successful  teacher,  and  the  comparatively  adequate  compensation 
given.  When  all  school  officers  shall  follow  this  course,  we  shall 
find  still  fewer  young,  trifling  girls,  fresh  from  the  Grammar  School 
studies,  and  who  by  a  system  of  cramming  are  able  to  squeeze  through 
an  examination  and  secure  a  certificate,  placed  in  charge  of  a  room 
full  of  children  at  a  most  critical  period  of  their  early  school  life ; 
and  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  schools,  the  pupils,  and  the  State. 

I  believe,  then,  that  the  schools  of  California  are  now,  more  fully 
than  ever  before,  realizing  all  just  and  reasonable  demands  upon 
them.  There  are  those  who  are  never  weary  of  proclaiming  the  pub- 
lic schools  failures,  because  when  a  boy  leaves  them  at  from  fourteen 
to  sixteen  years  of  age  he  is  not  fully  equipped  by  practical  training 
in  some  trade  or  profession  to  step  at  once  into  its  successful  prosecu- 
tion. But  such  charges  cannot  be  maintained  with  any  show  of  rea- 
son. It  is  not  the  province  of  the  public  schools,  even  were  it  possible, 
to  teach  these  trades  or  train  to  these  professions.  The  Sacramento 
Record-Union,  of  December  10th  instant,  said,  editorially:  "The 
proposition  to  establish  schools  of  journalism  has  met  a  deserved 
fate  in  unrcgretted  death.  There  is  one  and  only  one  school  of 
journalism,  and  that  is  found  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  well  con- 
ducted newspaper."    The  same  principle  holds  in  regard  to  trades. 

The  work  that  reasonably  may  be  required  to  be  done,  and  to  be 
well  done,  in  our  public  schools,  is,  that  thorough  instruction  shall  be 
given  in  those  branches  of  education  which  are  known  and  acknowl- 
edged to  be  useful  and  necessary  in  any  and  cvt'ry  vocation  which 
the  jnipil  may  afterwards  follow;  that  the  pupil  shall  bo  trained  to 
habits  of  conscientious,  concentrated  devotion  to  duty,  upon  which 
his  success  in  after  life  will  so  largely  depend;  and  that  iiis  intelli- 
gence and  moral  sentiments  shall  be  so  awakened  and  stimulated, 
that  his  growth  in  the.se  respects  shall  continue  beyond  his  school 
days,  so  that  he  shall  become  a  safe  and  valued  citizen  of  the  State

and  nation.  The  boy  who,  availing  himself  of  the  opportunities 
aflbrded  bj'  our  splendid  sj'stem  of  free  public  education,  cannot 
succeed  in  after  life  in  this  country  of  ours,  where  every  avenue  to 
success  is  open  to  honest  purpose  and  earnest  endeavor,  would  be  a 
failure  anyway,  and  anywhere,  and  under  any  circumstances. 

It  has  become  quite  the  fashion  of  late,  in  some  quarters,  to  charge 
the  public  schools  with  being  the  cause  of  the  growth  of  hoodlum- 
ism,  idleness,  crime,  and  of  whatever  is  wrong  in  society.  We  read 
it  in  the  papers,  and  hear  it  from  the  platform  and  the  pulpit,  and 
see  it  reported  in  the  proceedings  of  ecclesiastical  conventions.  There 
never  Avas  a  more  unfounded  and  unjust  accusation.  It  is  the  cry  of 
those  who  would  sliirk  and  divert  attention  from  their  own  personal 
responsibility — parental  responsibility — for  the  home  surroundings, 
example,  influence,  and  training  (or  want  of  it) ;  the  responsibility 
of  ministers  of  the  gospel,  the  church,  and  the  Sunday  School,  in 
their  failure  to  reach,  and  influence,  and  retain  influence  over  young 
men  and  maidens;  the  responsibility  of  the  daily  and  weekly  news- 
paper, in  publishing,  in  minutest  particularity,  the  harrowing  and 
disgusting  details  of  all  manner  of  crimes  committed  anywhere  in 
the  Avorld,  of  every  round  of  every  brutal  prize  fight,  and  whole 
columns  of  social  scandals,  telegraphed,  it  may  be,  across  the  con- 
tinent. 

It  is  a  charge  which  ignores  the  effect  in  counteracting  the  good 
influences  of  the  school-room,  of  the  evening  and  the  night  passed 
by  our  boys  in  the  society  of  cigarette  smoking,  profane  and  dissolute 
comi)anions  on  the  street  corners,  or  about  the  corner  grocery  and  the 
saloon;  it  leaves  out  of  sight  the  baleful  effect  of  the  flash  illustrated 
weekly  papers,  flouted  unblushingly,  and  without  the  protest  of  the 
officers  of  the  law,  from  the  news  stands  of  our  cities  and  towns,  and 
equally  as  bad,  the  species  of  literature  for  the  young  with  which 
unscrupulous  publishers  have  flooded  the  land — a  species  of  litera- 
ture most  demoralizing  in  its  tendencies  and  debasing  in  its  effect, 
headed  with  startling  and  taking  titles,  and  filled  with  all  sorts  of 
ultra-romantic  and  unreal  situations,  miraculous  adventures,  heart- 
rending scenes,  trashy  and  low  conversations,  lawless  and  vicious 
moralizing,  and  worst  of  all  at  a  price  within  the  reach  of  the  i^oorcst; 
it  takes  no  account  of  the  effect  upon  the  young  of  continually  see- 
ing an  aristocracy  of  wealth  which  is  built  upon  the  worst,  most 
unprincipled,  and  shameless  species  of  stock  gambling  that  our 
country  or  the  world  has  ever  known — built  upon  the  pecuniary, 
social,  physical,  mental,  and  moral  wreck  and  ruin  of  thousands — 
feted,  courted,  flattered,  and  envied  by  "  our  best  society,"  and  their 
slightest  act  or  movement  heralded  by  telegraph  and  the  press  far 
and  wide. 

It  is  possible  to  point  out  the  evils  which  exist  in  society  in  spite 
of  our  public  schools,  but  it  is  not  for  tongue  or  pen  to  adequately 
portraj'  what  would  be  the  condition  of  things  without  their  restrain- 
ing and  refining  influence  upon  the  young,  and  the  lessons  therein 
taught,  and  the  principles  there  inculcated,  of  justice,  patriotism, 
integrity,  and  industry.  It  is  theirs  to  so  cultivate  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  the  future  citizens  of  the  Republic,  that 'the  seeds  of  dis- 
cord, strife,  rapine,  and  violence  which  foreign  Nihilists,  Communists, 
and  Socialists  so  industriously  and  boldly  scatter  broadcast  over  our 
land,  shall  find  no  congenial  soil  in  which  to  germinate.  In  the 
3' 
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eastern  dispatclies  a  few  days  ago,  was  an  abstract  from  a  speech 
made  to  an  immense  audience  in  Chicago  by  one  of  the  latest 
arrivals,  Hon.  Johan  Most,  a  German  Socialist,  in  which  he  said: 

The  people  liere  must  kill,  must  open  banks  and  stores,  and  help  themselves  to  whatever 
they  want.     Bankers  and  capitalists  must  be  set  to  work  on  the  streets. 

And  we  were  further  informed  that  ''his  talk  was  received  with 
uproarious-  applausey 

I  said  lessons  of  industry;  for  if  there  is  any  one  thing  that  public 
education  does  accomplish,  it  is  the  training  of  children  to  work. 
Daj'  after  day,  the  little  people  come  to  their  field  of  labor  in  the 
school  room,  each  with  an  assigned  task,  which,  in  spite  of  any  feel- 
ing of  indolence,  in  spite  of  all  distractions  and  hinderances,  it  is 
his  duty — and  if  the  school  is  properly  conducted — it  is  his  pleasure 
to  do.  The  charge  which  we  sometimes  hear  against  our  schools, 
that  they  do  not  teach  bo\'s  to  labor  and  respect  labor,  is  both  shallow 
and  unjust.  For  in  fact  it  is  the  very  core  and  essence  of  the  whole 
school  sj'stem,  that  it  trains  the  pupils  daily  to  do  some  definite  piece 
of  work,  and  to  do  it  well. 

The  truth  is,  that  proportionally  to  the  child's  powers,  his  daily 
task  in  the  school  room  is  probably  as  hard  work,  for  him,  as  he 
ever  will  be  called  upon  to  do  in  his  life;  and  he  learns  there  habits 
of  self-denial  and  self-control  that  alone  would  go  far  to  make  a 
man  of  him. 

I  am  here  reminded  of  an  illustration  made  use  of  by  Professor  E. 
R.  Sill,  in  one  of  our  educational  assemblages,  while  replying  to 
some  such  charges  or  slanders  against  our  public  schools.  He 
related  how,  upon  a  certain  evening,  a  number  of  young  gentlemen 
were  gathered  in  the  room  of  a  friend  for  social  enjoyment.  The 
earl}'  part  of  the  evening  had  been  stormj^,  and,  as  the  time  for 
adjournment  approached,  one  of  the  party  was  requested  to  step  to 
the  door  and  see  what  kind  of  weather  it  was  out  of  doors.  Not 
being  familiar  with  the  house,  he  opened  by  mistake,  instead  of  the 
outside  door,  one  leading  into  a  dark  pantry.  Putting  his  head  out- 
side, as  he  supposed,  for  a  moment,  he  returned  to  his  companions 
and  replied  to  their  inquiries  as  to  the  state  of  the  weather:  "  It's  as 
dark  as  thunder  and  smells  of  cheese."  "My  friends,"  said  Mr.  Sill. 
"in  looking  for  the  cause  of  all  these  evils,  and  flattering  your- 
selves and  hugging  the  self-satisfaction  and  consolation  that  you 
have  traced  it  to  the  public  schools,  yon  have  simply  been  opening  the 
wrong  door^  I  commend  this  story  and  its  application  to  those  who 
are  Avont  to  attribute  all  the  evils  in  modern  society  to  the  public 
schools. 

Now,  in  all  this,  I  M'ill  not  be  understood  as  claiming  or  believing 
that  we  have  reached  i)erfection  in  our  school  system,  or  school 
management,  or  school  work.  I  know  that  we  are  very  far  from  it. 
Nor  is  it  my  wish,  or  that  of  any  one  connected  with  school  work, 
that  we,  or  what  we  do,  or  the  manner  in  which  we  do  it,  shall  escajx 
criticism  ;  on  the  contrary  we  invite  fair  criticism,  and  are  ha]>py  tc 
receive  practical  suggestions.  As  an  earnest  of  tliis,  here  is  an 
extract  from  the  preliminary  announcement  of  the  State  Teacher.-^'  . 
Association  to  assemble  in  San  Francisco  on  the  27th  inst. : 

Tliis  invitation  is  extended  to  those  who  are  not  offipially  connected  with  our  schools,  but  nr.' 
interested  in  them  as  taxpayers  and  citizens,  and  desirous  that  the  best  results  may  be  accom- 
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plished.  It  is  proposed  to  give  those  a  hearing  who  candidly  believe  reforms  or  changes  are 
necessary  in  our  system  of  public  instruction,  and  we  hope  that  after  a  full  discussion  on  such 
topics,  real  abuses,  if  any,  in  our  educational  system,  may  be  exposed  and  their  remedies  sug- 
gested, and  fancied  abuses  may  be  shown  to  exist  only  in  the  imagination. 

lu  the  published  programme  arranged  for  the  session,  a  time  is  set 
apart  for  the  "  presentation,  by  any  citizens,  of  resolutions  in  relation 
to  the  present  workings  of  the  school  system." 

COST   OF    THE   SCHOOLS — FIXANCIAL. 

The  total  expenditure  for  school  purposes,  including  school  sites, 
buildings,  and  furniture,  was,  for  18S1,  §3,047,605  03,  and  for  1882, 
§3,122,666  20.  The  expense  per  capita  of  educating  our  children  is 
large,  compared  with  that  of  other  States,  being,  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1882,  on  ihe  basis  of  the  average  number  belonging,  for 
tuition  alone,  820  74,  and  for  total  current  expense,  $25.  As  the 
average  monthl}^  salary  paid  male  teachers  is  but  §79  67,  and  that 
paid  female  teachers  but  S64  72,  and  as  the  item  of  teachers'  salaries 
is  82.94  per  cent  of  the  total  current  expense,  the  cause  of  the  large 
cost  per  child  of  carrying  on  our  schools  must  be  sought  in  other 
directions.  It  is  found,  first,  in  our  sparse  and  scattered  population  ; 
and,  second,  in  the  wise  and  generous  determination  of  the  people  of 
California  that  the  benefits  of  free  public  education  shall  be  extended 
to  all  the  children  of  the  State — the  State's  children,  for  they  are 
liers  as  well  as  ours — even  in  the  remotest  districts.  Section  1858, 
Political  Code,  prescribes  the  manner  of  apportioning  State  and 
county  money  to  the  several  school  districts,  as  follows : 

1858.  All  State  school  moneys  apportioned  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  must 
be  apportioned  to  the  several  counties  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  school  census  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years  of  age,  as  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  School 
Census  Marshals  of  the  preceding  school  year;  provided,  that  the  Indian  children  who  are  not 
living  under  the  guardianship  of  white  persons,  and  Mongolian  children,  shall  not  be  included 
in  the  apportionment  list.  The  School  Superintendent  in  each  county  must  apportion  all  State 
and  county  school  moneys  as  follows : 

First — He  must  ascertain  the  number  of  teachers  each  district  is  entitled  to,  by  calculating 
one  teacher  for  every  seventy  school  census  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen 
years  of  age,  or  fraction  thereof  not  less  than  twenty  school  census  children,  as  shown  by  the 
next  preceding  school  census. 

Second — He  must  ascertain  the  total  number  of  teachers  for  the  county,  by  adding  together 
the  number  of  teachers  assigned  to  the  several  districts. 

Third — Five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  apportioned  to  each  district  for  every  teacher  assigned 
it;  provided,  that  to  districts  having  ten  and  less  than  twenty  school  census  children  shall  be 
apportioned  four  hundred  dollars. 

Fourth — All  school  moneys  remaining  on  hand  after  apportioning  five  hundred  dollars  to 
each  district  having  twenty  school  census  children  or  more  for  every  teacher  a.ssigned  it,  and 
after  apportioning  four  hundred  dollars  to  districts  having  less  than  twenty  school  census  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years  of  age,  must  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
districts  in  proportion  to  the  average  daily  attendance  in  each  district  during  the  preceding 
year.  Census  children,  where  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  those 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years. 

While  this  is  certainly  a  liberal  provision,  it  is  one  also  that  I  do 
not  believe  any  true  Californian  would  be  willing  to  have  curtailed 
or  abridged.  It  has  been  urged  sometimes  that  it  offers  temptation 
and  inducement  to  increasing  tlie  number  of  school  districts,  hy 
dividing  up  a  large  and  strong  district  into  a  number  of  small  and 
weak  ones,  for  tlie  purpose  of  securing,  for  the  same  number  of  child- 
ren, a  larger  total  apportionment;  thereby  increasing  the  per  capita 
cost.  A  check  to  this  is  found  in  Section  1577,  Political  Code,  as 
follows : 
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1577.  No  new  district  can  be  formed  unless  the  parents  or  guardians  of  at  least  fifteen  census 
children,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen,  resident  of  such  proposed  new  district,  and 
residing  at  a  greater  distance  than  two  miles  from  any  school  house,  present  a  petition  to  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools,  setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  new  district  asked  for,  etc. 

With  the  improvement  of  roads  and  increased  facilities  for  travel, 
I  am  not  sure  that  three  miles  ought  not  now  to  be  substituted  for 
two  miles  in  this  section.  Another  check  was  found  necessary  to 
prevent  districts  having  the  required  ten  census  children  from  con- 
tinuing to  draw  thfe  four  hundred  dollars  of  public  mone^y,  notwith- 
standing the  school  attendance  was  exceedingly  small.  (In  one  case 
that  came  to  my  knowledge,  a  lady  teacher  in  one  of  the  northern 
counties,  the  wife  of  one  of  the  trustees,  was  drawing  a  salary  of  $75 
per  month,  for  teaching  a  school  with  one  pupil,  that  pupil  being  her 
own  daughter.)  The  following  clause  added  by  the  last  Legislature 
to  subdivision  second  of  Section  1543,  is  the  check  referred  to : 

If,  in  any  school  district,  there  shall  be  an  average  attendance  for  three  months  of  only  five 
pupils  or  less,  such  district  shall  lapse,  and  the  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the  county  belonging 
thereto  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  among  the  other  <listricts  of  his 
county,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  census  children  between  five  and  seventeen,  in  such 
district. 

As  the  population  of  our  State  increases,  the  cost  per  child  of  public 
education  will  proportionally  diminish.  It  will  decrease  when  the 
immense  ranches  which  now  cover  our  fertile  valleys  and  plains  are 
cut  up  into  small  farms — the  happy  homes  of  an  industrious,  thrifty, 
and  intelligent  yeomanry.  Until  then  let  the  lordly  owners  of  these 
endless  ranches  pay  on  the  basis  of  equal  taxation  Avitli  small  owners, 
the  increased  cost  of  our  schools  by  reason  of  their  large  ownership 
of  land. 

The  revenues  for  school  purposes  are  derived:  1,  from  a  State 
School  Fund;  2,  a  County  School  Fund;  3,  a  City  or  District 
School  Fund.  Moneys  received  from  the  State  School  Fund  can  be 
used  onl}'  for  the  payment  of  teachers  in  primary  and  grammar 
schools,  except  ten  per  cent  (when  the  same  does  not  exceed  fifty 
dollars  per  district),  which  is  reserved  for  district  school  libraries. 
County  moneys  must  be  used  exclusively  for  meeting  current  ex- 
penses, until  school  has  been  maintained  at  least  eight  months,  when 
any  balance  remaining  on  hand  may  be  used  for  building,  repairs, 
furniture,  etc.  The  district  moneys  may  be  used  for  any  of  these 
purposes. 

TheDistrictFund  is  raised  by  direct  taxation  upon  the  property  of 
the  district,  or,  for  building  purposes,  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds; 
but  no  district  tax  can  be  levied  or  bonds  be  issued  and  sold  except 
bj''  vote  of  the  district,  at  an  election  called  for  the  purpose  in  man- 
ner and  form  prescribed  by  law.  The  County  Fund  is  raised  by  a 
direct  propert}^  tax.  The  State  Fund  has  its  income  from  property 
tax,  poll  tax,  interest  upon  bonds  held  by  the  State  in  trust  for  the 
benetit  of  public  schools,  and  interest  upon  deferred  payments  on 
sale  of  lands  granted  by  the  General  Government  to  the  State  for 
educational  purposes,  and  known  as  State  scliool  lands.  The  income 
from  til  is  last  named  source  amounted  in  1880-1  to  899,683  24,  and 
in  1881-2  to  §6(1,861  60.

From  the  State  School  Land  Fund,  and  from  the  maturing  of  some 
county  bonds,  there  has  accumulated  in  the  treasury  nearly  $300,000, 
which  is  lying  idle,  because,  as  the  law  now  stands,  the  Board  of 
Examiners  cannot  invest  it.  Coi"u:-erning  this  subject,  I  quote  from 
the  advance  sheets  of  the  very  full,  complete,  and  most  valuable 
report  of  the  State  Controller,  Hon.  D.  M.  Kenfield,  and  cordially 
indorse  his  recommendations  thereon: 


The  revenue  of  the  School  Land  Fund  is  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Section  4,  Article  IX, 
of  the  Stale  Constitution,  which  reads  as  follows:  "The  proceeds  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or 
may  be  granted  by  the  Unitad  States  to  this  State  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  which 
may  be  or  may  have  been  sold  or  disposed  of,  and  the  500,000  acres  granted  to  the  new  States 
under  Act  of  Congress  approved  A.  D.  1841,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  of  common  schools  throughout  the 
State." 

In  order  that  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  carried  out,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  by  the  requirements  of  Section  680  of  the  Political  Code,  and 
the  Act  of  the  Legislature  approved  February  2,  1872,  whenever  and  as  often  as  there  is  in  the 
State  treasury  the  sum  of  $1 0,000  as  proceeds  of  the  gale  of  State  school  lands,  to  invest  the 
same  in  bonds  of  this  State,  bonds  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  several  counties 
of  this  State. 

The  provisions  of  the  section  of  the  Code  referred  to  limit  the  Board  to  investments  in  bonds 
of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States  at  the  lowest  price  at  which  they  may  be  oifered  by  th 
holder  thereof.  Precedent  to  the  purchasing,  the  Board  is  required  to  advertise  for  a  period  o 
thirty  days  for  sealed  proposals  offering  such  bonds  for  sale.  With  the  view  of  investing  the 
money  that  had  accumulated  in  this  fund,  the  Board  at  different  times  during  the  past  two 
years  advertised  for  bonds.  As  our  State  bonds  are  practically  out  of  the  market,  none  were 
offered,  and  the  price  put  upon  bonds  of  the  United  States  being  invariably  above  the  ruling 
rate,  the  Board  was  prevented  from  purchasing. 

The  Act  of  1872  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Board  authority  to  make  invest- 
ments in  bonds  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  whenever  the  Board  desired  to  purchase  this  class  of  bonds 
it  was  not  required  to  advertise  for  proposals,  but  it  could  go  into  the  market  for  them,  with 
the  restriction,  however,  that  not  more  than  the  par  value  should  be  paid. 

Formerly  no  ditliculty  was  experienced  in  making  investments  from  this  fund, as  is  attested 
by  the  large  amount  of  bonds,  viz.:  $1,989,400,  at  this  time  held  in  trust.  Now,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  several  counties  liave  attained  such  a  healthy  financial  condition  that  county  bonds 
cannot  be  obtained  within  the  par  limit,  and  by  reason  of  the  embarrassment,  in  being  required 
to  advertise  for  the  other  classes  of  bonds,  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  make  any  investments, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  the  fund  has  accumulated — having  at  this  time  to  its  credit  the  sum  of 
$198,648  69,  which,  with  the  further  sum  of  $98,387  04,  temporarilv  loaned  to  the  General 
Fund,  makes  a  total  of  $297,035  73,  which  should  be  at  interest  for  "the  benefit  of  our  public 
echools. 

I  doubt  whether,  hereafter,  under  the  restriction  of  not  bidding  more  than  par  for  county 
bonds,  the  State  will  be  able  to  purchase  any  of  this  class  of  bonds  for  the  School  Fund.  The 
laws  under  which  these  iKinds  were  i.ssued,  generally  authorized  the  bonds  to  bear  interest  at 
from  seven  to  ten  per  cent,  and  at  that  rate  all  of  tlie  desirable  bon<is  are  held  in  the  market  at 
a  large  premium.     In  time  to  come,  some  of  these  counties  will  refund  their  bonded  indebted-

ness  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  when,  if  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  permitted  to  hecome  a 
bidder,  such  bonds  could  be  purchased  at  par. 

Another  reflection  suggests  itself,  that  in  any  future  legislation  authorizing  a  county  to  issue 
bonds,  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  may  be  made  a  preferred  purchaser,  at  a  stated  rate 
of  interest. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  Board  could  go  into  the  open  market  and  purchase  bonds  at  a  less 
premium  tlian  it  has  to  pay  under  the  present  system  of  advertising  for  them.  Indeed,  I  am 
inAirnied  by  a  former  Glerk  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  that  on  one  occasion  ^  certain 
amount  of  bonds  was  once  offered  for  sale  in  the  open  market  at  so  much  less  premium  than 
the  Board  was  forced  to  pay  for  the  same  class  of  bonds,  that  the  difference  was  nearly  one  per 
cent  interest  in  favor  of  the  open  market. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  all  restrictions  be  removed,  save  that  which  prohibits  the  Board 
from  investing  in  the  bonds  of  any  county,  the  debt  of  which  at  the  time  exceeds  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  county,  and  that  the  Board  be 
authorized  to  purchase  whenever  and  wherever  it  can  do  best  for  the  School  Fund,  or  that  the 
State  shall  give  her  obligation  for  the  amount  in  the  School  Land  Fund,  and  become  the 
debtor  at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  say  four  per  cent  per  annum. 

COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  EDUCATION  AND  TEACHERs'  CERTIFICATES. 

In  every  county  there  is  a  County  Board  of  Education,  consisting 
of  the  County  Superintendent  and  four  members,  of  whom  at  least 
two  shall  be  experienced  teachers  and  holding  first  grade  certificates 
in  full  force  and  effect,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  yupervisors,^  who 
shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and  tintil  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified. 

These  Boards  have  control  of  the  examination  of  teachers  and  the 
granting  of  teachers'  certificates  within  their  several  jurisdictions. 
Cities  having  Boards  of  Education  are  independent  of  County  Boards, 
and  issue  their  own  certificates.  During  the  two  years  ending  June 
30,  1882,  these  City  and  County  Boards  of  Education  issued  thirty- 
eight  hundred  and  five  certificates. 

It  is  not  to  be  understood  by  any  means  that  so  many  new  teachers 
were  licensed,  because  no  matter  what  other  credentials  a  teacher 
holds,  it  is  a  prerequisite  for  teaching  in  any  city  or  county  that  the 
teacher  shall  hold  a  certificate  of  such  city  or  county.  The  creden- 
tials from  other  States  than  California,  upon  which  these  local  Boards 
may  issue  their  certificates  without  examination,  are  Life  Diplomas 
and  State  Normal  School  Diplomas. 

The  California  credentials  upon  Avhich  local  certificates  may  thus 
be  issued,  are  Life  Diplomas,  Educational  Diplomas,  Normal  School 
Diplomas,  State  University  Diplomas  (when  the  holder  is  recom- 
mended by  the  faculty),  and  unexpired  State  certificates. 

As  no  State  certificates  have  been  issued  or  could  be  issued  since 
the  new  Constitution  went  into  efi'ect  January  1,  1880,  it  follows  that 
by  January  1,  1884,  all  State  certificates  will  have  expired.  County 
certificates  not  being  interchangeable,  teachers  who  do  not  hold 
either  of  the  credentials. previously  named  must  pass  an  examination 
every  time  they  change  from  one  county  to  another.  To  provide, 
however,  for  emergencies  that  may  arise  between  the  semi-annual 
examinations  held  by  the  County  Boards,  as  provided  by  law,  the 
Board,  by  a  general  resolution,  can  authorize  the  Superintendent  to^ 
is.sue  temporary  certificates,  valid  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  Jioard  for  examining  candidates,  to  the  holders  of  certificates  of 
like  grades  granted  in  other  counties;  {)rovided,  that  no  person 
shall  receive  such  temporary  certificate  more  tlian  once.  As  an  indi- 
cation that  the  local  lioards  are  maintaining  a  high  standard  for 
their  certificates,  it  may  be  state<l  that  of  3,746  applicants  in  1881, 
1,213,  or  more  than  thirty-two  per  cent,  were  rejected  ;   and  in  1882, 
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of  2,625  applicants,  753,  or  more  than  twenty-seven  per  cent,  were 
rejected. 

It  is  urged  by  some  school  ofhcers  and  teachers  that  the  law  ought 
to  be  so  amended  that  the  certificates  of  one  county  might  entitle  the 
holder  to  receive,  without  examination,  the  certificates  of  any  and 
all  other  counties  to  which  they  may  go  to  teach,  as  in  its  present 
form  the  law  works  a  great  hardship  to  many  excellent  teachers  in 
thus  subjecting  them  to  reexamination  ever}'  time  they  change  from 
one  county  to  another.  It  is  true  that  in  some  instances  the  law 
does  work  a  hardship  to  good  and  worthy  teachers;  but  in  my  judg- 
ment the  advantages  to  the  department  at  large  so  far  outweigh  in 
importance  any  mere  personal  inconvenience  that  I  am  not  prepared 
to  recommend  the  suggested  change  in  the  law.  Among  the  reasons 
for  withholding  my  recommendations  are: 

First — That  the  tendency  of  the  change  would  be  to  lower  the 
standard  for  obtaining  certificates.  Now  those  who  receive  the  cer- 
tificates of  a  local  Board  are  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  their  own 
jurisdiction  only,  and  the  responsibility  for  passing  incompetents 
can  be  directly  fixed.  This  would  not  be  the  case  if  they  were 
examining  applicants  who  were  to  teach  in  other  and  perhaps  dis- 
tant counties. 

Second — Only  teachers  of  comparatively  limited  experience,  or 
those  holding  second  grade  certificates,  are  inconvenienced  by  the 
law  in  its  present  form,  because  a  first  grade  certificate,  with  five 
years' successful  experience,  entitles  the  holder  to  a  State  Educational 
Diploma,  and  with  ten  years' experience  to  a  Life  Diploma;  creden- 
tials, as  before  stated,  upon  which  local  certificates  are  granted  without 
examination. 

Third — As  a  rule  they  are  not  the  best  and  most  successful  teachers 
who  change  frequently  from  one  county  to  another. 

Fourth. — With  the  change  suggested  Life  and  Educational  Diplomas, 
though  honorable  professional  recognition  of  long  and  successful 
service,  would  have  no  practical  value  over  the  county  certificate  of 
those  who  had  never  taught  a  day. 

Fiftli — The  standard  of  examination  in  the  several  counties,  may 
differ  eventually  to  such  a  degree  as  to  lead  to  discriminations,  one 
against  the  other,  to  the  disturbance  or  total  destruction  of  that  liar- 
mouy  of  action  and  feeling,  and  that  uniformity  of  system,  so  desir- 
able to  maintain. 

Sixth — If  county  certificates  were  made  interchangeable  in  all 
counties,  that  County  Board  which  should  establish  the  reputation 
of  holding  "  easy"  examinations,  would  soon  be  in  great  favor  with 
applicants — a  condition  whicli  might  lead  to  unhappy  results. 

On  tiie  whole,  therefore,  I  think  it  better  to  leave  the  law  in  its 
present  shape. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  English  and  American  literature  be 
added,  in  all  counties,  to  the  list  of  branches  upon  which  api)licants 
for  teachers'  certificates  shall  be  examined,  to  the  end  that  our 
teachers  shall  be  the  better  fitted  to  direct  the  reading  of  their 
pupils  and  to  cultivate  in  them  a  taste  for  that  which  is  pure,  and 
good,  and  ennobling. 

I  al.so  recommend  that  Swett's  "  Methods  of  Teaching"  be  made  and 
announced  as  the  basis  of  examinations  in  "Theory  and  Practice." 
It  is  a  book  which  has  attracted  more  attention,  and  has  been  more 
universally  indorsed  in  the  East,  than  any  similar  work  which  has 
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appeared  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century;  scarcely  an  educational 
journal  comes  to  my  table  from  any  of  the  Eastern  States  which  does 
not  contain  more  or  less  extended  extracts  from  it — another  proof 
that  a  "Prophet  is  not  without  honor,  except  in  his  own  country." 

TEXT   BOOKS — CONSTITUTIONAL   AMENDMENT. 

From  personal  observation  of  the  operation  of  the  present  system, 
from  the  opinions  of  Superintendents,  teachers,  and  patrons  of  the 
schools,  as  expressed  personally  in  Institutes  and  elsewhere,  as  well 
as  by  resolutions  adopted  by  educational  bodies,  I  am  prepared 
strongly  to  recommend  a  return  to  State  uniformity  in  text-books, 
and  to  urge  the  Legislature,  when  calling  an  election  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  amending  the  Constitution  in  other  respects,  to  submit  also 
to  a  vote  of  the  people,  an  amendment  embodying  this  change. 

The  local  Boards  to  whom  the  Constitution  relegated  the  power  of 
selecting  text-books  for  exclusive  use  in  the  schools  of  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  have  performed  the  dutj^  carefully  and  well,  and  in  the 
light  of  the  best  judgment  of  the  members  composing  the  sixty  or 
seventy  Boards  of  Education  of  this  State.  No  complaint  is  made 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  books  now  in  use  were  selected  or 
adopted,  no  charge  is  made  and  no  suspicion  entertained  that  any 
improper  motives  influenced  the  action  of  any  Board,  or  a  member 
of  any  Board.  No  fault  is  found  with  the  books  selected;  they  are 
all  of  them  modern,  compiled  or  written  by  specialists  learned  in 
the  subjects  treated  of,  and  embodying  the  best  lights  of  pedagogical 
science. 

The  only  objection  to  the  present  system  is  the  single  one  of  the 
great  variety  of  books  upon  the  same  subject  in  use  in  our  State. 
This  diversity  imposes  large  expense  upon  parents  who  remove  with 
their  families  from  one  countj^  to  another,  or  even  from  city  to 
country,  and  vice  versa,  and  from  one  town  to  another  in  the  same 
county ;  it  retards  the  progress  of  the  children  in  such  families,  and 
for  a  time,  at  least,  embarrasses  teachers  in  taking  charge  of  new 
schools. 

The  adoption  of  such  an  amendment  would  not  precipitate  a 
change  of  books,  because  under  any  circumstances,  those  now  in 
the  schools  must  continue  in  use  for  the  full  time  for  whicli  they 
were  adopted.  Nor  would  the  adoption  of  books  under  the  operation 
of  State  uniformity  at  any  time  involve  a  universal  change,  because 
owing  to  the  variety  now  in  use,  no  books  could  be  adopted  which 
are  not  already  in  use  in  many  counties  and  cities.  Moreover,  and 
finally,  it  would  be  useless  for  the  State  to  publish  its  own  text-books, 
or  otherwise  attempt  to  furnish  them  free  to  pupils,  without  this  con- 
stitutional amendment,  because  it  would  still  remain  optional  with 
such  Boards,  and  that,  too,  in  the  face  af  all  mere  legislative  enact- 
ments, whether  to  adopt  and  use  them  or  not. 

Tliere  has  l)een  a  great  deal  said  and  written  of  late,  pro  and  con, 
upon  the  question  of  tlie  State  imblishing  its  own  text-book^,  and 
either  furnisiiing  them  free  to  pui)ils,  or  supplying  them  at  cost.  1 
can  see  many  ol.^jections  to  the  State's  going  into  any  such  business. 
It  would  be  making  another  i)erplexing  and  harassing  addition  to 
the  already  sulHciently  complicated  macliincry  of  State  government 
and  State  l)usiness,  without  any  corresponding  henelit. 

On  the  score  of  economy,  it  would  be  a  very  doubtful  experiment. 
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The  cost  of  original  authorship  (or  purchase  of  copyright,  or  plates), 
and  the  cost  of  material  and  labor  in  the  manufacture  of  the  books, 
would  be  but  one  item.  The  expense  and  loss  in  handling  and  dis- 
tribution would  be  no  inconsiderable  item. 

I  have  not  examined  the  matter  suthciontly  yet  to  speak  from  my 
own  knowledge,  nor  have  I  the  data  upon  which,  to  base  an  inde- 
pendent opinion,  but  I  am  informed  by  parties  who  have,  and  I 
believe  the  statement  to  be  correct,  that  all  the  readers,  spellers, 
arithmetics,  and  geographies  (the  four  principal  series  used  in  all 
the  schools  of  the  State),  cost,  at  the  price  paid  publishers,  not  to 
exceed  §40,000  per  annum.  The  State  could  not  certainly  publish 
cheaper  than  that,  and  the  saving,  if  any,  would  be  simply  the  profits 
of  the  liundred  dealers  who  now  handle  them. 

Furthermore,  the  schools  of  California  would  be  supplied  with 
books  in  every  respect  inferior  to  those  of  other  States,  because  the 
State  could  not  successfully  compete  with  the  great  publishing  houses, 
some  of  them  with  invested  capital  counting  up  into  the  millions; 
with  every  facility  that  large  capital  can  command  and  long  experi- 
ence suggest;  with  ever}^  appliance  tliat  invention  and  ingenuity 
have  produced,  and  the  constant  employment  of  the  most  skilled 
artists  and  artisans  anywhere  to  be  found  ;  with  specialties  in  every 
branch  of  study,  submitting  to  them  the  best  results  of  years  of 
study,  thought,  and  labor  in  competition  for  publication;  and  with 
the  whole  country  for  a  market,  in  which,  with  books  as  witli  other 
things,  only  the  cheapest  and  best  are  successful.  I  do  not  believe, 
then,  that  the  State,  as  a  publisher  of  text-books  would  be  a  success, 
either  on  the  score  of  economy  or  excellence  of  products. 

From  its  importance  and  the  prominence  given  of  late  to  the  sub- 
ject, it  can  scarcely  fail  to  command  the  attention  of  the  Convention 
of  Superintendents,  and  the  State  Teachers'  Association,  soon  to 
assemble,  and  to  elicit  an  expression  of  opinion,  and  so  I  leave  it. 

THE    COUNTY   SUPERINTENDENCY. 

This  vital  element  in  our  school  system  has  failed  heretofore  to 
receive  appropriate  and  just  recognition  at  the  hands  of  our  law 
makers. 

Always  an  important  factor  in  our  school  system,  the  office  of 
(.'ounty  Su[)erintendent  was  made  doubly  so  by  the  adoption  of  the 
new  Constitution  and  the  laws  passed  in  conformity  thereto.  But 
while  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  County  Superintendent 
have  been  so  largely  increased,  his  salary  in  most  of  the  counties  has 
been  unchanged,  and  is  less  than  the  amount  received  by  constables, 
or  any  other  officer  in  the  county. 

As  by  the  Constitution  the  office  of  State  Superintendent  is  made 
to  rank  with  that  of  Secretary  of  State  (see  Sec.  2,  Art.  IX),  so  the  office 
of  County  Superintendent  should  rank  with  that  of  County  Clerk  ; 
and  I  recommend  that  in  the  County  government  bill  provided  for 
in  Section  4,  of  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution,  the  Legislature  shall 
so  provide. 

That  he  may  properly  perform  the  higher  and  Jiiore  important 

duties  devolving  ui)on  him,  he  should  be  furnished  with  necessary 

and  adequate  clerical  assistance,  and  a  more  definite  provision  should 

be  made  for  it  than  is  found  in  the  onlv  section  of  the  Code  relating 
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thereto,  viz.,  Section  1549 :  "  Each  County  Superintendent  may 
appoint  a  deputy,  but  no  salary  payable  out  of  the  School  Fund, 
must  be  allowed  such  deputy." 

The  Attorney  General  has  given  it  as  his  opinion  that  by  this 
section  Supervisors  can  allow  a  salary  to  the  deputy  so  long  as  such 
salary  is  not  paid  put  of  the  School  Fund  ;  and  in  some  of  the  larger 
counties,  where  plainly  it  was  physically  impossible  for  the  Superin- 
tendent to  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  law,  the  Supervisors  have 
acted  in  accordance  with  that  opinion,  paying  the  deputy  from  the 
General  Fund.  The  section  should  be  amended  so  as  to  convey  this 
power  to  the  Supervisors  positively  instead  of  negatively. 

THE   STATE   OFFICE. 

Concerning  this  office,  I  have  to  recommend  the  following  changes. 
The  lirst  two  are  absolutely  necessary,  and  the  third  is  a  matter  of 
right  and  justice.  I  feel  the  more  at  liberty  to  urge  them  earnestly, 
because  in  view  of  the  fact  that  as  my  term  of  office  w^ll  expire  in 
a  few  days,  I  can  do  so  with  perfect  disinterestedness. 

First — The  amount  appropriated  for  postage,  expressage,  and  tele- 
gra;phing  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  demands  upon  the  office. 
The  allowance  was  fixed  at  its  present  figure  ($800  per  annum)  at  the 
session  of  1863-4.  Then  there  were  86,831  census  cliildren  (between 
4  and  18  years),  now  there  are  215,978  (between  5  and  17  years).  The 
number  of  teachers,  schools,  and  districts  have  all  nearly  trebled. 
As  a  result  there  has  been  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years  a  steadily 
increasing  deficiency.  I  recommend  therefore  that  the  incoming 
Legislature  appropriate  for  this  purpose  $400  for  the  balance  of  this 
fiscal  year,  and  $2,400  for  the  next  two  years. 

Second — Until  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  office,  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Superintendent  had 
alwa5^s  been  $1,500  per  annum.  It  was  then,  January  1,  1880, 
reduced  to  $1,000.  Three  years  experience  has  demonstrated  the 
unwisdom  of  the  change  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriation. 
I  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  restored  to  its  former  figure,  §1,500. 

Third — An.  unjust  and  entirely  indefensible  discrimination  against 
this  office  has  existed,  which  the  incoming  Legislature  should 
promptly  remove,  and  undoubtedly  will  do  so  when  attention  is 
called  to  it.  The  Constitution  (Sec.  2,  Art.  IX),  providing  for  the 
election  of  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  declares  further 
that:  "He  shall  receive  a  salary  equal  to  that  of  the  Secretary  of 
State."'  It  goes  without  saying  that  his  deputy  should,  in  like  man- 
ner, rank  in  point  of  compensation,  with  the  Deputy  Secretary  of 
State.  This,  however,  has  not  been  the  case.  The  salary  of  the 
deputy  in  this  office  is  but  $1,800  per  annum  as  against  $2,400  for 
other  deputy  State  officers.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  apper- 
taining to  the  deputyship,  the  rank  and  dignity  of  this  office,  and 
equity,  all  warrant  me  in  recommending  that  the  salary  of  the 
Deputy  Superintendent  be  made  e»iual  to  that  paid  every  other  deputy 
State  officer,  viz. :  $2,400  per  annum. 

SCHOOL  LEGISLATION. 

Aside  from  wluit  has  already  been  said,  I  have  very  little  to  recom- 
mend under  this  head.     What  the  scliools  now  chiefiy  need  in  this 
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respect,  is  to  be  "  let  alone."    A  few  minor  changes  are  suggested,  as 
follows : 

First — There  is  a  conflict  between  Subdivision  12,  of  Section  1543, 
Political  Code,  and  Subdivision  3,  of  Section  1593.  The  former 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Count\^  Superintendent:  "To  appoint 
Trustees  to  fill  all  vacancies  created  by  failure  to  elect,  or  otherwise, 
to  hold  until  the  next  annual  election."  The  latter  provides  that  "one 
Trustee  shall  be  elected  annually,  to  hold  office  for  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified."  Complications  have 
arisen  in  several  districts  by  reason  of  these  conflicting  provisions. 

Second — Section  1617  defines  the  powers  and  duties  of  Boards  of 
Trustees,  Subdivision  2  of  which  is — "To  manage  and  control  the 
school  property  Avithin  the  district."  I  have  received  letters  from 
quite  a  number  of  districts,  inquiring  whether  it  is  legal  and  proper 
for  the  Trustees  to  allow  the  use  of  the  school  house  for  traveling 
shows,  dances,  or  even  church  service.  It  would  be  well,  perhaps, 
to  add  a  proviso,  that  the  property  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose 
that  in  any  degree  interferes  with  its  use  for  school  purposes,  or 
interrupts  or  delays  the  sessions  of  the  school.  In  this  connection  I 
would  call  attention  to  the  proviso  in  Section  1  of  Art.  XIII  of  the 
Constitution,  that  "property  used  exclusively  for  public  schools  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation." 

Third — In  Subdivision  7  of  the  same  Section — 1617 — "first  Saturday 
in  July  "  should  be  substituted  for  "  thirtieth  day  of  June."  Trustees 
take  office  on  the  former  and  not  on  the  latter  date. 

Fourth — Section  1618,  fixing  the  salaries  of  teachers  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, having  been  declared  unconstitutional,  should  be  repealed. 

Fifth — By  oversight  or  clerical  error,  the  word  "  warrant "  still 
appears  in  a  few  sections,  as  in  1700  and  1712.  For  this  the  word 
"  requisition  "  should  be  substituted. 

Sixth — Subdivision  1  of  Section  1634  (defining  duties  of  Census 
Marshals)  should  be  amended  to  correspond  with  Section  1858,  which 
prescribes  the  manner  of  apportioning  school  moneys.  It  should 
read  as  follows:  "First — To  take  annually,  between  the  fifteenth 
and  thirty-first  days  of  May,  inclusive,  a  census  of  all  white  and 
negro  children,  and  also  all  Indian  children  living  under  the  guar- 
dianship of  white  persons  (such  guardians  having  been  appointed  by 
a  competent  Court),  who  were  residents  of  liis  district  on  said  fif- 
teenth day  of  May."  The  object  of  the  amendment  is  to  prevent  the 
listing  of  Indian  children  living  on  reservations,  and  others  not 
entitled  by  law  to  draw  public  money. 

Seventh — Subdivision  3  of  the  same  section  might  well  be  amended 
by  adding :  "  He  shall  have  power,  when  he  may  deem  it  necessary, 
to  administer  oaths  to  parents  or  guardians." 

BIENNIAL   CONVENTION   OF   COUNTY   SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The  second  Biennial  Convention  of  Superintendents,  provided  for 
in  Section  1532,  Subdivision  14,  will  convene  in  San  Francisco,  on 
the  twenty-seventh  instant.  The  Legislature,  through  its  Committees 
on  Education,  will  receive^  undoubtedly,  the  benefit  of  their  consul- 
tation. 
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THE   SAN    FRANCISCO   SCHOOL    DEPARTMENT. 

San  Francisco,  with  more  than  one  fourth  of  the  school  census 
children,  and  nearly  one  fifth  of  tlie  teachers  of  the  entire  State,  fills 
so  important  a  place  in  our  educational  system,  that  this  report  would 
be  quite  incomplete  without  at  least  a  brief  reference  to  the  contem- 
poraneous administration  of  its  school  department,  and  the  work  of 
my  colleague  therein.  As  the  metropolis  is  called  the  commercial 
heart  of  tlie  State,  so,  with  its  splendid  opportunities,  should  it  be  in 
name  and  in  fact,  the  heart  of  the  State  educationally,  its  healthful 
and  vitalizing  influence  extending  and  making  itself  felt  to  the 
farthest  limits  of  the  great  field.  To  this  end  its  school  officers  and 
teachers  should  recognize  it  as  a  professional  and  moral  obligation  to 
assist,  by  their  presence  and  their  voice  and  their  work,  to  make 
interesting  and  profitable  the  annual  meetings  in  their  city  of  the 
State  Teachers'  Association.  It  is  not  beneath  the  dignity  of  the 
wisest  and  the  best  metropolitan  teachers  to  do  this.  Scattered  over 
this  State,  laboring  unnoticed  in  obscure  districts,  are  noble  men  and 
women,  the  peers  in  intellect,  ability,  education,  experience,  and  skill 
of  any  teachers  in  the  land,  and  the  work  of  whose  hands  shall  yet  be 
known  of  all  men  by  the  stalwart,  earnest  manhood  which  the  agri- 
cultural districts,  as  the  years  roll  on,  shall  contribute  to  the  counsels 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  to  all  the  walks  of  public,  professional, 
and  business  life,  by  the  good,  true  women,  healthy  and  strong  in 
mind,  heart,  and  body,  who  shall  come  from  farm  and  from  hamlet 
to  adorn  and  grace  the  homes  of  wealth  and  refinement  in  our  cities, 
and  "  whose  children  shall  rise  up  to  call  them  blessed,  and  whose 
husbands  shall  praise  them." 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  but  thirty-eight  out  of  over  seven  hundred 
San  Francisco  teachers  were  present  at  any  time  during  the  three 
days'  session.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  future  meetings  will  show  a 
marked  change  in  this  respect.  Many  teachers  come  to  these  meet- 
ings from  remote  districts,  at  no  little  sacrifice  of  convenience  and 
limited  means;  let  them  go  back  to  their  fields  of  labor  full  of  the 
inspiration  tliat  must  result  from  mingling  with  their  fellow  laborers 
of  the  great  city. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  educational  light  there,  and  the  city  is 
"set  on  a  hill;"  let  its  light  not  be  hidden.  Let  the  teachers  of  San 
Francisco  remember  in  this  connection  that  from  those  to  whom 
much  is  given,  much  is  justh'  expected. 

The  public  schools  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  are,  at  this  time, 
in  a  highly  satisfactory  and  prosperous  condition.  They  are  thor- 
oughly organized  and  equipped  with  able  teachers,  the  most  of  whom 
have  already  devoted  years  of  their  lives  to  public  education,  and 
consider  this  to  be  their  life  work.  A  large  proportion  of  them, 
especially  the  younger  among  them,  have  received  a  course  of  normal 
training,  and  the  practical  advantage  of  such  preparation  for  the 
work  of  the  school  room  has  been  thoroughly  exemplified  in  the 
primary  schools  of  that  city. 

The  course  of  study  is,  on  the  whole,  well  arranged  and  compre- 
hensive, and  is  systematically  and  effectively  carried  out.  A  careful 
observation  of  the  schools  of  various  grades  throughout  the  city,  will 
convince  any  intelligent  observer  that  the}'  will  comi)are  very  favor- 
ably with  those  of  any  city  of  the  Union. 

The  graduates  from  the  Grammar  and  Higli  Schools,  whether  they 
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have  applied  for  admission  to  our  own  University,  or  to  eastern 
colleges,  or  have  entered  the  walks  of  business  life,  have  uniformlj^ 
reflected  honor  upon  the  department  in  which  they  have  obtained 
their  training. 

It  will  be  entirely  ai:)propriate,  in  this  connection,  to  refer  to  the 
services,  in  the  cause  of  education,  of  the  gentleman  who  has  for 
five  years  been  connected  with  the  San  Francisco  schools,  and  who 
now  retires  from  the  position  of  Superintendent,  with  the  esteem  and 
affection  of  the  teachers  of  the  department,  and  with  a  high  degree 
of  public  appreciation  of  his  efficiency''  as  a  school  officer.  Mr.  John 
W.  Taylor  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Com- 
mon Schools  of  San  Francisco  at  the  close  of  1877,  served  in  that 
capacity  until,  in  December,  1879,  he  took  his  place  as  Superin- 
tendent. His  whole  connection  with  the  department  has  been  sig- 
nalized by  a  deep  interest  in  education,  a  just  regard  for  the  rights  of 
the  children,  the  teachers,  and  the  parents,  and  a  sincere  endeavor  to 
strengthen  the  weak  places  in  the  system  and  to  render  it  more 
powerful  for  good.  While  he  has  favored  strict  economy  in  the 
expenditure  of  public  funds,  he  has  always  resisted  any  attempt  to 
weaken  the  real  effectiveness  of  the  schools  by  unwise  parsimony, 
especially  in  the  direction  of  the  salaries  of  instructors,  and  he  will 
always  be  gratefully  remembered  by  the  teachers  of  the  department 
for  his  bold  and  strenuous  efforts  in  their  behalf.  At  the  outset  of 
his  administration,  he  wisely  called  to  his  assistance  Mr.  George 
Beanston,  who,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  many 
years,  had  secured  a  high  reputation  for  exactness,  for  thorough 
acquaintance  with  the  details  of  the  office,  and  for  entire  competency 
for  the  duties  of  his  position. 

He  also  appointed  as  Deputy  Superintendent,  Mr.  Dudley  C.  Stone, 
a  well  known  veteran  educator,  who  had  been  connected  with  public 
education  in  this  State  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  who  had 
acceptably  filled  the  position  of  Deputy  during  the  two  previous 
administrations. 

The  system  of  Teachers'  Institutes,  originated  and  carried  out  by 
Mr.  Taylor,  with  the  help  of  the  teachers  of  the  Department,  is  worthy 
of  special  mention.  Instead  of  diffuse,  desultory  work,  the  Superin- 
tendent divided  all  the  teachers  into  classes  of  one  or  two  grades 
each,  and  confined  the  attention  of  each  session  to  a  specific  subject; 
thus  drawing  forth,  for  the  benefit  of  all,  the  best  thought  and  expe- 
rience of  the  most  progressive  and  successful  teachers  of  those  grades. 
From  time  to  time  general  sessions  of  the  entire  Department  were 
hehl  for  the  purpose  of  listening  to  carefully  prepared  addresses  from 
well  known  and  able  educators,  among  whom  may  be  mentioned 
Hon.  John  Eaton,  Mr.  Jos.  Leggett,  Mrs.  Sarah  Cooper,  Rev.  Drs. 
Barrows  and  Stebbins,  and  Professor  Morse. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  1882,  a  series  of  ten  sessions,  by 
grades,  were  held,  at  which  prizes  were  offered  for  the  best  essays  by 
teachers  of  each  grade,  upon  a  given  subject  connected  with  their 
special  work.  This  course  was  ended  by  a  general  session,  when  two 
prize  essays  were  presented  upon  the  subject:  "How  best  to  reduce 
corporal  punishment  to  a  minimum  in  the  public  schools."  These 
eleven  i)apers  are  to  be  collected  and  printed  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  tiie  teachers  of  the  Department,  and  there  is  no  doubt  tliat  the 
pamplilet  containing  them  will  be  welcomed  also  by  the  other  school 
departments  of  the  State. 
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In  his  retirement  from  public  service,  Mr.  Taylor  will  carry  with 
him  the  esteem  and  the  best  wishes  of  a  host  of  friends  inside  and 
outside  of  the  School  Department,  who  have  always  found  hira  an 
able  and  earnest  school  officer,  and  a  courteous  and  sympathetic 
friend. 

COUNTY   INSTITUTES. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IV  of  the  school  law. 
Teachers'  Institutes  have  been  held  in  most  of  the  counties  of  the 
State,  and  have  been  productive  of  much  good,  not  only  to  the 
teachers  themselves,  and  through  them  to  the  schools,  bj'  the  ex- 
change of  ideas  concerning  school  work,  and  the  methods  of  pre- 
senting to  learners  the  various  subjects  taught  in  the  schools,  etc., 
but  in  awakening  in  the  community  at  large  a  more  lively  interest 
in  the  public  schools  and  the  cause  of  education  generally.  The 
attendance  of  citizens  has  been  large,  not  only  at  the  evening  exer- 
cises and  lectures,  but  also  upon  the  daily  sessions.  The  value  of 
these  Institutes  as  helps  in  educational  work  has  been  greatlj'  en- 
hanced by  the  intelligent  and  earnest  labors  in  them  as  conductors 
and  instructors,  of  Professors  Allen,  Norton,  More,  Childs,and  Braley, 
of  the  State  Normal  School,  who  have  carried  that  school,  so  to  speak, 
into  the  various  school  districts  of  the  State.  I  must  not  fail  to 
mention,  also,  the  valuable  services  rendered  in  these  Institutes  by 
Albert  Lyser,  Esq.,  President  of  Washington  College  and  editor  and 
proprietor  of  the  Pacific  School  Journal,  the  official  organ  of  this 
department,  Hon.  John  Swett,  Professors  Rattan  and  Knowlton,  of 
the  Boys'  High  School,  San  Francisco,  Professor  Kellogg,  of  the  State 
University,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Stratton,  President  of  the  Univer.sitj^  of  the 
Pacific,  Santa  Clara. 

SCHOOL   .JOURNAL. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion by  subdivision  twelfth  of  Section  1521,  Political  Code,  that 
body  designated  the  Pacific  School  Journal  as  the  official  organ  of 
the  school  department.  It  was  a  well  merited  recognition  of  valuable 
services  in  the  cause  of  education  on  the  part  of  its  proprietor  and 
editor,  Mr.  Albert  Lyser,  who  while  filling  with  eminent  success  the 
responsible  position  of  Vice-Principal  in  one  of  the  largest  San  Fran- 
cisco schools,  established,  and  for  seven  years  has  maintained  and 
conducted  with  singular  ability,  the  only  distinctively  educational 
journal  on  the  Pacific  slope. 

I  have  found  it  a  most  valuable  adjunct  in  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  department  during  the  jiast  three  years,  furnishing  as  it  has 
a  medium  of  monthly  communication  with  the  nine  thousand  or 
more  school  officers  and  teachers  of  the  State.  I  commend  the 
Pacific  School  Journal  to  the  good  will  and  support  of  school  officers 
and  teachers. 

A    DEFKCT   IN   OUR   SCHOOL  SYSTEM. 

Except  in  cities  and  a  few  of  the  larger  towns,  there  is  no  i)rovision 
for  free  ju'eparation  for  the  State  University.  A  very  imjiortant 
round  in  our  educational  ladder,  so  to  speak,  is  wanting — that  ladder 
whicli  as  some  one  has  said,  should  reach  from  the  gutter  to  the 
University,     We  have  free  primary  schools,  free  grammar  schools, 
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and  a  free  University;  but  between  these  last  two  there  is  no  con- 
nection established. 

To  the  incoming  administration,  I  commend,  as  the  most  import- 
ant question  that  can  engage  its  attention,  the  problem  of  how  this 
defect  shall  best  be  remedied.  Its  practical  and  satisfactor}'  solution 
will  give  to  our  State  the  most  complete  and  the  grandest  system  of 
public  education  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  and  will  supply  one  of 
tlie  few  things  yet  needful  to  make  California  the  most  desirable 
place  in  the  world  in  which  to  live  and  rear  a  family. 

By  most  educators,  and  others  who  have  spoken  or  written  on  this 
subject,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  repealing  the  last 
clause  in"  Section  6  of  Article  IX,  is  regarded  as  not  only  absolutely 
necessary  before  this  defect  in  our  school  system  can  be  corrected,  but 
as  itself  furnisliing  a  solution  and  settlement  ot  the  whole  question. 
In  this  I  cannot  agree.  The  defect  existed  before  the  adoption  of  the 
Constitution,  to  the  same  extent  as  it  has  since.  Following  is  the 
section  of  the  Constitution  referred  to : 

6f.c.  6.  The  public  school  system  shall  iuclude  primary  and  grammar  schools,  and  such  high 
schools,  evening  schools,  normal  schools,  and  technical  schools  as  may  be  established  by  the 
Legislature,  or  by  municipal  or  district  authority ;  but  the  entire  revenue  derived  from  the 
Stat«  School  Fund,  and  the  State  school  tax,  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  support  of 
primary  and  grammar  schools. 

As  was  .stated  in  my  last  report,  neither  the  Constitution  nor  the 
State  school  law  has  ever  made  any  provision  for  State  aid  to  high 
schools.  In  fact,  the  State  tax  alone  has  never  been  sufficient  to 
maintain  even  the  smallest  district  school.  It  has  always  been 
necessary  to  lev)',  also,  a  county  school  tax,  and  not  infrequently  the 
income  from  both  these  sources  has  to  be  supplemented  by  a  district 
tax.  Moreover,  the  Constitution  specifically  names  iiigh,  normal, 
evening,  and  technical  schools,  as  a  part  of  the  school  system  of  the 
State,  to  be  organized  whenever  the  people  of  any  locality  choose  to 
vote  taxes  for  them. 

That  which  is  required,  is  that  the  people  of  every  considerable 
community  should  be  encouraged  and  stimulated  to  organize  such 
schools  or  classes  as  shall  bring  to  their  children  the  advantages  and 
benefits  of  tJieir  own  University.  To  this  end,  the  Legislature  should 
make  alive  and  operative  the  provision  of  the  section  above  quoted 
in  regard  to  high  schools,  by  passing  an  Act  which  should  embody 
the  simplest  and  plainest  possible  machinery  for  obtaining  at  a 
general  election  an  expression  of  the  people  upon  the  question  of 
establishing  county  high  schools,  or  in  more  populous  sections,  town- 
ship high  schools;  fixing  the  limit  of  taxation  for  this  purpose, 
and  the  manner  of  collecting  it;  by  whom  the  location  of  the  school 
should  be  determined,  the  buildings  erected,  and  the  schools  man- 
aged, etc.  Doubtless,  localities  would  compete  for  the  location  b}' 
liberal  donations  of  land  for  a  site,  and  by  other  assistance.  The 
Legislature,  without  doing  any  violence  to  section  six,  could  provide 
by  special  appropriation  outside  of  the  "State  School  Fund,  and  the 
State  school  tax,"  for  State  as.si.stance  to  such  schools  upon  certain 
conditions,  such  as  the  length  of  time  school  has  been  maintained, 
number  of  pupils,  standard  of  scholarship  as  ascertained  by  use  of 
University  questions,  and  bearing  also,  it  may  be,  a  proportion  to  the 
amount  already  provided  by  the  community,  etc. 

Generous  appropriations  by  the  State  and  National  Government. 
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and  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  public  spirited  citizens,  have 
made  possible  tlie  founding  and  generous  equipment  on  this  coast  of 
a  University  that  might  well  be  the  pride  and  boast  of  a  common- 
wealth many  times  older  than  ours.  It  is  a  University  of  the  people, 
by  the  people,  and  for  the  people,  and  its  privileges  and  its  advan- 
tages should  be  accessible  to  all — to  the  son  of  rich  and  poor  alike,  so 
long  as  he  is  energetic  and  industrious,  and  honest  in  his  aims  and 
in  his  work.  There  should  be  no  narrow,  pennywi.se  limits  to  the 
opportunity  which  the  State  should  give  to  the  poor  lad  whose  only 
fortune  is  in  his  arm  and  brain,  whose  only  rank  in  societj^  is  that  of  a 
manly  character  and  a  noble  aspiration,  and  who  takes  with  grateful 
heart  and  renewed  courage  ever\^  generous  chance  we  can  otter  him 
to  make  a  thoroughly  educated  man  of  himself,  for  the  service,  the 
good,  the  honor,  and  the  glory  of  his  State  and  of  his  country.  The 
State,  through  its  well  furnished,  well  administered  University,  with 
doors  freely  and  widely  open  to  all  who  will  come,  affords  these  oppor- 
tunities. Let  them  not  fail,  or  be  available  to  the  rich  alone,  for  want 
of  free  preparatory  schools.  The  following,  on  this  subject,  is  from 
the  report  just  made  to  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University,  by 
the  President,  W.  T.  Reid: 

I  have  thus  far  only  considered  what  is  necessary  to  enable  us  to  offer  to  promising  students 
superior  educational  advantages  and  unusual  facilities  for  availing  themselves  of  these  advan- 
tages. There  yet  remains  for  solution  a  still  more  practical  question  of  interest  alike  to  the 
University  and  to  those  who  wish  to  enjoy  it.  How  shall  the  young  men  and  the  young 
women,  especially  those  in  the  smaller  towns  and  in  the  country,  get  proper  preparation  for 
the  University?  The  system  is  divided  in  its  most  vital  part.  The  higher  education  is  freely 
offered,  but  the  means  of  obtaining  suitable  preparation  for  it  are  denied.  As  nearly  as  I  can 
determine,  out  of  the  fifty-two  counties  in  the  State  but  seven  offer  opportunities  for  prepara- 
tion for  the  University  at  the  public  schools.  In  other  words,  our  boasted  free  University  is 
free  to  those  who  can  afford  to  pay  for  preparatory'  education,  but  practically  cut  off  from  those 
who  are  not  able  to  incur  this  preliminary  expense — the  very  persons  whose  education  it  is  of 
especial  interest  to  the  State  to  secure.  There  should  be  no  necessary  gaps  in  American  society, 
nothing  that  tends  even  artificially  to  the  creation  of  caste,  and  least  of  all  should  any  such 
tendencj'  be  found  in  our  educational  sj'stem.  Education  is  the  one  avenue  through  which  the 
young  man  of  the  slenderest  means  may  hope  to  have  an  opportunity  to  measure  himself  with 
the  most  favored  in  the  country,  and  it  should  therefore  be  kept  as  clear  as  possible.  There 
should  be  established  in  every  county  in  the  State,  and  in  every  considerable  town  in  the  State, 
a  school  in  which  preparation  for  the  University  could  be  had.  If  such  schools  were  established 
it  would  ultimately  result,  no  doubt,  that  a  connection  would  be  formed  between  them  and  the 
University  so  intimate  that  passing  from  them  to  the  University  would  be  like  passing  from  one 
class  to  another  in  the  same  school.  Such  schools,  too,  would  sympathize  and  unify  education 
in  the  State  as  nothing  else  could  do,  for  the  University  examinations  would  serve  as  a  com- 
mon and  an  unbiased  means  of  comparing  the  excellence  of  the  schools  throughout  the  State. 
I  can  see  no  other  way  by  which  the  University  can  be  brought  within  the  reach  of  every 
youth  in  the  State.  And  again,  the  same  thing  may  be  said  with  reference  to  this  point  that  has 
been  said  regarding  other  recommendations.  If  we  are  to  hope  to  equal  the  best  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  East,  we  must  be  upheld  by  like  support  in  our  secondary  schools.  Nothing, 
again,  would  add  so  much  to  the  attractions  of  the  State  as  such  a  system  of  schools,  and  their 
establishment  and  support  would  be  a  wise  business  enterprise,  if  there  were  no  higher  motive. 

THE   !5TATE   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

The  State  Normal  School,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  training 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  is  doing  an  exceedingly 
important  work  in  our  educational  system.  Its  continued  growth  in 
po)»uhir  favor,  as  shown  by  an  increased  attendance,  and  an  increased 
demand  for  its  graduates,  as  teachers,  are  a  sufficient  guarantee  that 
it  is  doing  this  work  well. 

It  is,  happily,  no  longer  necessary  to  urge  upon  our  j>coi)le  the 
advantages  arising  from  employing  teachers  trained  for  their  work. 
These  advantages  have  become  so  apparent  that  none  but  those  who 
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are  willfully  blinded  can  fail  to  recognize  them.  As  a  result  of  this, 
the  graduates  of  the  school  are  in  constant  demand,  notwithstanding 
that  the  State  is  somewhat  over  supplied  with  licensed  teachers. 


STATE    NORMAL    SCHOOL, 

S.l-V  JOSE,  CAL. 

The  attendance  upon  the  school  has  increased  about  sixty  per  cent 
during  the  past  two  years,  although  the  grade  for  admission  has 
been  materially  advanced  during  the  time.  The  grade  should  not 
be  raised  so  high  that  our  best  Grammar  Schools  cannot  fit  pupils 
for  admission  to  the  Junior  classes. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  public  institution  in  the  State  where  money 
is  more  economically  expended,  and  where  more  valuable  returns 
are  made  for  the  expenditure.  An  increased  appropriation  will  be 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  school  for  the  next  two  years,  and  I  have 
no  doubt  it  will  be  cheerfully  granted.  In  this  connection  I  respect- 
fully refer  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

From  the  report  of  the  Principal,  Prof.  Charles  11.  Allen,  I  quote 
as  follows: 

For  the  past  term  we  have  e.tamined  for  admission  to  the  school  two  hundred  and  sixteen 
new  pupils.  Nineteen  of  these  were  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Senior  Class,  sixty-two  for 
the  Middle  Classes,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  for  the  Junior  Classes.  Of  these,  seven 
were  admitted  to  the  Senior,  forty  to  the  Middle,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty  to  the  Junior 
Classes.  Many  of  those  admitted  to  the  Junior  Classes  were  pupils  who  had  applied  for 
admission  to  advanced  classes.  Thirty-nine  were  found  not  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Normal  Classes.  This  makes  the  total  number  of  new  pupils  admitted  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven.  The  new  pupils  examined  represent  thirty-eight  counties  of  this  State,  besides  five 
other  States  and  Territories.  The  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year  represent  forty-six  counties 
of  the  SUite.  The  six  counties  not  represented  are  all  distant,  but  with  one  exception  they 
have  been  represented  in  the  school  during  past  years. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  term,  exclusive  of  the  Training  School,  has  been  five  hun- 
dred and  six,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  four  himrlred  and  ninety-five.  The  highest 
enrollment  was  in  September,  when  the  roll  shows  an  attendance  of  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
two.  The  average  attendance  would  Jiave  been  considerably  larger  but  for  the  great  amount  of 
sickness  throughout  the  State.  During  the  last  half  of  November  and  the  first  part  of  Decem- 
ber, a  large  number  of  pupils  were  called  home  because  of  illness  or  death  in  their  respective 
families.     The  school  has  been  reniarkablv  healthy,  but  two  cases  of  serious  illness  having 
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occurred.  In  oue  of  these  the  pupil  happily  recovered.  The  other  was  the  case  of  Miss  Ger- 
trude M.  Smith,  who  was  ill  with  typhoid  fever.  She  was  taken  to  her  home  in  Castroville, 
Monterey  County,  and  there  died  September  seventeenth. 

As  in  my  former  reports,  I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that  the 
attendance  for  the  past  year  has  been  about  fifty  per  cent  more  than  the  attendance  was  at  the 
time  the  appropriation  was  made  for  the  support  of  the  school.  To  carry  on  the  work  and  not 
create  a  deficit  we  have  had  to  consolidate  classes,  so  that  our  classes  are  now  entirely  too  large 
for  good  work.  The  Senior  Class  numbers  one  hundred  and  ten,  and  in  two  of  their  recitations 
they  have  been  heard  as  oue  class.  Some  of  the  other  classes  number  fifty  or  more.  Had  we 
means  at  our  disposal,  the  interests  of  the  school  demand  at  least  two  additional  teachers. 

The  new  Senior  Class,  to  begin  the  work  next  term,  will  probably  number  fifty,  and  if  I  may 
judge  by  the  correspondence  aud  calls  for  catalogues,  the  attendance  in  the  other  classes  will  be 
increased  rather  than  diminished.  It  would  not  surprise  me  in  the  least  should  the  attendance 
next  term  reach  six  hundred. 

This  growth  of  the  school  is  entirely  a  healthy  one.  No  efforts  have  been  made  to  increase 
the  attendance  by  any  outside  work.  It  has  come  from  the  good  work  of  the  school,  and  the 
constantly  increasing  demand  for  its  graduates  as  teachers.  This  demand  we  have  never,  for 
any  length  of  time,  been  able  to  supply. 

The  work  of  the  term  has  been  in  the  highest  degree  satisfactory.  Teachers  and  pupils  have 
worked  together  faithfully  and  harmoniously,  and  the  results  are  shown  in  the  large  number 
promoted  to  advanced  classes.  No  serious  cases  of  discipline  have  arisen,  and  save  the  demand 
for  a  larger  teaching  force,  I  have  no  recommendations  to  lay  before  the  Board  in  reference  to 
the  school.

The  following  are  the  regulations  of  the  school : 

COKDITIOXS    OF    ADMISSION. 

For  admission  to  the  Junior  Class,  the  following  qualifications  are  requisite: 

1.  Age — Sixteen  years. 

2.  Certificates. — A  valid  certificate.  State  or  County,  of  any  grade. 

3.  Examinations. — A  limited  number,  for  the  present,  may  be  admitted  on  examination. 
They  must  present  certificates  of  good  moral  character,  and  pass  an  examination  upon  the 
studies  of  the  Junior  year,  such  as  would  be  required  to  obtain  a  third  grade  certificate. 
A  certificate  entitles  the  applicant  to  admission;  but  all  pupils  are  examined,  on  entering  the 
school,  for  classification.  For  the  Junior  Class,  they  are  examined  only  in  Spelling,  Reading, 
Geography,  Elements  of  Arithmetic,  and  Elements  of  Grammar.  For  entrance  to  advanced 
classes,  in  all  the  studies  of  the  preceding  classes. 

Pupils  who  have  passed  through  the  Ir'reparatory  Class  may,  if  in  good  bodily  health,  enter 
the  Junior  Class  before  becoming  sixteen  years  of  age;  but  if  they  do  so,  will  be  charged  a  tui- 
tion fee  of  seventy-five  cents  per  week  until  they  are  sixteen,  as  the  law  prescribes  that  "the 
school  shall  be  free  only  to  those  who  are  sixteen  years  of  age." 

All  pupils  are  examined  monthly,  and  if  they  show  either  incapacity  or  unwillingness  to  do 
the  required  work,  are  assigned  to  lower  classes,  or  excused  from  attendance. 

None  are  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class  under  seventeen  years  of  age. 

Pupils  may  be  admitted  to  the  Junior,  or  Middle  Classes,  at  any  time  during  the  year,  but  all 
applicants  for  admission  to  the  Senior  Class  should  present  themselves  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  as  none  are  graduated  who  have  not  been  one  year  in  attendance  at  the  school.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  to  receive  the  necessary  instruction  in  Methods  of  Teaching. 

Applicants  for  admission  are  required  to  make  and  sign  the  following  declaration:  "  I  hereby 
declare  that  my  purpose  in  entering  the  school  is  to  fit  myself  for  teaching,  and  that  I  intend 
to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  California;"  and  to  make  a  deposit  of  five  dollars,  which  will 
be  refunded  when  they  leave,  if  clear  of  the  books  of  the  Librarian,  and  if  there  are  no  charges 
for  injury  to  reference  books,  building,  or  furniture. 

Those  who  are  unable  to  pass  the  preliminary  examination  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School, 
can  enter  the  Preparatory  Class  until  qualified.     In  this  class  a  tuition  fee  is  required. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  elementary  course  of  study,  comprising  the  studies  of  Junior  and  Middle 
Years,  consists  of  those  branches  essential  to  qualify  one  to  teach  well  in  the  common  schools 


in  the  State,  as  well  as  to  give  the  graduates  a  practical  business  education,  with  the  requisite 
amount  of  training  and  culture  so  desirable  in  a  teacher. 

The  full  course  comprises  the  studies  of  the  elementary  course,  and  other  subjects  necessary 
to  fit  one  to  teach  in  the  higher  grades  of  schools,  and  to  give  a  wider  and  more  generous  culture. 
Those  completing  this  course  will  receive  a  full  diploma,  equivalent  to  a  first  grade  State  cer- 
tificate, perpetual,  and  requiring  only  the  requisite  experience  to  entitle  the  holder  to  an  Edu- 
cational or  Life  Diploma. 

Pupils  may  enter  any  course  for  which  they  are  qualified,  but  a  great  advantage  will  be 
derived  from  taking  the  full  elementary  course,  to  secure  that  thoroughness  of  drill  necessary 
to  the  skillful  teacher. 
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Note. — Thoae  who  expect  to  complete  the  course  should  be  prepared  to  meet  an  expense  of  about  four  dollars 
for  an  herbarium  and  other  appliances  in  Botany,  in  the  Middle  Year,  and  about  the  Bame  amount  for  chemi- 
cal apparatus  and  lalx>ratory  practice  in  the  Senior  Year. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

TRAINING    SCHOOL. 

A  well  organized  Training  School  is  connected  with  the  Normal  School,  and  in  this  the  pupil 
teachers  will  find  ample  opportunity  to  apply  )iractically  the  instruction  received  in  methods  of 
teaching;  and  members  of  the  Senior  Class  will  be  required  to  demonstrate  to  the  Faculty  of  the 
Normal  School  their  ability  to  teach  well,  before  being  recommended  for  graduation. 

EXPENSES,    ETC. 

Tuition  is  free.  Boarding,  in  pleasant  private  families,  can  be  had  at  from  sixteen  to  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month.  All  necessary  stationery  is  furnished,  and  the  pupils  have  free  access 
to  a  large  and  well  selected  reference  library. 

Before  scouring  boarding  places,  pupils  should  consult  with  the  Principal  or  Preceptress,  and 
they  will  be  permitted  to  board  in  families  approved  by  the  Faculty.  This  applies  also  to 
changing  boarding  places  during  the  term.  Experience  has  shown  that  it  is  never  best  to  allow 
young  gentlemen  and  young  ladies  to  board  in  the  same  family. 

EXAMINATION   FOE   ADMISSION. 

Examinations  for  admission  begin  on  Tuesday,  August  eighth,  at  nine  o'clock,  a.  m.  For 
admission  to  Junior  Class,  one  day  is  required ;  to  the  Middle  Class,  two  days;  to  the  Senior 
Class,  three  days. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  any  of  the  classes  must  be  in  attendance  the  first  day.  As  no 
pupils  are  assigned  to  classes  until  fully  examined,  those  coming  in  late  may  be  compelled  to 
wait  from  one  to  three  weeks  before  another  examination. 

No  candidates  for  the  Senior  Class  will  be  examined  after  the  first  examination. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Those  completing  the  course  of  study,  training,  and  practice  in  the  school,  are  granted  a 
diploma,  which,  by  legislative  enactment,  entitles  the  holder  to  a  first  grade  certificate  in  any 
county  in  the  State. 

MUSEUM. 

We  have  already  a  collection  valued  at  four  thousand  dollars,  and  are  constanth'  receiving 
additions.  Having  ample  room  for  storing  and  displaying  any  donations  made,  we  earnestly 
solicit  all  friends  of  the  school  to  give  us  their  aid. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  destroyed  has  been  replaced  with  many  important  additions,  and  a  large  and 
commodious  room  has  been  set  apart  for  students  to  do  their  practice  and  experimental  work  in 
Natural  Science. 


A  library  of  about  two  thousand  volumes  of  choice  literature  is  accessible  to  the  pupils, 
besides  the  ordinary  reference  books  of  a  well  supplied  school. 

APPLICATION    FOR    TEACUERS. 

There  are  usually  connected  with  the  school,  or  in  correspondence  with  the  Faculty,  persons 
well  qualified  to  teach,  and  willing  to  accept  suitable  situations  when  offered. 

All  letters  in  reference  to  teachers,  etc.,  will  be  promptly  answered,  and  if  applications 
are  definite  enough,  teachers  can  generally  be  supplied.     Applications  should  state: 

1.  Male  or  female  teacher  required  ; 

2.  Grade  of  certificate  required  ; 

3.  Beginning  and  length  of  term  ; 

4.  Wages  and  ])rice  of  board  ; 

5.  Route  of  travel,  and  apjiroximate  expense  from  San  Francisco. 

The  work  under  this  head  is  all  done  as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  and  although  no  charge  is 
made  to  either  Trustees  or  teachers,  no  pains  are  spared  in  the  effort  to  send  the  right  teacher 
to  the  right  place. 

ADVICE   TO   THOSE    WHO    WISH    TO    ENTER   THE   SCHOOL. 

1.  Carefully  examine  tJie  course  of  study,  and  decide  how  much  of  it  you  have  thoroughly 
accomplished,  recognizing  always  the  dillerence  between  the  knowledge  required  by  a  teacher, 
and  by  one  who  is  merely  ex])ectingto  become  a  general  scholar. 

2.  Do  not  be  \mo  anxious  to  enter  advanced  classes.  There  will  be  no  time  in  any  class, 
especially  the  Senior  Class,  to  make  uj)  back  studies.  Many  who  are  admitted  to  the  advanced 
classes  fail  to  do  tlie  work  well,  from  lack  of  elementary  training,  and  regret  not  having  begun 
to  work  here  in  lowet  grades. 
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3.  Obtain  a  letter  from  your  County  Superintendent,  if  possible,  nominating  you  to  the  posi- 
tion.    This  will  be  all  the  recommendation  you  require. 

4.  Bring  with  you,  as  useful  for  study  or  reference,  all  the  text-books  you  have. 

5.  Come  expecting  to  work  faithfully  and  honestly;  to  make  study  your  first  and  only  aim 
while  here:  prepared  to  make  many  sacrifices  for  your  own  good  and  the  good  of  the  school. 

If  you  cannot  come  with  this  spirit,  or  if  you  lack  the  determination  to  carry  you  through  in 
this  spirit,  you  will  make  a  mistake  in  entering  a  Normal  School. 

DISCIPLINE. 

In  a  Normal  School  there  should  be  no  need  of  referring  to  the  matter  of  discipline.  Only 
those  should  come,  or  be  admitted,  who  have  well-formed,  correct  habits.  This  is,  in  no  sense, 
a  reform  school,  and  young  gentlemen  or  young  ladies  who  are  not  disposed  to  submit  willingly 
and  cheerfully  to  all  "the  wholesome  restraints  found  necessary  for  the  good  working  and  good 
reputation  of  the  school,  will  be  unhesitatingly  dismissed. 

We  are,  in  a  measure,  responsible  to  the  State  for  the  character  and  acquirements  of  each 
pupil  graduated  from  the  school.  This  being  the  case,  we  are  compelled  to  exercise  the  most 
rigid  scrutiny  in  reference  to  both  these;  and  offenses,  that  in  a  mere  academic  institution 
might  be  passed  over  lightly,  here  are  viewed  rather  as  indicating  the  unfitness  of  the  offender 
for  taking  charge  of  and  training  the  children  of  the  State.  In  this  way  it  sometimes  happen? 
that  pupils  are  advised  to  withdraw  from  the  school,  or  are  even  dismissed,  when  no  very 
gerious  charges  are  brought  against  them:  they  have  merely  convinced  us  that  tliey  are  not 
suitable  persons  to  enter  the  profession  of  teaching. 

No  publicity  is  given  to  such  cases,  except  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  protect  the  school 
from  false  accusations.  Nor  is  our  action  ever  taken  with  a  view  of  punishing  the  offenders. 
They  are  simply  permitted  to  go  to  schools  where  they  or  their  parents  can  paj'  for  the  work  of 
discipline.    The  State  can  afford  to  educate  for  teachers  only  those  above  the  need  of  such  work. 

GENERAL    REMARKS. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  County  Superintendents,  and  other  friends  of  the  Normal  School,  may 
be  ready  to  advise  those  who  are  earnestly  striving  to  make  themselves  good  teachers,  to  enter 
some  of  the  departments  of  the  school.  It  may,  also,  in  all  kindness,  be  suggested  that  none  be 
recommended  who  are  not  physically,  mentally,  and  morally  fitted  for  the  profession.  The 
fact  that  a  candidate  has  failed  at  an  examination  is,  alone,  hardly  evidence  that  he  should 
come  to  the  Normal  School.  While  it  is  our  aim,  by  faithful  effort,  to  fit  our  pupils  for  the 
work  of  teaching,  even  here  we  cannot  work  miracles,  and  there  are  those  of  whom  no  amount 
of  instruction,  and  no  thoroughness  of  training,  can  make -good  teachers. 

Constant  interrogati^ries  are  reaching  us  from  the  Census  Bureau  and  other  sources,  in  reference 
to  the  present  occupation  of  graduates  of  the  school,  and  also  how  long  they  have  followed  the 
work  of  teaching.  There  are  no  definite  data  in  our  possession  from  which  to  make  accurate 
answers  to  the  interrogatories,  and  such  data  can  be  obtained  only  from  graduates.  I  therefore 
respectfully  ask  all  former  graduates  of  the  Normal  School  to  send  me  their  present  address, 
and  to  inform  me  how  many  years  they  have  taught  since  graduation.  I  should  also  be  thank- 
ful for  a  few  of  the  old  Catalogues,  say  those  for  years  previous  to  1874-75.  The  Catalogues  in 
the  possession  of  the  school  were  all  burned. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  the  teachers  of  the  State  to  spend  as  much  of  their  unem- 
ployed time  with  us  as  they  can  thus  use  pleasantly  and  profitably.  They  will  be  made  wel- 
come for  a  day,  a  week,  a  month,  or  a  year. 

.  The  general  plan  of  the  inner  working  of  the  school  is  best  under- 
stood by  reading  the  following: 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  paper,  which  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  pupil  on  his  admission  to  the 
school,  will  sufficiently  explain  the  relation  of  the  pupils  to  the  school. 

TO    THE    PCPIL. 

You  have  applied  for  admission  to  the  California  State  Normal  School,  have  passed  the 
required  exammation,  or  Ijeen  duly  promoted,  and  upon  making  the  required  deposit  of  five 
dollars,  will  be  regularly  admitted  as  a  j)upil. 

You  will  then  assume  a  new  relation,  which  gives  you  great  privileges,  and  which,  like  all 
such  relations,  brings  with  it  new  and  important  responsibilities.  While  the  school  affords  you, 
gratuitously,  certain  advantages,  it  requires,  at  your  hands,  certain  duties. 

At  any  time  when  you  cannot  willingly  and  cheerfully  comj)ly  with  these  requirements,  it 
will  be  better  for  you  and  the  school  that  you  sign  your  papers  and  leave,  tiuis  sjiving  the 
unpleasantness  that  an  enforced  discipline  always  engenders. 

You  are  entering  upon  a  course  of  stud}'  and  trainmg  designed  to  fit  you  to  become  teachers, 
and  one  of  the  most  important  qualifications  is  self-control.     It  is  therefore  expected  that  the 
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proper  observance  of  the  regulations  of  the  school  will  come  from  a  desire  on  your  part  to  do 
your  duty  by  yourself  and  the  school,  and  not  from  a  feeling  that  there  is  a  force  outside  3'our- 
self  that  may  be  used  to  secure  this  observance.  No  one  will  act  the  part  of  spy  upon  your 
behavior  here,  but  your  good  sense,  honor,  and  honesty  will  be  trusted  until  good  reasons  are 
found  for  believing  that  this  cannot  be  done,  and  then,  however  painful  it  may  be,  you  will  be 
unhesitatingly  excused  from  the  school. 

ATTF.ND.\NCE,    CLASS    WORK,    AND    EXAMIXATIONS. 

You  are  expected  to  be  punctual  and  regular  in  your  attendance  upon  all  the  exercises  of  the 
school,  and  of  the  particular  class  to  which  you  are  assigned.  Two  unexcused  absences  or  tardi- 
nesses forfeit  your  place  in  the  class  and  school,  and  you  can  be  reinstated  only  by  permission 
of  the  Principal. 

You  are  expected  to  prepare  your  lessons  thoroughly,  and  to  perform  all  duties  required  of  you 
promptly  and  cheerfully. 

Examinations  are  held  quarterly,  from  the  result  of  which,  together  with  your  daily  recita- 
tions, 3'ou  will  be  graded.  If  you  show  ability  and  inclination  to  do  more  work,  you  will  be 
promoted  to  a  more  advanced  class ;  if  you  fall  below  the  required  grade,  you  will  be  dropped 
to  a  lower  class. 

All  pupils  are  dropped  from  the  school  who  do  not  secure  promotion  from  a  class  after  passing 
over  the  studies  a  second  time.  Such  pupils  will  rarely  make  respectable  teachers,  even  if  the 
State  can  alford  to  educate  them. 

REFERENCE    LIBRARY,   AND    RENTED    BOOKS. 

The  reference  books  are  not  to  be  removed  from  the  rooms  where  they  belong,  and  they 
and  all  other  books  are  to  be  used  carefully.  They  should  not  be  marked,  nor  should  leaves  be 
turned  down.  Any  injury  to  the  books,  beyond  ordinary  wear,  will  be  assessed,  and  the 
amount  deducted  from  the  deposit  of  the  pupil  who  is  responsible  for  the  injury. 

Library  books  must  be  returned  within  two  weeks  of  the  time  when  drawn,  and  no  pupil 
shall  draw  the  same  book  twice  in  succession,  if  any  other  pupil  has  applied  for  it. 

Rented  books  should  be  returned  the  day  before  leaving  school,  or  early  during  the  last  week 
of  the  term. 

STATIONERY. 

Stationery  will  be  furnished  to  you  for  all  school  work  required,  but  not  for  your  private  use, 
nor  to  waste.  Whenever  you  leave  the  school  turn  over  to  the  Librarian  all  stationery  properly 
belonging  to  the  institution. 

PERSONAL    MATTERS. 

Enroll  3''ourself  with  your  name  as  it  should  appear  upon  the  books  and  in  the  catalogue  of 
the  school,  and  retain  that  name  in  all  your  classes  and  upon  all  your  papers. 

Keep  your  people  at  home  well  informed  as  to  the  street  and  number  of  your  San  Jose  resi- 
dence, and  have  all  telegrams  and  express  packages  directed  so  as  to  reach  you  there. 

Should  your  parents  or  guardians  change  their  residence  while  you  are  here,  have  the  change 
at  once  noted  upon  the  records  of  the  school,  that  we  may  be  able  to  communicate  with  them  at 
once,  in  case  of  accident,  sickness,  or  other  emergency. 

Have  your  letters  directed  in  care  of  the  Normal  School,  and  they  will  be  safely  and  regularly 
delivered  to  you  twice  every  day. 

It  will  be  impossible  for  you  to  do  the  work  required  of  you  here,  unless  you  preserve  good 
bodily  health.  To  do  this  you  will  need  to  devote  at  least  one  hour  a  day  to  vigorous  exercise. 
As  far  as  possible  tajic  this  regularly  by  daylight  and  in  the  open  air. 

If  you  are  ill,  or  if  other  circumstances  arise  when  you  feel  the  need  of  counsel,  advice,  or 
sympathy,  applj'  freely  to  any  member  of  the  Faculty,  and  you  will  ever  find  them  as  ready 
and  willing  to  be  your  friends  as  they  have  been  to  be  your  teachers. 

BOARDING,  STUDY    HOURS,  ETC. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  school  have  adopted  the  following  regulations,  which  the 
Faculty  of  the  school  are  required  to  see  fully  observed: 

All  pupils  attending  any  department  of  the  school,  who  do  not  board  and  room  with  their 
parents  or  legal  guardians,  and  who  are  not  under  the  immediate  charge  of  parents  or  such 
guardians,  shall  be  considered  as  boarders,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  rules: 

BOARDERS   AND    BOARDING. 

1.  Pupils  are  expected  to  consult  the  Principal  or  Preceptress  before  selecting  boarding 
places. 

2.  Pupils  must  board  at  places  indorsed  by  the  Principal  or  Preceptress. 

."}.  Ladies  and  gentlemen  shall  not  be  allowed  U^  board  in  the  same  house.     This  rule  shall 
aj)f)ly  «'<|ually  wlu-n  the  house  is  occupied  \>y  two  or  more  families. 
4.  Permission  must  in  every  case  be  obtained  from  the  teacher  in  charge,  when  pupils  desire 
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to  board  in  families  where  boarders  are  taken  who  are  not  connected  with  the  school.     It  is  not 
expected  that  permission  will  be  asked  which  conflict  with  the  preceding  regulation. 

5.  Brothers  and  sisters  shall  be  allowed  to  board  in  the  same  house,  j>rovided  no  other  board- 
ers are  received  into  the  house. 

6.  Pupils  must  consult  the  teacher  in  charge  before  changing  boarding  places. 

7.  Boarders  shall  not  be  absent  from  their  boarding  places  in  the  evening  without  permission 
from  the  teacher  in  charge.  If  compelled  by  unforeseen  causes  to  be  absent  at  the  time  named, 
without  obtaining  such  permission,  they  must,  before  leaving,  inform  the  people  with  whom 
they  board  or  room,  where  they  are  going  and  when  they  shall  return.  Such  absence  must  be 
reported  to  the  teacher  in  charge  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  Permission  to  attend  suitable 
places  at  suitable  times  will  always  be  granted  to  pupils  who  are  doing  well  in  their  studies, 
but  school  and  its  requirements  must  be  first. 

8.  Teachers  should  be  notified  beforehand  when  it  is  necessary  for  pupils  to  be  absent  from 
school. 

9.  Pupils  may  receive  calls  on  Friday  evening  from  6  to  9  o'clock,  or  before  study  hours  of 
other  days  of  the  week. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  du^y  of  the  Principal  and  the  teachers  in  charge,  to  satisfy  themselves  that 
all  parties  who  either  keep  boarders  or  rent  rooms  to  self-boarders,  exercise  such  supervision 
over  such  pupils  as  will  secure  a  compliance  with  the  spirit  and  intention  of  the  rules  of  the 
school.  Pupils  shall  not  be  allowed  to  continue  to  board  where  such  supervision  is  not  main- 
tained, or  where  the  requirements  of  the  school  are  in  any  way  disregarded. 

11.  All  boarders  are  required  to  present  semi-monthly  reports  of  conduct,  signed  by  the  parties 
with  whom  they  board  or  room. 

STUDY    HOURS. 

Study  hours  are  defined  to  be,  during  the  period  from  August  to  November,  from  7  to  9:30 
p.  M.;  and  from  November  to  the  close  of  the  year,  from  6  to  9  p.  m.,  of  all  week  days  except 
Friday. 

Most  pupils,  in  order  to  retain  their  places  in  their  classes,  will  require  more  than  the  time 
above  stated.  Such  additional  time  should  be  taken  in  the  morning  or  the  afternoon,  but  so  as 
to  leave  time  for  recreation  and  exercise  in  the  day  time  and  in  the  open  air. 

Pupils  living  with  their  parents  or  guardians  will  find  it  advantageous  to  observe  these  rules, 
but  the  school  requires  only  that  they  do  the  work  of  their  several  classes,  and  so  conduct  them- 
selves as  not  to  bring  the  school  into  disrepute. 

In  reply  to  many  letters  in  reference  to  grade  of  admission,  the 
following  questions,  used  in  the  entrance  examinations,  in  1882,  are 
printed.  The}^  maj'  also  form  a  guide  to  those  preparing  to  enter 
the  school.

For  the  information  of  applicants  we  append  the  following  detailed  statement  of  require- 
ments in  Chemistry,  Zoology,  and  Botany  : 

Chemistry. — Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Senior  Class  are  examined  upon  the  following 
elements,  viz:  Carbon,  Hydrogen,  Oxygen,  Nitrogen,  Sulphur,  Phosphorus,  Chlorine,  Silicon, 
Alluminum,  Iron,  Calcium,  Sodium,  Potassium,  Magnesium,  Lead,  Gold,  Silver,  Mercury,  and 
Copper,  with  their  more  important  compounds:  the  composition  of  common  rocks;  the  chem- 
istry of  respiration  and  nutrition,  of  the  growth  of  seeds  and  plants,  and  of  fermentation  and 
distillation. 

Zoology. — Candidates  must  be  able  to  write  a  complete  tabular  synopsis  of  the  branches, 
classes,  and  orders  of  the  animal  kingdom,  with  examples  of  each  order;  also,  to  describe  the 
characteristic  differences  of  the  several  orders,  and  essential  points  of  structure  and  function, as 
given  by  Tennej*  or  Orton.  They  will  also  be  examined  upon  the  more  destructive  fruit  pests 
of  California,  especially  including  the  various  Coccids   and  Aphides,  Codlia  Moth,  and  the

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family  of  Borers.  Mueli  information  upon  these  points  may  be  obtained  by  addressing,  with 
stamp,  Matthew  Cooi<e,  Sacramento. 

Botany. — The  elements  of  structural  Botany,  with  dissection  and  sketching  of  all  parts  of 
plants,  from  the  embryo  through  the  stages  of  development  to  the  fruit  and  seed. 

Independent  work  in  analysis  or  classification  of  our  local  flora  is  also  required,  together  with 
the  arrangement  of  an  herbarium  of  twenty-five  specimens,  including  five  ferns,  mounted  and 
named. 

Examinations  will  include  dissection,  sketching,  and  analysis,  and  candidates  for  the  Senior 
Class  are  expected  to  show  that  they  have  collected  and  dried  the  required  number  of  plants, 
but  are  not  required  to  mount  them. 

Students  in  Botany  are  invited  to  donate  at  least  ten  plants  each  to  the  herbarium  of  the 
school,  as  a  small  expression  of  gratitude  to  their  Alma  Mater. 

BRANCH  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  Branch  Normal  School  at  Los  Angeles  was  established  in 
accordance  with  the  following  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved 
March  14,  1881 : 

AN  ACT 

To  estabfish  a  Branch  State  Normal  School. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  Count}'  of  Los  Angeles,  a  school,  to  be  called 
the  Branch  State  Normal  School  of  California,  for  the  training  and  educating  of  teachers  in  the 
art  of  instructing  and  governing  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  of  the  "State  Normal  School"  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  Trus- 
tees of  the  said  Branch  Normal  School,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  select  a  site  for  the 
permanent  location  of  said  Branch  Normal  School  in  the  County  of  Los  Angeles.  Said  Trustees 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  examine  the  different  sites  oSered  by  the 
people  of  the  County  of  Los  Angeles  for  the  location  of  the  Branch  Normal  School  buildings; 
and  the  site  selected  by  them  shall  be  and  remain  the  permanent  site  for  the  Branch  State 
Normal  School ;  provided,  that  no  buildings  shall  be  erected  in  the  County  of  Los  Angeles  until 
a  deed  in  fee  simple  of  the  land  selected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School 
shall  be  made  to  the  State. 

Sec.  .3.  Said  Branch  State  Normal  School  shall  be  governed  and  regulated  by  the  same  laws 
now  governing  and  regulating  the  State  Normal  School. 

Sec.  4.  The  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
General  Fund  of  the  State  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  building  of  said  Branch  State 
Normal  School. 

Sec.  5.  The  Controller  of  State  shall  draw  warrants  from  time  to  time,  as  the  work  shall 
progress,  in  favor  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School,  upon  their  requisition 
for  the  same;  provided,  that  the  cost  to  this  State  for  the  erection  of  said  Branch  Normal  School 
building  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  herein  appropriated. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  buildings  shall  be  erected  and  the  moneys  hereby  appropriated  therefor 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  all  labor 
performed  upon  said  buildings  shall  be  done  by  the  day's  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
went  to  Los  Angeles  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  ]\Lirch,  and  after  two 
days  spent  in  examining  the  many  sites  submitted,  selected  Belview 
Terrace,  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  as  the  permanent  site  of  the 
Normal  School. 

The  Terrace  was  the  property  of  Mr.  V.  Beaudry,  whose  proposi- 
tion was  to  deed  the  property,  5.15  acres,  covered  with  bearing  orange 
trees,  to  the  State,  for  S8,000.  The  City  Council  having  decided  that 
no  money  could  be  ai)i)ropriated  from  the  City  Treasury  for  the 
pur])0se,  a  number  of  citizens  decided  to  raise  the  money  necessary 
to  purchase  the  site  by  private  subscriptions.  After  an  earnest  can- 
vass among  the  people  of  Los  Angeles,  $8,000  was  thus  secured,  in 
sums  ranging  from  §500  to  §2  50. 

The  deed  of  the  projierty  to  the  State  having  been  approved  by 
the  Attorney-General,  the  Board  advertised  for  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  a  building  not  to  exceed,  in  cost,  §50,000,  and  from  the 
many  excellent  plans  submitted,  those  of  Curlett  &  Eisen,  of  San 
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Francisco,  were  selected.  S.  H.  Kent,  of  San  Francisco,  was  appointed 
Superintendent  of  Construction,  J.  D.  Campbell,  of  San  Jose,  Foreman, 
and  J.  R.  Brierly,  of  Los  Angeles,  Clerk  of  Construction.  The  con- 
struction of  the  building  was  begun  November  28,  1881,  and  was  so 
far  completed  that  school  was  opened  therein  on  the  twenty-ninth 
of  August,  1882,  although  the  building  was  not  formally  dedicated 
until  the  ninth  of  September  following. 

The  school  opened  with  the  following  faculty:  Chas.  H.  Allen, 
Principal;  C.  J.  Flatt,  Vice-Principal ;  Miss  Emma  L.  Hawks,  Pre- 
ceptress; J.  P.  Red  way,  teacher. 

Eighty-two  applicants  presented  themselves  for  admission,  sixty- 
four  of  whom  satisfactorily  passed  the  examination  and  were 
admitted  to  the  school.  By  additions  since  the  opening  the  school 
now  numbers  eighty-three. 

The  school  at  San  Jose,  of  which  Professor  Allen  is  also  Principal, 
is  so  large  that  most  of  his  time  is  required  there,  and  the  teaching 
force  in  the  branch  school  consists  of  the  remainder  of  the  faculty. 

A  Training  School  was  organized,  and  now  numbers  145  pupils, 
divided  into  three  classes,  taught  as  follows:  Grammar  Class,  OUie 
E.  Gibson;  Intermediate  Class,  Martha  M.  Knapp;  Primary  Class, 
Annie  L.  Boyer. 

These  teachers  are  graduates  of  the  San  Jose  Normal  School.  They 
were  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  were  elected  by  the 
Los  Angeles  Board  of  Education,  which  latter  body  pays  their  sala- 
ries, and  also  an  annual  rental  of  $1,000  for  the  three  rooms  occupied 
by  these  classes.  The  classes  are  conducted,  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
upon  the  methods  taught  in  the  Normal  School. 

The  work  of  the  school  is  going  on  as  smoothly  and  as  much  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all  interested,  as  is  possible  with  the  present  teach- 
ing force.  It  is  hoped  that  the  incoming  Legislature  will,  early  in 
the  session,  make  appropriations  for  this  institution  in  accordance 
with  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  expressed  in  their  report 
just  published,  and  to  which  I  respectful Ij''  call  attention  in  this 
connection. 

In  making  Professor  Allen,  who  is  also  Principal  of  the  San  Jose 
Normal  School,  Principal  of  the  Branch  School  without  extra  salary. 
the  Board  was  governed  by  motives  of  economy,  the  appropriation 
for  current  expenses  being  meager,  and  also  by  the  desire  that  the 
Branch  School  should  be  organized  on  the  same  plan,  with  the  same 
standards  and  grades  of  classes,  etc.,  as  the  San  Jose  School.  The 
arrangement,  of  course,  was  only  provisional.  Principal  Allen  closes 
his  semi-annual  report  to  the  Board  as  follows: 

According  to  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  I  attended  the  opening  work  and  conducted  the 
examinations  for  admission,  making  them  uniform  with  the  examinations  in  the  San  Jos^ 
School.  I  have  been  able  to  visit  the  school  once  during  the  term,  and  find  the  work  going  on 
well.  The  people  of  Los  Angeles  and  the  pupils  seem  satisfied  with  the  workings  of  tiie  school, 
and  from  the  report  of  Vice  Principal  Flatt,  I  judge  that  a  good  term's  work  has  been  accom- 

flished.  I  have  not  a  detailed  report  of  the  attendance,  but  have  no  doubt  it  has  been  creditable, 
n  reference  to  the  Branch  School,  I  have  to  suggest,  that  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  it  should 
have  an  actual,  rather  than  a  nominal  Principal,  and  that  to  prevent  the  school  from  becoming 
merely  a  High  School  or  an  Academic  Institution,  teachers  heroafter  selected  for  positions  there, 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  those  who  have  had  Normal  School  training  or  Normal  School 
experience. 
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UNIVERSITY  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

The  University  of  California  i-s  an  integral  part  of  the  public  edu- 
cational system  of  the  State.  As  such.it  aims  to  complete  the  work 
begun  in  the  public  schools.  It  offers  the  best  opportunities  in  the 
State  for  a  higher  education.  Through  aid  from  the  State  and  the 
United  States,  and  by  private  munificence,  it  furnishes  ample  facili- 
ties for  instruction  in  science,  literature,  and  the  professions  of  law, 
medicine,  dentistry,  and  pharmacy.  In  the  undergraduate  courses, 
i.  e.,  in  the  Colleges  of  Letters,  Agriculture,  Mining,  Mechanics,  Civil 
Engineering,  and  Chemistry,  in  the  Literary  Course,  and  in  the  Course 
in  Letters  and  Science,  these  privileges  are  offered  without  charge  of 
tuition,  and  to  all  persons  resident  of  the  State,  who  are  qualified  for 
admission.  Persons  from  other  States  are  admitted  to  equal  privi- 
leges upon  the  paj^ment  of  a  small  matriculation  and  tuition  fee. 
The  professional  courses,  being  self-sustaining,  require  as  reasonable 
tuition  fees  as  possible.  All  courses  are  open  to  all  persons  without 
distinction  of  sex.  The  Constitution  of  the  State  provides  for  the 
perpetuation  of  the  University  under  its  present  form  of  govern- 
ment. With  this  guarantee  of  security  from  change,  it  looks  forward 
to  an  era  of  ampler  development  and  greater  usefulness. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  department  of  instruction  comprise  the  following : 

(1.)  Letters  and  Science,  including  the  College  of  Letters  or  Classical  Course,' the  Colleges 
of  Agriculture,  Mechanics,  Mining,  Civil  Engineering,  and  Chemistry,  the  Literarv  Course,  the 
Course  in  Letters  and  Science,  and  certain  irregular  courses. 

(2.)  Law.—T\i&  Hastings  College  of  the  Law. 

(3.)  Medicine. — The  Toland  College  of  Medicine. 

(4.)  Dentistry/. — The  College  of  Dentistry. 

(5.)  Pharmacy.— The  College  of  Pharmacy. 

The  general  funds  of  the  University  are  devoted  to  the  Colleges  of  Letters  and  of  Science. 
The  Colleges  of  Medicine,  Dentistry,  and  Pharmacy  are  self-supporting.  The  College  of  Law 
has  a  separate  endowment. 

HISTORY. 

The  University  was  instituted  by  a  law  which  received  the  approval  of  the  Governor  March 
23,1868.  Instructions  were  commenced  in  Oakland  in  the  Autumn  of  1869.  The  commence- 
ment exercises  of  1873  were  held  at  Berkeley,  July  sixteenth,  when  the  University  was 
formally  transferred  to  its  permanent  home.  Instructions  began  at  Berkeley  in  the  Autumn  of 
1873. 

The  College  of  California,  which  had  been  organized  several  years  before  the  University, 
transferred  its  property  and  students  upon  terms  which  were  mutually  agreed  upon,  and 
closed  its  work  of  instruction  in  1869.  This  college  was  incorporated  in  1855,  and  through  its 
agency  a  part  of  the  Oakland  property  of  the  University,  and  the  Berkeley  site,  now  owned 
and  occupied  by  the  University  of  California,  were  secured. 

The  site  of  the  University,  at  Berkeley,  is  a  domain  of  about  two  hundred  acres,  situated 
on  the  slope  of  the  Contra  Costa  hills,  about  five  miles  from  Oakland,  facing  the  Golden  Gate. 
It  is  traversed  by  two  watercourses,  is  much  diversified  in  aspect,  and  is  adapted  to  a  great 
variety  of  culture.  .\  part  of  the  site  is  reserved  to  illustrate  tiie  work  of  agriculture  and  hor- 
ticulture, and  is  now  under  cultivation. 

The  undergraduate  colleges  were  the  only  ones  included  in  the  original  organization;  the 
jirofessioual  colleges  were  added  from  time  to  time.     These  latter  are  all  located  in  Sun  Francisco. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Universityof  California  is  a  State  institution,  established  by  the  Legislature  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution,  and  intrust^id  to  the  care  of  a  Board  of  Regents,  which  includes  the 
(Jovornor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  the  President  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  the  President  of  the  Mechan- 
ic's Institute  of  San  Francisco,  the  President  of  the  University,  and  sixteen  other  llegents 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  approved  by  the  Senate.

the  othere  at  their  office  in  San  Francisco.  • 

To  this  body  of  Regents  the  State  has  committed  the  administration  of  the  University,  includ- 
ing the  finances,  care  of  property,  appointment  of  teachers,  and  determination  of  the  interior 
organization  in  all  particulars  not  already  iletermined  by  law. 

The  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  of  the  Congressional  enact- 
ment of  July  2,  1862,  which  pertain  to  the  government  of  the  University,  together  with  the 
terms  of  affiliation  of  the  professional  colleges,  and  other  regulations,  are  published  in  a  sepa- 
rate pamphlet. 

The  instruction  and  government  of  the  students  at  Berkeley  are  intrusted  to  two  Faculties, 
which  have  hitherto  acted  as  one  body — the  Faculty  of  Science  and  the  Faculty  of  Letters. 
The  Faculties  of  Law,  Medicine,  Pharmacy,  and  Dentistry,  in  San  Francisco,  are  distinct  bodies. 
All  the  Professors  and  Instructors  of  the  University  constitute  what  is  termed  by  laAv  the  Aca- 
demic Senate,  the  meetings  of  which  are  expected  to  be  infrequent,  and  restricted  to  matters  of 
general  concern.

COURSES   OF    INSTRUCTION. 

The  Colleges  of  Letters  and  of  Science  comprise  the  College  of  Letters,  embracing  a  classical 
course;  the  Colleges  of  Science,  embracing  Agriculture,  Mechanics,  Mining,  Engineering,  and 
Chemistry  :  a  Literary  Course  ;  a  Course  in  Letters  and  Science;  and  certain  irregular  courses 
not  leading  to  a  degree. 

Regular  Courses  Leading  to  a  Degree. — The  completion  of  either  of  the  eight  following 
named  courses  requires  four  years. 

The  Classical  Covirse  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  corresponds  to  the  usual 
academic  course  of  the  leading  American  colleges.  It  is  designed  to  offer  the  best  preparation 
for  professional  study,  and  to  furnish  a  liberal  education.  Both  Latin  and  Greek  are  required 
for  this  course. 

The  Literary  Course  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters,  and  has  the  same  general 
purpose  as  the  Classical  Course.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  wish  to  study  Latin,  and  to 
enjoy  a  fuller  course  in  English,  French,  and  German  than  that  offered  by  the  Classical  Course. 
Greek  is  not  required  for  this  course. 

The  Course  in  Letters  and  Science  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters,  and  in  it  special 
attention  is  given  to  the  English  language  and  literature,  to  modern  languages,  history,  and 
political  science.  It  is  especially  intended  for  students  who  wish  a  liberal  course  in  general 
culture.     Neither  Latin  nor  Greek  is  required  for  this  course. 

The  Courses  in  Science:  Agriculture,  Mechanics,  Mining,  Engineering,  and  Chemistry  lead 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  are  founded  for  training  those  who  wish  to  prepare 
theinselves  for  the  industrial  professions.  Each  College  gives  to  the  student  a  good  English 
education,  such  instruction  in  either  French  or  German  as  will  insure  a  reading  power  of  one 
of  the  modern  languages,  and  an  introduction  to  the  principles  of  modern  science,  together 
with  special  instruction  preparatory  to  a  fuller  course  of  professional  study  in  the  particular 
department  he  may  choose.  Neither  Latin  nor  Greek  is  required  for  these  courses,  but  a  pre- 
paratory course  in  Latin  is  recommended. 

The  Course  in  Agriculture  is  designed  for  students  who  wish  to  familiarize  themselves  with 
the  sciences  underlying  the  farmer's  calling,  and  with  the  best  practice  of  its  several  branches, 
as  a  preparation  for  the  intelligent  and  successful  exercise  of  their  profession,  whether  as  prac- 
tical farmers  or  as  agricultural  experts. 

The  Course  in  Mechanics  is  designed  for  students  who  wish  to  become  mechanical  engineers 
or  machinists  (so  far  as  they  are  constructors  of  madhinery),  or  to  devot«  their  energies  to  such 
technical  and  industrial  pursuits  as  involve  a  knowledge  of  machinery. 

The  Course  in  Mining  is  designed  for  students  who  wish  to  become  mining  or  metallurgical 
engineers,  or  to  engage  in  one  of  the  many  pursuits  connected  with  the  mining  industries,  such 
as  tlie  surveying  and  maf)ping  of  mines,  the  assaying  and  working  of  ores,  the  designing  and 
use  of  mining  machinery,  or  the  exploitation  of  mines. 

The  Course  in  Engineering  is  designed  for  students  who  wish  to  adopt  civil  engineering  as  a 
profession,  and  to  engage  in  such  work  as  the  survey  of  lands,  leveling,  topographical  engineer- 
ing, triangular  or  geodetic  surveying,  the  location  and  construction  of  roads,  railways,  and 


canals,  the  designing  and  construction  of  bridges  of  wood,  iron,  or  stone,  the  building  of  dams, 
reservoirs,  and  systems  of  water  supply,  draiuagc,  and  sewerage,  and  the  improvement  of  rivers, 
harbors,  and  sea  coasts. 

The  Course  in  Chemistry  is  designed  for  students  who  wish  to  become  professional  chemists, 
either  as  teachers  or  investigators,  or  manufacturers  in  chemical  industries,  and  also  for  those 
who  wish  to  become  expert  chemists  preparatory  to  the  pursuit  of  medicine,  pharmacy,  etc. 

Irrkgular  Courses  not  Leadisg  to  a  Degree. — The  Student  at  Large  Course  does  not  lead 
to  a  degree;  but  students  in  this  course  may,  by  vote  of  the  Faculty,  be  recommended  to  a 
degree  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  studies  equivalent  to  those  pursued  in  one  of  the 
regular  courses.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  wish  to  take  a  full,  but  a  purely  elective 
course.  They  may  select  studies  from  any  of  the  courses,  provided  they  satisfy  the  Faculty  that 
they  are  fitted  to  take  the  studies  selected.  Candidates  for  this  course  are  required  to  pass  one 
of  the  regular  admission  examinations,  and,  upon  admission,  to  take  studies  enough  to  make 
up  the  full  number  of  exercises  required  of  students  pursuing  a  regular  course.  Students  who 
fail  to  maintain  their  standing  as  regular  students  will  not  be  admitted  to  this  course. 

The  Special  Course  does  not  lead  to  a  degree,  but  students  in  this  course  may,  upon  leaving 
the  University,  receive  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  the  studies  which  they  have  pursued  and 
in  which  they  have  attained  marked  scholarship.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  are  mature, 
and  who  wish  to  pursue  some  one  line  of  special  study  and  correlated  branches.  Students  under 
age  will  not  ordinarily  be  admitted  to  this  course.  Applicants  who  fail  on  the  admission 
examinations,  or  students  who  fail  to  maintain  their  standing  as  regular  students,  will  not  be 
admitted  to  this  course. 

The  partial  course  does  not  lead  to  a  degree,  but  students  in  this  course  may,  upon  leaving 
the  University,  receive  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  the  studies  which  they  have  pursued  and 
in  which  they  have  attained  marked  scholarship.  It  is  designed  for  students  who,  because  of 
ill  health  or  other  disability,  are  able  to  pursue  only  a  limited  number  of  studies,  or  to  remain 
at  the  University  oulj'  a  short  time.  Applicants  will  not  be  admitted  to  this  course  until  they 
have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  on  such  preparatory  subjects  as  may  be  thought  neces- 
sary to  fit  them  for  the  studies  they  wish  to  pursue.  Certificates  of  proficiency  must  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  before  he  will  issue  permission  to  be  enrolled  in  this  course.  Applicants 
who  fail  on  the  admission  examinations,  and  students  who  fail  to  maintain  their  standing  as 
regular  students,  will  not  be  admitted  to  this  course,  and  the  privileges  of  the  course  will 
be  summarily  withdrawn  from  students  whose  attainments  or  conduct  indicate  a  want  of 
earnestness. 

Requiremekts  for  Admission. — All  candidates  for  courses  leading  to  a  degree,  and  candidates 
for  the  Student  at  Large  Course,  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  five  following 
named  subjects: 

I.  English. — Candidates  will  be  required  to  write  a  composition  of  about  two  pages  (fools- 
cap), correct  in  spelling,  punctuation,  grammar,  and  division  into  paragraphs,  upon  a  subject 
announced  at  the  time  of  the  examination.  It  is  suggested  that  the  candidate  write  such  a 
composition  or  essay  as  he  woulc^  write  to  a  friend  who  knows  nothing  of  the  subject,  and  to 
whom  he  wishes  to  give  as  clear  and  as  enjoyable  an  idea  of  it  as  possible.  The  candidate  should 
have  acquired  the  elements  of  grammar,  so  as  to  distinguish  the  parts  of  speech  and  explain  the 
relations  of  words  and  phrases  in  ordinary  sentences,  and  the  elements  of  prose  composition,  as 
found  in  such  a  book  as  Kellogg's  Text  Book  on  Rhetoric.  Much  composition  writing  is 
indispensable. 

In  1883  the  subjects  will  be  taken  from  one  of  the  following  works:  Tom  Brown's  School 
Days  at  Rugby;  Charles  and  Mary  Lamb's  Tales  from  Shakspeare;  Irving's  Sketch  Book; 
Dickens'  Christmas  Stories  and  David  Cof)perfield;  Scott's  Marmion  and  Quentin  Durward; 
Shakspeare's  Merchant  of  Venice  and  .Julius  Cpesar. 

2,3,4.  Mathematics.  (2)  Arithmetic.  Higher  Arithmetic,  including  the  metric  system,  but 
omitting  the  technical  parts  of  commercial  arithmetic.  (3)  Algebra,  through  quadratic  equa- 
tions, except  for  applicants  for  the  Classical  and  the  Literary  Courses,  who  will  be  examined  to 
quadratics.  (4)  Plane  Geometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in  Wentworth's  Plane  Geometry, 
omitting  Isoperimetrical  Polygons  and  Symmetry,  except  for  applicants  for  the  Classical  and 
the  Literary  Courses,  who  will  be  examined  in  the  equivalent  of  four  books  of  "Wentworth's 
Geometrj'. 

5.  History  and  Geography.  History  of  the  United  States,  the  general  facts  of  Physical  and 
Political  Geography.  Barnes'  Brief  History  of  the  United  States,  and  the  geographies  used  in 
first  grade  grammar  schools,  will  serve  to  indicate  the  amount  of  knowledge  expected. 

CLASSICAL   COURSE. 

Candidates  for  the  Classical  Course  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  subjects  1,  2,  3,  4, 
5,  as  above,  and  on  subjects  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  as  follows: 

6,  7.  Latin.  (6)  Cajsar,  four  books;  the  translation  at  sight  of  easy  Latin  prose  (with  reason- 
able help  in  vocabulary  and  notes);  and  the  translation  into  Latin  of  simple  English  sentences, 
suitable  to  those  who  have  taken  Jones'  Latin  Composition.  (7)  Cicero,  six  orations;  Virgil, 
six  books  of  the  ^neid.  Questions  on  the  subject-matter,  on  construction,  on  grammatical 
forms,  and  on  prosody,  will  form  a  part  of  the  examinations  in  Ctesar,  Cicero,  and  Virgil. 

8,  9.  Greek.  (8)  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  four  books,  or  the  first  111  pages  of  Goodwin's  Greek 
Reader;  and  after  1882,  the  translation  at  sight  of  easy  Greek  prose  (with  reasonable  help  in 
vocabulary  and  notes).     (9)  Homer's  Iliad,  two  books,  omitting  catalogue  of  ships;  and  the

translation  into  Greek  of  simple  sentences,  suited  to  the  proficiency  of  those  who  have  taken 
Jones'  Greek  Prose  Composition.  Questions  on  the  subject-matter,  on  construction,  on  gram- 
matical forms,  and  on  prosody,  will  form  a  part  of  the  examinations  in  the  Anabasis  and 
Homer. 

10.  History  and  Geography.  Greek  history,  to  the  death  of  Alexander;  Roman  history,  to 
the  death  of  Commodus;  and  the  geography  connected  with  the  study  of  Greek  and  Roman 
history,  and  the  Greek  and  Latin  authors  read.  Smith's  Smaller  History  of  Greece,  and  Smith's 
(Smaller)  or  Leighton's  History  of  Rome  will  serve  to  indicate  the  amount  required. 

LITERARY    COURSE. 

Candidates  for  the  Literary  Course  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  subjects  1,  2,  3,  4, 
5,  6,  7,  and  10,  as  above,  and  on  subjects  11  and  12  as  follows: 

11,  12.     Any  two  of  the  following  named  subjects: 

(1)  Phvsics.  The  elements  of  Physics  (Avery's  Natural  Philosophy,  Peck's  Ganot's  Intro- 
ductory Course  of  Natural  Philosophy,  or  an  equivalent). 

(2)  Chemistry.     The  elements  of  Chemistry  (Eliot  and  Storer's,  or  an  equivalent). 

(.3)  Botany.  The  elements  of  Botany.  An  accurate  knowledge  of  Part  I  of  Gray's  How 
Plants  Grow,  together  with  an  acquaintance  with  the  more  prominent  native  or  cultivated 
plants,  their  .structure,  and  botanical  affinities. 

(4)  Physiology.     The  elements  of  Physiology  (Hutchinson's,  or  an  equivalent). 

(o)  Free-hand  Drawing. 

(6)  Mineralogy.  The  elements  of  Mineralogy.  A  good  knowledge  of  the  physical  properties 
of  minerals  in  general.  Ability  to  determine,  by  their  physical  properties  alone,  twenty-five  of 
the  commonest  minerals,  and  to  give  reasons  for  determination.  First  seventy-two  pages  of 
Nicol's  Manual  of  Mineralogy,  or  first  seventy-five  pages  of  Dana's,  third  edition.  _ 

Applicants  who  pass  with  honors  in  Chemistry  will  be  put  in  an  advanced  division. 

COURSE   IN    LETTERS    AND    SCIENCE,    AND    THE   COURSES    IN    SCIENCE. 

Candidates  for  the  Course  in  Letters  and  Science,  and  for  either  of  the  Courses  in  Science,  viz.: 
Agriculture,  ISIechanics,  Mining,  Engineering,  and  Chemistry,  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examin- 
ation on  subjects  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  11,  and  12,  as  above,  and  subjects  13  and  14,  as  follows: 

13.  Histoi-y.  History  of  England;  Anderson's,  Lancaster's,  or  Dickens'  will  indicate  the 
amount. 

14.  English.  Tlie  examination  in  English  will  be  of  a  more  critical  character  than  that  given 
under  subject  1,  and  will  include  whatever  geographical,  biographical,  historical,  grammatical, 
or  other  questions  (including  derivation  and  definition)  may  be  necessary  to  a  full  understanding 
of  the  selection.  The  candidate  must,  in  addition,  be  prepared  to  write  in  good  English  such  an 
essay  on  any  one  of  the  selections,  including  biographical  sketches,  as  would  convey  to  one  not 
acquainted  with  the  selection  named  a  clear  idea  of  its  character  and  scope.  A  bad  failure  in 
this  examination  alone  will  be  considered  sufficient  to  reject  a  candidate  for  admission  to  the 
course  in  Letters  and  Science.  The  examination  will  be  given  upon  the  following  named  selec- 
tions :  American  Prose,  American  Poems,  Shakspeare's  King  Lear,  Hawthorne's  Our  Old 
Home,  Milton's  L' Allegro  and  H  Penseroso,  Byron's  Prisoner  of  Chillon,  Goldsmith's  Deserted 
Village  and  Traveler,  Burns'  Cotter's  Saturday  Night,  To  a  Mouse,  and  To  a  Mountain  Daisy, 
Scott's  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel,  Bacon's  Essay  of  Truth,  of  Revenge,  of  Envy,  of  Boldness,  of 
Travel,  of  Riches,  and  of  Studies,  and  Macaulay's  Essay  on  The  Pilgrim's  Progress. 

In  1884,  readings  from  English  history,  by  J.  R.  Green,  will  also  be  required. 

Candidates  who  pass  without  conditions  will  be  credited  with  honors  on  subjects  on  which 
they  pass  with  special  excellence;  but  honors  will  not  be  given  to  a  student  who  enters  with  a 
condition.

EXPENSES. 

Tuition  in  the  Colleges  of  Sciences  and  Letters  is  free  to  residents  of  California.  Students 
from  other  States  pay  a  matriculation  fee  of  tvventj'-five  dollars,  and  a  tuition  fee  of  fifty  dollars 
a  year.  A  small  charge  is  made  for  chemicals  in  the  chemical  laboratory.  This  is  often  met  by 
rendering  services.     Upon  graduation,  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  is  charged  for  a  diploma. 

Board  and  lodging  may  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  Berkeley  and  Oakland,  at  from 
eighteen  to  thirty  dollars  a  month.  The  hours  of  recitation  are  such  that  many  students  reside 
in  Oakland  and  San  Francisco.  Steam  connection  brings  San  Francisco  within  fifty  minutes  o  f 
the  University. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  term  and  of  each  year.  For  students  taking  the 
■complete  course  the  four  annual  examinations  constitute  the  examinations  for  degrees.  Students 
from  other  colleges,  academies,  or  schools  may  present  themselves  for  a  general  examination  for 
degrees. 

DEGREES    AND    POST-GRADUATE   COURSES. 

The  degree  for  the  classical  course  is  A.  B.,  Bachelor  of  Arts.  For  all  the  scientific  courses  it 
is  B.  S.,  Bachelor  of  Science.  For  the  Literary  Course,  and  for  the  Course  in  Letters  and 
Science,  it  is  L.  B.,  Bachelor  of  Letters. 

The  higher  professional  degree  of  Ph.  D.,  C.  E.,  M.  E.,  Mech.  E.,  etc.,  will  be  given  only  on 
the  completion  of  prescribed  courses  of  higher  study.

GENERAL    STATEMENTS. 

Admission — Regular  Students. — For  admission  applicants  must  be  eighteen  years  of  age, 
present  satisfactory  certificates  of  good  moral  character,  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  genei-al 
education  and  culture,  and  pay  matriculation  fee  of  ten  dollars.  For  admission  to  either  Mid- 
dle or  Senior  Class,  an  examination  on  the  work  of  the  preceding  j'e;ir,  or  years,  is  required. 

Non-Resident  Students. — Persons  may  be  enrolled  as  non-resident  .students  upon  presenting 
certificates  of  good  moral  character,  filing  application,  and  paying  matriculation  fee  of  ten  dol- 
lars.    All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  attend  regularly  the  lectures  of  the  Senior  Class. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  extends  through  three  years. 

Examinations  on  the  year's  work  are  held  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  and  Middle  years,  and  on 
the  whole  course  at  the  end  of  the  Senior  year. 

Each  student  is  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  on  promotion  to  a  higher  class. 

Prof.  Pomeroy  has  charge  of  Senior  and  Middle  Classes,  Prof.  Evans  of  the  Junior  Class. 

COUESE   OF   study. 

Junior  Year. — In  the  first  or  Junior  year,  the  class  will  go  over  the  fundamental  or  general 
princifiles  and  doctrines  which  constitute  the  framework  of  our  jurisprudence  in  all  of  its  most 
important  departments  of  primary  or  substantive  rights  and  duties— embracing  the  law  as  to 
persons  and  personal  rights;  the  law  as  to  personal  j)roperty  ;  an  outline  of  the  law  as  to  con- 
tracts, and  the  law  as  to  real  property,  with  the  exce|)ti()n  of  trusts,  j)owers,  and  remainders. 

The  instruction  during  the  year  will  be  given  by  means  of  particular  text-books,  definite 
portions  being  assigned  for  preliminary  examination  by  the  class,  with  an  oral  exercise,  discus- 
sion, or  lecture  upon  such  lessons,  conducted  by  the  Professor  in  charge.  Reference  will  con- 
stantly be  made  to  the  statutory  legislation  of  California  and  of  other  States  so  far  as  may  be 
found  necessary,  and  also  to  leading  judicial  decisions  involving  the  subject  under  consideration. 

In  addition  to  the  special  text-books  used,  the  class  will  be  recommended  to  read,  in  connec- 
tion with  each  topic  or  head  of  the  law  under  examination,  other  works  in  which  the  subject  is 
more  fully  treated.     It  is  not  expected  that  each  student  will  read  all  of  these  treaties  thus 
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indicated  for  collateral  study,  or  even  the  whole  of  any  treatise.  A  list  is  given  from  which 
the  members  of  the  class  may  select,  according  to  their  opportunities  and  the  time  at  their  dis- 
posal.

Middle  Year. — In  the  second  or  middle  year  the  class  is  no  longer  confined  to  particular  text- 
books, nor  definite  lessons.  In  commencing  each  important  subject  (e.  ^.,  Corporations,  or 
Agency,  etc.)  the  class  will  be  furnished  with  a  printed  syllabus  of  the  lectures  to  be  given  on 
that  topic.  This  syllabus  states  in  outline  the  matters  to  be  discussed  in  each  lecture,  and  the 
various  text-books  and  treatises,  with  a  reference  to  tlie  chapters  or  sections,  where  the  questions 
are  treated.  It  also  gives  the  "  leading  cases,"  English  and  American,  and  also  cites  the  subse- 
quent most  important  decisions  in  which  the  principles  have  been  explained,  extended,  limited, 
or  applied.  The  class  is  expected  to  study  by  the  direction  of  this  syllabus,  to  read  some  one  or 
more  of  the  text-books  referred  to,  and  especially  to  study  the  judicial  decisions  which  are  cited. 
The  class  will  thus  be  prepared  for  the  oral  examination  and  di.scussion  by  the  Professor  in 
charge,  which  are  based  upon  the  outline  contained  in  the  syllabus.  As  each  syllabus  will 
mention  all  the  standard  writers  who  may  be  profitablj'  consulted  by  the  class,  in  connection 
with  each  topic,  no  list  of  works  for  collateral  reading  is  here  given.  The  Statutes  of  the  State 
are  constantly  referred  to  and  studied. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  a  full  treatment  of  mercantile  and  commercial  law,  corporations, 
agency,  partnership,  sale,  bailments,  bills  and  notes,  insurance,  shipping  contracts,  suretyship, 
etc.,  certain  heads  of  real  property  law,  viz.:  remainders,  executory  devises,  trusts  and  powers  ; 
last  wills  and  testaments,  and  the  administrationof  the  estates  of  deceased  persons;  equity  juris- 
prudence, and  torts. 

Senior  Year. — In  the  third  or  senior  year  the  course  of  study  contemplates  two  distinct 
objects:  First,  the  practical  application  of  the  substantive  doctrines  of  the  law,  which  have 
been  studied  during  tlio  former  two  years;  and,  second,  the  giving  to  the  class  a  more  complete 
and  perfect  acquaintance  with  all  the  departments  of  jurisprudence  than  it  is  possible  to  do 
within  a  period  limited  to  two  academic  years. 

In  accomplishing  the  first  of  these  objects,  these  branches  will  be  pursued  wliich  constitute 
the  remedial  portion  of  the  law. 

It  includes  ]>leading  and  practice,  according  to  the  reformed  system  of  procedure,  together 
with  the  general  theory  of  common  law  forms  of  action,  and  of  common  law  and  equity  plead- 
ing, and  the  law  of  evidence. 

The  text-books,  to  which  attention  will  be  particularly  directed,  are  Pomeroy's  Remedies  and 
Remedial  Rights;  Pleading  and  Practice  under  the  California  Code  of  Procedure;  Stephenson 
Pleading;  Gould  on  Pleading;  Lubd  Equity  Pleading;  Greenlcaf  on  Evidence;  Wharton  on 
Evidence. 

The  second  general  object  will   bo  accomplished  by  instruction  in  the  following  subjecta : 
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Constitutional  law  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  :  International  Law,  public  and  private  : 
Medical  Jiirisprudenee ;  Roman  Law  and  General  Jurisprudence;  the  Principals  of  Morality; 
and  their  application  to  the  law  and  to  its Pi-actice ;  Criminal  Law;  and, it  is  hoped,  Admiralty 
Law.  and  Patent  Law. 

Moot  Court. — A  moot  Court  has  been  established,  as  a  regular  mode  of  instruction,  for  the 
argument  of  causes  and  the  discussion  of  legal  questions  by  members  of  all  the  classes.

Location. — Wliile  the  several  other  colleges  of  the  State  University  are  clustered  at  Berkeley, 
its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  conducted  in  San  Francisco.  The  Medical  Col- 
lege building,  known  as  "Toland  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its  illustrious  founder,  is  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is  situated  near  the  North  Beach,  overlooking  the 
Golden  Gate,  a  Ideality  favoring  the  health  and  industrious  habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five  hundred  persons;  the  Clinical 
Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as  capacious;  the  Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of 
specimens  and  preparations;  the  dissecting  room  is  fitted  up  with  all  the  modern  improvements; 
the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all  chemicals  and  apparatus  necessary  for  practical  teaching.  A 
suite  of  apartments  in  the  building  is  set  apart  for  the  Dispensary  Clinics. 

The  College  stands  near  the  terminus  of  the  Omnibus  line  of  street  cars;  and  the  terminus  of 
the  North  Beach  and  Mission  Line  is  distant  one  block  further. 

The  Collkgiate  Year. — Contrary  to  the  custom  of  Eastern  medical  colleges,  the  Regular 
Term  of  the  school  is  held  during  the  Summer,  not  the  Winter  months.  The  peculiar  climate 
of  San  Francisco  renders  Summer  far  the  preferable  season  for  prosecuting  medical  studies; 
hence,  the  regular  session  has  always  been  held  from  June  to  November.  During  this  period, 
and  indeed,  largely  throughout  the  other  months  of  the  year  also,  cool  trade  winds  blow  across 
the  city  daily,  moderating  the  temperature,  and  particularly  favoring  the  study  of  practical 
anatomy  and  necroscopy.  The  student  in  this  city  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the 
healthful  pursuit  of  his  labors,  such  a  contingency  as  his  detention  from  lectures  or  clinics  by 
stress  of  weather  being  absolutely  unknown. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms:  The  Preliminary  or  Sj^ring  Term,  and  the 
Regular  or  Summer  Term. 

The  Preliminary  Term  commences  February  first  and  ends  April  twenty-ninth.  During  this 
term  subjects  are  dwelt  upon  that  do  not  receive  their  full  meed  of  attention  during  the  Regu- 
lar Term.  Clinics  proceed  at  the  Hospital  as  during  the  Regular  Term.  The  dissecting  room 
is  open  for  practical  work.  Students  are  expected  to  attend  this  preliminary  course,  although 
■inch  attendance  is  not  compulsory. 

Regular  Term. — The  Regular  Session  for  1882  begins  Thursday,  June  first,  and  terminates 
October  thirty-first.  During  this  term  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and  surger}-  are  taught, 
didactically  and  clinically.  Regular  clinics  arc  held  three  days  in  the  week  at  the  City  and 
County  Hospital,  where  the  Professors  of  the  practical  chairs  have  charge  of  wards,  and  possess 
ever)'  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students.  Lectures  are  given  daily  by  the  Professors, 
and  evening  recitations  are  held  three  times  a  week. 

Mkthod.s  op  In.struction. — The  course  of  studies  pursued  at  this  school  comprises  Clinical, 
Didactic,  and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given  to  the  former,  although  it  is 
the  endeavor  that  the  three  methods  shall  be  so  blended  as  to  form  one  harmonious  whole. 

Hospital  Internes. — The  position  of  Interne  in  the  City  and  County  Hospital  is  open  each 
November  to  graduates  who  recommend  themselves  to  the  Faculty  by  their  diligence  and 
general  fitness  for  the  ap[>ointment.  Internes  receive  their  board  and  lodging,  and  secure 
opportunities  for  accumulating  an  invaluable  experience  in  every  field  of  practical  medicine  and 
surgery. 

Requiremrnts  for  Graduation. — I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  three  full  years,  and  must  have  attended  three  regular 
courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  liave  been  that  of  the  University  of  California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  exaiiiinations,  written  and  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  f)ur3ued  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  during  at  least  two  sessions,  and 
present  certificates  of  having  dissected  every  part  of  the  cadaver. 
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V.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  deposit  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Facultj'  a  thesis  on  some 
medical  subject,  written  and  ooini)osed  b}'  himself. 

VI.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  tlie  College  fees,  including  the  graduation  fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized  Medical  College  shall,  upon 
satisfactory'  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  first  year,  be  admitted  as  students 
of  the  second  course  in  the  University  of  California. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  courses  in  any  recognized  Medical  College,  shall  be  admitted 
as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution,  on  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year. 

Graduates  of  other  regular  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing  shall  be  admitted  as  students  of 
the  third  course  in  this  institution  without  any  examination. 

Boarding. — The  expense  of  living  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  not  great.  Good  board, 
with  room  rent,  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  $5  per  week,  at  a  convenient  distance 
fi'om  the  College  building.  Students  from  a  distance  may  learn  the  address  of  these  boarding 
houses  and  other  information  by  calling  on  the  Dean  of  the  Facult}',  Dr.  R.  A.  McLean,  603 
Merchant  Street. 

Feks. — Matriculation  Fee  (paid  but  once),  $5:  Demonstrator's  Ticket,  $10;  Fee  for  the  First 
Course  of  Lectures,  $130;  Fee  for  the  Second  Course  of  Lectures,  $130.

GENKRAL    STATEMENT. 

The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Fac- 
ulty thereof,  in  September,  1881,  instituted  and  organized  this  department  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  State  University,  for  the  following  reasons,  namely: 

First — In  deference  to  the  opinion  so  often  expressed  by  the  profession  and  the  people,  indi- 
vidually and  collectively,  in  favor  of  a  Dental  College,  as  a  much  desired  object  and  public 
necessity. 

Second — From  a  desire  to  comply  with  the  public  wants  and  requirements  by  enlarging  the 
opportunities  and  facilities  for  both  general  and  special  culture  in  the  University  of  California, 
and  upon  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Third — Recognizing  the  importance  and  beneficence  which  the  art  and  science  of  dental 
surgery,  as  a  collateral  branch  of  medicine,  bears  upon  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  human 
family. 

Fourth — Appreciating  the  necessity  for  the  proper  training  and  instruction  of  those  who  pro- 
pose to  assume  the  important  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this  profession. 

Fifth — Recognizing  tlie  great  extent  of  territory  embraced  in  the  Pacific  slope,  and  knowing 
the  wide  bell  of  country  without  educational  facilities,  connecting  the  Pacific  States  and  Terri- 
tories with  the  Atlantic  States. 

Sixth — From  a  desire  to  relieve  those  who  wish  to  acquire  a  dental  education  from  the  anxie- 
ties, cares,  and  great  expcn.se  incident  to  so  long  a  journey  and  stay  as  was  necessary  to  acquire 
a  thorough  professional  training  or  knowledge  sufficient  to  command  public  confidence,  and 
meet  theii'  requirements. 

We  would  further  stale,  tliat  (he  great  progress  of  dentistry  has  given  it  rank  among  the  liberal 
professions,  and  that  rank  iiiid  progress  can  be  maintained,  in  the  future,  only  by  liberal  studies. 

The  Dental  Department  of  the  University  of  California  will  bo  acciunmodated  in  the  Medical 
Ilall  of  the  University,  ample  provisions  having  been  made  for  lecture  and  clinic  room,  through 
the  generous  ofl'er  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

The  lecture  rooms  arc  large,  well  ventilated  and  lighted;  one  of  which  will  be  used  by  the 
Denial  Faculty,  anil  the  other  by  the  Medical  Faculty,  alternately.  There  will  be  ample  room 
for  all  clinical  purposes,  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  an  abundance  of  i-linical  material 
for  practical  instruction  in  all  the  princijilcs  taught  in  the  college. 
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All  instruction  from  the  medical  chairs  utilized  in  the  Dental  Department  will  be  given  to 
students  in  dentistry  conjointly  with  that  given  to  the  medical  students,  and  the  deutal  instruc- 
tion will  be  sepaiate,  but  all  under  the  same  roof. 

Fees — Matriculation  fee,  $5;  Tuition,  $100;  Demonstrator  fees,  $1^0  ;  Diploma  fee,  $3i). 

Requirements  for  Admission. — Every  candidate  for  admission  must  be  eighteen  years  of 
age,  and  is  required  to  present  to  the  Facult}'  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  good  moral  character. 

Rrqcirements  for  Graduation. — The  candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 
must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

He  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination)  either  oral  or  in  writing,  or  both,  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Faculty. 

He  shall  write  an  original  thesis  upon  some  subject  pertaining  to  Dentistrj'  or  Medicine. 

He  shall  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  the  Dental  Department  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, or  one  year  in  some  other  reputable  Dental  College,  and  the  second  or  last  in  this  college. 

The  candidate  is  required  to  dissect  at  least  two  parts.  He  must  treat  thoroughly  some  patient 
requiring  all  the  usual  dental  operations  ami  bring  such  patient  before  the  Professors  of 
Operative  Dentistry  and  Dental  Pathology  and  Therajjcutics.  He  must  also  take  up  at  least  one 
artificial  case,  and.  after  it  is  completed,  bring  his  patient  before  the  Professor  of  Mechanical 
Dentistry  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  close  of  the  term.  He  must  also  prepare  a  specimen 
c^se,  to  be  deposited  in  tlie  college  collection,  and  present  tlie  same  to  the  Professor  of  Mechani- 
cal Dentistry  before  the  first  of  October.  The  operating  must  be  performed  and  the  work  on 
the  artificial  cases  done  at  the  college  building. 

Graduates  in  Medicine  may  apply  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  upon  attending 
one  full  year  in  the  Dental  Department  of  the  University  of  California. 

Dentists  of  seven  years'  practice  may  apply  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  after 
having  attended  one  full  course  in  the  University  of  California. 

After  these  requirements  have  been  complied  with,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty, 
and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  the  candidate  shall  receive  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Dental  Surgery. 

The  Faculty  hereby  gives  notice  that  examinations  of  candidates  for  admission  will  be  insti- 
tuted to  take  eflect  with  the  opening  of  the  regular  Summer  Session,  commencing  in  June,  1883, 
or  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  year. 

All  matriculates  previous  to  that  date  will  be  exempt  from  the  preliminary  examination. 

All  matriculates  after  that  date  will  be  required  to  write  a  brief  essay,  not  less  than  one  page 
of  foolscap,  which  will  serve  as  a  test  of  his  qualifications  in  orthography  and  grammar;  and 
also  undergo  an  examination  in  the  elementary  principles  of  physic  and  mathematics. 

Satisfactory  evidence  of  having  received  a  collegiate  degree,  or  having  graduated  at  a  recog- 
nized college  or  high  school,  will  exempt  the  candidate  from  this  preliminary  examination. 

PRACTICAL   ANATOMY. 

The  dissecting  room  of  the  University  is  spacious,  well  ventilated,  well  lighted  from  above, 
and  provided  with  every  convenience.  It  is  open  throughout  the  year,  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A  full  supply  of 
material  is  always  procurable  at  small  cost,  and  is  thoroughly  preserve<l  from  decomposition. 
When  the  dissections  are  conducted  in  a  diligent  manner,  the  student  is  furnished  by  the 
Demonstrator  with  certificates  stating  the  amount  and  part  dissected.  The  dissecting  ticket, 
($10)  is  good  for  the  whole  year,  from  .January  1st  to  December  31st. 

HOSPITALS. 

All  students  in  Dentistry  will  have  all  the  facilities  and  opportunities  enjoyed  by  the  medical 
students  in  hospital  practice  and  observation.  They  will  have  the  freedom,  as  above  repre- 
sented, of  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  City  Receiving  Hospital,  San  Francisco  Female  Hos- 
pital.

The  Trustees  invite  tjje  attention  of  all  persons  engaged  in  the  drug  business  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  to  the  following  announcement  of  the  lecture  course  for  the  approaching  session: 
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In  no  other  part  of  tlie  United  States  istliere  such  need  of  the  advantages  which  this  College 
supplies.  The  lone;  hours  of  business  prevalent  here,  the  frequent  changes  in  the  management 
of  our  various  establishments,  combined  with  other  causes  well  known  to  ever}'  apothecary, 
render  it  difficult  for  employers  to  give  systematic  instruction  to  their  assistants  and  appren- 
tices in  the  various  brandies  of  science  with  which  they  ought  to  be  familiar.  This  instruction 
the  College  provides,  and  the  Trustees  hope  that  employers  will  afford  their  assistants  the 
requisite  time  to  attend  the  lectures,  as  well  as  a  short  time  every  day  for  study. 

The  Trustees  would  also  urge  young  men  who  may  have  entered  the  drug  business  without  a 
liberal  education  to  lose  no  time  in  making  up  this  deficiencj'.  In  addition  to  a  good  English 
education,  they  shoulil  at  least  know  enough  of  Latin  to  enable  them  to  read  prescriptions  and 
pharmacopoeias  witli  readiness  and  accuracy. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  time  of  commencing  the  lectures,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  there 
will  be  six  lectures  each  week  instead  of  five.  This,  it  is  believed,  will  be  au  advantage  to  the 
students  which  will  be  duly  appreciated. 

CONDITIONS    OF    GRADUATION. 

1.  The  candidate  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years. 

2.  He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  given  by  this  College,  or  one  of  those 
given  by  some  other  College  of  Pharmacy  whose  conditions  of  graduation  are  based  upon  the 
like  terra  of  service,  and  the  final  course  in  this  College.  After  this  session,  no  candidate  will 
be  permitted  to  present  himself  for  examination  as  graduate  who  has  not  previously  passed  the 
minor  examination. 

3.  At  the  time  of  the  final  examination  for  the  degree  of  Graduate  in  Pharmacy,  the  candi- 
date must  have  at  least  three  and  a  half  years'  practical  experience  :  but  he  shall  not  receive 
his  diploma  until  he  shall  have  completed  the  term  of  four  years'  service. 

4.  Candidates  for  graduation  will  be  subjected  to  a  written,  oral,  and  practical  examination. 

a.  The  examination  will  embrace  questions  in  Theoretical  and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Pharmacognosy,  and  Materia  Medica,  a  knowledge  of  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia,  of  the 
various  systems  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  maximum  doses  of  powerful  remedial  agents, 
of  the  antidotes  for  poisons,  and  the  translation  of  Latin  prescriptions. 

b.  The  practical  examination  will  comprise  the  analysis  as  to  identity  and  purity  of  simple 
medicinal  chemicals,  the  actual  compounding  of  prescriptions  requiring  skill  and  judgment,  the 
identification  of  specimens  in  the  several  departments,  and  the  making  of  chemical  and  phar- 
maceutical preparations. 

5.  No  special  examination  for  graduation  will  be  held,  but  only  one  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  regular  course. 

6.  Each  candidate  must  present  an  original  thesis,  written  in  English,  in  his  own  handwrit- 
ing, and  also  pass  his  examination  in  English. 

7.  He  must  be  recommended  jointly  by  the  Professors  and  the  Examining  Board,  which 
recommendation  will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  by  whom 
the  degree  is  conferred  (the  College  of  Pharmacy  being  affiliated  with  the  University.) 

8.  Any  student  who  has  not  bad  the  full  three  and  a  half  years'  service  here  referred  to,  but 
who  has  complied  with  all  the  other  conditions  of  graduation,  may  present  himself  for  exami- 
nation, and  should  he  receive  the  requisite  number  of  credits,  will  be  awarded  a  "  Certificate  of 
Proficiency,"  upon  which  he  will  afterwards  be  entitled  to  a  Diploma  on  producing  evidence  of 
having  completed  the  four  years'  practical  experience. 

Fees. — Lecture  tickets  (for  tiie  season),  $50;  Matriculation  ticket,  $2  50;  Diploma  fee,  $10. 

The  matriculation  and  lecture  tickets  must  be  taken  out  by  each  student  in  person,  and  must 
be  indorsed,  the  former  within  fifteen  and  the  latter  within  thirty  daj-s  from  the  beginning  of 
the  lecture  course. 

Members  and  graduates  of  the  College,  and  students  who  have  attended  two  sessions  in  the 
College,  are  admitted  free  to  the  lectures.  Students  in  any  of  the  departments  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California,  and  in  the  Medical  College  of  the  Pacific,  will  be  admitted  to  the  lectures 
free  by  matriculating  and  paying  only  for  the  matriculation  ticket.  Medical  students, or  otiiers, 
not  intending  to  pursue  pharmacy  as  their  vocation,  will  be  admitted  to  the  lectures,  or  any  one 
of  the  courses  they  may  desire  to  attend,  b}'  paying  the  matriculation  fee  and  that  of  the  chair 
or  cliairs  of  instruction,  and  such  students  will  enjoy  the  same  advantages  as  regular  students 
of  ])harniacy,  except  that  they  will  not  be  eligible  to  the  degree  of  Graduate  in  Pharmacy. 

Clerks  and  Students.— Drug  clerks  and  students,  on  coming  to  the  city,  and  fliose  out  of 
employment  iiere,  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  situations,  may  call  on  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
and  register  their  names. 
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INSTITUTION    FOR    THE    DEAF,  AND   DUMB,  AND    THE 

BLIND. 

This  special,  but  interesting  department  of  Public  Instruction, 
continues  to  do  its  useful  work  quietl}',  but  effectivel3^  The  increase 
of  pupils  indicates  a  healthy  growth,  keeping  pace  with  the  general 
increment  of  population. 

The  Principal  reports  the  movement  of  pupils  for  the  last  two 
years  as  follows :

The  teaching  force  of  the  Institution  consists  of  the  Principal, 
seven  teachers  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  a  teacher  of  articulation,  and 
one  of  drawing,  two  teachers  for  the  blind,  and  a  teacher  of  music. 
The  course  of  study  embraces  what  is  usually  taught  in  the  common 
and  high  schools  of  the  State.  A  limited  number  are  prepared  for 
college.  Two  deaf  mutes  are  now  in  the  University — Theodore 
Grady,  class  of  '83,  and  George  A.  Shoaf,  class  of  '86.  They  hold  a 
good  position  in  their  respective  classes,  and  give  evidence  of  the 
careful  training  whicli  the  institution  affords  its  pupils. 

Articulation  has  been  introduced  during  the  past  year,  and  good 
results  have  been  obtained  with  a  selected  and  limited  number. 

The  new  school  house,  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  is  completed  and  occupied.  As  an 
educational  instrument,  it  is  as  near  perfect  as  experience  Qould 
make  it.  It  combines  the  requisites  of  light  and  its  proper  arrange- 
ment, heat,  space,  ventilation,  and  fiicility  of  exit  and  access.  Some 
illustrative  apparatus  is  needed,  for  wiiich  an  appropriation  will  be 
asked.  This  sort  of  equipment  is  desirable  in  any  school — with  the 
doaf  aud  blind  it  is  more  than  a  convenience,  it  is  indispensable. 
The  loss  of  a  sense  has  to  be  supplemented  by  ingenious  appliances 
which  address  the  remaining  senses.  Thus,  feeling  is  made  to  do  the 
work  of  sight,  and  sight  takes  the  i)lace  of  hearing. 

The  management  of  the  institution  justly  regards  industrial  edu- 
cation as  an  imj)ortant  feature  in  preparing  their  pupils  for  life  and 
its  work.  Much  pains  has  been  taken  to  devise  the  best  methods  of 
mechanical  instruction,  and  the  result  of  the  experiments  tried  in 
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tliis  institution  will  be  waited  for  with  interest  by  the  friends  of 
manual  training  throughout  the  State.  The  Principal  recommends 
the  adoption  of  what  is  known  as  the  Russian  system  for  the  mechani- 
cal training  of  youth.  The  fundamental  theory  of  this  system  is 
that  trades  should  be  reduced  to  the  arts  which  underlie  them,  and 
that  the  principles  which  enter  into  construction  should  be  taught, 
rather  than  the  making  of  any  particular  article  of  value  or  sale.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will  provide  the  means  for  carrying  out 
this  experiment.  The  Directors  and  Principal  think  that  the  insti- 
tution offers  the  best  conditions  for  a  practical  test.  The  question  of 
skilled  labor,  and  how  best  to  promote  it,  is  o-ne  that  affects  the 
highest  interests  of  the  commonwealth.  If  the  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind  can  demonstrate  a  solution,  it  will  do 
the  people  of  this  State  a  great  service. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  commend  the  school  and  its  concerns  to 
the  generous  care  of  the  public.  Its  management  is  prudent  and 
progressive;  its  work  thorough  and  creditable.  No  institution  appeals 
more  strongly  to  the  popular  heart;  none,  I  am  sure,  will  obtain 
more  liberal  provision  for  all  its  needs. 

CARE  AND  EDUCATION  OF  ORPHANS,  HALF  ORPHANS,  AND  ABANDONED 

CHILDREN. 

By  Section  22,  of  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution,  the  Legislature 
is  given  power  "  to  grant  aid  to  institutions  conducted  for  the  sup- 
port and  maintenance  of  minor  orphans,  half  orphans,  or  abandoned 
children,"  upon  certain  conditions. 

Proceeding  under  the  power  so  given,  the  Legislature  in  March, 
1880,  very  wisely,  as  it  seems  to  me,  passed  the  Act  which  follows. 
These  unfortunate  children  are  the  wards  of  the  State,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  State  in  some  manner  to  provide  for  them;  and  this  can 
be  done  in  no  way  so  well,  and  at  the  same  time  so  economically,  as 
by  legislative  appropriation  to  supplement  the  private  charities 
which  erect  the  necessary  buildings,  and  bear  the  larger  part  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  institutions. 

To  any  who  may  be  in  doubt  upon  this  subject,  I  would  respect- 
fully commend  a  perusal  of  the  able  addresses  delivered  in  the 
Constitutional  Convention,  by  Plonorables  S.  G.  Hilborn,  John  C. 
Stedman,  H.  C.  Wilson,  M.  Biggs,  P.  M.  Wellin,  Walter  Van  Dyke, 
J.  S.  Hager,  A.  C.  Freeman,  and  others;  and  that  of  Honorable  Creed 
Raymond,  before  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Department  of  that 
Convention.  I  would  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  my  last 
report,  viz.:  that  the  maximum  age  for  receiving  the  pro  rata  from 
the  State  be  extended,  in  the  case  of  girls,  to  sixteen  years.  Fourteen 
years  is  too  early  an  age,  in  most  cases,  at  which  to  turn  girls,  friend- 
less and  alone,  abroad  in  any  part  of  the  world  to  do  for  themselves, 
and  certainly  not  less  so  in  California. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  found  to  embrace  the  brandies 
usually  taught  in  public  and  private  schools.  To  these  are  added 
religious  instruction,  and  training  in  other  practical  directions ;  as, 
on  the  part  of  girls,  in  plain  and  ornamental  needlework,  etc.  In  all 
cases  the  children  have  been  found  to  be  well  housed,  clothed,  and 
fed;  and,  in  short,  well  cared  for  i)hysically,  mentally,  and  morally.

Following  is  the  section  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  above  referred  to  :  , 

ARTICLE  IV. 

LEGISLATIVE    DEPARTMENT. 

Section  22.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  consequence  of  approj)ria- 
tions  niade  by  law,  and  upon  warrants  duly  drawn  thereon  by  the  Controller;  and  no  money 
shall  ever  be  appropriated  or  drawn  from  the  State  treasury  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any 
corporation,  association,  asylum,  hospital,  or  any  other  institution  not  under  the  exclusive 
management  and  control  of  the  State  as  a  State  institution,  nor  shall  any  grant  or  donation  of 
property  ever  be  made  thereto  by  the  State;  provided,  that  notwithstanding  anything  contained 
in  this  or  any  other  section  of  this  Constitution,  the  Legislature  shall  have  the  power  to  grant 
aid  to  institutions  conducted  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  minororphans,  or  half  orphans, 
or  abandoned  children,  or  aged  persons  in  indigent  circumstances — such  aid  to  be  granted  by  a 
uniform  rule,  and  proportioned  to  the  number  of  inmates  of  such  respective  institutions;  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  State  shall  have,  at  any  time,  the  I'ight  to  inquire  into  the  management 
of  such  institution  ;  provided  further,  that  whenever  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city,  or 
town,  shall  provide  for  the  support  of  minor  orphans,  or  lialf  orphans,  or  abandoned  children, 
or  aged  {)crsons  in  indigent  circumstances,  such  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  town,  shall  be 
entitle<l  to  receive  the  same  pro  rata  api)ropriations  as  may  be  granted  to  such  institutions 
under  cluirch  or  other  control.  An  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
public  moneys  shall  be  attached  to  and  published  with  the  laws  at  every  regular  session  of  the 
Legislature. 


AN  ACT 

To  appropriate  money  for   the  support   of   orphans,  half   orphans,    and    abandoned  children, 

approved  March  2b,  1880. 

Skctiox  1.  There  is  hereby  appropriatetl  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  treasury  not  otlier- 
wise  appropriated,  to  each  and  every  institution  in  this  State,  conducted  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  minor  orphans,  half  orphans,  or  abandoned  children,  and  to  each  and  every 
county,  city  and  coiwity,  city,  or  town,  maintaining  such  orphans,  half  orphans,  or  abandoned 
children,  or  any  or  all  of  such  classes  of  persons,  aid  as  follows:  For  each  whole  orphan  sup- 
ported and  maintained  in  any  such  institurton,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ])er  annum; 
for  each  half  orphan  supported  and  maintained  in  any  such  institution,  the  sum  of  seventy-live 
dollars  per  annum ;  for  each  abandoned  child  supported  and  maintained  in  any  such  institu- 
tion, the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  annum  ;  provided,  such  abandoned  child  shall  liavo 
been  an  inmate  thereof  for  one  year  prior  to  receiving  any  sup[)ort  as  provided  in  this  Act. 

Skc.  2.  The  aid  iiercin  granted  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1880,  and  shall 
be  paid  in  semi-annual  installments,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1881. 

8' 
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Sue.  3.  First — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  institution  entitled  to  aid  under  this  Act,  to  keep 
a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  admission,  name,  age,  sex,  and  place  of  birth,  of 
each  and  every  orphan,  half  orphan,  and  abandoned  child,  who  is  or  may  hereafter  be  received 
or  admitted  in  such  institution,  and  date  of  discharge  of  any  such  child,  when  such  discharge  is 
made,  the  parentage,  if  known,  the  estate,  if  any,  to  which  the  child  is  heir,  and  the  insurance, 
if  any,  on  father's  or  mothei-'s  life,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  place  where  either  parent  or 
both  died,  nativity  of  the  parents,  where  married, the  marriage  certificate  where  recorded,  when 
they  came  to  California,  or  Nevada,  place  of  i-esidence  in  California,  and  habits  of  sobriety. 

Second — Every  such  institution  shall  also  keep  a  book  entitled  Monthly  Accounts. 

Third — A  payroll  shall  also  be  kept  of  the  employes,  and  the  amounts  disbursed  to  each. 

Fourth — Every  such  institution  shall  also  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  in  detail  the 
amounts  paid  for  the  specific  sui)port  of  any  orphan,  half  orphan,  or  abandoned  child,  and  the 
dale  of  such  payments. 

Fifth — A  transcript  of  the  books  and  payroll,  verified  .under  oath  by  the  manager  or  person 
in  charge  of  such  institution  entitled  to  or  claiming  State  aid  under  this  Act,  shall  be  made  and 
forwarded  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  at  the  time  of  making  demand  or  presenting  claim 
for  State  aid,  covering  the  time  for  which  such  claim  or  demand  for  Slate  aid  is  made. 

Sixth — Also,  a  list  of  all  the  inmates  other  than  employes  or  orphans  supported  wholly  or  in 
part  by  any  institution  presenting  a  claim  for  Slate  aid  under  this  Act,  shall  be  forwarded  with 
such  claim  for  aid. 

Seventh — These  books  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  State  Board  of  Exam- 
iners, or  by  any  person  authorized  by  them  to  examine  the  same,  or  by  any  committee  of  the 
Legislature,  or  Clerk  thereof,  duly  authorized  so  to  do. 

Sec.  4.  The  State  Board  of  Examiners  are  authorized,  in  behalf  of  the  State,  at  any  time  to 
inquire,  either  in  person  or  by  authorized  agent,  into  the  management  of 'any  such  institu- 
tion; and  any  institution  refusing,  upon  due  demand,  to  permit  such  inquiry,  shall  not  there- 
after receive  any  aid  under  this  Act.  All  expenses  incurred  in  visiting  said  asylums  shall  be 
audited  and  allowed  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  support 
of  orphans,  half  orphans,  and  abandoned  children. 

Sec.  5.  Every  claim  for  aid  under  this  Act  shall  be  presented  to  and  audited  and  allowed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners.     Such  claim  shall  contain  : 

1.  The  name  and  location  of  the  institution  making  the  claim. 

2.  The  name  of  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  or  control  thereof. 

3.  The  number  of  orphans,  half  orphans,  or  abandoned  children  therein. 

4.  The  date  of  admission  and  age  of  each. 

6.  The  amount,  if  any,  that  the  institution  is  receiving  forthe  specific  support  of  any  oi'phan, 
half  orphan,  or  abandoned  child  therein. 

Such  claim,  and  the  statement  tiierein  contained,  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person 
or  persons,  or  some  of  them,  in  charge  of  such  institution,  and  the  Board  of  Examiners  may,  in 
their  discretion,  require  the  production  of  the  books  of  such  institution  in  support  of  such  claim. 

Skc.  6.  If  such  claim  be  audited  and  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  said  Board,  it  shall  be 
the  duly  of  the  Controller  to  draw  liis  warrant  for  the  amount  thereof  in  favor  of  the  person  or 
peisons  in  charge  of  such  institutions,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same 
on  presentation. 

Sec.  7.     In  order  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  abused,  it  is  hereby  declared  : 

1.  That  no  institution  which  has  less  than  twenty  inmates  of  either  or  all  the  classes  men- 
tioned in  section  one  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  an  institution  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  minor  orphans,  half  orphans,  or  abandoned  children,  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
Act. 

2.  That  no  child  over  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  deemed  a  minor  orphan,  half  orphan, 
or  abandoned  child,  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act. 

3.  That  no  ciiild  for  whose  specific  support  there  is  paid  to  anj'  such  institution  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  or  more  per  month,  shall  be  deemed  a  minor  orphan,  half  orphan,  or  abandoned 
child,  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  8.  No  money  appropriated  by  the  State  to  any  institution  claiming  aid  under  this  Act 
shall  be  expended  either  in  improvements,  or  in  the  erection  of  new  buildings  by  such  institu- 
tions. 

DENOMINATIONAL   COLLEGES   AND   PKIVATE   SCHOOLS. 

By  reference  to  tlie  Statistical  Summaries,  it  will  be  seen  that 
14,572  children  are  reported  as  having  attended  private  schools  at 
some  time  during  the  year.  It  was  my  intention  to  i)ublisii  a  very 
full,  and  as  nearly  as  might  be  a  complete  list  of  the  institutions  that 
are  thus  aiding  in  educating  the  young  i)eople  of  our  State;  and  to 
that  end  I  sent  out  a  circular  of  iiVjuiry  to  each  of  the  counties. 
Tlie  data  obtained,  however,  was  so  incomplete,  that  I  finally  aban- 
doned the  idea  of  naming  any,  because  to  do  so  would  be  to  discrim- 
inate against  the  many  most  excellent  schools  which  would  be  left 
out  of  the  list.  I  take  this  opj^ortunity  of  thanking  those  wlio  kindly 
rcsj)ondcd  to  my  inquiries. 
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REPORTS  FROM  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Farther  on  in  tliis  report  will  be  found  the  remarks,  suggestions, 
and  recommendations  with  which  most  of  the  County  Superintend- 
ents, as  invited  to  do,  accompanied  their  annual  statistical  rei)orts 
to  the  State  ofiice.  I  respectfully  call  attention  to  them  as  containing 
not  only  much  interesting  information  concerning  the  schools  and  the 
status  of  public  education  in  the  several  counties,  but  as  embodying 
much  also  that  is  of  general  interest  and  value  to  the  whole  depart- 
ment. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
promptness  and  fidelity  with  which  my  colleagues,  the  County  and 
City  Superintendents,  ha\*e  discharged  all  duties  which  have  brought 
them  into  direct  relations  with  the  State  ofiice;  to  thank  them,  as 
well  as  the  teachers  of  the  State,  for  uniform  kindness  shown  me, 
and  the  professional  and  personal  courtesies  and  polite  attentions  of 
which  I  have  been  the  recipient  at  their  hands  in  my  visits  to  their 
respective  counties  and  cities. 

During  my  term  of  office,  especially  the  earlier  months  thereof,  and 
more  especially  during  the  revision  of  the  school  law,  I  laid  under 
tribute  the  experience  and  judgment  of  teachers  and  school  officers 
all  over  the  State;  and  the  department  has  largely  profited  thereby. 
It  would  be  an  inexcusable  oversight,  if  not  downright  injustice, 
should  I  fail  particularly  to  mention  in  this  connection  the  name  of 
the  veteran  Superintendent,  teacher,  and  author,  Hon.  John  Swett. 
By  his  wise  counsel,  I  was  greatly  aided  in  meeting  and  solving  the 
many  difficult  questions  which  confronted  me  at  the  very  outset  of 
my  term. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  and  cheerfully  tendered  to  my  clerk, 
Mr.  H.  A.  Moses.  To  the  experience  which  he  gained  as  clerk  under 
my  predecessor,  to  his  habits  of  exactness,  his  faithfulness,  and  his 
industry,  I  am  largely  indebted  for  whatever  of  promptness  and 
success  has  characterized  the  detail  work  of  the  office. 

Of  my  deputy — well — it  is  little  to  say,  that,  in  office  without  her  I 
should  have  been  but  half  a  Superintendent,  as,  anywhere  without 
her,  I  should  be  but  half  a  man. 

I  am  glad  to  have  been  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  California 
School  Department  during  a  most  critical  and  important  period  of 
its  history;  and  to  have  contributed,  ever  so  slightly,  to  a  work  in 
which  the  largest  powers  would  find  ample  field.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ALAMEDA. 
A.  L.  Fuller,  County  Superintendent. 

Tlie  schools  of  the  comity  are  mostly  in  the  hands  of  earnest,  ener- 
!|etic,  and  skillful  teachers,  who  are  doing  excellent  work.  One  source 
of  regret  to  every  friend  of  education,  has  been  the  low  degree  of 
advancement  at  which  a  majority  of  children  leave  school  to  engage 
in  the  work  of  life.  The  diplomas  of  graduation,  offered  by  the  State 
to  such  as  complete  the  county  course  of  study,  seem  to  have  awak- 
ened a  desire  in  the  pupils  to  remain  in  school  till  they  shall  have 
received  these  testimonials  to  their  proficienc}'.  We  confidently  hope 
that  the  day  is  not  distant  when  those  who  shall  complete  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  study  will  be  a  large  majority,  instead  of  a  small 
minority,  as  in  the  past;  thus  greatly  advancing  the  general  average 
scholarship  of  the  great  masses  of  the  people,  upon  whose  intelli- 
gence, and  morals,  and  virtue,  the  strength  and  security  of  this  Gov- 
ernment depend. 


BUTTE. 
Jesse  Wood,  County  Superintendent. 

The  schools  of  Butte  County  have  been  very  prosperous  during 
the  past  year.  School  was  maintained  a  longer  length  of  time  than 
during  any  previous  year.  Teachers  have  been  zealous  and  Trus- 
tees attentive  to  duty.  A  livelier  interest  than  usual,  on  tlie  part  of 
the  patrons,  has  been  manifested,  and  this  has  contributed  to  make 
teachers  and  Superintendent  more  careful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
obligations.  In  one  district,  where  the  Superintendent,  by  an  acci- 
dent, failed  to  visit  the  school  during  the  term,  he  was  promptly 
reported  to  the  Supervisors.  I  am  inclined  to  think  Butte  County  is 
one  of  the  best  equipped  in  the  State,  in  the  matter  of  buildings  and 

furniture.     Of  our  seventy  districts, of  them  have  school  houses 

of  the  best  ordinary  buildings,  and  of  them  have  patent  iron 

frame  desks.  The  tellurian  man  made  a  terrible  raid  on  our  library 
funds  this  year,  and  now  the  sun,  moon,  and  earth  stand  still  in 
nearly  all  our  school  houses.  But  globes  revolve  in  nearly  all,  and 
we  hope  to  say  in  all,  by  the  end  of  another  year.  Maury's  and 
Camp's  wall  map)S  are  in  nearly  all  the  schools,  with  a  map  of  the 
county.     Holt's  new  map  of  the  State  is  also  in  demand. 

Tiie  school  law  is  good — needs  little  mending,  but  much  minding. 
A  little  indexing  would  be  good. 


CALAVERAS. 
Thos.  G.  Pkachey,  County  Superintendent. 

I  notice  there  are  a  greater  number  of  Trustee  visits  recorded  than 
usual. 
That  all  the  districts  of  the  county  are  entitled  to  a  share  of  the 
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pro  rata  mone}'  is  received  with  approbation,  and  that  on  the  average 
daily  attendance. 

Man}'  persons  are  in  favor  of  making  the  State  and  county  appor- 
tionments on  the  same  basis. 

Last  year  the  school-house  of  the  Black  Hills  School  District  was 
entirely  destroyed  by  fire,  but  the  district  lost  only  one  day's  school, 
the  citizens  promptly  building  a  new,  and  larger,  and  better  one. 
Five  weeks  saw  the  teachers  duly  installed  into  office  in  the  new  one, 
after  teaching  in  a  temporary  building  during  the  erection  of  the 
new  house.     The  people  deserve  worthy  mention  from  this  fact. 

The  building  of  Mosquito  Gulch  District  has  also  been  destroyed 
by  fire.  I  have  pointed  to  Black  Hills  as  example  for  them  to  copy 
from. 


COLUSA. 
Samuel  Houchins,  County  S'.iperintendent. 

During  the  year  just  past  our  schools,  with  few  exceptions,  have 
made  excellent  progress.  Many  of  the  school  buihiings  have  been 
repaired  and  furnished  with  improved  furniture,  and  many  new 
buildings  are  now  being  erected  in  the  county.  Colusa  District,  not- 
withstanding it  has  a  large  school  building  of  six  rooms,  is  putting 
up  a  fine  High  School  building  with  four  rooms,  and  to  cost  §10,000. 
Maxwell  District  is  also  building  a  §10,000  brick,  and  Bridgeport  and 
Pierce  Districts  each  a  $3,000  wooden  building.  Our  corps  of  teachers, 
in  education  and  ability,  cannot  be  surpassed  b}^  the  teachers  in  any 
interior  county  in  the  State.  A  large  majority  of  them  are  profes- 
sional teachers,  who  have  had  long  experience  in  teaching,  and  who 
are  striving  to  fit  themselves  more  and  more  for  the  profession  which 
they  have  chosen.  In  my  last  annual  visits  to  the  schools  of  this 
count}',  I  became  satisfied  that  we  \vere  making  progress  in  the  good 
work  of  public  school  education.  Satisfactory  improvement  in 
school  management,  in  the  methods  of  instruction,  and  in  the  progress 
of  the  many  pupils  in  our  schools,  is  observable. 


CONTRA    COSTA. 


A.  A.  Bailkv,  County  Supermtendent. 


We  have  closed  a  prosperous  school  year.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  again 
report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  months  taught  and  also  of  the 
average  daily  attendance.  The  course  of  study  has  been  more  closely 
adhered  to,  many  of  the  schools  having  followed  it  to  the  letter  in 
the  most  essential  branches. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  the  request  of  a  committee  from  the 
Board  of  Education,  has  provided  for  an  annual  appropriation  of 
$50,  for  the  purpose  of  publishing  a  catalogue  giving  the  name  and 
grade  of  every  pupil  in  the  county.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  assist 
in  the  grading,  and  stimulate  pupils  to  complete  the  work  of  a  grade 
each  year.  It  will  certainly  be  of  great  assistance  to  a  teacher 
upon  opening  school  for  the  first  time  in  a  district,  and  in  classifying 
pupils  who  come  from  other  districts.    The  catalogue  for  the  year 
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ending  June  30,  1882,  is  now  in  course  of  preparation.  With  the 
exception  of  two  new  districts,  an  eight  months  school  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  country.  New  buildings  have  been 
erected  in  Carbondale,  Deer  Valley,  and  Morgan  Territory  Districts. 
The  buildings  in  Antioch  have  been  repaired  and  are  now  safer  and 
better  than  ever.  Our  fears  that  the  first  year's  examination  for 
Grammar  School  Diplomas  would  exhaust  the  supply  of  applicants 
for  some  time  have  proven  groundless.  We  are  satisfied  that  the 
initiatory  work  which  was  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment  last  year, 
was  the  means  of  providing  a  large  and  enthusiastic  class  this  year. 
Twenty-eight  diplomas  were  granted  on  tlie  examinations  held  on 
the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  of  June,  and  I  assure  you  that  the 
holders  are  a  credit  to  the  Grammar  Schools  of  the  country.  Their 
papers  show  that  thej'^  have  made  a  thorough  review  of  the  Grammar 
School  studies.  Nearly  all  who  entered  the  examination  received 
diplomas,  and  the  greater  portion  obtained  a  much  higher  percent- 
age than  was  required.  We  are  assured  a  still  larger  class  for  the 
coming  year.  There  is  one  defect  in  our  school  system  that  these 
graduating  exercises  bring  most  forcibly  to  mind.  Many  of 
our  brighest  and  most  faithful  scholars  are  not  content  to  leave 
school  with  only  a  Grammar  School  education.  Some  of  these  desire 
to  become  teachers,  others  have  in  view  a  professional  career,  and  all 
feel  the  necessity  of  a  more  complete  preparation  for  the  duties  of 
life,  wherever  they  may  be.  Considering  the  difficulties  and  expense 
of  sending  them  abroad,  and  the  impossibility  of  giving  them  suffi- 
cient attention  in  the  common  schools  without  neglecting  the  younger 
pupils,  it  is  evident  that  the  Legislature  should  provide  a  way  by 
which  several  adjoining  districts  may  establish  and  maintain  a  High 
School.  This  connecting  link  between  the  common  schools  and  the 
State  University  is  imperatively  demanded.  Under  the  present 
system  the  doors  of  the  University  are  barred  against  those  who 
have  not  the  means  to  pay  a  preparatory  course,  and  there  is  danger 
of  its  becoming  what  it  never  was  intended  to  be — an  aristocratic 
institution.  The  citizens  of  Danville  and  vicinity  have  made  a 
movement  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  High  School  or  Academy. 
A  site  for  the  building  has  been  donated,  and  sufficient  funds  guar- 
anteed to  erect  it.  It  is  proposed  to  sustain  it  by  tuition  fees  and 
private  subscription.  If  public  High  Schools  were  provided  for,  I 
am  confident  that  they  would  immediately  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege  and  make  it  free  to  all  who  were  qualified  to  enter.  If  the 
school  law  is  to  be  "tinkered"  (Supt.  Chipman,  1880)  I  would 
suggest:  1.  Provide  for  the  portion  of  "  lapsed  "  districts  among 
adjoining  districts,  and  the  sale  of  school  property  for  the  benefit  of 
the  County  School  Fund.  2.  Provide  the  manner  in  which  tlie  money 
voted  at  a  district  meeting  is  to  be  raised.  3.  Define  "primary" 
school.  Mr.  Dixon  resigned  his  position  in  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  principalship  of  the  Martinez  school,  to  engage  in  mercantile 
pursuits  in  Placer  County.  Miss  C.  K.  Wittcnmyer  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy  on  tlie  Board.  At  the  expiration  of  their  terms  Mr. 
A.  M.  Phalin  and  Miss  Wittcnmyer  were  reappointed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Education.

DEL   NORTE. 
JoHX  Miller,  County  Superintendent. 

The  public  schools  of  Del  Norte  County  are  slowly  but  steadily 
improving.  The  method  of  apportioning  the  school  fund  (and, 
more  especially,  that  portion  of  it  designated  the  "surplus"),  is  evi- 
dently not  equitable.  As  illustration  (and  there  is  more  than  one 
in  this  county),  the  following:  Lincoln  District,  twenty-one  census 
children,  one  (1)  teacher  allowed,  received  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1882,  a  total  of  S55G  20;  Bradford  District,  seventy-one  census 
children,  but  one  (1)  teacher  allowed,  received,  for  the  same  period 
of  time,  a  total  of  S691  61 ;  in  otlier  words,  Bradford,  with  3.4 
times  the  number  of  census  children  is,  as  the  law  now 
stands,  entitled  to  but  1.25  times  the  amount  of  Lincoln's  appor- 
tionment. The  State  Board  of  Education  should  exercise  the 
duties  prescribed  in  Section  1521,  second  and  third,  of  the  Political 
Code,  in  order  to  promote  the  uniform  progress  of  the  public 
school.  The  school  Superintendent  should  draw  his  warrant  upon 
the  Treasurer.  The  Public  Schools  should  be  graded  in  the  month 
of  June  of  each  year.  Section  1548  to  be  amended  so  as  to  allow  the 
School  Superintendent  to  draw  his  requisition  for  stationerj'. 


EL  DORADO. 
Charles  E.  Markham,  County  Superintendent. 

There  is  a  strong  and  steady  advance  in  all  the  educational  inter- 
ests of  the  county. 


HUMBOLDT. 
J.  B.  Casterlin,  County  Superintendent. 

As  a  whole,  our  schools,  for  the  year  just  closed,  show  that  steady 
progress  has  been  made,  though  some  of  them  have  been  retarded 
more  or  less  by  too  frequent  a  change  of  teachers. 

The  accompanying  report  shows  a  longer  average  term,  a  greater 
number  enrolled,  and  an  increase  in  average  daily  attendance  over 
last  year. 

The  census  report  develops  the  fact,  that  we  have  fewer  census 
children  this  year  than  the  preceding  year. 

Among  our  corps  of  teachers,  both  male  and  female,  we  have  those 
with  wide  experience  and  scholastic  attainments — those  who  are 
energetic  and  devoted  to  their  calling. 

Of  most  of  the  younger  teachers,  it  can  be  said  they  are  ambitious, 
progressive,  and  interested  in  their  work;  quite  a  number  of  them 
expect  to  take  the  Normal  training  in  the  near  future. 

As  regards  changes  in  the  school  law,  I  defer  making  any  sugges- 
tions until  the  subject  is  brouglit  up,  as  it  undoubtedly  will  be,  in 
the  approaching  Superintendents'  meeting.

F.  S.  Wallack,  County  Superintendent. 


The  progress  of  the  schools  was  somewliai  impeded  by  failure  to 
pay  of  a  corporation  (railroad)  owning  much  of  the  taxable  property 
of  the  county,  but,  upon  the  whole,  the  schools  are  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  with  a  zealous  corps  of  teachers. 

One  clause  or  section  of  the  school  law,  namely,  Sec.  1621,  should 
be  amended  at  once.  Every  Trustee  is  so  afraid  that  any  funds  to 
the  credit  of  his  district  shall  be  reapportioned  that  he  is  almost 
sure  to  spend  every  dollar  before  the  close  of  the  year,  leaving  no 
funds  to  begin  the  new  school  year.  Often,  I  think,  the  law  is 
evaded  and  Ihe  money  is  spent  foolishly.  There  is  so  much  of  the 
school  law  that  does  not  work  well  that  I  would  suggest  that  the 
whole  thing  should  be  overhauled. 


LAKE. 


Mack  Mathews,  County  Superintendent. 

We  state  that  the  schools  are  doing  well  in  this  county.  They  are 
progressing  in  efficiency.  Our  people  take  much  interest  in  them.  I 
think  we  ought  to  have  uniformit}"  of  text-books  in  the  State,  but  do 
not  know  that  it  can  be  effected  bv  the  Legislature. 


LASSEN. 


W.  R.  Schooler,  County  Superintendent. 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  again,  I  cannot  fail  to  notice  the 
progress  our  county  has  made  in  its  public  schools;  not  so  much  in 
the  increase  of  pupils,  as  in  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  themselves. 
Lassen  County  can  boast  of  as  an  efficient  corps  of  teachers  as  any 
county  in  the  State,  and  it  is  due  to  their  untiring  energy  that  much 
good  is  accomplished,  for  more  was  done  for  the  advancement  of  the 
cliildren  last  year  than  any  two  years  heretofore.  Of  course,  in  part, 
this  is  due  to  the  general  advancement  of  the  county,  and  as  our 
onward  progress  will  no  doubt  continue,  still  better  results  are  looked 
for  in  the  future. 


LOS    ANGELES. 
J.  W.  IIiKTON,  County  Superintendent. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say,  that  since  forwarding  my 
last  report,  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  educational  affairs  of  this 
county,  and  that  the  change  is  for  the  better.  Tlie  attendance  has 
steadily  increased,  and  the  more  frequent  visits  of  Trustees  and 
patrons  to  the  schools,  in  many  districts,  manifest  a  disposition  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  their  workings  and  rcquiremonts. 

There  arc  still  some  districts  in  which  the  teacher's  registers  sliow 
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a  lack  of  such  interest  upon  the  part  of  our  citizens,  and  in  which 
the  'I'rustees  seem  to  be  ahnost  wholly  indifferent  to  their  duties  and 
responsibilities.  .The  number  thus  neglected,  however,  is  smaller 
than  one  j'ear  ago,  and  the  prospect  of  its  becoming  less  in  the  near 
future,  promising.  Bonds  and  taxes  have  been  voted,  and  several 
neat  and  commodious  houses  have  been  built  and  furnished  since 
my  last  report,  indicative  of  the  general  prosperity  of  our  people, 
and  of  their  growing  interest  in  the  education  of  our  youth.  Only 
four  of  the  slianty  style  houses  are  now  remaining,  and  all  but  one 
of  these  will  be  riumbered  with  the  past  within  a  very  few  weeks. 

During  my  visitations,  I  discovered  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  scholarship  and  deportment  of  the  pupils,  and  a  growing  dispo- 
sition upon  the  part  of  teachers  to  beautify  their  school-rooms  with 
])ictures,  flowers,  and  evergreens.  These  simple  decorations  cost  but 
little,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  some  of  our  teachers,  at  least, 
appreciate  their  refining  influence  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
their  pupils.  The  grade  of  scholarship  and  qualifications  of  appli- 
cants for  teachers'  certificates,  is  higher  than  a  year  ago — a  result  our 
Board  of  Education  has  sought  to  bring  about.  The  tide  of  immi- 
gration that  has  poured  into  our  countj^  during  the  year  has  added 
to  our  corps  of  teachers  several  professionally  educated  instructors 
from  the  Normal  Schools  of  New  York,  Tennsylvania,  Iowa,  Missouri, 
and  other  States.  These  have  all  found  positions,  some  succeeding 
our  younger  teachers  who  have  resigned  their  places  to  attend  our 
Branch  Normal  School.  The  progress  of  the  graded  schools  of  the 
villages  and  thickly  populated  districts,  has  been  greater  than  those 
of  the  country;  but  even  the  former  have  somewhat  disappointed  us 
with  their  results,  only  one  of  them,  Santa  Ana,  having  graduated  a 
class  this  year.  The  failure  of  many  of  those  desiring  to  complete 
the  course  is,  in  a  measure,  due  to  the  liberal  definition  our  Board 
of  Education  has  given  to  the  term  Grammar  Grade,  making  it 
include  some  studies  pursued  in  our  High  Schools.  We  expect  next 
year  the  pleasure  of  issuing  many  diplomas  to  the  pupils  of  these 
schools. 

One  great  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  our  country  schools  is  due 
to  the  frequent  change  of  teachers,  often  resulting  from  the  inade- 
quacy of  the  salary  paid,  or  tiie  incompetency  of  tlie  teacher,  whose 
employment  resulted  from  pecuniary  considerations. 

A  teacher  has  scarcely  had  time  to  familiarize  himself  with  the 
wants  of  his  district,  and  devise  means  for  meeting  them,  before,  if 
he  is  a  capable  man,  he  is  called  to  a  more  remunerative  field  of 
labor. 

Our  school  law  I  regard  as  excellent,  but  I  earnestlj^  recommend 
the  changes  which  I  suggested  one  year  ago.  First — That  the  number 
of  teachers  assigned  correspond  with  the  number  employed.  There  is 
no  justice  in  a  law  whicli  apportions  monej'^  to  one  district  for  one  or 
two  more  teachers  tiian  are  needed,  and  gives  to  another,  funds  for 
the  number  actually  and  necessarily  employed.  This  is  tlie  efi'ect  of 
the  present  law  in  this  county,  and  in  every  county  in  the  State  hav- 
ing a  large  Spanish  population. 

Either  the  law  should  be  changed,  as  suggested  above,  or  the 
amount  apportioned  per  teacher  should  be  reduced  from  $500  to  $800. 

The  amendment,  making  the  average  daily  attendance  a  factor  in 
the  aijportioiunent  of  funds,  has  proved  a  blessing  to  the  districts 
which  are  doing  the  educating  in  this  county.

I  cannot  second  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  of  San 
Luis  Obispo  County,  that  that  portion  of  the  "law  be  so  amended 
tliat  the  pro  rata  apportionment  would  be  upon  the  aggregate,  instead 
of  the  average  attendance,  as  now."  Such  a  change  would  lead  to  a 
reduction  of  salaries  to  prolong  the  term,  and  put  in  the  place  of 
capable  teachers,  cheap  mechanical  school  keepers. 

Second — That  in  making  repairs.  Trustees  be  limited  to  fifty 
dollars  per  year  for  each  teacher  employed.  Observation  has  taught 
me  that  this  is  ample,  and  that  the  interests  of  education  demand 
that  such  a  limitation  be  made. 

Not  unfrequently  the  efficiency  of  some  of  our  schools  is  crippled 
by  the  reduction  of  salaries  so  low  as  to  preclude  the  employment 
of  good  teachers,  that  the  Trustees  may  have  a  balance  on  hand  to 
complete  school  houses,  or  make,  as  they  term  it,  "repairs."  If  the 
State  provides  the  money  for  the  support  of  the  school,  it  is  no  more 
than  fair  that  the  district  should  build  and  furnish  the  house.  It 
was  not  contemplated  that  the  school  moneys  should  be  used  for 
building  purposes,  and  the  law  which  allows  such  an  expenditure  in 
one  district,  and  makes  it  impossible  in  another,  is  unjust  in  its  oper- 
ations. Therefore,  with  all  due  respect  to  the  opinion  of  one  of  your 
Superintendents  to  the  contrary,  "I  would  most  respectfully  suggest 
that  the  foregoing  section  be  tinkered  a  little." 

Third — That  power  be  given  to  Boards  of  Supervisors  to  dispose  of 
the  property  of  lapsed  districts. 

Fourtlr — That  the  word  "State"  be  stricken  out  of  Section  1621. 

Fifth — That  the  State  Department  address  a  circular  letter  to 
Trustees,  calling  their  attention  to  those  sections  of  the  law  relating 
particularh^  to  their  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  urging  them  to 
be  more  accurate  in  keeping  the  district  accounts,  and  prompt  in 
making  reports.  I  believe  that  such  a  letter  would  result  in  much 
good,  and  have  greater  weight  than  one  from  the  County  Superin- 
tendent. 


MARIN. 

S.  M.  Augustine,  County  Superintendent. 


The  schools  of  this  county  are,  in  my  opinion,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  County  Board  is  endeav- 
oring to  raise  the  standard  of  the  schools  and  of  teachers'  qualifica- 
tions, and,  I  think,  is  gradually  succeeding. 


MENDOCINO. 

J.  R.  Thomas,  County  Superintendent. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  is  a  general  upward  tendency  in  the 
schools  of  this  county.  There  is  not  much  imi)rovcmont  in  a  material 
point  of  view,  but  there  is  a  growing  desire  to  i)rovide  better  houses 
and  better  school  facilities,  and  especially  in  those  districts  which 
fall  below  the  general  average.  I  am  gratilied  to  be  enabled  to  say 
that  the  teachers  are  working  themselves  up  to  a  higher  plane  of 


faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  tiieir  profession.     An  improved  system 
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of  grading  is  being  intelligently  applied,  and  the  good  effects  are  seen 
in  most  of  the  schools.  The  patrons  are  beginning  to  see  that  there 
is  no  economj^  in  short  terms  or  cheap  teachers,  and  are  making 
efforts  to  avoid  the  large  wastage  which  necessarily  accrues  from  these 
sources.  I  have  only  to  add  that  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  been 
altogether  pleasant,  and  filled  with  hope,  and  that  it  seems  to  me  the 
law  ought  to  remain  as  it  is  until  we  learn  it  better. 


MERCED. 

E.  T.  Dixon,  County  Superintendent. 

The  schools  in  my  county  have  made  more  progress  during  the 
past  year  than  any  other  in  my  term  of  office.  It  is  principally  due 
to  two  facts:  one,  the  apportioning  of  the  surplus  County  School 
Fund  according  to  daily  attendance;  the  other,  that  I  prevailed 
upon  the  Supervisors  to  make  a  liberal  lev}'  for  school  purposes, 
which  enabled  me  to  increase  the  average  school  term  in  my  county 
from  seven  months  to  eight  and  one  half.  This  is  not  only  an 
advantage  to  the  pupils,  but  to  teachers,  who  have  heretofore  been 
compelled  to  remain  idle  so  much  of  the  year.  The  most  desirable 
ones  would  go  to  counties  where  the)''  were  more  liberally  paid,  from 
which  our  schools  necessarily  suffered. 

Seven  districts  in  my  county  have  voted  a  special  tax  this  year  to 
build  new  school-houses,  and  maintain  schools  for  a  longer  time  than 
eight  months,  and  the  patrons  generally  show  a  greater  appreciation 
of  the  benefits  derived  by  their  children  from  the  public  schools. 

While  a  few  slight  changes  in  the  school  law  might  be  beneficial, 
I  think,  taken  as  a  whole,  it  is  good,  except  that  portion  relating  to 
salaries  of  County  Superintendents.  They  are  not  the  same  in  any 
two  counties  in  the  State,  and  in  three  fourths  of  them  the  salary  is 
not  enough.  I  would  suggest  that  the  salary  be  fixed  according  to 
the  number  of  school  districts  in  the  county,  and  in  all  cases  the 
actual  traveling  expenses  to  and  from,  in  visiting  the  schools,  be 
paid  by  the  county,  on  presentation  of  an  itemized  bill,  sworn  to. 
The  salary  should  not  be  less  than  $1,000  in  any  county,  and  §1,200 
in  those  having  thirty  and  less  than  fifty  districts,  and  graded 
accordingly.  Such  a  change  would  amount  to  very  little  to  the  State, 
and  I  am  satisfied  would  greatly  benefit  the  schools,  by  enabling  the 
Superintendents  to  spend  more  time  in  the  school-room  when  mak- 
ing visits. 


MODOC. 
E.  P.  Grubbs,  County  Superintendent. 

The  schools  of  this  county  have  done  well  during  the  last  year, 
but  did  not  run  as  many  months  as  they  did  last,  on  account  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  failing  to  levy  a  sufficient  amount  of  tax  as 
was  required  by  the  school  law,  yet  all  of  the  districts  have  had  a 
six  months  school. 

Many  new  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  way  of  building, 
and  many  of  the  districts  have  added  new  furniture. 
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Alturas  District  is  building  a  school  house  in  this  place,  which, 
when  completed,  is  to  cost  $4,000. 

The  schools  are  generally  supplied  with  first  grade  teachers,  with 
an  average  salary  of  $80  per  month.  My  motto  is,  "Employ  the  best 
teachers  and  pay  them  for  their  labor." 


MONO. 
Mrs.  C.  W.  Sullivan,  County  Superintendent. 

During  the  past  school  year  all  the  schools  of  the  county  have 
been  visited,  excepting  two,  namely.  North  Antelope  and  Benton. 
My  failure  to  visit  them  was  caused  by  the  suspension  of  regular 
traveling  communication  with  these  parts  of  Mono,  and  by  our 
extreme  Winter  cold  and  snow,  which  lasted  through  Spring. 

I  visited  North  Antelope  District,  however,  twice;  but  the  school 
was  not  in  session  on  either  occasion.  The  people  of  this  district  are 
thoroughly  interested  in  their  school,  and  they  have  been  fortunate 
in  securing  able  teachers.  Th'eir  school  furniture  is  new  and  excel- 
lent, and  their  library  is  supplied  with  a  fine  selection  of  books. 

Benton,  likewise,  has  had  efficient  teachers,  and  taste  and  judgment 
have  been  displayed  in  the  selection  of  the  library.  ' 

I  notice  everywhere  an  increasing  interest  manifested  for  the  judi- 
cious expenditure  of  library  funds,  and  the  interest  is  marked  and 
particularly  pleasing  in  these  districts  which  have  made  but  begin- 
nings for  their  school  libraries. 

The  other  schools  of  the  county,  with  two  noted  exceptions,  and 
the  two  named  above,  have  made  fair  progress. 


MONTEREY. 


S.  M.  Shearer,  County  Superintendent. 


This  resume  or  statement  regarding  matters  pertaining  to  the 
schools  of  this  (Monterey)  County  will  necessarily  be  brief,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  exhaustive  statistics  herein  contained  leave  but  little  to 
explain  or  dilate  upon.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  schools  have 
made  excellent  progress  and  are  in  as  good  condition  as  could  be 
expected,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  vast  extent  of  terri- 
tory, sparsely  inhabited,  as  is  common  in  all  new  settled  countries; 
but  as  time  progresses,  and  the  population  and  wealth  increase,  the 
prosperity  and  usefulness  of  the  schools  will  keep  pace  in  due  pro- 
portion, and  will  arrive  at  such  a  degree  of  perfection  as  the  most 
enthusiastic  supporter  of  education  can  desire.  Already  in  the  cities 
and  towns  of  this  county,  where  every  business  is  established  on  a 
firm  and  healthy  basis,  the  School  Department  cannot  be  excelled 
by  that  of  any  other  portion  of  the  State  in  efficiency,  progress,  and 
the  requirements  of  first  class  schools.  In  the  mountain  valleys,  and, 
as  it  were,  on  the  frontiers,  among  the  poor,  but  no  less  deserving, 
portion  of  our  i)opulation,  schools  have  been  established  so  far  as  the 
limited  funds  at  our  disjjosal  will  permit,  and  but  few  localities  have 
any  cause  for  coin])laint,  such  complaints,  when  made,  arising  from 
the  fact  that  tlie  large  size  of  some  district  (owing  to  a  small  popula- 
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tion)  necessarily  locates  the  school  houses  at  a  great  and  inconvenient 
distance  from  the  residences  of  the  scholars,  but  in  time  this  griev- 
ance will  be  remedied  bj'  the  natural  growth  of  the  population. 

The  failure  of  the  railroad  companies  to  contribute  their  just 
amount  of  assessed  taxes  due  to  the  State  has  caused  serious  detri- 
ment to  the  school  interests,  but  notwithstanding  this,  b}"  practicing 
necessary  economy  in  expenditures  of  the  means  at  our  disposal  we 
have  been  enabled  to  keep  our  schools  open  on  an  average  over  eight 
months  during  the  past  school  year,  1881-82.  It  is  but  [)roper  to 
state  that  this  beneficial  result  was  brought  about  by  the  cooperation 
of  the  District  Trustees,  the  press,  and  citizens  of  influence  with  the 
County  Superintendent.  A  reduction  was  made  in  teachers'  salaries, 
and  expenses  for  improvements  and  incidentals  were  diminished  to 
the  minimum  figures.  This  reduction  of  the  teachers'  salaries  in  the 
country  districts  did  not  affect  the  teachers  so  much  as  might  be  sur- 
mised, for  the  difference  was,  in  nearl}^  every  case,  made  up  by  the 
residents,  who,  in  due  proportion  to  the  salary  reduction,  reduced 
the  cost  of  board  and  other  expenses  to  the  teachers.  As  a  compari- 
son, to  show  what  has  been  saved  by  this  enforced  retrenchment,  the 
expenses  for  the  schools  for  the  past  year,  1881-82,  were  about  seven- 
teen thousand  dollars  less  than  during  the  school  year  1878-79;  that 
is  to  say  that  at  the  then  rate  of  expenditure  it  would  have  cost 
seventeen  thousand  dollars  more  to  have  j-un  the  same  number  of 
schools  in  1878  and  1879  than  it  has  in  1881  and  1882. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  our  school  laws  be  so  amended  as 
to  permit  County  Superintendents  to  select  and  appoint  the  members 
of  the  Boards  of  Education  as  under  the  previous  law.  By  this 
means  competent  persons  would  be  sure  to  be  selected  to  perform  the 
duties  which  devolve  upon  the  Board  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Superintendent. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  variety  of  blanks  in  use  in  the  depart- 
ment be  made  uniform,  so  that  thej^  shall  correspond,  regarding 
statistics,  questions,  answers,  etc.  The  difference  in  the  blanks  now 
in  use  causes  no  little  confusion  in  compiling  this  report. 


NEVADA. 
John  T.  Wickes,  County  Superintendent. 

Improvements  made  last  year:  First — More  unity  of  method  in 
the  schools,  a  feeling  of  oneness  among  the  teachers.  The  new  sys- 
tem, under  the  Constitution,  gives  more  local  interest.  Frequent 
visits  of  the  Superintendent  tend  to  link  the  schools  together  and  to 
keep  alive  the  interest  of  teachers,  children,  and  Trustees.  Second — 
School  rooms  have  been  furnished  in  several  instances  with  desks 
and  other  cabinet  work.  Better  apparatus  has  been  provided. 
Rooms  have  been  kept  in  a  neater  condition.  Better  means  of  ven- 
tilation are  secured.  Old  stoves  are  replaced  by  new  ones.  Third — 
Buildings  have  been  renovated.  One,  destroyed  by  fire,  has  had  a 
substitute  built,  in  better  style.  Fourth — School  surroundings  have 
been  improved,  needful  outhou.ses  provided,  trees  planted,  many 
wells  dug  to  supply  pure  water.  The  wells  have  been  kept  free  from 
litter.     Fifth — Trustees  have  -visited  the  schools,  generally.    Sixth — 
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Progress  in  several  studies  is  noted,  and  a  desire  on  the  part  of  teach- 
ers to  learn,  themselves,  and  be  better  fitted  to  do  faithful  and  effect- 
ive work. 

Census  Marshals  should  have  power  to  demand  from  parents  or 
guardians  an  answer  to  the  questions  thej^  are  autliorized  to  pro- 
pound to  them,  and  to  make  their  affadavit  mandator^',  when 
deemed  necessary,  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  law. 

Section  1858  shoukl  be  so  amended  that  every  scliool  sliould  receive 
^500  on  the  equalized  apportionments.  In  my  jurisdiction,  I  had 
two  scliools  that  received  but  $400  on  those  apportionments.  Two 
hundred  dolhirs  more,  divided  between  them,  would  have  been  a 
needed  help  to  them,  and  would  not  have  been  lelt  by  the  county 
at  large.  I  suppose  the  application  could  be  made  in  and  to  everj^ 
other  count}^  in  the  State.  If  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  in  con- 
junction with  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  deem  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  school  necessary,  it  should  be  provided  for  in  a  liberal 
manner. 

Provisions  ought  to  be  made  for  a  fortj^-weeks  school  in  every 
district,  under  proper  supervision. 

There  ought  to  be  some  uniform  system  of  grading  given  to  the 
schools,  or  some  line  of  demarcation  between  the  grammar  and  pri- 
mary grades.  Such  standard  should  be  fixed  (not  recommended)  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  term,  "Grammar  School"  is 
very  indefinite.  If  it  were  applied  to  those  schools  in  which  a 
gramniar  was  used  as  a  tex-tbook,  we  might  understand  it.  If  the 
term  was  based  upon  the  reader,  or  readers,  used  in  school  with  their 
concomitant  studies,  we  might  understand  it.  As  the  case  stands 
now,  the  report  of  County  Superintendents  to  the  State  Bureau 
must  be  very  indefinite  in  the  matter  of  first  and  second  grade 
schools. 


PLACER. 

0.  F.  Skavey,  County  Superintendent. 

I  do  not  feel  very  well  satisfied  witli  the  school  work,  as  a  whole, 
of  the  past  year.  In  several  districts  tliere  were  too  many  changes  of 
teachers,  doing  injury  to  the  pupils,  by  causing  dissatisfaction  and 
indiflerence.  In  one  district  (Union),  smallpox  was  an  endemic, 
preventing  a  longer  term  than  five  months,  while  other  districts 
were  ravaged  by  measles  and  whooping  cough.  The  Winter  was 
very  severe,  the  snow  remaining  so  late  in  the  Spring  that  one  dis- 
trict (Blue  Canon)  was  limited  to  a  five  months'  term.  The  remain- 
ing districts  kept  up  to  the  usual  standard.  In  several  districts  a 
deal  of  enthusiasm  was  displayed,  and  a  great  amount  of  study  done. 
The  work  of  the  year  does  not  compare  at  all  with  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  regular  teachers  worked  with  their  usual  vim  and 
energy,  yet  they  did  not  accomplish  so  much  as  in  former  years.  I 
would  prefer  to  make  a  ])righter  and  more  encouraging  report,  but 
I  feel  such  a  report  would  not  be  in  accordance  with  facts.  1  had 
hoped  that  dii)lomas  of  graduation  would  cause  an  awakening,  and 
develop  some  latent  energy ;  but,  although  successful  to  this  end  in 
a  few  districts,  in  others  there  was  no  response.     I  feel  the  fault  does 
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not  lie  with  the  teachers,  for,  as  far  as  I  couki  judge,  they  were  alive 
to  the  occasion,  and  worked  to  the  best  of  their  means  to  accomplish 
worthy  results.  No  districts  lapsed,  and  one  new  district  was  formed. 
You  will  notice  this  district  has  no  financial  standing,  as  the  districts 
from  which  it  was  formed  were  in  debt,  and  it  sliows  no  debit  nor 
credit  account.  Some  districts  are  in  arrears,  through  refusal  of  the 
railroad  compan}-  to  pay  taxes.  In  general,  the  districts  are  in  a 
healthy  financial  condition. 


PLUMAS. 

F.  G.  Hail,  County  Superintendent. 

Most  of  the  schools  in  tlie  county  have  made  reasonable  advance- 
ment. The  corps  of  teachers  employed  compares  favorably  with 
those  of  previous  years,  and  they  have  manifested  a  commendable 
zeal  in  their  profession.  Two  years  ago,  with  a  census  roll  of  984, 
the  average  daily  was  513,  but  this  year,  with  a  census  roll  of  1,043, 
the  average  daily  attendance  has  been  609,  which  figures  show  an 
increase  of  59  in  the  census  roll,  but  an  increase  of  134  in  the  average 
daily  attendance.  This  increase  in  daily  attendance  I  believe  to  be 
mainly  due  to  that  change  in  the  school  law  which  bases  the  pro  rata 
apportionment  of  school  funds  on  the  average  daily  attendance.  The 
said  law  is  just  and  in  conformity  with  sound  policy.  I  therefore 
favor  its  retention.  Book  firms  have  caused  considerable  inconven- 
ience and  annoyance  by  not  maintaining  a  proper  supply  of  text- 
books in  the  count}',  according  to  contract.  Those  who  have  acted 
as  agents  state  that  book  firms  will  not  allow  sufficient  to  justify  the 
agent  to  transact  the  business.  Notice  of  failure  to  comply  with 
their  contracts  has  been  given  the  parties,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will 
cause  no  further  trouble.  Tlie  law  should  be  so  amended  that  when 
a  district  "lapses,"  the  library,  apparatus,  etc.,  may  be  disposed  of 
and  the  receipts  therefor  paid  into  the  unapportioned  County  School 
Fund.  To  prevent  districts  from  being  imposed  on  by  anxious  agents, 
it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  adopt  a  list  of 
apparatus,  maps,  charts,  etc.,  for  use  in  the  schools.  Not  being  an 
aspirant  for  reelection,  I  shall  not  be  accused  of  having  a  personal 
interest  in  the  matter,  when  I  say  that  the  salary  of  School  Superin- 
tendent in  such  counties  as  this  is  entirely  too  small.  It  is  now  §540. 
It  sliould  not  be  less  than  $1,200.  The  Superintendent  should  devote 
the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  schools,  thus  making  the  position  one  of 
great  usefulness — a  moving  force  in  the  cause  of  education.  To  expect 
him  to  do  this  on  a  salary  of  §540  is  simply  absurd.  To  indulge  the 
statement  that  he  should  do  it  for  "glory,"  is  to  indulge  the  language 
of  a  demagogue.  As  an  apology  for  the  county,  perhaps  I  should  say 
that  the  population  in  many  of  our  mountainous  districts  is  scattered 
over  an  extensive  territory,  thus  causing  the  attendance  to  be  much 
less  than  it  otherwise  would  be. 


SAN   BENITO. 
J.  N.  Thompson,  County  Superintendent. 

The  schools  are  nearly  all  in  excellent  condition.    Most  of  the 
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districts  are  getting  good  scliool  houses,  seats,  etc.  I  hear  less  com- 
plaint than  usual  about  teachers.  The  large  districts  liave  been 
obliged  to  have  shorter  terms  of  school  than  desirable,  while  some  of 
the  smaller  schools  have  been  wasteful.  In  some  instances,  they  did 
not  want  more  than  six  or  seven  nionths  of  school,  as  there  were  but 
few  to  go  to  school,  and  when  part  of  the  number  staid  away  to  work, 
the  school  was  too  small  to  exist;  therefore,  the  question  appeared  to 
be,  how  they  could  spend  the  money,  and  keep  me  from  reapportion- 
ing it  or  prevent  their  spending  it. 


SAN   BERNARDINO. 
D.  B.  Sturges,  County  Superintendent. 

The  death  of  the  County  Superintendent,  Dr.  J.  A.  Rousseau,  on 
the  thirteenth  of  July,  1882,  and  my  subsequent  appointment  to  the 
office,  necessarily  prevents  me  from  speaking  of  the  progress  and 
condition  of  the  schools  of  this  county  from  personal  observation; 
the  records  of  the  office,  however,, show  an  advance  during  the  past 
3'ear  along  the  whole  line;  the  following  table  will  best  exhibit  this:

These  figures  indicate  that  the  schools  of  the  county  are  in  a  pros- 
perous and  growing  condition. 

As  to  amendments  to  the  school  law,  I  have  only  to  suggest  a  law 
to  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  the  schools,  and  the  practice  of  im- 
posing the  work  of  two  teaciiers  upon  one. 


SAN   DIKGO. 
Geo.  N.  IIitcucock,  County  Suj)erintendent. 

The  surplus  over  ^500  to  a  teacher  ought  to  be  distributed  only  to 
districts  that  have  maintained  schools  eight  months.  The  present 
law  distributing  it  according  to  the  average  daily  attendance  of  last 
year,  although  an  immcn.se  improvement  over  the  old  law,  that  dis- 


tributed  it  according  to  the  number  of  census  children  of  a  district, 
is  yet  far  from  what  it  should  be.  Either  distribute  the  excess  alone 
to  districts  that  have  taught  eight  months,  or  else  make  the  distri- 
bution according  to  the  whole  number  of  days  attendance.  As  it  is 
now,  a  district  that  teaches  but  six  months  has  a  very  decided 
advantage  over  one  that  maintains  an  eight  months  school. 

In  "Teacher's  Report"  add  the  following  question:  "Upon  what 
days  were  you  tardy  at  school?"  It  is  true  that  h  is  the  duty  of  the- 
teacher  to  be  at  the  school  house  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  for 
commencing.  Yet  it  occasionally  happens  that  a  Superintendent 
hears  nothing  of  the  inexcusable  tardiness  of  a  teacher  until  he  has 
been  paid  off  and  left  the  county.  I  would  also  add  as  a  supple- 
ment, the  following:  "Upon  what  daj's  have  you  dismissed  school 
before  the  regular  time?" 

By  means  of  the  addition  of  these  two  queries  a  Superintendent 
can  gain  much  important  information.  The  mere  fact  that  these 
two  questions  have  to  be  answered,  and  that  too  as  to  the  identical 
days,  will  have  a  strong  tendency  to  correct  these  two  evils.  It  will 
be  hazardous  to  omit  or  mistake  a  date.  Doubtless  any  County 
Board  of  Education  would  hold  that  falsification  in  such  matters  by 
a  teacher  was  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  cancellation  of  his  certificate. 

The  evils  here  indicated  are  scarcely  known  in  city  schools,  but 
are  frequently  of  much  gravity  in  the  country  districts.  Some  relief 
should  be  provided. 


SAN   JOAQUIN. 
C.  M.  Keniston,  County  Superintendent. 

As  a  general  thing,  the  schools  of  this  county  have  prospered 
during  the  past  year.  Quite  a  number  of  young  teachers  have  been 
employed,  and  in  nearly  every  instance  have  shown  by  earnest  faith- 
ful work  a  determination  to  succeed  in  their  profession. 

Two  districts  have  been  unable  to  keep  six  months  school — being 
prevented  by  epidemic  in  one  case,  and  by  flood  in  the  other.  Four 
other  districts  were  prevented  from  keeping  eight  months  school  by 
like  reasons.  One  district  (Corral  Hollow)  lapsed,  and  the  district  is 
now  part  of  Jefferson.  It  seems  to  me  one  great  drawback  to  the 
success  of  our  schools  in  this  county  is  the  indifference,  carelessness, 
and  neglect  of  very  many  "Trustees."  A  majority  of  those  holding 
that  office  have  no  correct  idea  of  the  duties  and  responsibility  rest- 
ing upon  them,  and  apparently  no  disposition  to  exert  themselves  in 
behalf  of  the  scliools. 

I  regard  the  present  method  of  apportioning  school  money  the 
fairest  and  most  satisfactory  yet  adopted.  Under  it  every  school  in 
San  Joaquin  County  can  be  kept  open  eight  months,  at  least,  in  a 
year. 

Taking  everything  into  consideration,  I  think  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion is  advancing  in  San  Joaquin  County.

Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  scarlet  fever  and  measles, 
both  of  a  veiy  malignant  type,  visited  nearh'  all  our  school  districts, 
and  caused  great  loss  of  life  among  the  children,  our  school  growth 
and  progress  has  been  something  remarkable. 

One  new  district,  the  Avenal,has  taken  her  place  among  the  sister- 
hood of  schools.  The  boundaries  of  the  several  districts  have  been 
revised  b}"^  the  County  Superintendent,  and  pamphlet  copies  of  such 
revision  were  furnished  to  Census  Marshals  in  time  for  the  recent 
census.  A  complete  course  of  studj^  and  excellent  school  manuals 
are  in  the  hands  of  all  our  teachers.  The  Pacific  School  .Journal  is 
always  a  welcome  visitor,  and  many  of  our  districts,  in  addition  to 
this  and  a  well  stocked  library,  subscribe  for  other  leading  magazines. 

Our  teachers  are  generally  capable,  earnest,  and  successful ;  our 
Trustees,  for  the  most  part,  trulj'  etiicient,  and  the  patrons  and 
pupils,  as  well  as  the  teachers  of  many  districts,  are  intenselj'  inter- 
ested in  the  success  of  their  respective  schools. 

The  school  law  should  be  so  amended:  First,  that  the  school  year 
should  commence  on  January  first  and  end  December  thirty-first, 
tlms  securing  to  each  district  the  large  apportionments  at  or  near 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year-  second,  to  enable  Trustees  to 
exi)end  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  Library  Fund  annually  for  such 
leading  text-books  as  readers  and  arithmetics;  such  text-books  to  be 
catalogued  as  libraiy  books  and  given  out  by  the  teacher  to  pupils 
while  in  school. 


SAN  MATEO. 
G.  p.  IIautley,  County  Superintendent. 

Our  schools  throughout  the  county  were  never  in  a  more  prosper- 
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ous  condition  than  during  the  school  year  just  ended.  The  Trustees, 
as  a  rule,  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  schools,  and,  in  most  instances, 
good  teachers  are  being  retained  year  after  year.  The  teachers,  with 
hardly  an  exception,  deserve  credit  for  the  general  management  and 
good  discipline  of  their  schools.  They  are  working  earnestly  for  the 
advancement  of  their  pupils,  and  to  accomplish  the  grand  end  and 
object  of  our  public  schools.  Salaries  of  efficient  teachers  have  been 
increased  in  many  instances  during  the  past  year,  and  yet,  as  shown 
by  the  financial  report,  our  balance  of  cash  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year  is  greater  than  it  has  been  at  any  corresponding  time 
since  1875.  Three  new  classes  and  three  teachers  have  been  added  to 
our  number  during  the  year.  In  three  of  the  districts  a  liberal  dis- 
trict tax  was  raised  for  building  purposes  and  other  improvements. 


SANTA  BARBARA. 
G.  E.  Thurmond,  County  Superintendent. 

The  schools  of  this  county  have  made  good  progress  during  the 
past  year ;  the  teachers  are  up  with  the  advanced  ideas  on  education  ; 
many  of  them  are  graduates  of  Normal  Schools,  and  are  thorough 
and  energetic.  The  Board  of  Education  consists  of  practical  teachers, 
who  know  thoroughly  the  wants  of  a  school-room,  and  who  believe 
that  the  teacher's  calling  is  a  profession  demanding  brains,  character, 
and  energy,  and  that  a  liberal  salary  to  teachers  is  true  political 
economy.  They  have  laid  down  a  broad  and  liberal  course  of  study. 
Under  these  favorable  conditions,  we  see  no  reason  why  Santa  Bar- 
bara County  should  not  stand  in  the  front  rank  of  the  grand  educa- 
tional movement  of  our  State. 


SANTA    CRUZ. 
W.  H.  HoBBS,  County  Superintendent. 

Our  schools  continue  to  prosper.  Most  districts  during  the  past 
year  have  been  free  from  neighborhood  quarrels,  which  sometimes 
do  so  much  to  destroy  the  efficiency  of  our  schools. 

Our  school  law  is  in  most  respects  acceptable.  Changes  should  be 
made  only  when  imperatively  demanded.  The  time  for  holding  the 
annual  election  of  Scliool  Trustees  has  been  changed  so  many  times 
during  the  last  few  years,  that  reference  to  the  law  is  often  necessary 
by  school  officers.  Frequent  change  is  the  one  great  thing  to  be 
guarded  against,  that  the  people  may  become  familiar  with  its  pro- 
visions. 


SHASTA. 
D.  M.  CoLKMAS,  County  Superintendent. 


The  schools  of  the  county  are  progressing  fairly.  Six  new  districts 
have  been  established  during  the  school  year.  The  average  attend- 
ance is  materially  increased,  and  a  laudable  interest  in  educational 
matters  is  manifested  throughout  the  county.

The  schools  of  this  county  are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Much 
interest  is  manifested  by  parents,  and  they  are  taxing  themselves 
heavily  to  maintain  the  schools  and  build  new  school  houses. 


SOLANO. 


A.  "W.  SuTPHEN,  County  Superintendent. 

The  public  schools  of  this  county  are  certainly  in  a  most  satis- 
factor}'  condition.  I  have  endeavored  to  give  careful  supervision, 
having  visited  nearlj^  every  school  at  least  twice,  and  especially  noted 
the  progress  made  by  teachers,  giving  such  suggestions  as  I  thought 
of  the  most  benefit  to  those  in  charge.  It  cannot  be  denied,  however, 
but  that  there  are  teachers  here  holding  second  grade  certificates  who 
should  avail  themselves  of  the  very  first  opportunity  to  advance  in  the 
profession  by  procuring  first  grade  certificates.  This  would  greatly 
enhance  their  efficiency  and  usefulness  in  the  general  public  school 
work.  I  hope  to  see  the  time  in  the  near  future  when  the  number  of 
teachers  holding  second  grade  certificates  will  be  much  smaller  than 
now. 


SONOMA. 

C.  S.  Smyth,  County  Superintendent. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  the  county  is 
excellent.  Considerable  interest  has  been  manifested  by  the  people 
in  the  erection  of  new  school  buildings,  on  modern  plans,  and  the 
furnishing  of  the  schools  with  suitable  appliances. 

The  granting  of  diplomas  to  graduates  of  Grammar  Schools  was 
put  into  execution  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Six  applicants  pre- 
sented themselves  for  examination,  all  of  whom  did  themselves  and 
their  teachers  great  credit.  Hereafter,  these  examinations  will  be 
conducted  upon  a  difierent  plan,  and  good  results  are  anticipated. 

I  would  suggest  an  amendment  to  the  law  that  would  prevent 
Trustees  from  giving  vacation  to  cover  Institute  week.  In  some 
cases  this  is  designedly  done;  and  teachers  being  thus  deprived  of 
their  wages,  feel  under  no  obligation  to  attend. 

I  would  say,  by  way  of  explanation,  that  the  three  districts  which 
have  failed  to  maintain  school  for  six  months,  have  been  too  recently 
organized  to  make  that  possible;  also  that  the  four  districts  that  fell 
short  of  eight  months,  did  so  for  lack  of  funds. 

In  cases  where  districts  fall  short  of  eight  months,  and  thus  lose 
the  balance  of  money  on  hand,  the  sums  so  reapportioned  have  been 
charged,  in  this  re{)ort,  to  the  account  of  teachers' salary,  there  being 
no  column  for  the  statement  as  a  separate  item.  Such  a  column 
could  be  provided  in  "Financial  Statistics." 

It  is  practicably  impossible  to  give  the  ages  of  teacliers  wliose 
certificates  have  been  renewed  (p.  10),  or  to  give  the  nativity  of  teach- 
ers to  whom  certificates  are  granted  (p.  14),  since  the  records  of  the 


office  do  not  require  tliese  items.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully 
suggest  their  omission  from  the  report. 

Much  dithculty  and  confusion  arises  from  the  fact  that  "Teachers' 
Reports"  require  several  items  for  the  preservation  of  which  the 
school  registers  make  no  provision  in  the  blanks  for  "monthly  sum- 
maries." One  of  these  is  a  failure  in  the  summary  to  distinguish 
between  the  sexes  of  "new  pupils."  This  column  could  readily  be 
divided  into  two  parts,  headed  "boys,"  "girls."  Another  is  the 
failure  in  the  summary  to  provide  for  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
visits  made  by  each  of  the  three  classes  of  visitors  required  in  the 
report.  Another  is  the  presence  in  the  summary  of  two  columns 
that  are  practically  useless,  and  productive  of  much  confusion  to 
young  teachers,  namely :  "old  pupils  reentered,"  and  "pupils  trans- 
ferred." The  "record  of  corporal  punishment,"  and  the  "general 
record,"  are,  I  think,  seldom,  if  ever,  kept;  and  it  seems  useless  to 
devote  any  space  in  the  register  to  these  purposes. 

I  trust  that  these  suggestions  will  meet  with  a  kind  reception  and 
an  earnest  consideration,  if  not  with  your  approval  and  adoption. 


SUTTER. 
M.  C.  Clark,  County  Superintendent. 

The  schools  in  this  county,  during  the  time  embraced  in  this 
report,  have  been  particularly  noted  for  progress  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. 

There  has  been  concert  of  action  between  teachers  and  Trustees — 
harmony  prevailing  without  a  single  exception. 

Section  1621,  school  law,  has  had  the  effect  to  cause  Trustees  to 
maintain  as  many  days  of  school  as  the  several  districts  had  money 
to  pay  for;  the  consequence  has  been  that  more  districts  have  sup- 
ported an  eight-months  school  than  ever  before,  and  the  balances  on 
hand  July  first  remarkably  small — in  fact  so  small  that  a  reappor- 
tionment is  impracticable. 

Trustees  generally  have  manifested  an  interest  in  improving 
school  property  and  adding  to  the  school  libraries  and  apparatus  in 
many  districts. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  in  educa- 
tional interests,  as  well  as  with  other  interests  connected  with  the 
prosperity  of  our  people  generally. 


TEHAMA. 
Mybon  Yagee,  County  Superintendent. 

We  have  had  three  school  houses  burn  during  the  year,  viz.:  Elder 
Creek,  Montgomery,  and  Shults. 

Montgomery  School  Fund  has  received  §648  25  from  the  insurance 
company  for  their  building  whicli  was  burned. 

We  liave  sixteen  districts  which  have  each  built  a  new  school 
house  during  the  year,  viz.:  Brown,  Cottonwood,  Dry  Creek,  Elkhorn, 
Freeman,  Gleason,  Happy  Valley,  Montgomery,  Marion,  Macon 
Spring,  Paynes'  Creek,  Prairie,  Shults,  Tehama,  and  Last  Chance. 
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TRINITY. 
George  E.  Noonan,  County  Superintendent. 

If  we  have  to  depend  upon  the  money  derived  from  applicants  foi 
teachers'  certificates  to  hold  a  Teachers'  Institute,  I  am  afraid  it  will 
be  in  the  remote  future  before  we  hold  one. 

Our  county  is  heavily  in  debt,  and  our  Supervisors  have  for  years 
been  curtailing  the  expenses  of  government  to  the  lowest  ebb,  con- 
sistent with  the  best  interests  of  the  county ;  and  our  unapportioned 
fund  has  been  so  small  that  it  barely  pays  for  the  paper,  envelopes, 
stamps,  etc.,  used  by  the  Superintendent. 

Our  schools  are  in  a  verj'  healthy  condition,  attendance  good,  and 
general  morale  excellent. 

With  few  exceptions,  our  corps  of  teachers  are  holders  of  first 
grade  certificates,  of  good  character,  and  qualified  teachers. 

Our  school  houses  have  ample  accommodations  for  all  the  pupils, 
and  are  very  comfortably  seated,  and  with  few  exceptions,  well  and 
substantially  built.  The  most  noticeable  one  is  in  Weaverville, 
which  is  a  two-story  building,  and  furnished  throughout  with  all  the 
modern  improvements,  seats,  etc.    • 

Ha}'  Fork,  Trinity  Center,  and  Long  Ridge  Districts  are  erecting 
new  school  houses,  Long  Ridge  District  being  unfortunate  enough  to 
lose  theirs  by  fire. 


TULARE. 


W.  J.  Eli.is,  County  Superintendent. 

In  some  instances,  a  district  will  show  a  balance  on  hand  and  yet 
be  in  debt  to.  teacher  for  salary,  or  for  contingent  expenses.  I  have 
confined  my  report  strictly  to  July  1,  1882.  There  were  many  out- 
standing orders  which  would  greatly  reduce  the  balances  on  hand  at 
this  date  (and  many  have  been  paid  since  July  first),  but  no  notice 
taken  in  the  financial  statistics  of  this  report. 

The  public  school  interests  have  been  greatly  impaired  during  the 
last  year  on  account  of  prevailing  epidemics.  Measles  first  passed 
through  the  county  and  were  quickly  followed  by  whooping  cough. 
As  high  as  thirty  schools  were  suspended  at  one  time. 

For  the  last  two  years  there  has  not  been  a  sufficient  levy  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  school  purposes;  no  public  fund  is  so  much 
neglected  as  the  County  School  Fund.  There  appears  to  be  a  disposi- 
tion to  press  and  squeeze  everything  connected  with  the  public 
school  interest;  "economy,"  falsely  so  called. 


TUOLUMNE. 
JoHK  T.  McRXAX,  County  Superintendent. 


As  a  general  thing,  the  schools  in  this  county  are  prospering. 
During  my  visits  the  jmst  year  I  have  noticed  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  a  majority  of  the  schools.  The  teachers  of  these  schools 
seemed  intent  upon  that  noblest  duty  of  the  American  public  school 
system,  i.  c,  the  cultivation  of  integrity  and  thought. 
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VENTURA. 
D.  D.  DeXcre,  County  Superintendent. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  school  law  be  so  amended  as  to  prevent, 
if  possible,  Boards  of  Trustees  from  paying  teachers  exorbitant  sala- 
ries, with  the  express  or  implied  understanding  that  a  portion  of 
the  same  be  refunded  for  the  payment  of  debts  outstanding,  or  tlie 
making  of  improvements  on  or  about  the  school  property'.  Although 
I  have  no  positive  proof  of  such  transactions,  yet  I  am  constrained 
to  believe  tliat  two  or  three  districts  in  this  county,  failing  to  main- 
tain an  eight  months'  school,  have  resorted  to  this  questionable  prac- 
tice, in  order  to  save  their  surplus  funds  from  reapportionment. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  State  Superintendent,  that  it  would  be  well 
to  leave  a  column  on  page  nine  of  the  annual  report,  just  preceding 
column  seven,  in  which  to  record  the  amount  of  State  and  county 
school  money  reapportioned  under  Section  1621. 


YOLO. 
John  W.  Goin,  Suoerintendent. 

The  schools  of  this  county  are  prosperous.  Our  teachers  are  alive 
to  the  importance  of  their  work.  Their  efforts  are  generally  appre- 
ciated and  encouraged.  Proper  economy  is  employed  in  the  financial 
management,  and  fair  salaries  paid  to  the  teachers.  Four  new  school 
houses  were  built  during  the  year — two  by  special  tax,  and  two  by 
subscriptions.  An  indebtedness  on  a  school  house  built  several  years 
ago,  was  liquidated  during  the  year  by  a  special  tax  on  the  property 
of  the  district.  I  would  suggest  that  the  school  law  be  so  amended 
that  all  the  State  and  County  School  Funds  be  apportioned,  by 
County  Superintendents,  to  one  common  fund,  and  limit  Trustees  to 
a  definite  amount  for  contingent  expenses.  Such  an  amendment 
would  secure  the  same  guard  in  the  expenditure  of  the  funds,  and 
would  di.spense  with  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  confusion  in  keeping 
a  correct  account  of  the  same. 


YUBA. 
T.  ir.  Steel,  County  Superintendent. 

Our  schools  are  not  in  a  condition  that  gives  promise  of  future 
improvement,  from  the  following  facts  and  causes: 

A  reduction  of  five  per  cent  in  the  school  census  and  ten  per  cent 
in  the  tax-roll,  reveals  a  state  of  things  in  this  county  that  is  explained 
by  stating  that  at  the  county  seat,  during  the  rainy  season,  provision 
is  made  by  all  to  elevate  all  movable  property  eight  feet  above  the 
first  floor;  that  the  valley  lands  must,  at  great  expense,  be  protected 
by  levees;  that  the  waters  of  the  Yuba  are  above  the  surface  of  the 
valley,  and  are  ])revented  from  overflowing  the  country  only  by 
levees;  that  everybody  owning  no  real  estate  is  emigrating,  and 
everybody  owning  property  wants  to  sell  out  and  leave. 

One,  climbing  to  a  belfry  here  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  high, 
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and  glancing  eastward  along  the  course  of  the  Yuba  to  the  monitors 
at  the  base  and  along  the  foothills  of  the  Sierras,  and  southward  to 
the  sources  of  the  American,  and  along  its  channel  to  its  junction 
with  the  Sacramento,  might  not  be  deemed  a  false  prophet,  should 
he  predict  that  each  of  the  two  fair  cities  at  the  junction  ot  these 
streams  will  share  the  fate  of  their  two  ancient  sisters  of  the  plains, 
not  from  any  sins  of  theirs,  but  from  that  lust  for  gold  m  others, 
which  washes  down  mountains,  burying  the  plains  with  their  cities 
beneath  accumulating  sands.

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REPORT. 


State  of  California,  General  Headquarters, 
Adjutant-General's  Office, 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  November  1,  1882. 

To  his  Excellency  Geo.  C.  Perkins,  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  : 

Governor  :  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  to 
your  Excellency,  as  required  by  law,  embracing  financial  statements 
tor  the  thirty-second  and  thirty-third  fiscal  years,  ending  June  30, 
1882,  together  with  a  list  of  military  property  belonging  to  the  State, 
complete  roster  of  officers,  and  other  matters  of  interest  to  and  con- 
nected with  the  affairs  of  the  National  Guard. 

As  a  large  proportion  of  the  matter  contained  in  this  report  refers 
to  the  transactions  of  the  military  department  of  the  government 
under  the  administration  of  my  predecessor,  Major-General  S.  W. 
Backus,  I  deem  it  fitting  to  here  allude  to  the  able  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  National  Guard  by  that  officer  under  your  watchful 
eye  and  careful  guidance.  General  Backus  served  as  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  State  during  five  sixths  of  the  term  for  which  you 
were  chosen  Governor,  and  only  relinqnished  the  office  to  accept  an 
honorable  and  responsible  position  tendered  him  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States.  Your  Excellency  honored  me  with  the  portfolio 
thus  laid  down,  and  on  July  first  of  the  present  year  I  was  commis- 
'sioned  as  Adjutant-General,  and  qualified  on  the  same  day.  I  found 
the  office  and  military  affairs  of  the  State  in  such  excellent  condition 
that  I  deem  it  a  pleasant  duty  to  testify  to  the  capability  and  integrity 
of  General  Backus,  his  management  evincing  administrative  powers 
of  a  high  order,  reflecting  credit  on  your  administration  and  on  the 
commonwealth  of  California.  I  found  the  property  of  the  State  in 
good  condition,  the  office  management  under  careful  control,  a 
liopeful  and  ambitions  feeling  pervading  the  ranks  of  the  National 
Guard,  and,  what  is  important  to  note,  the  appropriation  for  the 
tiiirty-third  fiscal  year  had  been  so  judiciously  expended  that  no 
deficiency  existed. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  on  assuming  office  I  was 
met  in  the  kindliest  spirit  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the  National 
Guard,  all  with  whom  I  have  come  in  contact  having  displayed  a 
disposition  to  assist  and  ligliten  the  work  of  the  department,  and 
otiierwise  giving  qvidence  that  we  have  enrolled  in  the  various 
organizations  men  possessing  the  requisite  material  to  constitute 
soldiers  and  gentlemen. 

changes  in  the  national  guard. 

Since  the  last  report,  made  two  years  ago,  several  important  changes 
have  occurred  in  the  National  Guard.     A  number  of  general,  and 
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other  officers  high  in  its  councils,  have  resigned  or  been  promoted, 
the  resignations  in  nearly  all  cases  being  on  account  of  appointment 
to  other  responsible  positions,  or  removal  from  the  limits  of  brigade. 
General  John  McComb,  a  veteran  officer,  whose  efficient  command 
of  the  Second  Brigade  is  noteworthy,  resigned  b}''  reason  of  his  ap- 
l)ointment  to  an  active  State  office,  and  he  was  placed  on  the  retired 
list  with  rank  of  Brigadier-General.  He  was  succeeded  by  General 
W.  H.  DJmond,  a  worthy  ex-soldier  of  the  Union  army  and  promi- 
nent citizen  of  San  Francisco,  who  still  retains  command.  General 
Boyer  and  his  successor.  General  Banning,  of  the  First  Brigade, 
resigned  during  the  present  year,  and  the  command  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  Brigadier-General  C.  W.  C.  Bowell,  of  San  Bernardino,  who 
possesses  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his  officers  and  men.  Briga- 
dier-General Lewellyn  Tozer,  of  Sacramento,  succeeded  myself  as 
commander  of  the  Fourth  Brigade.  General  Tozer  performed  gal- 
lant service  in  the  United  States  volunteer  army  during  the  rebellion, 
and  his  appointment  to  the  important  command  was  wise  and  com- 
mendable on  the  part  of  your  Excellency.  In  this  connection,  it 
may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  that,  of  the  eight  general  officers  of 
the  California  National  Guard,  at  present  holding  commissions,  six 
served  in  and  hold  honorable  discharges  from  the  Union  army  dur- 
ing the  civil  war.  Colonel  Creed  Raymond,  an  officer  who  has  per- 
formed valuable  service  in  the  interest  of  the  National  Guard, 
resigned  in  October,  1881,  his  command  of  the  First  Artillery  Regi- 
ment, b\'  reason  of  his  removal  to  San  Francisco,  and  was  placed 
upon  the  retired  list  Avith  the  rank  of  Colonel.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Colonel  T.  W.  Sheehan,  Avho  has  been  able  to  maintain  the  esprit 
de  corps  of  his  command.  Colonel  J.  A.  Turner,  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  State,  tendered  his  resignation  in  May  last,  as  he  con- 
templated removal  from  the  State.  The  same  was  accepted,  and  the 
service  lost  a  meritorious  officer.  He  was  succeeded  by  Colonel  W. 
B.  Burtis,  the  present  incumbent,  who  is  unsurpassed  on  the  coast  in 
his  acquaintance  with  military  office  duty,  and  who  has  for  many 
years  performed  active  and  sedentary  service  in  the  militia  system 
of  this  and  other  States. 

The  reduction  by  the  Legislature  of  1881,  in  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation  from  the  previous  fiscal  years,  made  a  curtailment  of 
the  number  of  companies  in  the  State  service  necessary,  and  conse- 
quently, by  your  authority,  and  under  the  direction  of  my  predeces- 
sor, the  requisite  steps  were  taken  to  comply  with  the  sj^irit  and 
intent  of  the  law.  General  Orders  No.  7,  issued  April  28, 1881,  directed 
a  rigid  inspection  to  be  instituted  of  the  Infantry  Regiments  and 
Cavalry  Battalion  located  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  result  of  said 
inspections  was  the  disbandment  of  some  companies  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  and  the  consolidation  of  others.  The  Third  Infantry  Regi- 
ment was  reduced  to  a  battalion,  and  the  First  Cavalry  Battalion  was 
soon  thereafter  disbanded  as  a  battalion,  Company  "B"  being  re- 
tained in  the  service. 

Company  "D,"  First  Artillery  Regiment,  Fourth  Brigade,  located 
at  Placerville,  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  by  reason  of  General 
Orders  No.  5,  from  General  Headquarters,  dated  April  23,  1881,  and 
the  Los  Angeles  Guard  (unattached),  First  P>rigade,  was  disbanded 
and  ceased  to  be  an  organization  of  the  National  Guard  on  May  1, 
1881. 

On  May  5,  1881,  orders  were  issued  from  General  Headquarters 
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reducing  Company  "A,"  Light  Battery,  Second  Brigade,  to  a  four-gun 
battery;  and  similar  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  Company  "B," 
First  Artillery  Regiment,  Fourth  Brigade.  Subsequently  these 
organizations  were  supplied  with  Springfield  rifles,  caliber  45,  and  at 
present  the  members  thereof  are  instructed  in  infantry  as  well  as 
artillery  tactics. 

The  Third  Infantry  Battalion,  Second  Brigade,  commanded  by 
Major  Harry  T.  Hammond,  was  disbanded  by  the  terms  of  General 
Orders  No.  6,  from  General  Headquarters,  dated  March  22,  1882. 
The  companies  comprising  this  organization  had  been  transferred  to 
regiments  located  within  the  limits  of  the  same  brigade. 

The  Fifth  Infantry  Battalion,  which  previously  consisted  of  two 
companies,  located  respectively  at  Oakland  and  San  Jose,  was  in 
March  last  augmented  by  orders  attaching  thereto  the  "Hewston 
Guard,"  of  Petaluma,  and  the  "Vallejo  Rifles,"  of  Vallejo.  Major 
H.  D.  Ranlett,  Commander  of  the  Battalion,  an  officer  whose  zeal  in 
behalf  of  the  National  Guard  is  unsurpassed,  was  promoted  to  the 
Lieutenant-Colonelcy  thus  by  law  created. 

Four  companies,  including  one  comi)any  of  Cadets,  have  been  mus- 
tered into  the  State  service  since  the  last  report.  Company  "  F,"  P^irst 
Artillery  Regiment,  Fourtli  Brigade,  located  at  Woodland,  Yolo 
County,  was  mustered  in  in  1881,  replacing  Company  "D,"  of  Placer- 
ville,  which  was  disbanded.  The  "  Eagle  Corps,"  of  Los  Angeles,  was 
accepted  in  June,  1881,  taking  the  place  made  vacant  by  the  mu.ster- 
out  of  the  "Los  Angeles  Guard."  The  San  Diego  "City  Guard"  was 
mustered  into  the  service  in  October,  1881;  and  in  February,  1882,  a 
company  of  Cadets,  attached  to  the  Second  Artillery  Regiment,  Sec- 
ond Brigade,  was  received  into  the  service. 

ENCAMPMENTS. 

Under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1880,  annual  encampments 
have  been  held  by  two  organized  regiments  of  the  National  Guard 
as  follows:  In  August,  1880,  the  First  Artillery  Regiment,  Fourth 
Brigade,  went  into  camp  at  Alameda,  with  seven  companies,  includ- 
ing the  com[)any  of  Cadets  attached  to  the  regiment,  and  so  benefi- 
cial was  the  instruction  there  had  that  the  regiment  has  held  an 
eight  days' encampment  each  succeeding  year,  that  of  1881  being  at 
Ismert's  Grove,  near  Nevada  City,  and  the  encampment  of  the  pres- 
ent year  being  at  Laurel  Grove,  near  San  Rafael.  Colonel  Creed 
Haymond  was  commander  of  the  camps  of  the  regiments  held  in 
1880  and  1881,  and  Colonel  T.  W.  Sheehan  of  that  of  1882.  The 
First  infantry  Regiment,  Second  Brigade,  went  into  camp  in  1880  at 
Sacramento,  in  1881  at  Santa  Cruz,  and  in  1882  at  San  Jose,  Colonel  J. 
H.  Dickinson  being  commander  on  each  occasion.  The  encampment 
of  this  regiment  held  in  July  of  the  present  year,  at  San  Jose,  was 
visited  officially,  by  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  orders 
from  Major-General  McDowell,  by  Colonel  Royal  T.  Frank,  Captain 
Chandler  P.  Eakin,and  Lieutenant  Edmund  K.  Russell,  of  the  First 
United  States  Artillery,  stationed  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Francisco. 
These  officers  expressed  themselves  gratified  at  the  high  standard  of 
discipline  maintained  in  camp,  and  at  the  military  bearing  of  officers 
and  men,  and  the  general  knowledge  of  camp  life  displayed.  The 
camp  of  the  First  Artillery  Regiment  was  also  visited,  but  not 
officially,  by  four  officers  of  the  United  States  array,  all  of  whom 
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were  highly  pleased  with  the  state  of  efficiency  of  the  command. 
The  Commander-in-Chief,  Adjutant-General,  and  other  officers  of 
the  National  Guard,  paid  official  visits  to  nearly  all  the  encamp- 
ments held,  and  in  all  cases  were  well  received. 

In  July  of  this  year  Companies  "  F,"  "  G,"  and  "  H,"  of  the  Second 
Artillery,  and  the  Oakland  Light  Cavalry,  all  of  the  Second  Brigade, 
went  into  camp  for  three  days  at  Santa  Cruz,  the  command  devolv- 
ing upon  Captain  Mix,  of  Company  "  F."  The  State  paid  no  portion 
of  the  expense  of  this  encampment,  there  being  no  provision  for  pay- 
ment of  such  expense  except  for  an  organized  regiment  of  at  least 
six  companies.  The  Second  Artillery  Regiment,  Second  Brigade, 
has  not  as  yet  availed  itself  of  the  privilege  of  encamping  under 
State  authority.  Each  succeeding  year  that  these  encampments 
have  been  held,  the  improvement  in  the  respective  commands  and 
management  of  camps  has  been  marked.  T  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  next  to  maintaining  the  organization  of  the  National 
Guard,  the  State  has  done  no  wiser  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizen 
soldiery  than  bj^  providing  for  these  annual  encampments.  Although 
the  allowance  is  meager,  not  being  nearly  sufficient  to  maintain  a 
regiment  of  six  companies  in  camp  for  eight  days,  after  paying  for 
transportation,  etc.,  yet  even  the  present  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose has  already  accomplished  much  good,  and,  if  continued,  will  in 
all  respects  raise  the  standard  of  the  National  Guard. 

QUELLING   RIOTOUS   PROCEEDINGS. 

On  the  eleventh  of  April,  1882,  application  was  made  to  General 
Headquarters,  by  the  Mayor  and  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Sac- 
ramento, for  the  aid  of  troops  of  the  National  Guard  in  quelling 
threatened  riotous  proceedings,  occasioned  by  the  murder  of  a  promi- 
nent citizen  of  Sacramento.  The  requisite  orders  were  immediately 
issued  to  Brigadier-General  John  F.  Sheehan,  commanding  the 
Fourth  Brigade,  and  four  companies  of  the  First  Artillery  Regi- 
ment were  called  into  service.  The  city  prison  was  surrounded  by 
a  mob,  who  threatened  to  take  therefrom,  by  force,  an  alleged 
murderer.  The  troops,  under  the  immediate  command  of  Colonel 
T.  W.  Sheehan,  of  the  First  Artillery  Regiment,  succeeded  in  pre- 
venting the  execution  of  the  designs  of  the  mob,  and  the  dignity  of 
the  law  was  maintained  without  personal  injury  to  any  one.  So 
admirably  did  tiie  troops  behave  that  the}'  were  specially  compli- 
mented b}''  your  Excellency  in  a  communication  from  Major-General 
S.  W.  Backus,  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  at  that  time,  and  in  the 
following  order  issued  by  the  Brigade  Commander:

[Gemral  Orders,  Xo.  1.] 

I.  The  General  commanding  the  Brigade  takes  this  occasion  to  commend  the  promptness 
and  zeal  with  whicli  the  troops  responded  to  the  caII  of  the  civil  authorities  on  the  occasion  of 
the  recent  threatened  demonstration  against  law  and  order  in  the  City  of  Sacramento.  The 
efficiency  and  determination  displayed  alike  by  officers  and  men  of  that  portion  of  thiscommnnd 
ordered  for  duty  is  unexcelled  in  the  annals  of  the  Militia  or  National  Guard  of  this  State.  Tiie 
discipline  exacted  was  in  every  sense  observed,  and  the  Brigade  and  Regimental  organizatinns 
may  with  pride  j)oint  to  the  excellent  behavior  and  cool  demeanor  of  the  men,  whether  on  duty 
with  the  general  command  or  on  detached  service  at  the  prisons. 

The  circumstanct  8  attending  liie  recent  call  to  duly  were  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  of  a 
member  of  the  National  Guard  a  sacrifice  of  feelings  and  loss  of  per^'onality ;  and  that  these 
were  freely  waived  in  the  interest  of  the  State  is  clearly  attested  by  competent  authority.     Such 
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self-sacrificing  attributes  lead  to  the  highest  order  of  heroism,  and  that  Government  is  strong 
which  retains  in  its  service  men  of  this  stamp. 

II.  The  Brigade  Commander  congratulates  the  Colonel  of  the  First  Artillery  Regiment  upon 
the  efficiency  of  liis  command,  and  iiereby  thanks  the  members  of  the  Brigade  Statf,  the  Field 
and  Staff  of  the  First  Artillery  Regiment,  the  line  officers  on  duty  (especially  Captains  Burke  of 
Company  A,  and  Dalton  of  Company  G,  who  were  called  upon  to  perform  important  and 
exhausting  duty),  and  tlie  soldiers  who  rendered  such  willing  and  intelligent  service. 

III.  Attention  is  called  to  the  accompanying  communication  from  Major-General  S.  W. 
Backus,  Adjutant-General  of  California,  in  which  he  conveys  the  sincere  thanks  of  His  Excel- 
lency, the  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief,  to  the  troops  of  this  Brigade.

RECOMMENDATIONS   AND   MISCELLANEOUS. 

I  beg  to  most  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Legislature  so 
amend  the  law  governing  the  National  Guard  as  will  take  from  the 
Captains  of  Companies  the  duties  and  privileges  of  Treasurer;  that 
each  Company  elect  a  Treasurer  from  among  its  members,  said 
Treasurer  to  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as  may  be  provided.  The 
principal  objection  to  the  present  law  in  this  respect  is  that  the 
Captain,  being  the  superior  authority  in  the  Company,  is  not  likely 
to  be  questioned  by  the  members,  and  the  result  is  that  the  financial 
affi\irs  are  apt  in  some  instances  to  be  loosely  conducted. 

The  records  of  the  California  Volunteers,  now  in  the  Adjutant- 
General's  office,  are  becoming  illegible,  and  if  the  approaching  Legis- 
lature does  not  make  proper  provision  for  copying  the  same,  they  are 
liable  to  be  in  such  condition,  before  another  Legislature  can  act  in  the 
matter,  that  there  is  danger  that  the  State  will  lose  the  record  of  those 
who  responded  to  the  call  of  their  country  when  she  was  threatened 
by  great  peril.  These  records  are  now  in  constant  demand,  and 
should  be  preserved. 

I  would  recommend  that  provision  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  by 
additional  appropriation,  which  will  give  the  southern  portion  of  the 
State  a  regimental  organization,  with  headquarters  at  Los  Angeles, 
and  that  triennial  division  or  brigade  encampments  be  provided  for 
in  addition  to  the  annual  encampments  by  regimental  organizations. 
Too  high  an  estimate  cannot  be  placed  upon  the  value  of  sucl)  en- 
campments in  the  maintenance  of  an  efficient  militia  system. 

The  First  Artillery  Regiment,  Fourth  Brigade,  with  headquarters 
at  Sacramento,  has  recently  purchased,  through  its  Board  of  Officers, 
an  eligible  property  in  that  city,  and  now  boasts  of  an  elegant  and 
commodious  regimental  armory,  the  only  one  in  the  State  owned  and 
controlled  by  a  regimental  organization.  The  buildings  cover  a  lot 
eighty  by  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  and  besides  a  large  drill  hall 
contains  six  Company  armories,  four  of  which  are  handsomely  fitted 
up  and  occupied,  and  also  a  room  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Officers. 
This  is  the  result  of  an  effective  organization  of  the  officers  of  the 
regiment. 

The  National  Guard  of  California  is  comprised  of  six  brigades,  as 
follows: 

First  Brigade,  one  cavalry  and  two  infantry  companies;  Second 
Brigade,  two  regiments  of  eight  companies  each,  one  battalion 
of  four  companies,  and  two  unattached  companies,  and  one  cadet 
company,  divided  as  follows:  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  six  com- 
panies; Second  Regiment  Artillery,  one  gatling  battery,  one  light 
battery,  six  com[)anies,  and  one  cadet  company,  all  drilling  as  infan- 
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try;  Fifth  Battalion,  four  companies  of  infantry;  unattached  com- 

Sanies,  two  of  cavalry;  Third  Brigade,  one  infantry  company;  Fourth 
Tigade,  one  regiment  of  artillery,  comprised  of  six  companies,  and 
one  cadet  company,  all  drilling  as  infantry,  although  also  supplied 
with  gatling  and  brass  pieces;  Fifth  and  Sixth  Brigades,  one  com- 
pany each  of  infantry ;  making  a  total  of  three  cavalry,  twenty-three 
infantry,  eight  artillery,  and  two  cadet  companies — 2,550  men  in  all. 

The  amount  due  the  United  States  Government  by  the  military 
department  of  this  State  is  $11,523  94. 

The  attention  of  Brigade  commanders  is  especially  called  to  the 
necessity  of  urging  Boards  of  Examination  to  closely  scrutinize 
applicants  for  commissions  as  to  their  knowledge  of  military  office 
duty,  officers  being  in  too  many  instances  deficient  in  this  respect. 

Two  armories  of  companies  of  the  National  Guard  have  recently 
been  destroyed  by  fire,  viz. :  the  Armory  of  the  Chico  Guard,  Fifth 
Brigade,  and  the  Armory  of  Company  "  F,"  First  Artillery  Regiment, 
Fourth  Brigade,  located  at  Woodland. 

In  the  case  of  the  former  company,  but  little  State  property  was 
destroyed,  and  on  this  there  was  ample  insurance,  but  the  company 
located  at  Woodland  lost  nearly  all  its  guns  and  other  proj^erty,  on 
which  there  was  no  insurance.  It  is  advisable  that  all  State  property 
in  the  hands  of  commanders  of  battalions  or  companies  be  insured, 
and  instructions  have  been  so  issued  from  this  office. 

The  property  in  the  State  Armory  is  in  as  good  condition  as  could 
be  expected,  considering  that  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for 
the  special  care  of  the  same.  A  reasonable  increase  of  the  appropri- 
ation for  the  pay  of  porter  in  this  office  would  enable  the  Adjutant- 
General  to  employ  a  competent  man,  who  could  give  much  time  and 
attention  to  the  property  in  the  armory. 

Tlie  reports  of  Brigadier-General  W.  H.  Dimond,  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  of  Brigadier-General  L.  Tozer,  of  the  Fourtli  Brigade,  and 
of  Colonel  George  C.  Edwards,  commanding  battalion  of  University 
Cadets,  will  be  found  embodied  in  this  report.  There  will  also  be 
found  herein  a  catalogue  of  books  on  file  in  this  office. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  express  my  acknowledgments  for 
the  courtesies  and  encouragement  extended  by  your  Excellency  to 
me  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  this  office;  to  congratulate

Guard,  and  in  commemoration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  admission  of  California,  to  the  Union, 
the  National  Guard  of  California  will  parade  on  Tuesday,  September  9th,  1880. 

Brigade  Commanders  are  directed  to  forward  to  these  Headquarters,  on  or  before  October 
first,  consolidated  Parade  Reports  of  their  respective  commands.

I.  The  Board  of  Survey,  instituted  by  Special  Orders  No.  48,  c.  s.,  from  these  Headquarters 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  a  deficiency  existing  in  the  account  of  rifles  charged  to  Cajotain 
Fitzpatrick,  Company  "C,"  Third  Infantry,  has  reported  the  proceedings  to  these  Headquarters 
in  the  following  opinion  : 

"opinion. 

"  The  Board  finds  that  four  rifles  belonging  to  Company  '  C,'  Third  Infantry,  N.  G.  C,  were 
lost  by  the  predecessor  in  office  of  Captain  Fitzpatrick.  That  after  his  election,  and  upon 
assuming  command  of  the  said  company,  CajJtain  Fitzpatrick  received  sixtj'-six  rifles  without 
objecting  to  the  deficiency,  and  has  ever  since  certified  to  the  State  upon  every  annual  muster 
roll  by  him  submitted,  that  he  had  the  whole  number  of  rifles  originally  issued  to  the  company 
by  the  State,  and  for  which  he  was  responsible,  viz. :  seventy  rifles. 

"That  by  this  action,  the  said  Captain  has  deprived  the  State  of  its  opportunity  to  place  the 
loss  of  the  four  rifles  upon  the  part}'  responsible  therefor,  and  is  in  no  position  to  allege  now 
that  the  rifles  were  lost  prior  to  his  assuming  command  of  the  said  company.  Having  assumed 
the  responsibilit}'  for  these  rifles  during  the  past  seven  years,  the  Board  does  not  see  fit  to  release 
Captain  Fitzpatrick  at  this  late  day;  nor  is  this  a  case  calling  for  the  clemency  of  the  Board, 
inasmuch  as  Captain  Fitzpatrick  has,  through  neglect  or  otherwise,  for  the  said  period  of  seven 
years,  defeated  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  muster  roll  by  certifying  to  an  incorrect  return. 
The  Board  refuses  to  indorse  such  a  practice  by  excusing  the  Captain  either  upon  the  grounds 
of  ignorance,  mistake,  or  neglect,  but  are  compelled  to  allow  him  to  sufl'er  the  consequences  of 
his  own  wrong. 

"  In  regard  to  the  remaining  two  rifles  unaccounted  for,  the  Board  finds  that  they  were  stolen 
from  the  State,  and  under  the  attending  circumstances,  the  Captain  cannot  be  held  responsible 
for  them. 

"  It  is,  therefore,  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  that  Captain  Fitepatrick  be  held  responsible  for 
sixty-eight  rifles,  the  property  of  the  State  of  California,  and  that  two  rifles  should  be  accounted 
for  as  an  unavoidable  loss. 
"  The  above  report  is  res})ectfully  submitted.

II.  The  proceedings  and  opinion  of  the  Board  are,  in  the  main,  approved. 

The  testimony  of  Captain  Fitzpatrick  is,  that  "Private  George  B.  Canning  and  Patrick  Jetfers, 
of  Com|)any  'C,'  Third  Infantry,  deserted  from  tlie  company,  the  former  about  six  months  ago, 
and  the  latter  about  a  year  ago,  Joffers  takhig  his  rifle  from  the  Armory  ostensibly  for  safe- 
keeping, and  Canning  actually  stealing  a  rifle  fnmi  the  Company  Armory." 

The  tojstimony  does  not  aliow  that  any  efl'orts  were  made  by  Captain  Fitzpatrick  to  arrest  and 
|)imish  these  men,  as  it  was  iiis  manifest  duty  t<>  do;  but  the  contrary  is  the  fact,  the  records  of 
tills  office  sliowing  that  privates  Canning  and  .leffers  were  honorably  discharged  from  the  service 
of  the  State  of  California  bj'  Uogimontal  Orders  No.  19,dateil  Headquarters,  Third  Infantr)', 
May  .5th,  ISSO,  {itr  disabi/ih/.  Captain  Fitzpatri<'k  should  Tiot  have  reci'mniende<l  tlie.se  meji  to 
his  H«\gimental  Commander  for  "  honorable  discliarge."  He  sliouhl  have  exhausted  all  eflbrts 
to  bring  them  before  the  Civil  Court.s,  iinisecuted  them  to  tlie  full  extent  of  the  law,  and  also 
have  called  for  a  Court-martial  to  try  tnein  for  tlieir  infringement  of  the  military  law. 
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As  expressed  in  the  opinion  of  the  "  Board  of  Survey,"  Captain  Fitzpatrick  is  also  deserving 
of  the  severest  censure  for  improperly  accounting  on  his  Annual  Muster  Rolls,  for  a  period  of 
years,  for  property  not  in  his  possession. 

This  is  a  grave  oifense  in  an  officer  who  is  accountable  for  public  property,  and  in  this  matter 
Captain  Fitzpatrick  has  laid  himself  liable  to  tiie  severe  penalties  attaclied  to  a  "  False  Muster." 

No  officer  of  the  National  Guard  has  a  right  to  receipt  or  account  for  any  public  property 
which  does  not  actually  come  into  his  possession,  and  which  is  not  actually  on  hand  at  the  date 
•of  muster. 

If  the  system  pursued  by  Captain  Fitzpatrick  were  allowed  to  prevail,  there  would  be  an 
end  to  all  correct  methods  of  properly  accounting  for  State  property,  and  to  fix  the  responsibil- 
ity for  loss  upon  commanding  officers  would  be  an  utter  impossibility. 

In  this  connection,  attention  of  commanding  officers  is  directed  to  the  law  and  "Regulations 
governing  the  National  Guard  of  California,"  especially  to  Sections  1905  and  1977  of  the  Codes, 
and  paragraphs  11,  158,  440,  447,  448,  and  645,  ••  Regulations  governing  the  N.  G.  C." 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  Captain  Fitzpatrick  has  shown  a  disposition  to  properly 
adjust  his  accounts  when  brought  to  his  attention,  and  believing  that  these  errors  and  omissions 
are  the  result  of  ignorance  of  military  customs,  his  account  so  far  as  concerns  the  six  rifles 
reported  as  lost,  will  be  adjusted  upon  his  compliance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  a  com- 
munication from  these  Headquarters,  dated  June  flth,  1880,  wherein  Captain  Fitzpatrick,  Com- 
pany "  C,"  Third  Infantry,  is  required  to  make  good  to  the  State  the  loss  of  the  six  rifles  reported. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  exact  status  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State,  and  cor- 
recting the  abuses,  which,  like  the  one  under  consideration,  seem  to  have  grown  into  the  service, 
it  is  hereby  announced  that  there  will  be  held  at  an  early  date  to  be  named  in  future  orders,  a 
rigid  inspection  of  every  company  in  the  State  service.  This  inspection  will  be  held  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  1968,  Political  Code,  and  paragraphs  473  to  484,  inclusive,  of  the 
''Regulations  governing  the  N.  G.  C." 

Ill — The  Board  of  Survey,  composed  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Harry  T.  Hammond,  Second 
Infantry:  Major  R.  11.  Orton,  First  Cavalry  Battalion:  and  Captain  George  W.  Reed,  Aid-de-

D.  (".,  March  4th,  1881,  at  the  ceremonies  and  festivities  incident  thereto.  In  the  communica- 
tion conveying  this  request,  the  statement  is  made  that  arrangements  will  be  perfected  for 
greatly  reduced  rates  of  transportation,  and  that  quarters  in  Washington  will  bo  furnished  for 
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all  organizations,  free  of  cost.  It  also  expresses  the  hope  that  California  will  be  able  to  send  a 
representation,  as  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  committee  that  each  State  in  the  Union  shall  be 
handsomely  represented. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  shares  in  the  hope  expressed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
cordially  commends  the  project  to  the  National  Guard  and  public  spirited  citizens  of  the  State. 

The  inauguration  of  the  Chief  E.^ecutive  of  our  beloved  Union  is  an  event  which  should 
commend  itself  to  every  citizen:  it  should  be  participated  in  by  all  sections,  and  party  affilia- 
tions should  be  forgotten  in  the  effort  to  do  honor  to  the  highest  office  in  the  nation.  The  Com- 
mander-in-Chief earnestly  desires  that  California  shall  be  represented  by  a  company  of  the 
National  Guard,  and  firmh'  believes  that  one  can  be  selected  which  will  be  an  honor  to  the 
State  and  reflect  credit  on  the  State  troops.

seven  (147):  Artillery,  one  hundred  and  forty-one  (141) ;  Cavalr}',  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  (121);  and  Infantrj',  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (139).  The  two  percentages  thus 
obtained  will  be  divided  by  two  to  ascertain  the  standard  of  merit  of  the  company  in  the  par- 
ticulars of  membership  and  attendance  at  company  drills.  The  following  example  is  given 
for  a  comjiany  of  Infantry  : 

Maximum  membership  allowed  by  law 139 

Actual  membership 70 

The  percentage  of  membership  of  the  company  will  be 50.36 

Actual  membership,  as  above 70 

Number  present  at  drill 60 

Percentage  present 85.71 

Add  percentages,  50,  36,  and  85.71 136.07 

Divide  by  two  (2)  to  find  actual  percentage 68.03 

The  ])lan  is  expected  to  be  an  inducement  to  company  commanders  to  recruit  the  membership 
of  their  companies  to  the  maximum  allowed  by  law,  rather  than  to  reduce  them  to  the  mini- 
mum for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  presence  of  members  only  at  drills. 

V.  The  companies  required  by  law  to  meet  once  a  week  for  drill  will  be  placed  in  one  class, 
and  those  required  to  meet  once  a  month  in  another  class. 

VI.  The  company,  in  each  class,  showing  the  largest  percentage  of  membership  and  attend- 
ance as  mentioned  in  paragraph  IV,  of  this  order,  for  the  year  1881,  will  be  suitabl}'  and  hand- 
somely rewarded. 

The  form  of  this  reward  will  be  announced  in  future  Orders. 

VII.  The  two  companies  showing  the  smallest  percentage  of  attendance  at  drills,  if  below 
the  minimum  required  by  Section  2020,  will  be  recommended  to  be  mustered  out  of  the  State 
service. 

VIII.  Company  commanders  will  figure  on  the  monthly  returns  the  percentage  of  the  com- 
pany for  the  month,  which  percentage,  together  with  all  other  facts  as  required  by  the  form  of 
the  returns,  must  be  verified  at  each  Headquarters  through  which  they  are  required  to  pass 
before  they  are  forwarded  to  these  Headquarters.  The  attention  of  commanding  officers  is 
called  to  paragraph  391,  "  Regulations  governing  N.  G.  C." 

IX.  To  secure  correctness  in  returns,  company  commanders  must  necessarily  be  held  respon- 
sible that  the  facts  to  which  they  certify  are  absolutely  true,  as  the  res()onsibility  cannot  be 
shared  with  others  after  returns  have  been  certified  to.  Uj)on  satisfactory  proof  being  furnished 
to  these  Headquarters  that  false  returns  have  been  rendered,  the  company  thus  derelict  shall  be 
liable  to  be  mustered  out  of  the  State  service,  and  the  officers  certifying  to  the  returns  shall  be 
suspended  from  con)mand  and  subject  to  trial  by  Court-martial. 

X.  As  the  law  requires  but  one  drill  per  week,  company  commanders  may,  at  their  option, 
take  the  legal  parade,  battalion  drill,  or  companj'  drill,  which  falls  in  the  same  week,  from 
which  to  make  their  returns  of  percentage. 

XI.  It  is  recommended  that  the  several  general  officers  and  battalion  commanders  arrange 
details  of  their  staff  officers  to  attend  each  drill  of  the  companies  in  their  respective  commands, 
for  the  purpose  of  attesting  the  returns,  and  to  lend  aid  and  encouragement  to  the  officers  and 
members.

this  department  of  the  State  government  shall  be  so  managed  that  no  deficiency  shall  occur,  but 
that  it  siiall  be  conducted  within  the  appropriation  made  by  tlie  Legislature.  To  do  this, 
involves  the  necessity  of  making  further  leductions  than  those  announced  in  General  Orders 
Nos.  5  and  6,  c.  s.,  from  these  Headquarters.  The  Board  for  Locatiiin  antl  Organization  of  the 
i-iecond  Brigade  liaving  determined  tliat  a  reduction  of  six  companies  shall  take  place  in  San 
Francisco,  it  is  hereby  ordere<l  that  a  rigid  inspection  of  the  companies  of  the  First.  Second,  and 
Tliird  Infantry  Kegimenl  and  the  First  Cavalry  Battalion  be  held  at  as  early  a  day  as  may  be 
practicable,  and  before  tlie  fifteenth  day  of  May  ue.xt. 

II.  Maior-General  Barnes,  commanding  Division,  N.  G.  C.  will,  immediately  upon  receipt 
of  this  order,  detail  the  necessary  officers  to  inspect  the  companies  of  tlie  above  mentioned 
commands. 

III.  The  officers  detailed  will,  under  a  general  plan  and  system  of  credits  to  be  prepared  by 
Major-General  Barnes,  inspect  the  companies  to  wliich  they  are  assigned.  Tlie  inspections  will 
lie  held  in  conformity  witli  Section  J968,  Political  Code,  and  paragraphs  4S1  and  4!S4,  inclusive, 
•'  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  N.  G.  C."  The  attention  of  commanding  officers,  as  well 
!i8  the  officers  detailed  to  make  the  inspection,  is  called  to  these  jirovisions  of  the  Codes  and 
Regulations. 

IV.  The  inspecting  officers  will  demand  that  only  active  members,  lu-irne  on  the  company 
roll  as  such,  answer  tfi  their  names  at  the  inspection,  and  that  no  substitutes  are  allowed  in  tlie 
ranks.  They  will  ask  the  following  questions  of  tlie  roiiij)any  Commander  :  "  Are  all  present 
in  the  ranks  active  members  of  your  (N>mman<l,  and  borne  on  your  company  rolls  ns  such  ?" 

V.  The  tive  companies  of  Infantry  and  the  company  of  Cavalry  slmwing  the  lowest  per- 
centage of  atteiiduncc  at  the  inspection,  jiroficienoy  in   drill,  military  appearance,  comjiany 
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records,  and  condition  of  arms  and  other  military  property,  shall  be  mustered  out,  or  consoli- 
dated with  otiier  companies  where  practicable. 

VI.  The  njembers  of  companies  thus  mustered  out  or  consolidated  may  apply  for  transfer  to 
any  other  coin])any  in  the  Second  Brigade  within  thirty  days,  and  will  be  credited  with  con- 
secutive service. 

VII.  Immediately  after  the  inspection,  and  not  later  than  May  twentieth,  the  officers 
<letailed  will  forward  through  Division  Headquarters  their  reports.  Immediate  action  will  be 
taken  at  these  Headquarters,  and  officers  will  be  detailed  to  carry  out  the  orders  for  muster  out 
or  consolidation. 

VIII.  Colonel  Oscar  Woodhams,  Lieutenant-Colonel  H.  H.  Thrall,  Lieutenant-Colonel  David 
Wilder,  Major  R.  H.  Savage,  and  Major  Fred.  G.  Smith,  retired  list  N.  G.  C,  will  report  to 
!Major-General  Barnes  for  assignment  to  duty  should  he  desire  to  detail  them  for  duty  as 
inspecting  officers.

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Colonel  commanding  the  Second  Infantry  Regiment, 
approved  by  the  Brigade  and  Division  Commanders,  Company  "  E,"  Second  Infantry,  is  con- 
solidated with  Company  "  G,"  Second  Infantry.  The  company  will  he  officered  as  follows: 
'^aptain,  Lee  W.  Mix;  First  Lieutenant,  W.  II.  Souther;  Second  Lieutenant,  C.  C.  Coleman. 
The  property  in  possession  of  Company  "E"  will  be  received  and  receipted  for  by  Captain  Mix. 

III.  The  Third  Infantry  Regiment  being  by  virtue  of  this  order  disljanded,  acknowledgment 
is  hereby  made  of  the  long  and  faithful  services  of  Colonel  A.  Wason,  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Charles  Quinn,  Major  J.  J.  Conlin,  Adjutant  P.  J.  Tannian,  Surgeon  Thomas  Green,  and  Cha])- 
lain  Thomas  Larkin,  each  of  whom  has  served  more  than  the  requisite  number  of  years 
which  entitles  them  to  be  placed  upon  the  retired  list.  Captain  M.  Greany,  Company  "  C," 
First  Cavalry  Battalion,  is  also  entitled  to  honorable  mention  for  like  service.  The  Com- 
mander-in-Chief will  be  pleased  to  issue  the  necessary  orders  placing  these  officers  upon  the 
retired  list,  upon  apj)lication  being  made  by  them.

Artillery  Regiment,  and  will  hereafter  be  known  and  designated  as  Company  "A,"  Second 
Artillery  Regiment,  Second  Brigade,  N.  G.  C. 

VI.  Company  "  A,"  Light  Battery,  is  hereby  attached  to  the  Second  Artillery  Regiment,  and 
will  hereafter  be  known  and  designated  as  Company  "  B,"  Second  Artillery  Regiment,  Second 
Brigade,  N.  G.  C. 

VII.  Battalion  Commanders  will  make  such  disposition  of  non-commissioned  officers  in  their 
respective  commands,  made  necessary  by  these  consolidations,  as  in  their  judgment  may  be 
deemed  equitable. 

VIII.  Slajor-General  Barnes,  commanding  Division  N.  G.  C,  will,  immediately  upon  receipt 
of  this  order,  detail  the  necessarj'  officers  to  attend  to  all  details  in  effecting  the  consolidations, 
transfers,  and  disbandments  herein  ordered. 

IX.  The  officers  detailed  will  give  to  each  commanding  officer,  whose  command  is  consoli- 
dated or  disbanded,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  duplicate  receipts  for  all  property 
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returned  to  the  State  for  which  he  is  responsible,  and  will  cause  the  arms,  equipments,  and  ■ 
clothing,  together  with  State  funds,  and  all  other  propert}',  to  be  securely  and  properly  cared 
for  until  further  orders  for  its  distribution  are  received  from  these  Headquarters.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  service  for  which  they  have  been  detailed,  the  officers  designated  will  report 
to  these  Headquarters  a  full  record  of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  each  company,  and  transmit 
invoices  of  projjerty  receipted  for,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  orders  under  which  service  was 
performed. 

X.  The  officers  detailed  will  also  give  honorable  discharges  to  any  member  of  a  company, 
whose  command  has  been  consolidated  or  disbanded  by  this  order,  who  may  prefer  such  dis- 
charge rather  than  enter  the  company  with  which  his  former  command  is  consolidated.  A  full 
list  of  all  who  are  thus  discharged,  together  with  the  date  of  enlistment,  and  all  other  valuable 
information,  will  be  forwarder  with  their  report  to  these  Headquarters.  They  will  also  make 
duplicate  rolls  of  all  who  shall  elect  to  connect  themselves  with  the  organization  to  which  they 
have  been  assigned  by  this  order.  One  copy  of  this  roll  will  be  given  to  the  commander  of  the 
company  to  which  the  men  are  assigned,  the  other  copy  will  be  forwarded  to  these  Headquar- 
ters. 

XI.  Any  member  who  shall  prefer  to  receive  an  honorable  discharge,  as  herein  provided, 
and  who  shall  reenter  the  military  service  of  the  State  within  thirty  days,  shall  be  considered 
as  having  been  absent  with  leave.  Should  he,  in  future,  make  application  for  an  exempt  certifi- 
cate, his  years  of  service  to  the  State  will  be  considered  consecutive.  In  all  cases  of  reenlist- 
ment  of  members  discharged  as  provided  for  in  this  order,  commanding  officers  of  companies 
will,  without  delay,  inform  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  fact,  and  note  the  same  on  their  next 
monthly  return. 

XII.  In  promulgating  these  changes,  which  necessarily  involve  the  consolidation  of  several 
time-honored  organizations,  and  the  disbandment  of  one  of  the  regiments,  confidence  is  had 
that  each  and  every  officer  and  member  of  the  organizations  affected  will  recognize  the  existing 
necessity  and  cheerfully  acquiesce  in  the  decision.

I.  In  compliance  with  law,  the  National  Guard  of  California  will  parade  on  Monday,  July 
4th,  in  commemoration  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifth  anniversary  of  American  Independence. 

II.  Brigade  Commanders  are  directed  to  forward  to  Generdl  Headquarters,  on  or  before 
July  twentieth,  consolidated  parade  reports  of  their  respective  commands. 

ill.  The  annual  inspection  and  muster  provided  for  in  Section  1970,  of  the  Political  Code, 
may  take  place  on  the  same  date,  or  any  other  day  of  the  month  (Sundays  excepted)  approved 
by  Brigade  Commanders. 

IV.  The  Muster  Rolls  required  must  be  forwarded  to  Brigade  Headquarters  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  August,  and  to  Division  Headquarters  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  August,  and  to 
General  Headquarters  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  1S81. 

V.  Every  officer  charged  with  the  preparation  of  Muster  Rolls,  should  give  his  special  atten- 
tion to  such  duty :  if  not  himself  a  good  penman,  he  should  select  such  a  one  from  his  command, 
as  neatness  of  the  rolls  is  a  matter  of  great  importance.  One  copy  of  the  roll  must  always  be 
retained  with  the  company  records,  as  reference  to  it  is  necessary,  esjiecially  when  making  up 
the  roll  for  the  next  year.  The  roll  must  be  carefully  compared,  by  the  Company  Commander, 
with  the  Muster  Roll  of  the  previous  year,  before  it  is  forwarded.  Upon  receipt  of  the  rolls  at 
Regimental  and  Brigade  Headquarters,  they  will  there  be  compared  with  those  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  if  not  corro('t  they  will  be  returned.  Until  they  are  absolutely  correct,  such  Com- 
pany shall  be  considered  delinquent  at  General  Hea<lquarters,  and  the  demands  for  allmvanees 
from  the  State  will  not  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Military  Auditors  until  the  required  cor- 
rections are  made. 

VI.  Under  the  head  of  '"Changes  since  last  Muster,"  it  is  neeessiiry  to  enter  only  sucli  names 
as  appeared  on  the  previous  Muster  Roll  as  members,  and  have  since  ceased  to  be  members, 
giving  in  the  proper  column  the  explanation,  with  date  and  number  of  order,  etc.  The  appoint- 
ments of  non-commissioned  officers,  promotions  and  reductions,  arc  not  enumerated  unner  tliis 
head,  they  being  accounted  for  on  the  monthly  returns  as  they  take  place,  and  the  fact  noted 
in  the  (Column  of  remarks  on  the  Muster  Roll. 

VII.  ('ompany  Commanders  will  report  on  Muster  Roll  under  the  proper  beading:  First, 
amount  of  ordnance  stores  on  hand  at  bust  muster;  second,  amount  on  hand  at  present  time; 
third,  amount  expended,  etc.,  in  service.  Under  this  last  head.  Company  Commanders  will 
enumcrntc  all  appendages  and  si)are  parts  of  rillos,  carbines,  and  revolvers,  charged  to  them, 
not  heretofore  expended,  and  in  l^uture  will  drop  such  spare  jiarts  from  their  list  of  ordnance

shall  use  or  appropriate  any  money  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  appropriated  by  this  Act,  unless 
authorized  thereto  by  law." 

In  compliance  with  this  provision,  the  Board  of  Military  Auditors  have  decided  that  in 
future  all  demands  upon  the  appropriation  for  military  purposes  shall  be  itemized  as  required 
by  law.

I.  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  2018.  Subdivision  2,  of  the  Political  Code, 
the  National  Guard  of  California  will  jmrade  on  the  ninth  day  of  September  for  target  practice 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice,  and  subject  to  such  further  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Division  and  Brigade  Commanders. 

II.  In  the  target  practice  of  the  National  Guard  of  California,  the  rules  of  the  National  Rifle 
Association  will  govern. 

III.  The  distance  for  companies  armed  with  Springfield  rifles,  cal.  45  and  cal.  50,  will  be 
two  hundred  yards.  The  distance  for  Cavalry  companies  armed  with  carbines  will  two  hun- 
dred yards. 

IV.  Each  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  companies,  excepting  only  musicians,  drummers,  and 
markers,  will  fire  five  shots.     No  sighting  shots  will  be  allowed. 

V.  Commanders  of  companies  will  furnish  a  correct  roll  of  the  members  of  their  respective 
commands  to  the  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice,  who  will  be  careful  to  provide  themselves  with 
such  rolls  at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  target  practice;  and  also  know  from 
personal  observation  that  the  targets,  discs,  weights,  etc.,  are  in  readiness,  thus  obviating  any 
unuecesj^ary  delay  on  the  arrival  of  companies  at  the  grounds. 

VI.  The  Regimental  and  Battalion  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  must  forward  to  the  Brigade 
Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  within  ten  days  after  the  practice  shall  have  taken  place,  certified 
copies  of  the  same.  The  Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  will  certify  to  the  reports  and  for- 
ward them  within  ten  days  after  their  receipt  to  the  Division  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  who 
must  also  certify  to  their  correctness,  and  forward  them  witliin  ten  days  after  their  receipt  to 
the  Inspector-General  of  Rifle  Practice.  The  Inspector-General  of  Rifle  Practice  must  make  his 
report  and  forward  the  returns  to  General  Head(juarters  not  later  than  October  twentieth. 

VII.  Regimental  and  Battalion  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  must  carefully  preserve  the 
original  reports,  so  they  may  be  enabled  to  furnish  such  information  as  may  be  required  by 
Commanders  of  Regiments,  Battalions,  and  such  others  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  information 
contained  therein. 

VIII.  When  practicable,  commissioned  officers  will  be  detailed  to  act  as  scorekeepers  at  the 
firing  points:  at  least  one  non-commissioned  officer  should  be  detailed  to  assist  at  the  targets, 
and  Inspectors  will  call  on  their  respective  commanders  for  such  details  as  they  may  require  for 
this  purpose. 

IX.  Blanks  for  reports  of  Target  Practice  and  necessary  ammunition  for  rifles  and  carbines, 
cal.  45,  will  be  furnished  to  the  different  commands  by  the  Brigade  Commanders.  The  money 
value  of  ammunition  used  will  not  be  comj)ute(l,  but  requisition  will  be  made  on  General  Head- 
quarters for  such  quantity  as  maj'  be  required  by  law. 

X.  Brigade  Commanders  will  issue  such  orders  as  they  may  deem  proper  prescribing  target 
practice  for  the  Artillery  companies  of  their  respective  commands,  and  commanding  officers  will 
take  all  necessary  steps  to  insure  a  strict  compliance  with  these  General  Orders  and  the  "  Rules 
-and  Regulations  governing  the  N.  G.  C."

The  officer  detailed  will  give  to  the  commanding  officer  of  Company  "A,"  Cavalry  Bat- 
talion, duplicate  rece.pts  for  all  property  returned  to  the  State  for  which  he  is  responsible,  and 
will  cause  the  arms,  equipments,  and  clothing,  together  with  State  funds,  and  all  other  prop- 
erty, to  be  securely  and  properly  cared  for  until  further  orders  for  its  distribution  are  received 
from  these  Headquarters.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  service  for  which  he  has  been  detailed, 
the  officer  designated  will  report  to  these  Headquarters  a  full  record  of  proceedings  in  the  case, 
and  transmit  invoices  of  property  receipted  for,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Orders  under  which 
service  was  performed.

The  annual  inspection  and  muster  provided  for  in  Section  1970  of  the  Political  Code, 
may  take  place  on  the  same  date,  or  any  other  day  of  the  month  (Sunday  excepted)  approved 
by  Brigade  Commanders. 

IV.  The  muster  rolls  required  must  be  forwarded  to  Brigade  Headquarters  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  August;  to  Division  Headquarters,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  August,  and  to 
General"  Headquarters,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  1882. 

V.  Every  oflicer  charged  with  the  preparation  of  muster  rolls,  should  give  his  special  atten- 
tion to  such  duty;  if  not  himself  a  good  penman,  he  should  select  such  a  one  from  his  com- 
mand, as  neatness  of  the  rolls  is  a  matter  of  great  importance.  One  copy  of  the  roll  must 
always  be  retained  with  the  company  records,  as  reference  to  it  is  necessary,  especially  when 
making  up  the  roll  for  the  next  year.  The  roll  must  be  carefully  compared,  by  the  Company 
Commander,  with  the  muster  roll  of  tiie  previous  year  before  it  is  forwarded.  Upon  receipt  of 
the  rolls  at  Regimental  and  Brigade  Headquarters,  they  will  there  be  compared  with  those  of 
the  preceding  year,  and  if  not  correct  they  will  be  returned.  Until  they  are  absolutely  correct, 
such  company  shall  lie  considered  as  delinquent  at  General  Headquarters,  and  the  demands  for 
allowances  from  the  State  will  not  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  .>  ilitary  Auditors  until  the 
required  corrections  are  made. 

VI.  Under  the  head  of  "  Changes  since  last  Muster,"  it  is  necessary  to  enter  only  such  names 
as  appeared  on  the  previous  muster  roll  as  members,  and  have  since  cea.sed  to  be  members,  giv- 
ing, in  tlie  proper  column,  tlie  explanation,  with  dat*  ami  iiumlier  of  order,  etc.  Tlie  appoint- 
ments of  non-commissioned  otljcers,  prouiotions,  and  reductions,  are  not  enumerated  under  this 
head,  they  being  accounted  for  on  tlio  monthly  returns  as  they  take  place,  and  the  fact  noted 
in  the  column  of  remarks  on  the  muKter  roll. 

VII.  Company  commanders  will  report  on  tnustor  roll  under  the  proper  heading:  First, 
amount  of  ordnance  stores  on  hand  at  last  muster;  second,  amount  on  hand  at  present  time; 
third,  amount  exjiended,  etc.,  in  service.  Under  this  last  head.  Company  Commanders  will 
enumerate  all  appendages  and  spare  parts  of  rides,  cnrbines,  and  revolvers  charged  to  them, 
not  heretofore  expende<l,  and  in  future  will  drop  such  spare  parts  from  their  list  of  ordnance 
stores  reported  to  these  Headquarters. 
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VIII.  In  future.  Company  Commanders  will  forward,  at  the  same  date  with  their  monthly 
returns,  the  oaths  of  new  members  received  during  the  month,  and  regimental  commanders  will 
forward  copies  of  all  orders  announcing  discharges,  appointments,  etc.,  at  the  date  they  forward 
such  monthly  returns  to  Brigade  Headquarters.

I.  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  2018,  subdivision  2,  of  the  Political 
Code,  the  National  Guard  of  California  will  parade  on  the  ninth  day  of  September  for  target 
practice  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice,  and  subject  to  such  further 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescrilied  by  the  Division  and  Brigade  Commanders. 

II.  In  the  target  practice  of  the  National  Guard  of  California,  the  rules  of  the  National 
Rifle  Association  will  govern. 

III.  The  distance  for  companies  armed  with  Springfield  Rifles,  cal.  45  and  cal.  50,  will  be 
two  hundred  yards.  The  distance  for  Cavalry  companies  armed  with  carbines  will  be  two 
hundred  yards. 

IV.  Each  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  companies,  excepting  only  musicians,  drummers,  and 
markers,  will  fire  five  shots.     No  sighting  sliots  will  be  allowed. 

V.  Commanders  of  companies  will  furnish  a  correct  roll  of  the  members  of  their  res|^>ective 
commamls  to  the  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice,  who  will  be  careful  to  provide  themselves  with 
8uch  rolls  at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  dale  fixed  for  target  practice;  and  also  know  from  per- 
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sonal  observation  that  the  targets,  discs,  weights,  etc.,  are  in  readiness,  thus  obviating  anv 
iinnecessarv  delay  on  the  arrival  of  companies  at  the  grounds. 

VI.  The  Regimental  and  Battalion  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  must  forward  to  the  Brigade 
Inspector  of  Ride  Practice,  within  ten  days  after  the  practice  shall  have  taken  place,  certified 
copies  of  the  same.  The  Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  will  certify  to  the  reports  and 
forward  them  within  ten  days  after  their  receipt  to  the  Division  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice, 
who  must  also  certify  to  their  correctness,  and  forward  them  within  ten  days  after  their  receipt 
to  the  Inspector- General  of  Rifle  Practice.  The  Inspector- General  of  Rifle  Practice  must  make 
his  report  and  forward  the  returns  to  General  Headquarters  not  later  than  October  twentieth. 

VII.  Regimental  and  Battalion  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  must  carefullj-  preserve  the 
original  reports,  so  they  may  be  enabled  to  furnish  such  information  as  may  be  required  by 
Commanders  of  Regiments,  Battalions,  and  such  others  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  information 
contained  therein. 

VIII.  When  practicable,  commissioned  officers  will  be  detailed  to  act  as  scorekeepers  at  the 
firing  points;  at  least  one  non-commissioned  officer  should  be  detailed  to  assist  at  the  targets, 
and  Inspectors  will  call  on  their  respective  commands  for  such  details  as  they  may  require  for 
this  purjwse. 

IX.  Blanks  for  reports  of  target  practice  and  necessary  ammunition  for  rifles  and  carbines, 
cal.  45,  will  be  furnished  to  the  different  commands  by  the  Brigade  Commanders.  The  monej'' 
value  of  ammunition  used  will  not  be  computed,  but  requisition  will  be  made  on  General 
Headquarters  for  such  quantity  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

X.  Brigade  Commanders  will  issue  such  orders  as  they  may  deem  proper  prescribing  target 
practice  for  the  Artillery  Companies  of  their  respective  commands,  and  commanding  officers 
will  take  all  necessary  steps  to  insure  a  strict  compliance  with  these  General  Orders  and  the 
'■  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the  N.  G.  C."

Major  -  General  John  F.  Sheehan,  Adjutant- General  N.  G.  C,  Sacramento,  California: 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  the  report  of  Major  Walter  H.  Holmes,  Bri- 
gade Inspector,  giving  full  particulars  of  the  annual  inspection  of  the  Second  Brigade. 

I  respectfully  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  suggestions  therein  contained  concerning  the 
urgent  necessity  of  providing  armories  for  the' Brigade  in  this  city.  The  last  report  of  my  worthy 
predecessor,  Brigadier-General  McComb,  enters  into  this  subject  so  fully  that  I  would  merely 
refer  to  the  same  as  a  practical  exposition  of  the  entire  subject,  and  sincerely  trust  that  the  next 
Legislature  will  pass  the  necessary  Acts  to  enable  us  to  secure  the  greatly  desired  quarters.  I 
would  also  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  liberal  appropriations  for  annual  encampments  of 
the  Brigade,  and  resj^ectfuUy  suggest  that  the  laws  be  changed  so  as  to  correspond  more  with 
those  of  many  of  the. eastern  Stales,  paying  all  expenses  of  the  encampment  and  allowing  the 
officers  and  men  two  dollars  a  day  for  their  time. 

The  largest  portion  of  the  command  is  composed  of  men  who  can  ill  afford  the  loss  of  time 
and  money  sacrificed,  and  it  is  just  that  they  should  receive  some  compensation  for  their  valua- 
ble services  to  the  State.

The  unimiformed  portion  of  this  command  was  mustered  and  inspected  at  Turn  Verein  Hall, 
on  Tuesday  evening,  July  25,  1882,  showing,  as  above,  a  good  percentage,  and  the  personnel  of 
the  Cadets  being  fine  in  the  extreme.  Uniforms  are  soon  to  be  provided,  which  will  give  an 
entire  outfit  to  this  really  excellent  Company. 

The  uniformed  portion  were  inspected  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  July  twenty-eix,  at  their 
Armory  and  Drill  Hall,  the  Boys'  High  School,  on  Sutter  Street. 

The  Cadet  Company  proper  is  a  most  pleasing  as  well  as  an  efficient  organization,  and  for 
discipline  and  perfection  in  drill  is  on  a  par  with  most  of  the  Companies  of  the  N.  G.  C.  Cap- 
tain Sharpstein,  though  but  a  young  lad,  possesses  the  qualifications  of  a  good  soldier,  and 
proves  himself  indeed  to  be  a  most  excellent  officer. 

This  feature  of  the  National  Guard  not  only  deserves  but  ought  to  demand  the  encourage- 
ment it  merits,  and  the  future  standing,  efficiency,  and  tone  of  tlie  N.  G.  C.  would  be  greatly 
enhanced  if  two  or  more  of  these  Cadet  Companies  could  be  raised  and  attached  to  each  of  our 
Regiments.  It  is  on  our  youth  that  we  depend  mostly  for  recruits,  and  these  Cadet  Companies 
not  only  create  an  interest,  but  an  education  is  given  for  efficiency  and  discipline,  and  a  warm 
enthusiasm  is  engendered  for  the  National  Guard  as  an  organization.

In  concluding  this  the  first  report  that  I  have  the  honor  to  render  as  Inspector  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  N.  G.  C,  permit  me  to  call  special  attention  to  Company  "  F,"  First  Infantry,  who 
in  a  total  of  sixty-one  reported  at  Muster  Roll  only  showed  an  absence  of  three,  giving  them 
the  highest  percentage  shown  in  the  entire  Brigade,  being  95. OS;  also,  to  the  great  and 
existing  necessity  of  more  suitable  quarters  for  the  majority  of  the  Companies  attached  to 
the  different  commands,  but  more  jiarticularly,  and  with  greater  warmtii  and  earnestness,  to 
the  absolute  want  of  a  Brigade  Armory,  a  substantial  and  suitable  building  wherein  the 
different  Companies  of  the  command  could  meet,  assemble,  and  drill.  The  lack  of  this  is 
one,  if  not  the  only  drawback  to  the  hoped  for  welfare  and  good,  as  well  as  effectual  standing 
of  the  N.  G.  C.  Until  such  a  building  is  secured  and  the  different  Companies  of  each  command 
brought  into  constant  communication  and  meeting  vi'ith  each  other,  the  spirit  of  ambitious 
rivalry,  which  at  all  times,  and  with  every  military  organization,  is  so  requisite  for  its  perfect 
discipline,  will  not  be  engendered. 

In  no  State  where  the  National  Guard  is  a  recognized  institution  is  so  lukewarm  an  interest 
manifested  by  the  people,  as  well  as  by  those  who  sit  in  our  legislative  halls,  .i-s  in  this,  and  I 
appeal  most  earne.stly  for  your  consideration  of  the  matter  thus  set  forth,  so  that  prompt  nncl 
>;ertaiii  steps  will  be  taken  to  guarantee  to  us  that  which  is,  or  ought  to  be,  our  greatest  pride, 
the  success  and  efliciency  of  our  National  Guard. 

In  closing  allow  me  to  express  to  the  officers  of  the  different  organizations  my  personal 
;ipnreciation  of  tlie  courtesies  received,  and  to  extend  my  warmest  thanks  to  yourself,  Lietitenant- 
(Nilonol  H.  I).  Kanlott,  and  Majors  John  T.  Cutting,  F.  P.  McLennan,  (Jcorgc  A.  Fisher,  Tliomas 
IL  (iriffin,  and  Adolph  F.  Kiose,  for  continued  and  niost  valuable  assistance  in  the  labor 
attending  the  inspection  thus  completed,  and  to  compliment  thorn  on  the  very  efficient  service 
rendere<l.

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REPORT  OF  BRIGADIER-GENERAL  LEWELLYN  TOZER. 


Headquarters  Fourth  Brigade,  N.  G.  C,  ) 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  September  25, 1882.  | 

Major- General  John  F.  Sheehan,  Adjutant- General  California,  Sacramento: 

General:  I  liave  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Fourth 
iJrigade,  N.  (t.  C: 

Since  the  last  biennial  report  of  my  predecessor,  Company  "D,"  (Placerville  City  Guard) 
located  at  Placerville,  El  Dorado  County,  has  been  mustered  out  of  the  State  service.  The 
reason  for  the  muster-out  of  this  Company,  as  stated  in  General  Orders,  No.  5,  issued  from 
iJeneral  Headquarters  on  April  23,  1881,  was  for  being  below  the  minimum,  and  for  failure  to 
comply  with  the  law  and  regulations  governing  the  N.  G.  C. 

A  vacancy  having  been  thus  created  in  the  First  Artillery  Regiment,  under  orders  from  Gen- 
i-ral  Headquarters,  a  Company  was  organized  at  Woodland,  Yolo  County,  and  mustered  into  the 
State  service  and  designated  as  Company  "  F,"  to  date  from  May  1,  18S1 — the  time  Company 
••  D"  ceased  to  be  an  organization  of  the  N.  G.  C. 

This  change  has  proved  to  be  a  good  one,  as  the  newly  organized  Company  has  rapidly  im- 
proved in  drill  and  discipline,  and  without  doubt  is  now  one  of  the  best  Companies  in  the 
National  Guard  of  the  State. 

Desirous  of  having  all  the  Companies  of  his  command  armed  with  rifles,  thus  enabling  all  of 
ihem  to  participate  in  battalion  drills,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  First  Artillery  Regiment, 
in  November,  1881,  made  application  for  the  issuance  of  rifles  to  Company  "' B,"  which  had 
been  hitherto  a  Company  of  light  artillery.  The  application  was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Loca- 
tion and  Organiz.ation,  and  by  the  provisions  of  Special  Orders,  No.  88,  series  of  1881,  from 
lieneral  Headquarters,  the  two  (2)  Catlings  in  possession  of  Companies  "A"  and  "G,"were 
ordered  to  be  turned  over  to  the  commanding  officer  of  Company  "B,"  and  the  latter  was 
instructed  to  turn  into  the  State  Armory  two  of  the  brass  pieces  in  his  possession,  make  a  per- 
manent detail  of  officers  and  men  of  his  command,  to  properly  care  for  and  drill  with  the 
remaining  brass  pieces  and  the  Gatlings,  and  to  instruct  the  remaining  members  in  the  Manual 
"f  Arms  and  Company  and  Battalion  movements. 

This  order  not  meeting  with  the  approval  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Company,  the 
lormer  handed  in  their  resignations,  all  of  which  were  accepted. 

Under  orders  from  General  Headquarters,  a  Recruiting  Officer  was  appointed,  with  power 
to  issue  discharges  to  all  members  who  did  not  desire  to  remain,  and  to  open  a  new  roll  of 
Miembershij)  and  swear  in  new  members.  All  the  old  members  of  the  Company,  but  two. 
applied  for  discharges,  which  were  granted.  After  the  Company  had  been  recruited  up  to  the 
Miiuimum  number  required  by  law,  an  election  for  officers  was  ordered.  The  Company  is  com- 
posed mostly  of  young  men,  and  well  officered.  Its  conduct  and  appearance  at  the  late  Regi- 
mental Encampment  was  very  creditable,  and  elicited  much  praise.  It  has  made  rapid  progress 
in  drill,  both  in  infantry  and  artillery. 

About  tlie  time  my  predecessor  submitted  the  last  biennal  report  of  the  condition  of  thi.s 
Brigade  (August  28,  1880),  the  First  Artillery  Regiment  was  about  to  take  advantage  of  the  new 
provision  of  the  law,  relative  to  the  iiolding  of  Regimental  Encampments.  The  Regiment  went 
into  camp  at  Alameda,  on  September  4,  1880,  and  remained  for  the  period  of  eight  days. 
This  being  the  first  encampment  of  the  Regiment  held  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  the  prac- 
ticability and  advisability  of  such  assemblages  was  sufficiently  tested.  The  result  of  the  week's 
<-amp  life  showed  astonishing  improvement,  both  in  the  discipline  and  bearing  of  the  troops,  and 
attested  the  prudent  wisdom  that  prompted  the  Legislature  of  1879-80  to  make  provisions  for 
'he  holding  of  the  same. 

Tlie  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Regiment  for  1881  was  held  at  Ismcrt's  Grove,  Nevada 
•  'ounty,  commencing  .July  thirty-first  and  ending  August  seventh.  The  Encampment  of  1882 
.va«  held  at  San  Ral'ael,  commencing  August  twenty-first  and  ending  August  twenty-eighth. 

The  beneficial  results  accomplished  by  these  yearly  assemblages  cannot  be  overestitnated. 
The  duties  re(|uired  to  be  performed  in  camp  daily,  are  of  such  a  nature  that  the  militiaman 
(•An  very  readily  familiarize  himself  with  the  active  duties  of  the  soldier.  More  particularly 
are  these  annual  encampments  beneficial,  inasmuch  as  they  aflord  commissioned  officers  an 
opportunity  of  realizing  the  importance  of  their  positions,  and  the  necessity  of  a  thorough 
understanding  of  their  duties,  wliich  the  camp  alfords  them  ever}'  opportunity  to  attain. 

During  the  Encampment  of  1880,  held  at  .\lameda.  His  Excellency  llutherford  B.  Hayes, 
{'resident  of  the  United  States,  accompanied  by  General  W.T.Sherman,  commanding  U.S. 
Army,  visited  the  State,  and  were  received  by  the  citizens  of  Oakland.  A  large  procession  took 
place  in  thatcity  in  honor  of  the  distinguished  visitors,  on  September  ninth,  in  wliicii  tlie  Regi- 
ment appeared  with  full  ranks.  My  predecessor.  General  -Joijii  F.  Sheehan,  accompanied  by 
iiis  Staff,  participated.  The  appearance  of  the  different  Companies  on  this  occasion  elicited  from 
the  citizens  and  the  local  press  very  flattering  comments. 

At  the  Eucam])inent  of  1881,  held  at  Ismert's  Grove,  Nevada  County,  my  predecessor  had 
command  of  the  Camp  on  Thursday,  August  fourth,  which  was  known  as  "  Brigade  Day."     Dur- 
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ing  the  day,  a  Brigade  Review  was  tendered  to  his  Excellenc}'  George  C.  Perkins,  Governor 
and  Commander-in-Chief  N.  G.  C,  and  at  five  o'clock  in  the  evening,  a  Brigade  Dress  Parade 
was  held.  At  the  Encampment  at  San  Rafael,  a  few  weeks  ago.  similar  ceremonies  to  those 
held  at  the  preceding  one,  took  place. 

I  cannot  close  this  [)art  of  my  report,  without  making  particular  mention  of  the  Encampment 
at  San  Hul'ael.  Without  doubt  it  was  the  best  the  Regiment  ever  held.  Strict  discipline  was 
enforced,  battalion  drills  and  guard  mounting  took  place  each  day,  and  when  the  Companies 
returned  from  camp,  it  was  apparent  that  each  of  them  had  made  rapid  strides  in  point  of 
efficiency. 

The  Brigade  Stafl',  on  Thursday  evening,  August  twenty-fourth,  gave  a  reception  in  camp, 
which  was  largely  attended  by  officers  of  the  National  Guard  located  in  San  Francisco,  and  also 
l)y  several  officers  of  the  regular  army. 

On  October  3,  1881,  by  the  provisions  of  Special  Orders,  No.  72,  Colonel  Creed  Haymond 
commanding  First  Artillery  Regiment,  was  placed  on  the  Retired  List  of  the  National  Guard. 
As  an  officer,  Colonel  Haymond  proved  himself  worth}'  and  capable,  and  his  retirement  froin 
active  duty  was  deeply  regretted.  He  was  succeeded  b}'  Cajitain  T.  \V.  Shcehan,  of  Company 
"  G,"  who  was  elected  Colonel  October  15,  1881.  Since  Colonel  Sheehau  has  taken  command,  he 
has  devotedly  attached  himself  to  the  welfare  of  the  Regiment.  His  first  step  was  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Regimental  Board  of  Officers.  This  body  is  now  thoroughly  organized,  and  meetings 
are  held  once  a  month.  The  Board  has  control  over  the  business  matters  of  the  Regiment,  and. 
in  addition,  acts  as  a  school  of  instruction.  It  has  proved  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  officers- 
field,  start',  and  line.  Under  the  administration  of  Colonel  Sheehan,  battalion  drills  have  been 
held  once  a  month,  in  which  the  Companies  located  in  this  city  are  required  to  participate. 

For  several  years  past  the  necessity  of  haA'ing  a  regimental  armory  in  Sacramento,  sufficiently 
large  to  contain  the  armories  of  all  the  Companies  in  the  city,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  a  drill 
hall,  in  which  battalion  diills  could  be  held,  has  been  admitted  by  all,  but  not  until  last  May 
was  any  effort  made  to  provide  therefor.  The  officers  of  the  Regiment,  realizing  the  pressing 
necessity  of  procuring  such  a  building,  commenced  in  earnest  to  see  what  could  be  done  in  the 
matter.  After  receiving  several  propositions  they  finally  concluded  to  ])urcliase  the  piece  of 
pro])erty  eighty  by  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  containing  the  three-story  building  known  a.- 
the  Franklin  School  Building,  forty-four  by  fifty-six  feet  in  size,  located  on  the  .southwest  corner 
of  Sixth  and  L  Streets,  in  this  city.  This  building,  by  considerable  remodeling,  has  been  fitted 
up  for  armories  of  the  diflerent  Companies,  and  eachofthera  are  now  located  there.  A  large 
drill  hall  covering  the  balance  of  the  ground  has  been  erected,  which  is  to  be  dedicated  by  a 
grand  military  ball  on  the  evening  of  October  5,  1882.  The  entire  cost  of  this  undertaking 
will  probably  amount  to  $18,000.  A  joint  stock  association  has  been  formed,  known  as  the 
Armory  Hall  Association,  and  is  under  the  management  of  a  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of 
seven  members.  Twenty  thousand  shares  of  stock  have  been  jilaced  on  the  market,  at  the  rate 
of  one  dollar  per  share.  Eleven  thousand  of  this  is  to  be  held  by  the  military,  and  the  remain- 
ing nine  thousand  by  outsiders.  By  this  method  the  controlling  power  will  always  be  with  the 
military.  Already  sufficient  shares  have  been  sold  to  make  the  enterprise  a  success.  The  com- 
panies are  required  to  pay  about  the  same  rent  they  would  be  compelled  to  pay  elsewhere, 
though  the  accommodations  attbrded  them  are  much  better. 

On  April  10,  1882,  Mr.  James  Lansing,  a  prominent  and  well  known  citizen  of  Sacramento, 
was  shot  down  by  an  infuriated  Siberian  named  Rateu.  The  circumstances  attending  thi> 
unfortunate  occurrence  were  as  follows:  Raten  had  some  trouble  the  day  )irevious  with  a  man 
named  Errickson,  and  on  meeting  the  latter  on  the  afternoon  of  the  tenth,  opposite  Lansing'.- 
place  of  business,  immediately  drew  his  revolver  and  fired,  wounding  a  young  tnan  who  hap- 
pened to  be  near  by,  though  not  seriously.  A  crowd  soon  assembled,  whereupon  Raten  started 
to  run  down  Fourth  Street,  and  then  into  the  alley  between  K  and  L,  Third  and  Fourth  Streets, 
in  the  rear  of  Lansing's  hotel.  About  this  time,  Mr.  Lansing,  who  was  engaged  doing  some  work 
in  his  back  yard,  saw  Raten  running  down  the  alley  and  heard  the  people  halloo  after  him. 
Mr.  Lansing  started  in  pursuit,  and  had  followed  about  one  hundred  feet,  when  Raten  turned  on 
liim  and  fired,  seriously  wounding  him.  Tliis  occurred  about  four  o'clock.  Feeling  ran  very 
high  that  night,  but  on  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  !Mr.  Lansing,  which  occurred  about 
five  o'clock  i>.  M.  the  nextday  (April  eleventh),  it  becameevidenttliat  public  feeling  had  become 
more  and  more  intense.  Crowds  of  e.xcited  citizens  could  be  seen  clustered  together  in  various 
places  throughout  the  city — more  particularly  around  Mr.  Lansing's  liolel.  Talk  of  lynching 
the  prisoner  could  be  heard  on  all  sides.  The  municipal  authorities,  realizing  the  intensity  of 
the  ))ublic  feeling,  and  fearing  an  attack  that  night  on  the  city  prison  where  the  prisoner  was 
confined,  the  following  letter  was  forwarded  to  my  predecessor: 

"  Oi'KiCK  OF  Chikf  ok  PoLiCK.  Sacramkxto,  .\j>ril   II,  I.SS2. 

"Genkral  J.  F.  SiiF.EiiAN:  In  consequence  of  the  death  of  .Tames  Lansing  it  will  be  nece.s- 
.sary  to  have  an  extra  guard  around  the  city  prison  to-night.  My  force  being  entirely  too  small 
for  the  purpose,  1  am  compelled  to  call  upon  you  to  Inive  the  militia  in  readiness  to  assist  me.

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General  Slieelian  lield  a  consultation  with  Adjatant-General  Backus,  and  the  latter 
telegraphed  the  condition  of  atiairs,  and  the  request  made  by  the  city  authorities,  to  Governor 
Perkins,  who  was  at  Elk  Grove.  The  Governor  promptly  rej)lied,  authorizing  and  empowering 
"xeneral  Sheehan  to  call  out  all  the  troojis  of  his  coTnmand  necessary  to  maintain  the  public 
peace.     The  Brigade  Commander  thereupon  issued  the  following  order  : 

'•■  Headquartkrs  Fourth  Brigade,  N.  G.  C,  Sacramento,  April  11,  1882. 
■•  [Special  Orders,  Xo.  4.] 

"  I.  In  accordance  with  a  request  of  the  Mayor  and  Chief  of  Police  of  Sacramento  City,  and 
pursuant  to  instructions  from  Genei'al  Headquarters,  N.  G.  C,  as  the  Codes  j)rovide.  Colonel  T. 
W.  Sheehan,  comimnding  First  Artillery  Regiment,  will  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  after 
receipt  of  this  Order,  cause  to  be  assembled,  fully  armed  and  equipped,  such  portion  of  his  com- 
mand located  in  the  City  of  Sacramento,  as  may  be  required  by  the  civil  authorities  in  sup- 
pressing violence  on  the  part  of  mobs  or  other  lawless  bodies. 

"11.  The  commanding  officer  will  cause  Companies  "A"  and  "  G,"  to  assemble  at  the 
armory  of  the  latter  Company,  and  place  so  many  men  of  Company  "  B"  and  the  Governor's 
liuard  on  duty  at  the  various  armories  (guarding  the  Gatling  guns  and  other  State  property), 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Every  man  on  duty  must  be  supplied  with  forty  rounds  of  ball 
i-arti-idges.  ' 

"III.  Colonel  Sheehan  will  hold  the  troops  under  arms,  subject  to  the  orders  of  superior 
authority,  or  the  demands  of  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of  Police  of  Sacramento,  or  the  Sheriff  of 
:lie  county,  and  will  detach  such  portion  of  hiscoinnumd  for  special  duty  at  points  where  wanted, 
and  continue  such  detachments  in  service  until  the  authorities  no  longer  require  them.

During  the  evening  it  was  reported  to  the  authorities  that  an  effort  would  be  made  to  break 
into  the  City  Prison  and  take  the  prisoner,  about  nine  o'clock  that  night.  That  there  must 
'lave  been  some  truth  in  this,  was  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  large  crowds  of  men  and  boys 
I'ould  be  seen  wending  their  way  towards  the  jail,  a  little  after  the  hour  named.  This  approach 
I'hief  Karcher  was  informed  of  by  telephone  from  Brigade  Pleadquarters,  and  he  immediately 
.nade  a  request  that  the  military  be  at  once  ordered  to  report  at  the  City  Prison.  Orders  were 
at  once  issued  to  the  Regimental  Commander  to  proceed  forthwith  with  Companies  •' A"  and 
••G."  This  he  did,  and  the  prison  was  reached  about  nine  o'clock  and  fifteen  minutes.  The 
crowd  that  was  there  assembled  was  estimated  at  two  thousand.  That  the  most  of  the  people 
nre.sent  were  very  )nuch  excited  over  the  recent  occurrences,  cannot  be  gainsaid.  When  the 
Miilitary  reached  the  prison,  the  crowd  were  inclined  to  jeer  and  deride  them.  On  the  arrival 
■  if  the  troops,  guards  were  immediately  detailed  to  keep  back  the  surging  mass.  Major  Brown 
and  other  officials  spoke  to  them  and  advised  them  to  go  peacefully  to  their  homes,  and  let  the 
law  take  its  course  as  regards  the  prisoner.  Reference  was  made  to  the  fact  that  the  military 
had  been  called  out  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  preserving  the  public  peace.  The  troops 
remained  under  arms  for  some  time,  and  the  guards  remained  at  their  posts  keeping  back  the 
i-rowd.  Gradually  the  crowd  lessened,  until  the  number  had  become  so  sparse  that  the  Com- 
panies were  ordered  to  stack  arms,  and  the  members  allowed  to  rest;  special  guards,  however, 
being  retained  on  duty.  The  authorities  fearing  a  raid  during  the  night.  Company  "A,"  Cap- 
tain Burke,  was  detailed  to  proceed  to  the  Pavilion  and  bring  Company  "B's"  Gatling  gun 
down  to  the  jail.  The  gun  was  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  jirison,  and  a  guard  of  twelve 
men,  si.x  from  each  Company,  was  detailed  to  remain  at  the  jail  until  further  orders.  At  one 
o'clock  and  thirty  minutes  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  the  thirteenth,  the  Companies  reformed  and 
returned  to  their  respective  armories.  At  eleven  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  thirteenth  the 
prisoner  was  removed  to  the  County  Jail,  and  the  guard  released.  At  the  request  of  Sheriff 
ileilbron,  the  Gatling  was  transferred  to  the  County  Jail,  and  also  a  guard  of  eight  men  was 
tationed  there  each  night  for  about  a  week,  until  the  excitement  had  abated. 

The  conduct  of  the  troops  on  this  occasion  was  highly  commendable.  The  moral  effect  of 
I  heir  presence  at  the  prison  on  the  night  of  Mr.  Lansing's  death  prevented,  in  my  judgment, 
riotous  proceedings,  and  possibly  bloodshed. 

His  Excellency,  Governor  Perkins,  officially  commended  the  troops  for  their  conduct  on  the 
'ccasion  named,  and  returned  his  sincere  thanks  to  them  for  their  promptness  in  responding  to 
•rders  issued  at  the  request  of  the  civil  authorities. 

Since  the  last  biennial  report  of  my  predecessor,  parades  and  drills  required  by  law  have 
taken  place,  and  in  this  connection  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Sacramento  Hussars,  an  inde- 
pendent Cavalry  Company  of  this  city,  has  always,  on  every  public  occasion,  turned  out  with 
the  local  military.  This  is  an  excellent  organization,  com])osed  of  the  very  best  citizens  of 
Sacramento.  Several  of  my  j)redeces.'-ord  have  recommended  that  the  Company  be  mustered 
into  the  State  service.  The  rea-sons  offered  by  my  immediate  predecessor.  General  Sheehan, 
why  the  Company  shouM  be  enlisted  are  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  General  Headquarters. 
1  believe  that  it  is  highly  important  that  a  Company  of  each  arm  of  the  service  should  be 
located  at  the  Cai>itol  of  the  State.  A  Cavalry  Company,  particularly,  is  very  much  needed,  to 
perform  escort  duty  on  State  occasions,  such  as  the  inauguration  of  a  Governor,  etc.     I  sincerely 
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trust  that  General  Headquarters  will  favorably  consider  this  matter,  and  if  at  all  possible  order 
the  Company  named  to  be  mustered  into  the  State  service. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express,  through  you,  to  iiis  Excellency  the  Commauder-in-Chiof. 
my  thanks  for  liis  many  kindnesses,  and  to  yourself  for  courtesies  extended.

Major-  GencralJohn  F.  Shechcm,  Adjutant- Genera!  of  California,  Sacramento,  CaL: 

General:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  forward  to  you  my  annual  report  The  Corps  of 
University  Cadets  is  organized  as  a  battalion  of  three  Companies,  having  a  total  strength  of  120. 
The  uniform  is  a  navy  blue,  and  of  the  style  known  as  fatigue — the  endeavor  being  to  have  a 
uniform  which  shall  at  the  same  time  be  neat,  inexpensive,  durable,  and  not  conspicuous. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term,  until  the  rains  set  in,  the  students  of  the  three  upper 
classes,  in  two  Companies,  are  exercised  in  the  ojien  air,  in  the  School  of  the  Company,  especial 
attention  being  given  to  the  skirmish  drill  and  the  bayonet  exercise.  The  Fourth  Classmen  are 
drilled  in  the  School  of  the  Soldier  and  the  School  ofthe  Company.  During  the  rainy  season 
the  Fourth  Classmen  are  instructed  indoors,  in  the  manual  of  arms,  and  recite  the  School  of  the 
Soldier. 

The  Third  Classmen  recite  upon  the  School  of  the  Soldier,  the  Company,  and  the  Battalion. 
The  rest  have  read  to  them  portions  of  the  National  Guard  regulations,  the  military  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  chapters  from  works  on  military  science.  As  soon  as  the  weather  permits 
in  the  Spring,  battalion  drill  is  undertaken,  and  continued  through  the  year. 

The  equipment  of  the  corps  is  very  poor.  We  have  l.'iO  Springfield  muskets  that  had  been 
returned  to  the  State  Armory  by  Companies  of  the  National  Guard,  but  have  no  aocoutcrments 
whatever.  I  most  respectfully'urge  the  necessity  of  these,  and  hope  that  means  may  be  pro- 
vided whereby  they  can  be  obtained. 

The  attendance  at  all  military  exercises  is  most  excellent — averaging  about  ninety-seven  per 
cent.  During  fair  weather  target  practice  is  carried  on  by  the  Rifle  Team,  composed  of  fifteen 
members,  who  have  won  their  places  by  open  competition.  Much  interest  is  taken,  and  the 
shooting  is  fairly  good.     The  discipline  of  the  corps  is  as  good  as  could  be  desired.

GENERAL   OFFICE   WORK. 

The  office  of  the  Surveyor-General  has  been  furnished  with  an 
entire  new  set  of  working  maps,  neatly  backed  with  muslin,  and  well 
bound ;  and  copies  of  United  States  township  maps  have  been 
procured. 

All  the  cases,  both  in  the  office  of  the  State  Surveyor-General  and 
Register,  used  for  filing  applications,  and  other  papers  relating'  to 
titles  issued,  have  been  furnished  with  tin  cases,  and  are  plainly 
labeled,  so  as  to  show  their  contents. 

Indexes  of  the  names  of  all  applicants  for  School  Lands,  or  for  lands 
under  the  500,000  acres,  and  for  Seminary  and  Public  Buildings 
grants,  have  been  made,  leaving  only  indexes  of  lands  applied  for 
under  the  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Land  grant  to  be  made,  to  have  a 
complete  reference  to  all  applicants  for  State  lands.  Nothing  of  this 
kind  has  ever  before  been  attempted  in  the  office. 

The  correspondence  of  the  Surveyor-General's  office,  in  answering 
inquiries  as  to  the  condition  of  State  lands,  and  in  giving  informa- 
tion called  for  concerning  the  existence  of  conflicting  applications, 
has  been  unusually  great,  taking  nearly  all  the  time  of  two  men. 

LANDS   GRANTED    TO   THE   STATE. 

When  I  came  into  the  office,  I  found  such  disagreement  between 
the  State  and  United  States  Land  Offices  in  relation  to  the  condition 
of  the  various  grants,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  had,  in  con- 
sequence thereof,  declined  to  list  any  more  land  to  the  State.  I  then 
prepared  a  complete  ledger  statement  of  all  the  Indemnit^y  School 
lands  received  from  the  United  States,  and  took  it  to  Washington, 
and  made  a  careful  comparison  of  this  work  with  the  maps  and  the 
records  of  the  General  Land  Office.  The  Commissioner  furnished  a 
clerk  for  each  department  of  the  examination  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  and  I  personally  acted  on  the  part  of  the  State.  That 
comparison  showed,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  corrections 
had  been  made,  that  the  State  still  had  received  an  excess  b}^  listing 
of  about  70,000  acres  more  than  was  justly  due. 

Examinations'were  also  made  as  to  the  condition  of  the  other  grants, 
and  it  was  found,  that  while  the  State  had  applied  for  more  land 
under  each  of  the  other  grants,  no  excess  had  been  received.  This 
work  at  Washington  occupied  over  ten  weeks,  and,  on  my  return,  I 
had  duplicate  copies  of  the  comparisons  made  and  returned  to  Wash- 
ington to  aid  in  future  adjustments. 

In  addition  to  this  work,  I  made  maps,  showing  the  exact  lines 
established  as  the  boundaries  of  the  various  railroad  reservations  in 
this  State.  This  became  necessary,  not  as  a  matter  of  general  infor- 
mation, but  because  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
has  decided  that  when  the  State  selects  indemnity  lands  witliin  such 
reserved  limits,  the  land  must  be  regarded  as  double  minimum  in 
price,  and  the  State  cannot  select  within  the  reserved  limits,  unless 
it  has  lost  other  lands  equivalent  in  price,  without  agreeing  to  sur- 
render two  acres  lor  one.  This  was  done  in  some  cases  before  I  came 
into  office,  but  without  authority,  for  the  Surveyor-General  is  not 
allowed  to  charge  nrore  than  $1  25  per  acre  for  State  land,  while  to 
surrender  two  acres  for  one  would  occasion  a  loss  to  the  School  Fund 


of  $1  26  per  acre  in  all  sucli  cases,  unless  applicants  would  volun- 
tarily pay  ^2  50  per  acre. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Washington  work,  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office  has  revoked  the  order  prohibiting  fur- 
ther listing  to  the  State,  and  lists  have  been  received  at  this  ofiice  as 
follows:

Other  lists  will  follow,  and  it  is  likely  that  inside  of  a  year  all 
listing,  except  of  the  Lieu  Land  grant,  will  be  completed  and  the 
accounts  closed. 

As  to  the  Lieu  Land  grant,  the  work  under  that  Avill  increase  if  the 
bill  now  before  Congress  becomes  a  law,  which  proposes  the  granting 
of  indemnity  to  the  State  for  school  purposes  on  account  of  the  loss 
of  the  16th  or  36tli  Sections,  or  parts  thereof,  reserved  by  the  United 
States  as  mineral  land. 

In  my  opinion  the  grant  should  also  be  increased  for  school  pur- 
poses by  the  allowance  of  indemnity  for  16th  or  36th  Sections,  or 
parts  thereof,  granted  to  the  State  as  Swamp  and  Overflowed  lands; 
because  this  reservation  of  swamp  and  overflowed  land  is  as  much 
a  "  public  use  "  as  the  reservation  of  the  mineral  lands.  The  School 
Fund  should  be  indemnified  for  the  lo.ss  of  one  as  much  as  for  the 
loss  of  the  other,  since  the  grant  was  of  the  16th  and  o6th  Sections  of 
public  lands  in  each  township  for  the  use  of  schools.  I  think  that  a 
fair  construction  of  the  granting  clause,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  section  granting  indemnity  for  loss  of  Sections  16  and  36 
contemplated  the  granting  of  said  sections  in  place  or  an  equiva- 
lent therefor  when  interfered  with  from  any  cause;  and  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  Keystone  case,  admits  that  this  is 
the  natural  import  of  the  granting  words,  but  held  that  it  was  con- 
trary to  public  policy  and  custom  to  grant  away  mineral  lands.  At 
the  same  time  the  Court  intimated  that  indemnity  for  the  loss  was 
contemplated  by  the  7th  Section  of  the  granting  Act  of  March  3, 
1853.  On  this  account  the  bill  referred  to  was  prepared  so  that  the 
opposition  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  allowing  indemnity  might 
be  removed  by  Act  of  Congress.  The  bill  has  pa.ssed  the  Senate  and 
awaits  the  action  of  the  House,  where  it  should  be  amended  to 
include  indemnity  for  loss  to  the  schools,  occasioned  by  the  Swamp 
Land  grant.  The  attention  of  our  Representatives  in  Congress  should 
be  called  to  this  matter,  in  order  that  California  may  be  put  on  an 
equal  footing  with  other  States  whose  school  grant  is  similarly  inter- 
fered with,  but  indemnity  allowed  by  law. 


MINERAL    LANDS. 

The  following  communication  will  explain  the  course  to  be  pur- 
sued when  the  16th  or  36th  Section  is  returned  as  mineral  land,  yet 
considered  as  agricultural  by  persons  desiring  to  purchase  the  land 
from  the  State  as  part  of  the  School  Land  grant :

J.  W.  Shanklin,  Esq.,  State  Surveyor- Genei-al,  Sacramento,  California: 

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  comraunicationof  the  7th  instant,  stating  that  since  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  (Ivanhoe  Mining  Company  v.  Keystone  Consolidated 
Mining  Company),  that  mineral  Sections  16  and  36  were  not  granted  to  the  State  of  California 
by  the  Act  of  1853,  your  office  is  "  unable  to  determine  what  lands  the  State  can  sell  and  convey 
a  satisfactory  title  for,"  and  requesting  the  opinion  of  this  office  as  to  the  effect  of  the  said 
decision  in  the  following  cases: 

First — Where  township  plats  as  returned  by  the  Surveyor-General  show  Sections  16  and  36 
to  be  ordinary  agricultural  lands. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  referred  to  excludes  from  the  School  grant  to  California 
by  the  Act  of  1853  such  of  the  Sections  16  and  36  as  upon  identification  by  survey  are  found  to 
be  mineral. 

In  the  case  of  the  State  of  California  v.  Foley  and  Thomas  (Sickel's  Mining  Decisions,  p.  426), 
the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Interior  held  that  where  township  plats  as  approved  by  the  Surveyor- 
General  and  tiled  in  the  local  Land  Office,  describe  the  lands  embraced  in  such  sections  as  agri- 
cultural, and  no  known  mines  in  fact  exist  within  their  limits  at  the  date  of  the  approval  of 
the  survev,  the  State  acquires  title  to  such  tracts,  indefeasible  by  subsequent  discoveries  of 
minerals  thereon.  The  approval  of  the  Surveyor-General  in  such  oases  will  be  treated  as 
conclusive,  and  locations  of  mining  claims  upon  such  sections  after  the  filing  of  the  township 
plat  in  the  office  of  the  Register  and  Receiver,  will  not  be  recognized  by  this  office. 

Second — When  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  revoked  the  order  withdrawing  from  disposal 
under  agricultural  laws  certain  townships  within  the  "mineral  belt"  which  were  not  designated 
by  the  plats  as  mineral,  did  the  right  of  the  State  attach  to  the  school  sections  upon  such 
revocation  ? 

If  no  known  mines  are  found  to  exist  upon  such  tracts  at  the  date  of  survey,  the  title  to  such 
sections  will  vest  in  the  State  in  the  same  manner  as  those  referred  to  in  answer  to  the  first 
proposition. 

Third — Where  lands  are  returned  as  mineral,  but  parties  desire  to  purchase  from  the  State, 
alleging  that  such  lands  are  valuable  only  for  agricultural  or  grazing  purposes,  can  the  State  or 
its  grantee  acquire  title  upon  making  proof  of  those  facts? 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  inclosed  circular  (*)  from  this  office,  of  date  September  23, 
1880,  prescribing  the  manner  of  proceeding  where  application  is  made  to  enter  or  select  lands 
(returned  as  mineral)  under  grants  to  States,  railroads,  and  wagon  road  companies,  and  Acts 
of  Congress  other  than  the  preemption  or  homestead  laws.  Opportunity  is  given  by  said  cir- 
cular to  enter  or  select  such  lands  upon  establishing  their  non-mineral  character  in  the  manner 
therein  provided. 

But  this  does  not  apply  where  lands  mineral  at  date  of  survey  have  subsequently  become 
exhausted,  and  are  no  longer  valuable  for  mining  purposes.  The  grant  of  1863,  as  construed 
by  the  Supreme  Court,  was  a  grant  in  prccsenti,  acquiring  precision  upon  identification  of  the 
lands  granted  by  survey.  If  the  lands  were  in  fact  mineral  at  the  time  when  the  survey 
determined  the  locus  of  the  grant,  they  were  excepted  from  .such  grant,  and  the  title  of  the 
State  never  attached  to  them. 

Such  lands  not  answering  the  description  of  the  grant  when  perfected,  they  cannot  subse- 
quently be  brought  witliin  its  terms.

Registcra  and  Receivers,  United  States  District  Land  Offices: 

Gentlemen  :  Hereafter,  in  case  of  application  being  made  in  your  office  to  enter  or  select,  as 
agricultural  land,  under  any  Act  of.Congrcss  other  than  the  preemption  or  homestead  Acts, 
lands  returned  as  mineral  by  the  Surveyor-General,  you  will  require  the  applicant,  at  date  of 
final  proof,  location,  or  selection,  to  jiublish  for  thirty  days  a  notice  describing  the  land  apj>lied 
for,  and  giving  time  and  place  when  such  proof  will  be  submitted  or  selection  tendered.  You 
will  also  post  in  your  office  a  copy  of  the  notice  for  the  same  jjcriod.     Proof  of  publication  will 


consist  of  the  affidavit  of  the  publisher  of  the  newspaper  in  -which  the  notice  was  published, 
and  you  will  furnish  your  own  certificate  as  to  posting  in  your  office. 

Tlie  revocation  of  the  withdrawals  of  lands  as  mineral  by  circular  of  April  27, 1880,  was  made 
not  only  because  said  withdrawals  had,  in  many  instances,  worked  great  hardship  to  settlers, 
but  because  it  is  required  by  law  that  homestead  and  preemption  claimants  shall  publish  notices 
of  their  intention  to  make  final  proof  on  their  entries,  and  this  was  thought  to  afford  sufficient 
protection  to  all  parties:  but  in  case  of  entries  under  other  laws  there  is  no  such  notice  required. 
This  procedure  will  apply  to  cases  of  application  to  enter  under  the  town  site,  desert  land,  and 
timber  culture  laws;  applications  to  select  lands  under  grants  to  States,  railroad,  and  wagon 
road  companies;  and  the  location  of  the  various  classes  of  scrip  upon  lands  which  have  been 
returned  by  the  Surveyor-General  as  mineral  in  character. 

Where,  after  such  publication  of  notice  has  been  regularly  made,  no  affidavits  alleging  the 
mineral  character  of  the  land  have  been  filed  with  you,  you  will  allow  the  entry,  selection,  or 
location,  upon  the  filing  of  a  proper  non-mineral  affidavit.  If  such  mineral  affidavits  shall 
have  been  filed,  you  will  proceed  with  a  hearing,  as  directed  by  the  circular  of  April  27,  1880.

PROPOSED   CHANGES   IN   RELATION   TO   THE  SALE   OF   STATE   SCHOOL 

LANDS. 

I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  some  of  the  sections  of  the 
Political  Code,  relating  to  the  disposition  of  State  lauds  which,  in  my 
opinion,  need  amendment  or  modification. 

Section  501  should  be  amended,  in  the  clause  relating  to  the  profert 
fee,  to  read,  "for  certifying  a  contested  case  to  the  Superior  Court 
[when  either  of  the  parties  demands  the  reference],  three  dollars." 
As  the  law  now  stands,  the  officer  cannot  refer  the  contest  to  Court 
without  i)aying  the  fee  out  of  his  own  pocket,  unless  some  of  the 
parties  tenders  the  fee  and  demands  the  reference,  although  the 
oflficer  may  be  satisfied  that  the  apparent  contest  is  in  reality  a  sham 
to  keep  third  parties  from  interfering  with  the  land. 

Section  3398.  The  Supreme  Court  says  that  the  State  does  not 
have  to  locate  the  16th  or  36th  sections,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  loca- 
tions of  them  never  have  been  made  at  the  United  States  Land  Offices. 
I  would  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  changed  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  Surveyor-General  is  the  general  agent  of  the  State  fur  the 
location  in  the  United  States  Land  Offices,  of  the  unsold  portion  of 
the  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  granted  to  the  State  for 
school  purpo.ses,  and  for  lands  in  lieu  of  the  sixteenth  or  thirty- 
sixth  sections  granted  for  the  use  of  public  schools."  This  change 
will  make  the  section  harmonize  with  Section  3406. 

Section  3410.  Li  view  of  the  recent  change  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  as  to  time  of  making  payment  of  the  fees  for  which 
this  section  provides,  I  recommend  that  for  indemnity  selections, 
the  applicants  be  required  to  pay  this  fee,  viz. :  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars 
for  each  160  acres  or  fraction  thereof,  when  the  application  is  filed. 
Under  the  present  rule  of  the  Department,  the  United  States  Register 
cannot  receive  the  State  application  without  payment  of  this  fee, 
and  it  is  imposible  to  draw  it  from  our  State  Treasury  in  advance  of 
final  approval  of  the  application.  Hence  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the 
applicant  to  pay  the  fee  himself.  Besides,  no  good  reason  can  be 
shown  why  tlie  State  should  pay  it  for  him,  as  the  law  now  does. 

2' 
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Section  3414.  In  this  section  the  word  "Superior"  should  be  sub- 
stituted for  "  District,"  to  make  it  correspond  with  Section  3515,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  section  should  be  added  [and  forward  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  a  certified  copy  to  be  filed  in  his  office].  This  would 
prevent  parties  demanding  the  reference  to  Court  from  receiving  the 
order  and  keeping  it  in  their  pocket  till  the  time  for  commencing 
suit  has  expired,  thus  gaining  an  undue  advantage  through  the 
indefiniteness  of  the  law. 

Section  3417  should  be  amended,  in  order  to  make  it  effective  in 
clearing  the  record,  as  follows:  "Unless  the  party  contestant — the 
second  or  subsequent  applicant — commences  his  action  within  sixty 
days  after  the  order  of  reference  is  made,  he  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  waived  and  surrendered  his  right  to  purchase;  and  the  Sur- 
veyor-General or  Register  shall  i)roceed,  as  directed  in  Section  3416, 
the  same  as  if  final  judgment  had  been  filed,"  upon  receiving  satis- 
factory evidence  that  no  suit  was  commenced. 

Section  3533  should  be  amended  so  as  to  include  the  unsold  portion 
of  the  grants  to  the  State  for  seminary  and  public  building  purposes, 
as  well  as  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres,  because  the 
present  laws  do  not  give  the  Regents  of  the  University  control  over 
the  unsold  portions  of  these  grants,  except  in  such  cases  as  come 
within  the  purview  of  the  last  clause  of  Section  3536,  Political  Code; 
and  the  Surveyor-General  has  no  authority  given  him  by  Section 
3398  to  make  selections  in  satisfaction  of  these  grants. 

In  my  opinion,  Section  3571  should  be  amended  so  as  to  include 
repayment  when  entries  have  been  set  aside  by  the  Courts  for  defects 
or  informality  in  the  applications,  and  for  school  land  warrants 
which  cannot  be  located  or  satisfied  after  the  grant  under  which 
they  were  issued  has  been  exhausted — the  fault  being  with  the  State 
officers,  by  exceeding  their  authoritj^  in  locating  more  land  than'the 
State  was  entitled  to  after  the  State  sold  these  warrants. 

By  the  amendment  made  April  15,  1880,  in  Section  3494,  nearly 
every  County  Treasurer  in  the  State,  as  well  as  the  persons  who  pur- 
chased lands  prior  thereto  from  the  State,  considered  that  tiie  amend- 
ment reduced  the  rate  of  interest  on  all  outstanding  certificates  from 
ten  to  seven  per  cent.  Although  that  may  have  been  the  intention 
(and  no  good  reason  can  be  shown  why  the  State  should  continue  to 
collect  ten  per  cent,  interest  on  such  sales,  and  that,  too,  without 
rebate  on  taxes  for  the  debt  due  the  State),  yet  the  Attorney-General 
and  myself  hold  that  a  strict  construction  of  the  statute  only  reduces 
the  interest  on  future  purchases — that  it  gives  no  relief  on  past  sales. 
I  think  this  matter  is  worthy  of  consideration  by  the  Legislature. 

Section  3498.  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  April  28, 1880,  was  evidently 
intended  to  be  an  amendment  of  Section  3498,  but  neither  said  sec- 
tion nor  the  subject-matter  thereof,  is  referred  to  in  tiie  title  of  .'^aid 
Act.  It  is  therefore  void  under  the  Constitution.  Nor  can  the  Sur- 
veyor-General enforce  its  i)rovisions  so  as  to  make  ajiprovals  within 
six  months  after  filing  applications,  for  want  of  evidence  as  to  the 
character  of  the  land.  'JMie  C'onstitution  jjrohibits  tiie  sale  of  any 
land  suitable  for  cu/<iva<?on,  except  to  an  actual  settler.     If  the  law 
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were  so  amended  as  to  require  the  applicant  to  make  proof  of  the 
character  of  the  land  within  the  six  months  after  filing,  or  forfeit 
his  application,  the  Surveyor-General  could  enforce  the  law,  or  thus 
clear  the  record  for  other  applications. 

The  same  law  of  April  28,  1880,  provides,  by  Section  3495,  for  one 
kind  of  affidavit  to  be  made  in  case  an  application  is  made  for  part 
of  a  16th  or  o6th  Section,  and  by  Section  3500  a  different  affidavit 
if  the  application  is  for  land  in  lieu  of  a  16th  or  36th  Section. 
The  effect  of  this  difference  is,  that  the  same  party  can  obtain  640 
acres,  although  apparently  the  intention  was  to  allow  the  purchase 
of  only  320  acres  of  State  land  by  any  one  applicant. 

Another  peculiarity  of  this  law  is,  that  it  only  requires  that  the 
applicant  shall  be  an  actual  settler  on  the  land  at  the  date  of  appli- 
cation. It  does  not  require  proof  of  continuous  residence  to  the  date 
of  sale.  This  omission  obliges  the  Surveyor-General  to  make  rules 
not  in  the  law,  in  order  to  guard  against  violating  Section  3  of  Arti- 
cle 17  of  the  Constitution.  But  in  cases  where  the  land  is  not  suitable 
for  cultivation  the  law  does  not  require  the  settler  to  continue  on  the 
land  one  day  after  filing  his  application.  The  consequence  is  that 
the  settlement  clause  as  to  lands  unsuitable  for  cultivation  is  vio- 
lated constantly,  and  the  law  as  it  stands  is  worthless  in  accomplish- 
ing what  was  intended,  unless  it  was  intended  as  a  sham  on  its  face. 

Section  3502  should  be  amended  so  as  to  make  outstanding  School 
Land  Warrants  receivable  in  payment  for  any  School  land,  without 
being  restricted,  as  now,  to  the  600,000  acre  grant.  This  would  be 
accomplished  by  striking  out  the  words  "part  of  the  500,000  acres 
of."  The  reason  for  this  is,  that  the  outstanding  warrants,  for  which 
the  State  received  two  dollars  per  acre,  are  worthless,  because  they 
cannot  now  be  located,  as  the  grant  is  exhausted. 

Section  3516.  If  this  section  were  amended  so  as  to  require  the 
recording  of  all  transfers,  or  a  report  of  the  name  and  residence  of  the 
assignee  to  the  Register,  the  State  would  be  able  to  reach  the  parties 
referred  to  in  Sections  3552  and  3555,  whereas,  it  is  now  almost  im- 
possible to  collect  the  costs  in  foreclosure  suits,  and  the  School  Fund 
is  reduced  in  each  case  from  forty  to  sixty  dollars  in  consequence  of 
not  knowing  the  name  and  residence  of  the  purchaser. 

Section  3533.  This  section  should  be  amended  so  as  to  give  the 
Regents  of  the  University  authority  to  select  any  portion  remaining 
unsold  of  tlie  Seminary  or  Public  Buildings  grants;  because  Section 
3398  has  taken  this  power  from  the  Surveyor-General  without  trans- 
ferring it  elsewhere,  except  where  land  selected  under  the  grants 
reverts  by  foreclosure  suits,  as  provided  in  the  last  clause  of  Section 
353G. 

Section  3548  should  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "publi- 
cation" the  words  "to  the  County  Treasurer,  who  shall  immediately 
notify  the  District  Attorney."  Serious  complications  arise  because 
of  payments  of  interest  being  made  to  the  County  Treasurer  after 
advertisement  of  the  delinquent  list,  but  witliout  payment  of  the 
accrued  costs,  and  without  notice  to  the  District  Attorney.  Said 
officer,  not  being  aware  of  tiie  partial  payment,  or  else  disregarding

it,  proceeds  with  the  suit  and  annuls  the  entry,  when  the  .report  of 
the  County  Treasurer  sent  to  this  office  shows  that  the  purchaser  is 
not  in  arrears. 

Section  3555  should  be  amended  so  as  to  limit  the  amount  of  costs, 
as  was  formerly  done  by  Section  7  of  the  Act  of  April  9,  1861.  As 
the  matter  now  stands,  the  bills  presented  run  up  from  $40  to  $128 
for  each  case — all  of  which  comes  out  of  the  School  Fund;  and  the 
Board  of  Examiners  have  no  control  over  the  amount  of  costs, 
according  to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  service  being 
rendered,  the  bill  must  be  paid,  as  the  law  now  stands.  The  law  of 
1861  referred  to,  fixed  the  cost  of  each  annulment  at  $32,  and  cer- 
tainly it  is  worth  no  more  now.  But  there  is  another  view  to  take  of 
this  matter.  As  all  services,  except  for  printing,  are  rendered  by 
county  officers,  who  are  all  salaried,  there  is  no  reason  why  any 
charge  should  be  made  against  the  State  by  them  or  for  them.  It  is 
true  that  reasonable  charges  for  the  benefit  of  the  county  should  be 
collected  from  the  delinquents;  but  in  case  of  failure  to  collect  from 
them  I  do  not  think  the  charges  should  be  taken  out  of  the  School 
Fund,  as  they  are  now,  and  especially  when  there  is  no  law  limiting 
the  amount. 

Section  3571.  There  is  great  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Sur- 
veyor-General under  this  section,  because  there  is  no  provision  in  any 
State  law,  saying  who  shall  determine  whether  land  sold  is  not  the 
property  of  the  State,  or  how  it  shall  be  determined  that  land  is  not 
the  property  of  the  State.  The  absurdity  of  this  section  will  be 
apparent  when  I  state  that  the  law  contemplates  the  sale  of  land, 
before  it  becomes  the  property  of  the  State,  except  of  the  16th  and 
36th  Sections  in  place  and  of  swamp  land  before  it  becomes  the 
property  of  the  State.  A  strict  construction  of  this  section  would 
allow  any  man  who  has  bought  land  of  the  State  and  paid  interest 
thereon  for  years,  but  which  land  has  not  yet  become  the  property 
of  the  State,  to  demand  his  money,  and  the  Register  would  be 
obliged  to  issue  the  certificate  of  repayment.  But  it  is  evident  that 
this  was  not  the  intention  of  the  law-makers,  but  that  repayment 
should  be  made  when  it  has  been  proved  that  the  land  is  not  or 
cannot  become  the  property  of  the  State.  The  law  is  silent,  how- 
ever, as  to  how  or  by  whom  the  condition  of  the  land  is  to  be 
determined.  If  left  to  the  Surveyor-General  to  determine,  or  if 
said  officer  was  authorized  to  accept  the  decision  of  the  General 
Land  Office  as  to  the  validity  or  invalidity  of  the  State  title  to  the 
land,  then  the  difficulty  in  executing  this  section  would  be  removed. 
Modification  of  this  section  becomes  necessary  in  view  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  March  1,  1877,  relating  to  defective  indemnity  State 
selections. 

TIMBER. 

In  my  last  report  I  referred  to  the  neces.*;ity  of  greater  interest  being 
taken  in  timber  culture  in  California.  I  would  recommend  to  our 
farmers  to  emulate  the  people  of  some  otiier  States,  where  one  day 
in  the  year  has  been  set  apart  for  tree  planting,  called  arbor  day. 
Were  this  plan  adopted  in  California,  and  faithfully  kept  up  for  ten 
years,  what  a  dillerence  the  country  would  then  present  in  i)oint  of 
attractive  beauty  and  grateful  shade. 
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But  it  is  necessary  to  stop  the  wasteful  destruction  of  the  growing 
timber,  both  on  the  lands  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State. 

Complaints  frequently  come  to  this  office  concerning  parties  who 
go  upon  State  lands,  and  apply  for  them  merely  with  the  view  of 
using  their  application  as  a  shield  to  protect  them  while  they  are 
removing  the  timber  from  the  land,  intending  to  abandon  it  when  it 
has  been  despoiled  of  its  timber,  which  is  its  real  value. 

It  is  true  that  the  law  of  April  27,  1863,  on  this  subject,  is  still  in 
force;  but  how  many  of  our  people  or  officers  know  anything  about 
this  law,  or  would  take  the  pains  to  have  it  enforced  when  its 
enforcement  would  entail  upon  them  a  loss  of  time  and  money? 
The  law  is  as  follows: 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  persons  cutting  timber  upon  or  carrying  the  same, 
when  cut  down,  from  any  of  the  swamp,  tide,  or  marsh,  or  school  lands  belonging  to  the 
State. 

[Approved  :March  27,  1S63.] 

Section  1.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  cut  down  any  timber  growing  or  standing  upon 
any  swamp  and  overflowed,  tide,  or  marsh,  or  school  lands  belonging  to  or  claimed  by  the  State, 
or  who  shall  destroy  or  carrj-  away  any  timber,  when  cut  down,  for  the  purpose  of  selling,  or  in 
any  other  manner  disposing  of  the  same  for  money  or  any  valuable  thing,  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion in  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars nor  less  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Court;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  per- 
son from  removing  and  selling  any  wood  which  they  may  have  cut  or  caused  to  be  cut  previous 
to  the  passage  of  this  Act,  on  any  lands  belonging  to  or  claimed  by  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  All  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  into  the  Count}' 
Treasury  of  the  county  where  the  lands  are  situated,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  School 
Fund,  if  the  lands  upon  which  the  trespass  was  committed  were  school  lands,  otherwise  to  the 
credit  of  the  Swamp  Land  Fund. 

THE   FIVE    PER    CENT    FUND. 

I  would  invite  j^our  attention  to  the  law  of  Congress,  approved 
September  4,  18-41,  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sales  of  public  lands,  etc.  This  Act  named  the  eight  States  in 
wliich  public  lands  were  then  for  sale,  giving  said  States  ten  percent 
of  the  net  proceeds,  and  making  provision  for  the  distribution  of 
five  per  cent  among  certain  new  States  and  Territories.  But  this 
law  did  not  contemplate  a  division  among  other  than  the  twenty-six 
States  and  the  Territories  then  existing.  No  good  reason  can  be 
shown  why  California  should  be  excluded  from  this  distribution, 
for  it  is  a  public  land  State,  and  has  contributed  largely  to  the  fund 
to  be  distributed  among  other  States.  It  was  evidently  an  oversight 
in  not  putting  California  upon  an  equal  footing  with  other  States  in 
tliis  matter  when  she  came  into  the  Union.  My  predecessor,  William 
Minis,  taking  the  same  view  of  the  matter  that  I  do,  appointed  Cap- 
tain John  Mullan  as  an  agent  of  the  State  to  aid  in  procuring  Con- 
gressional legislation  that  would  give  us  an  equitable  distribution, 
and  so  well  has  he  succeeded,  that  mainly  through  his  activity  in 
presenting  and  urging  the  matter  on  the  attention  of  our  Represen- 
tatives and  before  the  Land  Committees  in  Congress,  that  a  bill  has 
pa.ssed  one  hou.se  and  is  now  pending  in  the  other  house,  which  will, 
if  it  becomes  a  law,  give  California  the  share  she  is  justly  entitled  to 
in  connection  with  the  other  States.  Captain  Mullan  has  constantly 
kept  this  office  informed  of  what  he  has  been  doing  in  the  matter. 
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IRRIGATION. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  much  of  the  land  in  California,  though 
excellent  in  quality,  is  practically  worthless  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses, because  of  the  small  amount  of  rainfall,  and  the  long  period 
in  the  Summer  in  which  there  is  no  rainfall,  it  becomes  a  question 
of  vital  interest  to  the  State,  how  to  meet  this  want  of  water  requi- 
site for  agriculture,  and  provide,  as  far  as  possible,  for  the  future 
growth  of  the  State  in  the  rural  districts. 

There  is  but  one  way  to  accomplish  this,  viz.:  By  a  system  of  irri- 
gation comprehensive  enough  to  save  and  utilize  the  surplus  waters 
of  the  State  which  find  tiieir  way  into  the  rivers  and  thence  into 
the  sea,  and  by  prohibiting  waste  in  the  use  of  water. 

To  accomplish  all  this  it  is  evident  that  to  allow  the  control  of  the 
water  sources  of  the  State  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  private  individ- 
uals or  of  corporations,  as  it  is  now  claimed  thej'^  have,  or  to  allow 
their  control  so  to  continue,  no  general  sj'stem  can  be  provided. 
The  future  of  the.  State  would  practically  be  limited  by  the  present 
use  of  these  waters.  Provision  could  not  be  made  for  sustaining  an 
increase  of  population. 

I  therefore  deem  it  not  out  of  place  in  my  report  to  show  to  some 
extent  what  was  attempted  in  our  State  in  early  days  to  retain  con- 
trol by  the  people  of  the  State  over  the  mode  of  distributing  water 
for  irrigation.  Also,  what  laws  have  been  passed  on  the  subject  in 
New  Mexico  and  Colorado,  where  the  climatic  condition  is  similar  to 
that  of  California,  and  where  irrigation  is  equally  essential. 

From  these  sources  we  may  learn  some  important  facts,  and  they 
may  have  some  influence  in  shaping  legislation,  so  as  to  accomplish 
the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number  affected  by  this  irrigation 
question. 

The  people  of  the  State  have  said  in  the  Constitution  that  "the  use 
of  all  water  now  appropriated,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  appropri- 
ated for  sale,  rental,  or  distribution,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public 
use,  and  subject  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  State  in  the 

MANNER   TO    BE    PRESCRIBED    BY    LAW." 

This  addresses  itself  to  the  Legislature,  and,  therefore,  I  have  con- 
cluded to  designate  the  laws  passed  from  time  to  time  on  the  subject 
in  order  to  facilitate  their  references  to  them : 

WATERCOURSES. 

An  Act  creating  a  Board  of  Commi3sioner3  and  the  office  of  Overseer  in  each  township  of  the 
several  counties  of  this  State,  to  regulate  watercourses  within  their  respective  limits. 

[Passed  May  15.  1854.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate,  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  each  township  of  the  Counties  of  San  Diego,  San  Bernardino, 
Santa  Barbara,  Najm,  Los  Angeles,  Solano,  Contra  Costa,  Colusa,  Tulare,  a  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners to  regulate  watercourses,  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  also  an  Overseer,  to  be  elected 
as  hereafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  any  township  in  said  counties,  the 
County  Judge  shall  tliereupon  order  an  election,  of  which  ten  days  notice  shall  be  given  by  at 
least  three  notices,  jiosled  up  at  the  most  public  places  in  such  townsliip.for  tlie  election  of  three 
Commissioners  and  an  Overseer,  who  shall  liold  their  office  for  one  year.  The  County  Judge 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  said  election,  appoint  one  Inspector  and  two  Judges,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  see  tliat  said  elections  are  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  regulating 
elections,  sum  up  the  votes,  and  <lcclare  the  result. 

Skc.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  to  examine  and  direct  such  watercourses, 
and  apportion  the  water  thereof  among  the  inliabitanis  of  thoir  district,  determine  the  time  of 
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using  the  same,  and  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  persons  liable  to  work  upon  ditches,  lay 
out  and  construct  ditches,  as  set  forth  in  such  petitions. 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  the  Overseer  shall  be  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  Commissioners,  to 
attend  to  and  see  that  the  water  is  used  as  apportioned  by  said  Commissioners,  to  superintend  the 
works  ordered  by  tiiem,  to  see  that  the  water  is  kept  clear  of  filth  of  every  description,  and  the 
ditches  are  kept  in  good  repair. 

Sec.  5.  Each  able-bodied  male  inhabitant  in  everj'  township  over  the  age  of  sixteen  and 
under  fifty,  shall,  when  required  by  the  Overseer,  upon  not  less  than  three  days  verbal  notice, 
or  by  notice  in  writing  left  at  their  residence,  perform  or  cause  to  be  performed,  any  number  of 
days  work,  not  exceeding  twelve  in  any  one  year;  provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  compelled 
to  work  more  than  two  successive  days  at  any  one  time,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  person  or 
persons  be  compelled  to  work  or  expend  money  on  any  ditch  or  ditches  who  does  not  use  the 
water  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  any  person,  after  being  duly  notified,  as  required  in  the  preceding  section, 
shall  fail  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  the  amount  of  work  required,  he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the 
sum  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  that  he  shall  fail  to  work,  recoverable  at  the  suit  of 
the  Overseer,  before  any  competent  tribunal,  to  be  by  him  applied  to  the  construction  of  ditches 
within  his  township. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  a  watercourse  should  run  through  two  or  more  townships,  and  the  Com- 
missioners should  not  be  able  to  agree  as  to  the  amount  of  water  to  be  used  by  each  township, 
the  County  Judge,  upon  application  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  determine  the  difficulty. 

Sec.  8.  The  Commissioners  shall  allow  the  Overseer  reasonable  compensation,  and  for  that 
purpose  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  within  their  township  on  persons  benefited,  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  water  used  by  each. 

Sec.  9.  Where  water  rises  on  land  owned  by  an)'  person,  it  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  but  in  all  cases  after  it  has  passed  beyond  the  limits  of  said  lands,  it  may 
be  used  as  provided  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  10.  In  all  cases  the  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right  of  way  to  cut  ditches  through 
their  townships. 

Sec."*!!.  Any  person  obstructing  the  waters  of  any  ditch,  by  dam  or  otiierwise,  causing  the 
same  to  overflow  or  waste,  or  who  shall  trough,  or  cause  to  be  thrown  any  filth  in»any  such 
water  ditch,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  twenty  for  every  subsequent 
offense  of  the  same  kind,  recoverable  at  the  suit  of  the  Overseer  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  the  township,  to  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid. 

Skc.  12.  In  case  any  person  should  be  damaged  by  the  breaking  of  any  such  ditch,  the  par- 
ties using  such  ditch  shall  be  liable  for  all  such  damages. 

Sec.  13.  Bridges  shall  be  constructed  and  kept  in  repair  over  such  ditches  by  the  parties 
using  the  water,  at  such  points  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  direct. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  or  persons  shall  direct  the  waters  of  any  river,  creek,  or  stream  from  its 
natural  channel,  to  the  detriment  of  any  other  person  or  persons  located  below  them  on  any 
such  stream. 

Sec.  15.  Any  person  or  persons  who,  under  this  Act,  shall  conduct  water  by  ditch  or  other- 
wise, across  the  lands  of  any  person  or  persons,  shall  pay  to  such  person  or  persons  owning  such 
lands,  such  compensation  as  can  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  owning  the  lands;  and  in  case 
the  parties  cannot  agree,  each  party  shall  appoint  one  arbitrator,  and  the  two  so  appointed 
shall  select  a  third.  The  arbitrators  so  chosen  shall  appraise  the  lands  used  for  ditching  pur- 
poses, under  oath,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final  in  the  premises;  provided,  that  nothing  in 
this  Act  thall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  the  niining  interests  of  this  State. 

Sec.  16.  The  Mayor  and  Common  Council  in  all  incorporated  cities  in  the  counties  men- 
tioned in  section  first  of  this  Act,  shall  ex  officio  be  constituted  the  Board  of  Commissioners  on 
all  lands  appertaining  or  belonging  to  their  respective  cities,  and  shall  have  power  to  regulate 
the  water  privileges  therein. 


Gbnkrai.  Laws  ok  New  Me.xico — Article  I,  Chapter  1. 

Ace(]uias. 

[Act  of  July  20,  1851.] 

Section  I.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  shall  have  the  right  to  con- 
struct either  private  or  common  acequias,  and  to  take  the  water  for  said  accquias  from  wherever 
they  can,  with  the  distinct  understanding,  to  pay  the  owner  througli  whose  land  said  acequias 
have  to  pass,  a  just  compensation  taxed  for  the  land  used.  If  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands 
where  a  new  ditch  for  an  acequia  is  to  be  made,  should  ask  an  exorbitant  price  as  a  compensa- 
tion therefor,  which  shall  not  be  satisfactory  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  acequia,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Probate  Judge  of  the  county  in  which  it  may  occur,  to  appoint  three  skillful 
men  of  well  known  honesty,  to  make  an  appraisement  thereof  and  fix  the  compensation, 
which  once  done,  shall  be  executory  and  without  appeal  from  the  judges  trying  the  case. 
[1874,  ch.  10.] 

Skc.  2.  No  inhabitant  of  said  Territory  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  any  property  to  the 
imperiitnent  of  the  irrigation  of  lands  or  fields,  such  as  mills  or  any  other  property  that  maj- 
ob.itruct  the  course  of  the  water,  aa  the  irrigation  of  the  fields  should  be  preferable  to  all  others. 
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Sec.  3.  All  by-paths  or  foot-paths  are  prohibited  across  the  fields  under  a  penalty  of  fine  or 
punishment. 

Sec.  4.  All  owners  of  tillable  lands  shall  labor  on  public  (acequias)  ditches,  whether  they 
cultivate  the  land  or  not. 

Sec.  5.  All  persons  interested  in  a  common  ditch  (acequia),  be  they  owners  or  lessees,  shall 
labor  thereon  in  proportion  to  their  land. 

Sec.  6.  It  being  impracticable  or  absolutely  impossible  for  the  fields  in  the  Territory  to  be 
fenced  in,  all  animals  shall  be  kept  under  a  shepherd,  so  that  no  injury  may  result  to  the 
fields;  and  in  case  any  damages  should  result,  they  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  causing  it. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  a  community  of  people  desire  to  construct  a  ditch  (acequia)  in  any  part  of 
the  Territory,  and  the  constructors  are  the  owners  of  all  tlie  land  upon  which  said  ditcli  (acequia) 
is  constructed,  in  such  case  no  one  shall  be  bound  to  pay  for  said  land,  as  all  the  persons  inter- 
ested in  the  construction  of  said  ditch  (acequia)  are  to  be  benefited  by  it. 

Sec.  8.     The  course  of  ditches  (acequias)  already  established  shall  not  be  disturbed. 

[Act  of  January  7,  1852.] 

Sec.  9.  All  rivers  and  streams  of  water  in  this  Territory,  formerly  known  as  public  ditches, 
(acequias)  are  hereby  established  and  declared  to  be  public  ditches  (acequias.) 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  this  Territory  to  call 
together,  in  their  respective  precincts,  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  convenient,  all  the  owners 
of  ditches  (acequias),  as  well  as  the  proprietors  of  lands  irrigated  by  any  public  ditch  (acequia), 
for  tlie  purpose  of  electing  one  or  more  overseers  for  said  ditches  (acequias)  for  the  same  year. 

Sec.  11.  The  manner  of  conducting  the  election  and  the  number  of  overseers  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  precinct,  and  the  only  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  said 
election  shall  be  the  owners  or  renters  of  lands  irrigated  by  said  ditches  (acequias). 

Sec.  12.  The  pay  and  other  perquisites  of  the  overseers  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority 
of  the  owners  of  the  land  irrigated  by  said  ditch  (acequia.) 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  to  superintend  the  repairs  and  excavations  on 
said  ditches  (acequias),  to  apportion  the  persons  or  number  of  laborers  furnished  b}'  the  proprie- 
tors, to  regulate  them  according  to  the  quantity  of  land  to  be  irrigated  by  each  one  from  said 
ditch  (acequia),  to  distribute  and  apportion  the  water  in  the  proportion  to  which  each  one  is 
entitled  according  to  the  land  cultivated  by  him.  also  taking  into  consideration  the  nature  of 
the  seed,  crops,  and  plants  cultivated,  and  to  conduct  and  carry  on  said  distribution  with  justice 
and  impartiality. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proprietors  to  furnish,  each  one,  the  number  of  laborers 
required  by  the  overseer,  at  the  time  and  place  he  may  designate,  for  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  section,  and  for  the  time  he  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  overseer  of  any  public  ditch  (acequia),  after  having  undertaken  to  serve  as 
such,  shall  willfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  fulfill  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  Act,  or  conduct 
himself  with  impropriety  or  injustice  in  his  office  as  overseer,  or  take  any  bribe,  in  money, 
property,  or  otherwise,  as  an  inducement  to  act  improperly,  or  neglect  the  duties  of  his  office, 
he  shall  be  fined,  for  each  of  said  offenses,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  ninety  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  county,  one  half  of  which  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the 
county  and  the  other  half  to  the  person  bringing  suit  for  the  same;  and  on  being  convicted  a 
second  time,  he  may  be  removed  from  his  office  by  the  Justice  of  the  precinct,  on  the  petition 
of  two  tiiirds  of  the  proprietors  of  the  land  irrigated  by  said  ditch  (acequia). 

Sec.  16.  In  all  cases  of  removal,  as  prescribed  in  the  previous  section,  the  Justice  of  the 
Peace  shall  order  a  new  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  said  removal,  which  election 
shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  tlie  third  section  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  17.  If  any  proprietor  of  any  land  irrigated  by  any  such  ditch  (acequiat  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  furnish  the  number  of  laborers  required  by  the  overseer,  as  prescribed  in  section  six  of 
this  Act,  after  having  been  legally  notified  by  the  overseer,  he  shall  be  fined  for  each  ofTense  in 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  for  the  benefit  of  said  ditch  (acequia),  which  shall  be  recov- 
ered by  the  overseer  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  county,  and  in  such  cases  the  over- 
seer may  be  a  competent  witness  to  prove  the  offense,  or  any  fact  that  may  serve  to  constitute 
the  same. 

Sec.  18.  If  any  person  shall  in  any  manner  obstruct,  interfere  with,  or  disturb  any  of  said 
(acequias)  ditches,  or  use  the  water  from  it  without  tiie  consent  of  the  overseer,  during  the 
time  of  cultivation,  he  shall  pay  for  each  offense  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  which  shall 
be  recovered  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section,  for  the  benefit  of  said  ditch 
(acequia), and  shall  further  pay  all  damages  that  may  have  accrued  to  the  injured  parties;  and 
if  said  person  or  persons  have  not  wherewith  to  pay  said  fine  and  damages,  they  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  fifteen  daj-s  labor  on  public  works. 

Sec.  19.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  public  ditch 
(acequia)  shall  be  apjilicd  by  tlie  overseer  to  the  improvements,  excavation,  and  bridges  for  the 
same,  wherever  it  may  be  crossed  by  any  public  road  where  bridges  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  20.  In  all  cases  of  conviction  under  this  Act,  an  appeal  may  be  granted  to  the  Probate 
Court,  wliich  ajipoal  shall  be  taken  and  conducted  as  all  other  appeals  from  the  decisions  of 
Justices  of  the  I'eade. 

Sf.r.  21.  The  regulations  of  ditches  (acequias)  which  have  been  worked  shall  remain  as  they 
were  made  and  remain  up  to  this  day,  and  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  in  force  and 
observed  from  the  day  of  its  publication. 
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Sec.  22.  If  anv  ditch  (acequia)  shall  be  newly  worked,  or  made  for  the  first  time,  and  it 
should  become  necessary  to  infringe  upon  the  land  of  any  private  individual  or  individuals, 
the  consent  of  the  owners  shall  first  be  obtained;  and,  if  they  should  demand  it,  they  shall  be 
paid  by  the  persons  owning  said  ditch  (acequia)  a  just  compensation  for  the  lands  so  used,  to 
be  valued  by  the  owners  at  a  reasonable  rate. 

Sec.  24.  All  plants,  of  any  description,  growing  on  the  banks  of  said  ditches  (acequias)  shall 
belong  to  the  owners  of  the  land  through  which  said  ditches  (acequias)  run. 

[Act  of  January  29, 1861.] 

Sec.  27.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  every  person  or  persons,  being  tillers  of 
irrigated  lands,  wh  >  shall  have  commenced  the  work  on  any  public  acequia  in  common  labor, 
are  and  shall  be  by  the  present  Act  obligated  to  continue  on  that  work  until  the  completion  of 
the  clearing  of  said  acequia. 

Sec.  28.  If  any  number  of  laborers,  or  any  person  thereof,  having  their  fields  above  on  such 
acequias,  and  having  reached  them,  shall  pretend,  from  any  cause  or  causes,  reason  or  pretext, 
to  abandon  their  co-laborers,  he  or  they  shall  not  be  permitted  to  leave  said  work  of  the  labor- 
ers in  common  until  the  completion  of  the  cleansing  of  the  said  acequia  so  commenced  to  be 
worked;  provided,  that,  touching  the  repairs  and  excavations  to  be  made  to  said  acequias,  the 
proportion  of  the  people,  or  the  number  of  laborers  for  such  purpose,  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
owners,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  majordoraos  to  superintend  such  work,  and  as  provided 
in  section  thirteen  of  an  Act  of  January  7,  1852,  relative  to  acequias,  passed  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico;  'provided,  further,  that  if  any  acequias  already 
constructed  there  shall  be  included  any  of  the  dikes  and  dams  which  may  have  been  destroyed, 
and  the  parties  interested  therein  shall  have  entered  into  any  agreement  or  contract  with  the 
owners  to  work  said  acequia,  then,  by  this  Act,  they  shall  so  remain  and  fulfill  their  eng!3^e- 
raents. 

Sec.  29.  As  the  excavations  of  such  acequias,  and  in  the  first  cleansing  of  some  of  them, 
the  work  sometimes  continues  for  thirty  days,  more  or  less,  the  diflerent  majordoraos  shall  take 
into  consideration  the  small  amount  of  land  tilled  by  some,  and  not  compel  these  to  furnish  an 
equal  amount  of  labor  in  the  cleansing. 

Sec.  30.  If  any  owners  of  lands,  or  lessees  thereof,  shall  attempt  to  abandon  their  co-laborers 
without  complying  with  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  Act,  they  shall  pay  for  each  of 
such  ofl'enses  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  exceeding  ten  dollars,  one  half  of  which 
sliall  be  paid  into  the  Territorial  treasury,  and  the  other  half  shall  go  to  the  county  treasury  of 
the  county  in  which  the  ofiense  was  committed. 

Sec.  31.    This  Act  shall  be  considered  jointly  with  the  Act  passed  January  7, 1852. 

[Act  of  January  28,  1863.] 

Sec.  33.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  overseers  of  ditches  in  this  Territory,  to  see  that  the 
water  currents  run  so  that  no  injury  may  result  to  ths  proprietors  of  lands  or  tenements  or  to 
the  public  convenience;  and  in  case  danger  is  anywhere  threatened  by  saidditches,  either  from 
increase  of  water  or  by  inundation,  from  which  damage  might  result;  in  such  case  said  over- 
seers are  required,  if  the  expected  damage  might  result  to  but  one  precinct,  to  report  the  fact 
to  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  thereof,  and  if  to  two  or  more  precincts,  then  they  shall  so  report  to 
the  Judge  of  Probate  of  the  county. 

Sec.  .34.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judge  of  Probate,  or  of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  on 
receiving  a  report  such  as  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
suitable  persons  to  go  and  examine  whether  such  report  is  well  founded,  and  should  said  com- 
mittee sustain  the  report  made  by  the  overseer,  the  Judge  of  Probate,  or  Justice  of  the 
Peace  shall,  in  such  case,  issue  his  order  that  all  persons  owning  real  estate  within  the  limits 
considered  in  danger  meet  together,  and  either  under  direction  of  the  overseer,  or  of  such  per- 
son as  the  Judge  of  Probate,  or  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  may  appoint,  set  about  the  prevention 
of  such  damage,  by  the  construction  of  breakwaters,  barriers,  or  any  other  work  that  the  person 
in  charge  deems  prudent  to  avert  the  expected  injury ;  provided,  such  labor  shall  be  performed 
in  proportion  to  the  property  of  each  person  interested  in  the  same. 

Sec.  35.  In  all  cases  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  undertake  any  of  the  steps  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  in  charge  to  direct  such  labor,  notify 
each  person  interested  in  the  same  of  the  number  of  laborers  he  shall  have  to  furnish,  and  of 
what  part  is  assigned  to  him  of  the  work  in  hand,  and  informing  him  of  the  place  and  day  the 
same  will  be  commenced  :  provided,  that  if  after  receivingsuch  notice,  any  person  or  persons  fail 
to  comply,  the  persson  so  in  charge  may  report  to  the  Judge  or  Justice  by  whom  he  was  ap- 
pointed, and  said  Judge  or  Justice  shall  cause  the  delinquent  to  appear,  and  shall  fine  him  in 
any  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  36.  If  any  jierson  or  persons  intentionally  make  lagoons  of  water,  whether  on  their 
own  or  on  other  land,  after  the  gathering  of  the  crops,  from  which  lagoons  damage  results  to 
houses,  common  or  private  grounds,  or  public  roads,  the  person  so  offending  shall,  on  convic- 
tion, be  fined  by  the  Judge  of  Probate  of  the  county  wherein  such  injury  is  caused,  or  by  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  county,  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  37.  Any  person  convicted  of  having  committed  injuries  mentioned  in  the  last  foregoing 
section  shall  pay  to  the  party  injured  the  damages,  after  having  been  assessed  by  three  persons 
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of  known  integrity,  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Judge  or  Justice  in  whose  jurisdiction 
the  complaiut  is  made. 

Sec.  38.  All  fines  arising  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  applied  to  the  repairs 
herein  mentioned,  and  in  case  of  not  being  so  expended  they  shall  go  into  the  treasury  of  the 
county  wherein  they  were  collected. 

[Act  of  January  18, 1866.] 

Sec.  39.  "When  any  public  ditch  or  part  thereof  shall  be  destroyed  by  rain  or  in  any  other 
manner,  and  it  shall  be  absolutely  impossible  to  reconstruct  it  where  it  usuallj'  ran  before  it 
was  destroyed,  the  majordomo  of  such  ditch,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  common 
laborers  of  the  same,  should  they  deem  it  necessary,  may  cut  through  the  lands  of  any  person 
or  persons,  by  first  obtaining  their  consent,  bj'  the  community  of  such  ditch  oflFering  to  pay  a 
compensation  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands  through  which  the 
ditch  is  to  be  opened,  and  the  parties  interested  in  the  said  ditch. 

Sec.  40.  If  the  owner  or  owners  who  shall  be  solicited  to  permit  their  lands  to  be  ditched 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  new  ditch,  in  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act. 
should  improperly  refuse  or  decline  to  accept  the  compensation  offered  by  the  parties  interested 
in  such  ditch,  or  ask  a  compensation  which  the  parties  interested  do  not  agree  to  on  account  of 
its  exorbitance,  in  such  case  the  majordomo  of  said  ditch  shall  lay  the  case  before  the  Justice 
of  the  Peace  of  the  precinct  in  which  such  ditch  may  be  situated,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  whom  the  case  is  presented,  to  appoint  three  men,  experts,  of  known 
integrity,  to  establish  a  just  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  solicited  to  permit 
their  lands  to  be  ditched  through  in  the  cases  above  mentioned. 

Skc.  41.  "Whenever  three  experts  shall  be  apjiointed  as  appraisers,  before  they  enter  upon 
thfeir  duties  as  such  appraisers,  they  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  who 
appointed  them,  an  oath  to  faithfully,  legally,  and  impartially,  discharge  the  duties  for  which 
they  were  appointed,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  proceed  to  the  place  where  the  land  or 
lands  they  were  appointed  to  appraise  are  situated ;  and  before  appraising  the  same,  they  shall 
ascertain  whether  or  not  t'ne  ditch,  for  which  a  new  channel  is  solicited,  is  entirely  destroyed, 
and  that  the  exorbitant  labor  or  costs  required  to  build  it,  renders  its  reconstruction  absolutely 
impossible;  and  if  in  their  opinion,  the  injury  done  to  such  ditch  may  be  repaired,  the3'  will 
so  report  to  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  in  such  case  the  land  solicited  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  the  ditch  shall  in  no  manner  be  touched;  but  if  they  should  be  of  the  opinion  that  a 
part  of  the  ditch  is  irreparably  destroyed,  they  shall  then  proceed  to  examine  the  land  or  lands 
over  which  the  new  ditch  should  be  opened,  and  the  place  where  the  said  ditch  should 
properly  run. 

Sec.  42.  "Whenever  any  land  or  lands  of  any  person  or  persons  are  to  be  appraised,  as  in  the 
cases  above  mentioned,  the  experts  who  shall  make  such  appraisement  shall  make  a  report, 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  who  appointed  them,  setting  forth 
therein  the  name  of  the  person  whose  land  was  appraised,  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  him  by  the 
parties  interested  in  the  public  ditch  for  which  the  opening  on  the  land  is  solicited;  they  shall 
also  state  in  said  report,  in  the  most  distinct  manner  possible,  the  direction  and  the  place  and 
point  where  the  opening  for  such  ditch  shall  be  made  upon  said  land. 

Sec.  43.  The  parties  interested  shall  possess  the  right  of  property  in  the  land  or  lands  to 
them  assigned  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  in  case  of  legal  resistance  being  made  to 
the  possession  of  the  parties  interested  in  a  public  ditch  of  the  land,  thej'  may  compel  the 
person  or  persons  who  interpose  such  resistance  to  desist  therefrom,  by  an  action  of  forcible 
entry  and  detainer,  as  jjrovided  by  law;  but  the  parties  interested  shall  first  pay  the  appraised 
value  of  such  land  or  lands;  provided,  that  said  appraisers  shall  be  impartial  j'ersons. 

[Act  of  1S80,  Chapter  30.] 

Section  1.  In  each  precinct  of  this  Territory,  where  public  necessity  requires  it,  an  election 
shall  be  ordered  and  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  February,  1880,  for  the  respective  directors 
of  acequias,  for  eacli  one  of  such  acequias  as  shall  irrigate  different  places,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  In  acequias  of  extended  irrigation,  and  where  the  lands  which  they  irrigate  are 
unequal,  and  some  persons  liave  at  once  several  sections  and  parts  in  other  sections,  there  shall 
be  elected  as  directors  of  said  acequias,  a  chief  majordomo,  an  assistant  m.ijordomo,  and  three 
acequia  commissioners;  the  duties  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  to  regulate  the  number  of 
laborers  to  the  respective  ncequias,  for  which  they  have  been  elected,  that  shall  be  perfdrmod  by 
each  owner  or  tenant  of  irrigable  lands  to  be  irrigated  by  said  acequia  or  acequias.  And  should 
it  be  necessarj',  or  should  any  three  persons,  owners  or  tenants,  require  it  under  the  same,  said 
commission  shall  measure  the  lands  in  order  better  to  apportion  the  number  of  laborers  that 
eacli  owner  or  tenant  of  the  lands  to  l)e  irrigated  shall  supply  under  the  same  for  tlie  cleaning 
up  of  said  acequias,  ami  for  any  subsequent  work  wliich  may  be  demanded  during  the  year  by 
public  necessity;  the  care  of  which  is  charged  unto  the  majordomos  and  assistant  majordomos, 
the  chief  majordomo  being  always  the  superior  officer,  and  he,  conjointly  witli  the  assistant, 
shall  take  care  that  tlie  acequias  under  their  control  shall  bo  kept  running  in  all  their  vigor 
from  the  time  t)ie  water  is  let  therein  for  the  first  time  after  cleansing  said  acequias  as  long  as 
the  crops  may  require  the  same. 
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Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  list  has  been  made  by  the  acequia  commissioners,  as  provided  in  the 
foregoing  section,  at  any  of  such  acequias  in  this  Territory,  or  by  any  majordomo  and  his  assist- 
ant, where  such  commission  is  not  elected,  said  officers  shall  make  another  identical  list,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  their  precinct,  who  shall  record  it  in  his  book  of 
records  for  the  reference  of  all  the  interested  parties,  and  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  so 
ordered,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  4.  The  penalties  on  those  who  shall  fail  to  supply  the  amount  of  work  due  by  them, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  the  number  of  laborers  on  them  apportioned,  or  for 
any  violation  of  existing  laws  on  this  subject,  and  those  penalties  that  are  applicable  under 
existing  laws,  to  majordomos,  shall  be  the  same  that  shall  be  applied  in  these  cases,  and  they 
shall  be  executed  and  shall  be  disbursed  in  the  same  manner;  provided,  that  wlien  any  chief 
majordomo  shalJ  have,  in  person,  given  notice  to  any  person  who  is  liable  and  owes  work  to 
the  acequia  of  which  he  is  majordomo,  and  such  person  fails,  then  and  in  such  case  the  major- 
domo shall  impose  on  the  person  so  failing  the  penalty  or  fine  which  tlie  law  authorizes;  and 
if  it  is  not  paid,  he  shall  sue  them  before  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  same;  and  there  it 
shall  be  finally  decided  and  executed,  if  the  defendant  does  not  ofl'er  credible  witnesses  to  dis- 
prove and  combat  the  charge  :  in  which  case  an  examination  of  the  whole  subject  shall  be 
made  by  said  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  he  shall  decide  accordingly,  or  shall  grant  a  change  of 
venue  to  the  nearest  precinct,  should  the  defendant  so  desire. 

Sec.  5.  The  chief  majordomos  of  all  such  acequias  shall  be  the  receivers  and  disbursers  of 
all  the  fines  resulting  from  their  respective  acequias,  and  on  the  tenth  of  October  in  each  year 
they  shall  give  to  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  their  respective  precincts  an  exact  account  of  the 
fines  received  by  them,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  disbursed  any  part  of  tliem. 

Sec.  6.  The  commissioners  mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  Act,  should  they  be 
•charged  with  the  duty  of  measuring  the  lands,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  diem 
to  each,  during  the  time  they  may  necessarily  be  so  occupied;  which  sum  shall  be  paid  from 
the  respective  funds  belonging  to  the  acequias  for  which  they  are  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  elections  provided  by  this  Act,  every  owner  or  tenant  of  irrigable  lands,  irri- 
gated by  any  of  such  acequias,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  be  voted  for.  Said  election  shall  be 
without  informing  the  chief  majordomo  of  the  respective  acequia  about  the  persons  remaining 
in  his  stead  to  comply  with  his  or  their  duty  regarding  said  acequia,  and  he  shall  even  present 
them,  so  that  in  his  presence  they  may  assume  the  responsibilities  during  the  time  of  absence 
of  such  person  or  persons  that  are  to  be  absent.  And  all  the  responsibilities  of  such  absentees, 
regarding  said  acequias,  shall  fall  upon  tlie  substitutes  left,  and  no  other  persons  but  those 
assuming  the  responsibility  of  the  person  by  whom  they  are  presented  shall  be  admitted  as  sub- 
stitutes. And  if  any  of  such  owners  or  tenants  of  irrigable  lands,  irrigated  under  any  of  such 
acequias  in  this  Territory,  should  absent  himself  from  the  precinct  during  the  time  the  acequias 
are  in  operation,  without  complying  with  the  duty  u])on  him  imposed  by  this  Act,  besides  suf- 
fering the  penalty  fixed  by  the  majordomo,  he  shall  be  responsible  to  the  public  where  he 
belongs  for  a  just  and  common  estimate  per  diem  of  the  time  he  was  absent,  conducted  as  here- 
tofore provided  by  law ;  and  the  persons  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected  to  their  respective  offices,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the  respective 
Justices  of  the  Peace — making  before  said  Justices  of  the  Peace,  previous  to  entering  on  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  an  oath  that  they  shall  faithfully  perform  them  in  the  office  to  which 
they  have  been  elected.  And  all  such  elections  shall  be  held,  by  general  rule,  from  and  after 
the  year  1881,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  each  year. 

Sec.  8.  Every  owner  or  tenant  of  irrigable  lands,  irrigated  by  any  of  such  acequias  in  this 
Territory,  shall  be  comjjelled  to  hold  at  all  times  during  the  operations  of  the  acoqiiais  to  which 
they  belong,  the  number  of  laborers  to  them  assigned  according  to  the  provisioi;s  of  this  Act, 
at  the  disposal  and  order  of  the  respective  majordomo  or  his  assistant.  And  it  shall  not  be 
legal  for  any  owner  or  tenant  of  irrigable  lands,  irrigated  by  any  such  acequias,  to  absent  himself 
f  jr  a  time  exceeding  three  days,  and  the  number  of  laborers  that  may  liave  been  assigned  to 
him.  Nor  sliall  any  proprietor,  on  account  of  having  rented  his  lands,  reserving  a  part  for 
himself,  be  exempt  from  working  on  the  acequias  at  any  time  of  said  work. 


General  Laws — State  of  Coloeado — Page  51a,  Chapter  L. 
[Revised  Statutes,  Chapter  XLV.] 

1372.  Section  1.  All  persons  who  claim,  own,  or  hold  a  possessory  right  or  title  to  any 
land  or  parcel  of  land  within  the  boun<lary  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  as  defined  in  the  Consti- 
tution of  said  State,  when  those  claims  are  on  the  bank,  margin,  or  neigliborhood  of  any  stream 
of  water,  creek,  or  river,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  water  of  said  stream,  creek,  or  river 
for  the  purposes  of  irrigation,  and  making  said  claims  available  to  the  full  extent  of  the  soil  for 
agricultural  purposes. 

1373.  Sec.  2.  When  any  person  owning  claims  in  such  locality  has  not  sufficient  length  of 
area  exposed  to  said  stream  to  obtain  a  sufficient  fall  of  water  to  irrigate  his  land,  or  that  his 
farm,  or  land  used  by  him  for  agricultural  purposes,  is  too  far  removed  from  said  strcarn,  and 
that  he  has  no  water  facilities  on  those  lands,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  riglit  of  waj'  through 
the  farms  or  tracts  of  lands  which  lie  between  him  and  said  stream,  or  the  farms  or  tracts  of 
land  which  lie  above  an<l  below  hira  on  said  stream,  for  the  jiurposes  hereinbefore  stated. 
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1374.  Skc.  3.  Such  right  of  way  shall  extend  only  to  a  ditch,  dike,  or  cutting,  sufficient  for 
the  purpose  required. 

1375.  Sec.  4.  In  case  the  volume  of  water  in  said  stream  or  river  shall  not  be  sufficient  to 
supply  the  continual  wants  of  the  entire  country  through  which  it  passes,  then  the  County 
Judge  of  the  county  shall  appoint  three  commissioners  as  liereinafter  provided,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  apportion,  in  a  just  and  equitable  proportion,  a  certain  amount  of  said  water  upon 
certain  or  alternate  weekly  daj's  to  different  localities,  as  they  may  in  their  judgment  think 
best  for  the  interest  of  all  parties  concerned,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  legal  rights  of  all; 
provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  persons  occupying  land  on  what  is  known  as  Hard- 
scrabble  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Arkansas  River,  but  upon  said  stream,  the  owners  of  the 
ranch  known  as  the  Hardscrabble  Ranch,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  have  the  exclusive 
right  to  all  the  water  in  said  Hardscrabble  Creek,  down  said  stream  to  the  north  line  of  said 
Hardscrabble  Ranch  ;  -provided,  there  is  not  any  more  water  in  said  stream,  at  the  above  named 
line,  than  would  be  required  to  irrigate  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land. 

1376.  Sec.  5.  Upon  the  refusal  of  the  owners  of  tracts  of  land  or  lands,  through  which  said 
ditch  is  proposed  to  run,  to  allow  of  its  passage  through  their  property,  the  person  or  persons 
desiring  to  open  such  ditch  may  proceed  to  condemn  and  take  the  right  of  way  therefor,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty-one  of  these  laws  concerning  eminent  domain. 

1377.  Sec.  6.  All  persons  on  the  morgin,  brink,  neighborhood,  or  precinct  of  any  stream  of 
water,  shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  place  upon  the  bank  of  said  stream  a  wheel,  or  other 
machine  for  the  purpose  of  raising  water  to  the  level  required  for  the  purpose  of  irrigation,  and 
the  right  of  way  shall  not  be  refused  by  the  owner  of  any  tract  of  land  upon  which  it  is 
required,  subject  of  course  to  the  like  regulations,  as  required  for  ditches,  and  laid  down  in 
sections  hereinbefore  enumerated. 

1378.  Sec.  7.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  ditch  for  irrigation  or  other  purposes,  shall 
carefully  maintain  the  embankments  thereof,  so  that  the  waters  of  such  ditch  may  not  flood 
or  damage  the  premises  of  others. 

1379.  Sec.  8.  ZSTothing  in  this  chapter  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  impair  the  prior 
vested  rights  of  any  mill  or  ditch  owner,  or  other  person,  to  use  the  waters  of  any  such  water- 
course. 

1380.  Sec.  9.  The  commissioners,  provided  for  by  section  four  of  this  chapter,  shall  not  be 
appointed  until  at  least  six  days  previous  notice  shall  have  been  given  to  parties  in  interest,  by 
posting  notices  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  such  appointment  will  be  made,  in  at 
least  five  public  places  within  the  region  watered  by  said  stream. 

1381.  Sec.  10.  Any  ditch  company  constructing  a  ditch,  or  any  individual  having  ditches 
for  irrigation,  or  for  other  purposes,  wherever  the  same  be  taken  across  any  public  highway,  or 
public  traveled  road,  shall  put  a  good  substantial  bridge,  not  less  than  fourteen  feet  in  breadth, 
over  such  watercourse  where  it  crosses  said  road. 

1382.  Sec.  11.  "When  any  such  ditch  or  watercourse  shall  be  constructed  across  any  public 
traveled  road,  and  not  bridged  within  three  days  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  super- 
visor of  the  road  district  to  put  a  bridge  over  said  ditch  or  watercourse,  of  the  dimensions 
specified  in  section  ten  of  this  chapter,  and  call  on  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ditch  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  constructing  such  bridge. 

1383.  Sec.  12.  If  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  ditch  refuse  to  pay  the  bill  of  expenses  so 
presented,  the  supervisor  may  go  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  township  or  precinct, 
and  make  oath  to  the  correctness  of  the  bill,  and  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ditch  refuse 
payment,  and  thereupon  such  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  issue  a  summons  against  such  owner  or 
owners,  requiring  him  or  them  to  appear  and  answer  to  the  complaint  of  such  supervisor,  in  an 
action  of  debt  for  the  amount  sworn  to  be  due,  such  summons  to  be  made  returnable,  and  served, 
and  proceedings  to  be  had  thereon,  as  in  other  cases;  and  in  case  judgment  shall  be  given  against 
such  owner  or  owners,  the  Justice  shall  assess,  in  addition  to  the  amount  sworn  to  be  due  as 
aforesaid,  the  sum  often  dollars,  as  damages  arising  from  the  delay  of  such  owner  or  owners, 
such  judgment  to  be  collected  as  in  other  cases,  and  to  be  a  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  supervisor 
of  roads,  for  the  repairs  of  roads  in  such  precinct  or  district. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water  during  the  irrigating  season. 
[Session  Laws,  1876.] 

1385.  Section  1.  The  owner  of  any  irrigating  or  mill  ditch  shall  carefully  maintain  and 
keep  the  embankment  thereof  in  good  repair,  and  prevent  the  water  from  wasting. 

1386.  Skc.  2.  During  the  summer  season  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  run  through  his  or  their  irrigating  ditch  any  greater  quantity  of  water  than  is  absolutely 
necessarj'  for  irrigating  his  or  their  said  land,  and  for  domestic  and  stock  purposes  ;  it  being  the 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  section  to  prevent  the  wasting  and  useless  discharge  and  running 
away  of  water. 

1387.  Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  Court  having  competent  jurisdiction,  be  fined  in  a  sum 
not  loss  than  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars.  Suits  for  penalties  under  this  Act  shall  be  brought  in 
the  name  of  the  penplo  of  the  State  of  Colorado. 
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SYNOPSES  OF  ACTS 

Passed  by  the  Legislature  of  California,  relating  to  ivatercourses  and  their 
use  for  irrigation  by  tlie  people  and  by  corporations. 

[Maj-  15,  1854.     Statutes  1854,  p.  76.] 

This  Act  creates  a  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  and  the  office  of 
Overseer  in  each  township  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  to 
regulate  watercourses  within  their  respective  limits. 

Section  1.  Specifies  the  Counties  of  San  Diego,  San  Bernardino, 
Santa  Barbara,  Napa,  Los  Angeles.  Solano,  Contra  Costa,  Colusa,  and 
Tulare. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  to  examine 
and  direct  such^watercourses  and  apportion  the  water  thereof  among 
the  inhabitants  of  their  district,  determine  the  time  for  using  the 
same,  and  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  persons  liable  to  Avork 
upon  ditches,  lay  out  and  construct  ditches,  as  set  forth  in  such  peti- 
tions. No  authority  is  given  in  this  Act  for  diversion  or  appropria- 
tion of  water  for  irrigation  by  individuals  or  corporations  independent 
of  the  action  of  the  Boards  of  Water  Commissioners,  and  it  has  no 
reference  to  the  use  of  water  for  mining  purposes.    See  Section  15. 

[February  19,  1857.     Statutes  1857,  p.  29.]

SAN   BERNARDINO   COUNTY.

By  the  law  of  March  6,  1857,  San  Bernardino  County  was  excepted 
from  the  operation  oi  the  law  of  May  15,  1854.  This  law,  however, 
differs  but  little  from  the  former  law,  either  in  form  or  principle.

The  law  of  April  12,  1850,  amended  Section  11  of  the  previous  Act 
so  as  to  prevent  an  unequal  distribution  of  water  and  prevent  fraud 
therein.

This  law  of  February  18,  1864,  repealed  the  previous  laws  and 
became  a  substitute  therefor,  providing  for  greater  efficiency  in  the 
management  of  the  ditches  and  distribution  of  water.

The  law  of  February  14, 1866,  amended  sections  two,  four,  and  six- 
teen of  the  previous  Act,  in  order  that  redistribution  of  water  could 
be  made  in  certain  cases,  and  the  time  determined  for  using  the 
water  bj'  the  irrigators;  also,  for  keeping  the  ditches  in  better  condi- 
tion, and  preventing  the  improper  use  of  water  by  persons  when  not 
authorized  to  use  the  water. 

No  other  county  in  the  State  has  so  complete  and  satisfactory  a  law 
on  the  subject  of  irrigation  as  San  Bernardino  County,  and  with 
some  modifications  to  extend  water  privileges  to  new  settlers  and 
enforce  the  economical  use  of  water  by  the  present  users,  such  a  law 
could  be  made  applicable  to  the  wants  of  irrigators  in  any  county  of 
the  State.

An  Act  to  promote  irrigation  in  Los  Angeles  County.  Section 
fourteen  repeals  all  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  County  of  Los  Angeles,  except  as  to  Los 
Angeles  River  and  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  which  are  excepted  by 
section  thirteen.

An  Act  to  provide  for  and  regulate  irrigation  in  Township  of  Los 
Nietos,  in  the  County  of  Los  Angeles.  The  scope  of  this  Act  is  not 
very  different  in  principle  from  the  laws  of  1854  and  1874,  just  referred 
to,  but  is  more  particular  in  pointing  out  the  duties  of  officers, 
and  what  irrigators  have  to  do  in  acquiring  water  rights  and  using 
the  water  for  irrigation.

Creates  a  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  Tulare  County,  defines 
their  powers  and  duties,  and  by  Section  12  repeals  all  Acts  of  a  gen- 
eral character  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  so  far  as 
Tulare  County  is  concerned.

By  this  Act  Tehama  County  was  brought  under  operation  of  the 
law  of  Maj'  15,  1854,  in  relation  to  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation,  and 
the  means  for  conducting  the  same.

This  Act  applies  specially  and  only  to  Tehama  Countv,  and  is 
supplemental  to  the  Act  of  April  2,  1870  (Statutes  1869-70,  p.  660), 
i:>roviding  for  the  "incorporation  of  canal  companies,  and  to  provide 
for  the  construction  of  canals  and  ditches."

This  Act  creates  a  special  district  and  law  for  Los  Nietos,  in  Los 
Angeles  County,  but  also,  bj^  Section  23,  permits  the  creation  of  other 
districts  in  the  same  county,  to  be  governed  by  the  same  law. 


THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  CORPORATIONS  FOR  IRRIGATION  PURPOSES. 
[April  22,  1850.     Statutes  1850,  p.  347.] 

This  Act  authorizes  the  creation  of  corporations  for  the  specific 
purposes  named  in  the  Act,  but  does  not  embrace  irrigation. 

[May  14,  1862.     Statutes  1862,  p.  540.] 

This  is  the  first  Act  which,  in  express  terms,  allows  corporations  to 
be  organized  for  engaging  in  irrigation  as  a  business.  It  increases 
the  topics  referred  to  in  Chapter  5  of  the  Act  of  April  22, 1850,  p.  347; 
May  3,  1852,  p.  171;  of  April  14,  1853,  p.  87;  of  May  18,  1853,  p.  251; 
of  April  30,  1855,  p.  205;  of  April  22,  1858,  p.  218,  and  includes  irri- 
gation. 

Section  5  of  this  Act  has  been  amended  at  various  times,  as  to  the 
counties  to  which  it  may  or  may  not  apply,  viz.:  Statutes  1865-6,  pp. 
53  and  605;  1867-8,  p.  134;  1871-2,  p.  732. 

[April  2,  1870.    Statutes  1869-70,  p.  660.] 

This  Act  repeals  the  Act  of  April  14, 1853,  and  is  a  substitute  there- 
for, applying  to  the  same  special  topics,  but  making  modifications 
therein  and  omitting  the  exceptions  as  to  the  particular  counties 
named  in  the  Act  of  April  14,  1853. 

[April  4,  1870.     Statutes  1 869-70,  p.  822.] 

This  Act  relates  to  corporations  formed  for  trading,  manufactur- 
ing, mechanical,  or  other  lawful  business  or  purpose,  subjecting  them 
to  the  duties,  conditions,  and  liabilities  im]30sed  therein,  and  by  cer- 
tain sections  of  the  Act  of  April  14,  1853,  and  of  all  other  Acts 
amending  the  sections  named. 


WATER   RIGHTS   BY    APPROPRIATION   UNDER   THE   CIVIL   CODE. 

Sections  from  1410  to  1422,  inclusive,  took  effect  January  1,  1873, 
provide  specific  rules  for  the  appropriation  of  water  and  have  not 
been  amended. 

But  while  their  application  would  seem  to  be  general  to  all  parts 
of  the  State,  we  find  that  Section  19,  Subdivision  6,  of  the  Political 
Code,  makes  this  exception,  viz.:  "All  Acts  creating  or  regulating 
Boards  of  Water  Commissioners  and  Overseers  in  the  several  town- 
ships or  counties  of  the  State,"  remain  unaflcctcd  b)'  either  of  the 
Codes.

Act  to  put  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code  relative  to 
water  rights. 
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GENERAL    LAAY  FOR  ESTABLISHING  WATER   RATES  FOR  IRRIGATION. 
[March  26,  1880.    Statutes  1880,  p.  16.] 

Act  authorizing  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  counties  in  which 
water  is  sold  for  irrigation  to  fix  the  rates  at  which  water  shall  be 
sold. 


WATER    AND  WATER   RIGHTS   AS   DECLARED    BY  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

Section  1.  The  use  of  all  water  now  appropriated,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  appropriated,  for  sale,  rental,  or  distribution,  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  public  use,  and  subject  to  the  regulation  and  control 
of  the  State,  in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  bj'law;  provided,  that 
the  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company,  or 
corporation  in  this  State  for  the  use  of  water  supplied  to  any  city  and 
county,  or  city  or  town,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall  be  fixed, 
annualh',  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  city  and  county,  or  City  or 
Town  Council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such  city  and  county,  or 
city  or  town,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  in  the  manner  that  other 
ordinances  or  legislative  acts  or  resolutions  are  passed  by  such  body, 
and  shall  continue  in  force  for  one  year  and  no  longer.  Such  ordi- 
nances or  resolutions  shall  be  passed  in  the  month  of  February  of 
each  year,  and  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  thereafter.  Any 
Board  or  body  failing  to  pass  the  necessary  ordinances  or  resolutions 
fixing  water  rates,  where  necessary,  within  such  time,  shall  be  subject 
to  i^eremjitory  process  to  compel  action  at  the  suit  of  any  party  inter- 
ested, and  shall  be  liable  to  such  further  processes  and  penalties  as 
the  Legislature  ma,v  prescribe.  Any  person,  company,  or  corpora- 
tion collecting  water  rates  in  any  city  and  countj^  or  city  or  town 
in  this  State,  otherwise  than  as  so  established,  shall  forfeit  the  fran- 
chises and  waterworks  of  such  person,  company,  or  corporation  to 
the  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  where  the  same  are  collected, 
for  the  public  use. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  to  collect  rates  or  compensation  for  the  use  of 
water  supplied  to  any  county,  city  and  county,  or  town,  or  the  inhab- 
itants thereof,  is  a  franchise,  and  cannot  be  exercised  except  by 
authority  of  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 


WATER   RIGHTS   UNDER   UNITED   STATES   LAWS. 
[July  26,  1866,  Section  2339,  R.  S.] 

Whenever  by  priority  of  possession,  rights  to  the  use  of  water 
for  mining,  agricultural,  manufacturing,  or  other  purposes,  have 
vested  and  accrued,  and  the  same  are  recognized  and  acknowledged 
by  the  local  customs,  laws,  and  the  decisions  of  Courts,  the  possessors 
and  owners  of  such  vested  rights  shall  be  maintained  and  protected 
in  the  same;  and  the  right  of  way  for  the  construction  of  ditches 
and  canals  for  the  purposes  herein  specified  is  acknowledged  and 
confirmed;  but  whenever  any  person,  in  the  construction  of  any 
ditch  or  canal,  injures  or  damages  the  possession  of  any  settler  on 
the  public  domain,  the  party  committing  such  injury  or  damageshall 
be  liable  to  the  party  injured  for  such  injury  or  damage.

DESERT  LAND   ACT — WATER   FOR  RECLAMATION. 

[March  3,  1877.      Vol.  19,  Statutes  U.  S.,  p.  377.] 

The  right  to  the  use  of  water  for  the  reclaroation  of  desert  lands, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  approved  March  3,  1877, 
shall  depend  upon  bona  fide  prior  appropriation ;  and  such  right 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  water  actually  appropriated,  and 
necessarilj^  used  for  the  purpose  of  irrigation  and  reclamation ;  and 
all  surplus  water  over  and  above  such  actual  appropriation  and  use, 
together  with  the  water  of  lakes,  rivers,  and  other  sources  of  water 
supply  upon  the  public  lands  and  not  navigable,  shall  remainand  be 
held  free  for  the  appropriation  and  use  of  the  public  for  irrigation, 
mining,  and  manufacturing  purposes,  subject  to  existing  rights. 


WATER  RIGHTS    FOR  IRRIGATION — CONCLUSIONS    DRAWN  FROM    REVIEW 

OF    THE   STATE    LAWS. 

The  following  articles  on  the  subject  of  irrigation,  as  governed  by 
the  laws  of  California,  were  contributed  for  the  Record-Union,  but 
are  included  in  my  report,  at  the  request  of  the  Governor,  for  general 
information  on  the  subject;  also -an  article  from  the  State  Engineer, 
William  Ham.  Hall,  given  in  explanation  of  said  officer's  views,  as 
embodied  in  his  report,  and  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  impor- 
tance of  legislative  action  on  the  subject  for  the  future  welfare  of  the 
State.

WHAT    HAS   THE    LEGISLATURE   OF    CALIFORNIA    DOSE    IK    THE    MATTER    OF    IRRIGATION? 

The  Legislature  of  California  has  legislated  on  four  different  methods  of  irrigation. 

First,  for  the  control  of  the  -watercourses,  the  building  of  canals  or  ditches,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  water  for  the  people  in  the  counties  where  irrigation  was  considered  necessary. 
This  law  was  passed  May  15,  1854,  and  can  be  found  on  page  seventy-six  of  the  statutes  of  that 
year,  and  was  applied  to  the  Counties  of  San  Diego,  San  Bernardino,  Santa  Barbara,  Napa,  Los 
Angeles,  Solano,  Contra  Costa,  Colusa,  and  Tulare,  the  present  County  of  Kern  being  then 
included  in  Los  Angeles  and  Tulare,  and  governed,  as  to  irrigation,  by  the  same  law. 

This  law,  as  to  Los  Angeles  County,  was  never  modified  or  repealed  until  March  10,  1874, 
{Stat.,  p.  312) ;  and  as  to  Tulare  County,  for  one  line  of  canal,  a  sj)ecial  Board  of  Commissioners 
was  created  ^larch  15,  186-1  (Stat.,  p.  167),  independent  of  the  Board  created  by  the  Act  of  1854, 
but  for  the  county  generally  on  April  4,  1864  (Stat.,  p.  375).  a  law  modeled  after  the  law  of  1854, 
though  modifying  it  somewhat,  was  passed.  Again,  on  the  twentieth  of  March,  1866  (Stat., 
J).  313),  the  law  of  April  4,  1864,  was  amended.  Thus  the  law  of  April  4,  1864.  as  amended, 
applying  to  Tulare  County,  and  the  law  of  May  15,  1854,  applying  to  Los  Angeles  County, 
pointed  out  the  only  mode  of  irrigation  applicable  to  the  territory  out  of  which  Kern  County 
was  created  on  the  second  of  April,  1866  (Stat.,  p.  777). 

So  careful  was  the  Legislature,  or  rather  the  representatives  of  Tulare  County,  to  guard 
against  the  introduction  or  recognition  of  any  other  mode  of  irrigation  in  the  county,  that 
Section  12  of  the  Act  of  April  4,  1864,  provided  that  '"all  Acts  of  a  general  character  conflicting 
with  the  provisions  of  this,  so  far  as  applicable  to  the  County  of  Tulare,  are  hereby  repealed," 
thus  guarding  affectually  against  allowing  corporations  to  operate  in  the  county  under  the 
assumption  that  they  had  authority  given  them  under  the  Act  of  May  14,  1862  (Stat.,  p. 
540),  which  was  the  second  law  providing  for  irrigation. 

Again,  bo  careful  were  the  representatives  of  Kern  that  when  the  law  of  April  1,  1872  (Stat., 
p.  It45) — the  third  law  providing  for  irrigation — was  passed,  allowing  districts  susceptible  of  one 
mode  of  irrigation  to  be  created,  Kern,  as  well  as  Fresno,  Tulare,  and  Yolo  Counties,  were 
excepted  from  its  operation.     (See  Section  26,  Stat.,  p.  948.) 

Again,  when  the  fourth  mode  of  ]>roviding  for  irrigation  was  created  by  the  adoption  of  the 
Codes  (sec  Civil  Code,  Sections  1410  to  1422),  Scctii^n  19  of  the  Political  Code  expressly  said 
that  "nothing  in  either  of  the  four  Codes  afl'ects  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  following  statut«f," 
viz.:  (Subdivision  6)  "All  Acts  creating  or  regulating  lidards  of  Water  Commissioners  and 
Overseers  in  tlic  several  townshi])3  or  counties  of  the  Slate." 

This  brings  us  uji  to  the  last  law  passed  on  the  subject  of  irrigation  for  Korn  County,  viz. : 
the  Act  of  March  29,  1S76  (Stat.,  p.  547),  which  does  not  dilTcr  mat<;rially  from  the  previous 
Act«,  except  that  it  changes  the  organization  controlling  the  watercourses  from  a  Board  specially 
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elected  for  that  purpose  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  have  general  charge  of  all  county 
matters.  This  shows  that  the  county  did  not  intend  to  lose  control  of  its  water  rights,  the 
prevention  of  waste  and  the  economical  and  equitable  distribution  of  the  water  for  the  general 
good  of  its  people. 

Following  this,  the  next  Legislature  memorialized  Congress,  by  joint  resolution,  passed 
March  6,  1878  (Stat.,  p.  1070),  "to  reserve  from  sale,  or  grant  no  exclusive  ownership  in" 
all  streams  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  supply  more  than  one  family,  so  that  the  water  might  be 
free  and  "for  the  common  use  of  all  the  inhabitants  for  the  natural  purposes  of  drinking  and 
washing  for  man  ^nd  domestic  beasts,  for  irrigating  the  soil,  and  for  mining  purposes." 

Of  what  use  would  a  memorial  like  this  have  been  if  the  State  had  already  allowed  private 
appropriation  to  seize  or  absorb,  under  corporate  control,  the  waters  of  this  State  capable  of 
being  utilized  for  irrigation?  It  clearly  shows  that  the  people  of  the  State,  expressing  their 
will  through  the  Legislature,  did  not  consider  that  they  had  granted  away  their  right  to  control 
the  waters  of  the  State  for  the  general  good,  or  that  corporate  interests  had  become  paramount 
in  controlling  the  watercourses.  Following  up  this  line  of  action,  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, by  Article  14,  Section  1,  declared:  "the  use  of  all  water  now  appropriated,  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  appropriated  for  sale,  rental,  or  distribution,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public 
use,  and  subject  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  State  in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by 
law."  This  emphatic  declaration,  that  the  use  of  all  the  water  of  the  State  is  a  public  use,  was 
ratified  by  the  people,  and  the  manner  of  its  use  is  not  left  to  laws  of  the  past,  but,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Constitution,  is  to  be  prescribed  by  law.  Where,  then,  are  vested  rights  over  the 
control  of  water,  and  rights  by  prescription,  so  loudly  asserted  by  corporations?  As  though 
either  principle  could  prevail  against  the  sovereign  (the  State)  when  the  very  Act  granting 
them  an  existence  (Stat.  1850,  p.  350,  Section  30)  declares  that  "the  Legislature  may,  at  any 
time,  amend  or  repeal  this  Act,  and  dissolve  all  corporations  created  under  it." 

The  creature  is  not  above  the  creator,  and  the  commonly  expressed  fear  of  corporations  or 
other  organizations  in  controlling  the  waters  of  the  State  to  the  detriment  of  the  people,  only 
argues  the  imbecility  of  the  people  in  not  regulating  the  matter  through  the  Legislature  to  suit 
themselves,  or  in  not  forcing  the  Supervisors,  or  Boards  of  Water  Commissioners  in  counties 
where  such  organizations  are  provided  for  regulating  the  distribution  of  waters,  to  discharge 
their  duties  according  to  the  present  laws. 

But  not  to  speculate  upon  what  Legislatures  may  or  can  do  in  the  future,  so  that  the  greatest 
benefit  from  the  use  of  water  may  be  extended  to  the  greatest  number,  the  question  naturally 
arises,  how  many  of  the  present  organizations  in  Kern  County,  or  in  the  other  counties  in  which 
similar  laws  exist,  have  been  formed  under  either  or  any  of  the  laws  referred  to  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  water  in  such  counties,  or  are  operating  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
laws?  If  they  are  not  so  organized,  by  what  right  do  they  claim  the  use  of  water  as  against 
other  users?  For  this  is  not  a  cae^  in  which  the  principle  of  "  first  in  time  first  in  right"  pre- 
vails, but  where  first  in  time,  in  compliance  with  the  law  provided  for  the  subject-matter  in 
that  county,  prevails. 

The  confusion  and  misunderstanding  of  the  principles  which,  in  my  opinion,  govern  the  dis- 
tribution of  water  for  irrigation  purposes  in  those  counties  named  in  the  Act  of  May  15,  1854, 
and  kindred  laws,  arises  from  the  supposition  that  any  man  could  take  water  wherever  he 
might  find  it,  for  any  purpose,  provided  he  did  not  interfere  with  his  neighbor.  This  was  the 
common  rule  in  the  mines,  and  when  the  miners  left  the  mountains  to  make  homes  for  them- 
selves and  families  in  the  valleys,  they  naturally  adopted  the  same  rules  they  had  learned  in 
the  mines,  not  knowing  that  ditferent  laws  had  been  provided  for  regulating  the  use  of  water  in 
the  valleys,  where  irrigation  was  and  will  become  more  and  more  essential  as  our  population 
increaoes.  The  two  modes  of  regulating  the  use  of  water  are  necessarily  different,  and  Mexico, 
from  whom  we  secured  this  territory,  has  long  been  using  both  modes,  one  for  the  mines  and 
the  other  for  agriculture,  but  never  allowed  the  law  for  regulating  water  in  the  mines  to  operate 
where  its  use  was  necessary  for  farming.  Hence,  we  notice  that  our  legislators,  as  early  as  1854, 
by  adopting  the  Mexican  rules  for  irrigation,  prohibited  the  customs  of  the  mines  in  using  the 
watercourses,  from  gaining  any  foothold  in  the  agricultural  counties. 

But  as  the  principal  business  in  early  days  in  this  State  was  mining,  all  the  decisions  of  our 
'  ourts  related  to  the  use  of  water  in  the  mines,  and  not  one  can  be  found  which  takes  up  and 
discusses  the  use  and  regulation  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes  in  tiie  agricultural  counties 
under  the  Act  of  1854,  and  kindred  laws  specially  provided  therefor  in  the  counties  named. 

Precedent  is  so  powerful  a  j)rinciple  with  our  Courts,  that  instead  of  recognizing  the  fact  that 
it  is  as  impossible  for  the  customs  and  laws  of  miners,  concerning  the  use  of  water,  to  operate 
harmoniously  with  the  irrigation  law  of  1854,  in  the  same  county,  as  it  is  for  oil  and  water  to 
unite,  they  are  constantly  trying  to  find  some  analagous  principle  in  them  governed  by  these 
old  decisions  that  will  permit  corporations  or  individuals,  as  first  appropriators,  to  control  the 
watercourses  of  the  Slate,  without  recognizing  the  fact  that  this  is  a  growing  State,  and  that 
•  ':ie  laws  and  the  decisions  must  keep  pace  to  some  extent  with  the  increasing  wants  of  the  people. 

The  sooner  this  water  question  is  settled  by  legislation  and  legal  construction  on  broad  and 
iiberal  j)rinciriles,  which  will  keep  the  control  of  the  water  where  it  properly  belongs,  viz.: 
with  the  peoj)le,  so  that  it  can  he  distributed  anywhere  and  at  any  time  in  proportion  to  the 
wants  of  the  jmjodIc,  when  they  have  provided  the  necessary  ditches,  canals,  and  reservoirs,  to 
utilize  it  economically,  the  better  it  will  be  for  all.  The  laws  on  this  subject  must  be  suffi- 
ciently elastic  t<>  meet  the  increasing  wants  of  the  people;  and  there  would  be  no  more  sense 
in  restricting  the  distribution  of  water  to  the  present  users  than  there  would  to  pass  a  law 
that  no  one  should  be  allowed  to  raise  wheat  in  California  except  those  at  present  engaged  in 
that  business. 
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[Second  Article.'] 

IRIUGATION — WH-EN    AND    HOW    DID    CORPORATIONS    ACQUIRE    ANY    RIGHT    TO    ENGAGE    IN     IRRIGATION. 

A  corporation  is  the  creature  of  law  and  can  only  engage  in  such  business  as  the  Legislature 
specially  designates  or  permits.  The  first  law  authorizing  the  creation  of  corporations  in  Cali- 
fornia was  passed  April  22, 1850  (Stat.,  pp.  .347-376),  and  is  divided  into  nine  chapters.  Chapter 
1  relates  to  their  general  powers  and  tlie  mode  of  conducting  the  business  of  corporations.  Then 
follows  in  the  succeeding  chapters  a  specification  of  the  particular  kind  or  character  of  occupa- 
tion in  which  they  are  permitted  to  engage,  with  the  necessary  rules  for  regulating  the  same. 
Chapter  2  applies  to  insurance  companies;  Chapter  3  applies  to  railroads;  Chapter  4  to  turnpike 
or  plank  roads;  Chapter  5  to  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical,  or  chemical  purposes;  Chap- 
ter 6  to  telegraph  companies;  Chapter  7  to  bridge  companies;  Chapter  8  to  religious  and  other 
associations  or  societies;  Chapter  9  to  steam  navigation  companies.  No  other  topics  were  there 
named  as  subject  to  the  control  of  corporations,  and  you  Vi'ill  notice  that  water  is  not  one  of 
them;  and  the  necessity  for  controlling  its  use  cannot  be  inferred  or  implied  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  topics  named,  except  that  of  mining.  It  then  becomes  important  and  interesting  to 
notice  the  various  changes  which  led  up  to  the  exercise  of  any  corporate  control  over  water  for 
irrigation  purposes  in  connection  with  agriculture.  You  will  notice  that  Chapter  5  contains 
only  four  topics. 

But  on  April  14,  1863  (Stat.,  p.  87),  this  chapter  was  modified  by  extending  the  exercise  of 
corporate  powers  over  two  other  topics,  viz. :  "  engaging  in  any  species  of  trade,"  or  "  commerce, 
foreign  or  domestic"- — making,  ao  far,  six  topics.  Next,  on  April  30, 1855  (Stat.,  p.  205),  another 
modification  occurred,  embracing  two  new  topics,  viz.:  "wharfage  and  dockage" — making 
eight  topics.  Next,  on  April  22,  1858  (Stat.,  p.  218),  corporate  powers  were  extended  to  "  water 
companies  for  supplying  any  city  and  county,  or  any  city  or  towns  in  this  State,  or  the  inhabit- 
ants thereof,  with  pure,  fresh  water" — making  nine  topics.  But  prior  to  this  Act  of  1858  the 
Legislature  did,  on  May  3,  1852  (Stat.  1852,  p.  171 ),  so  extend  the  scope  of  Chapter  5  of  the  Cor- 
poration Act  of  1850,  as  to  permit  the  "incorporation  of  water  companies,"  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  cities  or  towns  in  this  State,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  pure,  fresh  water. 
This  last  Act  was  the  first  departure  authorized  by  the  Legislature  interfering  in  cities  and 
pueblos  with  the  Mexican  rule,  which  prohibited  the  e.xercise  of  individual  or  corporate  con- 
trol, other  than  civic,  over  any  and  all  waters  necessary  for  public  use  in  the  pueblos;  the  first 
intimation  by  law  that  water  for  cities  or  pueblos  could  be  furnished  by  other  means  than  those 
provided  by  the  pueblos.  All  companies  or  corporations  organized  for  or  engaged  in  such  busi- 
ness were  operating  without  the  sanction  of  law,  but  became  legitimized  by  the  Act  of  May  3, 
1852,  or  by  Section  1  of  the  Act  of  April  22, 1858,  which  extended  the  right  of  incorporation  "'  to 
all  corporations  already  formed  or  thereafter  to  be  formed  under  the  previous  Acts,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  any  city  and  county,  or  any  cities  or  towns  in  this  State,  or  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  with  pure,  fresh  water." 

This,  however,  did  not  include  corporations  for  irrigation,  irrigation  being  still  confined  to  the 
cooperation  of  the  people  under  the  law  of  May  15,  1854.  But  on  May  14,  1862  (Stat.,  p.  540), 
we  find  the  objects  for  which  corporations  can  organize  and  operate  extended  to  "  the  construction 
of  canals  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  fieights,  for  the  purpose  of  irrigation,  or 
water  power,  or  for  the  conveyance  of  water  for  mining  or  manufacturing  purposes,  or  for  all 
such  })urposes,"  increasing,  by  this  Act,  the  topics  to  fourteen  for  which  corporations  could  bo 
organized  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  5.  On  its  face  this  would  appear  to  be  a  general  law 
for  constructing  canals,  or  for  irrigation  anywhere  in  the  Stat« ;  but  on  page  53,  Statutes  of  1865-6. 
its  operation  was  prohibited  in  the  Counties  of  Nevada,  Placer,  Amador,  Sierra,  Klamath,  Del 
Norte,  Trinity,  Butte,  Plumas,  and  Calaveras,  and  on  page  605  it  was  amended  so  as  to  prohibit 
its  operation  in  Placer  County.  On  page  134,  Statutes  1S67-8.  it  was  modified  so  as  to  be  appli- 
cable in  Butte,  but  denied  in  Tuolumne  and  Lassen  Counties:  and  on  page  732,  Statutes  of  1871-2, 
it  was  changed,  and  made  applicable,  as  amended,  to  Tehama  County.  Again,  nowhere  in  this 
Act  is  it  stated  or  intimated  that  the  Act  of  May  15,  1854,  and  the  Acts  modifying  the  same,  arc 
repealed,  or  that  the  bars,  as  it  were,  had  been  let  down  so  as  to  permit  corporations  organized 
for  irrigation  puri)oses  to  operate  in  the  counties  for  which  the  law  of  1854  was  provided.  Nor 
can  it  be  shown  tiiat  the  corporation  law  of  1862  superseded  the  law  of  1854  in  any  respect,  or 
was  intended  to  operate  jointly  with  it  in  any  county. 

But  if  it  were  permissible  for  corporations  to  operate  under  the  law  of  1862  jointly  in  any  of 
the  counties  for  which  the  law  of  1854  was  provided,  their  apjilication  and  control  could  not 
f)Oflsibly  extend  bfvond  the  construction  of  the  canals  or  ditclieiJ,  for  neither  in  the  Act  of  1862 
or  any  of  its  modifications  is  there  a  mode  provided  by  which  corporations  can  acquire  or  appro- 
priate water  unless  by  suiijection,  in  common  with  other  users,  to  the  rules  or  provisions  of  the 
law  of  1854.  And  when  they  arc  brought  down  to  this,  the  danger  from  and  the  power  of  cor- 
])orations  over  the  water  (picstion  ceases;  for  under  tiiat  law  (Section  3),  as  pointed  out  in  my 
j)reviou8  article,  the  regulation  of  the  distriliution  of  water  for  irrigation  is  reUiined  under  the 
cnntrol  of  the  people,  tlirough  their  Board  of  ("nmmissioners,  and  no  jirivato  or  corporate  rights 
t<)  water  for  irrigation  can,  or  ever  has,  become  vested  in  corporations  in  the  counties  named  in 
the  Act  of  1854  and  Acts  amendatory  thereof,  wiiilo  said  Acts  renuxin  unrepealed.  I  tnke 
it,  then,  aa  an  indis|)utable  conclusion,  tiuit  the  organization  of  any  corporation  for  irrigation 
piirfK)sos,  before  the  paflsago  of  the  law  of  l.sfi2,  in  the  counties  named  in  the  Act  of  1854,  was 
not  merely  a  violation  of  that  law,  but  of  all  law,  and  that  companies  so  organized  could  acquire 


no  rights  to  the  use  of  water  by  prescription,  for  that  implies  either  the  absence  of  all  law  on 
the  subject,  and  therefore  no  violation  of  law,  or  else  that  the  user  has  been  in  accordance  with 
or  in  subordination  to  the  law  provided  on  the  subject,  and  without  adverse  interference  for  the 
period  of  time  required  by  law  to  create  the  right. 

It  was  found  that  corporations  had  been  organized  for  carrying  on  business  under  some  of  the 
heads  not  specified  in  the  corporation  law  of  1850,  and  before  the  corporation  law  was  extended 
so  as  to  cover  the  topics  (all  of  which  have  already  been  pointed  out),  as  well  as  to  modify  or 
enlarge  the  scope  of  their  business,  it  was  considered  by  the  Legislature  necessary  to  pass  a 
general  law  by  means  of  which  corporations  so  situated  could  cure  such  defects  in  their  articles 
of  incorporation.  Accordingly  the  Act  of  March  1,  1870  (Stat.  1869-70,  p.  107),  was  passed. 
But  how  many  of  the  prematurely  formed  cofporations  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege 
granted  ?  Very  few  indeed,  for  most  of  them  considered  this  Act  of  itself  curative,  like  the  law 
of  April  22,  1858,  in  its  application  to  water  companies  organized  to  supply  cities  with  pure, 
fresh  water — organized  before  there  was  any  law  authorizing  it. 

The  next  change  of  law  that  we  find  bearing  upon  irrigation  by  corporations  is  the  Act  of 
April  2,  1870  (Stat.  1869-70,  p.  660),  which  was  an  effort  to  make  general  in  its  application  to 
corporations  the  principles  of  the  law  of  1862,  and  define  more  specifically  the  mode  of  proceed- 
ing for  acquiring  the  right  of  way  for  canals  or  ditches;  but  it  gives  them  no  greater  facilities 
for  acquiring  the  use  of  water,  nor  does  it  point  out  by  what  process  tliey  are  to  acquire  it,  or 
how  they  are  to  determine  the  quantity  of  "waters  not  previousl}'  appropriated."  No  further 
changes  occurred  in  the  laws  by  which  corporations  could  gain  any  control  over  or  acquire 
water  for  irrigation  until  the  adoption  of  the  Codes  on  January  1,  187.3;  and  this  is  the  first 
time  that  the  mode  is  definitely  laid  down  by  law  for  acquiring  the  use  of  water,  except  by  the 
law  of  1854,  and  the  Acts  amendatory  thereof. 

But  the  rule  of  the  Codes  is  not  allowed  to  interfere  with  or  supersede  this  law  of  1854  and 
its  amendments,  for  they  are  specially  retained  and  protected,  as  already  pointed  out,  by  Section 
19  of  the  Political  Code;  and  whoever,  whether  individual  or  corporation,  desires  to  operate 
under  tlie  Codes  in  the  counties  named  in  the  Act  of  1864  (if  they  can  at  all),  must  come  under 
subjection  to  the  control  of  the  "  Board  of  Commissioners"  in  order  to  get  any  water.  So  far  as 
the  people  or  public  are  concerned,  it  makes  very  little  difference  who  builds  the  ditches,  but  it 
would  make  a  great  diflerence  indeed  if  a  corporation  financially  strong  enough  to  build  a  ditch 
of  suflBcient  capacity  to  carry  all  the  water  of  a  stream,  would  therefore  be  entitled  to  appropri- 
ate it  all  by  designating  the  size  of  the  ditch  and  turning  the  water  into  it;  and  it  is  very  evi- 
dent, I  think,  that  the  Legislature  never  contemplated  any  such  result  from  a  fair  operation  of 
the  law  of  the  Codes,  or  the  previous  corporation  laws  of  1862  and  1870. 

In  1872,  April  1  (Statutes  of  1871-2,  p.  945),  the  Legislature  attempted  to  provide  another 
system  for  irrigation  or  drainage,  called  the  district  system,  whereby  the  lands  susceptible  of 
one  mode  of  irrigation  or  drainage  could  be  managed  by  the  owners  of  the  jjropert}'  independ- 
ent of  other  control.  The  operation  of  this  law  has  been  confined  to  the  drainage  of  swamp 
lands,  so  far  as  known,  and  yet  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  necessary  capital  for  construct- 
ing canals,  dams,  reservoirs,  and  keeping  the  same  in  rejjair,  there  has  not  been  devised  a  more 
simple  and  effective  mode.  Its  provisions  for  the  construction  of  the  works  are  far  better  than 
those  of  the  law  of  1854.  But  in  the  matter  of  regulating  the  distribution  of  the  water,  and 
keeping  the  control  thereof  free  from  individual  or  corporate  inffuence,  it  does  not  begin  to 
compare  with  it,  and  no  law  will  compare  with  it  which  fails  to  recognize  as  a  fundamental 
principle  that  the  use  of  running  water,  when  irrigation  is  necessary  for  the  welfare  and  main- 
tenance of  a  community,  is  the  common  property  of  all  the  people,  and  should  not  be  reduced 
to  private  owuersiiip  any  more  than  the  air  we  breathe  or  the  light  that  shines  upon  us. 

There  is  no  intimation  in  this  law,  any  more  than  in  the  laws  of  1862,  1870,  or  in  the  Codes, 
that  tliis  Act  was  intended  to,  or  could  operate  in  any  of  the  counties  named  in  the  Act  of  1854, 
conjointly  with  said  Act.  As  with  the  other  Acts,  so  with  the  law  of  1872,  there  is  too  much 
diflference  to  permit  of  harmonious  operation  of  the  two  laws  in  the  same  county,  and  I  do  not 
think  it  was  intended  that  they  should  so  operate,  or  the  first  Act  would  have  been  repealed  iu 
express  terms.  But  the  law  of  1854,  bo  far  as  it  related  to  or  affected  tiie  County  of  Los  Angeles, 
was  repealed  on  the  tenth  day  of  March,  1874  (Stat.  1873-4,  p.  312),  and  never  modified  before 
in  its  general  application.  This  law  was  modeled  soniewhat  after  the  law  of  1872,  for  raising 
the  funds  for  constructing  the  canals,  dams,  and  reservoirs,  that  might  be  deemed  necessary, 
and  after  the  law  of  1854,  for  the  distribution  of  the  water.  But  it  was  so  loaded  down  with 
machinery  for  official  government  and  management  that  it  did  not  meet  the  favor  of  the  peo- 
ple; they  did  not  adopt  it  cordially,  and  there  is  not  to-day  an  organization  operating  under  it. 

It  did,  however,  enunciate  in  clear  and  unmistakable  terms  the  principles  lying  at  the  foun- 
dation of  the  law  of  1854,  and  which  must  eventually  govern  in  the  distribution  of  water  for 
irrigation,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  1879,  whenever  the  Legislature  is  fully  aroused 
to  the  importance  of  the  subject  in  preparing  a  comprehensive  and  practicable  law  for  the 
future  welfare  of  the  State,  viz.  (p.  318):  "  All  waters  from  rains,  rivers,  or  streams,  which  can 
be  applied  to  irrigation  purposes,  are  hereby  declared  the  property  of  the  ])eople,  to  be  held  for 
their  use,  and  so  utilized  as  to  confer  the  greatest  possible  good  uf)on  tlie  greatest  number." 
"And  to  thiscfiiiiplexion  must  it  come  at  last,"  however  our  Judges  may  rule  in  the  matter,  or 
however  iiersisten^ly  individuals  or  corjKjralions  may  cry  vested  rights  in  an  element  that  by 
nature  is  as  free  as  the  air  which  we  breathe. 

6' 
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IRRIGATION    AS    AFFECTED    BY    AND    AFFECTING    RIPARIAN    RIGHTS. 

It  is  not  an  unusual  thing  to  hear  lawyers  and  even  Judges  say  that  they  dislike  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  suits  involving  questions  of  State  or  United  States  land  laws,  because  the 
practice  is  a  specialty,  and  no  one  can  predict  with  any  degree  of  certainty  what  the  result  will 
be.  It  cannot  be  reduced  to  the  certainty  of  a  mathematical  demonstration.  However  true 
this  may  be  concerning  land  laws  in  California,  there  is  even  more  uncertainty  as  to  results 
when  they  undertake  to  unravel  the  mysteries  of  the  laws  of  "  riparian  rights;"  not  as  applied 
to  the  rights  of  owners  to  use  and  retain  control  over  the  land  along  the  bank  or  banks  of  the 
stream,  for  as  to  that  there  is  no  dispute,  but  as  to  the  nature  or  extent  of  their  right  to  use  and 
divert  the  water  which  is  accustomed  to  flow  in  the  streams. 

The  opinions  of  people  in  general  on  any  given  subject  conform  usually  to  what  was  regarded 
as  the  law  where  they  came  from,  and  are  therefore  as  different  or  diversified  as  the  climatic 
and  topographical  condition  of  the  country ;  for  these  variations  determine,  in  a  great  degree, 
the  necessities  of  the  people,  and  the  laws  resulting  therefrom  mustvarj^to  meet  their  demands. 
Uniformity  of  laws  cannot  be  expected  in  States  or  localities  where  the  natural  conditions  are 
totally  different.  If  uniformity  of  climate  and  topograjjhy  could  exist  all  over  the  land,  its 
division  into  different  States  and  Territories  would  not  be  a  matter  of  necessity  but  of  mere  con- 
venience; a  multiplicity  of  Legislatures  would  be  useless;  one  only  would  be  required  to  enact 
laws  common  for  all  the  people,  applicable  alike  to  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  term  ''riparian  rights"  is  one  that  is  in  common  use  all  over  the  world  where  the  "civil 
law"  governs,  or  where  the  "common  law"  prevails.  Its  primary  signification  is  "right  to 
the  bank  of  the  river,  and,  as  an  incident,  to  the  use  of  the  river  in  connection  therewith;"  and 
we  find  rivers  or  streams  everywhere,  and  generally  people  living  on  their  banks,  reducing 
the  land  to  private  ownership  and  making  use  of  the  rivers — using  one  or  both  to  supply  the 
wants  of  nature.  From  this  general  use  has  arisen  the  expression  "riparian  rights,"  denoting 
a  claim  or  a  right  to  use  the  rivers  in  their  whole  length  by  the  people  who  live  along  the 
banks  and  need  them. 

The  first  rule  which  obtained  concerning  the  use  of  rivers  was,  that  in  order  to  supply  the 
common  want  of  water  for  man  and  beast,  they  must  be  allowed  to  run  from  source  to  outlet  as 
they  exist  or  are  accustomed  to  run,  with  no  more  or  less  interruiition  than  nature  has  produced. 
This  rule  was  soon  infringed  upon,  for  it  was  found  that  nature's  wants  extended  beyond  the  use 
of  water  for  drinking  purposes  or  cooking,  and  that  it  could  be  utilized,  or  harnessed,  as  it 
were,  and  made  an  auxiliary  in  supplying  man's  wants  without  detriment  to  any  one.  Hence 
we  find  in  very  early  times  that  in  England,  France,  Germany,  and  other  northern  countries, 
the  use  of  the  rivers  for  mill  power  was  permitted,  and  became  recognized  as  a  "  riparian  right," 
yet  so  restricted  as  not  to  allow  damage  to  be  done  by  such  use  to  the  owners  of  land  above  or 
below  on  the  same  stream,  or  to  interfere  with  their  use  of  the  water.  But  in  arid  countries  we 
find  the  use  of  water  extended  still  further,  as  in  India,  Egypt,  southern  Europe,  and  the 
Spanish  colonies  in  North  and  South  America.  Wherever  there  is  a  scarcity  of  rain  for  veget-a- 
tion,  there  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation  is  not  only  permitted,  but  encouraged  by  laws  which 
deny  to  the  proprietors  of  land  on  the  banks  of  the  rivers  the  exclusive  ownership  of  the  water 
accustomed  to  flow  over  or  through  their  land.  The  laws  of  these  countries  step  in  and  take 
into  consideration  the  general  necessities  of  the  whole  people,  making  their  interest  paramount 
to  that  of  the  riparian  owner,  or  of  any  special  class. 

California  was  one  of  these  Spanish  colonies,  and  it  is  through  this  channel,  rather  than 
through  the  English  "  common  law,"  that  we  should  look  for  the  necessary  customs,  rules,  and 
laws  applicable  to  the  wants  of  a  people  settling  in  a  country  where  for  six  or  seven  months  in 
the  year  there  is  scarcely  more  than  a  passing  shower.  Wiien  we  investigate  this  subject  as  to 
the  older  States  of  the  Union  whose  origin  was  English,  we  find  a  close  adherence  to  the  English 
"  common  law  "  of  riparian  rights,  and  a  marked  absence  of  all  statutory  laws  for  the  guidance 
of  the  people  or  the  Courts;  yet,  in  examining  the  decisions,  we  occasionally  find  gradual  yield- 
ing from  the  strictness  of  the  common  law  principle  towards  permitting  the  use  of  water  of 
streams  not  navigable,  for  more  than  sujiplying  the  natural  wants  and  mill  power.  In  Maine. 
Connecticut,  and  Ma.ssachusetts,  though  not  in  New  York,  its  use  for  watering  meadows  was 
sustained  by  the  Courts,  but  not  allowed  for  general  cultivation.  So,  too,  in  Illinois  its  use 
for  such  purpo.se  was  pcrmitteil,  on  condition  that  a  quantity  of  water  necessary  for  supplying 
the  natural  wants  of  the  peojtjo  below  on  the  .same  stream  was  left  unimpaired.  But  even  in 
that  case  the  Court  held  that  "  where  all  have  a  right  to  participate  in  a  common  benefit,  none 
i:an  liave  an  exclusive  enjoyment;  no  rule,  from  tiie  very  nature  of  the  case,  can  be  laid  down 
as  to  how  much  each  one  may  use  witiiout  infringing  ujion  the  rights  of  others." 

By  the  lioman  law,  running  water,  light,  and  air  were  put  in  the  same  category  as  common 
pro|>erty,  res  communes,  and  could  not  be  reduced  to  ]irivate  ownership.  Tiie  only  deviation 
from  tills  jirinciplo  in  England,  under  the  "  conunon  law,"  is  the  use  of  the  stream  for  mill 
power,  in  connection  with  the  grinding  of  grain  or  in  manufactures,  and  a  similar  departure 
extended  to  all  the  English  colonies  in  America.  But  even  in  the  use  of  tlie  gtreain  for  mill 
power,  the  claimant  of  such  right  is  bound  to  so  use  it  as  not  to  interfere  with  a  similar  use  by 
others  above  or  below  him,  becauiJe  each  owner  of  land  along  the  .-itream  is  entitled  to  an  equal 
use  thereof  without  diminution  in  voUnne  or  velocilv,  as  these  two  factors  determine  its  avail- 
ability for  mill  power,  and  they  are  his  to  the  full  extent  of  bis  frontage  boundary,  but  no 
farther. 
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If  this  is  a  correct  statement  of  the  "  common  law"  as  to  the  extent  to  which  a  riparian  pro- 
prietor can  use  a  stream  passing  over  or  through  his  land,  then  it  is  evident  that  the  right  to 
use  the  water  of  a  stream  for  irrigation  is  not  an  outgrowth  of  the  "common  law."  Bat  the 
'•  common  law"  is  the  law  of  the  United  States,  except  where  the  Constitution  and  statutory 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  have  superseded  or  modified  it.  Irrigation,  therefore, 
as  practiced  in  California,  cannot  he  a  riparian  right  or  an  outgrowth  of  the  "  common  law," 
nor  does  it  receive  any  countenance  from  it  whatever. 

Where,  then,  do  we  find  any  sanction  for  irrigation  in  California  as  a  riparian  right?  We 
must  look  either  to  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  country  from  which  our  State  was  obtained,  or 
else  to  the  statutory  laws  of  California  passed  since  it  became  a  State.  It  is  true  that  Congress 
passed  a  law  on  July  26,  1866,  general  in  its  application  to  all  territory  or  land  owned  by  the 
United  States,  declaring  "that  whenever  by  priority  of  possession,  rights  to  the  use  of  water  for 
mining,  agricultural,  manufacturing,  or  other  purposes,  have  vested  and  accrued,  and  the  same 
are  recognized  and  acknowledged  by  the  local  customs,  laws,  and  decisions  of  Courts,  the  pos- 
sessors and  owners  of  such  vested  rights  shall  be  maintained  and  protected  in  the  same."  But 
this  law  gives  no  protection  or  rights  to  those  who  ignore  State  laws  already  provided  for  irri- 
gation as  early  as  1854,  nor  can  it  extend  over  other  than  United  States  lands.  Its  provisions 
are  all  insubordination  to  the  laws  provided  or  the  customs  sanctioned  b}'  the  State;  and  it  is  a 
complete  recognition  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  regulate  by  law,  as  to  it  may  seem  best,  the  use 
of  water  for  an}' of  the  purposes  named.  It  is  legislative  action,  setting  aside  by  the  United 
States  the  "common  law"  principles  governing  the  use  of  water. 

California  before  it  came  into  the  Union  as  a  State  was  not  without  law,  as  is  well  set  forth 
by  Brevet  Brigadier-General  B.  Riley,  Governor  of  California,  in  his  proclamation  of  June  3, 
1849,  calling  for  a  convention  to  form  a  Constitution  for  the  State.  He  there  .says:  "  The  laws 
of  California,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws.  Constitution,  and  treaties  of  the  United  States,  are 
still  in  force  and  must  continue  in  force  till  changed  by  competent  authority."  It  then  becomes 
important  to  ascertain  what  were  the  laws  in  California  on  the  subject  of  irrigation  when  it 
came  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  as  well  as  the  modifications  which  they  have  undergone  since. 

By  the  laws  of  Spain,  "  water,  lands,  and  mines  belonged  to  the  King  as  part  of  his  patrimony, 
and  to  the  Prince  belongs  the  right  of  distribution  of  water — that  being  his  right,  and  reserved 
to  him,  it  is  a  legitimate  inference  that  no  one  can  take  j^ublic  waters  upon  his  private  grounds 
for  irrigation  without  royal  permission,  more  particularly  in  what  is  peculiar  to  New  Spain." 
And  by  the  decree  of  October  15,  1754,  all  the  necessary  instructions  respecting  land  and  water 
were  therein  set  forth.  (See  Hamilton's  Mexican  Law,  page  111.)  This  work  is  well  worth 
examining  on  the  law  of  water  rights,  the  rules  governing  its  distribution  for  irrigation,  and  the 
mode  of  measuring  the  water.  We  there  learn  that  "when  the  water  supply  is  found  insufBcient 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  those  interested,  rcsortment  is  had  to  distribution  by  turns,  some 
using  in  the  daytime  and  others  by  night,  or  in  any  other  way  which  may  be  agreed  upon. 
Because  what  belongs  to  the  whole  public  should  be  so  controlled  that  all  may  have  a  share  in 
the  distribution  according  to  the  canonical  regulation." 

The  fundamental  principle  of  the  Spanish  and  Mexican  law  concerning  the  use  of  water  is, 
that  all  running  water  having  banks,  or  confined  within  banks,  whether  navigable  or  not,  is  the 
property  of  the  King  or  the  State,  and  must  remain  a  reservation  for  the  common  use  of  all  the 
people,  except  where  he  makes  a  special  grant  of  the  water  as  such. 

The  Spanish  and  Mexican  faws  say,  on  this  subject,  that  a  "servitude  of  water  cannot  be 
acquired  by  the  fact  of  being  a  natural  watercourse,  nor  by  using  it,  although  it  may  have 
been  flowing  on  the  lower  part  of  the  land  for  a  tiiousand  years;  and  for  no  other  reason  than 
from  the  inherent  right  of  self-preservation  and  the  natural  course  of  things  in  respect  to  said 
water.  No  right  thereto  shall  be  attributed  unless  not  only  the  law,  but  the  highest  will  (that 
of  the  King)  also  concur  therein."  (Hamilton's  Mexican  Laws,  page  115.)  Where,  then,  do 
Mexican  grantees  find  law  giving  them  exclusive  rights  as  riparian  owners,  and  where  can  the 
foundation  be  laid  for  a  claim  by  prescription  as  against  the  law  and  without  the  sanction  of  the 
King  or  State? 

Now,  leaving  the  Spanish  and  Mexican  law,  let  us  examine  the  water  question  in  a  State  and 
Territory,  once  Mexican  but  now  American,  as  regulated  by  their  Legislatures  since  they  became 
a  part  of  the  United  States,  and  it  will  be  found  that  by  legislative  enactment  tlie  .same  princi- 
ples which  obtained  under  tiie  former  government  have  been  perpetuated  under  ours,  thus 
showing  that  the  control  of  water  for  irrigation  is  not  subject  to  the  will  or  caprice  of  individ- 
uals, or  that  the  first  appropriators  thereby  acquire  a  title  to  it  in  fee  over  others  coming  after 
them,  whose  need  of  it  may  be  equally  as  great. 

The  General  Laws  of  New  Mexico,  Act  of  July  20,  1851,  say : 

"Section  1.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  shall  have  the  right  to  con- 
struct either  private  or  common  acequias  (ditches),  and  to  take  the  water  for  said  acequias  from 
wherever  they  can,  with  the  distinct  understaniling  to  pay  the  owner  through  whose  land  said 
acequias  have  to  pass,  a  just  compensation  taxed  for  the  land  used. 

"Sec.  2.  No  inhabitant  of  said  Territory  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  any  property 
t*)  the  impediment  of  the  irrigation  of  lands  or  fields,  such  as  mills  or  any  other  property  that 
may  obstruct  the  course  of  the  water,  as  the  irrigation  of  the  field  should  be  i)referablo  to  all 
others."  Section  9,  Act  of  January  7,  1852:  "All  rivers  and  streams  of  waters  in  this  Terri- 
tory formerly  known  as  public  ditches  (acequias)  are  hereby  established  and  declared  to  be 
public  ditches."  By  reading  the  general  laws  of  New  Mexico  from  pages  15  to  23  inclusive  (all 
relating  to  irrigation  and  placed  there  as  the  first  subject  of  legislation  because  of  its  impor- 
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tance),  our  legislators  inaj'  learn  some  lessons  beneficial  to  themselves  and  to  the  people  of  the 
State,  if  adopted  in  princijjle  and  practice. 

Now  let  us  turn  to  the  general  laws  of  Colorado  and  we  will  find  as  follows,  on  page  515, 
Chapter  45 : 

"Section  1.  All  persons  who  claim,  own,  or  hold  a  possessory  right  or  title  to  any  land  or 
parcel  of  land  within  the  boundary  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution  of 
said  State,  where  those  claims  are  on  the  bank,  margin,  or  neighborhood  of  any  stream  of  water, 
creek,  or  river,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  water  of  said  stream,  creek,  or  river,  for  the 
purposes  of  irrigation  and  making  said  claims  arable  to  the  full  extent  of  the  soil  for  agricul- 
tural purposes. 

"  Sec.  2.  When  any  person  owning  claims  in  such  locality  has  not  sufficient  length  of  area 
exposed  to  said  stream  to  obtain  a  sufficient  fall  of  water  to  irrigate  his  land,  or  that  his  farm  is 
too  far  removed  from  said  stream,  or  that  he  has  no  water  facilities  on  those  lands,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  right  of  way  through  the  farms  or  tracts  of  land  which  lie  between  him  and  the 
stream,  or  the  farms  or  tracts  of  land  which  lie  above  or  below  hira  on  said  stream,  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinbefore  stated. 

"  Sec.  4.  In  case  the  volume  of  water  in  said  stream  or  river  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  supply 
the  continual  wants  of  the  entire  country  through  which  it  passes,  then  the  County  Judge  of 
the  county  shall  appoint  three  Commissioners,  as  hereinafter  provided,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
apportion,  in  a  just  and  equitable  proportion,  a  certain  amount  of  said  water  upon  certain  or 
alternate  weekly  days  to  diflferent  localities,  as  they  may,  in  their  judgment,  think  best  for  the 
interest  of  all  parties  concerned,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  legal  rights  of  all." 

Nothing  could  be  more  simple  and  comprehensive  in  its  application  to  the  wants  of  all  the 
people,  giving  to  each,  wherever  his  land  may  be  situated,  a  right  to  share  in  the  use  of  water 
in  common  with  his  neighbor  more  favorably  situated  near  the  stream.  "  IMine  and  not  thine" 
has  no  place  in  the  laws  of  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  in  giving  exclusive  right  to  the  first 
appropriator  of  water.  We  trace  their  laws  on  the  subject  of  irrigation  to  the  same  common 
origin  as  our  own  law  of  May  15,  1854,  viz.,  to  the  laws  of  Spain  and  Mexico,  and  not  through 
the"  common  law"  of  England;  and  none  could  know  better  the  character  of  the  country  and 
the  wants  of  the  people  in  the  southern  part  of  our  State  than  those  who  aided  in  passing  the 
law  of  1854,  which  is  equally  comprehensive  in  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  people  for  all 
coming  time  as  the  laws  referred  to. 

By  the  term  "riparian  rights,"  as  used  in  Colorado  and  New  Mexico,  and  other  countries  of 
Mexican  origin,  they  mean  the  common  right  of  all  the  people  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
river  to  share  equally  in  the  use  of  the  water,  first  for  satisfying  their  natural  wants,  and  after 
that  for  their  artificial  wants,  such  as  irrigation  and  mill  power.  But  no  idea  of  exclusive 
control  over  or  ownership  in  the  water  as  a  superior  right  or  title  in  fee  can  be  found,  except 
where  the  evidence  is  clear  that  a  special  grant  of  the  water,  as  water,  and  not  as  an  accident  to 
the  land,  was  obtained  from  the  King  or  sovereign  power;  and  this  cannot  be  shown,  I  think, 
in  connection  with  any  of  tlie  jMe.xican  grants  in  California,  except  to  some  of  the  pueblos. 

The  substitution  of  the  authority  of  the  United  States  in  California  in  place  of  that  of  Mexico, 
undoubtedly  introduced  and  made  the  "  common  law"  paramount  before  the  State  was  estab- 
lished and  laws  therefor  were  created;  but  bj' Articles  8  and  9  of  the  treaty  of  Guadalupe 
Hidalgo,  property  rights  of  every  kind  were  to  be  inviolably  respected,  and  therefore  the 
change  of  governments  neither  enlarged  nor  diminished  the  riglits  of  grant-holders  to  the  use 
of  water  for  irrigation.  If,  therefore,  the  Mexican  law  did  not  give  persons  living  on  the  banks 
of  streams  any  superior  or  special  t)riviloges  as  riparian  projirietors.  dillerent  from  what  they  in 
common  enjoyed  with  others,  neither  diil  nor  could  they  acquire  any  greater  riglits  under  the 
"common  law"  during  the  interini  between  the  acquisition  of  the  country  and  its  erection  into 
a  State;  for  under  that  law,  as  already  shown,  no  right  to  water  for  irrigation  was  ever  granted 
or  could  attach.  Therefore  when  we  find  the  term  "  riparian  rights"  used  in  any  of  the  laws 
modifying  the  law  of  1854,  which  did  not  contain  any  sucli  exj>ression,  we  have  no  authority 
for  attaciiing  to  it  any  greater  import  than  it  could  or  did  liave  under  the  Mexican  law  or 
"common  law,"  unless  some  special  or  different  meaning  has  been  given  to  it  by  statute,  and 
none  such  is  found  in  tlie  Codes.  ,  Those  who  claim  superior  or  exclusive  rights  because  they 
are  riparian  proprietors,  must  either  consider  themselves  full}'  sheltered  behind  the  general 
ignorance  which  prevails  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  words,  or  they  must  rely  upon  the  inability 
of  their  neighbors  to  fully  test  the  extent  of  their  meaning. 

My  object  in  writing  these  articles  has  been  to  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
some  general  law  on  the  subject  of  irrigation,  and  to  show  that  no  vested  rigiits  have  been 
acquired  by  individuals,  by  corporations,  or  by  riparian  proprietors,  prohibiting  the  Legislature 
from  enacting,  as  did  tiie  Legislatures  of  Colorado  and  New  Mexico,  a  geiuM'al  practical  law  on 
the  subject,  suitable  for  the  wants  of  the  people  in  a  growing  State  and  for  ail  time.  I  fully 
believe  tliat  whatever  doubts  existed  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Legislature  to  enact  laws  on  this 
suliject,  establishing  a  cornmon  standard  for  all,  that  the  present  (^)nstitulion  has  brushed  away 
all  such  obstacles,  as  pointed  out  in  my  first  article.  Tiiis  view  is  strengthened  by  the  recent 
decision  of  tlic  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in  the  case  of  the  Sjiring  Valley  Water  Works  vs. 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco,  wherein  they  define  the  power  conferred  by  the 
present  Constitution  over  the  water  <iuestion  in  all  its  pliases. 

I  have  not  aimed  at  pointing  out  what  tlie  legislation  on  this  subject  should  bo,  but  merely 
to  show  that  the  Legislature  has  entire  control  over  the  subject,  and  that  it-s  importance  de- 
mands the  serious  consideration  of  the  Legislature  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.  Tiie  particular 
character  of  the  legislation  re<(uired  comes  especially  within  the  j>rovince  of  the  Slate  Engineer, 
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"Win.  Ham.  Hall,  and  I  would  call  particular  attention  to  said  officer's  report  of  1881  to  the 
Legislature.  He  has  therein  elaborately  treated  tlie  subject  of  irrigation,  and  pointed  out  what 
he  considers  necessary  to  be  done  as  preliminary  to  final  legislation.  AVhether  or  not  his  sug- 
gestions are  the  best  that  can  be  devised  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  State  and  guard  against  class 
legislation  is  a  debatable  question,  but  he  has  furnished  valuable  information  on  the  subject  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  and  the  public. 

We  agree  as  to  what  should  be  done  were  all  obstacles  removed,  but  we  differ  in  this:  He 
recognizes  the  existence  of  vested  and  exclusive  rights  to  the  use  of  water  by  prior  appropria- 
tion, or  that  whatever  the  present  claims  may  be  they  must  first  be  ascertained  and  defined  by 
a  Board  of  Commissioners  or  the  Court,  then  be  recorded  and  made  a  servitude  for  the  specified 
quantity  of  water  so  found  for  all  time,  before  intelligent  legislation  can  be  had  on  the  question; 
while  I  hold  that  the  right  to  control  the  water  question  lias  always  been  a  reserved  power  of 
the  State,  and  that  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation  is  and  never  has  in  this  State  been  more  than 
a  usufruct,  a  mere  lease  of  the  right  to  use,  terminable  at  any  time  by  the  will  of  the  people 
when  expressed  through  legislative  action.  His  proposed  plan  would  merely  require  legislation 
to  quiet  title  in  the  present  claimants,  virtually  giving  them  control  of  the  waters  of  the  State,- 
while  my  idea  is,  that  legislation  is  required  to  bring  all  users  to  a  common  level  without  giving 

{)reference  rights  to  favored  classes,  but  giving  to  each  cultivator  of  the  soil  in  pro]iortion  to  the 
and  he  cultivates,  when  there  is  water  enough  for  all ;  or,  when  there  is  scarcity,  then  the 
distribution  as  to  quantity  shall  be  proportionately  diminished,  but  no  one  excluded. 

The  importance  of  this  matter  as  a  State  question  is  second  to  no  other,  and  there  is  as  much 
necessity  for  its  settlement  now  on  broad  and  sound  principles,  looking  to  the  future  welfare  of 
the  State,  as  there  is  for  a  determination  of  the  debris  problem,  or  as  there  once  was  for  the 
settlement  of  the  question  whether  stock  should  be  allowed  to  roam  at  the  will  of  the  owner, 
regardless  of  the  effect  jiroduced  thereby  on  the  small  agriculturists.

THE    IRRIGATION    QUESTION. 

The  Views  of  the  State  Engineer  as  Contrasted  with  those  of  the  Surveyor-  General. 

Eds.  Record-Uniox:  I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  articles  on  irrigation  and  riparian 
rights  from  the  pen  of  our  honorable  Surveyor-General,  as  recently  published  in  your  jniper, 
for  I  realize  the  importance  of  bringing  the  subject  before  the  public,  and  am  pleased  to  seetliis 
thing  being  done  by  one  so  competent  as  Mr.  Shanklin. 

Having  been  charged  with  an  official  investigation  of  the  subject,  I  am  not  free  to  speak 
unofficially,  except  in  so  far  as  I  have  already  reported;  but  as  Mr.  Shanklin,  in  calling  atten- 
tion to  that  which  I  have  written  and  submitted,  has,  unintentionally,  no  doubt,  misstated  my 
position  on  the  question,  I  venture  to  make  a  correction. 

Toward  the  end  of  his  third  paper,  in  your  issue  of  July  thirty-first,  after  referring  to  my 
report  of  1881  in  a  very  graceful  manner,  and  after  saying,  "  We  agree  as  to  what  should  be 
done  were  all  obstacles  removed,  but  we  differ  in  this,"  namely,  the  removal  or  manner  of 
removing  obstacles,  Mr.  Shanklin  concludes:  "His  (my)  propose<l  plan  would  merely  require 
legislation  to  quiet  title  in  the  ])resent  claimants  (to  water),  virtually  giving  thorn  control  of  tiie 
waters  of  the  State;  while  my  idea  is  that  legislation  is  required  to  bring  all  users  to  a  common 
level  without  giving  preferred  rights  to  favored  classes,  but  giving  to  each  cultivator  of  the  soil 
in  proportion  to  the  land  he  cultivates,  when  there  is  water  enough  for  all,  or  when  there  is 
scarcity,  then  the  distribution  as  to  quantity  shall  be  proportionately  diminished,  but  no  one 
excluded." 

I  make  no  criticism  upon  Mr.  Shanklin's  proposition,  but  desire  to  state  my  own  position, 
seeing  that  the  above  interpretation  is  erroneous. 

Being  instructed  under  the  laws  to  make  "an  investigation  of  the  problems  of  irrigation," 
and  to  "make  such  an  examination  as  may  ar)pear  to  be  necessary  for  the  full  and  complete 
solution  of  these  problems,"  1  find  amongst  other  things,  in  the  irrigation  counties,  hundreds  of 
claims  to  water  existing  without  intelligible  record  of  their  extent,  nature,  or  foundation.  As 
Mr.  Shanklin  has  explained,  there  have  been  a  number  of  general,  and  local,  or  special  laws  on 
the  subject  of  irrigation  enacted  in  the  State;  and  many  decisions  under  these,  the  common  law, 
and  the  United  States  statutes,  affecting  rights  or  claims  which  have  been  initiated  under  tliem 
or  under  the  cust'jm  of  appropriation,  have  been  made  by  the  Courts,  until,  as  a  result,  there  is 
a  perfect  hodge-podge  of  claims  and  counter-claims,  active,  sleeping,  or  perhajis  dead,  and  no 
one  can  go  into  any  irrigation  county  of  the  State  and,  from  the  records  or  the  facts  to  bo 
ascertained  by  inquiry,  find  out  what  claims  exist,  much  less  what  rights  iiave  been  estabJisiicd. 

Hence,  there  is  a  never-ending  appeal  to  the  Courts  by  water  claimants  for  settlement  of  tlieir 
disputes,  and  a  very  great  distrust  abroad  in  the  safety  of  irrigation  enterprise,  entertained  by 
those  who  would  settle  in  the  country  as  farmers  and  fruit  growers. 

I  look  upon  this  condition  of  things  as  the  most  unfortunate  that  could  well  obtain,  and  I 
honestly  believe  that  it  is  doing  more  to  retard  the  advancement  of  this  State  in  acquiring  a 
desirable  y>opulation  than  any  other  one  cause  now  operating;  for  I  have  had  many  o{)portuni- 
ties  of  judging  of  the  disappointment  on  this  score  which  lias  met  men  of  small  capital  who 
have  come  here  in  search  of  homes  and  investment,  and  I  know  of  the  feelings  with  which 
they  have  gone  away. 
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Thinking  thus,  I  have  strongly  recommended,  as  a  first  move,  that  the  Legislature  take  such 
steps  as  will  establish,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  status  of  each  of  these  water  claims,  and  make  it, 
so  far  as  it  is  a  good  and  valid  claim,  properlj^  of  record  ;  and  then  require  each  claimant  of 
water  to  keep  his  claim  posted  up  to  date  in  the  Recorder's  office  by  an  annual  sworn  statement 
of  the  extent  of  his  diversion  and  distribution  for  use.  Going  beyond  this,  I  have  suggested 
that  the  State  take  control  of  the  distribution  of  the  waters  from  the  natural  streams  to  the  arti- 
ficial canals,  and  thus  see  that  the  water  is  dealt  out  according  to  the  recognized  claims,  as  it  is 
done  in  every  other  irrigation  country,  and  thus  stop  this  eternal  squabbling  in  the  Courts  and 
warfare  on  the  streams.  And  going  still  further,  I  have  pointed  out  that  the  State  should  retain 
the  power,  under  any  circumstances,  to  insist  upon  an  economical  use  of  waters  in  irrigation,  so 
that  all  the  lands  which  it  is  possible  to  serve  with  the  supply  may  be  watered. 

The  legislation  outlined  in  my  report  of  1881,  as  was  specially  stated  therein,  was  offered  as 
a  suggestion,  only  to  serve  as  a  starting  point  for  discussion. 

I  have  not  ventured  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  whether  there  exist  any  valid  exclusive  claims 
or  rights  to  water  for  irrigation  or  not,  or  what  is  the  nature  of  the  claims,  if  any  well  founded. 
But  I  have  tried,  without  attacking  any  class  of  claims,  to  point  out  the  absurd  condition  in 
which  this  irrigation  interest  now  is;  to  show  that  it  is  simply  a  bird  of  one  kind  for  the  legal 
fraternity  to  pluck,  and  at  the  same  time,  an  object  of  another  kind  to  scare  away  would-be 
settlers  in  the  country  ;  that  in  reality  water  appropriators,  riparian  proprietors,  and  dry  land 
owners,  one  and  all,  are  suffering  for  the  want  of  a  defined  and  active  policy  on  the  part  of  the 
State  in  the  matter  of  irrigation,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  initiate  such  proceedings 
as  will  bring  these  troubles  to  a  speedy  termination. 

Mr.  Shanklin,  unintentionalh^  perhaps,  has  conveyed  the  idea  that  I  would  confirm  existing 
water  claims  as  a  solution  of  the  problem.  This  is  not  in  accordance  with  what  I  have  reported. 
But  I  do  say  now,  that  it  were  better  to  set  up  and  recognize  water  monopolies  by  legislative 
action  at  once,  and  then  regulate  them  by  statute  under  the  Constitution,  than  to  let  matters 
drift  as  they  are  drifting  at  present  in  this  regard,  for  to  this  end  will  we  come  at  last,  and  then 
the  whole  matter  will  be  in  a  most  unmanageable  form,  for  many  reasons  which  it  would  take 
too  much  space  to  present  here. 

I  see  in  tiie  not  distant  future  an  outcome  wherein  this  subject  will  be  so  muddled  by  piece- 
meal treatment  in  the  Courts,  as  point  by  point,  in  no  consecutive  order  or  broad  scope,  the 
questions  at  law  are  brought  before  them,  that  nothing  but  continued  and  everlasting  litigation 
can  be  made  of  it.  When  other  thousands  upon  thousands  of  dollars  will  have  been  expended 
in  wrangling,  and  other  millions  will  have  been  wasted  in  flimsy  works  in  duplicate  and  with- 
out system,  and  when  a  desirable  class  of  settlers  will  have  been  kept  from  our  State,  then  will 
there  be  cause  for  outcry  more  widespread  than  any  which  now  exists,  and  one  which  will 
come  as  near  home  as  any  cause  well  can  come. 

Now,  I  want  to  avoid  this  as  a  first  step  by  State  legislation,  authorizing  and  directing  some 
constituted  authority  to  call  upon  all  claimants  of  water  to  prove  up  their  claims  to  the  extent 
they  have  been  made  good,  if  at  all,  under  the  laws  and  Constitution,  and  make  them  of  record 
according  to  some  general  standard  of  measurement  as  to  amount.  This  is  a  preliminary  step 
only,  and  if,  perchance,  there  are  no  valid  water  claims  for  irrigation  existing  in  the  State,  as  I 
understand  Mr.  Shanklin  to  maintain,  then  the  Courts  will  so  find,  no  doubt,  and  the  whole 
matter  will  be  greatly  simplified.  Or  if,  perchance,  the  Legislature  has  complete  control  over 
all  waters  in  the  streams,  and  can  regulate  their  disposition  without  regard  to  private  claims, 
as  Mr.  Shanklin  thinks  it  can,  it  (the  Legislature)  may  find  this  out  when  it  comes  to  consider 
the  subject  on  a  broad  basis. 

My  aim  has  been  to  urge  legislative  consideration  and  action  looking  to  State  regulation  of 
irrigation  affairs,  to  the  end  that  the  water  be  caused  to  irrigate  all  the  land  it  can  be  made  to 
serve,  and  that  at  a  minimum  of  cost  to  the  irrigators. 

A  settlement  of  water  right  quarrels,  and  a  State  supervision  of  works  and  diversions  of  water, 
is  necessary  to  accomplish  this  end. 

The  difference  between  Mr.  Shanklin  and  myself  is,  therefore,  that  I  have  not  ventured  an 
opinion  on  legal  points,  as  to  State  authority,  but  press  the  State  to  e.xercise  what  authority  she 
has,  at  once,  to  effect  a  solution  ;  while  Mr.  Shanklin,  being  a  lawyer,  has  written  a  very 
interesting  opinion  to  the  point  that  the  State  has  complete  control  over  the  waters,  and  can  do 
as  she  sees  fit  by  legislative  enactment  in  the  premises.

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  during  this  year  there  were  two 
sessions  of  the  Legislature — one  regular  and  the  other  special — in 
addition  to  which  an  appropriation  of  $18,000  was  made  for  tlie 
printing  of  the  Debates  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  and  very 
large  demands  were  made  upon  the  F*rinting  Department  by  the 
thirty-two  State  officers  and  Commissions  entitled  to  have  work 
done.  As  the  copy  for  the  "  Debates"  came  in  rather  slowly,  we  were 
unable  to  get  out  more  than  one  volume  during  this  year,  the 
remainder  being  published  a  few  months  later. 

Table  B  gives  an  itemized  account  of  the  expenditures.  This 
will  be  seen  to  include  §1,425  88  for  improvements  to  the  State  Print- 
ing Office.  The  $4,000  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  to  put  the 
office  in  proper  condition  proved  insufficient,  and  the  Hoard  of  Exam- 
iners deemed  it  advisable  that  the  deficiency  should  be  paid  out  of 
Printing  Department  Fund.

During  the  year,  I  received  from  the  sale  of  old  material  of  various 
kinds  belonging  to  the  office,  but  no  longer  serviceable  to  it,  the  sum 
of  ^263,  which  was  subsequently  expended  as  follows:  Earth  for 
filling  in  grounds,  SI 50;  stereotyping,  So3;  paint,  So;  lumber  and 
carpenter  work,  in  changing  woodshed  into  a  serviceable  barn,  S~5. 
The  filling  in  of  the  lot  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  iaci  that  the 
cesspool  had  choked  up  and  overfiowed,  causing  a  large  amount  of 
water  to  accumulate  in  the  depressions  and  low  ph\ces  that  existed 
near  it,  threatening  the  health  of  all  employed  about  the  premises.

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THE    OFFICE. 

A  visit  to  the  State  Printing  Office  will,  I  think,  convince  even  the 
most  critical  that  the  establishment  and  the  State's  property-  con- 
nected therewith  have  been  well  looked  after.  We  have  endeavored 
to  keep  the  premises  neat  and  clean  at  all  times,  and  to  see  that  all 
needed  repairs  were  made  promptly-,  on  the  "stitch  in  time"  principle. 
Much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  good  sewerage,  the 
cesspools  frequently  refusing  to  do  duty  proper!}',  and  it  will  probably 
be  necessary  to  give  this  matter  attention  after  the  rainj^  season  is 
over  and  the  river  has  fallen.  The  sidewalk  on  L  street, and  also  the 
walk  leading  from  the  sidewalk  to  the  office,  have  been  often  strength- 
ened and  repaired,  but  are  too  weak  to  survive  much  longer. 

During  the  past  two  years  a  large  quantity  of  t3;pe  (including  a  very 
desirable  fount  of  minion,  procured  more  especially  for  the  printing 
of  the  Constitutional  Convention  Debates)  has  been  added  to  the 
stock  of  the  office;  also  a  drying  press,  large-sized,  and  with  all  the 
latest  improvements,  which  has  been  located  in  a  small  apartment 
adjoining  the  press-room,  and  everything  necessary  to  its  successful 
operation  obtained. 

The  machinery  is  in  excellent  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the 
engine,  which,  originally  too  small  for  the  work  required  of  it,  will 
need  a  new  governor  and  to  have  the  cylinder  bored  out,  if  it  is  to  be 
retained  in  use.  It  would  be  an  act  of  economy  to  dispose  of  it  and 
purchase  a  better  and  larger  one,  as  the  saving  in  fuel  and  repairs 
would  soon  equal  the  expense  incurred.  AVe  have  been  compelled 
to  procure  a  new  feed-pump,  and  to  make  other  and  extensive 
alterations  and  repairs  in  that  connection.  The  presses  have  been 
overhauled  and  put  in  as  good  condition  as  can  be  desired.  The 
elevator  has  been  inclosed  and  strengthened. 

SUPREME  COURT  REPORTS. 

Under  a  contract  entered  into  June  12, 1S74,  between  the  State  and 
A.  L.  Bancroft  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco,  the  Supreme  Court  Reports 
have  been  published  by  that  house  since  then.  This  contract  expires 
June  12,  1884.  It  was  made  before  the  State  had  a  printing  office  of 
her  own,  and  was  a  satisfactory  measure.  At  present,  with  the  fine 
facilities  owned  by  the  State,  it  would  be  well  to  have  the  work  done 
in  the  State  Printing  Office.  Doubtless  it  would  go  there  on  tiie 
expiration  of  the  contract,  even  though  the  next  Legislature  should 
fail  to  take  any  action  in  the  premises;  but  it  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  that  body  to  consider  the  matter.  It  might  be  advisable 
to  have  the  Reports  copyrighted  and  sell  a  certain  number  of  copies 
to  dealers  at  wholesale  rates,  the  State  reserving  the  number  required 
for  distribution  to  State  officers,  the  Courts,  etc. 

PUBLICATION   OF   SCHOOL   BOOKS. 

A  proposition  that  the  text  books  in  use  by  the  public  schools  of 
the  State  shall  be  i)ublished  by  the  State,  will  ])r()l)ably  be  l»rought 
before  the  next  Legislature.  While  the  cost  of  the  first  edition  of 
the  books  will  be  heavy,  it  is  not  to  bo  feared  that  it  will  bring  the 
l)ricc  to  as  higli  a  figure  as  purchasers  now  have  to  pay.  Included  in 
tills  cost  would  be  the  expense  of  a  committee  on  compilation;  the 


procuring  of  an  additional  press  for  the  Printing  Office ;  also,  electro- 
typing  apparatus  and  blocks,  and  a  few  minor  articles.  A  heav}^  item 
of  cost  would  be  that  consequent  upon  the  engravings,  the  books  for 
verj'  young  scholars  having  an  illustration  on  nearly  every  page. 
After  the  books  have  been  printed,  however,  the  expense  of  publica- 
tion from  the  electrotype  plates  will  be  light,  scarcely  more  than  the 
cost  of  paper,  presswork,  and  binding,  and  the  books  can  be  sold  for 
a  very  small  price,  compared  with  that  now  charged.  Tlie  Constitu- 
tion provides  that  the  school  books,  when  once  adopted,  shall  not  be 
changed  for  four  years.  An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  in  this 
respect  may  be  proposed  and  adopted,  but  if  it  is  not  amended  there 
will  be  abundance  of  time  for  the  compilation  of  the  books,  their 
publication,  and  the  inauguration  of  a  system  by  which  they  can  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  people  at  the  least  expense.  It  may  be 
that  the  State  can  save  money  and  time  by  purchasing  from  some 
publishing  firm  their  copyright  for  California,  and  a  set  of  all  their 
electrotype  plates,  but  the  money  saved  in  this  would  be  virtually 
taken  from  the  pockets  of  California  workmen. 

LITHOGRAPHING  AND   ENGRAVING. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  State  Printing  Department  has  been 
called  upon  for  a  large  amount  of  lithographing,  and  engraving  on 
wood — a  little  from  this  department  and  that,  but  aggregating  a 
considerable  sum.  In  several  instances  I  was  compelled  to  decline  to 
have  such  work  done,  not  because  of  its  lack  of  importance,  but  because 
the  appropriation  for  the  Printing  Office  was  so  small.  Calculating 
closely  upon  the  probable  cost  of  the  State  printing,  I  am  satisfied 
that  840,000  or  $45,000  will  be  required  to  be  appropriated  for  the 
fiscal  year  during  which  the  Legislature  does  not  meet,  and  §80,000 
for  the  year  during  which  there  is  a  session.

Sacramento,  January  8,  1883. 

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  tState  of  California: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  663,  664,  and  667, 
Political  Code,  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  present  the  following 
claims  to  your  honorable  body  for  legislative  action  : 

Claim  of  Ernest  A.  Girvin,  for  services  rendered  as  Stenographer  of 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

This  claim  is  for  services  as  stated  above,  and  enibraced  the  months 
of  July,  1881,  to  November,  1882,  a  period  of  seventeen  months,  and 
amounting  to  $1,750.  This  claim  was  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Hail- 
road  Commissioners,  but  no  appropriation  to  pay  the  same  was  made 
by  the  Legislature  of  1881.  That  the  work  was  performed  is  evident, 
but  this  Board  could  not  entertain  the  claim  in  the  absence  of  law 
authorizing  its  payment. 

Claim  of  Wm.  Confer  a}id  S.  L.  Confer. 

The  parties  presenting  this  claim  were  contractors  in  erecting  an 
addition  to  the  Insane  Asylum  at  Stockton,  under  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, ai)i>roved  April  15,  1880.  It  is  claimed  by  them  that  under 
their  contract  they  were  to  receive  monthly  for  their  services  ninety 
per  cent  of  the  value  of  their  work  done  under  tlie  ])rovisions  of 
their  contract,  the  balance  on  comi)letion  of  the  building.  Work 
was  performed  to  the  amount  of  SG,i)44,  ninety  j)er  cent  of  which 
amounted  to  $(5,210  60,  and  on  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  said  asylum,  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners;  the  Controller 
drew  his  warrant  for  said  sum,  which  was  presented  to  the  State 
Treasurer  for  j)ayment,  Vmt  the  (ieneial  Fund  being  exhausted  the 
same  could  not  be  paid.  The  claimants  depose  and  say  that  being 
compelled  to  pay  their  workmen  for  their  labor  and  for  material 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  building,  and  failing  to  obtain  from 
the  State  the  money  due  on  said  warrant,  were  compelled,  in  order 
to  prosecute  their  contract,  to  dispose  of  their  warrant  at  a  discount, 
losing  thereon  the  sum  of  8250.  They  now  ask  at  your  hands  that 
this  loss  be  made  good,  and  the  terms  of  their  contract  be  complied 
with. 


Claim  of  F.  D.  Soward,  District  Attorney;  N.  B.  Fish,  Sheriff;  and 
H.  Strange,  County  Clerk  of  the  County  of  Sierra. 

This  claim  is  for  costs  incurred  in  an  action  to  recover  property 
bought  by  the  State  under  Section  3897,  Political  Code.  Section  3898 
authorizes  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  litigation  for 
the  recovery  of  the  property,  but  as  no  ai)proi>riation  has  ever  been 
made  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  law,  the  Board  can  only  trans- 
mit the  claim  to  you,  that  the  relief  asked  for  may  be  granted. 

Claim  of  James  Mackubix. 

This  claim  is  in  form  of  a  petition  to  the  Legislature  from  the 
claimant,  James  Mackubin,  of  EUicott  City,  Howard  County,  Mary- 
land; and  asks  for  the  payment  of  five  coupons  of  the  value  of  $60 
each,  of  War  Loan  Bond,  No.  62.  As  the  question  of  the  payment  of 
this  character  of  bonds  has  been  the  subject  of  legislative  discussion 
and  inquiry  for  many  years;  and  as  the  reports  of  past  Boards  of 
Examiners,  special  investigating  committees,  and  executive  messages 
referring  to  the  same  have  been  presented  to  preceding  Legislatures, 
the  Board,  at  the  request  of  the  claimant,  presents  this  petition  for 
such  consideration  as  you  may  be  pleased  to  bestow  upon  it,  having 
no  power  itself  to  act  thereon. 

Claim  of  W,  W.  Sheldon. 

This  claim,  for  the  sum  of  $8  60,  is  for  witness  fees  in  the  case  of 
the  People  vs.  The  Gold  Run  Ditch  and  Mining  Company,  tried  in 
the  Superior  Court  of  Sacramento  County.  The  payment  thereof  is 
authorized  by  Section  15,297,  Hittell's  Codes;  but  lacking  appropria- 
tion for  its  payment,  the  Board  could  not  pass  upon  the  claim. 

Claim  of  Thos.  Stephenson. 

This  claim  of  *13  is  of  the  same  character  and  pur])Ose  as  that  of 
W.  W.  Sheldon,  above  related. 

Claim  of  D.  B.  Woolf. 

Tliis  is  a  claim  to  recover  the  sum  of  $735  75,  foi'  work  pei-formed 
by  claimant  as  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Legislature  of  1878 
passed  an  Act  directing  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  prepare  a 
general  analytical  index  of  all  cases  tih'd  in  said  Court  from  its 
organization. 

Tlie  work  was  pt'ifoniu'd,  and  claim  presented  to  the  last  Board  of 
Examiners  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  as  recommended  hy  the  Jndges  of 
said  Court,  and  within  the  (crnis  of  the  Act. 

The  lioard  of  Examiners,  on  October  2,  1879,  passed  upon  tlie 
claim,  and  allowed  thereon  tlie  sum  of  $4,264  25  giving  as  rea.sons 
for  such  deduction  that  the  books,  including  l)in<ling  and  paper,  to 
the  amount  of  $735  75,  had  l)een  i)aid  by  the  St<ite,  when  sucli  eo.sts 
should  have  l)een  included  in  the  sum  allowed  in  the  Act.  That 
sum  was  therefore  deducted.  The  claimant  denies  that  it  was  any 
I)art  of  Ills  duty  to  furnish  at   Ids  own  expense  the  books  on  which 


the  said  index  was  written,  and  therefore  the  action  of  the  Board  in 
reducing  liis  claim  was  unwarranted,  and  he  now  asks  that  he  be 
reimbursed  in  the  sum  so  deducted. 

ORTHAX    ASYLUMS. 

The  orplian  asylums  receiving  State  aid  have  all  been  visited. 
Examination  of  their  books  and  methods  of  management  prove  that 
they  are  in  worthy  hands. 

The  able  report  of  the  Controller  will  more  fully  show  the  increase 
of  expense  which  each  fiscal  year  develops  in  their  supi)ort.  A  more 
rigid  law  should  be  enacted  in  the  case  of  abandoned  children.  An 
Act  regulating  the  management  and  control  of  these  asylums  was 
introduced  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  by  Senator  Rowcll, 
but,  owing  to  the  press  of  other  bills  and  the  sixty  days  limit  of  a 
legislative  session,  it  was  imi)0ssible  to  pass  it.  The  provisions  of 
that  Act  meet  the  indorsement  and  approval  of  those  who  have  the 
control  and  understand  the  wants  of  these  institutions,  amended 
in  some  particulars,  especially  in  creating  a  supervision  under  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners,  which  would  prevent  any  abuse  of  charitj' 
and  place  the  State  far  in  advance  of  any  other  in  the  care  and  pro- 
tection of  those  unfortunate  parentless  and  abandoned  children.

That  on  or  about  the 
said  eighth  day  of  April,  1881,  the  State  Controller,  at  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  said  State  Insane  Asylum,  drew  his  warrant 
upon  the  State  Treasurer  of  California  in  favor  of  your  petitioners 
for  the  sum  of  $6,249  60,  and  delivered  the  same  to  your  petitioners. 
That  your  petitioners  afterward  presented  said  warrant  to  the  State 
Treasurer  of  California  for  i)aynient,  and  payment  thereon  was 
refused  by  the  said  Treasurer,  for  the  reason  that  there  was  no  money 
in  the  General  Fund,  upon  which  said  warrant  was  drawn,  to  pay 
said  warrant,  and  said  warrant  was  returned  to  your  petitioners. 

That  your  petitioners,  in  performing  said  Avork  and  labor  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned,  had  in  their  employ  and  under  their  pay  a  large 
number  of  workmen,  and  the  amounts  due  from  the  State  for  their 
labor  aforesaid,  was  necessary  to  pay  the  workmen  under  petitioners' 
employ  upon  said  work. 

That  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  pay  the  said 
Controller's  warrant,  it  became  and  was  actually  necessary  for  your 
petitioners  to  negotiate  said  warrant  and  obtain  therefor  the  largest 
amount  of  money  possible,  in  order  to  prosecute  their  contract 
entered  into  as  aforesaid. 

That  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  for  said  Controller's  warrant  a 
larger  sum  than  $5,999  60,  and  your  petitioners  sold  said  warrant  for 
the  sum  of  $5,999  60.  That  by  reason  of  said  sale  and  the  lack  of 
money  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  State,  your  petitioners  lost  the 
sum  of  $250,  no  part  of  which  has  ever  been  repaid  to  them. 

That  said  sale  was  necessary,  and  would  not  have  been  made  if 
the  said  Controller's  warrant  had  been  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  ]n-ay  that  they  may  be  allowed  from 
the  State  General  Fund  the  sum  of  $250,  and  that  the  State  Controller 
be  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  for  that  sum  in  favor  of  your 
petitioners.

First — That  he  has  lately  recovered,  and  now  holds,  in  behalf  of  a

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARY. 


State  Library,  September  28,  1882. 

To  his  Excellency  George  C.  Perkins,  Governor  of  California  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Library  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing as  their  report  for  the  thirty-second  and  thirtv-third  fiscal  years, 
ending  June  30,  1882 : 

The  total  number  of  books  in  the  Library  at  the  close  of  the 
thirty-first  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1880,  was  51,166,  of  which 
35,685  were  in  the  General  Library,  and  15,481  were  in  the  Law 
Library.  The  total  accessions  during  the  past  two  fiscal  years  have 
been  3,294  volumes,  2,328  having  been  added  to  the  General  Library, 
and  966  to  the  Law  Library. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1882,  there  were  in  the 
Library  54,460  volumes,  38,013  in  the  General  Library,  and  16,447  in 
the  Law  Library. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Library  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  and  steadily  improving  in  number  and  quality  of  works.

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REPORT. 


To  his  Excellency  George  C,  Perkins,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Napa  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
respectfully  submits  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  expenditures  thereof 
for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  with  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  1882. 
The  Board  also  makes  such  recommendations  as  it  deems  the  welfare 
of  the  Institution  requires.  The  special  appropriations  by  the  last 
Legislature:  the  fund  for  the  construction  of  a  reservoir  on  Spencer 
Creek ;  the  fund  for  making  additional  water  tanks  for  the  towers  in 
the  Asylum  building;  also,  that  for  making  the  elevator-ways  fire- 
proof, and  the  appropriation  for  inclosing  bay  windows,  have  all  been 
exhausted  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  furnished. 

The  construction  fund  has  all  been  expended  in  fitting  up  and 
furnishing  rooms  in  the  attics  for  the  accommodation  of  patients, 
except  §27  14,  which  remains  in  the  treasury.  You  will  see  by  the 
statement  of  the  Treasurer,  whose  report  is  herewith  submitted,  that 
there  was  a  balance  in  the  fund  for  maintenance  at  the  close  of  the 
last  fiscal  year,  of  $9,634.  Vouchers  for  all  expenditures  are  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

Annexed  to  this  communication  is  the  instructive  report  of  the 
llesident  Pliysician,  wherein  many  important  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations are  made,  to  which  your  attention  is  respectfully  called. 
Under  the  direction  of  a  law  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature,  on 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  1881,  the  Board  purchased  from  William 
H.  Coombs,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Asylum,  a  tract  of  land  consisting 
of  402yVi7  acres,  paying  therefor  the  sum  of  §12,000. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board,  on  the  thirteenth  of  July 
last,  measures  were  taken  to  establish  telephonic  communication 
between  the  Asylum  and  the  City  of  Napa.  Within  a  few  days 
thereafter  the  Board  made  a  contract  with  the  Pacific  Bell  Telephone 
Company  to  construct  a  line  for  that  purpose.  At  the  monthly  meet- 
ing, on  the  tenth  of  August,  the  line  had  been  completed,  and  the 
Asylum  was  in  telephonic  communication  with  the  office  of  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  in  Napa.  The  length  of  the 
line  is  two  and  a  half  miles,  and  it  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  §250. 
It  is  an  indis])ensable  necessity  with  the  Asylum,  and  a  great  con- 
venience to  jiarties  liaving  business  therewith. 

Since  tlie  adjournment  of  the  late  Legislature  the  important  prob- 
lem of  water  supply  has  been  solved  with  most  fortunate  results.  In 
making  a  deep  cut  across  Spencer  Creek,  in  searcii  for  a  solid,  bed- 
rock foundation  upon  which  to  construct  a  dam  for  the  projected 
reservoir,  a  bountiful  supply  of  clear,  pure,  flowing  water  was  unex- 
pectedly developed,  which,  in  connection  with  other  sources  already

secured,  was  deemed  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Institution 
for  all  time.  After  boring  deep  holes  in  the  bottom  of  the  cut,  it  was 
demonstrated,  by  measurement,  that  in  the  month  of  October  more 
than  100,000  gallons  of  water  flowed  into  the  cut  every  twenty-four 
hours.  But  when  this  fine  supply  of  water  was  left  to  fill  the  cut, 
which  was  forty-three  feet  deep,  so  great  was  the  pressure  that  the 
most  of  it  escaped,  and  was  lost  through  deep  subterraneous  passages; 
even  less  than  15,000  gallons  rose  to  the  top  of  the  cut  and  ran  down 
the  bed  of  the  creek.  At  this  perplexing  crisis  the  Board,  following 
the  advice  of  Herman  Schussler,  Anthonj^  Chabot,  and  other  distin- 
guished engineers,  whom  we  again  cordially  thank  for  much  timely 
and  valuable  assistance,  abandoned  the  plan  of  building  a  dam  for 
a  reservoir,  but,  in  lieu  thereof,  proceeded  down  Spencer  Creek  to  a 
point  having  sufficient  fall,  and  thence  constructed  a  tunnel  a  distance 
of  932  feet  to  the  bottom  of  the  cut,  thus  securing  all  the  water  that 
flowed  therein.  This  water  is  conveyed  to  the  Asylum  through  iron 
pipes,  and  has  sufficient  fall  for  any  purpose  desired.  During  the 
past  summer  the  united  supply  from  all  sources  has  never  been  less 
than  150,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours.  Water  being  now  abun- 
dant in  quantity  and  excellent  in  quality,  is  an  inestimable  blessing 
to  the  Institution.  We  believe  the  supply  is  permanent.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  very  light  rains  of  last  winter,  the  present  season  ranks 
as  one  of  the  driest  known  since  California  was  acquired  from 
Mexico,  with  the  exception  of  the  memorable  dry  summer  of  1864. 

Tiie  present  facilities  for  the  shipment  and  delivery  of  coal  and 
other  bulky  materials,  furnished  by  the  cargo,  for  the  use  of  the 
Asylum,  are  inconvenient,  annoying,  and,  consequently,  expensive 
to  the  State.  Under  the  present  arrangement,  a  vessel  laden  with  a 
cargo  for  the  Institution  is  compelled  to  pass  the  point  opposite  to 
the  Asylum,  and  continue  up  Napa  River  some  two  miles,  passing 
through  a  draw-bridge  to  discharge  her  cargo,  at  a  very  inconvenient, 
insecure  place,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  below  First  Street. 
From  this  point  the  cargo  is  hauled  in  wagons  to  its  destination,  a 
distance  of  nearly  two  miles,  and  often  in  the  Winter  season,  over  a 
very  bad  and  almost  impassable  road.  Now,  the  distance  from  the 
Asylum  to  the  nearest  point  on  Napa  River,  is  only  a  few  rods  more 
than  three  fourths  of  a  mile.  The  Asylum  grounds  already  extend 
in  a  direct  line  towards  this  point,  across  the  county  road,  down  to 
the  Napa  Valley  Railroad,  and  within  a  few  rods  of  the  river.  The 
Board  recommends  the  purchase  of  this  narrow  strip  of  land,  fifty 
yards  wide,  and  embracing  an  area  of  about  three  acres,  lying 
between  the  railroad  and  Napa  River,  and  that  a  wharf  be  erected 
on  the  river  bank  to  receive  bulky  Asylum  freights,  jiarticularly 
such  as  are  shipped  by  the  cargo.  To  establish  the  proposed  facili- 
ties for  tlie  shipment  of  Asylum  supplies,  would  require  but  a  small 
appropriation,  while  it  would  be  an  economical  enterj)rise  for  the 
State.  liy  such  facilities  it  is  estimated  that  coal  could  be  delivered 
at  the  A.sylum  from  twelve  to  fifteen  {ler  cent,  cheaper  than  by  the 
present  arrangement.  During  the  last  iisc-ai  year  the  Institution  con- 
sumed 1,840  tons  of  coal,  at  a  cost  of  Si 7.554  08,  a  saving  of  twelve 
per  cent.;  tiie  lowest  estimate  on  this  amount  would  reduce  the  ex- 
pense, in  one  year,  on  the  article  of  coal  alone,  more  than  $2,0CK). 
The  Board  asks  for  an  approuriation  to  erect  a  stable  and  barn,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Asylum,  rhe.se  are  urgent  necessities  that  have 
already  been  too  long  delayed;  there  is  no  fit  place  for  the  storage  of 


hay  or  other  feed  for  stock,  while  in  each  cold,  windy  storm  "the 
lowing  herd"  seeks  in  vain  for  a  comfortable  shelter.  We  also  earn- 
estly' recommend  an  appropriation  to  build  residences  for  the  fami- 
lies of  the  Resident  and  Assistant  Physicians,  and  that  the  rooms 
which  they  now  occupy  in  the  Asylum  building,  having  a  capacity 
for  some  sixty  patients,  be  fitted  up  and  furnished  for  their  accom- 
modation. 

We  are  not  unmindful  that  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Asy- 
lum has  for  a  long  time  engrossed  your  earnest  attention,  with  much 
solicitude  and  anxiety.  Every  year  the  growing  magnitude  of  this 
evil  becomes  more  alarming.  The  increase  of  patients  for  the  two 
fiscal  years  ending  with  June  30,  1882,  was  333,  and  the  number  of 
patients  in  the  Asylum  at  that  date  was  1,172.  It  will  reach  1,200 
before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Legislature.  Thus  we  now  have, 
crowded  together  in  one  building,  including  the  officers  and  the 
attaches  of  the  Institution,  about  1,300  persons,  which  is  equal  to  the 
entire  population  of  a  tolerably  large  town.  For  sanitary  and  other 
obvious  reasons,  this  is  far  too  great  a  number  to  be  crowded  in  an 
area  of  such  narrow  limits.  California  has  done  much  for  her  insane, 
but  every  impulse  of  humanity  pleads  for  the  State  to  do  more.  As 
the  poor  and  unfortunate  are  always  with  us,  so  the  noble  mission  of 
charity  is  ever  endless.  What  shall  be  the  relief?  Both  the  Napa 
and  Stockton  Asylums  are  alike  overcrowded.  From  twenty  to 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  inmates  of  our  Asylums  are  harmless, 
feeble-minded  persons,  the  most  of  whom  were  committed  in  viola- 
tion of  law.  Plain,  inexpensive  buildings  could  be  constructed  on 
the  Asylum  grounds,  where  this  class  of  patients  could  be  comforta- 
bly maintained  at  a  moderate  expense.  But  this  would  be  only  a 
partial  relief.  We  suggest  that  another  Asylum  for  the  Insane  be 
built,  south  of  the  bay,  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  City  of 
San  Francisco.

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RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Th'usfees  of  the  Napa  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane : 

Gentlemen' :  In  Appendix  "A"  j'oii  will  find  my  report  for  the 
year  ending  with  June  30,  1881,  submitted  to  3'ou  at  the  July  meeting 
of  your  Honorable  Board  in  tliat  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  custom,  and  propriety, 
it  again  becomes  my  dutj'  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  with  June  30, 1882,  and  to  call  your  attention  to  such  matters, 
and  to  make  such  suggestions,  as  may  seem  needful  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  institution  confided  to  our  care. 

The  following  summary  exhibits  the  number  of  patients  in  the 
Asylum  June  30,  1881,  number  admitted,  number  under  care  and 
treatment,  number  discharged  and  died  during  the  year,  and  the 
number  remaining  in  the  Asylum  June  30,  1882:

By  a  comparison  of  this  tah)le  with  the  corresponding  one  for  the 
previous  year  (Appendix  A)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  admissions  were 
twenty  less,  the  discharges  thirty-one  in  excess,  and  the  death  rate  two 
per  cent,  less  than  in  that  year.  Of  course  there  are  many  circum- 
stances influencing  the  death  rate  of  all  asylums,  and  especially  the 
character  of  the  diseases  with  which  those  committed  are  afflicted. 
Last  year  there  were  but  twelve  deaths  from  paralysis  and  five  from 
con.sumption;  the  previous  year  twenty-two  succumbed  to  paralysis 
and  nine  to  consumption.  Last  year  we  were  blessed  with  immunity 
from  suicides,  while  the  year  previous  it  was  our  misfortune  to  have 
to  record  three  deaths  from  this  cause. 

Of  those  discharged  125  were  supposed  to  be  cured,  and  147 
improved.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  recoveries 
grow  less,  and  of  those  discharged  as  improved  become  greater  each 
year.    The  two  combined  make  a  fjercentage  of  54.13  on  admissions, 
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and  is,  I  believe,  about  equal  to  the  discharges,  under  their  two 
heads,  to  that  of  the  best  institutions  in  the  countr3^ 

The  smaller  number  under  the  head  of  cured,  in  my  reports,  onlj' 
goes  to  show  that  I  have  less  faith  in  the  permanent  curability  of 
insanity  than  most  persons  engaged  in  the  specialty,  and  less  than  I 
had  in  the  earlier  years  of  my  studies  and  investigations  upon  this 
subject. 

It  is  true  that  a  larger  majority  of  those  discharged  "as  improved" 
appear  to  be  well;  indeed,  so  far  as  one  can  judge  from  the  acts,  con- 
versation and  appearance  of  these  persons  at  the  time  of  their  dis- 
charge they  are  well,  but  from  some  things  connected  with  their 
manner,  history  or  previous  habits,  I  believed  there  would  be  a 
recurrence  of  their  maladies;  and  for  this  reason  have  deemed  it 
more  prudent  to  put  them  on  the  improved  list  instead  of  pronounc- 
ing them  "  cured  and  restored  to  reason." 

Those  discharged  as  "unimproved"  were  only  six,  and  were 
removed  by  their  families  or  friends,  either  to  be  sent  to  their  dis- 
tant homes  or  kept  in  the  State. 

Those  discharged  (8)  as  "not  insane"  were  mostly  cases  of  acute 
alcoholism,  who  are  always  sane  when  sober,  and  were  kept  here  only 
a  month  or  two. 

Of  the  whole  number  (1,172)  1,140  are  in  the  Asylum  and  32  are 
absent  on  leave,  with  their  families,  with  the  view  to  test  their  ability 
to  get  along  without  confinement  in  an  asylum.  These  persons  are 
usually  returned  by  those  having  them  in  charge  within  thirty  or 
sixty  days,  or  a  discharge  is  forwarded  to  them.  I  believe  the  cus- 
tom of  letting  many  of  them  leave  on  trial  a  good  one,  as  they  are 
not  well  enough  to  be  discharged  when  taken  out,  and  yet  many  of 
them  continue  to  improve  while  at  home  and  never  return  to  the 
Asylum. 

Of  the  543  patients  received  during  the  year,  207  were  born  in  this 
country,  322  in  foreign  countries,  and  the  nativity  of  14  were  un- 
known. It  will  thus  be  seen  that  while  the  residents  of  this  State  of 
foreign  birth  constitute  but  one  third  the  population,  they  furnish 
three  fifths  of  the  inmates  of  our  Asylums;  and  I  am  still  of  the 
opinion,  previously  expressed  in  my  reports,  that  the  change  from 
the  vegetable  diet,  to  which  they  had  been  accustomed  in  their  native 
lands,  to  excessive  indulgence  in  animal  food,  after  arriving  in  this 
country,  will  account  for  their  greater  susceptibility  to  derangement 
of  the  intellectual  faculties.  It  is  the  only  cause  that  is  ai)plicable  to 
them  and  not  to  the  natives  of  this  country.  It  is  at  least  a  satis- 
factory reason  to  my  mind,  and  if  not  correct  I  would  be  glad  to  learn 
the  real  cause.  The  suscei)tibility  of  the  foreign  born  to  attacks  of 
insanity'  is  a  fact  not  ai)plieable  alone  to  Calil'ornia,  but  to  all  the 
States  of  the  Union. 

It  may  be  that  many  of  this  unsettled  and  vitiated  class  are 
encouraged  to  leave  their  native  lands,  and  are  aided  in  coming  to 
this  "asylum  for  the  opi)ressed  and  alfiicted  of  all  the  world  and 
tlie  rest  of  mankind."  But,  whatever  be  the  cause,  they  must  be 
taken  care  of,  and  suitable  places  provided  for  their  maintenance. 
At  this  time,  one  person  out  of  every  383  of  the  entire  population  is 
in.sane,  and  if  the  ratio  of  increase  continues  as  it  lias  done  during  the 
last  twenty  years  one  third  of  the  population  will  be  insane  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  2(KK).  Nor  must  it  bo  overlooked  that  at  least  1)5 
per  cent,  of  these  people  come  from  the  adults  of  the  State. 
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ANNUAL    INCREASE. 

Ill  my  report  ot  1880  I  said  : 

The  average  annual  increase,  since  the  Asylum  was  opened,  has  been  167f .  The  increase 
during  the  last  year — 125 — being  the  smallest.  These,  added  to  an  already  crowded  Asylum, 
has  sorely  taxed  our  ingenuity,  and  has  rendered  proper  classification  more  impossible  than  ever. 
The  attics  now  being  fitted  up  will,  ere  long,  aflbrd  accommodations  for  nearly  200  patients; 
but  as  more  than  half  of  this  space  will  be  occupied  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30th,  1880,  the  question  again  arises  as  to  what  is  to  be  done  with  the  increase  for  the  next 
two  years,  which  no  reasonable  estimate  can  place  at  less  than  250.  To  my  mind  the  remedy  is 
perfectly  clear.  Steps  should  be  taken  and  api)ropriations  made  by  the  Legislature,  soon  to  con- 
vene, for  the  construction  of  another  Asylum,  to  be  located  in  the  First  or  Fourth  Congressional 
District.  Its  pressing  demands  will  be  required  long  before  it  can  possibly  be  completed,  and 
we  had  as  well,  and  better,  meet  the  issue  now  as  hereafter.  There  is  nothing  more  certain  in 
the  future  than  that  there  will  be  not  less  than  1,200  patients  in  this  Asylum  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  SOth,  1883.  This  will  be  just  double  the  number  that  this  Asylum  was 
originally  intended  to  accommodate,  and  many  more  than  should  ever  be  packed  beneath  one 
roof,  and  to  store  these  away,  even  with  tolerable  comfort,  it  will,  in  addition  to  the  sum  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  tlie  Asylum,  require  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  carry 
out  the  recommendations  in  your  last  biennial  report. 

As  already  stated,  the  number  had  reached  1,172  on  the  first  of 
July,  and  it  now  seems  positively  certain  that  it  will  reach  1,200 
before  the  Legislature  convenes  in  January  next. 

The  §18,000  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  has  been  expended 
in  fitting  up  attics  and  making  partitions  in  some  of  the  wards, 
whereby  we  are  enabled  to  accommodate  126  additional  patients. 
This  space,  with  tlie  exception  of  one  ward  for  40  patients  on  the 
female  side  of  the  Asylum,  has  already  been  occupied.  Hence  we 
are  as  much,  if  not  more,  pressed  for  room  than  when  the  appropria- 
tion was  made. 

The  power  of  expansion  in  this  Asylum  has  at  last  come  to  an  end, 
except  to  a  limited  extent,  and  that  in  two,  possibly  three,  directions 
only. 

First — Again  quoting  from  my  report  of  1880: 

IN'FIRMAUIF.S. 

The  construction  of  two  infirmaries,  one  for  each  sex,  in  which  the  sick  and  bed-ridden 
patients  can  be  made  more  comfortable,  and  be  better  treated  than  it  is  possible  amid  the  noise 
and  confusion  of  the  wards  as  at  present  arranged,  is  of  the  first  importance. 

In  my  report  to  Governor  Ilaight,  in  1871,  after  visiting  the  best  asylums  in  the  world,  I 
recommended  infirmaries  as  necessary  adjuncts  to  any  asylum  that  might  bo  built,  and  at  my 
suggestion,  they  were  made  a  part  of  the  f)lan  for  this  Asylum,  but  unfortunately,  were  never 
built.  I  again  renewed  the  recommendation  in  my  last  report  to  your  Honorable  Board,  and 
will  continue  to  do  so  in  each  succeeding  report,  until  the  desired  end  shall  have  been  accom- 
plished. 

Dr.  Jolin  P.  <iray.  Superintendent  of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Utica,  New  York,  in  his 
last  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  that  asylum,  .says:  "  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
importance  of  building  a  small  wing,  or  hospital,  for  the  special  care  of  the  more  feeble  and 
sick  class  of  patients.  Our  arrangements  for  taking  care  of  the  sick,  though  probably  as  good 
as  in  other  similar  institutions,  must  be  regarded  as  very  imperfect.  All  sick  patients  should 
be  immediately  removed  from  the  wards  to  a  hospital  department,  properly  arranged,  when 
every  attention  demanded  by  their  conditions  could  be  bestowed;  where  the  physician  could 
visit  them  frequently  through  the  day,  and  in  the  night  if  necessary,  without  disturbing  others; 
where  those  very  ill  could  be  visited,  and  if  advisable,  nursed  by  their  friends.  The  experience 
<  f  the  great  benefit  of  the  small  hospital  wing  for  women  makes  the  need  of  the  one  for  the 
men  seem  more  urgent." 

The  estimated  cost  for  building,  equipping,  and  finishing  these  infirmaries,  for  thirty  patients 
ich,  is  $40,000  for  the  two,  or  $760  for  each  patient  to  be  accommodated. 

Second — Tlie  construction  of  residences  for  the  Medical  Officers 
and  their  families  would  vacate  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  them 
in  the  center  building  of  the  Asylum.    One  of  these  floors  could 
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be  used  to  great  advantage  by  the  Seamstress  and  the  patients  who 
assist  her,  and  would  constitute  a  sewing-room  ward.  At  present,  the 
sewing-room  is  in  the  ward  where  the  laundry  women  sleep  and  eat, 
and  it  is  too  small  for  both ;  the  patients  have  to  be  daily  brought 
from  the  other  wards  in  the  morning  and  returned  in  the  evening, 
making  it  inconvenient  and  unsatisfactory.  The  other  floor  could 
be  used  to  advantage  for  the  better  class  of  the  convalescent  patients. 
These  wards  would  accommodate  thirtj^  patients  each,  which,  added 
to  the  two  infirmaries,  would  enable  us  to  take  care  of  120  patients 
more,  or  about  1,300  in  all.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  is  as  far  as  pru- 
dence and  sound  discretion  will  permit  us  to  go,  and  certainly  as  far 
as  I  can  advise  those  in  authority  to  go. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  continuation  of  Table  T,  Appendix  "B," 
that  of  the  543  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  259  were  from  San 
Francisco  alone.  This  annual  contribution  from  one  great  metrop- 
olis is  sufficient  to  fill  any  Asylum  that  can  be  built  in  a  short  time, 
and  every  consideration  of  convenience  and  economy  would  dictate 
the  establishment  of  a  hospital  on  the  Peninsula  for  their  accommo- 
dation, and  whatever  my  opinion  is  worth,  it  is  given  with  earnest- 
ness and  emphasis  for  the  establishment  of  an  Asylum  there.  It 
will  do  more  to  relieve  the  pressure  upon  this  Asylum  than  any 
other  plan  that  could  be  adopted;  and  as  this  pressure  must  be 
relieved  bj""  some  means  or  other,  by  the  next  Legislature,  I  will 
suggest  the  third  direction  in  which  it  is  possible  to  extend  the 
capacity  of  this  institution,  viz:  by  the  construction  of  plain,  sub- 
stantial, but  cheap  brick  buildings  to  accommodate  fifty  or  sixty 
patients  each,  for  the  quiet,  harmless,  and  helpless  cases  of  mental 
unsoundness.  These  buildings  could  be  located  on  the  Coombs  or 
Spencer  tracts,  recently  purchased  by  the  State  for  the  use  of  this 
Asylum.  There  are  good  sites  for  building  purposes  on  either  place, 
whether  the  buildings  be  constructed  in  groups,  with  a  central 
kitchen  and  dining  rooms,  as  in  the  pavilion  plan,  or  as  separate 
and  distinct  structures.  .A.t  least  three  buildings  for  fifty  patients 
each  would  have  to  be  constructed  every  year  to  accommodate  the 
inevitable  increase  of  this  unfortunate  class  of  helpless  and  depend- 
ent people.  Should  this  mode  of  relief  be  adopted,  no  additional 
Board  of  Managers  would  be  required,  and  only  one  additional 
physician,  which  would  make  it  by  far  the  most  economical  plan 
that  could  be  adopted.  Yet  I  do  not  consider  it  the  best  method, 
and  would  onlj'  recommend  it  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  establish 
another  independent  Asylum  on  the  Peninsula,  near  San  Francisco. 

SITTING-ROOMS. 

Since  the  sitting-rooms  in  ten  of  the  wards  were  fitted  up  and 
furnished  with  stoves,  a  marked  difference  in  the  comfort  of  the 
patients  is  observable.  It  is  one  of  the  most  gratifying  improve- 
ments that  has  yet  been  made. 

ELEVATORS. 

Four  of  the  food  elevator-ways  have  been  encased  with  heavy  sheet 
iron,  and  are  now  considered  fire-proof,  which  has  relieved  us  of  one 
of  the  greatest  sources  of  anxiety.  The  apj^-opriation  of  $1,250  was 
not  sufficient  to  reach  the  other,  and  only  remaining  elevator-way. 
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Yet  I  believe  3'our  Honorable  Board  would  be  justified  in  using  any 
money  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  to  complete  this  important 
work.  In  this  connection,  I  will  also  call  your  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity of  constructing  a  dumb  waiter  for  conveying  the  food  to  wards 
one  and  two,  in  the  rear  center  building.  At  present  it  is  necessary 
to  carry  it  to  these  wards  by  hand,  which  is  liable  to  be  dropped 
upon  the  floors  at  any  time,  and  is  not  only  inconvenient,  but  untidy. 

WATER  TANKS. 

Three  additional  water  tanks,  put  up  since  our  last  report,  are  of 
great  importance ;  they  add  eleven  thousand  gallons  to  the  storage 
capacity  in  the  hospital,  and  have  been  a  comfort  and  security  in  the 
event  of  fires.  On  this  question  of  fires,  however,  I  am  not  yet  satis- 
fied that  all  has  been  done  that  prudence  would  seem  to  dictate.  It 
should,  at  least,  be  looked  into  bj'  the  Board,  and  such  recommen- 
dations made  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  A  fire  engine  has  been 
suggested  by  some  observers,  while  larger  pipes,  connected  with  the 
main  supply  pipe,  is  thought  best  by  others. 

LAND  PURCHASED. 

The  expenditure  of  §12,000  for  the  purchase  of  the  Coombs'  tract 
of  402^1)^  acres,  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum,  was  a  more  judicious 
investment  than  was  supposed  by  many  at  the  time  the  appropria- 
tion was  made.  The  land  is  far  better  than  I  supposed,  for  agricul- 
tural, grazing  and  fruit  growing  purposes.  The  5000  vines  and  few 
fruit  trees  upon  the  place,  are  bearing  well  this  season,  and  will  con- 
tribute largely  to  the  gratification,  and  probably  to  the  health  of  the 
patients.  Lands  are  being  cleared  up  on  that  tract  for  additional 
vines  to  be  set  out  next  year,  and  a  few  acres  should  also  be  planted 
with  the  pear  and  other  fruit  trees.  It  should  not  only  be  our  policy 
to  raise  all  the  fruit  that  can  be  judiciously  consumed  during  the 
season,  but  also  enough  to  dry,  or  otherwise  preserve  for  use  during 
the  winter  months. 

THE    COTTAGE   SYSTEM. 

The  small  house  on  this  tract  is  now  occupied  by  an  attendant  and 
four  patients,  who  have  cultivated  the  vines  and  fruit  trees  now  upon 
the  place;  they  are  also  cultivating  a  few  vegetables  for  the  Asylum, 
and  are  clearing  lands  for  additional  vines  and  fruit  trees  next 
season.  We  have  thus  taken  the  initiative  step  in  the  establishment 
of  the  cottage  system,  so  much  commended  by  some  writers.  If  the 
house  was  more  commodious,  twenty  patients  could  be  kept  and 
employed  on  this  place  as  well  as  four. 

A  similar  colony  might  be  established  by  building  a  suitable  house 
on  the  Spencer  tract.  It  would  be  still  better,  if  the  houses  were  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  fifty  or  sixty  patients  each,  to  be 
looked  after  and  directed  by  three  attendants  to  each  building. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  not  the  system  in  vogue  at 
Gheel  in  Belgium,  and  in  .some  portions  of  Scotland.  There,  persons 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Asylums  are  induced  to  take  from  one 
to  four — never  more — patients  in  their  families,  and  are  paid  a  franc 
or  a  shilling  per  day  for  boarding  and  taking  care  of  them,  while 
here,  the  State  pays  all  the  expenses  of  maintenance,  and  derives 
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such  benefits  from  their  labor  as  it  may  be  worth  by  way  of  aiding 
in  their  own  support.  It  is  more  like  the  colony  "  Fitz  James,"  at 
Clermont  in  France,  than  that  at  Gheel  in  Belgium,  the  latter 
system  being  entirely  impracticable  in  this  country. 

STABLE,    BARN,    AND    COW   SHEDS. 

A  stable  and  hay  barn,  a  cow  house  and  straw  shed,  are  the 
essentials  of  every  well  regulated  farm,  and  should  have  been  built 
long  ago.    We  need  them  badly. 

FENCING. 

Tlie  entire  farm  should  be  inclosed  with  a  good,  substantial  fence, 
and  some  partition  fences  are  absolutely  necessary  to  separate  the 
cultivated  from  the  pasture  lands.  Those  originally  upon  tlie  place 
w^ere  built  in  the  most  unfarmlike  manner,  and  most  of  them  are 
falling  down  from  decay. 

PAINTING. 

Many  of  the  wards  are  sadly  in  need  of  a  coat  or  two  of  paint,  not 
only  to  prevent  the  absorption  of  eflluvia,  but  to  render  them  neater 
and  more  attractive  in  appearance.  In  addition  to  this,  the  outer 
walls  of  the  south  side  of  the  building  wliere  exposed  to  the  driving 
rains  of  Winter,  should  be  painted;  especially  is  this  necessary  with 
the  Frear  stone  coping  and  trimmings  over  the  windows,  and  at  the 
ends  of  the  corridors.  The  sum  of  S3,000  could  be  most  advantage- 
ously expended  for  this  purpose. 

LODGE    AND   GATE. 

A  neat  lodge  has  been  erected  for  a  gatekeeper  at  the  entrance  to 
the  avenue.  It  was  mostly  constructed  from  material  on  the  place, 
and  the  labor  of  the  jiatients.  Its  costs  was  §300,  about  half  what  it 
would  have  cost  if  built  by  hired  labor  and  of  new  material.  It  is 
called  the  ''Soldiers'  Home,"  as  a  patient,  Peter  Menges,  a  veteran  of 
the  Mexican  war,  has  taken  up  his  residence  there,  and  makes  an 
attentive  and  efficient  gatekeeper.  He  asks  the  Board  to  erect  a 
liberty  pole  and  furnish  a  flag  to  be  used  on  all  appropriate  occasions. 
The  erection  of  this  house  has  furnished  room  for  an  additional 
l)atient  in  the  Asylum.  A  light  iron  fence  should  be  put  up  across 
the  avenue,  and  a  tasteful  gate  constructed  to  correspond. 

steward's  reports. 

The  reports  of  tlie  Steward  contain  itemized  accounts  of  articles 
purchased  and  consumed  during  the  fi.scal  years  ending  June  80,  1881, 
and  June  30,  1882.  They  also  snow  the  cost  of  tlie  different  depart- 
ments; a  monthly  statement  of  tlie  average  number  of  patients 
daily;  average  daily  ex|)enses ;  average  cost  per  capita  per  day,  and 
average  cost  per  month;  the  aggregate  disbursements;  and  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  farm,  garden,  and  dairy.  To  these  tables,  A]>i)endices 
"A"  and  "  B,"  I  invite  your  special  attention  ;  they  exhibit,  in  con- 
densed form,  all  that  pertains  to  the  economical  and  financial  man- 
agement of  the  institution. 
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DAILY  PER  CAPITA  EXPENSE. 

The  per  capita  expense  for  the  first  year,  comprised  in  this  report, 
was  forty-two  cents  per  day ;  that  for  the  kist  fiscal  year,  was  forty- 
one  cents  per  day.  This  remarkably  low  figure  could  not  have  been 
reached  except  for  the  products  of  the  farm,  garden,  and  dairy, 
which  were  the  fruits  of  labor  mostly  done  by  the  patients.  Our 
male  working  ward  contains  about  eighty  men,  who  work  in  various 
capacities,  from  four  to  six  hours  a  day.  About  half  this  number  of 
females  work  in  the  sewing  room  and  laundry,  and  deserve  great 
credit  for  the  cheerful  manner  in  which  they  do  their  work.  These 
are  the  best  wards  in  the  Asylum;  have  more  liberal  and  varied  diet, 
and  furnish  the  greatest  number  of  discharges.  Thus,  while  they 
are  helping  to  support  themselves,  they  are  benefited  in  return. 
With  these  facts  before  you,  mj  estimate  at  forty-one  cents  per  capita 
per  day,  for  the  appropriation  for  maintenance  for  the  next  two 
years,  must  be  considered  reasonable,  and  I  trust  will  require  no 
urging  to  obtain  it  from  the  next  Legislature.  It  has  cost  the  State 
forty-one  cents  a  day  for  each  patient  maintained  in  this  Asylum 
during  the  last  two  years,  and  will  cost  as  much  in  the  years  to  come. 
It  is  much  less  than  it  costs  in  nine  tenths  of  the  Asylums  in  other 
States,  and  yet  I  believe  they  are  as  well  cared  for  as  in  similar  insti- 
tutions in  tiie  older  States  or  older  countries. 

OTHER    EXPENDITURES  AND    INCOME. 

In  addition  to  the  sum  expended  for  maintenance,  $18,407  07  has 
been  expended  during  the  two  years  under  consideration  for  various 
other  purposes.  At  the  end  of  the  two  years  the  number  of  patients 
was  333  more  than  at  the  beginning,  and  $11,249  30  was  required  to 
procure  furniture  for  their  accommodation.  The  sum  of  $3,353  72 
was  required  to  pay  interest  from  July  to  February  of  each  year, 
when  then.'  was  no  money  in  the  State  treasury  to  cash  our  warrants; 
S595  for  the  purchase  of  additional  cows;  S170  for  a  horse,  and  $138  90 
for  farming  implements  and  other  miscellaneous  articles,  and  $2,000 
in  purchasing  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowering  plants,  water  pipe,  hose  and 
sprinklers  for  the  grounds,  the  erection  of  a  lodge  for  the  gate-keeper, 
and  other  purposes.  On  the  other  hand,  the  sum  of  $16,888  90  was 
received  for  the  board  of  pay  patients,  and  $2,343  from  the  Steward's 
sales,  being  an  excess  over  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  $823  28. 

TREATMENT   OF   PATIENTS. 

The  medical  treatment  of  the  patients  is  conducted  on  the  same 
general  j^rinciples  set  forth  in  my  previous  rei)orts  to  your  Honorable 
Board,  while  every  ellbrt  has  been  made  to  occupy,  employ,  amuse 
and  entertain  them,  with  the  view  of  diverting  the  mind  from  gloomy 
or  distracting  thoughts.     In  my  report  of  1880  I  said  : 

Our  patients  have  done  a  great  deal  of  work,  though  employed  only  four  hours  a  day,  and 
many  of  them  seem  as  much  interested  in  the  improvements  going  on  as  if  the  place  belonged 
t»  then». 

But  it  is  not  alone  upon  the  grounds  that  the  patients  have  lent  us  a  lielping  hand,  since  by 
their  labor  the  vegetables  are  cultured  and  raised.  It  is  by  their  help  Utn  tliat  most  of  the  work 
in  the  laundry  and  sewing  room  is  done.  They  aid,  too,  in  the  kitchen  and  bakery,  in  the 
boiler  house  and  carpenter  shop,  in  taking  care  of  the  horses  and  milking  the  cows,  in  taking 
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care  of  the  pigs  and  poultry,  and  in  man}'  and  divers  ways  assist  in  doing  work  on  the  wards. 
For  all  this  they  should  be  rewarded  and  encouraged,  amused  and  entertained,  which  we  do  ta 
the  best  of  our  ability.  Our  weekly  entertainments  still  continue,  but  we  should  be  supplied 
with  a  magic  lantern  for  their  amusement,  with  pictures  to  hang  upon  the  walls,  and  cheap 
books  and  periodicals  for  them  to  read,  to  occupy  their  time  and  divert  their  minds.  We  often 
hear  of  philanthropists  taking  great  interest  in  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  the 
State  Prison,  and  have  wondered  why  they  should  so  completely  ignore  the  poor  unfortunate 
people  committed  to  our  care.  I  would  like  for  some  of  them  to  answer,  if  they  can,  and 
would  like  still  better  to  be  remembered  by  our  friends  soon  to  assemble  at  thecapitol.  A  thou- 
sand dollars  could  be  most  judiciously  and  benevolently  expended  for  these  people  in  this  way, 
and  Would  produce  good  results. 

Believing  in  the  correctness  and  utility  of  the  foregoing  principles, 
as  applied  to  the  moral  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  with  a  sincere 
desire  to  relieve  the  distress  of  the  unfortunate  persons  committed  to 
my  care,  and  feeling  that  I  was  justified  in  any  reasonable  expendi- 
ture in  the  procurement  of  beneficial  results,  I  ordered  the  purchase 
of  an  army  printing  press  and  some  second-hand  tj^pe,  that  the  minds 
of  some  printers  among  the  patients  might  be  pleasant!}"  occupied, 
and  their  time  employed.  In  iiiy  travels  in  Europe  I  visited  one 
asylum  at  Aversa,  Italy,  and  another  at  York,  in  England,  where 
occasional  issues  of  newspapers  were  published  by  the  patients  with 
good  results.  There  is  also  one  at  the  Alabama  A.sylum,  at  Tusca- 
loosa, and  another  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum  on  Ward's  Island,  New 
York.  They  have  all  been  commended  by  those  in  charge  of  those 
institutions,  and  I  can  add  my  testimonj^  to  the  beneficial  results 
obtained  here.  One  of  the  editors  has  recovered,  and  is  now  doing 
business  for  himself;  and  others  have,  at  least,  been  made  happy 
while  engaged  in  writing  for  the  Asylum  Appeal,  or  in  setting  the 
type.  In  addition  to  this,  nearly  all  the  papers  in  the  State  gener- 
ously exchanged  witii  the  little  "crank"  organ,  and  the  result  was, 
more  reading  matter  for  the  patients  than  ever  before  known.  Many 
of  these  exchanges  still  come  to  us,  notwithstanding  the  suspension 
of  the  publication  of  the  Asylum  Appeal,  which  has  been  compelled 
to  give  up  its  publication  room,  in  consequence  of  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  house.  Yet  I  hope  to  be  able  to  find,  in  garret  or  cellar, 
some  nook  or  corner  where  the  little  foundling  may  be  brought  to 
light  again.     Its  cost  was  $185. 

WATER   SUPPLY. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing,  in  the  warmest  terms, 
my  gratitude  and  thanks  to  our  generous  friends  in  the  executive 
and  legislative  departments  of  the  iState  government,  who  procured 
for  us  an  appropriation  for  an  additional  water  supply  for  this  Asy- 
lum. I  am  thankful  to  the  Board  for  the  judicious  manner  in  wliich 
these  funds  were  expended,  under  the  wise  counsel  of  H.  Schussler 
and  Mr.  ("habot,  and  other  distinguished  engineers,  who  generously 
gave  us  the  benefit  of  their  knowledge  and  experience  without  charge 
to  the  State.  I  thank  God  for  tlie  purity  and  abundance  of  this 
water,  which  lias  added  so  much  to  the  comfort  and  sofety  of  the 
Asylum,  and  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds.  Green  lawns  and  beau- 
tiful shrubs,  like  the  oasis  in  the  desert,  add  their  charms  to  the 
scene;  while  tlie  sweet  och^rs  of  lovely  flowers  perfume  the  air,  and 
in  silent  elo(iuence  express  their  praise.  In  the  expressive  language 
of  Governor  Perkins,  when  he  saw  the  success  of  the  enterprise, 
"You  have  struck  a  bonanza!"  and  we  are  all  haj)py  with  the  result. 

A  sprinkling  wagon  is  still  needed  to  keep  down  the  dust  on  the 
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drives  about  the  house  and  grounds,  and  I  will  ask  that  one  be  fur- 
nished for  the  next  dry  season.

These  expenditures,  aside  from  the  maintenance  fund,  would  ena- 
l)le  us  to  take  care  of  120  additional  patients,  or  a  little  less  than  the 
increase  for  one  j'ear.  Should  no  arrangement  be  made  for  the 
t'stablishment  of  an  Asylum  for  San  Francisco,  then  ^30,000  should 
Ije  appropriated  for  erecting  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of 
t'ach  one  hundred  patients  to  be  cared  for  on  these  premises.

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DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  his  Excellency  Geo.  C.  Perkins,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

In  compliance  with  law,  as  Directors  of  the  State  Insane  Asylum 
at  Stockton,  we  hereby  submit  our  biennial  report  for  the  two  years 
ending  July  1,  1882. 

Accompanying  this  report,  and  as  a  part  thereof,  will  be  found  the 
two  annual  reports  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  which  give  sepa- 
rately a  full  and  detailed  account  of  the  operations  of  said  institution 
for  each  of  the  two  years  embraced  in  this  report. 

The  Treasurer's  report  for  the  thirty-third  and  thirty-fourth  fiscal 
years,  the  two  years  ending  July  1,  1882,  is  also  hereto  annexed,  and 
constitutes  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  expenditures  in  all  the  several  departments  have  been  kept 
within  the  respective  sums  appropriated  therefor,  and  have  been  less 
than  the  appropriation  where  the  full  amount  was  not  required  for 
the  special  purpose  for  which  the  appropriation  was  made. 

The  amount  remaining  in  the  graveling  fund  at  the  date  of  our 
last  report  has  been  expended  to  within  $158  58,  and  the  appropriation 
of  S5,0(J0  for  that  purpose  will  soon  be  exactly  balanced  by  its  entire 
exhaustion.  This  appropriation  has  been  used  in  a  manner  highly 
satisfactory.  The  improvement  for  which  it  was  designed  was  indis- 
pensable, and  it  has  been  accomplished  so  efficiently  and  with  such 
a  degree  of  relief  from  the  inconvenience  previously  experienced 
that  it  is  obviously  of  greater  value  than  the  sum  of  its  cost. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  April  15,  1880,  the  sum  of 
$85,000  was  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  an  additional  building 
to  this  Asylum.  In  June,  1880,  steps  were  taken  in  the  contemplated 
work  by  inviting  a  number  of  architects  to  submit  plans  therefor, 
which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  the  plan  presented  by  Percy  & 
Hamilton,  architects  of  San  Francisco  and  Stockton.  After  adver- 
tising for  bids  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  the  proposition  of 
William  Confer  (Confer  Brothers)  was  accepted,  and  the  contract 
awarded  to  them  for  §72,000  in  round  numbers,  the  exact  sum  paid 
being  found  in  the  Treasurer's  report  hereto  annexed,  to  which 
reference  is  made. 

The  work  of  excavation  was  commenced  the  latter  part  of  1880, 
but  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  season  it  was  January  24,  1881, 
when  the  first  bricks  were  laid.  Tlie  work  was  prosecuted  as  rapidly 
as  practicable  tlirough  the  year  1881,  and  the  building  was  finished 
and  accepted  January  10,  1882. 

The  architects,  Messrs.  Percy  &  Hamilton,  superintended  its  con- 
struction in  a  faithful  and  satisfactory''  manner,  and  the  contractors. 
Confer  Brothers,  performed  their  work  with  commendable  fidelity. 
A  description  of  tlie  structure,  and  the  character  and  extent  of  the 


accommodations  afforded  thereby,  will  be  found  in  the  Superintend- 
ent's report  hereto  annexed. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  former  reports,  that  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  additional  building  was  asked  for,  not  to  enlarge  the 
capacit}'^  of  the  institution,  but  to  take  the  place  of  certain  wards 
unfit  for  use.  Hence,  these  wards,  contained  in  low,  damp,  detached 
structures,  called  "mad  houses,"  have  been  discontinued  ;  the  build- 
ings taken  down  and  removed ;  and  the  patients  therein,  and  those 
of  that  class,  are  now  properly  accommodated  in  the  new  building. 

But  there  is  still  a  large  number  of  patients,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
Superintendent's  report,  who  are  kept  in  a  cheap,  inferior  wooden 
building,  for  want  of  other  and  proper  accommodations.  This 
building  was  erected  long  ago,  under  an  imperative  demand  for  more 
room,  between  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  when  there  was  no 
opportunity  for  obtaining  tlie  authority  and  means  to  justify  the 
expenditure  an  appropriate  structure  would  cost.  The  accommo- 
dations in  it  are  below  any  reasonable  modern  standard  for  conven- 
ience and  comfort,  and  they  are  still  more  unfit  for  such  occupants 
from  danger  of  fire. 

We  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  the  new  brick  building 
be  extended  to  take  the  place  of  the  wooden  one,  and  to  give  accom- 
modations to  such  further  number  of  patients  as  are  not  now  supplied 
with  proper  room.  Plans  and  estimates  of  cost  for  such  extension 
will  be  presented  to  the  proper  committees  of  the  next  Legislature, 

The  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  to  furnish 
the  building  authorized  by  the  Act  of  1880.  The  furnishing  has 
been  done  on  such  a  scale  and  style,  with  a  view  to  economy,  that 
onb'  about  two  thirds  of  the  appropriation  will  be  used  or  required, 
hence  a  surplus  of  between  four  and  five  thousand  dollars  will 
remain  in  the  State  treasury. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  tabular  statements  in  the  Super- 
intendent's reports,  that  the  per  capita  cost  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  Asylum  for  the  thirty-third  fiscal  year  was  only  thirty-nine  cents 
per  day,  and  for  the  thirty-fourth  fiscal  year,  forty-one  cents  per  day, 
making  the  average  for  the  two  years  embraced  in  this  report,  forty 
cents.  This  includes  the  pay  of  physicians,  employes,  common 
repairs,  and  all  the  ordinary  expense  of  carrying  on  the  institution. 

For  a  more  complete  and  exact  statement  of  the  financial  trans- 
action of  the  institution  during  the  past  two  years,  we  refer  you  to 
the  accompanying  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

Finally,  we  commend  this  public  charity  to  your  favorable  con- 
sideration, in  the  hope  that  you  will  bespeak  for  it  a  liberal  spirit, 
and  fostering  care  on  the  part  of  our  Legislature.

As  you  do  not  make  any  report  this  year,  and  as  you  will  have 
another  annual  report  from  me  before  a  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture convenes,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  make  much  more  than  the 
usual  tabular  statement  at  this  time,  especially  as  monthly  reports 
have  been  submitted  to  you,  embracing  the  current  expenditures 
and  transactions,  as  they  have  taken  place  from  month  to  month.

The  per  capita  expense  of  maintaining  the  Asylum  during  the 
past  year  has  been  still  less  than  heretofore,  it  being  only  thirty-nine 
cents  per  day.

This  table,  more  fully  expressed  in  words,  shows  that  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1881,  there  were  in  the  Asylum  eleven  hundred  and  two 
patients;  that  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  ending  with  June 
30, 1882,  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  patients;  that  the  whole  num- 
ber under  care  and  treatment,  therefore,  during  the  year,  was  twelve 
hundred  and  eighty-one;  that  seventy-one  recovered  and  were  dis- 
charged as  cured;  that  eleven  were  discharged  as  improved;  that 
ninety-three  died,  and  that  eleven  successfully  escaped,  leaving  the 
number  in  the  Asylum  July  1,  1882,  ten  hundred  and  ninety-five. 

A  large  number  of  the  cases  admitted  during  the  past  year  belonged 
to  the  class  of  incurables.  Many  came  from  County  Hospitals,  in 
whom  the  mental  failure  was  but  the  result  of  a  general  breaking 
down  from  chronic  physical  disease;  some  were  epileptics,  others 
were  idiotic  or  imbecile;  and  there  were  thirteen  who  may  be  said  to 
be  in  a  state  of  advanced  senile  decay,  their  ages  when  admitted, 
according  to  the  medical  certificates,  ranging  from  sixty  to  ninety- 
seven  years.  Notwithstanding  these  unfavorable  conditions,  the 
recoveries  reach  about  forty  per  cent  of  the  number  of  admissions. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  lias  been  well  maintained. 
There  has  been  no  endemic  or  unusual  .sickness.  The  death  rate  has 
not  varied   in   any  noteworthy  degree  from  the  average  of  former 
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years,  or  from  that  of  other  similar  institutions.  And  the  causes  of 
deatli  are  such  only  as  are  common  in  asylums  for  the  insane. 

The  exciting  causes  of  insanity  are  varied  ;  but  during  last  year,  as 
has  been  evident  in  my  experience  of  twenty  years  past,  intemperance 
in  the  indulgence  in  alcoholic  beverages  and  the  general  dissipation 
to  which  it  leads,  have  been  the  most  prolific  factor  in  the  production 
of  mental  disorder. 

The  improvements  previously  commenced,  but  continued  and 
completed  during  the  past  year,  are  of  the  most  valuable  and  sub- 
stantial character. 

The  grading  and  graveling  of  the  carriage  ways  and  walks  have 
been  prosecuted  to  about  the  exhaustion  of  the  $5,000  appropriated 
therefor,  and  practically  to  the  extent  and  relief  contemplated  in 
asking  for  the  appropriation. 

The  construction  of  the  new  building  provided  for  by  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  approved  April  15,  1880,  was  begun  near  the  close  of  the 
same  year,  by  making  preparatory  excavations  for  foundation  and 
basement.  The  brickwork  was  commenced  January  24,  1881,  the 
inclemency  of  the  season  causing  interruptions  and  delays  before 
and  after  this  date.  The  building  was  completed  and  accepted 
January  10,  1882. 

By  my  request  I  am  kindly  aided  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Percy,  one  of  the 
architects,  in  giving  the  following  : 

DESCRIPTION   OF   THE   NEW   BUILDING. 

"|The  building  consists  of  two  wing-like  sections  placed  at  right 
angles,  one  wing  being  forty  feet  by  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
feet;  the  other,  forty  feet  by  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  feet,  with 
an  L  projection  in  rear,  thirty-five  feet  by  forty  feet.  The  frontage  is 
broken  by  six  bays  projecting  from  three  to  five  feet. 

The  entire  building  is  three  stories  high,  with  a  light  and  airy 
basement  eight  feet  six  inches  high.  The  first  story  is  twelve  feet 
six  inches,  and  the  second  and  third  stories  twelve  feet  high  in  tlie 
clear,  with  an  unfinished  attic  used  for  ventilation  ducts,  water 
tanks,  etc. 

All  the  walls  and  partitions  throughout  are  of  first-class  brick- 
work. The  two  fronts  are  finished  in  red  brick,  neatly  pointed,  and 
with  yellow  sandstone  trimmings. 

The  roof  is  of  lieavy  corrugated  galvanized  iron  secured  to  the 
roof  timbers.  All  the  gutters,  conductors,  ventilators,  and  copings 
are  of  galvanized  iron. 

Tliere  is  an  octagonal  ventilating  tower  at  the  intersections  of  the 
two  sections  or  wings  ninety -six  feet  high,  with  slate  roof  and  gal- 
vanized iron  finish. 

The  main  entrance  is  at  the  external  angle  of  the  intersecting 
wings,  with  si)acious  granite  steps  and  substantial  portico  of  brick 
and  stone.  At  the  rear  of  the  buihling  are  two  airing  courts, 
containing  upwards  of  eight  thousand  square  feet  area  each,  and 
surrounded  by  l»rick  walls  twelve  feet  high. 

The  interior  is  divided  into  six  wards,  accommodating  an  aggre- 
gate of  one  hundred  and  eighty  patients.  Each  ward  has,  besides 
the  rooms  for  |)atients,  a  dining  room  ten  feet  by  twenty-seven  feet, 
with  dish  closet  and  scullery  i)ropcrly  fitted  with  sinks,  dumb 
waiters, ^tc;  an  attendant's  room,  twelve  feet  by  fifteen  feet,  with

closets,  a  linen  room  seven  feet  by  thirteen  feet,  and  a  lavatory  fif- 
teen feet  by  fifteen  feet,  containing  two  wash-bowls,  two  water- 
closets,  two  urinals,  and  one  large  bath  tub  each.  The  lavatories  are 
placed  in  the  rear  projections,  affording  light  and  air  on  three  sides. 

In  each  M'ard  is  a  corridor  twelve  feet  wide  extending  the  entire 
length,  radiating  from  the  central  hall,  affording  light  and  ample 
day  rooms  for  the  patients. 

There  are  ninety-nine  single  rooms,  eight  feet  by  ten  feet;  twelve 
double  rooms,  eight  feet  by  thirteen  feet,  and  nine  dormitories, 
accommodating  from  four  to  ten  beds  each,  making  a  total  capacity 
of  one  hundred  and  eighty  patients,  as  aforesaid. 

Every  precaution  has  been  taken  to  avoid  danger  by  fire,  there 
being  no  wooden  partitions  to  convey  fire  from  one  story  to  anotlier. 
The  ordinary  wood  casings  of  doors  and  windows  are  dispensed 
with,  the  angles  being  neatly  rounded  and  plastered. 

The  exterior  walls  are  built  hollow,  which  effectually  prevents  the 
penetration  of  dampness.  The  two  wings  are  se[)arated  from  the  main 
staircase  hall,  and  from  each  other,  by  heavy  brick  walls  extending 
to  the  roof,  with  double  fireproof  doors  sliding  into  the  walls  at  all 
openings. 

Besides  the  main  staircase  in  central  hall,  there  are  staircases  at 
the  extreme  ends  of  the  wings  communicating  from  each  floor  to  the 
airing  courts. 

Each  room  has  two  ventilating  flues  leading  to  the  ventilating 
tower  on  roof,  also  a  window,  two  feet  and  six  inches  by  seven  feet 
and  six  inches,  with  strong  iron  guards  outside  of  sash,  and  in  about 
forty  rooms,  for  violent  patients,  are  strong,  wire  guards,  inside  of  sash. 
The  doors  between  rooms  and  corridors  are  of  open  bars,  framed,  and 
all  doors  are  fiirnislied  with  improved  asylum  locks. 

The  entire  building  is  heated  by  means  of  steam  pipes  in  the  base- 
ment, the  heated  air  being  conveyed  through  flues  in  the  brick  walh 
to  the  various  wards. 

All  parts  of  the  plumbing  work,  such  as  bath  tubs,  water-closets, 
washbowls,  sinks,  and  urinals,  are  of  heavy  cast  iron,  enameled  on 
the  inside,  and  are  all  connected  by  galvanized  iron  supply  and  dis- 
charge pipes,  neatly  put  up,  and  dispensing  with  all  wooden  casings. 
Ail  the  soil  pipes  extend  two  feet  above  the  roof,  and  are  open  to  the 
air. 

The  water  is  distributed  to  the  various  departments  from  three 
wrought  iron  tanks  in  the  attic,  having  a  capacity  of  four  thousand 
gallons  each. 

The  water-closets  and  urinals  are  cleansed  by  means  of  automatic 
flushing  tanks  set  to  discharge  at  regular  intervals.  The  various 
l)arts  of  the  plumbing  work  are  specially  designed  to  prevent  acci- 
dent by  careless  or  inattentional  persons. 

At  the  different  stairways  and  lavatories  there  are  standpipes  for 
water  with  fifty  feet  of  hose  attached  at  each  station  ready  for  use. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  tanks  and  to  all  parts  of  the  building 
from  the  pum])  in  the  old  engine  room. 

Speaking  tubes  run  from  the  main  entrance  hall  to  the  rooms  of 
the  various  attendants.  Dumb  waiters  in  brick  shafts  run  from  the 
ba.sement  to  the  sculleries  on  the  various  floors.  The  corridors, 
dining  rooms,  attendants'  rooms,  and  lavatories  are  lighted  with  gas. 

Iron  siuitters  are  placed  on  sucli  windows  as  come  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  old  cottage  wards,  which  are  of  wood,  and  dangerous. 
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In  short,  eveiy  convenience  has  been  studied  to  make  the  building 
complete  in  itself;  at  the  same  time,  it  is  designed  with  a  view  to 
future  extension. 

The  entire  cost  of  construction,  including  contracts  and  all  extra 
work  (inclusive  of  architects'  fees,  advertising,  etc.),  was  $72,155,  being 
only  twentj'-six  dollars  more  than  the  original  estimate  of  tlie  archi- 
tects, on  file  with  the  plans  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  ofhce.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  two  new  boilers  were  furnished  and  set,  with 
some  additions  to  the  old  boiler  room,  involving  an  expenditure  of 
about  $4,000. 

During  the  past  Summer  a  shade  pavilion  and  six  water-closets, 
with  brick  walls,  have  been  built  in  the  airing  courts,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $1,100. 

The  sum  of  $15,000  was  appropriated  for  furnishing  this  building. 
The  amount  expended  and  to  be  expended  for  that  purpose  will  not 
exceed  $9,000.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation,  of  about  $6,000, 
will  remain  in  the  State  Treasury.  The  larger  sum  of  $10,658  87, 
charged  in  the  Asylum  Treasurer's  biennial  report,  comes  from  the 
payment  of  one  or  two  large  bills  out  of  said  fund,  which  were  sub- 
sequently decided  more  properly  to  belong  to  the  building  fund, 
and  the  correction  and  transfer  to  the  latter  fund  were  accordingly 
made,  but  too  late  to  appear  in  this  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  goods  used  in  furnishing  the  building  were  all  manufactured 
in  this  State,  from  material  produced  on  this  coast,  except  some 
cheap  crockery  ware,  cutlery,  etc.,  the  cost  of  which  is  but  an  insig- 
nificant item. 

The  occupancy  of  the  new  structure  was  commenced  April  1,1882. 
It  is  secure,  comfortable,  convenient,  and  well  adapted  to  the  uses  for 
which  it  was  designed. 

This  building  is  a  more  obvious  improvement  in  the  removal  of 
others  it  rendered  possible  to  vacate,  than  it  makes  in  its  own 
valuable  accession.  It  enabled  us  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  two 
low,  damp,  brick  buildings  called  the  "cells,"  or  "mad  houses,"  so 
long  complained  of  as  disgracefully  unfit  for  use.  These  were  taken 
down  and  the  material  removed  as  soon  as  the  patients  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  quarters. 

These  old  buildings  contained,  because  there  was  no  other  room 
for  them,  from  a  liundred  to  a  hundred  and  twenty-five  patients. 

The  new  building  was  asked  for,  not  so  much  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  institution,  as  to  improve  its  accommodations;  and  it 
is  seen  that  this  only  has  it  accomplished.  Even  this  result  lias  not 
been  sutticiently  attained,  "Safety  and  comfort  both  require  its 
further  extension.  There  is,  on  a  lino  of  the  new  brick  structure 
and  in  close  proximity  to  it,  a  block  of  wooden  buildings,  which  are 
unsafe  on  account  of  danger  from  fire,  and  which  do  not  afford  the 
proper  accommodations  in  any  respect.  For  years  j^ast  I  have  been 
urging  a  substitution  of  brick  therefor.  They  are  cheap  structures, 
erected  as  temporary  expedients  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  room — 
not  even  surface  room  on  the  floors — for  the  increasing  patients,  and 
no  appropriation  or  law  for  the  erection  of  proper  buildings.  They 
were  put  up  in  18G*J,  and  have  been  made  to  contain  (I  cannot  say  to 
accommodate)  an  average  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  patients  ever 
since.  In  the  exercise  of  prudence,  and  in  the  interest  of  humanity, 
they  should  ho  replaced  with  the  proper  kind  of  structure  as  soon  as 
practicable.     1  thereft)re  most  earnestly  recommend  tiie  extension  of 
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the  new  brick  building,  in  a  manner  which  will  give  it  an  appear- 
ance of  architectural  symmetry  and  completeness,  and  in  a  degree  or 
size  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  patients  now  in  the  wooden  build- 
ings, and  such  others  as  are  not  now  properly  provided  for  in  other 
parts  of  the  Asylum,  on  account  of  the  crowded  state  of  the  wards.

By  reference  to  the  tabular  statements  in  this  and  in  my  preceding 
annual  report,  it  will  be  observed,  that  the  per  capita  daily  cost  of 
maintaining  the  institution  has  been  forty-one  cents  for  this  year, 
and  thirty-nine  cents  for  the  previous  year.  During  this  year^the 
period  embraced  in  this  report — considerable  unusual  expenditures 
have  been  incurred,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  taking  down  and  remo- 
val of  the  old  abandoned  buildings,  and  the  expense  incident  to  the 
occupancy  of  the  new  building,  which  could  not  properly  be  charged 
to  either  of  the  special  funds. 

It  should  be  further  stated  that  the  number  of  patients  in  the 
Asylum  is  increasing,  and  likely  to  continue  to  do  so.  Although  at 
the  close  of  the  period  properly  embraced  in  this  report  there  were 


44 

one  thousand  and  ninetj^-five  patients,  there  are  now,  at  the  present 
writing,  only  three  months  later,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five.  These  facts  must  be  kept  in  mind  in  providing  for  the 
future,  both  with  reference  to  accommodations  in  the  way  of  room, 
and  the  expense  of  maintenance. 

In  behalf  of  all  connected  with  the  Asylum,  and  of  the  patients 
especially,  I  cordially  thank  the  editors  and  proprietors  of  the  fol- 
lowing papers  gratuitously  furnished :  Stockton  Daily  Independent,

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California: 

I  submit  this  report  concerning  the  work  of  the  State  Engineering- 
Department,  unincumbered  with  accounts  and  data  of  partial  results, 
in  order  that  you  ma}'  have  at  hand  in  a  concise  and  manageable 
form,  a  statement  embodying  the  essential  facts  respecting  the  origin, 
object,  condition,  and  economic  value  of  this  work,  as  well  as  to 
render  an  accounting  for  the  past  two  years. 

At  the  outset,  I  respectfully  represent  that  I  do  not  take  the 
responsibility  of  recommending  a  continuation  of  this  work  with  a 
view  to  its  present  prosecution  to  completion,  as  it  was  marked  out 
in  the  law  which  originally  directed  its  undertaking,  nor  the  incur- 
ring of  other  expense  than  that  necessary  for  properly  putting  before 
the  public  that  portion  of  it  now  in  hands,  and  which  is  in  an 
advanced  state  for  publication. 


THE  DEPARTMENT  AXD  ITS  WORK. 


The  State  Engineer  Department  was  created  by  an  Act  of  Legisla- 
ture approved  March  29,  1878,  and  the  State  Engineer  was  therein 
instructed  to  undertake  certain  works  of  inquiry  and  investigation, 
as  follows: 

Duty  in  general. 

Skc.  3.  The  duty  of  the  State  Engineer  shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  to 
investigate  the  problems  of  irrigation  of  the  plains,  the  condition  and  capacity  of  the  great 
♦Irainage  lines  of  the  State,  and  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  rivers. 

Sec.  4.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  specified  in  section  tiiree,  it  shall  be  required  of 
the  State  Engineer  to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible  the  following  named  facts,  and  to  express 
opinions  as  is  hereby  required. 

Drainage  eraminationit. 

First — To  ascertain  the  present  water-carrying  capacity  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin 
U)%'er8,  in  the  different  sections  which  are  liable  to  overflow. 

Second — Whether  this  carrying  capacity  can  be  increased,  and,  if  so,  by  what  means,  and  at 
what  cost. 

Third — The  maximum  quantity  of  water  which  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  j)re3ent  itself 
on  any  day,  at  the  head  of  any  of  the  sections  of  the  rivers  as  before  mentioned. 

Fourth — Whelher  it  isp)i>.sible  to  make  the  rivers  carry  the  maximum  quantity  thus  ascertained, 
and  if  not,  to  su ingest  such  other  measures  as  mav  be  judicious  for  the  relief  of  the  rivers  and 
thp  protection  of  adjoining  lands,  and  to  give  detailed  estimates  of  tlie  cost  of  the  suggested 
works. 


Fifth — To  ascertain  whether  there  has  been  any  change  in  the  height  of  beds  of  the  navi- 
gable rivers  of  the  State,  and  if  so,  to  determine  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  extent  of  this  change, 
and  the  cause  or  causes  to  ■which  it  is  due,  and  whether  change  is  now  taking  place  in  the 
height  of  the  beds  of  the  rivers,  and  if  so,  what  legislation,  if  any,  will  be  effectual  in  prevent- 
ing the  rise  of  the  beds,  or  in  diminishing  the  rate  of  rise. 

Sixth — To  ascertain  the  effect  of  any  change  in  the  bottom  of  the  rivers,  or  the  carrying 
capacity,  and  in  the  height  of  floods  in  the  rivers. 

Irrigation  investigations. 

Seventh — To  ascertain  the  position  and  acreage  of  all  lands  in  the  valleys  of  the  State  which 
are  now,  or  may  be  in  the  future,  in  need  of  irrigation ;  to  divide  these  lands  into  their  natural 
districts;  to  ascertain  the  water  source  or  sources  from  which  each  district  ma}'  be  most  con- 
veniently irrigated ;  to  ascertain  the  quantity  of  water  which  these  sources  can  supply  in  diflerent 
years  for  irrigation;  the  length  of  time  in  each  j^ear  during  which  these  sources  will  supply 
sufficient  water  for  irrigation ;  make  studies  of  the  best  means  for  irrigating  each  district,  and 
give  his  opinions  and  advice  to  such  parties  as  may  be  engaged  in  irrigating  a  district,  or  who 
may  be  about  to  undertake  the  irrigation  of  a  district ;  and  for  this  advice  no  compensation  shall 
be  received  from  the  parties  to  whom  this  advice  is  given. 

Debris  inquiry. 

Eighth — The  State  Engineer  shall  also  inquire  into  the  relation  which  hydraulic  mining  bears 
to  the  navigation  of  the  rivers,  and  to  their  carrying  capacity;  to  inquire  into  the  question  of 
the  flow  of  debris  from  the  mines  into  the  watercourses  of  the  State;  to  ascertain  the  amount 
and  value  of  agricultural  lands  and  improvements  which  have  been  covered  up  or  injured  by 
the  overflow  or  deposit  of  debris,  coming  from  the  hydraulic  and  other  mines  in  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley,  and  to  devise  a  plan  whereby  the  injuries  caused  therebj'  can  be  averted  without 
interfering  with  the  working  of  such  mines. 

General  Examinations. 

Niyith — In  addition  to  making  these  inquiries,  the  State  Engineer  shall  make  such  other 
investigations  as  may  appear  to  him  to  be  necessary,  and  approved  by  the  Governor,  for  the  ' 
proper  and  complete  solution  of  the  problems  stated  in  section  three. 

THE    CHARACTER   OF   THE    WORK. 

The  amount  of  work  laid  out  for  the  State  Engineer  by  this  law  is 
not  to  be  appreciated,  unless  the  foregoing  instructions  be  carefully 
read  and  the  subject  be  deliberately  thought  over,  and  even  then, 
the  difficulties  and  expense  attending  its  accomplishment  are  only 
to  be  thoroughly  understood  by  those  who  have  a  clear  conception 
of  the  great  extent  and  varied  physical  character  of  our  State,  and 
some  knowledge  of  the  methods  of  a  physical  survey. 

By  the  enactment  of  these  instructions,  the  State  virtually  ordered 
a  physical  survey  of  its  territory.  Indeed  it  is  only  upon  the  results 
of  sucli  an  examination  can  any  really  valuable  discussion  of  the 
problems  it  sought  to  throw  light  upon,  be  predicated  ;  and,  further 
than  this,  it  ordered  a  thorough  examination — "  a  proper  and  complete 
solution" — of  these  problems. 

In  old  settled  countries,  such  as  France,  Italy,  and  Spain,  where 
irrigation  and  drainage  works  have  long  been  in  existence,  a  perfect 
chaos  of  conflicting  rights  and  interests,  frequent  failure  in  works  of 
imi)rovement,  and  deplorable  unhealthfulness  of  localities,  have 
resulted  from  the  develoi)mont  of  systems  of  works  unguided  by  the 
information  which  such  examinations  would  liave  atforded.  And 
at  this  very  time,  tliese  European  States,  each  and  everyone  of  them, 
are  prosecuting  pliysical  surveys  of  their  great  river  basins,  and 
wrestling  with  the  probk'm  of  remodeling  old  and  defective  systems 
of  irrigation  and  drainage  works  and  laws. 

Could  there  be  a  more  pointed  iUustration  of  the  evils  resulting 
from  a  lack  of  system  in  works,  than  that  of  the  condition  of  the 
sewerage  system  in  San  Franci.sco  at  this  time?  Yet  just  this  state 
of  alliiirs  could  have  been  foretohl  by  any  well-read  engineer,  and 
was  publicly  depicted  fifteen  years  ago.     Nor  is  this  illustration  at 


all  foreign  to  the  subject  in  hand.  The  evil  results  of  the  unregu- 
lated ap)3ropriation  and  use  of  waters  in  irrigation  are  just  as  plainly 
to  be  foreseen  now  bj^  any  one  who  will  dispassionate!}'  and  without 
prejudice  look  into  the  subject,  as  have  been  those  of  the  senseless 
management  of  the  sewerage  system  of  San  Francisco,  at  any  time  in 
the  past. 

As  to  the  definite  uses  to  which  the  results  of  a  physical  survey 
should  be  put  by  the  State,  these  have  been  heretofore  reported,  and 
will  be  again  referred  to  in  general  terms  at  the  close  of  this  paper. 

Nothing  which  I  have  said  is  to  be  taken  as  implying  that  the 
State  should,  in  m}'  opinion,  undertake  the  construction  of  either 
reclamation  or  irrigation  works.  There  is  a  wide  ditFerence  between 
the  provision  of  proper  system  and  laws  of  government,  and  the 
construction  of  works  for  local  improvement. 

THE    PROGRESS   OF   THE   WORK. 

In  accordance  with  the  law  organizing  the  State  Engineer's  Office, 
a  progress  report  was  made  to  the  Legislature,  under  date  of  January 
10,  1880,  in  which  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  undertaking  was  out- 
lined, and  some  of  the  partial  results  to  date  were  embodied. 

The  Legislature,  at  this  session,  passed  the  "Act  to  Promote  Drain- 
age," popularly  known  as  the  "Debris  Law,"  which,  with  the  failure 
to  make  a  special  appropriation  for  the  purpose,  cut  off  all  further 
investigation  of  the  problems  of  drainage  on  the  part  of  the  State 
Engineer,  and  made  him  virtually  engineer  to  such  Boards  of  Direc- 
tors as  might  be  appointed  to  carry  on  the  contemplated  drainage 
works. 

At  this  same  session,  however,  the  Legislature  made  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  continuation  of  the  irrigation  investigation.  This  par- 
ticular work  was  thus  carried  forward  during  the  succeeding  year, 
and  with  means  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  drainage 
district  formed,  the  duties  of  the  State  Engineer,  under  the  drainage 
law,  were  passed.  Then  a  second  progress  report  was  made  to  the 
Legislature,  under  date  of  January  10,  1881. 

In  deference  to  an  expressed  desire  on  the  part  of  some  individual 
members  to  deny  further  appropriations  for  the  work  in  hand,  it  was 
subsequently  represented  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  at  this 
session  (1881),  that  with  the  sum  of  S50,(X)0,  should  it  be  appropriated 
for  the  then  next  two  years,  the  work  of  the  department  could  be 
brought  into  such  shape  that  it  could,  without  detriment  or  material 
detraction  from  the  value  of  the  results,  be  closed  up  for  publication 
over  a  portion  of  the  State,  and  the  remainder  be  allowed  to  rest  until 
such  time  in  the  future  as  it  might  be  deemed  expedient  to  order  its 
completion.  At  this  session  there  was  embodied  in  the  general 
appropriation  bill  as  passed,  an  item  as  follows:  "For  .salary  of  the 
Secretary,  and  for  completion  of  the  Stfite  Engineer's  report  on  the 
irrigation  problems,  and  completion  of  the  State  map  now  in  course 
of  preparation  by  .said  State  Engineer,  twenty  thousand  dollars,  wliich 
sum  maybe  expended  as  follows:  Fourteen  thousand  dollars  in  the 
thirty-third  fi.scal  year,  and  .six  thou.sand  dollars  in  the  thirty-foarth 
fiscal  year;  provided,  .said  report,  map,  and  works  shall  be  completed 
during  .said  fiscal  year." 

The  wording  of  this  item  was  substantially  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestion  of  the  State  Engineer  to  members  of  the  committee  in 


which  the  bill  was  prepared,  with  the  important  exceptions — the 
resultof  changes  or  amendments  made  during  the  process  of  passage — 
that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  was  cut  down  from  850,000  to 
§20,000,  and  the  entire  State  map  was  ordered  completed.  The  State 
Engineer  thereby  received  instructions  which  it  has  been  impossible 
for  him  to  fullill.  He  could  not  accomplish  with  §20,000  a  work 
which  he  estimated  would  cost  §50,000,  and  he  coukl  not  finish  a 
map  of  the  entire  State  when  no  data  existed  for  its  compilation  in 
some  quarters.     The  situation  at  present,  therefore,  is  as  follows: 

The  report  spoken  of,  but  without  the  cuts,  diagrams,  and  maps  to 
illustrate  it,  can  be  completed  and  carried  through  the  press  during 
the  present  year,  or  within  six  months  of  the  end  of  the  term  for 
which  the  insufficient  appropriation  was  made,  but  it  will  take  a 
further  expenditure  of  §4,000  to  do  it. 

The  cuts  and  diagrams  to  illustrate  this  report,  and  without  which 
very  much  of  its  value  will  be  lost,  can  be  prepared  during  that  time 
at  a  further  expense  of  §1,500. 

The  maps  to  which  the  report  will  refer,  and  which  necessarily 
form  a  part  of  it,  can  be  completed  for  publication  during  that  time 
for  a  further  sum  of  82,500. 

The  general  State  map  and  atlas  sheet  maps  of  the  State,  which 
have  been  in  course  of  preparation  in  this  office  for  the  past  four 
years,  and  which  have  been  carried  forward  as  fast  as  reliable  data 
could  be  collected  for  them,  can  be  completed  for  publication  within 
two  years  from  the  date  hereof,  or  before  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Legislature,  at  a  further  expense  of  §12,000. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  §20,000  be  appropriated  for 
the  completion  of  these  works,  according  to  the  foregoing  estimates, 
and  that  a  sum  sufficient  to  publish  the  report,  cuts,  and  special 
maps  accompanying  it,  as  may  be  estimated  by  the  Superintendent 
of  State  Printing,  be  embodied  in  the  appropriation  for  State  print- 
ing for  the  next  year. 

This  action  will  close  the  work  of  investigation  undertaken  by 
this  Department,  disj)Ose  of  its  results,  and  leave  only  the  actual 
publication  of  tlie  State  maps  to  be  provided  for  at  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature. 

The  report  will  cover  from  one  thousand  to  fifteen  hundred  pages 
printed  in  the  ordinary  official  style,  and  there  will  be  an  atlas  con- 
taining ten  to  fifteen  maps  besides  a  large  number  of  explanatory 
cuts,  diagrams,  and  illustrations  to  accompany  it. 

The  State  maps  embrace,  one  general  map  of  the  State,  on  a  scale 
of  six  miles  in  one  inch,  requiring  a  sheet  about  ten  feet  square,  and 
twenty-five  sectional  maps  on  a  scale  of  four  miles  in  one  inch  upon 
atlas  sheets,  each  about  one  and  a  half  by  two  and  a  half  feet  in 
dimensions. 

It  will  be  seen  that  almost  the  entire  ai>propriation  recomnu'inled 
is  to  i)e  devoted  to  mapi>ing  purposes,  and  an  insjiection  of  the  nnips 
and  j)ersonal  exi)lanations  tliereof  alone  can  make  clear  tiie  special 
uses  for  which  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  means  asked  for. 

Sufiict*  it  to  .say  here,  that  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  for  the  State 
maps,  by  far  the  greater  portion  is  required  to  bring  the  information 
concerning  ^hlrin,  Mendocino,  Humboldt,  Trinity,  Del  Norte,  Siski- 
you, Shasta,  Modoc,  Lassen,  Alpine,  Mono,  Inyo,  San  Benito,  San 
Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Harbara,  Ventura,  San  Diego,  and  San  Bernar- 


dino  Counties,  up  to  a  degree  of  fullness  and  reliability  reasonably 
commensurate  with  that  at  hand  for  the  remainder  of  the  State. 

THE   WORK    OF   THE    PAST   TWO    YEARS. 

During  the  past  two  years  but  little  field  work  has  been  attempted 
in  the  line  of  the  irrigation  investigation,  and  that  only  by  way  of 
closing  up  unfinished  jobs  of  work  in  certain  localities.  A  more 
considerable  item  has  been  the  collection  of  data  for  the  general 
State  maps.  The  office  work  has  been  chiefly  in  the  line  of  mapping, 
compilation  of  statistics,  and  working  out  results  from  former  obser- 
vations, and  the  arrangement  of  authorities  on  irrigation  and  water 
right  sj'stems.  Within  tliis  time  the  State  Engineer  has  been  called 
upon  for  other  duties  than  those  relating  to  the  main  work  in  hand. 

In  the  Spring  of  1881,  at  the  request  of  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Yosemite  Valley,  I  made  a 
trip  to  the  Valley  and  laid  out  and  advised  concerning  certain  State 
works  there  to  be  undertaken,  and  afterwards  wrote  a  report  on  the 
subject  of  the  general  treatment  of  the  Valley  in  the  matter  of  its 
preservation  and  development,  the  whole  duty  occupying  somewhat 
over  a  month  of  time. 

In  the  Summer  of  1881,  under  instructions  from  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  I  took  charge  of  an  investigation  of  the  method  and 
work  of  construction  of  the  San  Francisco  Seawall.  Subsequently, 
at  my  request,  two  civil  engineers  were  associated  with  me  in  this 
duty,  the  Governor  selecting  Mr.  Calvin  Brown  of  the  Mare  Island 
Navy  Yard,  and  Prof.  Frank  Soule,  Jr.,  of  the  State  University. 
This  work,  performed  at  intervals  between  July,  1881,  and  February, 
1882,  occupied  about  two  months  of  time. 

The  expenses  incident  to  the  Yosemite  mountain  trip  and  the 
visits  to  San  Francisco  on  the  Seawall  investigation,  were  not  made 
a  charge  upon  the  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  State  Engineer. 

The  State  Engineer  has  also  been  called  upon,  under  tiie  provisions 
of  the  law,  to  regulate  the  bridging  of  navigable  streams  in  the  State, 
to  perform  the  duties  therein  specified  in  connection  witli  three 
l^ridges:  that  over  the  Sacramento  River  at  Colusa,  that  over  the 
Sacramento  River  at  Chico  Landing,  and  that  over  Big  River,  Men- 
docino County,  near  its  mouth. 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Capitol  Commissioners,  a  plan  of  im- 
l)rovement  for  the  Capitol  Park  has  been  designed  and  drawn,  and  the 
outlines  thereof  staked  out  upon  the  ground  to  guide  the  im])rove- 
ments  which  have  been  made.  Tlius  altogetlier,  during  the  past  two 
years,  about  four  months  of  time  has  been  devoted  by  me  to  State 
work  other  than  the  official  duty  of  the  irrigation  investigation. 

THE   STATE    MATS. 

The  State  maps,  heretofore  generally  described,  were  undertaken 
becau.se  it  was  ab.sohitely  necessary  to  have  some  uniform  and 
reasonably  correct  and  full  information,  in  map  form,  of  the  val- 
leys and  watersheds  of  the  State,  as  a  basis  upon  which  to  con- 
sider the  drainage  and  irrigation  problems  which  the  State  Engi- 
neer was  ordered  to  report  upon,  and  no  such  mai>s  were  iji  existence. 
At  the  time  this  work  was  commenced,  not  more  than  half  the  coun- 
ties in  the  State  had  county  maps;    a  number  of  these  were  old 
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compilations,  known  to  be  radicallj'  defective  and  incomplete.  They 
were  not  on  uniform  scales,  and  would  not  fit  together.  During  this 
four  years,  a  number  of  new  county  maps  have  come  out,  but 
although  these  are  comparatively  full  and  correct,  there  is  a  great 
want  of  uniformit}^  of  scale;  faults  of  omission  are  often  glaring, 
and  errors  in  construction  almost  always  plainly  to  be  detected. 

The  general  State  map  prepared  by  the  topographers  of  the  State 
Geological  Survey,  is  on  far  too  small  a  scale,  is  too  indefinite  and 
incomplete  in  its  information  for  use  in  the  work  committed  to  the 
State  Engineer.  The  map  of  Central  California,  commenced  under 
the  same  auspices,  embraces  but  a  small  part  of  the  territory  to  be 
worked  upon,  was  not  nearly  finished,  is  incomplete  and  inaccurate 
in  details  as  well  as  in  more  important  respects,  and  the  scale  was  still 
too  small.  In  speaking  thus  of  these  maps  it  is  not  meant  to  dis- 
parage the  ability  or  faithfulness  of  those  who  made  them.  Their 
work  was  largely  compilation,  and  the  information  had  not  been 
acquired  from  which  to  work.  Since  the  time  when  these  compila- 
tions were  made,  the  land  surveys  of  the  General  Government  have 
been  extended  over  almost  the  entire  State,  the  geographical  surveys 
of  the  General  Government  have  been  prosecuted  in  a  large  portion 
of  its  most  unknown  parts,  and  these  with  State,  county,-  railroad, 
and  private  surveys,  have  made  available  the  information  from 
which  a  reasonably  correct  and  full  set  of  maps  maj  now  be  pro- 
duced. 

Within  the  next  two  years  the  general  land  surveys  will  have  been 
almost  entirely  completed  in  this  State,  and  within  the  next  year  the 
last  of  a  set  of  geographical  sheets  will  be  published,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Government  War  Department,  which  show  the 
topography  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  and  Sierra  Madre  mountains 
almost  uninterruptedly  from  the  Oregon  boundary  to  San  Bernar- 
dino, and,  for  the  most  part,  from  original  and  distinct  surveys.  So 
that  it  is  just  at  this  juncture  when  the  State  maps  can  be  brought 
out  from  the  fresh  and  reasonably  complete  and  accurate  data. 

But  these  data  mentioned  are  in  themselves  by  no  means  complete 
in  many  important  respects,  and  are  frequently  conflicting:  hence 
the  means  required  to  effect  the  end  is  not  needed  for  draughting 
work  alone. 

These  maps  will  serve  as  a  foundation  for  all  future  physical  exam- 
inations which  the  State  may  make.  The  agricultural  work  of  the 
Professors  of  Agriculture,  of  the  State  University,  and  the  mineral- 
ogical  and  geological  work  of  the  State  Mineralogist,  each  demand 
such  a  foundation  as  they  will  afford. 

Tlie  State  should  complete  and  publish  them,  and  sell  the  copies 
at  as  low  a  valuation  as  consistent  with  the  cost  of  publication. 

BOUNDARY   LINE. 

In  this  connection,  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that,  by  the  last 
location  of  the  State  boundary  line  southeastward  from  Lake  Tahoe. 
a  strip  of  territory  from  a  half  to  three  quarters  of  a  mile  in  width, 
and  lur  a  length  unknown,  l)ut  presumably  numy  miles,  has  been 
thrown  into  the  State  of  Nevada  from  this  State. 

Tiie  law  detining  the  boundary  says  that  this  line  shall  extend 
between  two  certain  points  in  latitude  and  longitude.  According  to 
compilations  of  the  (lovernnicnt  land  surveys,  made  under  my  direc- 
tion, at  the  northern  end  this  line  strikes  west  of  the  point  about  one 


mile;  and  the  work  of  tlie  United  States  Geographical  Surveys,  con- 
ducted under  the  direction  of  the  War  Department,  has  also  shown 
the  same  fact  to  exist. 

The  longitude  of  Fort  Yuma,  established  by  the  United  States 
Boundary  Commission  in  1849,  upon  which  the  longitude  of  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  State  south  of  Lake  Tahoe  has  depended, 
according  to  a  compilation  and  examination  of  data  made  under  my 
direction,  is  about  three  miles  in  error,  and  from  this  cause  the 
State  area  is  very  materially  reduced  from  what  it  has  been  supposed 
to  be. 

The  southern  boundarj'^  of  the  State,  supposed  to  be  a  straight  line, 
or  are  of  a  great  circle,  between  two  fixed  points  in  latitude  and 
longitude,  according  to  compilations  and  examinations  made  under 
my  direction,  is  not  thus  straight,  but  has  in  it  a  "jog,"  or  offset,  of 
about  one  mile  at  a  point  about  midway  on  its  course. 

I  simply  report  these  facts.  Of  their  importance  you  will  judge. 
The  first  enumerated,  at  least,  is  evidence  of  a  clear  loss  of  territory 
to  the  State  and  to  the  Counties  of  El  Dorado,  Alpine,  and  Mono,  at 
least. 

STATE   ACTION   IN   IRRIGATION. 

While  the  State  may  hesitate  to  undertake  the  construction  of 
either  irrigation  or  reclamation  works,  or  any  other  works  directly 
affecting  or  to  the  exclusive  benefit  of  local  or  particular  interests, 
the  treatment  of  its  main  streams  for  i^urposes  of  arterial  drainage 
in  each  natural  drainage  district,  the  development  and  conservation 
of  the  waters  of  its  streams  for  purposes  of  irrigation,  and  the  regu- 
lation of  their  diversion  for  purposes  of  irrigation,  are  duties  which 
she  cannot  long  neglect. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  there  is  a  wide  distinction  between  the 
improvement  of  the  low  water  navigation  of  rivers  in  the  interest  of 
commerce — the  work  which  the  General  Government  undertakes — 
and  the  treatment  of  such  rivers  as  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin, 
for  instance,  for  the  development  of  good  arterial  flood  drainage  in 
their  districts — work  of  a  class  which  the  General  Government  has 
never  undertaken,  and  which  neither  the  people  individually  nor 
the  reclamation  districts  can  effect. 

Work  which  means  not  only  the  engineering  or  practical  improve- 
ment or  development  of  the  rivers  themselves,  as  flood  carrying 
channels,  but  the  regulation  (not  construction  or  maintenance)  of 
private  or  district  works  of  reclamation  and  land  or  corporate  drain- 
age, so  far  as  these  affect  these  streams  as  flood-carrying  channelSj, 
and  also  tlie  manafjeraent  of  the  streams  and  their  outlets  and  relief 
escape  ways,  when  in  high  flood,  for  their  development,  protection, 
and  the  general  good  of  the  whole  system  of  works  and  lands  adjacent. 

There  is  an  equally  wide  distinction  to  be  made  between  the  work 
of  keei)ing  waters  oft"  from  private  lands  by  the  building  of  levees — 
work  which  individuals  and  associations  of  land  owners  should 
undertake,  and  the  improvement  of  public  channels  to  carry  away 
public  flood  waters — work  which  the  State  must  undertake  if  it 
is  ever  to  be  accomplished. 

There  is  also  a  wide  distinction  to  be  made  between  public  waters — 
those  flowing  in  public  streams — which  should  be  guarded  by  the 
State,  and  controlled  in  their  apportionment  to  claimants  thereof, 
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and  waters  which  rise  on  private  property,  and  which  are  generally 
regarded  as  pari  of  that  property,  and  subject  to  the  control  of  its 
owner. 

If  the  public  waters  are  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  corporations,  or 
associated  or  individual  appropriators,  for  use  in  irrigation,  the 
transfer  of  right  should  be  upon  such  terms  as  will  protect  the  future 
irrigators  of  the  State,  and  the  interests  of  the  people  generally  who 
have  no  water  rights.  The  present  laws  have  no  such  safeguards.  I 
respectfully  call  your  attention  to  what  has  been  said  by  the  State 
Engineer  on  this  subject  in  former  reports. 

The  establishment  of  a  system  of  control  and  direction,  which  will 
relieve  the  Courts  of  many  vexatious  suits,  and  which  will  inspire 
confidence  in  and  add  stability  to  irrigation  property,  need  not  con- 
stitute an  attack  on  existing  claims  of  right,  and  need  not  bear 
heavily  upon  or  embarrass  the  users  of  public  waters.  The  effect, 
under  a  wise  system,  would  be  felt  graduall}*;  all  parties  concerned 
would  as  gradually  become  used  to  it,  and  recognize  in  State  control 
the  only  means  of  protecting  the  interests  of  each,  as  it  has  proven  in 
every  old  irrigation  country  in  the  world. 

In  this  connection  I  have  no  measure  to  urge  or  advocate,  believ- 
ing it  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the  cause  of  irrigation,  to  have  the 
subject  thoroughly  understood  b}^  the  people,  and  to  have  measures 
emanate  from  them  or  their  representatives  in  legislature. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  making  the  recommendations  and  suggestions  herein  embodied, 
I  view  the  situation  in  this  way: 

Three  chief  objects  maj^  be  assigned  for  the  ordering  of  this  work: 

(1.)  The  accumulation  of  information  concerning  and  discussion 
of  the  subjects  mentioned,  to  guide  or  refer  to  in  legislation. 

(2.)  The  accumulation  of  data  concerning,  and  the  discussion  of 
the  subjects  mentioned,  for  the  information  of  tlie  owners  or  workers 
of  lands  requiring  irrigation  or  reclamation,  or  drainage. 

(3.)  The  accumulation  of  information  concerning,  and  the  discus- 
sion of  the  subjects  mentioned,  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  at  largo 
and  for  scientific  purposes. 

In  my  judgment,  in  closing  the.  work  as  herein  suggested,  quite 
enough  will  have  been  done  to  be  acted  upon  as  a  guide  in  legis- 
lation by  those  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  if  the  results 
arc  made  available  by  publication,  and  enough  will  have  been  done 
to  enable  the  people  of  the  State  to  judge  of  the  expediency  of  thus 
using  it,  or  of  its  value  to  them  in  other  respects,  before  more  money 
is  expended  ui)on  it.  With  the  completion  and  jtublication  of  the 
rei)ortand  maps  as  hereinbefore  recommended,  although  tlie  subjects 
of  investigation  ojiened  nj)  l)y  the  instructions  in  the  law  will  by  no 
means  have  been  exhausted,  in  my  judgment,  the  usefulness  of  the 
State  Engineering  Department,  as  at  present  organized,  will  Iiavc 
cea.sed,  and  for  reasons  apiiended.  unless  the  information  at  lumd 
and  to  be  acquired  is  to  l>e  utilized  by  the  State  in  the  regulation  of 
•  Irainage  and  irrigation  aiiairs,  or  other  duties  be  put  upon  the  officer, 
the  office  of  State  Engineer  should  be  abolisiied. 

And,  although  it  will  be  impossible  to  (•omj)lete  the  publication  of 
the  Stati'  maps  before  the  next  session  of  Li\gislature,  and  unless  you 
may  deem  it  exi)edient  to  impose  other  duties  upon  the  Slate  Engi- 
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iieer,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  it  may  be  well  to  pi'ovide  at  tlie 
l)resent  session  for  tlie  abolition  of  the  office  at  the  expiration  of  the 
liscal  years  for  wliich  the  closing  appropriation  is  now  recommended, 
leaving  the  matter  of  its  re-creation  on  some  other  basis,  freed  from 
all  complications,  for  future  consideration. 

I  reflect  that  the  gauge  of  success  in  public  measures  is  their  popu- 
larity; that  favorable  public  sentiment  for  a  Avork  of  this  kind  is 
only  to  be  secured  by  the  public  production  of  useful  results;  and 
that  the  irrigation  investigation,  as  yet,  has  resulted  in  the  i)ublica- 
tion  of  mere  reports  of  progress,  and  some  suggestions  for  legislation 
which  it  was  thought  miglit  be  timely. 

I  remember  that,  though  it  is  true  that  any  results  which  could 
I'.ave  been  put  forth  as  final  j)revious  to  this  time  must  have  been 
based  on  superficial  examination  and  insufficient  observation,  the 
public  cannot  be  expected  to  have  knowledge  of  the  fact,  for  this  is 
a  novel  work  in  a  new  country  where  the  great  necessities  for  it 
have  not  been  forced  upon  the  public  attention  by  practical  expe- 
rience of  a  dense  population  in  an  irrigation  region. 

Knowing  that  tiiere  are  interests  in  the  irrigation  counties  which 
may  regard  with  disfavor  any  prospective  interference  whatever  with 
water  right  affairs,  and  which  may  look  upon  this  irrigation  investi- 
gation as  likely  to  effect  such  interference,  I  reflect  that  the  activity 
of  the  few  may  produce  a  sentiment  adverse  to  this  work  while  yet 
its  public  value  is  not  apparent. 

I  remember  that  the  course  which  I  have  been  obliged,  under  the 
law,  to  pursue  with  respect  to  the  use  of  the  partial  results  of  the 
work,  maj'  have  awakened  decided  sentiment  unfavorable  to  its  con- 
tinuance; and  in  this  connection,  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
correspondence  witli  his  Excellency  Governor  Perkins,  appended 
hereto. 

If  I  am  wrong  in  this  as  a  general  supposition,  at  least  I  know 
that  had  tiiere  been  any  provision  of  law  under  which  1  could  have 
let  data  in  this  office  go  into  the  hands  of  water  appropriators,  or 
would-be  water  apj)ropriators  for  their  private  use,  there  would  be  a 
number  less  of  individuals  who  think  the  work  is  of  no  ]>ractical 
value  to  the  people,  and  to  that  extent  it  would  be  more  popular  than 
it  is. 

Knowing,  or  believing  these  things,  an<l  appreciating  their  possible 
influence  on  public  oj)inion  before  the  time  can  elapse  which  is 
necessary  to  have  this  work  understood,  I  set  aside  my  own  belief  in 
the  future  value  of  the  work  marked  out  in  the  law  creating  the 
office  of  State  Engineer,  and  thus  conclude  to  recommend  its  closure 
at  the  expiration  of  the  term  mentioned,  and  upon  the  expenditure 
of  the  appropriation  now  recommended  to  be  made — the  earliest 
practicable  point  of  time  and  tiie  least  j)Ossible  amount  of  money — 
and  await  the  result  of  the  publication  of  what  has  been  accomplished. 

As  authorized  in  the  instructions  to  the  .State  Engineer,  already 
quoted,  the  work  of  tliis  department  is  designed,  not  only  to  accom- 
l)lish  for  the  irrigation  and  reclamation  interest  tliat  which  was 
lirected — the  solution  of  the  special  i)roblenis  involved — but,  inci- 
kntally,  to  do  for  agriculture  in  general  all  that  a  geological  or 
mineralogical  survey,  such  as  the  State  Mineralogist  is  now  gradually 
accomplishing,  will  <lo  for  the  mining  interest,  and  to  furnish  the 
State  Mineralogist  with  a  much  needed  basis  for  his  work.  It  will 
serve  as  a  basis  for  all  future  pliysical  examinations  and  studies;  it 
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will  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  people  a  reasonably  correct  and  com- 
plete set  of  maps  of  the  State;  it  will  make  possible  the  construction 
of  correct  county  maps  at  a  minimum  of  cost  to  each  individual 
county ;  if  faithfully  and  intelligently  carried  to  completion,  it  would 
furnish  an  official  account  of  the  agricultural  resources  and  condition 
of  the  State,  whicli,  spread  abroad,  would  form  the  best  advertisement 
of  the  State  which  could  be  made. 

If  the  results  to  be  put  before  the  public  within  the  next  two  years 
appear  to  uphold  these  claims  for  the  work,  the  department  now 
organized  as  one  for  investigation  alone,  maybe  re-created  on  its  own 
merits  in  the  future,  if  it  is  required,  for  other  and  more  practical 
purposes,  and  these  investigations  also  may  be  carried  forward  and 
completed  for  the  whole  State.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Sacramento,  March  20,  1882. 
His  Excellenq/  Gkorgk  C.  Perkins,  Governor: 

Sir:  I  ask  your  attention  to  a  question  in  connection  with  the  work  in  the  State  Engineer 
Department,  and  as  the  law  organizing  the  department  expressly  says  that  the  State  Engineer 
shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  I  desire  to  be  instructed  therein. 

This  work  was  organized  as  a  special  "  investigation  of  the  problems  of  irrigation."  The 
chief  apparent  motive  for  its  prosecution,  as  urged  at  the  passage  of  the  bill,  so  far  as  I  am 
informed,  and  as  evidenced  in  the  law  itself,  was  a  necessity  for  a  correct  general  understanding 
of  the  subject  of  irrigation,  and  knowledge  of  the  field  for  irrigation  in  this  State,  in  order  that 
the  people  of  the  State  and  their  representatives  in  the  Legislature  might  appreciate  the  neces- 
sities and  peculiarities  of  the  irrigation  interest,  and  thus  be  enabled  to  legislate  to  the  best 
advantage  for  it  and  the  State  at  large. 

It  had  been  urged  by  many  persons  that  the  State  should  undertake  the  construction  of  irri- 
gation works.  Again,  that  a  law  should  be  passed  organizing  the  irrigable  portions  of  the  State 
into  irrigation  districts,  each  district  to  construct  its  own  works. 

And  these  are  only  a  sample  of  the  multitude  of  propositions  and  plans  that  were  put  forth 
to  regulate  the  development  of  irrigation  in  general,  and  the  practice  in  detail. 

The  Legislature  had  been  asked  repeatedly  to  pass  measures  respecting  irrigation,  deemed  by 
some  of  its  members  absolutely  necessary,  and  by  others  unreasonably  radical,  and  had  put 
forth  various  enactments  which  proved  of  no  avail,  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  irrigation 
interests. 

Although  constituting  in  area  a  large  portion  of  the  State,  the  irrigation  counties,  being 
sparsely  settled,  had  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  total  representation  in  the  Legislature,  and 
the  complaint  was  general  that  the  members  from  the  other  portions  of  the  State  did  not  under- 
stand the  subject,  and  that  the  irrigation  interest  suflered  by  reason  of  this  non-appreciation. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  was  alleged  that  there  was  not  always  a  unanimity  of  sentiment  or  opin- 
ion, as  to  exact  measures,  amongst  the  members  who  did  represent  the  irrigation  regions,  and 
this  doubtless  contributed  to  the  failure  to  provide  such  statutory  regulations  as  would  protect 
and  foster  this  interest.  The  immediate  demand,  then,  was  for  such  data  as  would  guide  legis- 
lation, and  hence  the  inauguration  of  this  investigation  was  provided  for. 

Whether, or  not  the  members  of  the  Legislature  who  favored  the  measure  really  appreciated 
the  field  of  work  which  was  opened  up  when  the  instructions  to  the  State  Engineer  were  made 
into  law,  I  am  unable  to  say;  the  presumption  is,  of  course,  that  they  did.  The  fact  is,  that  an 
"investigation  of  the  problems  of  irrigation  of  the  plains'  in  California  is  a  large  operation;  it 
embraces  a  study  of  the  water  supply  for  irrigation,  of  the  lands  to  be  irrigated,  of  the  practice 
of  irrigation  itself,  and  a  search  for  rule  and  precedent  in  drawing  conclusions  for  a  report. 
California  is  a  big  State;  the  mere  operation  of  completely  mapping  out  the  field  from  existing 
data,  and  collecting  superficially  a  knowledge  of  the  physical  facts  to  be  considered,  would  take 
much  time  and  money. 

From  the  very  commencement  of  this  work  applications  have  been  received  for  special 
information  to  be  furnished  to  persons  interested  in  different  localities.  A  survey  could  some- 
times not  be  completed  before  an  application  would  be  made  for  a  copj'  of  the  notes  and  maps 
of  its  results.  It  seemed  quite  clear  to  me  that  the  satisfaction  of  such  demands  was  not  the 
object  contemplated  by  the  law  under  which  the  State  Engineer  was  called  upon  to  act. 

I  have  regarded  the  data  collected  as  the  {)roperty  of  the  State,  for  its  purposes  as  hereinbefore 
indicated.  I  have  believed  that  it  was  my  duty  to  embody  the  substance  of  the  results  into  a 
final  report  to  the  Legislature,  which  report  could  be  published  with  maps,  etc.,  and  be  sold,  as 
were  the  reports  of  the  State  Geological  Survey,  to  reimburse  the  State,  in  part  at  least,  for  the 
production.  I  have  thought  that  just  so  soon  as  the  results  of  this  work  were  turned  over  to 
private  persons  or  companies  for  their  use  in  detail,  just  that  soon  it  would  be  said  that  the 
work  was  being  carried  on  for  the  immediate  personal  benefit  of  a  very  few  citizens.  Hence,  in 
reply  to  numerous  applications  for  data  I  have  answered  in  the  negative,  and  have  endeavored 
calmly  to  give  reasons  for  this  action  which  would  satisfy  the  applicants,  and,  so  far  as  I 
know,  tliis  rule  has  not  been  departed  from  with  respect  to  the  information  collected  by  the 
.State  irrigation  investigation;  and  such  information  has  not  gone  out  of  this  office  except  when 
it  has  been  called  for  in  Court,  or  transmitted  to  the  Legislature  in  the  progress  reports  made. 

Now,  if  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  a  survey  or  examination  it  would  not  have  been 
right  to  turn  over  its  results  to  individuals,  at  what  moment  from  that  time  to  this  could  the 
rule  have  been  changed?  The  Legislature  has  done  nothing  to  authorize  such  action.  A  pro- 
vision for  special  publication  of  the  results  of  the  works  was  struck  from  the  appropriation  bill 
at  the  last  session,  and  a  recommendation  to  authorize  the  publisliing  of  reports  from  this  office 
as  other  reports  are  published — before  special  authorization  by  the  Legislature — was  not  acted 
upon. 

Other  and  more  applications  for  data  are  at  hand  at  this  time,  from  Kern,  Fresno,  and  Tulare 
Counties.  The  applicants  generally  offer  to  pay  for  the  information,  or  to  pay  for  the  clerical 
work  necessary  in  its  preparation  for  their  use.  One  apjilicant  oifijrs  to  publish,  for  the  general 
information  of  everyljody,  the  map  with  respect  to  a  cerUiiii  riv<>r,  and  surveys  out  from  it,  so 
that  all  in  its  neighborhood  may  equally  have  access  Uj  it.  Another  says,  that  a  great  big  sec- 
tion of  the  country,  and  the  people  therein,  would  be  benefited  by  the  preparation  of  the  matter 
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for  him  and  his  associates.  And  again,  that  representative  men,  in  a  certain  rapidly  growinii; 
irrigating  region,  have  delayed  pressing  upon  their  Board  of  Supervisors  the  wants  of  the  county 
for  a  reliable  map,  in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  a  map  from  this  office,  embodj'ing  much  data 
not  otherwise  available. 

Now,  I  believe  these  representations  all  to  be  reasona'bly  fair,  and  to  be  prompted,  in  a  con- 
siderable degree  at  least,  by  motives  of  public  interests,  and  that  the  public  dissemination  of  this 
data  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  the  State. 

The  maps,  papers,  notes,  etc.,  in  this  office,  have  never  been  made  public  records,  like  those 
in  the  Surveyor-General's  office.  They  are  not  arranged  so  that  they  can  be  consulted  by  those 
not  familiar  with  the  work.  The  arrangement  of  jilates,  etc.,  for  public  inspection,  is  quite  a 
different  matter  from  the  arrangement  of  data  for  office  work  in  the  preparation  of  a  report: 
money  has  been  provided  for  the  last  puriDose,  but  not  for  the  first.  Even  to  lay  open  the  work 
to  public  inspection  would  necessitate  the  employment  of  at  least  one  clerk  and  draughtsman  to 
attend  to  the  matter,  and  there  is  no  monej'  for  any  such  purjwse.  To  comply  with  requests  to 
furnish  data  will  be  to  spend  part  of  the  little  appropriation  in  the  preparation  of  copies,  etc.. 
which  would  not  be  justified,  of  course,  or  to  establish  the  fee  system. 

The  State  Engineer  is  instructed  in  the  law  "to  divide  the  lands  which  are  now,  or  may  in 
the  future  be  in  need  of  irrigation  *  ■•■  •■-'  into  their  natural  districts;  *  *  *"  to  make 
studies  of  the  best  means  of  irrigating  each  district,  and  to  give  his  opinion  and  advice  to  such 
parties  as  may  be  engaged  in  irrigating  a  district,  or  who  may  be  about  to  undertake  the  irriga- 
tion of  a  district,"  etc. 

No  report  has  been  made  in  the  proper  outlines  of  irrigation  districts,  for  reasons  heretofore 
given  in  my  reports  to  the  Legislature.  If  such  districts  were  now  established  and  recognized, 
there  would  be  the  necessity,  under  this  law,  for  the  applicant  for  information  and  advice  tt> 
show  satisfactorily  that  he  really  contemplated  the  ii-rigation  of  the  district,  for  there  is  nothing 
said  about  advising  or  giving  information  to  persons  engaged  in  private  enterprises. 

In  conclusion,  the  situation  is  just  this:  a  general  report  and  map  is  being  prepared  in  this 
office  for  publication  by  the  State;  an  appropriation,  upon  a  definite  estimate,  for  the  comple- 
tion of  this  work  was  asked  for;  the  Legislature  cut  down  the  amount  to  two  fifths  of  the 
estimate.  There  is  no  money  whatever  for  publication,  nor  can  there  be,  unless  the  next  Legis- 
lature sees  fit  to  appropriate  it;  hence,  there  can  be  no  publication  completed  for  at  least  a  year. 
and  perhaps  longer. 

The  details  of  the  work,  which  are  the  data  specially  required  in  niost  applications  thus  far 
made,  cannot  all  be  embodied  in  any  report  which  I  can  prepare  with  the  means  at  command. 
They  should  be  available  for  those  who  can  use  them,  in  all  reason  and  justice,  considering  the 
amount  of  money  expended  by  the  State  in  other  quarters,  and  it  is  my  desire  to  make  them  so. 

If  my  recommendation  be  acted  upon,  they  will  never  be  needed  by  the  State  in  any  scheme 
of  State  works  for  irrigation,  for  I  have  already  spoken  adversely  to  any  such  policy,  in  a  report 
made  in  January,  1880,  and  again  in  January,  1881. 

Hence,  if,  by  any  means,  the  desire  of  the  people  of  the  irrigation  counties,  where  our  work 
has  extended,  to  have  its  detail  results  at  their  disposal,  can  be  favorably  met,  I  hope  that  ii 
may  be  done. 

If  the  position  taken  by  me,  with  respect  to  the  disposition  of  the  work  is  wrong,  then  I  desire 
to  be  corrected,  and  to  be  instructed  to  give  out  the  information  to  whoever  applies.  If  right, 
then  I  hope  some  means  tnay  be  devised  for  so  disposing  of  the  data  as  to  meet  the  popular 
demand,  if,  indeed,  there  is  one,  without  favoring,  or  appearing  to  favor,  special  individuals.

Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  twentieth  instant  has  been  duly  received,  and  I  have  con- 
sidered the  question  you  have  presented  therein.  While  1  think  you  have  pursued  the  proper 
course  in  not  ]iermitting  the  results  of  your  work  to  go  into  the  liands  of  j)rivate  persons  for 
their  own  personal  use,  I  also  agree  in  believing  that,  if  possible,  tiiis  data  should  be  broughi 
before  the  j)ublic,  or  made  available  for  public  use,  as  soon  as  jiossiblo.  It  occurs  to  me,  that  if 
any  consideraiile  interest  in  any  county  desired  a  tracing  of  .some  det-:iil,  map,  or  cojiy  of  some 
notes  to  be  at  liand  for  their  reference,  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  have  these  data  called  for 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and  that,  on  such  applications,  you  would  be  justified  in  permit- 
ting tracings  and  copies  to  be  made  for  )>ublication,  as  it  were,  by  posting  or  filing  in  tlie  cu.^tody 
of  an  oflicial  of  the  county.  Of  cour.><o,  persons  most  interested  would  have  to  provide  for  the 
cost  of  cojiics,  and  the  aj)i)lication3  shouhl  be  made  by  the  county  officinls.  This  would,  in  fact, 
be  a  publication,  and  the  most  inexpensive  that  could  l)e  jiroviiieii,  I  nupiiose. 

Further  than  this,  if  ])erson3  inU-rested  should  choose  actually  to  publish,  by  lithographing 
any  such  maps,  there  could  be  no  objection,  bo  long  as  the  Stat*?  was  not  made  liable  for  the  cost 
of  the  work,  and  individuals  are  not  periuittod  to  secure  copyrights  for  publishing  the  maps  or 
data.
